Jan.  2.  1.  Thos.  Holland,  Mayor  of  Dartmouth,  to  See.  Cecil.  I send  eight 

Dartmouth,  papers  and  jMirchu tents,  with  seals,  found  on  some  Spaniards  who 
came  in  a ship  of  the  Spanish  fleet,  14  Nov.  last,  who  are  now 
removed  to  Kirton.  I have  seen  Chris,  llubberd  of  Padstow,  wlio 
was  taken  by  the  Spaniards  six  years  ago,  earned  to  Mexico, 
thence  to  Havanna,  wnere  he  was  prisoner  in  the  galleys  till  east 
away  by  weather  ; he  was  thence  sent  to  Spain,  and  was  at  Porto 
Rico  when  Sir  Fras.  Drake  and  Sir  John  Hawkins  were  there ; 
tlienee  to  Seville ; be  lias  served  as  volunteer  on  Spanish  ships  in 
the  West  Indies,  and  was  boatswain  of  a Spanish  ship  at  Cadiz, 
when  the  Earl  of  Essex  was  there.  He  is  coming  up  to  London,  to 
seo  his  mother,  Ann  Holland  of  Wood  Street.  I will  send  any 
intelligence  I may  gather  from  Spain,  if  required.  The  postmasters 
of  Ashburton  and  Exeter  should  have  orders  to  convey  my  letters.

Jan.  2.  2.  Sir  Ed.  Moore  to  Sec.  Cecil.  I Imre  procured  leave  to  conm 

Poplar.  over  to  England  to  seek  remedy  for  my  disease,  which  increases 

through  my  years.  My  wearisome  journey  has  made  me  unable  to 
stir  abroad,  yet  1 purpose  attending  you  shortly  to  manifest  my 
duty,  and  beseech  you  to  hold  mo  excused  for  four  or  live  days.

Jan.  2.  3.  Reflections  \by  Lord  Buryhlcy]  upon  the  proposal  of  the 

French  King  to  Her  Majesty,  whether  to  conclude  a peace  with  the 
King  of  Spain,  or  to  continue  the  war.  A [icaco  assuredly  obtained 
is  hotter  than  any  war.  It  is  profitable,  inasmuch  as  the  French 
King  being  offered  to  have  all  controversies  reduced  to  the  con- 
clusions made  at  Chateau  in  Cambresis,  he  shall  have  restitution 
of  Calais  and  Dorlance,  and  all  other  places  in  Artois,  Picardy,  and 
Brittany,  forced  from  the  Spaniards  ; tue  controversies  between  him 
and  the  Duke  of  Savoy  may  remain. 

Unprofitable,  inasmuch  as  the  Queen  will  lose  all  hope  of  Calais, 
and  be  unassured  of  the  repayment  of  the  great  sums  lent  to  the 
French  King  ; and  if  the  Low  Countries  be  reduced  to  obey  the 
Dnko  of  Burgundy,  it  will  be  doubtful  how  Her  Majesty  -shall  be 
reimbursed  for  her  charges. 

Profitable,  in  so  far  as  the  Queen,  by  making  peace  with  Spain, 
shall  have  commodity  to  reduce  Ireland  to  quietness,  and  thereby 
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spare  her  excessive  charge  of  treasure,  victuals,  munition,  and 
supplies  of  men,  to  be  levied  and  sent  out  of  England. 

Item. — She  will  have  trade  open  for  her  merchants  to  all  the 
countries  of  Spain,  Portugal,  Barbary,  and  the  Levant,  ns  also  to 
the  countries  in  the  East,  as  Poland  and  Denmark,  and  the  mari- 
time towns  of  Germany ; thereby  the  shipping  of  the  realm  and 
mariners  shall  increase,  and  also  the  port  towns  that  are  manifestly 
decayed,  as  Newcastle,  Hull,  Boston,  and  Lynn  northwards ; 
Southampton,  Pool,  Weymouth,  Bristol,  Chester,  west  and  south- 
wards. By  pence  also  she  shall  avoid  the  insolency  of  the  King  of 
Scots,  and  strengthen  her  borders,  and  by  increase  of  the  trade  of 
merchants,  her  customs  shall  increase. 

On  the  other  hand  arc  the  discommodities  upon  dissolving  of 
soldiers . The  soldiers  spared  out  of  Ireland  will  either,  if  left  in 
Ireland,  make  waste  there,  or  will  be  ready  to  provoko  the  Irish  to 
new  rebellion.  Such  as  shall  return  to  England  will  live  disorderly,  if 
they  are  not  forced  to  return  to  their  native  countries,  or  to  their 
former  trade.  The  like  discommodity  will  ensue  to  those  discharged 
out  of  the  Low  Countries. 

The*  reduction  of  the  Low  Countries  to  the  obedience  of  the  King 
[of  Spain],  ns  Duke  of  Burgundy,  ib  so  difficult  as  to  seem  desperate  ; 
first,  because  they  hold  opinion  that  the  King,  by  breaking  their 
ancient  liberties  confirmed  at  his  joyous  entry,  has  forfeited  his 
estate  in  the  United  Provinces,  and  that  they  arc  thereby  freed  from 
their  homage. 

Secondly,  they  have  altered  their  states  for  government  in  many 
things  that  cannot  suffer  change,  as  the  state  of  their  bishoprics, 
and  their  lands  alienated,  all  the  abbey  and  nunneries’  lands 
dispersed,  ke. 

The  ancient  possessions  that  were  of  the  patrimony  of  the  sovereign 
lords  of  the  provinces  now  mortgaged  for  debt. 

The  interest  which  the  Queen  has  in  Flushing  and  the  Brill  to 
be  satisfied  to  her,  in  discharge  of  the  large  sums  Imprested  to  them. 

The  great  multitude  of  towns  and  forts  kept  by  garrisons  of 
soldiers,  which  may  not  lie  dissolved  with  surety  to  the  States. 

The  restitution  of  the  Catholic  religion,  though  liberty  be  promised 
to  the  Protestants,  will  breed  division  and  civil  war,  whereby  the 
Catholics  getting  the  upper  hand,  will  be  ready  to  please  the  King 
by  depriving  all  the  Protestants  of  their  states  and  liberties.

Jan.  3.  4.  The  Queen  to  the  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower.  Sir  John  Smythe, 

a long  time  prisoner  under  your  charge,  having  made  submission  to 
us  in  writing  liefore  our  Council,  we  are  pleased  to  extend  our  grace 
unto  him,  nnd  therefore  require  you  to  set  him  at  liberty,  on  security 
to  repair  to  his  own  house  in  Essex,  and  not  depart  above  the  com- 
pass of  a mile  from  thence,  without  speciaUicenee  of  us  or  our  Council. 
Also  Edw.  Nevill,  prisoner  in  the  Tower,  is  to  be  delivered  over  to 
the  warden  of  tho  Fleet  Prison,  and  there  to  abide  during  our 
pleasure.

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5.  Sir  H.  Killigrew  to  Sec.  Cecil.  A letter  wns  sent  to  me  and 
Air.  Waad  by  the  Council,  to  compound  a controversy  between  the 
merchants  of  London  and  those  of  Rochelle.  The  agreement  is  made 
upon  the  payment  of  6,000  crowns,  and  the  agent  for  those  at 
Rochelle  has  not  the  means  here  to  give  assurance  for  such  a sum  ; 
notwithstanding,  Mr.  Alderman  Lee  is  content, — if  His  Majesty  do  but 
write  to  signify  tliat  the  Rochellers  have  satisfied  so  much  to  him  for 
their  debt — to  pay  6,000  crowns  here  to  the  London  merchants.  For 
the  procuring  of  this  letter  from  Mr.  Alderman  Lee’s  factor  there,  the 
agent  for  those  at  Rochelle  is  desirous  to  ride  post,  and  accompany  the 
ambassador  now  upon  departure,  and  has  desired  me  to  signify  eo 
much,  before  my  departure  to  my  brother’s  house  at  Hamworth, 
where  I have  some  little  business  for  three  or  four  days.  Noted 
that  Cecil  may  hoar  moro  from  Mr.  Waad  of  the  merchants’ consent 
to  this  agreement.  [£  pa«/e.] 

G.  Lord  Burghley  to  the  Officers  of  the  port  of  Rochester.  The 
Queen,  by  warrant  of  9 April,  signified  her  pleasure  that  the  States, 
through  thoir  agent,  M.  do  Caron,  should  export  70  iron  demi-cul- 
verins,  without  paying  extraordinary  customs  to  the  patentees  ; 32 
have  already  been  exported,  but  two  were  broken  on  trial  in  the  Low 
Countries.  So  40  still  remain  to  be  exported,  which,  by  the  Lord 
Admiral’s  order,  are  marked  with  double  rings,  and  lie  waiting 
transport.  You  are  therefore  to  permit  the  said  eulverins  to  be 
exported.

Giles  Van  Harwick  [alia*  Wn».  Resoul d]  to  Peter  Artson  [alias 
Sec.  Cecil].  * * * * There  is  news  of  the  creation  of  nobility  in 
England,  which  makes  it  conceived  that  some  matter  is  devising  to 
overthrow  old  plots  or  protended  titles.  The  Earl  of  Cumberland  is 
said  to  be  at  sea  with  30  ships,  eight  of  the  Queen’s,  eight  of  his  own, 
and  the  rest  merchants,  to  intercept  the  treasure,  or  provisions 
corning  to  Lisbon.  A fleet  is  said  to  be  coining  to  attack  Lisbon, 
which  is  ill  provided  for  defence.  * * * * The  Earl  of 
Shrewsbury  is  said  to  be  in  the  Tower.  Mariners  from  these  parts 
should  be  received  with  caution,  as  seminaries  go  over  in  that  guise.

10.  The  Queen  to  Win.  Meredith.  Sir  Fras.  Vere,  Sir  Nicli. 
Parker,  ami  10  other  captains  formerly  serving  in  the  Low  Countries, 
being  employed  elsewhere  since  12  April  last,  have  been  checked, 
according  to  the  established  orders ; but,  us  they  are  still  in  our 
service,  we  will  that,  after  payment  of  other  former  warrants  upon 
the  checks,  yon  may  make  them  such  allowances  as  Sir  Thou.

His  answer  to  tho  Vice  Chancellor 
was.  that  ho  had  rather  have  heard  of  hiB  son’s  death  than  his  sick- 
ness, although  this  does  somewhat  please  him,  in  that  he  sees  God  hath 
hearkened  to  his  prayers.  He  began  liis  letter  with  “ What  shall  1 
write,  or  what  shall  I not  write  ?"  and  says  his  son  shall  never 
mover  his  favour,  as  he  is  a reprobate,  a eostaway,  an  example 
above  example  of  an  irreverent  and  disobedient  child,  and  to  con- 
clude, one  quern  ipsa  solus  Bereave  nail  potent.  lie  says  he  im- 
piously practised  against  his  dear  and  chaste  mother,  whose  life  ho 
I the  bishop]  tenders  above  77  sons,  and  at  last  entreats  him  to  show 
him  no  comfort,  to  undertake  nothing  for  him,  nor  to  be  deceived 
with  bis  hypocritical  shows  and  melancholy  sickness.  He  wrote  also 
to  Mr.  Prichard  in  brevity,  disdain,  and  scarcely  five  lines,  whereof 
this  is  one,  “ keep  your  exclamations  to  some  other  purpose,  or  else 
you  are  not  so  wise  as  God  might  have  made  you.”  Aud  because 
In'  would  not  let  any  who  wished  well  to  his  son  cscajie  him,  ho 
calk  me  the  Unknown  Secretary.  Ma/edicas  illi  ae  me  amt* ; and  if 
I be  not  quit  with  this  Furioso  eatirico  cpiscopo  in  railing,  then  I 
shall  think  I have  forgotten  what  lathings  to  the  reputation  of  a 
young  man's  wit. 

Many  accidents  have  happened  here  concerning  the  return  of  this 
messenger,  which  I am  loath  to  trouble  you  with  ; only  this,  thnt  the 
news  of  him  drove  Tnbie  Mathew  into  so  dangerous  a fit,  that  we 
fear  if  we  should  let  him  know  what  news  is  brought,  it  would  drive 
him  beyond  all  his  fits,  and  therefore  we  keep  it  from  him.

A man- 
date has  been  issued  from  the  Emperor,  to  all  electors,  prelates,  and 
other  officers  and  subjects  of  the  Empire,  reciting  sundry  com- 
plaints made  by  the  Hanse  Towns  of  injuries  committed  again -t 
them  in  our  realm,  and  complaints  against  our  Merchant  Ad- 
venturers, without  hearing  of  any  answer  made  to  the  said  Hanse 
Towns  in  disproof  of  their  complaints  (tho  same  being  most 
notoriously  unjust  and  not  to  be  maintained  by  any  truth).  Yet 
nevertheless,  by  that  mandate,  our  English  merchants,  namely,  the 
company  of  Merchant  Adventurers,  are  forbidden  any  traffic  within 
the  empire,  and  commanded  to  depart  upon  great  pains,  and  to 
forbear  all  havens  or  landing  places,  or  any  commerce  by  water  or 
land  in  the  empire,  on  pain  of  apprehension  and  confiscation.  We 
have  sent  letters  to  the  Emperor,  and  electors,  &c.,  requiring 
to  have  the  sarno  mandate  revoked  or  suspended,  yet  being  uncer- 
tain what  shall  follow  thereupon,  wo  have  thought  it  agreeable  for 
our  honour,  meantime  to  command  that  all  in  our  realm  appertaining 
to  the  said  Hansc  Towns,  and  especially  such  na  reside  in  London, 
either  in  the  house  called  the  Stillyard,  or  any  other  place,  do 
forbear  to  use  any  manner  of  traffic,  or  make  auy  contracts,  and  do 
depart  out  of  our  dominions,  in  like  sort  as  our  subjects  are  com- 
manded to  depart  out  of  the  empire,  and  upon  the  like  pains. 

For  the  execution  of  this  our  determination,  we  will  that  you,  the 
mayor  and  sheriffs,  forthwith  repair  to  the  Stillyard,  and  give  thoeo 
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who  reside  there  knowledge  of  this  our  command,  charging  them 
that  by  the  28th  of  this  month,  being  the  day  when  our'  merchants 
are  to  avoid  from  Stade,  they  depart  out  of  this  realm ; you  are  also 
to  give  knowledge  hereof  to  those  of  the  Hanse  Towns  belonging 
to  the  empire,  remaining  in  any,  part  of  our  realm,  to  depart  by 
the  same  day ; and  you,  the  Mayor  and  sheriffs,  calling  the  officers 
of  the  Customs  to  you,  are  to  take  possession  of  the  said  house  on 
the  28th  instant,  to  remain  in  our  custody,  until  we  shall  under- 
stand of  any  more  favourable  course  taken  by  the  Emperor  for 
restitution  of  our  subjects  to  their  former  lawful  trade  within  the 
empire.

17.  Dr.  John  Rogers  to  Lord  Burghley.  After  long  and  painful 
search  in  the  Exchequer,  Tower,  and  Rolls,  I found  out  the  un- 
known treaties  between  the  King  of  England  and  tho  Hanses.  In 
1581,  finding  the  Wendisch  at  open  discord  with  the  now  Dutch 
Hanses,  having  got  a reputation  of  integrity  with  the  Wendisch, 
I obtained  to  their  good,  with  the  King  of  Poland, — for  the  then 
furtherance  of  Her  Majesty’s  service,  but  now  much  more  as  times 
stand, — a transcript  of  two  reams  of  paper,  containing  all  records  of 
treaties,  ordinances,  and  rsecseus  (as  they  name  them),  that  served  for 
the  establishment  of  their  cause,  which  transcript  was  delivered  to 
me  on  condition  not  to  deliver  any  of  them  to  any  one  else. 
All  matters  of  special  worth  I had  copied,  and  disbursed  therefor 
upwards  of  100  Philip’s  dollars,  whereof  I never  received  a penny.

The  matters  contained  in  them  appeared  to  be  of  the  beginning  of 
the  Hanses  and  their  increase ; of  the  erection  of  their  contliores,  with 
the  cities  and  territories  subject  to  each  of  them ; of  the  creation  of 
magistrates  and  making  of  laws,  Gesta  A nffica,  especially  with 
Edward  IV.,  of  whom  they  make  great  conquest ; of  their  charges 
spent  in  that  war,  &c.,  amounting  to  200,000?,  sterling ; of  their 
wars  against  Denmark,  as  of  Bornholm  Island  possessed  by  them, 
and  the  wars  with  LyfHanders  and  many  others ; of  the  manner 
of  levying  money  by  taxes,  &c. ; of  means  to  suppress  their  adver- 
saries’ breaking  with  them,  as  the  Kings  of  England,  Denmark, 
Poland,  Norway,  &c;  of  maintenance  of  religion,  such  as  they  have 
or  shall  possess;  of  their  Hausfride  not  much  different  from  the 
Imperial  Lantfride.  The  treaties  with  the  Kings  of  England  from 
Henry  IV.  to  Henry  VIII.  do  not  differ  from  those  in  the  tw<* 
volumes  of  my  finding  under  the  broad  seal.  But  the  treaties  tern 
poral  and  conditional,  from  Henry  III.  until  those  times,  are  not 
there  specified,  os  no  doubt  the  matter  was  not  for  their  purpose,  or 
to  the  convenience  of  the  body  of  the  Hanses.  Tho  said  transcript 
contains  further,  treaties  with  the  Kings  of  Denmark  and  Norway, 
with  the  Prussians,  Brabant,  and  Flanders  generally,  and  Antwerp. 
Sluys,  Bruges,  Ypres;  and  specially  with  the  Kings  of  France, 
Spain,  and  Portugal,  as  also  between  the  Hanses  themselves.  Briefly , 
there  ap|»eared  tho  unknown  ImpcrluPi  A rtzicum.  I enclose  copies 
of  the  heads  of  the  titles,  collated  by  me.

17.  I.  Note*  as  described  above,  of  the  several  privileges  granted 
by  English  sovereigns  and  foreign  princes  to  the  IIan*w 
Towns.

I find  it  written  in  the 
fore  front  of  vindicative  justice  that  no  man  be  punished,  especially 
with  death,  before  trial  and  judgment ; 18  weeks  have  passed  since 
by  your  commission  I have  been  closed  within  four  walls,  and 
buried  alive  (for  life  without  the  use  of  it  may  better  be  termed  a 
burial  or  a death  than  a life),  without  examination  or  sentence. 
Pray  give  order  that  my  cause  may  be  tried,  and  if  by  law  I 
deserve  death,  let  me  rather  die  once,  than  every  day  die  a new 
death.  If  I cannot  obtain  so  much,  let  me  enjoy  that  liberty  of 
prison  which  is  granted  to  common  prisoners,  and  not  lie  thus 
rotting  in  a corner.  The  conversion  of  Mr.  Alabaster  I doubt  not 
will  be  able  in  justice  to  prevail  against  me,  being  urged  by  the 
Dean  of  Westminster  to  dispute  with  him  in  particular,  and  licensed 
by  my  Lord  of  Canterbury  to  confer  with  those  learned  men  that 
resorted  to  the  dean’s  house.

It  is 
said  that  Bn ynes  brought  over  throe,  and  that  is  why  he  thrust  all 
ashore  at  Dartmouth.  I have  been  earnestly  moved  to  do  the  same, 
and  should  have  attained  great  favour  if  I would.

21.  General  reasons  against  an  Act  for  costa  in  a prohibition, 
already  passed  in  the  Lower  House  and  once  read  in  the  Upper. 

1.  The  generality  of  the  bill  tends  to  the  overthrow  of  all 
ecclesiastical  courts,  as  well  ordinary  as  those  of  Her  Majesty’s 
Commission  Ecclesiastical  and  Delegacy,  or  at  least  so  clogs 
those  Courts  that  neither  judges  will  be  willing  to  Bit,  nor  sub- 
jects to  prosecute  any  suit  in  them. 

2.  The  bill  is  partial  and  unjust,  for  it  gives  costs  to  bim  that 
procures  the  prohibition , and  none  to  him  that  is  forced  to  sue 
for  a consultation,  whereas  the  procuring  of  the  latter  is  ten  times 
more  chargeable  than  the  prohibitions,  which  are  usually  granted 
upon  every  light  surmise. 

3.  By  this  bill  poor  ministers,  farmers  of  colleges,  which  stand 
most  upon  impropriations,  and  others  who  have  tithes,  will  either 
be  forced  to  receive  great  wrong  and  injury,  or  to  sue  to  greater 
charge  than  the  things  they  sue  for  can  ever  bo  worth. 

4.  The  ecclesiastical  judges,  whether  they  sit  by  Commission 
Ecclesiastical  or  ordinary  jurisdiction,  seem  greatly  injured  by  this 
bill  ; for  if  they  call  any  before  them  for  incontinence,  incest, 
heresy,  or  other  notorious  crime,  either  upon  presentment  or 
upon  public  notoriety  of  the  fact,  being  served  by  a prohibition 
at  the  suit  of  the  offender,  they  must  either  be  forced,  at  great 
charge,  to  procure  a consultation,  or  pay  the  delinquent  his 
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charges  for  the  prohibition,  and  the  offender  shall  so  escape  un- 
punished. 

5.  The  wisdom  of  tbo  realm  lias  been  such,  for  200  years  that 
prohibitions  have  been  in  practice,  that  there  never  was  any  law 
made  to  allow  charges  for  those  procured. 

0.  Although  in  Statute  of  2 Edw.  VI.  it  is  ordained  that  where 
a prohibition  is  brought  in  a cause  of  tithes,  if  the  suggestion  be 
not  proved  by  two  witnesses  within  six  months,  the  party  that 
is  letted  of  his  suit  in  tho  Ecclesiastical  Court  by  such  prohibition 
shall  liave  a consultation  granted,  and  shall  also  recover  double 
costs  and  damages  against  the  party  that  pursued  the  prohibition, 
— the  said  costs  and  damages  to  be  assigned  by  the  Court  where 
the  consultation  shall  be  granted — yet  often  upon  petitions  in  the 
same  case,  no  costs  nor  damages  have  been  allowed,  and  con- 
sultations may  be  procured  in  many  other  cases  than  in  tithes, 
where  like  provision  for  costs  and  charges  is  not  made. 

7.  A prohibition  may  likewise,  by  the  tenor  of  this  bill,  be 
procured  at  the  first  entrance  of  the  cause,  before  the  libel  given, 
even  as  soon  as  the  party  is  cited.  [1 1 pages.] 

J.  P.  B.  [John  Petit]  to  Peter  Halins,  London.  The  King 
of  Scots  has  convoked  a Parliament  to  persuade  his  Lords  to 
assist  him  in  liis  right  to  England,  alleging  that  an  heir-apparent

In  reply  to  Pury  Ogliby's  propositions  to  the  King  of  Spain, 
certain  opposite  arguments  by  John  Cecil,  a priest  then  in  Spain, 
and  now  a pamphlet  has  come  forth,  evidently  by  an  Englishman, 
in  answer  to  Cecil,  in  which  the  writer  does  but  so  so,  but  he 
threatens  that  the  Queen  of  Scots’  death  shall  be  avenged.  They 
brag  much  of  presumed  friends  they  have  in  England.  It  is 
reported  that  the  French  King  is  treating  for  a peace  on  behalf  of 
the  Queen.  I hope  she  will  make  her  peace  herself,  and  not  take 
her  laws  at  a Frenchman's  hand  ; but  she  has  now  made  him  so 
great  that  she  can  hardly  pluck  him  down.  [Flanders  Corresp., 
Extract.

2G.  BobL  Beale  to  Lord  Burghley.  Both  the  clothiers  who 
complained  unto  your  Lordships  on  Sunday  laat  have  been  liefore 
my  Lord  Mayor,  and  likewise  the  aldermen,  secretary,  and  one 
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other  of  the  Stillyard.  The  two  merchants  who  arc  indebted  to  the 
clothiers  are  either  gone  or  hide  themselves,  whereupon  order  was 
given  to  Mr.  Robinson,  the  searcher,  to  have  a care  that  no  merchant 
of  the  Stillyard  should  pass  the  seas  without  special  licence.  In- 
quiries have  also  been  mndo  to  what  persons  these  merchants  re- 
sorted whom  the  Lord  Mayor  will  send  for,  and  examine  what  they 
know  of  any  goods  appertaining  to  them.  Some  inkling  is  given 
that  they  pawned  divers  cloths.  Mr.  Robinson  informed  us  that 
one  of  these  merchants,  named  Valentine  Von  Horne,  had  the 
doings,  upon  a licence  granted  by  Her  Majesty  to  the  Duke  of 
Luneburg,  for  pawing  iron  ordnance  ; so  we  have  required  him,  in 
your  Lordship’s  name,  to  stay  all  transportation  of  ordnance  upon 
the  said  licence,  for  he  may  therein  abuse  both  Her  Majesty  and 
the  Duke,  ns  he  has  done  the  poor  clothiers. 

The  alderman,  secretary,  and  merchant  of  the  Stillyard  protest 
that  they  have  cleared  with  all,  and  within  these  eight  days,  will 
not  owe  a ] >t*nny,  although  it  has  been  to  their  great  loss.  We 
have  signified  to  two  others  who  retail  Rhenish  wine  that,  putting 
in  English  sureties  to  pay  what  they  may  owe  to  any  of  Her 
Majesty's  subjects,  they  shall  not  depart  the  realm  without  special 
licence  from  your  Lordship,  but  may  continue  selling  wine  till 
further  orders  ; and  meantime  they  shall  not  be  molested  to  pay 
their  debts  before  they  are  due.  For  one  other  of  the  Stillyard, 
the  alderman  has  undertaken  that  lie  shall  be  forthcoming,  and 
cither  content  his  creditors,  or  be  subject  to  taw.  We  hear  of  no 
complaints  against  any  others,  and  have  been  advertised  that 
there  are  no  more  of  that  society  in  the  house.  They  seemed 
very  glad  of  a longer  respite,  but  these  two  difficulties  grew,  on 
which  they  desire  your  answer.  First,  the  Lord  Mayor  says  that 
having  received  a warrant  from  Her  Majesty  under  the  great  seal, 
to  put  two  persons  of  the  Custom-house  in  possession  of  the 
Stillyard  upon  the  expiration  of  1+  days,  he  must  execute  the 
same  on  Saturday  next,  unless  meantime  he  shall  receive  further 
order  to  the  contrary. 

Second,  those  of  the  Stillyard,  having  received  so  solemn  a de- 
putation under  the  great  seal  to  depart,  desire  some  good  assurance 
for  their  indemnity,  lest  the  penalties  of  the  first  warrant  fall  upon 
them,  and  they  he  thought  very  simple  not  to  seek  further  security. 

My  Lord  Mayor  told  me  there  were  letters  lately  come  from 
Stade,  that  the  English  merchants  were  more  in  hope  of  favour  than 
before,  and  wished  some  favour  to  be  showed  to  a few  of  those  here, 
that  tlie  English  in  those  parts  who  had  20  times  more  wares  there 
than  am  anyways  he  found  here  might  be  better  used.  [2  pagea.] 

27.  Sir  Rich.  Saltonstall,  Lord  Mayor,  and  12  aldermen  of  London, 
to  See,  Cecil.  Thomas  Brauiley,  an  honest  citizen,  and  his  partner, 
Hen.  Farrington,  have  lmd  goods  worth  40,000  crowns  seized  by  the 
inhabitants  of  Marseilles,  on  pretence  that  one  of  the  Queen’s  ships 
has  spoiled  a ship  of  theirs,  laden  with  merchandise.  They  appealed 
to  the  Parliament  of  Aix,  which  referred  the  cause  to  the  French 
King,  to  whom  the  Queen  has  written  for  redress  of  this  wrong.

We 
lately  commanded  you  to  repair  to  the  Stiltyard,  and  charge  all  sueli 
merchants  as  belong  to  the  Hanse  Towns,  resident  either  in  our  said 
city  or  any  other  place,  to  forbear  traffic,  and  depart  our  dominions 
by  the  28th  inst.  ; but  tho  aldermen  of  that  house  and  eoni]>any 
petition  our  Council  that  a longer  day  may  be  given  for  their 
departure.  Considering  that  our  merchants  at  Stacie  have  had  a 
far  longer  time  given  them  by  the  Emperor's  mandate  to  depart,  and 
that  it  appears  by  divers  of  our  subjects  that  there  are  debts  due 
to  them  payable  after  the  samo  day,  and  considering  that  more 
favour  was  used  to  our  merchants  there  than  was  looked  for,  wc  nro 
pleased  to  have  the  day  for  their  departure  prolonged  until  28  Feb., 
or  further,  as  our  Council  shall  find  our  subjects  well  used.  We 
require  you  to  give  them  knowledge  of  this,  and  to  charge  them 
upon  their  peril  not  to  attempt  to  depart  in  the  mean  season  .without 
satisfying  their  debts.

The  enclosed 
letter,  directed  to  your  Lordship,  the  Earl  Marshal,  and  myself,  was 
brought  me  this  night,  and  seeing  the  gallows  upon  it,  T o|>ened  it 
myself,  and  send  it  you.  I am  going  in  haste  down  to  the  ships,  to 
prevent  any  mischievous  intent  against  them,  ns  also  to  make  ready 
two  or  three  ships  to  go  to  the  Narrow  »Seas.  You  may  perceive 
they  are  dispersed,  and  this  wind  will  not  suffer  those  that  be  not 
already  gotten  into  Calais  to  join,  so  that  they  must  either  put  into 
the  Downs,  or  go  roam,  or  put  into  the  Wight.  The  Earl  of  Cum- 
berland should  be  written  to,  to  put  out  with  some  of  his  ships,  ns 
if  this  wind  holds,  he  will  light  upon  some  of  them  about  the  Wight. 
Pray  cause  Mr.  Quarles  and  Mr.  Darell  to  send  down  such  vessels  as 
they  can  suddenly  provide  to  Quinl>oro;  it  will  be  good  keeping  in 
those  hbi|»s  in  Calais,  or  else  making  them  smart  when  they  come 
out.  If  victuals  come  down,  I will  out  with  the  Rainbow  within 
three  days,  and  some  other  ships  may  crime  after.  If  my  Lord 
Thomas  and  Sir  W.  Raleigh  come  down  to  me,  we  will  despatch  all 
necessary  things  with  speed.  If  we  can  keep  this  fleet  from  going 
back  to  the  Groyne,  it  may  break  all  their  designs  for  this  year. 

P.S.— You  see  your  noble  son's  humour.  I would  give  half  my 
land  to  be  with  bin).  It  were  good  to  consider  of  your  son’s  going 
over  to  Dieppe,  for  if  the  Queen's  ships  be  gone  from  the  coast,  I do 
not  see  but  these  ships  and  men  may  come  on  our  coast,  and  do 
much  mischief,  to  Her  Majesty’s  great  dishonour.  1 hope  Her 
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Majesty  will  bear  with  me  that  I go  without  her  order,  but  time  ia 
precious,  and  I mean  to  give  order  to  the  blockhouses  at  Graves- 
end to  stay  such  ships  as  come  in,  until  they  have  looked  into  them. 

67.  Lord  Admiral  Nottingham  to  Lord  Burgliley  and  the  Earl  of 
Essex.  I made  such  haste  to  send  Mr.  Secretary's  letters,  that  I 
forbore  to  write  that  which  I now  do.  He  writes  that  the  Vanguard 
is  too  foul  to  make  great  way ; no  marvel,  for  she  has  been  in  the 
Narrow  Seas  nine  months  ; the  ships  fit  to  put  in  her  place,  as 
lieing  of  force  and  drawing  little  water,  were  in  the  last  service;  but 
tho  Rainbow  is  made  ready  to  go  in  her  place,  and  had  been  thero 
already,  but  the  other  stayed  for  the  safe  transporting  of  Mr.  Secre- 
tary. He  also  writes  that  Her  Majesty’s  forces  in  the  Narrow  Sea9 
are  but  small,  yet  she  commanded  me  to  lessen  them,  so  that  the 
Antelope  and  two  others  were  brought  in  ; the  Vanguard  excepted, 
the  rest  are  small  ships,  fit  to  meet  with  Dunkirkers,  but  far  unfit 
for  this  that  now  happens  unlocked  for. 

In  my  opinion,  these  ships  will  watch  a time  to  do  something  on 
our  coast,  and  if  they  hear  our  ships  are  gone  to  Dieppe,  I think 
them  beasts  if  they  do  not  burn  and  spoil  Dover  and  Sandwich. 
What  4, 000  men  may  do  on  the  sudden,  in  some  other  places,  I 
leave  to  your  Lordships’  judgments ; it  were  good  to  have  care  in 
time  for  Her  Majesty's  ships  in  Chatham  ; 1 hope  it  shall  cost  them 
dear  if  they  attempt  it.  There  is  nothing  here  at  Gravesend  to  im- 
peach anything  but  the  two  silly  forts,  which  can  do  little.  I have 
ordered  two  barges  of  Gravesend  to  go  as  far  us  Tilbury  Hope,  and 
so  give  warning  if  thero  be  cause,  and  to  command  all  ships  to  stay 
and  anchor  till  the  searcher  of  Gravesend  sees  what  they  be,  and 
what  is  in  them.  I pray  I may  know  Her  Majesty's  pleasure,  either 
for  ships  to  go  out,  or  in  any  other  service,  and  it  shall  be  done. 

P.S. — As  this  wind  is,  they  that  are  out  cannot  seize  Calais,  so 
that  if  my  Lord  of  Cumberland  makes  haste  out,  be  will  meet  with 
some  of  them,  if  it  be  but  with  |>art  of  his  fleet.  I doubt  not  but 
most  of  these  ships  that  are  come  to  Calais  will  tarry  there  all  this 
summer,  and  if  they  do,  the  seas  must  be  kept  strong,  for  they  will 
be  ill  neighbours.  I pray  that  a store  of  munition  may  be  sent  to 
Rochester  with  Bpeed,  and  some  officer  with  it  [1]  pages.] 

08.  Sir  Rich.  Saltonstall,  Rich.  Carmarden,  and  Thos.  Myddleton, 
to  Lord  Burgbley.  ’ You  bestowed  the  searchership  of  Plymouth 
and  Fowey  upon  Wro.  Lewis ; an  agreement  has  passed  between 
him  nnd  William  Colston  for  the  searchership  of  Bristol.  As  Lewis 
has  demeaned  himself  very  honestly,  and  is  desirous  to  come  near 
his  own  and  his  wife’s  friends,  we  beseech  your  favour  that  he 
may  resign  his  office  to  Thos.  Glason,  a very  fit  man,  and  that  you 
will  grant  a patent  of  the  searchership  of  Bristol  in  hisname, 
according  to  the  surrender  of  the  said  Colston.  [ j jxige.] 

61).  Spanish  advertisements  by  Roliert  Savage.  On  March 
1597,  the  whole  army  of  the  King  of  Spain,  consisting  of  71  ships, 
was  in  Ferrol,  whereof  there  were  seven  great  gabions  of  1,200 
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tons,  anil  six  small  ones’of  800  tons  ; the  rest  were  mostly  Easier* 
lings  anil  Hollanders;  10  great  ships  were  Lubeckers,  provided 
with  their  own  ordnance.  It  was  reported  there  were  18,000 
men  thereabouts,  who  could  bo  ready  within  two  days'  warning, 
but  the  sickness  was  great  nnd  consumed  the  greatest  part  of  them. 

Oil  Capt.  Elliot  came  into  Ferro!,  with  a fly-boat  of 

130  tons,  laden  with  Canary  wines,  Newfoundland  flab,  and  other 
commodities  which  he  had  stolen  from  Her  Majesty’s  subjects  ; he 
was  sent  by  the  Adclantado  to  the  King  at  Madrid,  who  allowed  him 
40  ducats  a month,  and  all  the  rest  of  bis  company  who  would 
serve  had  such  wages  ns  other  ordinary  men  had,  some  four  and 
some  six  ducats  n month. 

On  27  May,  six  new  gallions  of  400  tons  came  out  of  Biscay,  and 
about  June,  10  galleys  from  Lisbon,  whereof  two  were  cast  away 
and  one  put  back  again,  so  that  only  seven  came  to  Ferrol,  bringing 
2,000  men  nnd  a great  store  of  money.  The  ships  stayed  there 
20  days,  nnd  then  were  sent  for  Brittany,  with  the  soldiers  they 
brought,  and  others  whom  they  took  in  at  Ferrol.  l’eter  Sebeo 
always  kept  the  coast,  with  seven  sail,  and  took  15  ships  of  Easter- 
lings and  Hollanders, — 11  of  which  wero  made  lawful  prize, — and 
four  Lubeckers  with  corn,  but  the  gallion  which  be  went  in  was 
cast  away  near  Bayonne. 

On  Jjjw  the  Adelnntado  was  in  great  fear  of  my  Lord  of  Essex’s 
forces,  and  caused  a bulwark  to  be  made  at  the  entry  of  Ferrol,  and 
furnished  it  with  ordnance  from  the  ships,  as  also  a raft,  with 
masts,  timber,  and  chains  to  stop  the  mouth  of  the  harbour  ; but  it 
was  to  no  great  purpose.  The  ships  were  commanded  to  one  place 
of  the  haven,  nnd  the  great  gallions  were  to  be  before  the  rest, 
which  if  my  Lord  should  overcome,  the  captains  were  appointed  to 
set  fire  to  all  the  rest.  All  the  summer  there  were  two  pinnaces 
that  came  to  nnd  from  Calais  to  Ferrol,  which  took  divers  English- 
men, using  them  very  cruelly,  racking  some ; many  died  in  the 
Btreets  for  lnck  of  focal,  nnd  were  forced  to  serve  from  want 

The  j 1 Oct.  the  Adelantado  sailed  from  the  Groyne  for  Eng- 
land, with  seven  great  gallionH,  one  of  which  was  cast  away, 
10  small  ones,  two  whereof  were  also  cast  away  on  the  coast, 
nnd  68  Easterling  ships  nnd  Hollanders,  with  seven  carvels  and 
upwards  of  7,500  land  soldiers  ; their  orders  were  that  st  their 
coming  to  Falmouth,  they  should  use  the  people  well,  but  put 
nil  the  rest  in  other  places  to  the  sword,  both  man,  woman,  nnd 
child.  On  j-J  October  they  were  forced  lock  by  extremity  of 
weather  into  the  Groyne,  except  15  which  were  wanting,  whereof 
two  Dutchmen  were  sunk  at  sen,  men  nnd  all ; ono  of  the  greatest 
gallions  was  also  cast  away,  having  400  men  nnd  90,000  ducats  in 
money  in  her ; and  most  of  the  ships  came  back  with  their  masts 
broken,  and  so  leaky  that  some  of  their  horses  were  drowned 
in  the  ships  ; some  ran  their  ships  ashore  to  save  themselves. 
Divers  Englishmen  were  appointed  to  come  with  the  Adclantado 
for  Falmouth,  viz.,  Father  t linrlcs  his  confessor,  and  C'npts.  Elliot, 
Burley,  and  Eatou,  &c. ; Elliot  nnd  Eaton  were  to  have  been 
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captains  of  the  horse,  and  Burley  of  the  foot ; many  of  their  men 
died  after  their  return,  through  the  increase  of  the  sickness. 

On  JJJJ*  Peter  Sebeo  was  ready  with  28  sail  of  small  ships, 
except  one  Hootch  ship  of  150  tons,  which  was  the  Admiral’s  ; 
it  was  reported  he  had  8,000  men  in  them,  for  the  most  part  very 
weak,  and  ill  apparelled,  their  weapons  being  pikes,  muskets,  and 
call  vers,  with  a little  armour.  About  this  time  six  small  gabions 
and  three  pinnaces,  with  2,000  soldiers,  were  sent  from  the  Groyne, 
to  convoy  home  the  treasure. 

On  Dec.  the  Marquis  do  Ramboll,  an  Italian,  came  from 
Lisbon  to  the  Groyne,  with  ten  sail,  whereof  a gallion  was  admiral, 
and  the  Scotch  ship,  which  is  now  at  Calais,  was  vice-admiral.  Tito 
rest  were  small  Holland  ships,  and  had  2,000  Italians  in  them,  all 
very  weak.  On  Dec.  the  Adeiantodo  departed  from  the  Groyne 
to  Madrid,  and  Don  Diego  Brochero  was  appointed  in  bis  place. 

It  was  reported  that  the  castle  of  Falmouth  whs  sold  to  the 
King  of  Spain,  by  one  Kitligrow.  Some  Dutchmen  showed  me  the 
roan  that  came  about  the  matter,  with  whom  I talked,  but  he 
would  not  be  known  but  as  an  Irish  merchant.  About 
150  shipwrights  came  from  Lisbon  to  the  Groyne,  to  repair  the 
ships,  which  want  masts,  cables,  sails,  &c.  ; 28  ships  having  gone 
for  Calais  and  nine  for  the  treasure,  there  remained  45  in  the  Groyne, 
which  had  orders  to  sail  for  Ferrol  by  the  first  fair  wind.  It  was 
rumoured  that  the  Easterlings  were  promised  leave  to  go  home,  but 
I think  they  will  not.  These  ships  might  easily  lie  burned  and 
spoiled.  On  ^an'  I went  on  board  a ship  of  Lubec,  from  the 
Groyne  to  Lisbou,  where  I found  a ship  laden  with  salt  for  my 
master,  by  which  I made  haste  to  come  home,  thinking  to  have 
been  here  before  the  licet  arrived  at  Cahus.  There  were  divers  great 
Italian  ships  at  Lisbon,  which  went  back  again,  and  four  carrack a, 
which  will  be  ready  for  tlie  East  Indies  the  beginning  of  April,  and 
will  be  richly  laden.  On  I left  Lisbon,  with  further  letters 

of  advice. 

It  is  thought  when  the  treasure  comes  home,  they  will  make 
new  preparations,  and  send  to  the  East  countries  for  provisions. 
Many  Irishmen  come  to  Lisbon  to  trade,  and  carry  news  to  and  fro. 
Last  year  I disappointed  the  King  of  Spain's  factors  of  24  great 
masts  that  were  iu  Dantzie,  18  of  which  I brought  hither,  for  Her 
Majesty,  but  the  rest  are  lying  at  Dantzic,  to  my  loss  and  hindrance. 
I will  undertake  to  cause  all  the  great  musts  there  and  nt  Norway 
to  be  bought  from  the  King  of  Spain,  or  else  give  such  advice  that 
they  may  be  intercepted,  as  also  any  other  provisions  that  shall 
come  from  thence.  [2$  paffte ».]

valued  by  you.  As  the  Queen’s  affairs  must  have  a good  portion  of 
our  minds,  I hope  now  Goff  baa  disposed  us  to  love  and  kind- 
ness, we  shall  overcome  all  petty  doubts  about  what  the  world 
may  judge  of  our  correspondency  ; our  souls  are  witnesses  that 
nothing  is  so  dear  to  us  as  Her  Majesty’s  service,  which  prospered 
the  worse  through  our  pleasing  our  followers  by  contrariety  in  our- 
selves. I am  rich  in  mind  by  this  purchase  of  your  noble  favour 
nnd  protection,  and  next  to  God  and  my  sovereign,  shall  labour  moat 
to  preserve  and  requite  your  friendship,  from  which  nothing  but 
the  separation  of  body  and  bouI  shall  divide  me.

Young  Norris  was  very  sick,  as  were  Ch.  Blount,  Vane,  Tufton,  Cope, 
Wotton,  and  others  in  the  Crane  and  Quittance.  I only  fear  lest 
Sir  Thus.  Wilkes  prove  worse ; but  he  shall  ride  in  my  coach,  and 
have  all  case  to  Paris ; he  is  better,  though  still  ill.  { send  copies 
of  my  letter  to  the  King,  &c.  in  this  despatch.  Be  good  to  London, 
and  if  some  idle  errand  can  send  over  Sir  Walter  [Raleigh],  let  us 
have  him.  In  my  joint  letter  I touched  that  your  man  came  over 
voluntarily,  for  otherwise  haply  the  Queen  would  understand  it.

Coni.  departure  from  Dieppe,  I think  you  would  be  in  Paris  in  three 
days,  so  I do  not  expect  to  bear  from  you  till  you  have  an 
answer  from  the  King  to  your  letter  from  Dieppe,  which  the 
Queen  allowed  well  of;  when  we  hear,  you  shall  have  further 
direction.  We  are  troubled  to  hear  nothing  from  Ireland.  Sir  Wm. 
Bowes  has  made  an  end  of  the  indent  for  pledges  at  Berwick,  and 
has  got  i>ossession  of  Cesslbrd,  who  is  to  remain  with  the  Archbishop 
of  York  at  some  place  without  the  city.  Buccleugh  was  ready  to 
be  freed  on  delivery  of  his  son. 

Nicolson  writes  of  a person  who  has  offered  you  service,  to 
whom  you  have  accorded  reward  and  a cipher.  Your  folks  cannot 
find  the  cipher,  but  I have  promised  such  reward  as  the  service 
deserves. 

By  intelligence  with  which  Mr.  Waad  is  best  acquainted,  there 
appears  small  ability  in  Spain  to  arm  a new  fleet  for  a long  time. 

By  your  letters  you  should  thank  Lord  Essex  for  the  pains  lie 
takes  in  your  absence,  about  matters  that  you  should  supply.  I 
wish  you  speedy  success  in  your  negotiation.

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74.  Sir  Nich.  Parker  to  Lord  Burgltley.  Since  the  beginning  of 
our  works  hero,  I have  followed  Paul  Ivey's  directions,  to  compass 
the  ground  to  see  how  it  will  prove,  and  we  find  it  somewhat  rocky, 
which  is  like  to  l>e  chargeable.  You  will  perceive,  by  the  engineer's 
draft  enclosed,  that  he  has  clean  altered  his  plot,  as  he  was  mistaken 
in  the  ground,  and  for  easing  of  the  chargo,  has  made  it  less  than 
Sir  Fras.  Godolphin  and  myself  thought  necessary.  There  are  400 
workmen  employed  here,  and  our  weekly  charge  is  80 ?.,  besides 
emptiona,  so  that  I have  very  little  money  left,  having  received 
but  200?.  to  employ  these,  or  more  which  might  bo  had  if  money 
were  beforehand.  My  duty  binds  mo  to  acquaint  you  of  the  weak- 
ness and  insufficiency  of  all  things  necessary  for  the  defence  of  the 
castle.  Upon  my  coming  hither  I had  but  one  piece  of  serviceable 
ordnance  ; this  above  all  is  to  be  supplied,  and  many  other  matters 
fit  for  present  service  strengthened  and  amended,  for  which  I hope 
to  have  allowance  made.  [1  fxtge.] 

7*>.  Paul  Ivey  to  Lord  Burghlcy.  At  the  works  at  Pendennis  Hill, 
as  much  is  weekly  performed  as  is  possible  with  400  men.  The 
circuit  of  the  fort  will  be  200  perches,  which  may  cost  GL  per  perch, 
besides  the  eruptions  of  wood  to  be  employed  in  raising  the  work, 
and  the  repairing  of  tools.  Pray  let  a supply  of  money  be  con- 
tinually made,  that  the  works  do  not  discontinue  for  want  of 
weekly  payments,  which  the  people  have  need  of;  urge  Sir  Walter 
Raleigh  alwmt  the  last  of  March,  to  perform  his  promise,  which  done, 
you  may  bo  assured  that  before  Easter,  as  great  a work  shall  bo 
here  effected  as  is  possible  to  be  done.  You  shall  hear  from  mo  and 
Sir  Nich.  Parker  respecting  the  monthly  accounts. 

76.  Lord  Admiral  Nottingham  to  Earl  Marshal  Essex.  I return 
you  Mr.  Secretary’s  letter  with  thanks.  I know  your  Lordship’s 
vigilant  care  on  Spinola  will  bo  such  as  any  mischief  to  Her 
Majesty’s  sweet  sacred  person  shall  be  prevented.  I can  see  no 
greater  hold  to  be  taken  of  the  French  King  than  every  man  for 
himself,  and  God  for  us  all.  Her  Majesty  is  to  hold  sure  her 
approved  friends,  who  stand  on  those  tenns  that  Her  Majesty  doe*. 
The  States  are  of  opinion  that  no  peace  can  be  sure  to  them,  and  if 
it  cannot  be  to  them,  what  will  the  afterclap  be  to  us?  Mr.  Secre- 
tary’s judgment  will  discover  much,  and  1 pray  we  be  not  too  slack. 
I labour  honestly  to  see  the  ships  under  my  chargo  ready  as  soon  as 
possible,  but  if  victuals  l»e  not  ready  or  begun,  the  rest  is  in  vaio. 
Victuals  to  be  found  for  11,000  men  will  require  nearly  three 
months.  Mr.  Secretary  should  have  instructions  that,  if  this  treaty 
takes  no  effect,  Barnevelt  should  deal  with  the  General  States  to 
assist  Her  Majesty  with  20  shipa'  I am  thus  bold  to  remember 
your  Lordship,  for  time  will  not  be  stayed,  and  the  remembrance  of 
1588  mokes  mo  fear  that  the  conjunction  of  the  plancta  of  deceit 
and  treachery  then  and  now  differs  little.  1 have  been  all  afternoon 
at  Woolwich  ; you  must  not  blame  your  footman  that  he  returns  no 
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sooner,  for  it  was  night  before  I came  back,  and  he  missed  me  on 
the  way.  [1  jxi/jre.] 


Feb.  77.  Lord  Admiral  Nottingham  to  Lord  Burghley  and  the  Earl  of 
Grarnnid.  Essex.  As  I arrived  at  Gravesend,  the  enclosed  ]>acket  was  brought 
back  to  me  by  the  |>ost,  he  being  on  his  way  to  your  Lordship,  as 
fir  as  Deptford,  and  after  looking  into  it,  I send  it  with  all  sjieed.

Feb.  78.  Lord  Admiral  Nottingham  to  Lord  Burghley  and  the  Earl  of 
Essex.  Mr.  Secretary’s  packet  passing  by  me,  and  finding  my  name 
on  the  endorsement,  I opened  it.  Ah  to  the  ships  under  my  care, 
lhavo  no  doubt  but  if  they  should  offer  so  fbul  an  attempt,  they 
would  jmy  dearly  for  it.  1 have  seut  out  two  ketches,  one  to  be 
out  ns  far  as  the  Shoe  Beacon,  and  the  other  on  the  back  side  of  the 
Red  Sand  ; for  over  the  Land's  End,  there  is  no  fear  in  the  neaps  ; 
these  shall  give  warning.  The  Aid  also  rides  at  Quinboro,  ami  the 
Sun  at  Ocamness,  who  give  warning  one  to  another,  and  the  nlarm 
to  Chatham  ; and  upon  two  pieces  shot  off  in  the  Castle,  there  are 
2,000  men  to  repair  to  the  ships  within  one  hour ; besides  the 
sliilks  are  now,  by  reason  of  the  works,  well  manned  ; I hope  Her 
Majesty  may  sleep  quietly  for  any  care  or  doubt  of  them. 

I will  this  day  and  to-morrow  see  all  things  set  in  good  order 
here,  and  then  repair  to  Court,  if  I have  no  other  command  to  stay. 
Our  only  want,  if  there  be  any  attempt  offered,  will  be  powder  and 
other  munition  for  the  ships  in  harbour.  The  Earl  Marshal  wrote 
that  we  might  use  the  powder  in  the  storehouse,  which  is  40  barrels; 
it  is  not  very  good,  yet  wo  will  make  it  serve  the  turn  ; but  the 
muskets  are  not  serviceabla  Let  the  proportion  for  the  Rainbow 
and  Adventure  be  speedily  sent  down,  for  the  Rainbow  shall  go 
in  place  of  the  Vanguard,  which  is  ho  foul  she  cannot  stir,  and 
the  Advantage  in  place  of  some  other.  They  skull  be  ready  to 
depart  on  Wednesday,  if  the  munition  and  victuals  be  ready  by 
that  time.  The  gunners  are  all  ready  at  London,  if  you  will  send 
one  of  your  officers  for  them  ; they  are  but  ill  waiters  here ; you 
must  chide  them,  for  if  they  wait  no  better,  I must  thrust  them 
out  of  the  ships ; only  Hammon,  Tyndall,  and  Butler  wait  well.

Some  of  the  King  of  Sjxiiris  ships  from  Fermi  are  to  Ire  sent  to 
assist  this  attempt ; some  say  that  for  fear  of  the  Earl  of  Cum- 
lrerland,  the  fleet  at  Seville  will  not  go  to  the,West  Indies,  but  come 
to  assist  to  make  up  this  great  armada.  Thus  the  small  forces  of  an 
English  Earl  can  shut  in  both  the  East  and  West  India  fleets.  The 
cause  of  their  detention  was  that  Porter,  who  brought  over  the 
Spanish  subjects,  was  won  over,  and  discovered  the  Earl  of  Cum- 
berland’s being  on  the  coast,  his  forces,  and  the  further  preparation 
in  England ; but  for  this  the  earracks  bad  gone  forth  ; he  is  gone  to 
Madrid  for  reward  of  his  service.

The  profits  of  my  land  are  worth  2001.  a year  to  myself;  it  is 
a lordship  called  Weston - upon- Tre nt,  and  has  two  mills  belonging  to 
it.  Sir  Thos.  Manners,  after  my  attainder,  got  a lease  thereof 
for  21  years,  by  the  Lord  Treasurers  paying  a rent  to  the  Queen. 
He  died,  and  Sir  Thoa.  Stanhope  bought  the  lease  of  his  widow, 
but  unless  renewed  it  is  almost  expired.  I cannot  capitulate  with 
the  Queen,  but  the  greater  my  offence  has  been,  the  greater  is  her 
mercy  in  pardoning  and  restoring  me  to  my  blood  and  living , 
showing  the  liberality  which  makes  her  famous , and  obliging  me 
to  spend  my  life  at  her  feet.

Most  of  his  followers  shipped  at  Nantes  were  pursued, 
and  almost  tAken,  by  four  or  five  Spanish  ships  of  Bluett,  but  came 
safe  to  Sandwich.  Himself  came  overland  to  Caen,  and  so  to  Ports- 
mouth. Dr.  Herbert  and  hiB  train  are  in  England,  but  not  yet 
come  to  town.  The  success  of  this  journey  is  not  fully  known,  but 
it  has  at  least  stayed  the  French  King  from  going  through  with 
Spain.  The  States  will  maintain  him  4,000  men  in  Picardy,  and 
he  will  need  little  other  help  there,  now  he  has  nothing  to  do 
elsewhere.  They  offer  the  Queen  shipping  at  their  charge,  in  case 
of  her  invading  Spain;  some  say  150  sail  It  i8  not  yet  decided 
whether  to  leave  the  Low  Countries  and  join  with  France  in  a 
peace,  or  stick  to  the  Low  Countries  and  hold  out  the  war. 

Matters  in  Ireland  are  worse  than  ever.  There  is  talk  of  forces 
to  be  sent  thither,  but  they  cannot  decide  on  a deputy ; Sir  Walter 
Raleigh,  Sir  Robt  Sydney,  and  Sir  Chris.  Blount,  have  refused  it 
Some  have  been  apprehended  for  conspiracy  against  the  Queen  and 
Lord  Essex,  one  a Scotchman  probably ; but  either  the  matter  is 
not  ripe,  or  there  is  somewhat  else  in  it,  for  it  is  kept  very  secret, 
hushed  up.  Alabaster,  imprisoned  for  popery,  has  escaped.  Snelling, 
who  had  the  brabble  with  Clias.  Chester,  was  hanged  at  Tyburn  for 
a robbery  near  Highgate.  Justice  Beaumont  and  Serjeant  Drew, 
who  rode  the  northern  circuit,  are  dead,  most  likely  from  gaol 
infection.  Dr.  Lewin,  that  had  the  office  of  wills,  is  dead,  and 
[ Dr.  John]  Gibson,  Chancellor  of  York,  has  his  place.  The  merchants 
near  there  is  great  confusion  in  Muscovy,  the  Emperor  having  died 
last  January,  and  his  wife’s  brother,  elected  to  succod  him,  being 
murdered  before  the  coronation.

He  is  in  a 
place  where  good  service  may  be  done,  and  wrote  to  offer  it,  but  on 
receiving  an  answer  when  in  prison,  he  sent  it  to  Don  Juan 
dTdiaques,  to  clear  himself,  and  refused  in  very  bad  terms  to  serve 
you.  He  might  have  done  good  service,  had  he  not  got  into 
trouble  by  the  intercepting  of  letters.  I think  I could  get  the 
letters  he  speaks  of  having  left  behind,  through  a good  Englishman  in 
Madrid,  who  was  captain  in  a Barnstaple  ship,  taken  on  the  Spanish

lives  in  the  country.  One  in  Feb.  1696,  stating  that  some 
Catholic * in  England  had  offerol  to  kill  Her  Majesty, 
when  they  knew  the  King's  forces  were  landed,  even 
though  they  knew  tkey  should  suffer  death  for  it,  provided 
his  Holiness  would  give  them  absolution  of  all  their 
sins,  from  their  birth  till  they  suffered,  which  request  the 
Pope  referred  to  the  Cardinal. 

A Iso  letters  of  Sir  H'm.  Stanley's,  including  a high  com- 
mendation of  him  to  the  King  by  the  Condi  de  Fuentes ; 
Sir  WiUiam’s  fears  lest  his  brother  should  leave  him  and 
return  to  England,  aiut  his  complaints  against  the 
paymaster,  when  he  applied  for  money  on  account  of 
his  pension. 

Also  letters  April  1596,  wherein  Rolston  tells  Sir  Thos. 
Englefield  that  he  has  determined  in  the  King's  service 
to  do  the  matter ; that  Lord  Cumberland  sent  two  pieces 
of  brass  ordnance  from  London  to  Portsmouth ; but  by 
ill  weather,  the  vessel  that  carried  them  was  driven  to 
St.  Jean  de  Luz,  and  a gentleman  of  those  pa,rts  had 
taken  them  for  his  own  use. ; also,  that  A nt.

He  says  also  that  Cressold  has  private  interviews  with 
the  Adelantado  and  Idiaques,  and  he  and  Harbom,  a 
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west  eountrrpnan , wlto  has  Sir  Fin*.  Englefleld's  place, 
do  all  in  Mail  rid.  Notice*  of  Bodman,  a merchant, 
Haselipp,  and  Alderman  Skinner,  as  carrying  on  cor- 
respondence between  Spain  and  England.  Don  Juan 
de  Porto  Carrero,  general  of  the  galleys  that  were  at 
Cadiz  v hen  the.  English  fleet  teas  there,  v:as  seat  to 
prison  for  his  bad  service,  and  wo*  my  fellow  prisoner, 
lie  told  me  that  his  nephew,  Condi  Palma,  general 
of  the.  fleet,  hail  written  him  word  that  they  were  to 
jtossess  certain  port  towns  in  England,  strengthen  them- 
selves, and  50,000  men  would  land,  for  if  hold  were 
taken  in  any  place,  all  Sj*t  i n would  follow,  and  all 
the  Catholics  in  England  join.  There  daily  go  from 
England  young  scholars  and  gentlemen's  sons,  on  pre- 
tence of  learning  the  languages,  to  Denmark  and  Holland, 
whence  they  privately  jxtss  to  Spain,  Lyons,  or  Rome, 
enter  the  colleges,  become  priests  or  Jesuits,  return  to 
England,  and  win  others  to  send  their  sons.  In  Spain 
are.  ttm  colleges  of  100  each,  Lyons  1,  Brabant  1,  and 
Home  1,  and  like  to  be  more.  Intercejded  letters  from 
the  Earl  of  Tyrone,  to  tin  Irish  bishop  in  Burgos,  request 
him  to  expedite  the  King  of  Spain’s  sending  over  2G 
pieces  of  ordnance  and  the  rest  of  the  provisions  exjieeled. 
The  bishop  had  other  Utters  for  copes  and  necessaries  to 
say  mass.

Manners  got  a lease  of  it  of 
the  Lord  Treasurer  for  22  yenrs,  but  lie  dying,  Sir  Thos.  Stanhope 
bought  it  of  Ills  wife ; unless  it  be  renewed,  it  is  very  nearly  expired. 
The  truth  of  these  things  you  may  best  learn  in  the  Exchequer  office 
of  the  receiver  or  auditor  of  the  said  shire ; pray  you  advertise  me 
thereof,  with  particulars  as  what  rent  is  paid  to  the  Queen,  and  what 
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term  of  years  remains.  Devise  to  come  hither  if  you  can,  for  all 
parties  will  he  better  satisfied. 

We  pay  for  certain  the  peace  between  this  country  and  France  is 
accorded,  and  the  articles  signed  by  the  Commissioners,  and  that 
eight  days  since,  a post  was  despatched  with  all  diligence  through 
France  (whose  return  is  looked  for  within  three  weeks),  with 
the  articles  of  peace  for  the  King  of  Spain  to  sign,  as  the  King  of 
France  much  desires  it.  I told  you  long  since  that  this  would 
happen  about  this  time,  though  you  then  would  not  believe  it;  there 
may  fall  out  stranger  things  than  this,  at  least  there  will  be  much 
done  to  bring  them  to  effect.  Till  the  messenger  returns  out  of 
Spain,  the  peace  of  France  will  not  be  published.  Notwithstanding 
this,  there  arc  made  here  great  recruits,  but  for  what  end  is  not 
known,  unless  it  be  that  if  the  Hollanders  do  not  accord,  there  will 
he  a very  hot  war  made  against  them.  Still  the  Cardinal  buys  new 
short  rich  garments,  and  it  is  said  he  will  give  his  red  hat  to  the 
General  of  the  Cordeliers,  who  has  infiuitely  laboured  in  this  treaty 
of  peace  between  France  and  this  country,  and  has  made  20  voyages 
up  and  down,  and  showed  himself  wise  ; otherwise  it  is  doubted 
that  the  peace  would  not  yet  have  been  effected. 

Remember  my  things,  and  let  me  hear  what  is  become  of  my 
nephew' ; whether  he  is  restored  to  his  dignity  and  has  all  his  lands ; 
and  who  deals  in  my  affairs.  There  is  n truce  for  two  months, 
signed  and  agreed  to  by  the  Cardinal  for  those  of  Holland  ; it  will 
l>o  published  as  soon  as  word  comes  from  the  Hollanders  that  they 
accord  thereto,  and  this  is  done  that  they  may  the  letter  treat  a 
peace.  Let  the  Queen  be  very  vigilant  what  is  done,  for  I am 
credibly  informed  the  King  of  France  is  like  to  play  her  a sluttish 
turn,  if  not  prevented,  and  much  will  be  done  to  separate  Holland 
from  England . The  French  in  this  country  have  most  reasonable 
conditions,  are  to  enjoy  their  own  living,  either  at  home  or  abroad 
and  all  things  in  Parliament  made  against  them  to  be  revoked. 

P.S. — Surely  the  Queen  would  do  well  to  make  amity  with  the 
Cardinal, ioT  he  is  very  wise  and  virtuous.  Keep  my  letters  safe  ami 
burn  them,  for  I find  there  be  some  amongst  you  that  are  not  trusty. 
I wish  sonic  course  wros  set  down  that  some  agreeable  matter  might 
pass  between  the  Queen  and  the  Cardinal,  and  especially  about 
peace,  for  that  would  be  good  for  both  parties,  and  prevent  much 
inconvenience,  but  my  adversaries  say  now  T am  too  affectionate  to 
the  Queen  ; take  heed  how  you  send  your  letters  ; inform  mo  what 
has  become  of  Mary  Pits.

It  is  not  for  Her  Majesty’s  dignity  to  deal 
far  in  that  country  if  the  King  be  absent,  for  there  is  no  council  to 
repair  to  but  the  Archbishop  of  Gnesna,  or  the  Great  Chancellor ; 
the  one  wholly  depends  on  the  Poj>e  and  Spanish  faction,  and  the 
other  has  signified  t-o  Her  Majesty  that,  having  incurred  some  envy 
for  English  affairs,  he  is  not  willing  to  deal  further  in  them.

There  is  talk  of  some  greater  man,  for 
countenance,  the  Marquis  of  Winchester,  the  Earl  of  Northumberland, 
or  the  Earl  of  Shrewsbury. 

Matters  in  Ireland  are  worse  and  worse,  needing  speedy  succour. 
The  Council  have  consulted  three  or  four  days,  but  only  resolved 
to  send  4,000  men  at  leisure.  It  is  reported  that  the  Earl  of 
Cumberland  has  met  with  four  carracks  bound  for  the  Indies, 
sunk  one  and  taken  two.  The  Hollanders  liave  taken  a rich  ship  of 
treasure  coming  from  Spain,  that  passed  by  our  loitering  sentinels 
about  the  Downs.  The  Countess  of  Hertford  is  dead,  and  Tom. 
Powell.  Sir  Chao.  Blount  stayed  behind  the  Secretary  in  France, 
about  a quarrel  with  a Dutchman,  knighted  at  Cadiz,  who 
challenged  him  ; it  is  said  they  have  met,  and  the  Dutchman  is 
slain.  Mr.  Evers  has  left  Ireland  and  came  to  town  last  week.  His 
cousins,  Lord  Evers  [Eure]  and  Sir  William,  his  brother,  walking  the 
streets  with  one  page,  were  attacked  by  four  or  five  Witheringtons, 
about  a country  quarrel ; both  were  hurt,  Sir  William  seriously, 
but  he  is  likely  to  recover.  Dr.  Robinson,  of  Queen's,  is  Bishop  of 
Carlisle.  Dr.  Edes  stuck  in  his  sermon  at  Oxford  last  Sunday. 
Mr.  Edmondes  is  gono  or  going  to  France,  with  letters  to  prepare 
for  peace.  Tobie  Matthew  stayed  in  Franco  with  young  Throg- 
morton, who  took  the  small-pox.  Mr.  Dormer  is  coming  to  town. 
Lytton  is  gone,  but  will  return  in  a week.  Sir  Anthony  Mildmay

16.  Tobio  Matthew  to  Dudley  Carleton.  Though  uncertain 
where  my  letters  shall  find  you,  I would  not  suffer  you  to  be  tin-

Though  the 
fear  of  the  Spaniard’s  greatness,  and  recovering  those  countries 
troubles  us,  it  is  thought  weak  policy  to  endure  present  loss  for  fear 
of  future  danger ; but  if  France  aud  England  hold  together,  they 
can  make  their  party  good  with  Spain.  Also  the  troubles  in  Ire- 
land, and  threatened  trouble  in  Scotland  incline  the  Queen  to 
peace,  and  Spain  is  Baid  to  have  offered  that  she  shall  hold  the 
cautionary  towns  four  years,  and  then  if  the  States  have  not  repaid 
her  the  sums  disbursed  for  them,  Spain  will  see  her  satisfied. 
Sir  William  Harvey  has  married  the  Countess  of  Southampton.

May  20.  24.  Win.  Prichard  to  Dudley  Carleton.  I [am  glad  to  hear  of 

Mr.  Herbert’*  your  contentment.  Thanks  for  your  kind  remembrance  of  me. 
home,  Mortlake.  Your  friend  Tobie  Matthew  is  returned  to  England,  some  fortnight 
after  Mr.  Herbert’s  return.  He  stayed  behind  the  company,  at 
Rennes  in  Brittany,  upon  this  occasion : young  Mr.  Tlirogmorton, 
a scholar  of  Oxford  in  your  time,  fell  sick  there,  and  Sir  Maurice 
Berkeley,  his  near  kinsman,  was  desirous  to  accompany  him  in  that 
calamity.  Both  of  them  intreated  Mr.  Matthew’s  company ; but 
since  they  both  are  returned,  and  have  left  the  young  gentleman 
alone,  sick  of  the  small-pox,  in  the  Bame  place.  1 have  heard  nothing 
from  Matthew  since  his  departure  out  of  England  ; he  might  have 
remembered  his  poor  friends,  being  plentiful  with  his  letters  to 
others,  but  you  know  he  rather  strives  to  get  friends  than  to  keep 
them.  I am  sorry  his  journey  pleased  others  no  l>etter ; by  this 
time  he  is  at  Oxford.  I wrote  him  of  your  being  at  Ostend,  and 
desiring  still  to  enjoy  his  friendship. 

Since  their  return  from  France,  rumours  are  dispersed  that  the 
King  of  France  is  inclinable  to  peace  with  the  Spaniard.

It  is  left  to  our  discretion  to  conjecture  whether  tho  King  has  used 
these  arrests  upon  the  evil  entries  of  the  merchants,  or  upon  other 
causes,  a thing  unfit  for  my  judgment;  but  if  Her  Majesty  will 
make  our  negotiations  certain,  if  there  then  appears  any  course  you 
should  think  otherwise,  we  shall  be  careful  of  her  service,  so  far  as 
we  shall  receive  orders.

Father  Parsons  and  the  rest  of  the  Jesuits  first  sent  into  England 
hod  orders  not  to  deal  in  matters  of  state,  but  only  to  gain  souls ; 
nevertheless  Parsons  so  broiled  in  matters  of  state  that  some 
Catholics,  now  dead,  desired  him  to  retire  out  of  the  country,  or 
they  would  discover  him,  whereupon  he  went  to  France,  without 
the  privity  of  his  general 

There  he  did  not  cease  to  deal  in  state  matters,  and  wrote  the 
Earl  of  Leicester’s  life,  and  sent  it  to  England  by  n lay  brother  ; and 
was  one  of  those  that  advanced  Parry  a and  Savage’s  practices  to  kill 
the  Queen. 

He  and  father  Claude  Matheus,  a Jesuit,  were  the  chief  dealers 
with  the  Duke  of  Guise,  to  his  ruin,  to  enter  with  5,000  men  into 
England,  where  Father  Parsons  promised  lie  should  have  been  seconded 
with  some  English,  for  the  sudden  surprising  of  the  Queen’s  person, 
and  of  London.  An  Italian  Jesuit  in  Paris  gave  Parry  his  absolution 
for  killing  the  Queen,  and  another  in  England  animated  Savage,  who 
had  some  scruples  about  it. 

Father  Parsons  assisted  Cardinal  Allen  to  make  the  book  that 
should  have  been  divulged  against  the  Queen,  at  such  time  as  the 
Spauish  army  was  to  invade  England,  and  has  ever  since,  until  lately, 
remained  in  Spain,  to  advise  practices  fur  the  ruin  of  Her  Majesty 
and  her  estate.  He  made  the  book  of  the  pretenders  to  the  Crown 
of  England,  caused  it  to  l>e  printed,  and  by  Father  Holt  and  Owen's 
means,  sent  into  England.  Nevertheless  at  his  now  being  at  Home, 
His  Holiness  and  bis  superiors  charging  him  therewith,  he  has 
denied  the  same;  yet  the  original  copy  with  his  own  hand  is  extant. 
Immediately  after  the  making  of  this  book,  lie  caused  all  priests  sent 
out  of  Spain  to  take  their  oath  that  at  their  arrival  in  England,  by 
all  means  they  would  advance  the  title  of  the  infanta  of  Spain.  He 
has  made  another  book,  not  yet  printed,  for  the  reformation  of 
England,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  nobility,  ancient  customs,  and 
law*  of  England.  Fathers  Holt  and  Archer  were  privy  to  and 
practised  with  Daniel  for  killing  the  Queen,  and  Owen  and  Archer 
were  privy  to  Polwhele  a practices. 

A Jesuit  persuaded  the  youth  that  was  executed  in  France  to  kill 
the  King  of  France,  who  expelled  all  the  Jesuits  out  of  France,  since 
which  Boetius,  a French  doctor  of  the  Sor bonne,  hits  written  a 
most  bitter  book  against  the  French  King,  printed  by  two  Englishmen 
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culled  Thwing  and  Typping,  and  the  licence  of  printing  was  procured 
by  Father  Holt,  who  lent  money  for  it. 

The  Jesuit*  of  England,  under  colour  of  godly  uses,  collect  money 
of  Catholics,  and  bestow  it  not  on  the  English  poor,  according  to  the 
intention  of  the  givers,  hut  keep  it  for  their  private  uses,  for  the 
printing  of  seditious  books,  and  aiding  of  such  as  will  second  them 
in  bringing  the  State  of  England  to  be  only  governed  by  them,  as 
well  for  spiritual  as  temporal  affairs.  The  general  of  the  Jesuits  has 
given  absolute  authority  to  Father  Parsons,  to  send  into  England 
and  to  revoke  such  of  his  society  as  he  thinks  good,  and  it  is  there- 
fore likely  he  will  maintain  them  in  such  practices  as  he  has  set  on 
foot,  for  making  Kings  and  changing  the  State  of  England,  according 
to  his  fancy.  I mean  not  to  include  herein  religious  or  secular  priests 
who  only  deal  in  matters  of  religion,  ami  I trust  that  nothing  maybe 
exacted  of  me  which  may  trouble  my  conscience  for  the  religion  I 
profess  and  have  endured  for ; but  I am  unwilling  that  any  course 
should  be  attempted  prejudicial  to  the  Queen,  and  desirous  that  those 
]>ersons  may  lx*  reformed.  For  effecting  whereof,  when  Her  Majesty’s 
Ambassador  shall  be  in  France  to  treat  of  peace  between  Her  Majesty 
and  the  King  of  Spain, — in  which  treaty  the  French  King  is  used  as  a 
means  to  take  away  difficulties, — all  practices  made  by  the  Jesuits 
against  Her  Majesty’s  person  and  estate  should  be  discovered,  the  King 
brought  to  deal  with  His  Holiness  that  the  Jesuits  may  be  com- 
manded to  retire  out  of  Eugland,  and  a decree  made  in  the  consis- 
tory at  Rome,  that  at  least  during  Her  Majesty’s  life,  they  should 
not  return,  nor  have  the  government  of  the  seminaries  on  this  side 
the  sea,  because  many  youths  are  enticed,  contrary  to  their  parents’ 
will,  to  enter  into  their  order.  I con  assure  you  that  the  principal 
Catholics,  both  in  England  and  on  this  side  the  Bca,  that  have  the 
longest  endured  for  the  cause,  will  be  very  glad  thereof,  for  as  tho 
said  Catholics  will  not  receive  them  into  their  houses,  they  are 
termed  by  the  said  Jesuits  and  their  dependents,  politic  and  old 
Catholics.

If  the  United  Provinces 
should  hereafter  resolve,  by  misunderstandings,  wars,  or  any  other 
cause,  to  renounce  the  aforesaid  letters  of  safe  conduct,  it  should  be 
lawful  for  them  in  three  or  six  months  to  retire,  confirming  them 
the  privileges  of  Duke  Philip  of  Burgundy,  moderating  the  penalties 
of  concealed  goods  in  triple  or  quadruple  value.  Touching  the  pay- 
ments of  convoys,  for  the  assurance  of  the  seas  and  against  the 
Dunkirkers,  that  shall  be  considered.

1 have  not  a 
penny,  and  have  had  to  sell  my  clothes. 

There  are  great  matters  plotting  against  England,  but  kept  most 
secretly  ; I dared  not  ask  anything,  all  being  jealous  of  me.  Capts. 
Burley  and  Cocke  were  apprehended,  tortured,  and  condemned 
to  the  galleys  for  10  years,  and  Brooke  executed.  The  King 
was  brought  to  a hard  exigent  before  this  ]>eace  with  France.

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words  to  their  comfort;  from  extreme  necessity  air  com- 
jjeUed  to  revive  their  trait,  ns  their  great  and  grievous 
i cants  affect  their  credit  in  her  service,  and  the  fee  is  not 
sufficient,  to  yield  their  daily  diet.  The  occasions  that 
compel  them  to  be  suitors  for  some  advancement  are, — 
]#r,  that  heretofore  there  were  42  warders,  and  the  (fun  nel's 
of  the  Toiler  assisted  to  keep  watch  with  them,  but  they  have 
long  discontinued  that  service,  and  the  whole  charge  thereof 
is  imposed  upon  the  jyctitioners,  who  are  but  30  in  number , 
It  was  onlcred  by  Council  that  the  gunners  should  give 
the  warders  (id.  out  of  each  20a  of  their  fee,  to  take  upon 
them  the  whole  service  of  watch  and  ward,  which  for  a 
time  was  duly  fund,  and  was  accounted  as  good  as  half 
the  mader*’  fee*,  but  it  was  cut  off  by  means  of  Sir  Wm. 
Pelham,  then  Lieutenant  of  Ordnance,  and  Sir  Owen 
llopton,  then  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower,  who  promised  to 
be  a means  to  augment  the  waiders*  fee  by  4 d.  a day  ; this 
being  unaccomplished , is  the  great  hindrance  of  the 
warders.  Their  watch,  which  was  wont  to  be  renewed  at 
midnight,  now  continues  all  the  night  through  ; theja'ices 
of  all  things  incident  to  man  are  far  dearer  than  hei'eto- 
fore,  and  the  fee  of  the  warders  is  but  8 d.  per  day,  as  it 
vm*  long  before  they  felt  these  extremities.  These  occasions 
compelled  them,  about  nine  years  since,  to  become  suitors 
for  amendment  of  their  wages , when  you  referred  them 
to  their  captains,  upon  whom'  report  you  promised  to  have 
consideration  for  their  relief,  and  they  therefore  wucw 
this  suit , and  beseech  your  eonijxtssion.

Williams,  a follower  of  Lord  Essex,  is  to  have  his  company  in 
Ostend ; but  matters  of  more  consequence  are  forgotten,  there  are  so 
many  to  be  thought  of  on  the  Lord  Treasurer’s  death.  The  Queen 
was  so  prepared  for  it,  by  his  small  hope  of  recovery,  that  she  takes 
it  not  over  heavily,  and  gives  ear  to  her  suitors.  His  greatest  places 
were  in  a manner  passed  before  his  death.  The  treasurersbip  to 
Lord  Buckhurst,  and  the  wards  to  the  Earl  of  Essex,  but  now 
Mr.  Secretary  puts  in  for  the  first,  and  it  is  doubted  whether  promise 
will  be  kept  with  the  other.  He  is  still  from  Court,  and  vows  not 
to  come  till  sent  for ; but  none  is  over  hasty  to  entreat  him,  so  it 
stands  whose  stomach  comes  down  first.

Lord  Zouch  has  come  from  Denmark  with  the  same  answer 
Mr.  Wroth  had  in  Germany,  so  these  princes  plot  either  to  break  our 
war  or  our  necks.  The  King  of  France  still  moves  us  to  hearken 
to  this  peace  ; his  mistress  is  with  child,  and  it  is  said  he  intends  to 
marry  her.

Killigrew, 
without  doubt,  is  faulty.  Had  the  Spaniards  prevailed,  4,000  men 
had  gone  to  Plymouth.  I cannot  yet  learn  what  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges 
did,  but  I hope  to  acquaint  you  with  all  the  Papists  of  account  and 
traitors  in  England  ; one  is  a great  man  to  maintain  the  Spaniards’ 
proceedings.

The 
Commissioners  said  the  merchants  were  acquainted  that  the  contrary 
manner  of  numbering  such  skins  was  used  in  Denmark. — This  the 
merchants  as  constantly  denied. — 3rd.  The  Commissioners  objected 
that  the  merchants  used  to  sell  tin  by  the  pound,  and  that  there- 
fore they  were  in  like  manner  to  enter  it  They  answered  they 
used  to  sell  pewter  by  the  single  pound,  but  un wrought  tin  by  the 
cwt  4th.  It  was  confessed  a few  cloths  were  left  unentered,  but 
the  merchants  easily  yielded  to  the  King’s  mercy  what  was  evil 
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entered,  requiring  only  that  wrappers  might  be  allowed  them ; and 
that  where  wrappers  only  were  not  entered,  there  should  be  no 
confiscation,  because  they  are  not  customable  elsewhere. 

Lord  Zouch’s  tirst  note  ran  thus : 44  You  were,  I confess,  of  this 
mind,  and  I yielded  to  your  opinion,  and  therefore,  as  you  know,  I 
presently  asked  the  merchants  whether  they  could  advise  to  any 
sounder  course,  el*e  I found  no  way  but  intercession.”  True,  the 
Commissioners  so  urged  us  that  1 conceived  we  could  not  go  forward 
in  disputation  without  |>eril  of  breach  ; after  we  had  proved  the 
effect  of  intercession,  we  might  be  at  choice  to  accept  it ; I took 
this  to  be  our  common  opinion  when  we  were  with  the  Commis- 
sioners, though  after  the  Commissioners  were  departed,  my  Lord  had 
some  such  speech  with  the  merchants.

It  took  place  yesterday,  with  nil  the  rites  that  belonged  to  so  great 
a |>ersoimge  ; the  number  of  mourners  over  500,  the  Earl  of  Essex 
among  them,  who  carried  the  heaviest  countenance,  either  through 
the  occasion  or  his  own  disfavour;  he  afterwards  retired  to  Wan- 
stead,  where  he  is  expected  to  settle,  as  he  is  not  received  at 
Court,  though  he  has  relented  much,  and  exerted  himself  to  regain 
favour.  The  Queen  says  he  has  played  long  enough  upon  her,  and 
she  will  play  on  him,  and  stand  on  her  greatness,  as  lie  has  done 
upon  stomach.  The  Lord  Treasurer  has  left  but  20,000?.  in  the 
Queen's  coffers,  and  she  has  asked  in  loan  of  the  City  40,000?.,  of 
which  at  present  they  cau  furnish  but  half.  Of  his  private 
wealth  there  is  but  11,000?.,  of  which  0,000?.,  and  800?.  or  900?. 
land,  are  left  to  liis  two  nieces  of  Oxford.  His  lands  seem  less 
than  was  thought,  as  Mr.  Secretary’s  share  will  bring  but  1,000?.  a 
year  at  most.  They  are  trying  to  make  him  Treasurer,  or  if  not 
Master  of  the  Wards.  Mr.  Maynard  is  become  the  Queen’s  man,  is 
in  high  favour,  and  nearest  in  election,  it  is  thought,  to  be  secretary ; 
Mr.  Secretary  is  for  him. 

The  States  are  going  away  content,  ns  they  think  they  have  tied 
us  by  promising  to  pay  our  men-of-war,  garrisons  and  all,  and  pay 
the  Queen  3,000?.  yearly,  till  the  debt  be  run  out.  Yet  it  is  thought  we 
shall  treat,  so  that  they  must  be  included  with  their  own  conditions. 
Lord  Cromwell  makes  huge  ofTers  for  the  government  of  the  Brill, 
but  if  the  war  continue,  the  Queen,  with  the  States’  consent,  may 
translate  the  garrison  toArmew,  for  concentration  of  her  forces,  and 
security  of  Middleburgh  and  the  Isle  of  Walcheren.  The  Governor 
of  Ostetid  is  to  continue  his  place,  but  most  of  the  companies  are  to 
be  sent  to  Ireland.  The  late  Cardinal  [Archduke  Albeit  of  Austria] 
is  received  as  Duke  of  Burgundy  by  1 4 provinces,  and  ha#  pro- 
claimed his  renunciation  of  his  father-in-law's  quarrels,  and  his  amity 
with  his  neighbours,  especially  the  ancient  allies  of  Burgundy  ; also 
that  English,  Scotch,  and  Dutch  may  safely  trade  in  his  dominions 
for  eight  months,  till  the  matter  be  permanently  arranged  ; all 
strangers’  men-of-war  are  to  depart  within  two  months.  He  is  gone 
to  Spain  for  his  bride,  having  leave  to  be  absent  for  a year,  when  if 
he  return  not,  they  arc  discharged  from  their  allegiance.  It  is  re- 
ported that  the  King  of  Spain  is  dead. 

We  have  had  a great  olow  in  Ireland  ; Sir  Henry  Bagnall,  the 
marshal,  went  with  3,500  foot  and  300  horse  to  relieve  Blackwater 
fort,  distressed  by  Tyrone ; the  enemy,  between  8,000  and  10,000 
Rtrong,  attacked  him,  and  he  was  slain,  with  10  captains  and  over 
700  soldiers ; the  rest  retired  to  Armagh,  leaving  the  enemy  17 
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ensigns  ; Tyrone  gave  them  leave  to  bory  their  dead,  and  depart  with 
all  they  had,  if  they  would  deliver  the  fort;  Capt.  Williams  tlio 
Governor,  and  his  soldiers  were  to  depart,  in  doublet  and  hose  only, 
with  rapier  and  dagger.  This  is  the  greatest  dishonour  the  Queen  has 
hod,  yet  either  from  eourago  or  carelessness,  we  nro  not  moved  with 
it.  Sir  Stun.  Bngnall  is  gone  to  Ireland,  but  must  now  alter  his 
course,  ns  it  is  useless  to  go  to  Loughfoyle,  now  Blackwater  is  lost 
Sir  Bichard  Bingham  is  to  go  in  10  days  as  Marshal  of  Ireland,  with 

5.000  men  ; I think  thin  will  rather  be  in  speech  than  performance. 

Lord  Cobham  is  installed  Lord  Warden  of  the  Cinque  Ports; 

4.000  horse  were  .assembled  at  the  solemnity,  and  he  kept  the  feast 
magnificently,  spending  26  oxen.  It  is  said  that  he,  Lord  Thos. 
Howard,  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  and  Sir  John  Stanhope,  are  to  be 
sworn  of  the  Council.  Two  or  three  merchant  ships  going  to 
Muscovy  are  lost,  and  one  expected  to  return  is  missing.  Sir  Charles 
and  Sir  Henry  Danvers  are  come.  Sir  Jas  Scudamore’s  lady  is  dead. 
Mrs.  Vernon  is  from  the  Court  and  at  Essex  House;  it  is  said  the 
Earl  of  Southampton  has  secretly  married  her.  Private  news.

34.  Win.  Stallenge  to  Sec.  Cecil.  The  Mayor  and  inhabitants 
of  Plymouth,  not  being  able  longer  to  furnish  the  charge  of  the 
companies  of  soldiers  to  be  shipped  here,  pray  to  be  relieved  with 
some  money  for  the  same.  The  Mayor  has  used  all  possible  means  to 
procure  money  of  the  inhabitants,  or  take  it  up  at  interest,  but 
cannot  obtain  more  than  he  has  already  disbursed.  The  commanders 
of  these  companies  Mo  not  hasten  their  despatch,  so  that  without 
further  order,  they  will  remain  here  longer  than  is  expected.  The 
Mayor  and  Mr.  Harris  have  taken  up  1,000  tons  of  shipping  for 
transportation  of  these  1,300  men,  which  is  thought  a large  propor- 
tion ; notwithstanding  Sir  Ferdinando  Gorges  and  Sir  Geo.  Cnrew 
wish  300  or  401)  tons  more  taken  up,  ns  they  will  have  one  ton  for 
each  man  shipped.  A proportion  of  victuals  was  sent  down  for  these 
companies,  according  to  Her  Majesty’s  allowance,  but  the  captains 
think  it  meet  to  take  something  less,  and  to  have  for  their  10  dead 
pays  in  every  company,  as  much  money  as  the  victuals  may  amount 
to,  but  so  as  their  victuals,  the  money  of  their  dead  pays,  and  other 
necessaries  belonging  to  the  victualling  shall  not  amount  in  all  to 
above  8 d.  each  man  per  day,  which  I suppose  will  be  the  best  way, 
considering  what  unreasonable  demands  there  will  be  for  necessaries, 
if  they  should  be  victualled  according  to  the  first  proportion. 

Of  the  13  companies,  five  are  lodged  in  the  town,  and  the  other  eight 
in  parishes  adjoining ; Sir  Ferd.  Gorgis  and  Sir  Geo.  Cnrew  wish 
the  eight  companies  placed  here  also,  though  there  will  lie  no  room 
for  them  unless  the  inhabitants  shall  forsake  their  houses ; both 
justices  and  captains  are  sufficiently  troubled  to  keep  these  in  order 
that  are  here  already,  and  I therefore  think  the  rest  should  remain 
where  they  are  until  they  embark,  as  in  like  cases  has  been  the 
custom.  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges  and  Sir  Geo.  Car ew  think  it  meet  to  have 
them  drawn  to  this  town  to  keep  them  from  running  away,  whereas 
if  their  officers  would  have  a care  therein,  they  might  be  ns  well 
continued  where  they  noware;  but  it  is  here  supposed  to  be  a 
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matter  rather  proceeding  from  Sir  Ferd.  Gorge®,  to  show  his  good- 
will towards  the  town.  I would  Her  Majesty  would  appoint 
him  in  some  other  place,  for  there  will  be  no  end  of  his  malice, 
which  will  in  this  place  greatly  hinder  her  service.  The  Mayor  and 
his  brethren  would  have  had  me  go  to  Court  for  this  business,  but 
I have  refused  ; only  at  their  request,  and  finding  just  cause,  I trouble 
your  Honour  herewith,  fl  page.]

I find  the  report  of  the  edict 
published  by  the  Cardinal  came  first  from  two  merchants  of  Cam- 
phere,  in  Zealand,  who  affirmed  to  our  merchants  that  they  saw 
and  read  it  in  print  I have  seen  divers  letters  sent  to  our  mer-

tinual quarrels  are  maintained  in  the  College,  which  spread  among 
all  the  English  Catholic®. 

Thirdly,  to  forbid  the  publishing  and  sending  into  England  of 
books  against  the  Queen  or  State  (unless  such  as  the  superiors 
shall  think  expedient),  seeing  that  thereby  the  magistrates  are  more 
exasperated,  and  no  other  ^ood  done.

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39.  Allegations  to  prove  that  a reasonable  impost  in  the  trans- 
portation of  beer,  is  most  to  the  advancement  of  the  customs  and  to 
the  great  benefit  of  the  realm.  The  ancient  impost  for  a tun  of 
beer  containing  seven  barrels  was  13s.  4*1. ; for  subsidy  of  English 
and  strangers  Is.  Grf.  per  tun,  and  for  petty  customs  paid  only  by 
strangers  4Jd. ; total,  15s.  2Jd.  The  impost  lately  received,  by  order 
of  the  late  Lord  Treasurer  and  Sir  John  Fortescue,  was,  2#.  per  bar- 
rel, which — allowing  the  sixth  barrel  for  filling  beer, — was  12s.  per 
tun,  Is.  Gd.  per  tun  for  subsidy,  and  4 d,  for  petty  custom  of  strangers, 
as  before  ; total,  13#.  lOJd.  By  an  Act  mode  in  1583,  there  is  free 
liberty  given  for  transportation  of  corn,  not  exceeding  the  prices 
there  expressed,  paying  customs  on  barley  and  malt  of  1 6d.  per 
quarter.  Two  quarters  of  malt  will  make  a tun  of  beer,  which, 
paying  customs  and  impost  after  the  rate  first  set  down,  being  con- 
verted into  beer,  is  7s.  7 d.  per  quarter.  If  therefore  1 6 d.  was  ad- 
judged sufficient  custom  for  a quarter  of  barley  or  malt,  13s.  4 d.  is 
sufficient  for  beer  made  of  two  quarters  of  malt. 

By  those  rates  of  custom  Her  Majesty  will  receive,  by  malt 
converted  into  beer,  more  than  five  times  as  much  as  the  customs 
of  barley  or  malt  transported  in  their  own  nature,  and  her  subjects 
will  be  enriched,  and  a great  number  of  poor  people  set  on  work,  by 
brewing,  and  making  casks  to  cany  it  over.  The  former  custom 
of  15#.  2 \d.  upon  a tun  of  beer  was  the  fourth  part  of  its  value,  a 
far  greater  impost  than  on  any  other  liquid  commodity,  or  so  base 
a merchandise,  for  no  merchant  of  quality  ever  trafficked  in  it, — 
except  by  bartering  away  some  bad  commodity  with  some  brewer 
to  take  beer  for  it, — nor  did  any  merchant  ever  thrive  by  trading  in 
beer.  The  transport  of  beer  upon  a reasonable  impost  will  greatly 
advance  the  customs,  and  be  to  the  great  good  of  the  realm,  by 
furnishing  it,  and  especially  this  city,  with  victuals ; for  the  trans- 
port of  beer  brings  hither  a great  number  of  poor  ships,  of  the 
Netherlands  and  Emden,  with  fish,  cheese,  and  abundance  of  other 
victuals,  without  whose  daily  recourse  to  this  city,  neither  Her 
Majesty’s  nor  merchants’  ships  could  be  furnished  with  fish ; these 
poor  shippers  transport  all  our  beer,  having  no  experience  in  other 
merchandise,  and  the  necessity  of  their  victuals  is  such,  that  we 
should  encourage  them  to  repair  hither. 

It  may  be  alleged  that  it  is  for  Her  Majesty’s  profit  to  lay  some 
great  impost  of  20#.  the  tnn  upon  beer,  and  that  the  commodity 
will  bear  it;  but  experience  in  this  port  of  London  has  shown 
that  she  will  lose  treble  the  value  of  what  she  will  gain  by  this 
advancement  of  the  impost,  in  the  quantity  to  be  transported. 
The  brewers  of  London,  14  years  past,  bought  a licence  of  3,000  tuns 
of  beer  of  Sir  Francis  Walsinghaw,  and  finding  the  greatness  of 
the  impost,  then  20#.  per  tun,  a hindrance  to  the  transportation, 
they  brought  down  the  impost  to  lGs.  per  tun  ; and  divers  others 
interested  in  like  licences,  issued  theirs  at  the  same  rate,  foreseeing 
that  a greater  price  would  be  the  hindrance  of  the  transport  of 
beer.  The  late  experience  of  the  rebating  of  the  impost  by  the  Lord 
Treasurer  and  Sir  John  Fortescue,  to  2#.  the  barrel  proved  this ; 
for  there  was  transported  in  one  year,  upon  account  of  Her  Majesty, 
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and  upon  licences  and  warrants,  above  +,500  tuns  of  beer  more 
tlmn  bad  been  transported  in  any  two  former  years.  [If  papes.] 

40.  Abstract  of  the  course  of  the  exchange  and  the  abuse  thereof, 
which  moved  the  Lord  Treasurer,  in  1570,  to  endeavour  to  re- 
form it;  taken  out  of  papers  appertaining  to  him.

Sir  Hen.  Ley  to  the  Earl  of  Essex.  I was  sorry  to  see  a 
Court  naked  without  you,  but  glad  of  the  longing  desire  to  sco  you 
again.  Mr.  Secretary  did  you  good  service  in  Council,  and  the 
Queen  liked  it  well,  and  said  you  could  do  better  for  others  than 
yourself.  He  thinks  all  will  go  well,  notwitstanding  your  har'd 
conceit  of  him  for  some  things  that  time  will  clear  up.  The  Queen 
was  very  gracious  to  me,  but  I plainly  saw  that  commendation  of 
my  kindness  and  care  was  a secret  complaint  that  she  did  not  find 
the  like  where  she  most  desired  it.

What 
you  seek  can  be  no  benefit  to  you,  for  if  you  draw  her  to  forget  her 
powers,  and  yield  in  her  affection  to  what  she  is  unwilling,  your 
]>eacc  will  have  matter  of  new  difference,  and  she  will  hardly  forget 
into  how  unequal  conditions  you  brought  her  ; whereas  if  you  yield 
where  it  is  no  disparagement  to  yield,  you  will  do  nothing  unworthy 
yourself,  and  make  n surer  peace.  Your  wrongs  may  be  greater 
than  you  can  well  digest,  but  consider  how  great  she  is,  and  how 
willing  to  be  conquered ; what  advantage  you  have  in  yielding 
when  you  are  wronged,  and  what  disadvantage  by  facing  her  on 
whose  favour  you  rely ; how  strong  you  will  make  your  enemies, 
and  how  weak  your  friends;  how  provoked  patience  may  turn  to 
fury,  and  delayed  anger  to  hatred  ; what  opportunities  her  late  loss, 
and  the  State’s  present  necessity  may  give  you  to  benefit  yourself 
and  yours,  and  what  offence  the  world  may  take  if,  to  right  your- 
self, you  neglect  her.  Only  whatever  peace  you  make,  use  no  means 
but  yourself ; it  will  be  more  honourable  to  you,  and  more  acceptable 
to  her.

43.  Lord  Keeper  Egerton  to  the  Earl  of  Essex.  I offer  loving 
advice,  as  bystanders  often  see  more  clearly  than  people  do  them- 
Belves  in  their  own  causes.  This  long  continued  and  unseason- 
able discontent  will  make  your  cause  worse  and  worse.  You  may 
yet  return  safely,  but  to  progress  is  desperate ; you  leave  your 
friends  open  to  contempt,  and  encourage  foreign  enemies  by  the 
news  that  Her  Majesty  and  the  realm  are  maimed  of  so  worthy  a 
member,  who  has  so  often  daunted  them.

Barth,  de  Padilla,  captain  of  the  bark,  said  he  was  sent  to  learn  how 
the  last  fleet  sent  for  Calais  sped,  and  to  return  at  once.  He  received 
a letter  from  Don  Diego  Brochero,  admiral  of  the  fleet  in  the  Groyne, 
to  the  Cardinal,  and  a few  private  soldiers’  letters,  but  he  threw  them 
overboard  ; there  was  only  money  in  the  bark  to  bear  their  charges. 
In  the  Groyne  are  65  ships  of  war,  the  larger  of  from  500  to  250 
tons  ; 15  or  20  of  the  smaller  are  appointed  to  fetch  away  the  men 
and  munition  from  Bluett.  At  the  Groyne  are  six  or  seven  com- 
panies of  soldiers,  of  80  or  90  men  each.  He  knows  of  no  prepara- 
tion of  ships,  but  in  Galicia  are  1,000  Spanish,  and  1,500  Italian 
soldiers,  said  to  be  for  conducting  the  Infanta  into  the  Low 
Countries. 

Juan  de  Vilotte,  the  pilot,  says  that  a month  ago,  they  sailed 
from  the  Groyne  for  Calais  ; that  in  the  Groyne  are  35  or  36  large, 
and  15  or  16  smaller  ships. 

Diego  Hermandes  del  Rio,  mariner,  reports  60  ships  at  the  Groyne, 
700  soldiers  there  in  garrison,  and  1,500  to  supply  the  ships,  but  few 
mariners,  most  of  them  being  gone  in  the  last  fleet  for  Calais. 
Similar  testimony  of  other  mariners,  also  of  Cornelius  Hannanson, 
who  was  a pilot  in  1588,  in  the  Spanish  Armada,  and  had  a pension 
five  years  after,  having  brought  his  vessel  home  in  safety.  He  adds 
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that  at  the  Groyne  ie  great  fear  of  the  English  Armada  setting 
their  ships  on  fire ; that  there  was  no  preparation,  the  ships  having 
little  ordnance  and  being  unfurnished,  and  that  there  is  no  arming 
of  ship  in  Spain  or  Portugal.

59.  Matthew  Archbishop  of  York,  Lord  President  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  North,  to  Sec.  Cecil.  We  condole  with  you  the  loss  of 
your  father,  “ the  father  of  his  country,  and  a special  patron  ” of  the 
Council  of  the  North,  to  whom,  both  as  public  and  private  men,  we 
are  bound.  The  Queen  and  kingdom  are  bereaved  of  their  greatest 
councillor,  and  his  prolonged  days  would  have  been  a great  comfort 
to  us,  and  service  to  these  north  parts.  By  his  long  experience  he 
knew  the  service  of  this  Council,  both  for  the  peace  of  the  North,  and 
the  subjects’  ease,  by  deciding  their  causes  at  home  with  small  charge 
and  countenance.  As  he  wjus  first  acquainted  with  it  when  he  was 
secretary,  and  recommended  it  to  his  successor,  Sec.  Walsingham,  so 
we  hope  he  has  done  the  like  to  you,  whom  the  world  and  we  know 
to  be  jwirtaker  of  his  virtues,  and  that  we  or  our  letters  may  have 
favourable  access  to  you,  and  have  your  countenance  ns  they  shall 
deserve.

Cumberland  has  taken  St.  Jean 
de  Porto  Rico,  left  Sir  John  Berkeley,  bis  general  there,  and  gone 
elsewhere.  The  Court  is  at  Nonsuch,  where  on  Sunday  my  Lord 
Chief  Justice’s  expectation  of  being  councillor  was  deceived  ; God 
be  thanked.

They  bring  news  that 
two  English  ships  in  India  have  taken  two  Portugal  ships  rich  with 
treasure,  that  were  on  their  voyage  from  Goa  to  China.  • * 

• * * * * • A Jesuit  told 

me  that  in  the  time  of  the  dead  King  of  Spain , the  Pope 
determined  to  send  out  a bull  to  renew  that  of  Pius  Quintus 
against  the  Queen,  and  one  of  excommunication  against  all  Catholic

62.  Examination  of  John  Stanley  before  Sir  John  Peyton,  Fras. 
Bacon,  and  W.  Waad.  Father  Walpole,  an  English  Jesuit,  and  two 
others  came  to  him  and  the  other  English  in  prison,  to  persuade  them 
to  become  Catholics,  but  not  to  do  any  service  against  the  Queen  or 
the  realm  ; offered  service  to  the  King,  simply  to  recover  liberty. 
Told  Monday  privately  of  his  wish  to  recover  liberty  ; Monday  pro- 
mised to  be  true,  and  thereupon  they  sent  for  Father  Walpole,  with 
whom  Monday  first  dealt  ; alter  that  they  wrote  to  Don  John 
Idiaques  and  to  Don  Christ,  de  Moro,  offering  to  do  the  King  service, 
in  general  terms  ; and  if  they  might  come  to  Court,  to  prove  them- 
selves good  Catholics,  and  honest  servants.  Having  no  answer,  Walpole 
told  them  they  must  state  what  service  they  would  undertake ; they 
offered  the  taking  of  Flushing,  and  were  sent  for  to  the  Court, 
with  irons  upon  them ; before  they  went  from  Seville,  they  told 
Walpole  they  would  be  honest  men,  and  do  what  they  ought. 

After  that  they  were  sent  to  prison  at  Madrid,  where  Fitzherbert 
told  them  he  was  sent  to  know  what  exploit  they  would  undertake  ; 
they  replied  that  they  desired  to  speak  with  the  Council.  Fitz- 
herbert told  them  next  day  the  King’s  pleasure  was  that  they 
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should  deliver  to  him  the  particulars  of  their  offer,  which  he  would 
relate  to  the  Council ; they  set  down  in  writing  the  plot  for  the 
taking  of  Flushing,  which  was  thought  too  great  to  be  executed  ; they 
were  willed  to  state  what  they  could  do  for  Ostend ; did  so  and  it 
was  very  well  liked,  and  they  were  then  set  at  liberty  upon  bail,  and 
had  access  to  some  of  the  Council,  that  is  to  Don  John  Idiaques  and 
Don  Martin  de  Idiaques,  but  were  never  before  the  Council  in 
general. 

It  was  finally  ordered  that  Monday  should  go,  and  this  exami- 
nate  stay,  and  that  he  should  be  well  used ; he  was  to  write  a 
letter  to  the  Earl  of  Essex  that  he  was  stayed  for  Don  Juan 
de  Villa  Vicenza,  who  they  knew  would  not  be  exchanged  ; wrote 
by  direction  of  Fitzherbert,  who  said  if  Monday  should  leave  with- 
out reason,  he  would  be  suspected.  Monday  received  50  ducats 
of  Don  M.  de  Idiaques,  and  examinate  the  same,  and  as  there  were 
many  eyes  upon  them,  and  they  had  vowed  to  each  other  to  be  faith- 
ful and  true  to  their  Queen  and  country,  they  agreed  to  go  to  Father 
Creaswell,  to  receive  the  sacrament,  and  promise  to  be  honest  and 
do  what  they  ought.  After  they  had  confessed,  Cresswell  bade 
examinate  look  that  what  he  did  was  for  the  glory  of  God,  as  well 
as  for  the  service  of  any  King  or  Queen  in  the  world.  Cresswell 
was  informed  by  Fitzherbert  of  the  service  they  both  had  under- 
taken, but  neither  Cresswell  nor  Fitzherbert  were  present  when 
they  had  any  speed)  with  the  Council.  Elliot  and  Fitzherbert 
received  the  sacrament  with  them  from  an  Irish  bishop.  No  person 
dealt  with  examinate,  after  his  coming  to  Madrid,  for  any  other  ser- 
vice against  this  realm,  or  otherwise  than  as  before  declared,  as  they 
were  of  opinion  he  was  too  ill  thought  of  here  to  come  home.  Being 
asked  whether  he  had  not  heard,  before  coming  out  of  Spain  that 
Rolls  and  Squier  had  done  service  to  Her  Majesty,  he  denied  it ; 
but  upon  being  told  he  had  dealt  untruly  therein,  and  that  Monday 
should  be  confronted  with  him,  he  called  to  mind  that  he  heard 
Cresswell  say  that  they  had  played  the  villain  and  broken  their 
vow,  after  having  received  1,500  crowns,  [b^  pages.]

08.  Robt.  Seale  and  three  other  burgesses,  and  Moses  Chaplen  and 
three  other  constables  of  the  duchy,  St.  Clement  Danes,  to  Sea  Cecil. 
According  to  the  Council’s  warrant  and  your  letter,  on  Friday  night 
last,  between  11  and  2,  we,  by  direction  of  the  Lord  Mayor,  searched 
all  victualling  houses  and  other  houses  of  lodging  in  our  precinct,  but 
found  no  people  of  misdemeanor  in  any  of  them.  We  took  three 
men  in  the  street  upon  suspicion,  Robt.  Berstowe,  Win.  Ashton,  and 
Win.  Saveli,  whom  next  morning,  by  order  of  the  Lord  Mayor,  we 
brought  before  him  and  other  justices,  at  the  sessions  house,  but 
upon  examination  they  dismissed  them.  Thomas  Berry,  a messenger 
of  the  Court,  abused  us  constables  for  searching  his  house  that  night, 
although  he  lodges  strangers,  as  others  do,  and  partly  lives  by  the 
same  ; and  in  contempt  of  the  Council's  warrant,  said  that  he  knew 
not  by  what  warrant  we  might  dare  to  search  his  house.  On 
Sunday  night,  the  10th  instant,  between  12  and  1,  Matthew-,  son  of 
John  Peirson,  a scrivener,  in  the  liberty  of  Westminster,  a very 
dissolute  youth,  and  a common  night-walker,  opprobriously  abused 
Moses  Chaplen,  one  of  us  constables  in  bis  watch  ; being  a youth  of 
uncivil  and  lewd  life,  we  beseech  that  he  may  be  suppressed.  [J  pa-geJ] 

69.  “Relation  of  such  things  as  Wm.  Pitts  had  intelligence  of, 
being  prisoner  in  the  Groyne  in  Galicia.”  In  August  Rich.  Burley, 
accused  of  being  a spy,  was  executed,  and  Thos.  Wade,  a merchant 
of  London’s  servant,  was  put  in  prison  and  there  died  of  famine  in 
the  hospital  Peter  Langinge,  a skipper,  was  sent  to  the  galleys  for 
eight  years.  Sourly,  a kinsman  to  Tyrone,  came  over  in  a Waterford 
ship,  to  ask  for  men  and  munition,  and  rode  post  to  the  Court  at 
Madrid. 

John  Lambert  of  Chichester,  who  knows  every  port  and  creek  of 
England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland,  is  pilot  royal  of  the  King’s  army ; 
he  told  me  he  could  take  Gibraltar  with  4,000  men,  and  wished 
himself  in  Engiand,  if  he  might  have  his  pardon  and  entertainment. 
He  has  been  in  Spain  12  years,  has  bad  many  ships  made  after  the 
English  fashion,  and  a dock  built  at  Lisbon. 

Andrew  Facy,  of  Stonehouse,  near  Plymouth,  taken  by  the  Spaniards 
last  year  on  the  coast  of  England,  told  me  he  intended  to  serve  the 
King  of  Spain  by  cutting  his  throat,  if  it  lay  in  his  |>ower,  and 
would  venture  his  life  to  serve  his  Queen,  as  by  relating  their  secrets 
to  the  Court  of  England  ; he  gave  me  a letter  to  the  Lord  Admiral 
or  Earl  of  Essex,  informing  that  he  was  to  come  into  our  channel, 
by  command  of  Don  Diego  Brochero,  with  a vessel  of  1 00  tons,  and 
another.  He  said  Lambert  told  him  all  were  not  the  Queen’s  good 
friends  that  dwell,  about  Plymouth.  He  said  if  the  Council  would 
employ  him  in  the  Court  at  Madrid,  or  in  the  army,  he  would  obey, 
as  he  only  waited  there  to  know  their  pleasure  ; only  he  charges  mu 
to  secrecy. 
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Thos.  Griffin  of  Plymouth  ha«  served  the  King  of  Spain,  but  will 
escape  if  he  may  have  his  pardon  ; also  Wm.  Wiles  of  Itatcliffe; 
also  Thos.  Parfoot,  the  best  gunner  in  the  army,  who  has  served  the 
King  nine  years,  and  others.  Thos.  Hoar  of  Waterford  was  taken  by 
Capt.  Elliot,  coming  from  the  Canaries,  and  has  served  ever  since. 
He  says  if  he  were  in  England,  he  could  reveal  matters  for  which 
ho  should  be  well  rewarded  ; he  said  Plymouth  castle  was  bought 
and  sold,  as  well  as  Falmouth.  There  arc  English  soldiers,  enemies 
to  our  Queen,  religion,  and  State.  Edw.  Picford  of  St.  Germains, 
Cornwall,  who  has  been  in  Spain  1 5 yearn ; Prater  and  Fitzjamcs, 
gentlemen  of  Somersetshire,  who  came  over  with  Elliot,  and  have 
20  ducats  a month  ; Thos.  Parsons,  nephew  of  Father  Parsons,  who 
has  been  20  years  in  Spain.

The 
Earl  of  Cumberland  is  come,  with  some  of  his  ships ; the  rest  are 
supposed  to  be  on  the  coast,  for  according  to  our  custom,  they 
scattered,  each  shifting  for  himself.  They  missed  the  Spaniards  who 
awaited  them  with  30  mcn-of-war  at  the  Terceras,  and  who  left  the 
Island  of  Flores  only  the  day  before  the  Earl  came  there.  All  they 
have  done  is  to  take  the  town  and  castle  of  Porto  Rico  ; the  Spaniards 
knowing  of  their  coming,  the  property  had  been  removed.  All  the 
Earl  has  brought  (chiefly  sugar  and  ginger)  is  worth  but  15,000/.  or 
16,000/.,  not  half  the  charge  of  the  setting  out,  besides  the  waste  of 
shipping  and  loss  of  (iOO  men.  Some  find  great  fault  with  the  Karl, 
saying  he  neglected  present  profit  in  hopes  of  greater  mattere.  The

I had  need  apologize  for  so  often  visiting  you  with  suits,  both  on 
my  own  and  my  friends’  behalf,  but  being  warranted  from  yourself 
to  do  so,  I am  like  those  debtors  who  chose  rather  to  owe  all  to 
one  than  much  to  many.

82.  Declaration  of  John  Stanley  before  the  Earl  of  Essex,  Sec. 
Cecil,  and  Attorney  General  Coke.  On  5 August  last,  I was  brought 
to  the  King,  sworn  to  secrecy,  and  employed  to  go  to  Wm.  Mon- 
day and  receive  of  him  a perfume,  which  should  be  cast  in  the  way 
of  Her  Majesty,  to  cut  off  her  life ; and  the  King  said  the  words 
that  I have  already  written  in  another  paper,  commanding  me  to 
speak  somewhat  of  peace,  and  write  him  what  was  said  of  it,  espe- 
cially by  my  Lord  of  Essex.  I was  also  to  help  Monday  to  burn  Her 
Majesty's  navy  ; to  go  to  Sir  Tlios.  Arundel,  and  tell  him  of  one 
Father  Smith,  a seminary ; to  confer  with  some  Papists,  and  tell 
them  the  Catholics*  names  and  places,  and  if  they  trusted  me  with 
letters,  to  acqunint  them  with  my  employments,  or  else  not.  Wil. 
Bostok  and  Edm.  Edmonds,  servants  to  Thos.  Fitzherbert,  are  to  be 
employed  shortly.  Chas.  Tankard,  Father  Cooper,  and  another  priest 
are  to  come  over.  Bostok  has  flaxen  hair  and  a great  rolling  eye, 
and  dwells  in  West  Chester,  where  he  has  a wife. 

After  I had  been  sworn,  the  King  said  that  my  gain  would  not 
only  be  much  money,  but  that  he  and  his  son  would  be  my  friends 
in  case  of  need.  Cress  well  said  to  the  King  that  they  had  often  been 
deceived  by  taking  the  l»are  oath  of  the  sacrament,  and  therefore 
they  had  sworn  me — by  the  Lord,  and  ns  1 hoped  to  be  saved — never 
to  disclose  the  matter,  but  if  I could  not  do  it,  to  come  again 
and  bring  some  Papists’  letters  with  me.  I often  sought  to  be 
employed  into  Flanders,  and  then  Fitzherbert,  Cresswell,  Elliot, 
and  James  said,  if  I wrould  be  constant  in  what  they  would  Corn- 
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mand  me,  I should  have  10,000  ducats  at  my  return.  They  caused 
those  two  letters  to  be  written,  and  iny  passport,  and  hid  me  say  I 
was  sent  for  Flanders  until  I came  to  St.  Jean  de  Luz,  and  then  to 
say  I had  escaped,  which  would  be  believed.  Don  Juan  de  Idiaques, 
Don  Christ,  de  Moro,  and  others,  were  privy  to  my  employment. 

Monday  was  dealt  with  secretly,  so  that  he  should  not  know  of 
my  coining  over,  and  they  commanded  me  to  tell  him  I would  run 
away,  that  thereby  I should  have  the  more  credit  at  Court,  if  he 
should  not  be  honest;  if  he  was  honest  I was  to  join  with  him, 
and  if  he  gave  me  the  perfume,  and  told  me  where  he  had  it,  I was 
to  write  over  about  it ; the  King  knew  of  this  perfume  and  his 
Council  also. 

Walpole  told  me  that  Rolls  and  Squier  were  employed  about  Her 
Majesty’s  person,  and  had  received  money  for  the  same.  They  gave 
me  the  aforesaid  letters  to  deliver  to  the  Council,  saying  Rolls  and 
Squier  had  discovered  their  employments,  and  what  they  said  of  the 
King  of  France  would  make  all  the  rest  believed  ; and  as  to  the  King 
of  Scots,  it  were  well  if  they  would  fall  together  by  the  ears,  meaning 
Her  Majesty  and  the  said  King  of  Scots. 

I know  not  any  employed  about  Her  Majesty’s  person,  or  in  the 
navy.  As  to  Oliver  Alman,  the  priest,  I was  to  find  him  about 
Einsome,  or  at  Scotney,  and  he  would  bring  me  to  some  other 
Papists  who  would  help  me  in  anything.  The  King  commanded  me, 
if  I did  not  find  Monday  honest,  then  to  take  any  course  for  Her 
Majesty’s  death.  I never  perceived  that  they  meant  any  invasion 
by  force,  but  hoped  first  for  Her  Majesty’s  death,  for  treason,  or  for 
assurances  of  help  of  subjects  of  England  ; neither  have  they  power 
to  do  it  by  force,  but  were  promised  ships  by  those  of  Hamburg  to 
help  them  to  gain  England  by  force.  With  note  [by  Coke],  dated  from 
Essex  House,  that  Stanley,  having  deliberately  read  over  this  decla- 
ration at  7 p.m.,  affirmed  it  to  be  true.  [4^  pages.] 

83.  Examination  of  Edw.  Squier  before  Sir  John  Peyton,  Attorney 
General  Coke,  Solicitor  General  Fleming,  Fras.  Bacon,  and  W.  Waad. 
When  Walpole  persuaded  me  to  be  employed  against  Her  Majesty’s 
person,  he  asked  whether  I could  compound  poisons  ; I said  no,  but 
that  I had  skill  in  perfumes,  and  had  read  in  Tartalia  of  a ball,  the 
smoke  whereof  would  make  a man  in  a trance,  and  some  die.  Wal- 
pole said  that  would  be  difficult,  but  to  apply  poison  to  a certain 
place  was  the  most  convenient  way ; I said  I had  no  skill  therein, 
to  which  Walpole  replied,  “ you  shall  have  directions.”  I asked  him 
if  there  was  no  composition  of  poison  to  carry  with  me ; he  said 
no,  it  would  be  dangerous,  for  being  taken  at  sea  on  a sudden  (the 
Earl  being  then  ready  to  go  to  sea),  a man  might  have  neither  leisure 
nor  memory  to  cast  it  away,  as  joy  or  fear  suppress  a man’s  memory. 
Walpole  said  he  would  write  to  fiagshaw  at  Wisbeach  Castle,  as  he 
knew  all  the  courses  of  the  Jesuits.  I had  directions  from  Walpole, 
under  his  own  hand,  but  I threw  them  into  the  water,  and  also  the 
letter  to  Bagshaw.  Certain  poisonous  drugs,  whereof  opium  was 
one,  were  to  be  beaten  together,  stee;>ed  in  white  mercury  water,  put 
into  an  earthen  pot,  and  set  a month  in  the  sun  ; then  to  be  put  in 
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a double  bladder,  and  the  bladders  pricked  full  of  holes  in  the  upper 
part,  and  carried  in  the  palm  of  my  hand,  upon  a thick  glove,  for 
safeguard  of  my  hand  ; and  then  I was  to  turn  the  holes  downward, 
and  to  press  it  hard  upon  the  pommel  of  Her  Highness's  saddle  ; it 
would  lie  and  tarry  long  where  it  was  laid,  and  not  be  checked  by 
the  air.  He  willed  me  to  cause  some  other  to  buy  one  of  the 
ingredients  at  one  place,  and  another  at  another,  for  fear  of  suspicion, 
there  being  five  in  all.  The  letter  and  directions  were  delivered 
last  May  twelvemonth,  in  the  English  College  at  Seville,  in  Walpole’s 
presence  only,  and  I came  away  with  his  privity. 

I l>ought  two  dram 8 of  opium  and  five  of  mercury  water,  at  an 
apothecary’s  shop  in  Paternoster  Row,  towards  the  further  end,  near 
Dr.  Smith’s  house ; one  ingredient  at  the  Plough,  Bucklersbury,  and 
the  othertwo  in  Newgate  Market,  last  July  twelvemonth,  and  carried 
them  about  me  six  or  seven  days.  I compounded  and  put  them  into 
an  earthen  pot,  and  set  it  in  a window  of  my  house  at  Greenwich, 
where  it  might  take  the  sun,  and  applied  part  of  it  to  a whelp  of  one 
Edwardes  of  Greenwich,  and  never  saw  it  afterwards,  and  therefore

and  Bacon.  If  they  find  a man  fearful  to  attempt  villany,  they 
choose  him  easy  work,  promising  mucli  merit  and  small  danger,  as 
in  my  case  Walpole  did,  viz.,  that  I might  safely  attempt  that 
matter  against  Her  Majesty,  being  a thing  to  be  done  not  when  she 
was  present,  but  before  ; and  that  I need  not  fear  to  be  seen  of  any 
great  persons,  nor  of  men  of  the  greatest  judgment,  but  was  to  con- 
verse with  all,  drinking  a pot  of  beer  or  a quart  of  wine,  and  such 
good-fellow-like  parts, — for  a man  that  would  spend  his  money 
frankly  should  bo  welcome, — and  so  by  little  and  little  grow  into 
familiarity,  so  that  I might  come  in  time  to  help  on  the  Queen’s 
saddle  for  expedition,  and  perform  the  deed.  I alleged  lack  of 
knowledge  how  to  do  it ; he  answered  he  would  send  me  where  I 
need  not  fear  the  want  of  instruction,  so  that  I need  study  nothing 
but  time  and  place.  He  said  it  were  a meritorious  act  to  stab  or 
kill  the  Earl  of  Essex,  “ but  this  against  the  Queen  is  all  in  all,  for 
there  shall  need  but  little  else  than  to  do  that  well,  which  I charge 
you  to  perform  before  all  other  things.”  Seeing  me  very  sad,  he 
demanded  if  anything  troubled  me ; I answered  no,  but  my  mind 
was  in  England.  “Be  of  good  cheer,”  said  he,  “you  may  come 
there,  to  the  great  joy  and  comfort  of  your  wife  and  children." 

At  my  next  confession,  he  charged  me  that  I meant  not  to  per- 
form my  promise ; I protested  to  him  that  I verily  meant  to  do  it. 
Then  lie  laid  before  me  the  danger  that  I was  in  if  I did  not  en- 
deavour to  the  utmost  to  perform  it,  and  that  1 must  not  now  fear 
death,  though  it  might  seem  very  imminent,  for  what  availeth  it  a 
man  to  win  the  whole  world  and  lose  his  own  soul  ? and  if  I did 
but  once  doubt  of  the  lawfulness  or  the  merit,  it  was  sufficient  to 
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cast  me  down  headlong  to  hell ; and  then,  taking  mo  by  the  arm, 
he  lifted  me  up,  and  took  me  about  the  neck  with  his  left  arm,  and 
made  a cross  upon  my  head,  saying,  “ God  bless  thee,  and  give  thee 
strength,  my  son,  and  be  of  good  courage ; I will  pawn  my  soul  for 
thine,  and  thou  shalt  ever  have  my  prayers,  both  dead  and  alive, 
and  full  pardon  of  all  thy  sins.’*  He  also  used  a speech  over  my 
head,  which  I could  not  understand,  save  the  first  word,  Dominus. 

He  told  me  at  another  time  that  I must  insinuate  myself  into  the 
company  of  the  better  sort,  but  not  reveal  my  iutent  to  any  but  to 
my  confessor,  who  was  bound  to  keep  counsel,  and  that  some  had 
been  deceived  in  being  over  credulous  of  others.  I said  that  it 
agreed  not  with  mine  estate  to  keep  company  much  ; tush,’"  said 
said  he,  “ let  Dr.  Bngshaw  but  see  your  intent,  and  be  assured  of 
your  resolution,  and  your  wants  will  be  supplied.”  He  charged  me 
not  to  practise  any  matter  against  the  Catholics,  especially  the 
Jesuits  and  priests,  nor  to  come  to  church,  hear  sermons,  receive  the 
sacrament,  or  take  arms  against  the  church,  upon  pain  of  eternal 
damnation.  I asked  what  service  were  best  to  undertake  and  keep 
at  Court,  nnd  he  said  that  iny  apprehension  was  very  simple  if  I 
could  not  find  out  something  that  might  fit  the  time  ; but  one  thing 
was  necessary,  and  if  I performed  it,  I should  be  a glorious  saint  in 
heaven.  The  letter  he  bade  me  carry  into  England  nnd  deliver, 
and  I should  do  well  in  all  things,  but  not  tell  him  when  I went. 
The  reason  of  this  is,  as  I take  it,  because  they  may  not  be  directly 
acquainted  with  any  matter  which  concerns  the  King  or  the  Inqui- 
sition, but  they  must  reveal  it  to  the  superiors  of  the  house  or  the 
Inquisition  within  a short  time,  and  he  is  of  council  to  the  Inqui- 
sition. The  direction  of  the  letter  was  A.  Rd°  P.  D.  Bagshaw. 

Walpole’s  persuasions  to  religion  and  service  for  the  church  began 
at  bis  first  coming  to  me  in  the  Carmen,  but  his  beginning  with  me 
about  the  matter  that  concerns  Her  Majesty  was  in  April,  before 
my  coming  away,  after  Rolls  had  told  me  that  he  held  me  in  sus- 
pense, and  that  Jackson  suspected  me  about  the  supremacy.  I 
asked  him  if  he  would  not  write  by  me  to  some  friends  in  Norfolk, 
that  I might  know  how  to  write  to  him,  but  he  said  no,  he  w'ould 
not  trouble  me  so  much,  nor  should  I need  that  help,  if  I did  ns  I 
should  do ; and  I verily  persuade  myself  that  if  the  Canons’ 
earnestness  for  the  two  priests  lmd  not  prevailed  more  than  his 
persuasion  of  my  constancy,  I should  never  have  come  from  thence. 

My  relation  to  my  Lord  was  : 1.  Of  the  certainty  of  the  Spanish 
preparations,  and  their  undoubted  meaning  to  proceed,  which  I 
gathered  from  the  King’s  commandment  to  set  all  mills  and  ovens 
at  wrork  for  bread,  and  to  proceed  with  all  expedition.  2.  Of  the 
number  of  their  ships,  which  I understood  by  a Dutchman,  a Scot, 
and  an  Irishman,  all  coming  from  Ferrol.  3.  Of  the  places  of  land- 
ing in  England,  which  I saw  pricked  with  red  ink  in  Don  Pedro 
Tellos’s  plat  for  England,  which  he  said  he  received  from  SirWm. 
S bin  ley,  and  the  same  places  W’ere  crossed  in  a general  map  of 
England,  in  the  English  College,  by  the  direction  of  Gray,  master's 
mate  of  the  Help.  4.  Of  the  plot  against  Her  Majesty  and  the 
State,  out  of  the  Jesuits’  speech.

87.  John  Chamberlain  to  Dud.  Carleton,  attending  on  the  Governor 
of  Osbend.  News  was  expected  from  Court,  but  has  not  arrived. 
It  was  said  that  Sir  John  Forteseue  was  to  be  Lord  Treasurer,  but 
now  they  say  Lord  Buckhurst.  The  next  new  councillors  are  to  be 
Lord  Montjoy  and  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  [Popham].  The  Court 
of  Wards  is  not  sitting,  for  want  of  a master,  the  Earl  of  Essex 
not  getting  the  place,  though  lie  is  alone  in  election.  Some  say  this 
court  will  be  dissolved,  and  a yearly  contribution  raised  instead, 
out  of  all  lands  in  capite  or  knight  service,  which  would  be  more 
profit  to  the  Queen  and  leas  grievance  to  the  subject.  Others  say 
the  Earl  may  have  the  place,  but  refuses  it  unless  whole  and  un- 
maimed, there  being  a talk  of  curtailing  it ; and  others  that  he 
scruples  at  the  strictness  of  the  oath,  and  wonders  the  Lord  Trea- 
surer could  dispense  with  it  and  his  conscience. 

The  state  of  Ireland  grows  worse  ; they  begin  to  stir  in  Munster, 
where  the  White  Knight,  Sir  James  [Fitzgerald]  of  Desmond,  and 
one  Patrick  Condon,  are  out.  Sir  Sam.  Bagnall  is  dead,  stabbed 
by  St.  Lawrence  (son  of  Lord  Hoth)  in  a quarrel.  Some  think 
Lord  Montjoy  will  be  sent  Deputy  there  ; others  that  Essex  means 
to  take  it,  and  hopes  by  his  countenance  to  quiet  the  country ; but 
ho  wants  leave  to  return  when  he  will,  after  a year.  A French 
ambassador  (a  civilian)  is  come  to  be  lieger.  Some  say  he  is  sent  at 
the  Spaniard’s  request  to  further  a peace  ; others  say  about  matters 
of  piracy.  There  is  talk  of  sending  thither  Dr.  Herbert,  Sir  Thos. 
Parry,  Mr.  Bodley,  or  Mr.  Nevill  of  Berkshire.  Sir  Robt.  Sydney 
is  likely  to  be  sent  extraordinary  on  the  marriage  of  Madame  the 
King’s  sister.  John  Wroth  is  to  go  ambassador  to  Turkey.  Sir 
F.  Vere  is  coming  to  the  Brill ; out  of  his  entertainment,  he  pays 
Lady  Boroughs  400/.  a year.  There  has  been  some  snapping  be- 
tween him  and  young  Lord  Grey,  who  wanted  a regiment,  and  to  be 
chief  commander  of  the  English  in  the  Low  Countries.  Sir  John 
Gilbert,  with  six  or  seven  sail,  is  going  to  Guiana,  and  Sir  Walter 
Raleigh  is  like  to  go  too,  he  is  so  discontented,  because  he  thrives 
no  better.  Rolls,  Pates,  Dr.  Bagshaw,  and  one  or  two  more  ac- 
complices of  Stanley,  are  sent  to  the  Tower. 

The  King  of  Poland  is  almost  tuken  in  Sweden,  by  his  uncle, 
Duke  Charles.  A man  in  Venice  professes  to  be  Sebastian,  late  King 
of  Portugal,  not  slain  in  the  battle  in  Barlwiry,  but  taken  pri- 
soner and  escaped.  They  say  if  he  is  so,  he  shall  not  want  main- 
tenance, nor  their  mediation,  but  if  not,  he  must  look  for  what  he 
deserves.  The  young  King  of  Spain  has  augmented  his  council  by 
taking  in  eight  of  the  nobility.  The  Infanta  stays  in  a nunnery 
till  the  Archduke  fetch  her.  Some  mad  knaves  took  tobacco  all 
the  way,  as  they  went  to  be  hanged  at  Tyburn.  I enclose  verses 
said  to  be  by  Essex  in  his  disgrace,  but  do  not  vouch  for  them.

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88.  The  Queen  to  Sir  John  Fortescue,  Under  Treasurer,  and  the 
Chamberlains  of  the  Exchequer.  A commission  was  awarded  out 
of  the  Exchequer,  by  warrant  of  our  late  Lord  Treasurer,  and  of 
you  our  under  treasurer,  for  t.ho  surveying  and  bounding  of  cer- 
tain lands  in  Sussex,  being  our  inheritance  in  reversion  of  any 
estate  tail  of  Sir  Hen.  Guildford  [and  Lady  Elizabeth  his  wife]. 
But  though  the  said  commission  has  been  allowed  by  divers  orders, 
and  published  in  our  said  Court,  and  there  so  recorded,  yet  it  is  now 
encountered  by  Rich.  Smith,  to  the  prejudice  of  our  said  inheritance. 
We  therefore  require  you  openly  to  maintain  the  said  commission, 
and  call  before  you  any  who  labour  to  impugn  it,  and  to  punish  him 
agreeably  to  justice.  [Draft.  $ po//e.] 

89.  Second  examination  of  Edw.  Squier,  before  Sir  John  Peyton, 
Attorney  General  Coke,  Solicitor  General  Fleming,  and  W.  Waad. 
The  other  three  drugs  whereof  I compounded  the  poison  were  all 
such  as  might  be  broken  to  powder  ; one  yellowish,  and  the  other 
brownish,  and  called  by  Latin  or  Greek  names,  and  the  three 
cost  8 d.  ; when  compounded  together,  the  confection  was  of  a 
duskish  colour,  and  the  whole  about  the  bigness  of  a bean.  I 
have  dwelt  in  Greenwich  16  years,  and  married  there  11  years 
since,  and  maintained  myself  as  a scrivener.  I was  deputy  pur- 
veyor to  Keys,  for  provision  of  the  stable,  for  two  years  imme- 
diately before  his  voyage  with  Sir  Eras.  Drake.  I came  home 
from  Spain  in  July  twelvemonths,  and  within  an  hour  alter,  I 
and  Rolls  made  means  to  an  honourable  person  in  the  Council 
Chamber,  to  go  with  the  Earl  in  the  last  voyage,  and  obtained 
leave  ; two  or  three  days  after,  I bought  the  poisons,  and,  having 
compounded  them,  went  to  sea  in  one  of  the  victuallers. 

I received  the  sacrament  at  Walpole  the  Jesuit’s  hands,  to  put 
the  practice  in  execution,  and  to  keep  it  secret.  At  his  persuasion 
J undertook  to  jwison  the  Earl  of  Essex  while  I was  with  him  at 
sea,  so  as  to  defeat  the  voyage.  I carried  the  poison  to  sea  in  the 
Earls  ship,  in  a little  earthen  pot  closely  corked,  and  applied  it  to 
the  Earl’s  chair,  where  he  used  to  sit  and  lay  his  hand,  which  chair 
stood  under  the  spar  deck  where  the  Earl  used  to  dine  and  sup ; I 
did  this  of  an  evening,  a little  before  supper  time,  when  the  Earl 
was  at  sea  between  Fayal  and  St.  Michael.  The  confection  was  so 
clammy  that  it  would  stick  to  the  pommel  of  the  chair,  and  I rubbed 
it  on  with  parchment,  and  soon  after  the  Earl  sat  in  the  chair  all 
supper  time. 

On  the  Monday  after  my  coming  home  from  Spain,  and  after  I 
had  obtained  leave  to  go  with  the  Earl  to  sea,  understanding  that 
Her  Majesty’s  horses  were  preparing  for  her  to  ride  abroad,  ;is  the 
horse  stood  ready  saddled  in  the  stable  yard,  I went  to  the  horse, 
and  in  the  hearing  of  divers  thereabouts,  said  “ God  save  the  Queen,” 
and  therewith  laid  my  hand  on  the  pommel  of  the  saddle,  and  out 
of  a bladder,  which  I had  made  full  of  holes  with  a big  pin,  I 
poisoned  the  pommel,  it  being  covered  with  velvet,  and  soon  after 
Her  Majesty  rode  abroad. 
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I came  out  of  Spain  n resolveil  Papist ; I was  directed,  after  I hod 
done  this  fearful  treason,  to  go  to  Mr.  Woodhouse  of  Beccles, 
Norfolk,  where  Upton,  a priest,  would  further  direct  me,  but  I had 
no  direction  to  acquaint  Mr.  Woodhouse  with  it,  and  I never  saw  him. 

The  token  whereby  Upton  should  know  that  I was  assured 
to  them  was,  that  after  1 had  taken  him  by  the  hand,  I was  to 
take  him  by  the  thumb  with  tny  little  finger.  Mrs.  Woodhouse 
was  to  direct  me  to  Upton ; I had  no  token  to  her,  but  that  I came 
from  a Norfolk  man  in  Spain.  I brought  her  a pair  of  beads  from 
Walpole,  hut  I cast  them  away  with  some  of  my  own.  Walpole  said 
the  poison  would  speedily  work,  and  that  after  the  act  was  done,  the 
Spanish  Beet  should  come,  being  then  in  readiness  for  that  purpose.

speedily  ended,  we  have  been  pleased,  as  he  has  well  deserved  our 
good  opinion,  earnestly  to  recommend  a speedy  determination  of  the 
same,  reminding  you  that  nothing  be  done  prejudicial  to  our  interest 
in  these  lands,  being  in  reversion  by  reason  of  an  estate  tail  to  the 
heirs  male  of  the  said  Lord  Cromwell.  We  also  require  a like  speedy 
end  to  a long  suit  between  Lord  Cromwell  and  Edw.  Andrews,  to 
l>e  determined  in  our  Exchequer  Chamber.  We  doubt  no  whit  of 
your  integrity  and  sincere  proceedings,  yet  that  the  said  Lord  Crom- 
well may  not  be  further  weakened  in  his  estate  by  continuance  of 
charge  in  these  suits,  we  require  your  care  for  expediting  an  end, 
and  with  all  honourable  favour  to  him.  [Draft,  $ page.]

be  given  against  them. 

It  is  of  great  necessity  that  upon  complaint,  redress  be  given  by 
the  Queen's  prerogative  in  that  Court,  as  is  done  against  persons  who 
in  the  time  of  scarcity  absent  themselves  from  their  dwellings,  or 
have  engrossed,  or  otherwise  extremely  misbehaved.  Also,  when 
foreign  artificers  overgrew  in  the  city  and  suburbs  of  London,  order 
by  decree  in  that  Court  was  taken  until  Parliament.  Lately  the 
new  buildings  about  London  having  been  found  to  breed  scarcity, 
and  divers  resorted  from  the  country  who  should  have  maintained 
hospitality  therein,  decrees  have  been  made  by  the  Star  Chamber 
to  pull  down  some  buildings,  and  continue  others  only  for  a time. 
For  better  strengthening  the  decrees  of  sewers,  the  bill  may  be 
extended  to  Her  Majesty’s  own  possessions,  most  of  the  grounds 
being  of  that  quality.  The  orders  against  the  buildings  were  given 
by  proclamation.  The  offences  were  hardly  puuished  on  builders 
who,  after  proclamation,  erected  new  tenements.

104.  [The  Council]  to  the  Lord  President  [of  the  North].  Rob. 
Beale,  clerk  of  the  Privy  Council  and  secretary  for  Her  Majesty  in 
those  partK,  informs  us  that  without  speedy  remedy,  his  office  will  be 
greatly  impaired.  First,  because  some  are  trying  to  get  a grant  of  the 
examinersbip,  which  by'  his  patent  belongs  to  him  ; and  although  in 
Lord  Huntingdon’s  time  the  instructions  were  altered,  and  the  choice 
of  examiner  committed  to  his  Lordship,  yet  there  was  no  warrant  to 
take  away  the  fees,  or  that  the  examiners  should  not,  as  before,  be 
accountable  for  them  to  the  secretaries ; but  lately  two  examiners 
have  been  appointed,  who  will  yield  no  account  to  the  secretary. 
The  late  Lord  President  promised  some  satisfaction,  but  through  his 
departure  it  was  not  performed.  Now  as  getting  patents  for  the 
examinerships  is  like  to  raise  contention,  he  begs  that  his  right  may 
be  considered  before  any  such  grant  pass.  We  therefore  beg  you 
and  the  Council  there  to  examine  into  the  case,  and  see  whether  the 
examiners  take  any  fees  belonging  to  the  secretaries;  and  mean- 
while to  suffer  things  to  remain  as  they  did  before  the  death  of  the 
late  Earl. 

His  second  complaint  is,  that  though  that  Council  was 
established  for  matters  of  pence, — and  therefore  the  secretary  and 
his  deputy  have  at  times  been  made  Masters  of  the  Chancery  to 
take  bonds, — yet  divers  justices  of  the  peace  have  lately  terrified 
people  from  taking  bonds  before  that  Council,  refused  to  take  the 
Council's  supersedeas,  bound  some  to  good  behaviour,  and  committed 
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some  io  prison  for  binding  themselves  before  that  Council,  for- 
bidding their  applying  to  it  for  such  causes,  and  summoning  some 
before  the  sessions  to  show  cause  why  they  did  so ; so  that  they 
have  been  tossed  about  and  put  to  great  expense,  and  the  bonds  of 
offenders  made  of  little  benefit  to  Her  Majesty.  In  the  timo  of  the 
late  President,  Sir  Win.  Fairfax  and  others  were  punished  for  such 
attempts.  As  we  think  it  not  convenient  that  that  Council  and 
the  justices  should  cross  each  other,  but  concur  for  Her  Majesty’s 
service,  we  wish  things  to  remain  as  they  did  in  the  late  Karl 
of  Huntingdon's  time,  till  the  Queen  shall  appoint  a president. 
Meanwhile  writs  of  superseded*  shall  be  granted  with  moderation  in 
the  secretary’s  office,  and  bonds  taken  by  justices  shall  be  allowed 
by  the  Council  ; but  if  a party  bound  by  Council  had  notice  before 
that  any  warrant  was  awarded  against  him  from  the  justices, 
Council  shall  repeal  the  supersedeas.  [2£  pages.]

St.  Jean  de  La*,  and  knowledge  of  our  mariners,  offer  those  surprised  by  them  large 
entertainment  to  tempt  them  to  remain  ; those  that  go  are  sent 
away  with  small  relief,  and  come  to  beg  relief  for  their  journey  from 
the  merchants  in  Bayonne  and  St  Jean  de  Luz,  which  being  small, 
many  are  tempted  to  stay,  and  become  worse  than  Spaniards  to 
their  country  ; they  are  made  captains  and  officers,  discover  the 
secrets  of  our  sea-fights,  and  teach  them  to  use  the  same.

The  Earl  of  Ormond  has  sent  in 
baste  for  2,000  men,  who  are  making  ready  ; he  will  exert  himself 
more  now  his  county  of  Tipperary  is  imperilled.  About  spring  the 
Earl  of  Essex  is  likely  to  go  there  as  Lieut.-general,  and  Lord 
Montjoy  as  Lord  Deputy,  with  other  young  noblemen,  and  most  of 
the  knights  he  has  made,  as  the  honour  was  for  service  done  and  to 
be  done. 

Stanley,  Rolls,  Squier,  and  the  rest  are  to  be  arraigned  to-morrow. 
Very  foul  work  is  said  to  have  been  attempted  by  them.  The  Im- 
perial Count  Arundel  is  in  keeping  of  Dr.  Herbert,  on  account  of 
communications  had  with  Stanley  on  his  arrival  The  new  Countess 
of  Southampton  has  a daughter  ; the  Earl,  her  father,  has  lost  1,800 
crowns  at  tennis  in  Paris.

If  any  attempt  be  made,  it 
should  be  the  surprise  of  Lisbon  ; by  that,  Portugal,  the  East  Indies, 
Brazil,  and  other  places  would  be  subdued  Before  peace  can  be 
concluded,  the  Spanish  pride  must  be  put  down.  If  a Portugal 
King  be  placed,  the  security  of  neighbour  Christian  princes  is 
effected  ; and  if  he  be  placed  by  the  Queen , he  will  then  annoy  the 
Emperor  and  Germans  by  prohibiting  their  trade,  as  they  have  done 
the  English.  No  doubt  the  Portuguese  would  pay  some  millions 
for  charges,  and  a yearly  tribute  for  their  redemption.  England 
should  begin  and  levy  a great  charge  on  the  Flemings,  for  there  is 
100,000/.  or  150,000/.  worth  of  Portuguese  goods  in  Amsterdam  and 
Middleburg.  The  Spaniard  fears  for  no  place  like  this,  knowing  the 
Portuguese  hope  for  a day  of  redemption.  The  English  should  be 
encouraged  by  past  success,  and  come  with  20,000  or  15,000  men  at 
least.  The  Flemings  should  be  compelled  to  extraordinary  expense, 
for  they  have  attained  wealth  by  furnishing  the  King  with  furni- 
ture and  munition  against  the  Queen,  and  if  they  gain  tho  East 
Indian  trade,  they  would  prove  dangerous  neighbours ; yet  better 
so  than  yield  obedience  to  the  Cardinal,  who  would  then  be  in 
quiet,  and  join  his  Spanish  brother  to  annoy  neighbour  princes. 

The  King  of  Spain  wants  to  attain  the  name  of  “ Renowned  King 
of  the  peace,"  but  I hope  that  as  the  Queen  is  now  the  ancientest 
prince  in  Christendom,  both  for  years,  long  reign,  and  happy 
government,  she  will  be  Prince  of  |>eace ; and  as  she  is  the  principal 
diadem  of  Christendom,  she  should  enact  that  as  the  Pope  and  King

of  Spain  wish  all  Christians  to  be  called  Catholics,  ah  her  subjects 
should  be  termed  defenders  of  the  faith. 

The  rebel  Tyrone  has  his  ambassador  at  Madrid,  and  is  well 
accepted.  The  Irish  give  out  daily  news  of  his  exploits.  No  doubt 
the  Irish  trading  ships  convey  him  treasure,  letters,  and  advice. 
In  London  the  dealers  with  Antwerp  should  be  sought  out,  for  under 
colour  of  merchandise,  they  are  great  intelligencers;  Alvaro  de 
Lima,  of  Dr.  Hector’s  kindred,  is  one. 

Jas.  Porter,  who  came  as  commissioner  about  English  prisoners,  is 
despatched  and  allowed  provision  for  the  voyage.

The  two 
letters  enclosed  Father  Baldwin  left  with  me,  at  his  going  to  St. 
Omer,  to  convey  to  you,  and  the  other  I and  Mr.  Owen  received 
from  Father  Holt.  The  end  of  the  quarrel  betwixt  the  Lord  Both- 
well  and  one  Contreras  was  better  than  was  looked  for,  with  great 
honour  to  Lord  Bothwell,  and  without  blood  on  either  part.  They 
had  appointed  a private  combat,  and  so  came  to  the  place,  accom- 
panied with  the  Count  John  Jaoomi ; — the  Lord  Bothwell  and 
Contreras  stark  naked  to  their  waists,  and  with  single  swords  only. 
Being  ready  to  fight,  Contreras  delivered  Lord  Bothwell  his  sword, 
and  subscribed  an  acknowledgment  that  he  had  injured  him,  with 
his  own  hand.  J ustice  proceeded  very  rigourously  against  Contreras  ; 
he  was  summoned  to  appear,  and  for  default  thereof  should  have 
been  condemned  to  death  and  degraded.  Both  Lord  Bothwell  and 
Father  Baldwin  have  made  humble  suit  to  the  Cardinal  to  stay  the 
sentence,  and  procure  his  pardon. 

The  Earl  of  Cumberland  has  come  home  with  his  whole  fleet,  five 
or  six  ships  only  missing,  whereof  two  or  three  are  said  to  have  mis- 
carried, and  the  others  to  have  put  into  some  haven  of  Brittany, 
through  tempests.  He  took  Porto  Rico  by  composition,  the  soldiers 
to  depart  with  what  they  could  carry  with  them.  Those  of  the  town 
all  fled  ns  soon  ns  they  saw  him  bear  into  the  port,  and  carried  with 
them  all  that  was  of  any  value.  He  brought  from  thence  50  very 
good  brass  pieces,  some  sugars,  ginger,  and  cochineal,  hut  not  enough 
to  make  it  a saving  voyage.  Howsoever  he  helped  himself,  the 
merchants  that  adventured  with  him  would  be  content  to  take  eight 
in  the  hundred  of  their  principal ; a gentleman  soldier’s  share  comes 
to  but  10s.  English,  which  they  disdain  to  take,  and  the  common 
soldiers  go  begging  into  their  country,  after  the  English  manner,  and 
yet  some  think  that  the  Earl  will  be  no  great  loser.  Scarce  a fourth 
part  of  his  men  are  come  home,  and  of  18  of  his  own  household, 
that  went  in  the  same  ship  with  him,  two  only  returned. 

Tyrone  has  given  a blow  to  Sir  Sam.  Bagnall  who,  it  is  said, 
is  slain  ; one  writes  by  Tyrone  in  the  same  skirmish,  and  another 
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that  he  was  stabbed  by  an  Irishman,  for  saying  that  all  the  Irish 
were  traitors.  One  of  the  house  of  Desmond,  who  has  been  a long 
in  Spain,  is  now  in  the  province  of  Munster,  and  there  keeps  a foul 
coil.  The  Council,  though  they  consult  daily  upon  Ireland,  know  not 
what  to  resolve ; divers  English  families,  that  inhabited  there  have 
come  bag  and  baggage  to  Bristol. 

There  was  one  Stanley,  who  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  Spaniards 
in  Sir  Eras.  Drake's  last  voyage,  and  being  restored  to  liberty,  has 
lived  in  Spain  ever  since.  He  lately  came  into  England,  pretending 
to  have  fled  with  a packet  of  letters  of  the  Pope  to  the  King  of 
Spain,  of  great  importance.  He  came  directly  to  the  Earl  of  Essex, 
by  whom  he  was  committed,  first  to  the  custody  of  the  Guard,  and 
afterwards  to  the  Tower,  where  he  remains ; it  is  expected  that  ho 
and  one  Bolls  and  Squier  shall  be  shortly  arraigned  for  intending 
to  poison  the  Queen.  There  is  one  Capt.  Wayneman,  and  Bennet 
likewise,  either  committed  or  commanded  to  keep  their  houses.  Some 
give  out  there  that  Lieut.  Coroncl  [Jacques?]  has  set  them  on  that 
work ; the  poor  souls  have  been  sore  racked,  the  Court  gates  are 
straightly  watched  who  passes  in  or  out,  and  no  stranger  may  go  into 
the  private  kitchen.  One  Monday  is  also  committed  to  the  Tower 
about  the  same  matter. 

Sir  John  Gilbert  is  preparing  a voyage  to  Guiana;  bis  whole 
fleet  will  be  13  vessels,  whereof  most  arc  pinnaces,  and  it  is  said  ho 
intends  to  inhabit  it  with  English  people.  Sir  Fras.  Vere  is  come  or 
coming  over  to  be  governor  of  Brill,  and  has  commission  to  take 
certain  companies  out  of  the  garrisons  in  Flushing  and  Brill,  and 
either  to  go  himself  with  them  to  the  States’  camp,  or  to  send  them, 
and  he  to  remain  in  Brill.  Any  other  aid  the  Queen  has  refused  to 
send  the  States,  although  they  have  required  some. 

The  Earl  of  Essex  is  in  greater  credit  than  over  in  Court ; the  Lord 
Buckhurst  in  league  with  him,  and  likely  to  be  Lord  Treasurer, 
Raleigh  and  Essex  are  not  reconciled,  and  but  hollow  friendship  be- 
tween him  and  the  Secretary.  There  is  an  ambassador  lieger  come 
from  France,  who  is  of  the  long  robe,  learned,  and  a zealous  Catholic ; 
he  has  brought  two  chaplains  with  him,  both  learned  men.  He 
has  hired  Pnlavicino’s  house  for  four  years.  All  other  matters 
go  after  the  old  manner,  and  the  persecution  of  Catholics  continues. 
Lord  Southampton  has  married  Mrs.  Vernon,  whom  he  had  got 
with  child.  Maids  of  the  Court  go  scarce  20  weeks  with  child  after 
they  are  married,  and  every  man  has  liberty  of  conscience  to  play 
the  knave. 

The  merchants  arc  much  perplexed  that  your  camp  has  stopped 
the  free  traffic  by  the  Rhine,  and  the  prices  of  wool  and  cloth  are 
already  greatly  abated.  They  now  intend  in  England  to  bend  all  their 
forces  against  Ireland,  and  to  end  that  war,  but  they  are  like  to  find 
there  a crow  to  pull.  Lord  Bothwell  is  shortly  to  depart  towards  Spain. 
All  our  poor  countrymen  are  in  the  state  that  you  left  them.  Mr. 
Whip, a Lancashire  man,  has  been  robbed  by  a rogue  that  lie  enter- 
tained of  a round  smu  of  money  ; these  misfortunes  come  apace,  but 
any  good  very  slowly.  With  postscript  [by  Owen?]. — You  should 
hear  oftener  if  we  knew  how  to  convey  the  letters  ; this  is  promised 
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to  be  delivered  and  sent  by  one  of  Mods,  de  Mareansarte’s  clerks  ; if 
is  comes  safe  you  shall  have  more.  If  you  are  wise,  keep  camp 
where  you  are  this  winter.  [2|  pages.] 

112.  Charles  Paget  to  Thos.  Barnes.  I received  yours  of  Sept 
and  Oct.  at  once.  I was  afraid  you  had  been  dead,  and  I was  the 
more  glad  to  hear  from  you,  in  that  you  give  assured  hope  of  satis- 
faction of  the  debt.  I long  to  have  an  end  of  it,  and  therefore  shall 
pray  you  to  continue  the  solicitation  of  it.  At  your  coming,  there 
will  be  many  things  worth  the  talking  of.  I must  tell  you  that  Paget 
wrote  a letter  to  his  sister  Waldgrave,  by  one  that  came  from  London, 
that  not  hearing  trom  you  for  so  long,  he  thought  good  to  write 
to  the  person  above  named  ; but  yet  with  such  care  to  him  and  respect 
to  the  Queen  as  his  tme  and  sincere  heart  in  affection  meaneth. 
This  person  delivered  the  letter  first  to  Edmondesat  Paris,  who  sent  it 
into  England.  He  so  betook  himself  in  Brussels,  that  if  Paget  had 
known  as  much  before  his  going  as  he  did  after,  he  had  caused  him 
to  be  laid  by  the  heels.  He  said  to  Owen  that  Paget  was  wholly  at 
the  devotion  of  the  Queen ; ns  also  that  the  Earl  of  Essex  sent  him  to 
kill  Sir  Wm.  Stanley,  with  such  other  intolerable  lies,  as  were  mar- 
vellous. It  is  not  araisa  that  you  inform  the  Earl  of  his  behaviour, 
because  he  may  bring  some  honest  man  into  trouble  by  things  of  his 
own  invention.  You  may  guess  what  perplexity  Paget  was  iu  with 
his  manner  of  proceedings.  It  behoves  Paget,  for  many  respects,  to 
go  to  France,  and  he  would  have  been  there  ere  this,  but  he  waited 
news  from  you  of  his  affairs  in  your  hands,  which  he  prays  you  will 
send  with  all  speed,  and  in  the  same  manner  as  yon  sent  the  last.

The  English 
of  Munster  are  blamed  for  giving  way  to  the  rebels,  and  among 
them  Sir  Thos.  Norris,  who  left  his  station  before  there  was  need. 
Remedies  go  on  slowly.  The  Earl  of  Essex  is  to  go  in  February  or 
March,  with  ample  commission,  but  the  conditions  vary  every  week. 

Stanley  did  not  appear  on  the  day  for  his  arraignment,  but  sent 
Squier,  a stable  servant,  who  had  been  induced  by  Walpole,  a Jesuit

Swift,  B.L., 
justice  of  peace.  Last  Martinmas,  Thos.  Elsden,  alias  Heworth, 
prisoner  in  Durham  gaol,  affirmed  that  last  Lady-day.  four  Scots 
came  to  the  Reylezes,  to  Robert  and  Oswin  Hall,  and  the  next  day 
sill  six  rode  lo  Mr.  Middleton’s  at  Bradforth,  broke  into  a house  and 
drove  off  eight  kine,  but  the  followers  overtook  and  recovered  the 
kine,  and  took  their  lioi'ses.

I have  sent  you  three  letters  in 
answer  to  your  two,  by  which  you  may  perceive  how  desirous  I am 
that  the  business  which  you  have  so  long  given  me  hope  of  is  near 
ended ; it  imports  Paget  that  he  were  out  of  the  Low  Countries,  and 
I therefore  pray  let  me  hear  from  you  at  large  about  the  furtherance 
of  what  you  have  so  long  promised,  and  wherein  delay  profits 
no  side.  Paget  could  deal  more  freely  if  that  were  at  an  end.  When 
the  debt  goes  in  hand  to  be  accomplished,  send  word  to  Paget  by  two 
or  three  ways,  lest  one  fail,  and  address  the  letters  to  Clitheroe,  who 
will  always  forward  them.  If  you  come  to  Paget,  name  the  place, 
and  he  will  meet  you  at  Calais,  Paris,  or  Liege.  He  will  stay  at 
Brussels  as  long  as  he  can  without  danger.  If  you  come  with  any 
matter  touching  the  peace,  it  would  Ik?  grateful,  and  a passport 
could  easily  be  got,  and  so  all  things  better  despatched ; in  any- 
wise let  me  hear  from  you,  and  put  all  material  points  in  cipher.  It 
is  a wonder  what  became  of  the  letters  }'ou  sent  me  by  way  of 

N , for  the  party  there  assures  me  that  there  never  came  any  to 

him  by  the  name  of  Mons.  Robert  Tissue  at  Liege  ; if  you  could 

cause  your  letters  to  be  delivered  to  him  at  N , he  would  safely 

send  them  ; you  might  try  one  that  way,  and  another  by  Jaques's 
means;  this  comes  by  the  way  of  N , as  we  agreed. 

It  is  said  that  the  French  King  cannot  live  two  months,  and 
that  the  King  of  Spain  has  prepared  8,000  men  for  Ireland ; 
also  that  the  King  of  Spain  has  arrested  the  ships,  mariners,  and 
factors  of  the  Hollanders  in  Spain,  sent  the  mariners  to  the 
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galleys,  and  made  the  factors  prisoners.  It  is  -doubtful  whether 
Archduke  Albert  pass  the  sea  before  next  January.

of  these  wars.  The  Spanish  King  is  in  one  point  Her  Majesty's 
friend,  for  these  14  years  which  she  has  upheld  their  estate,  they 
have  maintained  war  against  her,  by  furnishing  this  country  witli 
corn,  which  lie  lias  now  prohibited. 

The  only  way  to  remedy  devices  against  England,  Holland,  and 
Zealand  is  to  surprise  lAmjon.  The  Portuguese  are  willing  for  re- 
demption, but  will  do  nothing  till  they  see  a couquest.  This  would 
lead  the  way  to  the  conquest  of  East  India,  Brazil,  and  St.  Thomas, 
and  the  security  of  Christendom,  and  we  should  be  revenged  on  our 
Easterling  enemies,  in  forbidding  them  the  Portugal  trade.  The 
States  should  be  bountiful  and  lend  their  shipping,  which  fears  not 
passing  by  any  castle.

(including  those  already  there)  was  at  first  set  down  to  be  14,000, 
with  full  allowance  of  victual,  money,  &c„  but  these  rates  arc 
lowered,  and  Essex  is  displeased.  For  eight  or  ten  days  soldiers 
flocked  about  him,  each  hoping  to  be  a colonel.  To  humour  these, 
there  were  to  be  petty  regiments  of  500  and  300  men.  The  Earl  of 
Southampton  was  named  General  of  the  horse,  .and  Sir  Robt.  Sydney 
Lord  Marshal ; but  now  only  Sir  Arthur  Savage  is  going  with 
1,000  men,  and  the  Earl  of  Thomond,  with  a small  force,  as 
Governor  of  Limerick  ; 2,000  men  are  to  be  sent  from  Kent,  Surrey, 
and  Sussex,  to  the  Low  Countries,  and  as  many  from  the  garrisons 
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there  to  Ireland.  The  justices  of  peace  throughout  England  must 
be  asked  to  furnish  horsemen.  The  greatest  difficulty  is  for  money  ; 
in  spito  of  the  subsidies  coming  on,  the  privy  seals  passed,  and  the 
loan  of  20,0002.  the  other  day,  the  Queen  wants  to  borrow  of  the 
city  150,0002.  more,  offering  to  mortgage  5,0002.  of  her  land,  and  the 
customs  of  the  city  for  repayment ; the  merchants  and  aldermen  are 
severally  urged  to  lend,  some  3.000/.,  some  2,000 2 ; I think  it  is 
hardly  to  be  had,  the  city  being  ho  impoverished  through  decay  of 
trade,  and  the  Merchant  Adventurers  dissolving  because  they  can 
have  no  remedy  against  interlopers.  This  urgent  need,  and  the  open 
confession  of  it,  are  much  wondered  .at,  now  the  Queen  has  no 
charge  but  Ireland. 

Lord  Buckhurst  is  expected  to  be  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  Secretary 
Master  of  the  Wards,  but  some  say  the  wards  will  be  given  to  some 
mean  man,  who  will  exercise  it  for  a pension.  It  was  said  that 
Essex  would  have  0,0002.  a year  out  of  it,  or  20,0002.  for  payment  of 
his  debts,  to  leave  his  hold,  but  it  seems  unlikely.  He  kept  a 
Marshal's  Court  lately,  where  the  titles  of  [Edw.]  Nevill,  that 
claims  to  l>e  Lord  of  Abergavenny,  and  Sir  Henry  Lennard,  who 
would  be  Lord  Dacre  of  the  South,  were  argued,  but  the  matter 
is  referred  to  the  Queen. 

Sir  Ant.  Shirley  has  wrung  400/.  from  our  merchants  at  Con- 
stantinople, and  lias  scraped  together  500/.  more  at  Aleppo,  with 
which  he  lias  charged  Lord  Essex  by  his  bills,  and  is  gone  away 
to  seek  his  fortune.  Sir  Rich.  Leveson  has  detained  17  sail  of 
Easterlings  and  Hollanders  in  the  Narrow  Seas,  bound  for  Spain. 
His  father,  Sir  Walter,  is  in  the  Fleet  prison,  having  fallen  into 
the  hands  of  his  old  creditors,  who  caught  him  at  Lambeth. 
The  Lord  Marquis  [of  Winchester]  is  dead,  leaving  his  son,  who 
will  prove  a sufficient  nobleman  to  succeed  him.  Mr.  Parker, 
Lord  Morley’s  brother,  was  killed  in  a quarrel  by  a man  of  Sir 
Thomas  Gerard's.

The  Earl  of  Essex's  journey  to  Ireland  is  dashed,  and  no  other 
order  taken  but  for  things  to  drive  on  as  they  may  ; perhaps  they 
hope  to  succeed  by  delay,  but  it  is  a wrong  course  in  so  desperate  a 
disease.  Till  Sunday  the  Earl  was  to  go,  but  there  came  a sudden 
alteration,  the  reason  of  which  is  kept  secret.  Some  say  the  Queen 
had  promised  to  forgive  him  his  father’s  debt  of  1 2,000/.  and  20,000/. 
of  bis  own  for  cochineal,  but  she  says  she  meant  forbearance  of  it 
during  bis  absence.  He  and  Mr.  Secretary  ply  the  tables  hard  in 
the  presence  chamber,  and  play  so  round  a game  as  though 
Ireland  were  to  be  recovered  at  Irish.  The  rebels  have  slain  Sir 
Thos.  Moore  (suniamed  the  lying  knight)  and  his  lady,  and  one 
Capt.  Gifford,  and  hurt  his  wife,  daughter  to  Sir  Henry  Duke,  and 
overthrown  or  defaced  24  or  25  castles.  Sir  Richd.  Bingham,  with 
800  men,  scouring  the  country  round  Dublin,  was  attacked  and 
forced  to  retire  ; he  fell  sick  at  Dublin,  and  some  say  is  dead. 

Dr.  Parkins,  though  he  bragged  much  at  first,  has  got  from  the 
King  of  Denmark  only  a promise  of  40,000  dollars,  to  be  restored 
when  his  subjects  are  satisfied  for  injuries  received ; an  ambassador 
came  with  him  to  complain  of  piracies,  who  had  audience  on 
Sunday.  Mr.  Carey  is  returned  from  Poland  without  an  answer, 
and  could  get  no  audience.  The  ships  detained  by  Sir  Rich.  Leveson 
have  most  of  them  escaped.  Such  is  the  management  of  our  affairs, 
both  at  home  and  abroad.  Four  or  five  Dunkirk  ships  caused  an 
alarm  in  Yorkshire,  and  made  them  fire  their  beacons,  but  no  more ; 
probably  they  meant  to  have  landed  and  taken  some  prisoners,  to 
help  to  redeem  their  governor.  The  States  are  levying  much  money, 
and  mean  to  be  masters  of  the  field,  at  any  cost,  next  summer.  The 
French  King  is  sending  to  the  Pope  as  umpire,  in  the  matter  of  the 
Marquisate  of  Saluces,  referred  to  him  in  the  treaty  of  peace.  The 
citizens  are  vexed  at  the  loan  of  1 50,000/.,  but  are  furnishing  it, 
and  after  that  there  is  talk  of  a benevolence.  I marvel  that  those 
who  knew  these  wants  did  not  hearken  to  a peace,  when  they  might 
have  had  it  with  good  conditions.  Private  news.  [2  pages.

Notwithstanding  the  satisfaction  we  have  given  the  King  by  our 
former  private  letters,  how  far  we  were  from  belief  in  any  such 
accusation,  he  remains  still  much  grieved  with  the  scandal  of  such 
an  imputation,  and  has  earnestly  moved  us  to  deliver  some  public 
testimony  of  our  opinion  of  him.  Although  we  are  no  way  bound  to 
yield  account  to  any  person  on  earth  of  our  actions,  more  than  in 
love  and  kindness,  yet  wo  have  now  resolved, — in  respect  of  the 
contentment  which  we  receive  by  his  denials  and  detestation  of 
any  such  purpose,  and  his  large  profession  of  friendship  and  amity 
inviolable  towards  us, — for  further  confirmation  of  our  good  will  and 
sincere  meaning  towards  him,  to  add  this  writing ; whereby  we 
testify  that,  as  we  have  been  careful  (ever  since  his  cradle)  not  only 
to  preserve  his  estate  from  danger,  but  to  conserve  his  person  in 
safety,  so  when  we  consider  him  to  be  a Christian  Prince  of  honour 
and  religion,  and  judge  him  bv  the  measure  of  our  own  mind  towards 
him  in  all  things,  we  hereby  profess  to  all  to  whom  these  letters 
shall  come,  that  we  give  no  credit  to  such  things  as  the  said  Valentine 
Thomas  has  affirmed  against  our  good  brother  in  any  sort,  but  still 
remain  ready  to  continue  all  kind  offices,  in  as  ample  form  as  we 
have  done  heretofore.  [Copy.  pages] 

21.  Robt.  Beale  to  Sec.  Cecil.  I am  informed  that  whatever 
the  Danish  ambassador  has  said  to  Dr.  Parkins,  he  is  not  satisfied 
with  his  lodging  in  a place  pestered  with  cables  and  ropes,  aud  not 
answeriug  to  the  lodging  given  in  Denmark  to  Dr.  Parkins,  in  the 
King's  own  castle,  with  some  principal  persons  to  attend  upon  him  ; 
he  minds  not  to  complain  here,  but  will  report  of  it  at  his  return 
home.  He  has  been  employed  by  the  King  in  Poland  and  Scotland, 
where  better  account  has  been  made  of  him.  Heretofore  a gentleman 
sent  from  the  said  King’s  father  was  lodged  with  Alderman  Allett, 
then  one  of  the  sheriffs,  and  perhaps  this  might  be  with  Sheriff 
Hambden,  with  less  charge  to  Her  Majesty,  good  entertainment,  and 
better  satisfaction. 

Understanding  the  qualities  of  us  four  appointed  to  treat  with 
him,  he  has  said  that  he  thinks  Her  Majesty  did  not  conceive 
aright  of  his  speech.  Dr.  Parkins  had  two  of  the  King's  principal 
councillors  to  confer  with  him,  and  he  expected  the  like  here;  seeing 
that  the  complaints  which  he  is  to  prefer  here  touch  certain  great 
persons  in  the  realm,  he  thinks  the  Commissioners  appointed  are 
not  of  sufficient  authority  to  yield  him  justice  against  them.  I 
think  that,  as  Dr.  Parkins  has  been  appointed  to  demand  of  him 
copies  of  his  oration  and  complaints,  the  doctor  should  be  enjoined 
to  make  a particular  relation  in  writing  of  all  his  proceedings  in  that 
realm,  that  we  may  be  the  better  directed  to  proceed  v ith  him  as 
shall  be  meetest  for  Her  Majesty’s  service. 

I perceive  their  Lordships  are  offended  that  we  have  not  followed 
our  former  directions  touching  the  French  and  Danish  causes ; T 
have  not  deserved  blame,  for,  unless  it  were  about  Dr.  Parkins’s  last 
instructions  touching  the  merchant  causes,  I was  never  appointed  to 
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deal  in  any  of  them.  I have  been  and  will  be  careful  in  things 
appointed  to  my  charge,  although  I am  much  troubled  with  a deflux 
upon  one  of  my  arms.

Answers  to  an  objection  made  by  the  favourers  of  Edw.  Fraunces, 
that  women  are  base  creatures  and  of  no  credit ; viz.,  that  his  speeches 
against  the  Queen  could  never  have  been  devised  by  such  simple 
crpatures  ; and  then  he  offered  great  gifts  to  stay  his  accusers  from 
proceeding,  and  entered  into  bonds  to  pay  40/.  each  to  four  several  men 
who  followed  the  cause  s\gainst  him,  and  20/.  more  to  the  women,  to 
deny  the  words  they  had  charged  him  with,  but  they  offered  to  suffer 
death  rather  than  clear  him.  Then  he  practised  that  they  should  not 
accuse  him  of  wishing  the  cutting  off  of  Her  Majesty  20  years  past, 
as  that  was  felony,  but  the  rest  was  pillory  matter,  which  he  did 
not  care  for.  Three  days  before  the  last  assizes,  he  made  a gift  of 
all  that  he  had.  His  disposition  in  railing  appears  by  the  confession 
of  sundry  honest  men,  but  Fraunces  obstinately  forswears  every 
part  thereof,  ns  he  does  the  words  he  spoke  of  Her  Majesty,  and  by 
offering  bribes,  stayed  his  accusers  from  appearing  at  the  assizes  ; but 
now,  seeing  he  is  bound  to  answer  before  the  Privy  Council,  he  is 
striken  ’dead  in  conceit,  and  probably  fled,  as  he  has  forfeited  500/. 
on  a bond  for  not  putting  in  security.  [2  pages!] 

23.  John  Stileman  to  Sec.  Cecil.  I offered  Mr.  Dacres  2,000/. 
upon  the  parsonage  as  you  required,  but  he  would  not  mortgage  it ; 
if  you  will  buy  it,  bo  will  abate  300/.  or  400/.  of  his  price.  I send 
up  Jenyngs,  who  will  bring  to  you  the  party  who  should  deal  with 
Baase.

27.  Information  that  the  English  priests  at  Paris,  by  aid  of  the 
Bishop  of  Paris,  labour  with  the  King  for  a new  college  or  seminary 
there ; especially  Mr.  Constable  and  Dr.  Smith,  and  Dr.  Bagshaw  is 
to  be  president.  It  is  thought  that  the  four  priests  come  to  England 
from  Rome  are  for  treason.  Description  of  Hen.  Harford,  who  was  inti- 
mate with  Parsons  in  Rome,  and  Parker  ; the  other  two  are  northern 
men.  The  college  is  well  furnished  with  Jesuits,  and  Parsons  will 
have  all  its  officers  Italians.  I was  asked  by  Walpole  if  I bad  not 
betrayed  Dr.  Bagshaw,  and  set  forward  Squier's  treasons. 

Robinson,  who  formerly  served  in  the  Chancery,  declared  that 
Sec.  Walsingham  allowed  from  100L  to  300/.  a year  each  to  spies 
in  foreign  countries  ; that  Babington  and  the  rest  were  sent  for 
to  Italy,  where  the  Pope  and  princes  promised  them  aid  in  their 
enterprise ; and  that  when  there,  the  English  intelligencers  betrayed 
them.  I blamed  them  for  divulging  such  great  matters  to  strangers; 
he  said  that  Sec.  Walsingham  knew  that  some  of  them  would  grow 
to  be  great  with  the  Queen,  and  so  cut  them  off.  I refused  Harrison  s 
request  to  reveal  all  the  English  heretics  in  Italy,  that  the  Pope  might 
send  for  them.  He  asked  how  the  Queen,  a heretic  and  illegitimate, 
and  excommunicate,  held  her  kingdom.  1 reminded  him  that  the  King 
of  France  was  a heretic;  he  replied  that  the  King  had  become  from 
a devil  to  an  angel,  but  the  Queen  had  changed  to  the  contrary,  for 
at  first  she  allowed  masses,  as  did  her  godly  sister,  till  others  took 
order  that  she  might  not  live.  I observed  that  the  English  get  the 
victory  in  all  wars,  especially  last  year. 

Dr.  Smith’s  book  acknowledges  the  King  of  Spain  s right  to  the 
crown  of  England,  as  a Catholic  prince,  alleging  the  controversies 
with  and  oppressions  of  the  Welsh,  who  may  not  educate  their 
children,  and  would  prefer  a foreign  prince.  He  would  by  no  means 
have  the  King  of  Scots  to  succeed  I advised  him  not  to  dedicate  the 
book  to  the  King  of  Spain.  He  wished  England,  after  the  Queen’s 
death,  to  be  governed  as  one  of  the  popular  Italian  states,  provided 
liberty  of  conscience  were  allowed  ; said  he  w'ould  himself  be  one  to 
expel  the  Jesuits  if  they  w'ould  not  go  out  on  proclamation  ; and 
blamed  priests  and  Jesuits  forgoing  to  England  to  be  martyred  In 
Rome  priests  apply  their  minds  to  politics  rather  than  religion. 

The  Hollanders  wish  peace  between  England  and  themselves,  and 
Spain.  Englishmen,  on  coming  to  the  Straits,  often  mutiny,  when 
some  are  forced  to  leave  their  ships,  and  these  of  necessity  go  to 
Spain,  and  serve  the  King  of  Spain. 
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He  alleged  the  impudence  of  the  priests  in  Rome,  in  complaining 
of  the  archpriest  in  England.  1 told  him  of  a report  that  12,000/. 
was  gathered  in  England  to  be  distributed  among  poor  English 
Catholics  at  home  and  abroad,  but  the  Jesuits,  who  had  the  levying 
of  it,  refused  to  give  in  any  account  except  of  the  delivery  of  2,000/. 
He  spoke  of  a collection  since.  I asked  how  such  sums  could  be 
kept  without  the  Queen  hearing  of  and  seeing  them.  He  said 
Mr.  Blackwell  and  others  put  them  into  sure  places.  Fitzherbert 
said  it  was  well  known  in  Rome  that  there  had  been  a later  levy  of 
30,000/.,  the  Jesuits  employing  it,  and  the  secular  priests  knowing 
nothing  of  it. 

The  old  King  of  Spain  discharged  all  his  infinite  jiensioners  before 
his  death,  and  his  son  will  follow  his  example,  for  there  are  only  a 
few  principal  pensioners  paid  in  Flanders  ; they  complain  of  poverty, 
not  seeing  that  the  Jesuits  spend  all  in  maintaining  men  and  horses, 
and  brave  coaches.  I asked  Father  Parsons  for  some  office  in  Rome, 
but  he  refused  saying  he  had  several  on  his  hands,  and  since  the  late 
sedition,  it  is  needful  to  know  not  only  that  a man  is  a Catholic,  but 
what  kind  of  Catholic  he  is.  Two  priests  are  gone  to  England,  with 
the  Pope  8 brief  and  their  viaticum.  Father  Owen,  minister  of  the 
college,  reproached  me  for  speaking  against  the  fathers  of  the  society 
and  that  house.  I replied  by  blaming  Father  Parsons  for  sending  me 
so  far  to  no  purpose  ; he  replied  that  Father  Parsons  was  jealous  of 
me  and  would  not  trust  me.  [6  pages.] 

28.  [Sec.  Cecil  to  the  Masters  and  Fellows  of College]. 

Her  Majesty  wrote  to  you  for  a lease  of  St.  Nicholas  Court  manor, 
Isle  of  Thanet,  and  an  answer  was  given  that  contented  her ; since 
then  she  has  heard  that  it  is  to  be  otherwise  disposed  of,  which 
she  takes  ill,  and  wishes  me  to  say  that  she  expects  the  estate  to  be 
disposed  only  to  herself,  or  as  she  only  demands  it  on  a reasonable 
fine,  and  the  same  covenants  as  in  other  leases  of  the  college.  I 
request  your  conformity  to  her  pleasure.  [Draft,  1 page.] 

29.  Thos.  Honyman  to  Sec.  Cecil.  I have  acquainted  my  Lord 
Admiral  with  this  advice ; he  likes  the  matter  well,  and  will  make 
allowance  out  of  his  tenths  towards  its  augmentation.  Many  mer- 
chants resident  in  those  parts  in  my  time,  and  before  and  since, 
know  how  requisite  it  is.  It  cost  some  of  us  50  crowns  a year 
towards  their  relief,  and  now  there  pass  many  more.

It  will 
take  effect  in  a good  year  of  reprisals,  and  if  one  per  cent,  be  granted, 
the  collection  may  leave  an  overplus  to  the  use  of  your  affairs  in 
those  parts. 

I wanted  to  know  your  pleasure  first,  or  I should  have  moved  my 
Lord  to  despatch  a French  bark  for  Lisbon.  There  are  some  in  the 
river  that  can  give  assurance  by  French  merchants  in  London,  and 
arc  to  be  trusted  with  such  corn  as  a bark  can  carry,  and  some  one 
shall  go  to  sell  the  corn,  that  can  tell  the  doings  of  the  ships  that 
escaped  out  of  the  Downs.  I am  told  that  heretofore  ships  have 
made  escapes,  and  left  the  masters  with  the  Queen's  ships,  who  being 
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released,  have  embarked  ns  passengers  in  other  ships  bound  thither, 
knowing  they  should  find  their  ships  there.  If  the  party  lately 
despatched  found  convenient  passage,  his  return  should  be  ordered  ; 
the  post  leaves  to-morrow  night,  and  he  may  be  here  in  10  or 
1 2 days,  in  which  time  this  bark  may  be  ready.  I must  wiite  to 
Win.  Resould ; it  will  suffice  him  that  his  conveyance  will  be  sooner.

There 
is  a rumour  of  wars,  but  very  little  provision  known  to  be  in  hand 
for  the  same.

Mansfeld  goes  to  that  coast  with  three  ships.  The  city  paid  in 
50,000/.  last  week ; it  is  thought  they  will  be  excused  with  about  as 
much  more.  They  are  to  furnish  GOO  men  for  the  Low  Countries, 
in  five  or  six  days.  The  Queen  has  signed  the  patents  of  Fulke 
Greville,  Sir  Hen.

The  Earls  of  Derby,  Rutland,  and 
Southampton  go  with  him,  also  Lords  Windsor,  Grey,  Audley,  and 
Cromwell,  who  is  to  be  Lord  Marshal,  and  numberless  knights.  Sir 
Ferdinand  Gorges  is  to  be  seijeant  major,  Sir  Henry  Davers  is 
to  have  the  leading  of  300  horse,  Sir  Chas.  Davers,  Sir  Chas. 
Percy,  Sir  Chas.  Blount,  Sir  Thos.  Egerton,  Sir  Thos.  Jerrayn,  Sir 
Alex.  Ratcliffe,  and  others  to  be  colonels,  and  yet  Sir  Christopher 
Blount,  Sir  Edw.  Wingfield,  and  10  or  12  others  looked  to  be  served 
too ; but  the  Earl  bestow  few  offices  as  yet,  that  he  may  keep  his 
followers  in  heart  till  he  gets  them  there.  Many  that  wish  well  to 
the  journey  are  vexed  to  see  so  many  raw  youths  press  for  the 
greatest  charges.  I hear  that  the  Earl  of  Kildare  and  the  Lord 
of  Delvin  begin  to  stand  on  terms,  and  give  doubtful  answers,  and 
the  chief  rebels  in  Munster  proceed  with  more  temper. 

The  ships  that  escaped  from  Sir  Rich.  Leveson,  on  reaching  the 
Portuguese  coast,  heard  of  the  embargo  and  arrest  of  their  fellows, 
the  Hollanders,  and  other  Low  Country  men,  so  came  back,  and  were 
driven  by  weather  to  Plymouth,  which  happens  well  for  the  vic- 
tualling of  Ireland.  The  Duke  of  Florence  has  forbidden  English 
traffic  in  his  dominions.  I fear  the  French  and  Venetians  will  do 
the  same. 
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The  Queen  is  very  angry  with  Sir  Tlios.  Gerard  for  the  escape 
of  Blackwell,  a priest,  from  the  Mnrshalsea.  Some  Jesuits  and 
priests  laid  a plot  to  kill  the  Scottish  king,  as  is  confessed  by  some 
that  are  taken.  Many  English  are  come  from  Spain,  set  free  at  the 
young  kings  accession.  He  was  braised  by  the  fall  of  a horse,  in 
running  at  the  ring,  for  which  lie  was  let  blood  four  times.  The 
same  day  his  Queen  was  so  alarmed  by  a fine  in  the  house  where 
she  was  at  Milan,  that  she  ran  into  the  street  in  her  petticoat 
I hear  that  Sebastian,  King  of  Portugal,  said  to  be  killed  in  battle 
in  Barbary,  is  at  Venice,  and  has  so  persuaded  the  Venetians  of  his 
identity,  that  they  maintain  80  persons  about  him.  He  tells  how 
he,  with  14  others,  escaped  from  the  battle,  and  got  into  the 
mountains,  and  went  till  he  came  to  Ethiopia,  or  Prester  John’s 
land,  meaning  to  go  to  the  East  Indies  ; but  hearing  they  were 
yielded  to  Spain,  turned  back,  and,  having  been  taken  and  sold  12  or 
13  times,  at  last  reached  Venice.  He  tells  them  all  the  negotiations 
that  had  passed,  by  letter  or  ambassador,  between  him  and  them, 
so  particularly  that  it  is  considered  infallible  proof.  It  is  said 
his  confessor  is  come  from  Portugal,  and  declares  he  has  told  him 
truly  all  that  passed  between  them  in  confession,  especially  on  the 
day  before  the  battle.  I wish  it  were  likely  to  be  true.  The  King 
of  Spain  is  going  to  Portugal,  with  1000  horse  and  3,000  foot,  upon 
this  rumour,  as  it  is  said,  but  I think  it  is  to  be  received  there  and 
crowned. 

Sir  Drue  Drury  is  in  his  old  remitter,  And  commanded  to  wait 
in  his  place  of  gentleman  usher  of  the  privy  chamber.  We  hear 
of  marriages  between  Lord  Cobham  and  the  Countess  of  Kildare, 
between  Mr.  Geo.  Brooke  and  Lord  Borough’s  eldest  daughter,  Sir 
Wm.  Woodhouse  and  Lady  Southwell,  and  the  Lord  Marquis’  [of  Win- 
chester’s ?]  concubine  and  a youth  under  18,  son  to  Mr.  Fleetwood, 
receiver  of  the  Court  of  Wards.  Sir  Matt.  Arundel  is  dead,  leaving

Davers, 
and  others.  I think  it  is  not  Essex’s  doing,  though  some  say  it  is, 
because  he  cannot  satisfy  alL  He  has  made  Capt.  John  Davis 
surveyor  of  ordnance,  which  post  he  will  keep,  how  ever  this  journey 
succeed.  The  unkindness  between  him  and  others  is  not  yet  re- 
conciled, which  will  be  a hindrance.  We  hear  that  Sir  Rich.  Bingham 
is  dead,  and  the  Earl  of  Ormond  has  relieved  a fort,  and  slain  300 
or  400  rebels ; Sir  Henry  Power  has  received  a shot  in  the  head, 
not  dangerous. 

A great  and  curious  present  is  going  to  the  Grand  Turk,  which 
will  scandalize  other  nations,  especially  the  Germans.  On  the  Duke 
of  Florence's  embargo  and  complaint  of  piracies,  orders  are  given, 
on  pain  of  death,  that  no  prizes  be  taken  in  the  Levant  seas.  A 
quarrel  with  the  French  King  is  likely,  about  his  traffic  into  Spain  ; 
for  meaning  to  make  his  people  industrious,  he  has  forbidden  the 
importation  of  wrought  silks  and  all  wToollen  work,  (which  is  con- 
trary to  our  former  contracts),  and  encourages  them  to  build  and 
buy  ships,  hoping  to  get  the  whole  trade  of  Spain,  which  would  soon 
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bcgg«r  Holland  and  us,  and  make  us  have  more  ado  with  him  than 
ever  we  had  with  Spain  ; there  has  been  much  hot  contesting  about 
it  with  his  ambassador.  The  Queen’s  want  of  money  is  such  that 
they  are  fain  to  descend  to  mean  men,  and  get  it  where  they  can  ; I 
have  been  applied  to  myself  to  lend,  but  I told  them  that  the  Queen 
must  lose  her  right  where  there  is  nothing  to  be  had.  There  is  a 
sale  of  3,000/.  of  the  Queen’s  land,  which  will  help  to  stop  a gap. 
Lord  Compton  is  to  marry  Sir  John  S|>encer’s  daughter  of  London, 
on  condition  he  shall  give  him,  10,000/.  with  her.  and  redeem  his  land 
that  lies  in  mortgage  for  18,000/.  more.  Sir  William  Harvey’s  mar- 
riage with  the  ohl  Countess  of  Southampton  is  published.  I enclose 
some  odd  epigrams  called  pasquils.  I hear  of  no  alteration  about 
Flushing.

The  council  of 
war  of  12  persons  sits  five  times  a week,  and  since 
J3  Sept.,  when  the  old  King  died , all  the  old  martial 
men  aw  sent  for,  and  soldiers  are  training.  The  English 
pensioners  are  no  longer  paid ; the  late  King  by  his  will 
wishes  to  be  rid  of  them,  though  they  offer  service , give 
intelligence,  and  resort  to  the  King's  confessor  for  redress ; 
some  of  them  wish  to  be  at  home.  The  old  King  was  a 
martyr  to  the  gout ; his  funeral  was  very  sumptuous. 

The  King  went  aprogress  to  the  Escurial  and  thence  to 
Segovia.  Long  account  of  his  coronation,  Xov.  8 ; after 
this  he  went , with  the  Infanta  and  six  councillors,  to 
Barcelona,  to  meet  his  brother-in-law , the  Cardinal  Arch- 
duke of  Austria-.

I think  that  unless  some  good  order  bo  taken,  the  King  of  Scots 
will  win  the  game,  if  the  Earl  of  Essex  be  not  in  his  way,  whom 
nevertheless  the  Scots  take  to  be  his  greatest  friend,  but  I think  that 
they  arc  deceived,  and  that  the  other  takes  him  for  his  competitor, 
which  will  be  well  for  the  Infanta ; when  two  dogs  fight  for  a 
bone,  you  know  what  follows.

London.  Governor  of  Ostend.  We  keep  at  a stay,  waiting  what  time  will 
bring  forth.  The  Earl  of  Essex  is  crazed  either  in  mind  or  body. 
New  difficulties  daily  arise  about  his  commission,  about  the  time  of 
his  abode,  his  entertainment,  and  the  disposing  of  offices,  and  he  is  so 
discontented  as  sometimes  to  question  whether  he  will  go.  Sir  Geo. 
Carey  of  Cockington,  near  Plymouth,  is  to  be  Treasurer  of  Ireland,  in 
place  of  Sir  Henry  Wallop.  The  rebels  of  Munster  and  Connaught 
bicker  among  themselves,  and  Patrick  Condon,  a ringleader,  is  said 
to  be  killed  or  sore  hurt.  I heard  that  Capt.  Simmes  and  his  com- 
pany were  cut  to  pieces  by  the  enemy,  but  it  was  only  a private 
quarrel  in  which  Simmes  miscarried.  On  Saturday,  Sir  William 
Woodhouse,  with  four  hucksters,  laid  wait  for  Sir  Robi  Drury, 
coming  from  Tottenham  to  London,  wounded  him  in  three  or  four 
places,  and  left  him  for  dead,  but  he  is  likely  to  recover  ; his  man 
defending  him  was  slain.  On  the  first  alarm  at  Court,  the  Council 
commanded  a private  search  all  over  the  town  to  apprehend  them, 
but  two  hours  after  it  was  countermanded  ; some  say  (probably  to 
move  pity)  that  Sir  Wm.  Woodhouse  was  hurt  in  the  face  and  hand  ; 
the  match  was  very  uneven,  five  to  two,  and  they  taken  on  the  sudden. 

Lady  Drury,  Sir  Robert’s  mother,  is  dead,  leaving  Sir  John  Scott 
a fresh  widower.  Sir  William  Woodhouse  has  not  married  Lady 
Southwell,  as  was  said.  Doctor  Ledsam,  sometime  the  Queen’s 
chaplain,  always  a giddy-brained  fellow,  has  committed  suicide.

There  are  80  horse 
laid  at  every  post,  from  here  to  Chester,  and  so  to  Holyhead,  for 
him  and  his  followers,  and  ns  many  by  way  of  Bristol.  The  Earl 
of  Southampton,  and  Rutland  (who  lately  married  the  Countess  of 
Essex's  daughter),  Lords  Grey,  Audley,  and  Cromwell  accompany  him, 
and  Sir  Chris.  Blount  is  Marshal  of  Ireland , though  the  Queen  had 
intended  Sir  Henry  Broncker.  His  whole  forces  are  said  to  be 
1 6,000  foot  and  1,400  horse ; I fear  they  will  fall  short  when  they 
come  to  the  poll.  Tyrone  is  fortifying,  and  four  ships  from  Spain 
have  brought  him  120,000  crowns,  and  much  munition.  This  revolt 
in  Ireland  makes  any  overture  of  peace  welcome,  and  certain  close 
fellows  of  Antwerp  and  Brussels  are  here  about  such  a matter. 

It  is  said  that  80,000  have  died  of  the  plague  at  Lisbon.  I hear  of 
five  or  six  sail  on  the  west  coast,  probably  Dunkirkers,  who  have 
taken  a man-of-war ; 400,000  crowns  were  sent  out  of  Spain  in  a 
French  ship,  and,  for  fear  of  the  Dutch,  were  landed  nt  Dieppe,  and 
conveyed  to  the  Low  Countries  overland.  Some  great  man  has 
arrived  there  lately  in  a frigate,  and  prated  to  Brussels.  The  Duke 
of  Joyeuse  is  returned  to  be  a Capuchin,  surrendering  his  state  to 
Montpensier,  his  son-in-law.  Lord  North  is  come  from  Court,  being 
seized  with  deafness. 

The  matter  between  Sir  Robt.  Drury  and  Sir  Win.  WoodhouBe 
is  not  so  unfair  as  was  thought,  as  he  fought  him  singly,  and 
himself  was  hurt ; but  the  setting  on  him  and  slaying  his  man  cannot 
be  excused  ; he  is  in  custody  of  Sheriff  Hampden.  Sir  John  Spencer 
was  sent  to  the  Fleet  for  contempt,  and  hiding  his  daughter, 
contracted  to  Lord  Compfon,  but  is  now  free,  and  seeks  by  all 
means  to  hinder  the  match,  alleging  a pre-contract  to  Sir  Arthur 
Heningham’s  son.  On  his  beating  and  ill  using  her,  she  was 
sequestered  to  one  Barker's,  a proctor,  and  thence  to  Sir  Henry 
Billingsley’s,  till  the  case  be  tried.

04.  T.  Bellott  to  Sec.  Cecil.  I hear  by  a letter  from  Harry 
Brown,  of  Dartmouth,  at  Genoa,  to  John  Bandall,  of  Weymouth,  that 
the  great  hones  of  pence  with  Spain  are  false,  and  given  out  to  enable 
the  Spaniard  better  to  work  his  will,  and  that  180  carpenters  are 

?one  from  Genoa  to  Antwerp,  to  build  galleys  for  tho  King.  A 
)nnish  vessel,  driven  in  by  weather,  left  Lisbon  three  weeks  ago, 
and  reports  that  five  tall  fly-boats,  men-of-war,  were  ready  to 
sail  for  the  Channel.  All  things  in  Lisbon  are  cheap ; there  are 
200  French  vessels,  laden  with  corn  and  100  Easterlings.  They 
were  sorry  there  that  the  Hollanders  had  taken  St.  Thomas’s  Island. 
All  Holland  goods  in  the  custom  house,  Lisbon,  have  been  sold  on 
Iwhoof  of  the  King,  who  is  to  satisfy  for  them  when  he  thinks  good. 
Thirteen  carracks  are  preparing  in  Lisbon.  Peter  Hemin  and 
Walter  Artson,  Dutch  merchants  in  London,  have  lost  a ship  and 
goods  taken  by  the  Spaniards.  [ 1 page.]

News  from  Holland  aud 
Flanders  of  the  war.  Count  Buequoy,  governor  of  Einerich.  and 
several  others  have  been  taken  in  a skirmish.  It  is  thought  the 
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Germans  only  intend  to  defend  their  own  borders.  Cardinal 
Andrseas  is  going  to  Cologne  to  satisfy  them  with  fair  promises. 
All  goes  ill  at  our  poor  forsaken  garrison  of  Ostend  ; the  contri 
butions  not  coming  in,  the  works  are  foreslowed.

Your  letter  of  advice  brought  the 
Moor  Lane,  key  that  has  opened  the  secret  cabinet  of  the  intent  of  the  repair 
hither  of  this  disgraced  Italian,  whose  lost  brother  is  turned  into 
vessels  of  war.  I have  persuaded  him  to  set  down  the  enclosed 
declaration  ; the  name  of  Frederico  Spinola  was  the  only  induce- 
ment.

72.  i.  Declaration  of  Hortensio  Spinola.  I serve  the  Marquis 
Spinola,  and  have  a son  Frederic, , who  got  leave  from  the 
King  of  Spain  to  set  out  10  or  12  vessels.  I went  to 
Italy  to  speak  with  the  Prince  Cardinal , when  my  son 
proposed  to  me  to  come  ami  view  some  port  of  Engla  nd. 
Being  a poor  gentleman , desirous  of  se twice,  I complied. 
He  wished  me  to  go  from  Havre  to  Southampton,  Ply - 
mouth,  Portland, and  Torbay;  thence  to  London,  Harwich, 
and  if  possible  Yarmouth ; then  to  Dover,  Calais,  and 
Antwerp,  where  l should  hear  of  him.  He  wanted  to 
know  if  these  ports  are  strong,  fortified,  and  defended  by 
artillery  at  the  entrance;  if  vessels  could  remain  in  the 
ports  at  Iovj  water,  and  if  there  were  soldiers  there.  I 
asked  h im  the  mode  he  was  proposing,  and  he  told  me  he 
should  ham  flyboats,  but  knew  nothing  else  certainly,  as 
the  Prince  Cardinal  would  resolve  all.  He  bade  me 
make  the  voyage  quickly , and  then  I should  know  every 
particular.  [ Italian , 1£  pages.]  5 April  1599. 
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73.  Declaration  of  Don  Juan  de  Gusman,  translated  from  the 
Spanish  in  his  own  hand,  by  Rich.  Tomson.  I am  of  the  house  of 
Gusman  in  Castile,  in  Lugo  in  Galicia,  where  I had  a competent 
portion.  Capt.  Hen.  Duffiold,  a prisoner  there  and  enduring  many 
miseries,  told  me  that  he  was  a gentleman,  and  one  whom  Her 
Majesty  and  the  Council  held  in  some  account,  and  that  it  was 
impossible  to  live,  so  great  were  his  calamities,  which  if  I should 
remedy,  I should  do  God  great  service  ; he  protested  that  when  his 
ransom  came,  which  was  a contador  taken  in  Cadiz,  he  would  requite 
me  with  something  of  his  country  wherein  I should  take  delight. 
Other  English  prisoners  there  told  me  also  that  he  was  a gentle- 
mau,  so  I promised  to  be  his  friend,  and  dealt  with  the  Bishop  of 
Lugo  to  deliver  him  to  me,  upon  my  bond  ; he  did  so,  upon  condition 
that  he  slept  every  night  in  the  prison. 

Growing  weary  some  days  after  of  carrying  him  to  prison,  I wrote 
to  Don  Diego  Brochero,  general  of  the  galleys  and  army  of  Spain, 
requesting  him  to  give  me  a prisoner,  Capt.  Hen.  Duttield,  and  bound 
myself  in  a bond  which  I sent  him,  together  with  my  goods,  to  keep 
him  in  custody  until  other  commands  Bhould  come.  The  general 
ordered  him  to  be  delivered  to  me,  and  I had  him  in  my  custody 
seven  months,  spending  largely  with  him  ; he  then  entreated  me  to 
carry  him  to  the  city  of  St  James  of  Compostella,  as  he  had  a great 
desire  to  see  it,  and  thence  he  would  journey  to  Vivero,  to  see  a 
captain  of  foot,  his  companion,  a prisoner  there,  and  heir  of  4,000 
ducats  a year.  After  we  came  to  Vivero,  both  of  them  dealt  with 
me  to  consent  to  give  them  liberty,  and  they  would  carry  me 
where  there  was  no  inquisition,  and  I might  live  according  to  my 
conscience  freely,  and  assured  me  that  I should  be  very  welcome  to 
Her  Majesty  and  the  Council  for  so  good  a service  ; so  I put  their 
request  in  practice;  Capt.  Thos.  Bridges  gave  me  his  word  that 
as  I was  a gentleman,  if  he  received  this  favour  at  my  hands,  he 
would  give  me  500  ducats  a year  for  my  expenses  ; Capt.  Duflield 
promised  me  too  many  things  to  repeat,  and  assured  me  of  the 
friendship  of  the  Lord  Admiral,  and  the  rest  of  the  Council.  Trusting 
in  their  words,  I inconsiderately  promised  them  hope,  and  some  days 
after,  I came  back  to  Vivero  about  this  business  from  Lugo,  and 
became  bound  to  Dona  Issea, — the  wife  of  Capt.  Jno.  Dutton,  that 
was  prisonor  here,  which  woman  had  Thos.  Bridges  prisoner,  in- 
stead of  her  husband, — that  Capt.  Bridges,  at  his  arrival  in  Eng- 
land, should  send  home  her  husband  within  three  months,  or  I 
should  pay  the  money  her  husband  was  detained  for.  Upon  this 
bond  she  delivered  him  to  me,  I paying  the  charges  she  had  been 
at  for  him,  and  giving  her  two  good  horses. 

After  this  I secretly  hired  a bark  with  six  mariners,  and  came  to 
France,  where  we  found  passage  in  a ship  of  Plymouth,  laden  with 
merchandize  for  Bristol,  and  with  certain  pikes  of  Spain  for  the 
Earl  of  Essex ; but  the  winds  were  so  contrary,  that  after  three 
weeks,  we  descried  certain  islands  which  the  pilot  at  first  thought  to 
be  Scilly,  but  coming  nearer,  said  he  knew  not  what  country  it  was  ; 
but  two  wild  men  came  aboard,  by  whom  we  understood  that  we 
were  in  Ireland,  and  among  the  Queen’s  friends  ; by  reason  whereof, 
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ns  also  that  our  victuals  failed,  we  were  compelled  to  go  on  land. 
There  we  met  with  the  servants  of  one  Taltekew  Maliona,  who 
told  us  that  their  master  was  a loyal  subject  of  Her  Majesty,  and 
never  had  borne  arms  against  her;  trusting  to  their  speeches,  we 
went  into  his  castle  without  fear.  It  was  true  that  this  man  had 
never  rebelled,  yet  seeing  the  good  occasion  before  him,  he 
determined  to  spoil  the  ship  and  the  people  in  her,  and  from  me 
also  to  take  the  poor  things  I had  ; saying  that  because  I came  in 
company  with  Englishmen,  I should  be  dealt  with  as  they. 

A month  after,  he  told  me  that  because  I was  a Spaniard,  and 
they  expected  Spaniards  to  help  them  in  the  wars,  if  I would 
give  him  a writing,  affirming  that  in  regard  of  me  he  had  re- 
leased the  two  English  captains,  and  that  from  me  he  had  taken 
nothing,  neither  spoiled  me  of  anything,  but  rather  assisted  me 
with  necessaries,  he  would  set  me  free,  and  the  captains  and 
some  of  the  soldiers  of  his  command  should  safely  conduct  us 
whither  we  would  go.  I was  content,  and  made  him  a writing 
very  ample  ; and  the  knave,  in  lieu  of  accomplishing  his  word, 
sent  us  prisoners  over  the  river  to  the  Earl  of  Desmond,  where 
we  were  in  a new  fear  to  lose  our  lives ; the  Earl  and  the  Pope’s 
Legate  that  was  with  him,  together  with  other  priests  aud  friars, 
examined  me  how  I came  to  be  with  those  Englishmen.  I 
pretended  that  I carried  at  my  charge  Capt.  Bridges,  to  bring 
back  for  him  a brother  of  mine,  prisoner  in  London,  and  that 
Capt.  Duffield  was  to  pay  me  500  ducats  that  I had  lent  him 
in  Spain;  the  Legate  asked  for  the  passports;  I feared  discovery 
as  they  were  counterfeit,  yet  I put  them  into  his  hands,  and 
certified  that  they  were  Don  Diego  Brochero  s;  he  showed 
them  to  the  Earl  and  interpreted  to  him,  and  the  next  day 
restored  them  to  me,  and  promised  to  cause  the  Earl  to  despatch 
us  forthwith ; but  before  I went,  I must  do  him  the  favour  to 
write  to  Don  Diego  Brochero,  for  a ship  that  he  would  send 
for  powder,  that  she  might  be  presently  desjjatched.  I told  him 
that  I did  not  well  know  Don  Diego  Brochero,  but  that  I would 
write  to  a captain,  a friend,  that  could  do  much  with  him, 
which  I did  by  writing  to  a person  I never  knew  nor  saw,  and 
directing  it  to  the  first  name  that  came  in  my  head ; thus  they 
were  satisfied,  and  I was  freed.  The  Earl  gave  us  a passport 
and  a servant  to  guide  us  to  Limerick,  where  were  six  or  seven 
bakrs  provided  with  soldiers,  to  march  the  next  morning  and 
take  the  ship  out  of  the  power  of  Tekew  Maliona.  We  embarked 
and  went  with  the  soldiers ; Tekew,  being  advertised,  brought 
the  ship,  close  under  the  castle,  and  so  fortified  her  that  it 
was  impossible  to  take  her  away.  Three  mariners  of  the  ship 
came  in  a boat  towards  us,  and  are  now  in  Limerick. 

The  inhabitants  of  Limerick  took  indignation  agaiust  me, 
because  I went  to  church,  and  because,  when  the  enemy  came 
to  steal  the  cattle,  I went  forth  with  my  horse  and  lance,  with  the 
Englishmen  and  people  of  the  town,  to  fight,  and  because  I 
was  intimate  with  the  English,  so  that  if  I had  not  been  warned 
by  several  English  gentlemen,  they  would  have  killed  me ; I 
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refrained  to  come  abroad  by  night,  or  to  go  alone  into  any  of 
their  houses. 

Capt.  Bridges  went  from  Limerick  to  Cork,  although  I earnestly 
requested  him  to  stay,  but  ho  said  we  should  seo  one  another 
again  at  Court,  where  Henry  Duflield  should  give  a reason  of  his 
business,  and  he  of  his  own  ; so  they  parted  in  anger.  We  came 
with  an  Irish  gentleman  of  Limerick  to  Waterford,  and  thence  to 
Bristol.  My  affection  to  the  English  in  Spain  has  not  only  been 
manifested  in  the  troubles  I have  passed  for  these  two  captains, 
having  so  many  times  delivered  them  from  death  and  their  enemies, 
but  towards  many  others,  as  Nathaniel  Croker,  now  dwelling  in 
London,  Capt.  Juo.  Thomas  and  those  men  who  have  deceived 
me  know  well.  I know  not  what  trust  may  he  reposed  in 
those  who  use  such  deceits  and  treasons,  and  who,  for  doing  them 
good,  have  caused  me  to  live  a banished  man  from  my  country  all 
my  life.  [I 

74.  Archbishop  of  York  and  Council  of  the  North  to  the  Privy 
Council.  Yesterday  morning,  there  was  a report  of  a great  fleet  of 
Spanish  ships  arrived  at  Whitby,  but  wo  heard  from  Hen.  Cholmley, 
dwelling  on  that  coast,  that  they  were  Scottish  gentlemen  who  have 
charges  in  Flanders,  and  have  levied  soldiers,  and  horses  in  Scotland 
<o  supply  the  Low  Countries,  unto  whom  came  a fleet  of  Newcastle 
ships,  and  were  becalmed  near  Whitby.  Mr.  Cholmley  wrote  to 
Lord  Eure  to  the  same  effect,  and  wo  advertize  you,  lest  you  may 
hear  the  report.  The  York  assizes  are  ended  this  day,  and  the 
country  is  in  good  peace.  [f  page.}  Encloses, 

74.  I.  Hen.  Cholmley  to  the  A rchbishop  of  York.  Last  night 
five  or  six  gentlemen  with  mariners  landed  at  Whitby; 
the  town  was  suspicious,  as  four  ships  were  in  the 
harbour,  that  the  Earl  of  Bothwell  was  amongst  them.  I 
sent  for  the  principal,  awl  he  tohl  me  that  Col.  Murray, 
who  has  a regiment  in  Flanders,  left  them  seven  weeks 
ago , and  by  'ivai'rant  from  the  King  of  Scots,  has  levied 
400  men  for  Flanders.  1 promised  to  help  them  the  next 
morning  with  hay  for  their  horses,  but  set  a careful 
watch  that  night  on  their  lodging  and  their  ships.  Next 
morning,  100  ships,  passengers  from  Newcastle,  joined 
them.  1 kept  two  gentlemen  as  pledges,  and  sent  my  cousin 
John  Saltmarsh  with  the  others  to  inspect  the  ships . We 
found  in  them  more  numbers  than  were  mentioned., 
and  GO  hoi'scs. 

The  country  was  in  great  fear,  and  some  wanted  to 
fire  the  beacons , but  having  heard  of  the  Scots'  embarking, 
and  knowing  the  wind  to  be  contrary,  I was  not  forward 
in  furthering  the  common  people's  fears.  I let  them  have 
hay,  and  requested l also  those  of  Scarborough  to  relieve 
one  of  their  consoiis  gone  thither.  Some  of  the  gentlemen 
who  landed  serve  as  volunteers ; they  remain  in  the 
town,  behaving  as  gentlemen,  waiting  wind  and  tide. 
[If  pages.]  Whitby,  April  5,  1599. 
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75.  Matthew,  Archbishop  of  York,  to  Sec.  Cecil.  I am  willing  to 
accomplish  Her  Majesty’s  direction  for  the  well  using  of  my  Lord 
of  Limerick,  &c.  not  only  because  she  has  a gracious  care  of  his 
well  doing,  but  for  the  common  cause  of  religion,  which  has  received 
some  disgrace  by  his  unfortunate  marriages,  especially  by  the  last, 
which  Is  flat  contrary  to  Her  Majesty’s  ecclesiastical  laws  of  this 
land,  and  much  misliked  by  most  of  the  clergy  of  this  realm.  Yet 
I think  that  pars  innocens  by  the  law  of  God  may  marry,  and  albeit 
the  presumptions  are  pregnant  that  this  woman  was  with  child  by 
him  at  the  time  of  his  divorce,  yet  hath  he  now  protested  to  me  that 
he  was  no  offender  with  her  or  any  other  at  the  time  of  his  divorce  ; 
which  if  it  be  true,  then  in  my  judgment  this  his  marriage  is 
lawful,  [f  pa  ye!] 

76.  William  Stallenge  to  Sec.  Cecil.  Supposing  that  Mr.  Bagg  had 
received  some  of  Her  Majesty’s  money  for  the  provision  of  corn  in 
these  parts,  I gave  my  bills  in  for  1 50L  to  be  paid  in  London,  upon 
account  of  1 40  quarters  of  wheat  brought  here ; but  as  he  has  not 
received  it,  I am  forced  to  take  order  for  payment  thereof  other  ways, 
lest  the  party  of  whom  the  wheat  is  received  should  be  further 
hindered,  the  money  being  due  in  London  on  a bond  on  the  10th 
instant.  I have  disbursed  more  money  here  for  com,  but  if  there 
be  no  cause  to  use  it,  I hope  I may  be  licenced  to  pass  it  to  Mr. 
Darell’s  and  Mr.  Jolless  account,  or  to  sell  it  here,  that  I may 
receive  my  money  without  further  charge  ; whereas  if  I should  seek 
it  at  Court.,  I shall  l>e  much  hindered.  Several  small  barks  have 
returned  from  Spain,  but  none  can  report  of  any  preparations  in 
those  parts  ; the  Rainbow  has  also  come  in.  [$  page.] 

77.  Declaration  by  Hortensio  Spinola,  of  the  instructions  given 
him  by  Frederieo  Spinola  to  sail  from  Havre  de  Grace  to  South- 
ampton, Poole,  and  Dartmouth,  examine  Portland,  Torbay,  Ply- 
mouth, London,  Harwich,  and  Yarmouth,  as  to  the  nature  of  the 
ports,  whether  the  people  were  traders  or  militia  and  mariners, 
whether  there  were  rocks,  &c.  in  the  ports. 

This  was  my  reply;  I came  to  Havre,  stayed  1G  days  for  weather, 
which  being  still  bad,  I went  to  Dieppe,  .and  thence  to  Calais  and 
London  ; thence  on  horseback  to  Plymouth,  a large  place  not  walled, 
the  people,  some  traders,  some  mariners,  but  warlike  and  setting 
out  yearly  vessels  of  war  against  Spain  ; the  port  capable  of  hold- 
ing very  many  vessels,  and  at  low  water,  yards  deep.  At  the 
entrance,  on  an  island,  is  a strong  castle,  with  40  or  50  pieces  of 
artillery,  with  100 men;  further  in  is  another  castle,  with  100  men 
and  30  pieces  ; and  further  still,  a tower  with  six  or  seven  pieces 
on  the  top. 

Thence  I went  to  Dartmouth,  a large  port  for  600  vessels,  and  at 
low  tide,  five  yards  of  water ; at  the  entrance,  a bastion  of  earth 
with  six  or  eight  pieces  of  artillery  ; further  in,  a castle,  with 
24  pieces  and  50  men  ; and  then  another  earth  bastion,  with  six 
pieces.  The  place  is  large,  but  not  walled,  the  mountains  serving 
for  walls  ; the  people  are  warlike,  and  constantly  at  sea  with 
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vessels,  to  attack  the  Spaniards  and  other  enemies  ; in  the  port 
are  generally  30  vessels  of  merchandise  or  war.  Thence  I went  to 
Torbay,  a shelter  for  ships  in  time  of  need,  where  it  is  easy  to 
disembark,  there  being  neither  fortress  nor  people  to  hinder.  Thence 
to  Portland,  a place  of  shelter  in  bad  weather  for  many  ships  ; a 
small  place,  with  a castle  to  defend  it,  but  no  other  defence,  few 
people,  and  little  artillery.  Thence  to  Poole,  a large  place,  but 
undefended,  because  only  vessels  of  50  or  GO  tons  could  enter. 
Thence  to  Southampton,  which  is  on  a river,  at  the  entrance  to 
which  is  a strong  castle  of  GO  pieces  of  artillery  and  100  soldiers  ; 
large  vessels  cannot  reach  it,  but  have  to  stay  at  a place  three  miles 
off,  well  furnished  with  men  and  warlike  apparatus. 

Thence  I went  by  London  to  Yarmouth,  large  and  populous,  the 
people  all  in  the  herring  fishery,  well  walled  towards  tne  sea,  and 
furnished  with  artillery ; towards  the  land  is  a small  river,  which 
only  vessels  of  30  or  40  tons  can  enter,  and  large  vessels  are  laden 
with  herrings  two  miles  from  land.  From  Yarmouth,  I passed  to 
Harwich,  not  large  nor  populous,  the  side  to  the  sea  walled,  and 
with  guns  ; the  port  large  and  good,  six  yards  of  water  at  low  tide, 
but  the  entrance  dangerous,  on  account  of  certain  banks.  It  needs  a 
very  experienced  person  to  enter.  From  Harwich  I went  to  Ipswich, 
there  was  taken,  and  brought  before  the  Council  of  London.

April  11.  78.  John  Blytheman,  mayor  of  Plymouth,  to  the  Council. 

Flymootb.  Mr.  Sparke  of  this  place  met  John  Martin  of  Plympton,  who  came 
lately  from  the  Groyne,  where  he  left  his  brother  prisoner,  to 
seek  a Spaniard  in  these  parts,  who  (if  he  can  find  him)  will  free 
his  brother  and  his  company.  Martin  informed  him  that  it 
was  commonly  bruited  amongst  the  Englishmen  and  Spaniards  at 
the  Groyne,  that  seven  score  ships  were  to  be  made  ready  to  come 
northwards,  all  to  meet  at  the  Groyne,  with  48  galleys  now  at 
Lisbon.  That  he  saw  eight  gallions  at  the  Groyne,  of  which  six 
were  ready  ; 20  of  this  fleet  were  to  come  out  of  Biscay,  two  of 
which  were  sent  to  Lisbon,  to  fetch  ordnnnce  to  furnish  the  rest ; 
the  remainder  to  come  from  Andalusia  and  Lisbon.  That  the  ships 
were  to  be  furnished  with  men  that  would  come  by  land,  save 
1,200  soldiers  already  at  the  Groyne,  because  they  Btood  in  fear 
of  two  of  Her  Majesty’s  ships  on  that  coast.  Martin’s  brother  and 
company  were  taken  in  a small  carvel  belonging  to  Capt.  Parker  of 
this  town,  by  a bark,  attended  upon  by  a pinnace,  whereof  Griffin, 
an  Englishman,  was  master ; the  bark  and  pinnace  are  come  again 
upon  this  coast,  manned  with  English,  French,  and  Irish.  [1  page.]

Lincoln  College.  Lincoln  College  [Oxford],  that  Josaphat  Webb,  late  a student  of 
there,  was  Btudious,  of  honest  behaviour,  and  conformable  in 
religion.

April  12.  80.  Henry  Lord  Cobham  to  Sec.  Cecil.  I send  the  enclosed  re- 

Biackfri&rs.  ceived  from  Dover.  You  may  perceive  that  Andrea  Spinola,  a 
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Genoese,  has  lately  landed  there,  and  come  up  with  letters  to  the 
French  ambassador  and  Signor  Corsini.  [J  jxige.]  Encloses, 

80.  i.  11m.  Laniard,  on  behalf  of  the  Commissioners  for  restraint 

of  passage  at  Dover,  to  Lord  Cobharn.  Here  arrived  this 
day  from  Dieppe,  amongst  certain  French  merchants,  one 
Italian  named  Andrea  Spinola,  a Genoese,  with  his  ser- 
vant, Luchelto  derjl*  Oddi , Genoese.  He  has  letters  to  the 
French  ambassador , and  to  Sujnr.  Corsini  and  other 
Italians  in  England.  He  is  also  recommended  to  the 
French  ambassador  by  a letter  from  Mons.  Abely,  the 
King's  advocate  of  Ism guedoe.  He  is  a person  of  good 
quality  and  of  rare  parts,  and  his  coming  over  is  but  to 
observe  the  fashions  of  England.  Although  we  could  not 
ira/teach  his  passage,  we  have  taken  order  that  this  letter 
shall  be  with  you  seven  or  eight  hours  before  his  coming  to 
London,  and  have  specially  requested  him  to  wait  upon 
you,  as  80071  as  he  comes  to  London . [|  jxige.]

81.  Hen.  Lord  Cobham  to  Sec.  Cecil.  Sir  Andrea  Spinola,  of 
whom  I wrote  you  yesterday,  has  been  with  me  this  morning,  as 
he  was  enjoined  by  the  Commissioners  of  Dover.  He  has  brought 
some  letters  of  recommendation  to  the  French  ambassador,  and  pre- 
tends lie  has  only  come  to  see  Her  Majesty  and  the  country  ; he 
has  likewise  letters  for  Corsini.  He  tells  me  he  has  been  in  France 
this  half  year,  and  mostly  at  Paris,  and  that  he  is  of  the  Marquis 
of  Spinola’s  house.  On  telling  him  that  Fcrdinando  Spinola,  brother 
to  the  Marquis,  had  lately  arrived  at  Brussels,  he  was  out  of  coun- 
tenance, pretending  ignorance  of  his  being  there.  It  were  requisite 
to  have  an  eye  to  this  man,  and  yet  not  too  curious,  till  it  be  seen 
bow  the  French  ambassador  will  cany  himself.  The  gentleman  is 
of  as  good  a discourse  as  I have  ever  heard,  tall,  handsome,  and  a 
soldier.  [1  page.] 

Giles  Van  Harwich  [alias  Wm.  Resould]  to  Peter  Artson  [alias 
Cecil].  I suspect  that  Capt.  Fowel,  a Catholic,  who  went  over 
with  Gaspar  Van  Sanden,  has  engaged  to  bring  back  intelligence 
of  what  passes.  He  has  great  freedom  here,  often  access  to  the 
Conde  of  Portallegro,  and  private  conferences  with  friar  Foster. 
• # * Don  Diego  Brochero,  the  governor,  is  constantly  send- 

ing French  ships,  or  those  that  pretend  to  be  such,  into  English 
harbours,  to  learn  the  news ; and  doubtless  they  convey  Jesuits,  or 
intelligence  from  them.  Parsons,  an  English  traitor,  kinsman  of 
the  arch  traitor  Parsons  at  Rome,  who  is  in  England,  and  has  been 
there  three  years,  does  this.  One  Spencer  lately  brought  the 
governor  the  pint  forms  of  Plymouth,  the  new  castle,  and  the  land 
between  Portsmouth  and  Southampton.  Griffin,  late  of  Plymouth, 
has  gone  for  England.  In  February,  four  vessels  were  sent  to 
Tyrone,  with  eight  pieces  of  ordnance  and  GO, 000  ducats.  Bolt,  the 
Jesuit,  has  embarked  for  Ireland.  Dr.  Younger  procured  Capt. 
Donnington  to  be  sent  as  captain  over  all  the  English  prisoners, 
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that  he  might  convey  over  a young  Jesuit,  kinsman  to  CressweB 
the  great  Jesuit  at  Madrid.  If  Donnington  lias  not  told  about  this 
youth,  he  should  answer  for  it ; if  either  Parsons  or  the  youth  were 
discovered,  the  whole  machinery  of  the  Jesuits  might  be  known. 
Divers  are  sent  over  by  way  of  Ireland,  some  as  pretended  prisoners 
from  this  castle;  their  danger  they  sav  is  all  in  landing,  for  if  they 
can  be  six  hours  ashore,  they  have  plenty  of  harbourers.  It  is 
said  there  are  72  Jesuits  and  priests  in  London.  Sir  Wm.  Courtney 
had  great  correspondence  with  Don  Juan  de  Avora,  when  he  was 
captain  for  the  Spanish  King  in  Brittany.  * * * * 

I wonder  that  no  course  is  taken  to  intercept  ships  of  Lubec,  Ham- 
burg, &t\,  that  come  here  with  com,  and  that  those  ambonlexter 
traitors,  the  Irish,  are  not  prevented  trading  here,  where  they  are 
only  suffered  to  serve  Jesuit  tow  ns  and  Spanish  garrisons.  Unless 
some  governors  were  corrupted,  such  open  malefactors  would  not 
escape.  They  give  continual  news  in  favour  of  Tyrone  and  against 
England,  and  the  correspondence  through  the  Irish  trade  has  caused 
Tyrones  insurrection.  The  petty  customs,  which  make  a show  of 
enlarging  the  Queen’s  purse  by  the  Irish  trade,  prove  to  empty  her 
coffers.  A pity  that  so  good  a Prince  should  nurse  Ireland  and  the 
Low  Countries,  and  they,  like  vipers,  seek  to  scratch  out  her  heart 
by  succouring  her  only  enemy.  , 

This  year  will  be  plentiful  in  corn  ; if  the  King’s  forces  come  here, 
you  should  starve  them  by  sending  10  good  ships  to  keep  the  river’s 
mouth.  Otherwise  the  Adelantado  will  either  help  Tyrone  or  invade 
some  place  in  England.  Is  it  possible  that,  as  God  1ms  given  the 
Queen  powder,  by  ships  and  valiant  subjects,  to  he  the  commander 
of  the  sea,  yet  that  in  15  years’  wars,  sho  has  never  provided  to 
intercept  the  King  of  Spain’s  India  fleet,  which  would  be  a great 
weakening  of  him  ? 

In  Madrid,  the  Jesuit  Creswell  has  so  good  intelligence  that  not 
a straw  wags  in  the  English  Court  but  lie  hears  of  it.  He  knows 
already  Donnington’s  speeches  on  his  arrival,  aud  has  weekly  a porter’s 
burden  of  letters  of  intelligence  from  all  places,  which  is  the  cause 
of  his  estimation  here.  The  bearer  of  this,  Mr.  Sark,  of  Milton  in 
Kent,  knows  most  of  the  English  traitors  that  use  the  harbours  in 
England.  I know  not  whether  such  a man  should  be  entertained  in 
the  west  parts,  to  discover  such  persons.  The  Spanish  ensign  is  a 
dangerous  fellow,  or  he  would  not  have  been  sent  to  supply  such  a place. 
I can  get  no  licence  to  embark  ; if  I could  get  home,  I should  like 
to  return  with  this  ensign.  The  prophecy  of  the  Queen’s  death  this 
year  still  continues,  and  that  Don  Sebastian  is  alive  at  Venice. 
Sagwell,  servant  to  the  Lord  Admiral  Hawkins,  and  Fowel’s  boy, 
are  here,  detained  in  the  castle.  [ Extract , Spanish  Carresp.] 

Mr.  C to  [Sec.  Cecil?].  You  need  not  fear  invasion  this  year, 

the  King  is  not  fit  for  it ; he  will  try  what  the  Queen  can  do  this 
year  in  Ireland,  where  he  thinks  her  army  will  waste  with  time  ; but 
if  lie  cannot  make  peace  with  England  or  the  Low  Countries,  his 
attempt  will  lie  in  harvest ; he  will  try  to  possess  some  port,  though 
he  lenve  but  3,000  men  in  it,  and  will  try  what  discontent  will  do 
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at  home,  and  whether  the  Catholics  dare  show  themselves  when  they 
see  some  beginning.  If  they  keep  the  place  but  six  months,  they 
will  put  tilings  to  confusion,  and  prevent  your  troubling  others. 
Stanley  and  Jaques  will  be  principal  commanders,  but  not  chiefs. 
The  King  has  vowed  to  do  somewhat  when  he  sees  the  issue  of  Ireland,

The  mayor  of  Sandwich, 
and  the  Commissioners  for  restraint  of  passage  there,  have  sent  up 
Patrick  Sedgrave,  an  Irishman,  for  having  upon  landing  refused  to 
take  the  oath  of  supremacy ; the  party  that  brought  him  is  to  have

85.  Geo.  Whitton  to  Dudley  Carleton,  at  Lord  Norris’s,  Puddle- 
wharf.  I have  often  heard  of  a mutiny  begun  by  soldiers,  but 
seldom  by  captains ; now  the  world  is  turned  upside  down,  for 
the  soldiers  seem  to  have  more  government  than  their  officers. 
Capt.  Peakle  used  all  means  possible  to  stir  up  their  minds,  by 
urging  the  wrongs  done  them  by  too  much  duty;  besides  the 
serjeant-major  was  resisted  by  four  or  five  officers,  his  authority 
contemned,  and  the  whole  garrison  assembled, — an  opportunity  fit 
enough  if  the  soldiers  had  been  ready  to  take  it.  The  rest  of 
the  captains  were  at  their  daily  exercise,  and  heard  of  this  tumult, 
but  came  not  to  appease  it,  for  there  was  good  drink.  The  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  himself  came,  and  entreated  hardly,  and  told  them 
the  danger,  and  by  much  persuasion  got  them  to  prison,  cleared  the 
streets,  and  the  broil  broke  up. 

Next  morning  the  captains  were  sober,  and  when  witnesses  were 
brought  and  verified  what  had  passed,  they  sighed  and  departed. 
Capt.  Peakle  came  into  the  street  with  a new  outcry,  and  words  of 
more  force  to  move  sedition,  and  showed  reasons  why  the  English 
were  oppressed,  comparing  them  to  Spaniards,  and  another  assembly 
is  procured.  Then  Capt.  Jaques  steps  out  and  cries  “ Holloa,  Capt. 
Peakle,  holloa !”  and  so  that  outrage  ended.  Four  hours  after, 
Capt  Peakle  repented,  came  cap  in  hand  and  desired  forgiveness  ; 
the  burghers  intreat  a pardon,  and  offer  satisfaction.  An  English- 
man is  a brave  man. 

We  are  very  angry,  and  ask  for  justice;  demand  a court,  which 
is  granted.  The  serjeant-major  is  plaintiff.  Witnesses  are  heard 
on  his  side,  but  judgment  deferred,  and  nothing  done  but  the  suit 
of  Capt  Peakle  granted,  that  the  prisoners  might  go  to  their  lodg- 
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ings.  The  bailiff  is  a knave ; he  hinders  justice,  and  by  this  villainy 
the  court  is  deferred.  I am  glad  that  it  fell  out  no  worse  matter 
to  write  to  my  Lord  Governor,  and  thus  trouble  him,  and  hinder 
his  business.  Some  were  jealous  that  it  was  a match  of  set  pur- 
pose, but  it  is  only  an  accident,  happened  by  the  insolence  of 
Peakles  ensign  ; they  are  all  afraid,  and  wish  there  was  a good  end 
made  of  it.  You  would  wonder  to  see  the  base  submission  now  of 
those  that  stood  on  such  high  terms  before ; they  have  offered  to 
acknowledge  their  faults  on  their  knees,  if  that  might  serve  for 
satisfaction.  Our  only  fear  is  that  affection  will  carry  tho  captains 
so  far  to  partiality,  that  there  will  not  be  true  justice  executed,  by 
which  example  a worse  inconvenience  may  follow.  [1$  pages.] 


April  18.  86.  Jo.  Colville  to  Jeremy  Jarrett,  Mayor  of  Dover.  I cannot 

Boulogne,  return  to  discharge  a debt  to  you,  so  send  a messenger  to  do  it, 
and  beg  a passport  for  him.  As  some  are  come  or  coming  over 
with  intent  to  murder,  I caution  you  against  all  that  go  that  way, 
especially  one  with  long  moustaches,  who  pretends  to  come  to  seek 
a ship.

April  20.  88.  Examination  of  John  Billott  of  Fowey.  On  9 October  last, 

Tcpaham.  I was  shipped  as  master  in  a Biscayan  of  Gregory  Holmead's,  of 
Plymouth,  bound  for  Bayonne  with  merchandise  ; 14  days  after  our 
arrival,  the  ship  took  in  a freight  of  Newfoundland  fish  for  Avero  ; 
where,  after  waiting  six  weeks  for  wind,  we  set  sail  and  arrived  in 
four  days.  Staying  at  Avero  15  days,  certain  Portuguese  had  sus- 
picion that  I was  English,  whereupon  the  ship  was  stayed,  and  I 
was  committed  to  prison  by  the  corregidor,  to  the  custody  of  one  of 
the  Portuguese  who  had  charged  me,  but  by  means  of  Juan  Andra, 
another  Portuguese,  who  was  my  host,  and  had  former  knowledge 
of  me,  I escaped  to  Mondego,  where  I went  in  a small  Brittany 
vessel  that  wanted  three  men,  to  Lisbon,  thonco  to  the  Groyne  and 
Bluett.  We  stayed  at  Lisbon  five  weeks  for  wind  ; there  I saw  22 
galleys  full  of  men  and  victuals,  bound  for  England,  and  five  carracks 
set  sail  from  there  for  the  East  Indies,  on  New  Year’s  day. 

After  10  days’  sail,  we  came  to  the  Groyne,  where  I saw  29 
great  ships,  of  which  eight  were  argosies,  serving  the  King,  and  60 
small  ships.  Staying  there  19  days  to  sell  our  salt,  I saw  their 
trained  men,  reported  at  25,000,  between  Brittany  and  Ferro],  who 
were  mustered  every  day,  and  ready  to  be  embarked,  but  stayed  for 
the  Adelantado,  who  was  gone  for  60  galleys  which  were  expected 
from  southwards.  They  intended  first  to  come  for  Brest,  and 
thence  for  England.  A Spaniard  took  me  on  board  the  Saint 
Paul,  and  charged  mo  with  being  an  Englishman,  and  kept  me 
prisoner  there  eight  days  ; meantime  an  Italian  showed  me  a chest 
full  of  printed  papers,  of  which  I took  one,  and  brought  it  away 
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in  my  shoes,  so  that  it  was  not  found  in  a search  at  my  departure. 
I was  dismissed,  as  the.y  could  not  disprove  my  pretending  myself 
a Frenchman  of  Cherburg  in  Normandy. 

There  was  great  jollity  among  them  on  the  19th  of  this  April, 
through  tho  Indian  fleet  coming  home.  I passed  to  Bluett,  where 
I left  the  bark,  and  travelled  on  foot  to  Henbone,  and  found  a 
merchant  of  Bristol,  Wm.  Arford,  who  had  employed  me  before 
as  roaster  with  him  to  Rochelle ; at  my  earnest  request,  he  fur- 
nished me  with  a horse  and  other  necessaries,  so  that  within  two 
days  I came  to  Morlaix,  where  I found  a bark  of  Topsbam,  staying 
only  for  the  merchants  of  Exeter.  I obtained  favour  to  have  passage, 
arrived  in  Topsbam  on  the  20th,  went  to  the  mayor  of  Exeter,  and 
delivered  him  the  Spanish  proclamation,  printed  in  English,  which 
I had  on  board  the  St.  Paul.  [IJjxrjres.]  Annexing, 


88.  i.  Proclamation  by  the  great  Addantado  of  Castilla,  Earl 
of  Saint  Oadea  and  Bundia,  commendador  of  Salamanca, 
captain  general  of  the  galleys  and  army  of  the  sea,  and 
of  the  Catholic  camp.  Considering  the  obligation  which 
his  Catholic  Majesty  lms  received  of  Qod  to  defend  his 
holy  faith  and  the.  Roman  Church,  he  has  tried,  to 
reduce  to  the  true  religion  the  kingdoms  of  England 
and  Ireland,  as  much  as  has  been  in  his  power,  and  all 
has  not  been  sufficient  to  take  away  the  offences  done 
against  Qod,  in  damage  of  the  same  kingdoms,  with 
scandal  of  whole  Christianity. 

Aye,  rather  abusing  the  clemency  of  his  Catholic 
Majesty,  the  heads  of  the  heretics  have  extended  their 
cruel  doctrine,  with  the  oppressing  of  Catholics,  taking 
their  lives  and  goods,  and  forcing  them  by  violence 
to  follow  their  damnable  errors,  with  the  loss  of  many 
souls. 

This  considered,  his  Catholic  Majesty  is  determined  to 
favour  those  Catholics  who  courageously  have  defended 
the  Catholic  faith,  and  also  those  who,  for  pusillanimity, 
have  condescended  unto  the  said  heretics,  through  their 
hard  and  cruel  dealings.  And  for  the  execution  of 
this  his  holy  zeal,  he  has  commanded  me,  with  the  forces 
of  sea  and  land  at  my  charge,  to  pmeure  all  means 
necessary  for  the  reduction  of  the  said  kingdoms  unto 
the  obedience  of  the  Catholic  Church.  In  compliment  of 
which,  I declare  that  the  said  forces  shall  only  be  em- 
ployed to  execute  this  holy  intent,  directed  to  the  common 
good  of  the  true  religion  and  Catholics  of  the  said  king- 
doms, as  well  those  already  declared  Catholics,  as  others 
who  will  declare  themselves;  for  all  shall  be  well  received 
and  admitted  by  me,  in  his  royal  name,  who  shall 
separate  themselves  from  the  heretics.  FuHhcrmore,  they 
shall  be  restored  unto  the  honors,  dignities,  and  jwsses- 
sions  which  they  have  been  deprived  of.  Everyone  shall 
be  rewarded  according  to  the  demonstrations  and  feats 
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which  he  elmll  show  in  this  godly  enterprise,  and  he  who 
chilli  prin  ted  with  most  mloiir  shall  be  amply  remune- 
rated with  the  goods  of  the  obstinate  heretics. 

Wherefore  seeing  God  presents  to  his  elected  so  good  an 
occasion  in  public  to  confess  the  true  religion,  let  not 
escape  so  fit  an  opportunity,  seeing  they  cannot  excuse 
themselves,  either  before,  Gml  or  man,  neither  can  they 
lament  of  anybody  but  of  themselves.  And  for  their  move, 
security,  I command  the  captains  general  of  horse  and 
artillery,  the  master  general  of  the  field,  and  other  officers 
of  the  army,  to  receive  with  all  courtesy  the  Catholics  of 
the  said  kingdoms  who  come  to  defend  the  Catholic  cause, 
with  or  without  firms  ; ami  I command  the  general  of  the 
artillery  to  provide  those  with  weapons  that  bring  none, 
and  to  have  particular  respect  to  the  houses  and  families 
of  the  said  Catholics,  not  touching  anjithing  of  theirs,  but 
only  of  those  which  will  obstinately  follow  the  part  of  the 
heretics, — they  being  unworthy  of  those  favours  here 
granted  to  the  good  who  declare  themselves  true  Catholics, 
and  take  arms,  or  at  least  separate  themselves  from  the 
heretics,  trusting  in  God's  mercy  that  they  sluill  recover 
the  Catholic  religion,  so  long  lost,  return  to  their  ancient 
felicity,  and  to  the  due  obedience  of  the  holy  Roman 
Church, 

Moreover  the  said  kingdoms  shall  enjoy  their  former 
immunities  and  privileges,  with  increase,  of  many  others, 
in  great  friendship,  confederation,  and  traffic  with  the 
kingdoms  of  his  Catholic  Majesty.  That  this  be  put  in 
execution,  I exhort  all  the  faithful  to  fulfil  what  is  herein 
contained,  warranting  them  upon  the  ward  of  the  Catholic 
King,  my  master,  that  all  sludl  be  observed  which  here  is 
promised.  A nd  thus  I discharge  myself  of  the  loss  and 
damage  which  shall  fall  upon  those  who  will  follow  the 
contrary  way,  with  thf  ruin  of  their  souls,  of  their  country, 
and  of  the  honour  and  glory  of  God.  And  he  which 
cannot  take  presently  arms, nor  declare  himself ',  by  reason 
of  the  tyranny  of  the  said  heretics,  shall  be  admitted  if, 
being  in  the  enemy's  camp,  he  shall  jxiss  unto  the  Catholic 
part  in  some  skirmish  or  battle  ; and  if  he  cannot  jxiss, 
shall  fly  before  you  come  to  the  last  encounter.  In  tes- 
timony of  all  which,  I have  confirmed  this  present  with 
my  own  hand,  ami  sealed  with  the  seal  of  my  arms,  <kc.

They 
report  that  there  were  there  seven  argosies  ami  seven  King's  ships 
well  manned ; at  St.  Anderas,  five  gala's  from  France,  and  2i 
looked  for  from  Cadiz ; at  the  Passage,  six  new  ships,  nearly  readyto 
be  laden  with  powder  and  shot ; these,  with  a greater  number  from

For  two  years  I have  kept  a spy 
to  lay  a plot  for  taking  Gromon  Abbey,  Hodgson’s  house,  near 
Whitby,  five  miles  from  tlie  sea,  whither  daDgerous  priests  and 
fugitives,  among  whom  is  David  Ingleby,  resort.  Having  been 
long  deluded  by  this  spy,  I threatened  to  send  him  up  to  you, 
whereupon  he  has  sent  me  word  that  the  service  shall  be  presently 
effected.  The  bouse  being  strong,  large,  and  many  conveyances 
underground  to  a brook  running  near,  I must  employ  ns  many 
people  from  York  as  I can.  Sir  Tlios.  Hoby  being  now  in  Ixindon, 
I know'  of  no  assistance  in  the  country,  as  20  miles  along  the  coast 
the  people  are  wholly  defected  from  religion,  and  resist  all  warrants 
and  officers  that  come  amongst  them.

Denis,  servant  to  the  Countess  of  Warwick,  came  to  the  Gatehouse 
at  Westminster,  and  said  that  not  long  before  be  was  sent  with  a 
message  from  his  lady  to  Lady  Hatton  ; she  being  sick,  be  went  to 
the  chamber  door  and  knocked,  when  a gentlewoman  came  and  told 
him  lie  could  not  speak  with  Lady  Hatton,  as  she  was  newly  brought 
to  bed  witli  a son.  Denis  said  she  luid  been  married  but  1 0 weeks, 
but  that  he  suspected  such  a matter  when  he  came,  because  her  cham- 
ber door  was  kept  so  close  with  hangings,  and  he  had  heard  that 
she  was  forward  with  child  before  she  was  married  ; and  that  it

Being 
in  a small  carvel  on  the  coast  of  Spain,  with  letters  of  reprisal,  I 
was  taken  prisoner  by  the  Spaniards,  with  four  men-of-war,  and  am 
in  great  misery,  being  strictly  kept  in  Lisbon  Castle,  with  two 
musketeers  at  the  door,  where  I am  to  remain  until  Augustin 
Demora  Agilla,  a Spaniard  in  Lord  Burke’s  keeping,  is  returned. 

Having  the  language,  I can  hear  what  they  pretend  here,  which 
is  altogether  against  my  Lord  Marshal  and  your  proceedinga  One 
Porter,  and  a Spauiard  w-ho  came  with  him  into  England,  have  sent 
letters  to  Don  John  de  Silva,  Condd  de  Portallegro,  on  receipt  of  which 
he  sent  off  at  once  letters  to  Madrid  and  to  Seville,  where  the  Court 
is,  on  account  of  the  marriage.  The  Conde  immediately  built  a fort 
between  St.  Gillens  and  Belle  Isle,  on  the  point  of  Sta.  Catalena, 
where  are  seven  pieces  mounted  and  planted  seawards.  In  this 
castle,  where  were  only  . seven,  they  have  inouuted  20.  Their 
strength  is  but  000,  good  and  bad,  and  some  run  away  daily  for 
want  of  pay,  and  by  reason  of  the  plague,  of  which  52,000  j)eople 
have  died,  but  now  it  is  nearly  over.  They  have  2,000  men  ready 
to  come  from  Brass  is,  32  leagues  from  Lisbon. 

The  Adelantado  has  a great  fleet  making  ready  in  Seville,  and  is 
expected  on  the  20th,  and  so  for  the  Groyne,  where  are  12  new 
ships  built  in  Biscay,  called  the  12  Apostles;  he  has  many  galleys 
and  24,000  soldiers  ; I know  not  where  they  are  intended  for,  but 
an  Irish  bishop  lias  been  here  live  months  for  aid  from  the  King,  is 
in  great  favour  with  the  clergy,  and  is  now  in  Seville  with  the 
Adelantado. 

On  25  Feb.,  seven  carmeks  sailed  for  the  East  Indies,  and  three 
more  on  1 April.  The  King's  treasure  fleet  from  the  Indies,  worth 
28  millions,  was  scattered  by  weather,  hut  all  came  home,  except 
the  admiral  with  three  millions,  and  seven  merchant-men  ; they 
arrived  in  Seville,  5 April. 
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The  provision  master  is  here,  and  lias  embargoed  all  the  green 
fields  and  corn  in  the  ground ; three  leagues  about  the  city  ; 3,000 
horsemen  are  coming.

Wanting  an  opportunity  of  forwarding  letters,  I feigned  myself 
sick  of  the  plague,  to  get  into  the  hospital,  but  was  belaid  and 
brought  back  ; I made  this  boy  escajie  home  with  our  letters.  It 
grieves  me  to  be  left  behind  of  your  Indian  voyage  ; I have  neither 
clothes  nor  money.

After  this,  Browne  began  to  build  a kitchen  or  frame, 
stopping  two  lights  in  Beale’s  house  ; upon  complaint  to  the  Lord 
Mayor,  the  chamberlain  of  the  city  was  sent  to  view  the  place,  and 
an  agreement  was  made  that  Browne  might  join  such  frame  to 
Beale's  house,  and  that  Browne  should  suffer  Beale,  in  lieu  thereof, 
to  make  a shed  into  Browne’s  ground ; thereupon  Beale,  who  was 
then  bargaining  with  a carpenter  for  the  standing  of  the  coach, 
proceeded  no  further,  and  gave  Browne  such  bricks,  tiles,  door-hinges, 
and  other  trumpery  as  he  had  left. 

Browne  next  pretended  that  a well  in  his  garden  was  annoyed  by 
a vault  for  min  water  built  in  Beale’s  garden;  although  this  was  not 
likely, yet  Beale  promised  to  deal  with  the  bridge-masters,  his  landlords, 
to  give  Browne  a tree  to  make  a pump  in  some  other  place  of  his 
garden,  or  else  Beale  to  give  him  20s.  towards  it ; notwithstanding 
last  year  Browne  violently  broke  the  tiles  of  the  shed  built  by 
Beale,  and  drew  his  dagger  against  a woman-servant  of  Beale’s ; 
and  after  that  which  was  broken  was  mended,  broke  it  down  again, 
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and  threatened  mischief  to  any  that  should  come  to  mend  it.  If 
Browne  inisliked  the  agreement,  Beale  would  have  been  content  to 
take  down  the  shed,  if  Browne  would  forbear  stopping  up  his  lights, 
and  join  his  new  building  upon  Beale’s  house.  Beale  forbore 
making  any  complaint  then,  in  respect  of  his  wife’s  childbed,  and 
hoped  that  he  would  not  proceed  further;  but  lately  he  has  again 
broken  more  tiles  of  the  shed,  so  that  a man  may  easily  enter  into 
Beale's  house. 

As  Browne  rails  at  all  the  officers  of  the  city,  and  presumes  upon 
Iler  Majesty's  service  as  a messenger,  Beale  desires  that  he  may  be 
sequestered  from  his  office,  until  it  shall  appear  who  bus  done 
wrong;  also  that  the  disorder  may  be  viewed  by  Mr.  Wand,  or  some 
indifferent  person,  that  he  may  not  be  disgraced  by  j>erson8  that  so 
ungratefully  requite  good  turns ; for  Browne  was  Beale’s  servant, 
ami  advanced  to  his  place  of  a messenger  by  his  means,  married 
two  wives  out  of  Beale’s  house,  and  both  they  and  their  friends, 
many  times,  had  part  of  that  which  God  sent.  Beale  obtained  from 
Mr.  Randolph  a place  of  a messenger  into  France  for  Browne’s 
father-in-law,  and  knows  not  wherein  he  has  offended  Browne.

bind  him.  Arriving  at  Dover,  vus  committed  for 
five  days,  and  then  sent  to  Lord  Cobham  at  Court,  and, 
by  him  committed  to  Mr.  1 Vaad,  clerk  of  the  Council,  who 
examined  him  of  his  travels,  Ac.,  and  committed  him 
to  the  Counter  in  Wood  Street ; after  five  days,  was  re- 
leased upon  his  father's  bond  to  appear  upon  10  days' 
warning.

I hear  of  six  at  Porta' leg ro,  12  at  SL  Anderas , and 
20  argosies,  which  should  come  from  the  Straits,  ready 
mounted  and  victualled,  with  20  galleys.  Ships  are  pre- 
paring in  all  the  ports  of  Spain  and  Portugal,  to  the 
number  of  200.  Those  at  the  Groyne  expect  their  com- 
mander the  end  of  the  month,  with  the  Adelantado,  and 
GO  galleys  ; also  Pedro  Suriago,  with  24  more  great 
skips.  There  are  soldiers  billeted  at  every  fanner’s 
house,  30  leagues  round  the  Gi'oyne,  and  10,000  Romans 
are  come  to  ma  n the  fleet,  and  they  are  sending  300  pieces 
of  ordnance  from  Italy.  They  expect  to  come  to  Brest, 
and  there  hare  10,000  Frenchmen,  and  stay  there  till 
they  have  opportunity  to  come  for  England.

There  are  and  have  been  this  term  so  many 
Yorkshiremen  with  you  that  1 durst  not  come  to  )*ou,  though  I have 
been  about  London  more  than  three  weeks  to  do  so.  Let  me  have 
some  time  with  you,  as  the  matters  are  of  great  weight  and  may 
bring  to  the  Queen’s  hands  10,000/.,  with  divers  of  her  traitors,  which 
she  may  have  at  pleasure.  Ail  the  help  they  have  is  one  house 
called  Oroman  Abl»ey,  which  has  divers  times  been  beset  with  200 
men,  and  yet  they  are  sure,  os  they  think,  for  it  stands  on  the  River 
Eske,  where  they  have  their  conveyance  most  sure,  so  that  1,000 
men  can  do  no  good  unless  they  know  them.  But  I have  laid  a 
plot  so  that  I will  tfike  the  house  with  00  men,  whereof  40  will  be 
made  ready  by  Mr.  Feme,  Secretary  to  the  Council  of  York,  and  him- 
self, well  appointed,  is  ready  to  go  with  them ; the  rest  I will  have 
ready,  and  lead  them  ; and  if  1 miss  taking  the  house,  let  me  die.

}>e  for  Ireland,  but  it  is  thought  they  are  to  keep  their  own  coasts,  for 
fear  of  our  and  the  Holland  fleet.  There  are  a dozen  of  the  best  ships 
of  France  arrested  for  this  service,  whereof  two  of  the  Governor  of 
Dieppe’s.  There  are  four  small  ships  sent  to  our  coast  with  English 
flags,  to  spoil  where  they  can,  and  a Jerseyman  and  a tall  Hollander 
have  lately  fallen  into  their  hands.

Of  late  years  merchants  and  dealers  in 
tin  have  used  the  |K>or  tinners  hardly,  by  driving  them  to  borrow 
money  on  deep  interest,  and  under  great  forfeitures.  We  have  resolved 
therefore,  by  virtue  of  the  prerogative  reserved  to  us  in  the  tinners’ 
charters,  to  take  into  our  hands  as  much  tin  of  Cornwall  as  has 
usually  been  exported,  and  sell  it,  but  giving  better  conditions  to 
the  poor  tinners.  You  are  to  coll  together  six  able  tinners  out  of  each 
of  the  four  courts,  and  let  them  know  that  the  merchants,  a year  or 
two  ago,  crossed  our  purpose  to  establish  reasonable  payments  for  tin, 
by  craftily  raising  the  prices  fer  two  years,  intending  to  extort 
bargains  after  at  their  pleasure,  and  thus  make  prices  rise  or  fall  at 
pleasure,  whereby  the  tinners  will  suffer  extreme  loss. 

We  authorize  you  to  agree  with  the  tinners  to  take  the  tin  at  a 
reasonable  price, — never  to  be  brought  lower,  whatever  the  selling 
price  may  be — thus  to  free  them  from  usury,  pay  for  the  tin,  and 
advance  them  money  without  interest,  before  they  bring  their  tin  to 
coinage.  This  is  no  innovation,  but  a power  always  retained  by 
Princes  of  Wales  as  Dukes  of  Cornwall.  You  are  to  explain  to  these 
24  tinners,  and  they  to  the  rest,  how  profitable  it  will  be  to  conform 
to  these  proposals  of  a Prince  who  never  respected  private  interest 
when  prejudicial  to  her  people,  and  who  will  always  maintain  their 
liberty  of  conscience,  and  safety  from  foreign  violence  or  inward 
oppression.

The  Spaniards  dislike  it  much,  because  it  rails 
against  their  King  and  nation,  in  terms  not  fit  for  an  Earl  of  Essex, 
esteemed  so  complete  a cavalier  as  he  is,  to  utter.  I heard  it  dis- 
cussed before  Italians  and  Spaniards,  and  said  I thought  my  Lord 
of  Essex  would  never  write  such  a thing,  for  he  was  esteemed 
modest  and  discreet  to  all,  and  much  more  to  Kings  and  Princes.

May  ? Reasons  for  restraint  of  transport  of  English  commodities 
into  the  Elbe  and  Einbs  rivers,  or  of  foreign  wares  to  be  brought 
thither  out  of  the  empire,  by  any  other  way  save  the  mart  town. 
That  the  Merchant  Adventurers,  being  expelled  the  empire  by  the 
Emperors  mandate,  and  enforced  only  to  trade  in  the  Low  Countries, 
the  Queen  gave  orders  for  suppressing  the  Stillyard,  and  trade  of 
the  Hanses,  and  forbad  the  export  of  cloth  or  woollen  goods  for 
the  rivers  Elbe  and  Einbs,  which  order  the  Merchant  Adventurers 
observed,  but  others,  both  English  and  strangers,  disregarded  it. 
Advantages  to  the  Adventurers  of  compelling  all  goods  to  or  fro  to 
go  through  the  mart  town ; and  disadvantages  of  allowing  strangers 
more  privileges  than  they.  Their  trade  advances  the  price  of 
English  cloth,  and  keeps  dow  n that  of  foreign  w ares,  as  mentioned 
in  the  Emperor’s  mandate.  The  failure  in  enforcing  this  restraint 
will  involve  the  ruin  of  the  company.

May.  Sir  Stephen  Soame,  Lord  Mayor  of  London,  Dr.  Julius  Caesar, 
London.  and  Rob.  Beale  to  the  Council.  According  to  your  letter  of  11 
March  last,  we  have  examined  the  complaints  of  the  Merchant  Ad- 
venturers on  one  side,  and  of  the  clothworkers,  dyers,  &c.,  who 
desire  liberty  to  export  dressed  cloths,  which  they  pretend  was 
yielded  them  November  last,  but  is  now  restrained.  The  Adven- 
turers produced  their  charter,  renewed  12  years  ago,  restraining  all 
others  from  trafficking  in  the  Elbe  or  Germany.  We  asked  Mr. 
Carmarden  why,  on  receipt  of  your  letter  of  November,  recalling 
that  of  August,  he  did  not  permit  the  plaintiffs  to  ship  cloths; 
he  pleaded  a special  prohibition  from  Her  Majesty.  Wanting  to  help 
the  poor  artificers  who  complained  of  lack  of  work, — the  Merchant 
Adventurers  exporting  so  much  undressed  cloth, — we  offered  to  per- 
suade all  traders  to  accept  some  dressed  cloths,  but  they  refused, 
wanting  liberty  of  trading  themselves.  We  were  not  told  that  your 
Lordships’  last  letter  was  only  to  revoke  that  of  August,  and  neither 
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abridge  nor  add  to  tlie  Merchant  Adventurers’  privileges.  We  are 
unable  to  settle  the  cause,  and  refer  it  back  to  your  Lordships.

3.  “ Reasons  alleged  by  such  Merchant  Adventurers  as  do  ship 
coloured  cloths  undressed,  being  not  of  Suffolk  and  Kentish  making, 
in  answer  to  the  cloth  workers*  suit  to  the  Lords  of  the  Council,  who  sue 
to  have  all  coloured  cloths  to  be  dressed,  of  what  country  making 
soever.** 

It  has  always  been  understood  that  coloured  cloths,  not  made  in 
Kent  and  Suffolk,  may  be  shipped  upon  the  free  licence  granted  to 
the  Mercliant  Adventurers,  as  they  ship  white.  The  Company  of 
Clothworkers  have  in  sundry  Parliaments  been  suitors  that  no 
coloured  cloths  may  be  transported  undressed,  which,  for  the  reasons 
delivered  by  the  makers,  ought  not  to  be  granted.  It  would  be 
against  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  money  which  the  Merchant 
Adventurers  give  for  dressing  the  tenth  cloth  shipped  upon  any 
other  than  the  Queen's  free  licence  is  lost  to  them,  because  the 
merchants  beyond  sea  will  not  willingly  have  any  of  our  dressed 
cloths,  and  often  the  cloths  are  so  badly  dressed  here  that  the 
merchants  will  not  buy  them ; if  the  seller  urges  him  to  take  them, 
he  looks  to  have  the  undressed  cloths  better  and  cheaper,  and  if  this 
be  so  in  the  coarse  whites,  it  will  be  much  harder  to  us  that  deal  in 
coloured  cloths,  because  the  same  are  of  more  value  than  pack 
whites. 

Again,  here  we  must  pay  more  for  their  dressing  than  is  paid 
for  the  other  kind  of  cloths,  which  yet  the  merchants  on  the 
other  side  will  not  deal  in,  as  they  have  given  over  buying 
Suffolk  coloured  cloths  that  are  dressed.  Thus  the  clothiers  and 
people  that  are  at  present  maintained  by  making  such  coloured 
cloths  as  we  ship  undressed  will  not  be  employed,  for  we,  being  out 
of  hope  of  saving  ourselves  thereby,  are  like  to  give  over  trading 
therein. 

As  the  cloth  workers  have  for  years  been  troublesome  to  the 
merchants,  &c.,  and  are  like  to  continue  until  they  obtain  their  desire, 
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we  must  inform  their  Honours  that  the  dressing  and  dyeing  of  our 
cloths  beyond  seas  far  surpasses  that  done  here,  and  makes  the 
people  continue  wearing  our  cloth  ; but  take  that  away,  and  they 
are  like  to  fall  from  cloth,  and  wear  stuffs  of  other  countries. 

The  coloured  cloths  that  we  stand  for,  being  blue  and  not  mingled 
colours,  are  of  the  nature  of  white  cloths,  for  they  are  not  worn 
beyond  seas  in  the  same  colour,  but  dyed’;  so  it  concerns  the  mer- 
chant buyers  beyond  sea  to  I ave  them  from  us  undressed,  as  they 
have  white  cloths.  [1  j age.]

Having  long  been  of  opinion  that  Lord  Semple  had  some  es|>ecial 
affairs  in  Spain  for  the  King  his  master,  besides  the  pretence 
of  suing  for  2,000  crowns  of  his,  taken  a year  since  by  a Spanish 
man-of-war,  and  hearing  that  he  remained  at  Bordeaux,  as  I passed 
by,  I considered  by  what  means  I might  come  at  the  truth.  He 
was  waiting  the  return  of  a gentleman  of  his  name,  and  my  friend, 
who  had  been  employed  by  him  to  Scotland.  On  this  man’s  arrival, 
lie  was  drawn  to  visit  me  in  his  passage  for  Spain,  where  he  was 
despatched  by  his  Lord  to  report  the  success  of  his  negotiation,  and 
prepare  access  for  the  Lord  himself  to  the  Spanish  Court 

The  truth  of  all  this  is  that  the  Lord  was  a year  since,  (by  com- 
mission of  the  King  his  master,)  to  cause  this  young  King  of  Spain 
to  be  sounded,  as  to  what  conceit  be  bad  of  the  Scottish  King,  what 
he  intended  in  his  own  right  to  England,  and  whether  a solid  amity 
between  them  might  be  laboured.  This  commission  was  thoroughly 
effected  by  Colonel  Semple  (uncle  to  this  Lord,  and  a great  courtier 
in  Spain,  and  rich  by  marriage  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Indies’ 
daughter,  now  dead).  He  propounded  it  presently  after  the  late 
King's  death,  in  presence  only  of  the  Marquis  of  Dina,  when  his 
answer  was  favourable  ; he  was  assured  by  the  King  that  if  it  were 
seriously  laboured,  he  would  embrace  it  upon  fit  conditions  ; where- 
upon this  gentleman  was,  on  the  very  day  of  the  funeral,  despatched  for

Scotland  by  the  Lord  and  the  Colonel,  to  procure  the  Scottish  King’s 
»I>eedy  prosecution  hereof,  which  by  this  same  gentleman  is  returned. 

I met  him  at  Ordas,  a Spanish  abbey,  1 1 leagues  from  Pampeluna, 
on  the  8th  instant,  on  his  way  to  the  Court ; ho  brought  from  Scot- 
land a letter  of  lull  power  for  Lord  Semple  to  proceed  in  concluding 
a renovation  of  the  ancient  amity ; and  withal  he  has  24  articles  of 
private  instructions  to  tho  Lord,  to  bo  cautious  that  nothing  pass 
prejudicial  to  tho  King’s  English  title,  and  to  draw  as  much  oon- 
currcnco  therein  as  may  be  ; that  matter  of  religion  be  no  way 
treated  of ; that  if  any  peace  be  intended  with  England,  he  may  liave 
news  thereof,  and  lie  an  instrument,  &c.  The  copy  of  this,  and  tho 
true  relation  of  all  their  proceedings,  I doubt  not  to  procure,  if  you 
authorize  tne  thereto,  and  enable  me  to  bear  the  charges,  besides  my 
daily  necessary  expenses  of  two  crowns.  If  I could  bo  grateful 
sometimes,  in  but  a mean  proportion,  it  would  attain  to  things 
greatly  to  Her  Majesty’s  service.  If  my  employment  is  continued, 
let  me  have  a sale  conduct  to  enter  a little  way  further;  or,  if 
I remain  here,  let  me  receive  the  help  from  Mr.  Lambert  promised  mo 
at  parting,  or  else  I shall  stay  here  fruitlessly. 

P.S. — The  ships  at  St.  Andera  are  come  to  the  Passage,  to  keep 
the  gallions  until  they  all  may  go  to  Ferrol.

Peter’s  day  is  appointed  for  a search.  Therefore  the  apprehending 
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of  these  offonders  should  he  deferred,  in  regard  of  tho  greater  ser- 
vice. I look  for  a strong  resistance  at  Groman,  but  will  lovy 
sufficient  strength  to  second  the  watch  for  the  house,  within  two 
hours  after  they  have  beset  it.  [ 1 f pages.]

Tamm , co.  York,  before  Charles  Hales  and  John  Feme, 
of  the  Council  of  the  North.  On  June  7,  having  warrants 
to  levy  certain  sums  on  the  goods  of  recusants,  they  came 
to  one  of  them,  Hen.  Fairfax,  of  Dunsley,  near  Whitby, 
showed  him  in  the  inquisition  the  goods  which  'were  to 
be  seized  to  Her  Majesty’s  use,  and  demanded  their  de- 
livery. He  refused  the  goods,  and  had  his  cattle  driven 
into  the  fold,  and  defended  by  18  or  20  men,  armed  ivith 
staves,  pitchforks,  and  botes  and  arrows,  and  himself 
ivith  a stuff' and  caliver,  so  that  they  and  three  others  of 
their  company  could  not  get  the  cattle.  They  went  to 
town  for  assistance,  but  could  get  none,  and  the  constable, 
John  Complin,  was  not  to  be  found.  Going  further 
for  help,  they  were  attacked  by  20  horsemen,  and  10 
footmen  armed,  who  wounded  them,  asking  their  viar- 
ranls.  One  of  them  lives  at  Mrs.  Katherine  Ratcliffe’s 
of  Ugthorp.  Names  of  nine  others.  The  men  then  gave 
them  back  their  wea /tons,  but  threatened  they  should  die  for 
it  if  they  ever  came  there  again.  . Went  towards  Picker- 
ing to  get  help  for  one  who  was  wounded,  but  some  of 
these,  with  others,  set  on  them  again,  wounded  and  beat 
them,  giving  them  blows  in  the  names  of  divers  recusants 
whose  goods  they  had  heretofore  seized  ; took  their  war- 
rants atul  arms,  killed  one  of  their  * horses , and 
wounded  Tankard,  one  of  the  company,  so  tluct  he  is  in 
peril  of  death.  [2|  pages.  ]

you  and  Mr.  Phelippes,  how  grieved  I am  with  disorderly  and  in- 
discreet proceedings  about  my  reconciliation,  which  you  now  tell 
me  is  to  be  with  a condition.

the  late  Card.  Allen’s  approval  of  the  book  on  the  English  »nc- 
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cession.  He  thought  such  a book  necessary  to  enlighten  the 
English  on  so  important  a point,  and  said  no  law  could  be  more 
unjust  than  that  which  forbade  to  treat  of  it ; he  had  intended  to 
write  on  it  himself,  but  was  prevented  by  this  book  appearing. 

He  approved  the  assertion  that  proximity  of  blood  was  not  a suffi- 
cient title,  without  wit,  reason,  and  true  religion,  and  affirmed  that 
the  next  pretender  might  and  ought  to  be  set  aside  for  false  religion, 
of  which  he  recounted  many  examples,  and  said  no  English  Catholic 
was  worthy  the  name,  unless  he  would  stick  wholly  to  a known 
Catholic  Prince.  As  to  the  details  of  the  respective  claims  of  those 
who  do  or  may  pretend  to  the  Crown,  he  thought  that  all  the 
principal  competitors  have  sufficient  reasons  to  justify  the  choice  of 
any  one  of  them,  who  would  best  restore  the  Catholic  religion,  and 
whether  born  at  home  or  abroad,  would  have  wisdom  and  virtue 
to  make  the  people  happy.  He  thought  the  house  of  Portugal  a 
claim,  represented  by  the  King  of  Spain  and  Dukes  of  Parma  and 
Braganza,  better,  as  being  through  Philippa,  eldest  daughter  of  John 
of  Gaunt,  than  the  houses  of  Scotland  and  Suffolk  that  claim 
through  Henry  VII.,  who  descended  from  John  Duke  of  Somerset, 
John  of  Gaunt’s  son  by  his  third  wife  ; because  though  Somerset 
was  legitimated  by  Parliament,  it  was  with  a proviso  of  exception 
from  the  Crown.  He  does  not  regard  the  house  of  Clarences 
claim,  being  from  a brother  of  Edward  IV.,  whereas  the  issue  of 
Henry  VII.  descend  from  his  eldest  daughter. 

He  thought  no  person  so  fitting  as  the  Infanta,  descended  through 
the  houses  of  Brittany  and  France,  and  likely  to  cause  more  com- 
modity and  less  danger  than  any  other.  If  the  house  of  Portugal 
were  preferred,  there  would  he  difficulties  about  admitting  the 
King  of  Spain,  for  the  English  would  never  submit  to  have  their 
crown  subject  to  any  other,  nor  would  the  other  Christian  Princes 
allow  the  spread  of  so  great  a monarchy.  The  Dukes  of  Parma  and 
Braganza,  who  are  of  the  same  house,  have  not  forces  to  get  and 
defend  so  great  a crown,  and  their  titles  to  it  have  been  in  part 
decided  against  them,  in  the  consistory  for  the  crown  of  Portugal. 

In  the  house  of  Suffolk  are  the  Earls  of  Hertford  and  Derby,  with 
whom,  besides  the  want  of  forces,  there  is  the  fact  that  their  claim 
is  behind  that  of  the  King  of  Scotland,  and  also  the  impediment 
of  their  religion.  He  never  made  any  account  of  Arabella,  she 
being  by  a second  marriage  and  entangled  with  difficulties. 

He  thought  that  as  long  as  there  was  a chance  of  converting  the 
late  Queen  of  Scots'  son  to  the  Catholic  faith,  it  would  nyt  be  well 
to  divert  the  succession  from  Henry  VII.  But  ns  the  King  was 
confirmed  in  heresy,  he  had  quite  changed  his  views,  and  thought 
that  it  would  not  be  well  to  tr}'  to  unite  two  nations  of  so  different 
temperaments  as  the  English  and  Scotch.  He  wrote  many  letters 
to  Father  Petre  on  the  subject,  before  his  death.  He  therefore 
thought  if  all  other  pretenders  would  yield  to  the  Infanta  of  Spain, 
it  would  be  best  for  all  parties,  seeing  whose  daughter  and  sister 
she  is,  and  as  she  is  of  an  amiable  disposition,  and  yet  with  sufficient 
force  to  establish  her  claim.  If  she  married  a noble  Catholic  Prince, 
though  they  would  at  first  be  strangers  in  England,  yet  their 
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children  would  be  born  and  bred  there,  and  they  would  support 
firmly  the  Catholic  faith,  which  the  other  pretenders  would  not  dare 
to  do. 

Finally,  thus  all  subjection  to  a foreign  Crown  would  be  avoided, 
and  even  if  the  Crown  of  Spain  should  coine  to  the  Infanta  or  her 
children,  tins  subjection  might  be  avoided  by  giving  the  Crown  of 
England  to  the  second  child.  This  would  be  the  surest  way  of 
keeping  quiet  our  domestic  competitors,  as  if  one  of  them  were 
chosen,  the  others  would  dispute  the  choice ; and  if  the  Scots 
caine  in,  all  would  join  against  them.  As  the  King  of  Spain  has  a 
good  title  by  the  house  of  Lancaster,  the  best  plan  would  bo  for 
him,  with  the  consent  of  his  son,  to  pass  this  title  over  to  the 
Infanta,  which,  for  the  love  they  bear  her,  they  would  no  doubt  bo 
willing  to  do. 

These  wero  Cardinal  Allen’s  thoughts  given  especially  to  Fr. 
P[etre],  which  will  be  forthcoming  some  time.  lie  was  much  grieved 
that  some  English  out  of  England  took  other  courses,  which  lie 
thought  would  bring  division,  as  it  did  in  Queen  Mary's  time.  Ho 
hoped  that  on  sight  of  this  book,  the  wise  and  Catholic  part  of  our 
nation  would  join  with  him,  and  his  friends,  in  some  good  means 
for  saving  themselves  and  their  country.  He  protested  he  had  no 
affection  for  any  one  Prince,  but  only  wished  to  have  the  one  who 
might  be  most  fit,  and  by  whom  religion,  justice,  peace,  good  govern- 
ment, and  avoiding  of  war  and  bloodshed  might  be  promoted,  and 
who  had  sufficient  forces  to  defend  us,  love  towards  the  people,  and 
means  to  help  them,  and  could  gain  the  contentment  of  Princes 
round  about.

England,  he  wished  to  enter  in  with  some  of  the  nobility,  thereby  to 
exercise  liis  function  more  freely,  so  he  gave  himself  up  as  it  were 
prisoner  to  the  Earl  of  Essex.  To  colour  the  matter,  he  spoke  of  his 
great  affection  to  his  native  country,  and  that  having  so  lived  in 
Spain  as  to  gain  intelligence  of  that  King’s  intentions,  he  thought  it 
liis  duty  to  notify  what  he  had  learned,  viz.,  that  the  King  of  Spain 
was  levying  his  forces  for  the  invasion  of  England,  was  much 
occupied  in  building  ships  of  war,  and  had  already  manj-  at  sea ; 
that  he  intended  to  possess  the  Narrow  Seas  by  fortifying  some 
place  in  the  west,  and  some  fort  about  the  coast  of  Flanders,  and 
then  he  could  easily  perform  anything  he  attempted. 

Gaining  favour  with  the  Earl  by  such  speeches,  he  lived  awhile 
in  easy  custody : the  taking  of  Cadiz  presently  ensuing,  the  Earl 
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was  persuaded  of  Wright’s  good  intentions,  and  told  the  Queen 
that  the  priest  whom  he  had  mentioned  to  her  was  as  good  a subject 
as  any  she  had,  and  should  have  liberty  of  conscience,  which  was 
all  he  demanded ; so  he  had  leave  to  go  and  see  his  country  and 
friends,  accompanied  by  a gentleman  of  the  Earl's  house.  But  by 
often  disputing  with  the  ministers  in  York,  and  talking  with  others 
of  religion,  he  highly  displeased  the  Archbishop,  who  remonstrated 
with  the  Earl,  the  Treasurer,  and  others,  against  a notorious  Papist 
and  seminary  going  abroad  under  the  Earl’s  protection,  sowing 
papistry  wherever  he  went.  The  Earl  thereon  ordered  Wright  back, 
and  sent  him  to  the  Dean  of  Westminster’s,  to  stay  at  his  house 
and  table  ; there  he  was  much  troubled  by  a flock  of  ministers,  and 
on  the  conversion  of  Mr.  Alabfaster],  was  sent  prisoner  to  Bridewell, 
but  by  the  Earl's  favour  had  the  liberty  of  the  prison;  this,  after  his 
second  restraint,  was  so  amplified  that  he  might  go  with  his  keeper 
into  the  city  where  he  pleased,  and  had  the  Earl’s  promise  for  his 
banishment  from  England.  He  was  removed  at  his  own  suit  to  the 
Clink,  where  he  has  the  same  liberty,  but  uses  his  privilege  seldom. 
He  has  found  such  favour  with  Mr.  Waad,  to  whom  the  Earl  recom- 
mended him,  as  Catholics  hardly  find  in  this  time,  but  he  was  far 
from  dealing  in  matters  of  state,  and  so  soothed  them  up.  His 
friendship  with  the  Earl  and  those  about  him  continues  ; he  thinks 
the  Earl  a Catholic,  if  of  any  religion.  He  had  a long  talk  with 
him  before  his  departure  for  Ireland,  and  the  Earl  condemned  all  his 
ministers  for  dolts,  and  told  where  Mr.  Alab[aster]  was.

Paget  to  me,  and  from  Trcsham  to  you.  I find  that  there  has  grows 
great  dissension  among  our  Papists  abroad  ; one  faction,  of  which 
Parsons  is  the  head,  dejiends  on  the  Jesuits  and  wishes  the  over- 
throw of  our  present  State  by  conquest  or  any  other  means ; of  the 
other,  consisting  chiefly  of  laymen  and  gentlemen,  Chas.  Paget  is  the 
head,  as  he  would  not  consent  to  conquest  by  a foreign  Prince.  The 
division  began  after  the  death  of  the  Queen  of  Scots,  and  they  have 
tried  to  supplant  each  other,  especially  lately,  since  the  Infanta's 
title  has  been  set  on  foot,  according  to  a book  written  by  Parsons, 
under  Dolman's  name.  The  Jesuits'  party  take  her  side  violently ; 
Paget  and  his  side  oppose,  so  that  there  is  extreme  hatred  between 
them.  The  service  offered  by  their  party  is  to  discover  Parsons’ 
practices  to  Her  Majesty,  and  the  Papists  of  England,  so  as  to  make 
them  disliked  and  distrusted.  Being  urged  to  some  present  discover}', 
they  say  that  there  are  in  England  U00  Jesuits,  maintained  at  certain 
houses  by  turns  ; they  repair  thither  ordinarily  by  Scotland  and  the 
North  parts.  They  accuse  some  officers  of  the  ports,  especially  of 
Gravesend,  of  suffering  free  passage  out  of  England  ; whence  young 
men  come  over  daily  to  the  colleges  of  Douay  and  Rome,  and  sonio 
are  sent  against  their  wills  to  Spain,  and  forced  to  profess  themselves 
of  some  order.  They  think  that  the  Jesuits  and  priests  in  England 
are  labouring  a subscription  ; but  they  reserve  more  particular  dis- 
coveries till  they  see  what  hope  there  is  of  obtaining  their  suit. 
■Paget  says  he  has  almost  been  bereft  of  his  living  by  some  adver- 
tisements he  sent  over  out  of  the  Low  Countries.  Cecil,  a priest  here, 
professes  the  same  intentions  with  them,  and  the  like  they  affirm 
of  almost  all  the  English  gentlemen  in  the  Low  Countries,  except 
Sir  IVm.  Stanley,  Owen,  and  three  or  four  more. 
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I propose  that  it  might  bo  well  to  retire  two  or  three  of  them, 
and  see  what  discovery  they  can  make ; for  when  at  home,  they  must 
keep  their  credit,  and  will  not  dare  to  play  double.  None  in  this 
country  are  mote  observant  to  this  King  than  those  who  had  most 
to  do  with  Spain  during  the  league,  being  irrecoucileable  to  that 
side ; this  reason  might  prevail  with  our  fugitives.  Priests  and 
recusants,  when  apprehended,  should  be  examined  whether  they 
have  not  been  solicited  or  solicited  others  to  subscribe  to  the 
Infanta’s  title;  and  in  treating  with  the  Archduke,  there  should 
lie  an  article  of  renunciation  of  the  Infanta’s  pretended  title ;

Carleton,  attendant  on  the  Go- 
vernor of  Ostend.  I am  going  to  the  commencement  at  Cambridge, 
with  Mr.  Bodley.  I have  no  news  from  France  nor  Spain,  but  that 
it  is  said  the  Dutch  fleet  lias  taken  Lisbon,  almost  dispeopled  by  the 
plague.  Sir  Sam.  Bagnall  has  done  little  service  in  Ireland,  merely 
defending  himself  when  assaulted.  Sir  Thos.  Norris  has  killed  above 
200  rebels,  and  their  leader,  a Burke,  with  his  own  hand,  of  which 
the  Queen  so  graciously  speaks  to  old  Lord  and  Lady  Norris,  that 
it  would  revive  them  if  they  were  half  dead.  The  Earl  of  Rutland 
is  come  from  Ireland  by  order,  and  the  Earl  of  Southampton  is 
come  or  coming,  having  lost  his  generalship  of  the  horse  by  order 
from  hence. 

The  Queen  is  dissatisfied  with  Essex’s  doings,  and  says  she 
allows  him  1,00()Z.  a day  to  go  in  progress.  He  is  returned  to 
Dublin,  and  waits  for  more  men  to  go  North.  The  Queen  hears 
he  has  given  Essex  House  to  Antony  Bacon,  which  displeases  her ; 
I believe  it  is  but  instead  of  2,000?.  he  meant  to  give  him,  with  a 
clause  of  redemption  for  that  sum.  There  are  many  competitors  for 
the  chancellorship  of  the  Duchy  [of  Lancaster].  Three  pretend  an 
absolute  promise,  Sir  Edw.  Stafford,  Sir  John  Stanhope,  and  Dr. 
Herbert.  Lord  Burghley  is  expected  to  be  president  of  York.  The 
Scotch  King  is  offended  with  our  ambassador.  Sir  Win.  Bowes,  for 
cunningly  conveying  to  Berwick  one  Ashfield,  a dangerous  fellow, 
and  swears  to  be  revenged  on  his  head  if  the  man  be  not  restored. 

Tom  Compton  and  Mackwilliams  have  fought  upon  an  old  quarrel ; 
Mackwilliams  was  killed,  and  Compton  much  hurt.  Lady  Cheke 
and  her  friends  push  the  matter  extremely,  saying  he  had  help. 
In  Nottinghamshire,  John  Stanhope  assaulted  Sir  Chas.  Cavendish  ; 
I 'enclose  the  account  of  it,  as  received  from  Lord  Shrewsbury.  The 
fable  of  Don  Sebsistian  is  still  much  talked  of  The  Queen  dined 
on  Monday  at  the  Countess  of  Derby’s,  the  widow.  There  is  talk 
of  a progress  into  Warwick  and  Oxfordshire  this  summer.  Two 
knights  have  been  made  at  Court,  Sir  John  Savage  and  Sir  Rich. 
Haughton  of  Lancashire.  Booth,  that  married  Lord  Anderson's

Cavendish 
and  John  Stanhope.  About  9 cum.,  Sir  Chas.  Cavendish 
passing  from,  the  new  building  near  his  house , where  he 
and  his  lady  sleep,  to  a brick-kiln  a quarter  of  a mile  off, 
with  only  Henry  Ogle,  Launcelot  Ogle,  his  page,  and 
one  horse-keeper,  saw  about  20  horse  on  a hill  side,  and 
took  them  for  Sir  John  Byron  and  his  company  hunting  ; 
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but  as  they  galloped  towards  him,  he  perceived  himself

Some  workmen, 
without  weapons,  came  up,  and  John  Stanhope  fled  with 
his  parly.  Sir  Charles  has  also  small  hurts  in  the  head 
and  hand,  but  there  is  no  great  danger.  He  and  his 
three,  had  rapiers  and  daggers  only.

June  30.  33.  George  Fenner  to  Giulio  Piccioli,  or  Bernardo  Edlyno,  Venice. 

Ixindon.  The  Secrctaiy  and  many  of  the  Council  seem  inclined  for  peace,  but 
have  not  of  late  had  any  conference  on  the  matter.  A messenger  is 
come  from  the  agents  who  were  here  for  the  Archduke,  bringing 
letters  for  Her  Majesty  and  Mr.  Secretary  about  further  parley. 
I think  tlieir  forwardness  makes  us  more  backward  than  wc  should 
otherwise  be.  Our  resolution  is  supposed  to  depend  much  on  the 
success  of  the  Hollanders’  navy,  and  our  Irish  wars.  The  navy 
was  reported  first  to  have  had  ill  success,  both  by  tempest  and 
encounter  with  the  Spanish  armada  ; then  to  have  taken  the  spoil 
of  Lisbon,  and  lastly  to  have  again  sailed  and  burnt  Cadiz.  These 
are  but  fables,  ns  nothing  is  certainly  known  of  them.  The  command 
of  Parker  and  Gorges  to  their  charges  at  Falmouth  and  Plymouth 
was  soon  countermanded,  and  they  remain  here,  asking  for  monejr, 
which  it  is  difficult  to  get  from  the  Treasury. 

It  is  forbidden,  on  pain  of  death,  to  write  or  speak  of  Irish  affairs; 
what  is  brought  by  the  post  is  known  only  to  the  Council ; but 
it  is  very  sure  that  Tyrone’s  party  has  prevailed  most.  It  is  thought 
that  the  Earl  of  Essex  is  much  discontented,  and  it  is  muttered  at 
Court  that  he  and  the  Queen  have  each  threatened  the  other's  head  ; 
undoubtedly  all  kindness  is  forgotten  between  them.  The  Earl  is 
said  to  have  fortified  Waterford,  quieted  a little  part  of  Munster,  and 
to  be  come  again  to  Dineling,  with  purpose  of  marching  with  all  his 
forces  against  Tyrone  ; 3,000  fresh  soldiers  arc  to  be  sent  at  once 
to  his  aid.  The  Earl  of  Southampton  is  not  commanded  to  return, 
but  only  to  leave  his  office  of  general  of  the  horsemen,  by  means 
of  a quarrel  between  him  and  Lord  Grey.  This  Lord,  having  the 
command  of  a company  of  horse,  adventured  on  a piece  of  service 
against  the  will  of  the  general,  who  complained  to  the  Earl  of  Essex. 
He,  for  example’s  sake,  committed  Lord  Grey  to  the  marshal’s  ward, 
for  some  few  hours,  and  hence  a great  quarrel  arose,  and  some  say  they 
have  fought,  and  one  is  killed,  but  it  is  not  known  which  ; I think 
neither.  It  is  doubted  whether  Southampton  will  leave  his  place, 
5.  P 
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though  commanded  upon  his  allegiance,  and  if  lie  would,  whether 
the  Earl  of  Essex  would  suffer  it,  as  being  contrary  to  his  patent. 
All  the  money  Is  gone  for  Ireland,  and  yet  does  not  suffice  ; all 
diligence  is  used  to  get  more,  in  time  to  prevent  mutiny  among  the 
soldiers,  to  which  they  have  already  shown  themselves  prone. 

There  is  much  private  talk  in  Court  and  city  about  a Scottish 
accident,  which  seems  to  trouble  the  State.  An  Englishman  called 
Ashton,  Askew,  Ashby,  or  Ashfield,  having  been  employed  by  that 
King  (as  it  is  thought)  secretly  in  Spain,  Rome,  and  other  places, 
some  here  in  authority,  wishing  to  understand  the  particulars,  and 
not  finding  other  [means],  plotted  with  the  governor  of  Berwick, 
and  Sir  William  Bowes,  our  ambassador  there,  to  bring  him  into 
England,  which  was  lately  thus  performed.  The  King,  with  many 
of  his  nobles,  was  going  to  a horse  race,  and  this  Ashton  preparing 
to  go  also,  was  invited  by  our  ambassador’s  secretary  to  go  with  him 
in  the  coach  ; he  accepted,  and  they  soon  turned  the  coach  another 
way,  and  came  to  a place  where  some  light  horsemen  from  Berwick 
met  them,  and  conducted  them  to  Berwick,  where  the  man  was 
committed  to  prison.  When  the  King  heard  of  it,  he  took  it  so  ill 
tliat  he  commanded  our  ambiissador  to  keep  his  house,  and  has 
placed  a guard  about  him,  vowing  he  shall  have  the  same  treatment 
there,  as  the  other  has  here.  It  is  thought  we  shall  pacify  the  King 
by  money,  or  else  by  fair  means  win  the  man  to  reveal  what  he 
knows,  and  then  dismiss  him,  as  though  nothing  had  been  done. 

Mr.  Edmondes  is  returned  from  France,  and  converses  much  with 
our  Lord  Treasurer.  It  is  thought  if  we  intend  peace,  he  will  he 
sent  again  to  make  the  French  King  mediator  for  such  conditions 
as  we  propose.  Mr.  Secretary  gave  out  at  Court  that  the  young 
King  of  Spain  was  dead  of  the  small-pox,  but  since,  on  better 
intelligence,  says  he  is  recovered.  Many  rest  attentive  to 
see  the  sequel  of  Bommel,  as  a matter  of  great  importance. 

There  have  been  many  quarrels  between  persons  of  good 
account.  A few  days  since,  Lord  Compton’s  brother  and 
Mr.  MacWilliams  fought,  .and  the  latter  died  on  the  field ; 
Compton  was  sorely  wounded,  and  is  in  danger.  In  the  country 
there  has  been  a desperate  fight  between  the  heir  of  the  Stanhopes 
and  Sir  Charles  Cavendish ; divers  men  were  slain  on  Stanhojie’s 
side,  yet  he  had  20  to  3,  and  some  of  his  men  wrounded  Sir  Charles 
with  two  daggers,  but  he  is  likely  to  recover.  A friar  called  Collier, 
and  Higham,  a layman,  lately  taken  about  Dover  coming  over, 
were  brought  before  Mr.  Secretary ; the  layman  was  committed  to 
Bridewell,  the  friar  close  prisoner  to  some  prison  not  known.  Wat- 
son, a seminary  priest,  lias  again  escaped  from  the  Gatehouse,  and 
cannot  be  heard  of ; he  is  thought  to  have  with  him  a servant  who, 
with  his  consent,  has  stolen  his  master’s  best  gelding,  and  402.  in 
money  for  Watson’s  use.  It  is  thought  Rous  and  Barwis,  two 
seminary  priests,  will  be  banished,  and  many  others  sent  to 
Wisbeach. 

Felton  has  a new  large  commission  for  finding  all  recusants*  lands 
and  goods,  and  with  him  are  now  Sir  Edward  Greville,  whose  father 
was  pressed  to  death,  and  Sir  Henry  Bromley,  the  Chancellor’s  son.

39.  Anonymous  intelligence.  When  I had  been  some  time  in 
Rome,  to  show  my  duty  to  Her  Majesty,  I tried  to  get  into  favour 
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with  the  Spaniards,  and  gain  intelligence  ; so  I offered  to  F.  Parsons 
to  go  to  the  Earl  of  Essex  in  Ireland,  and  see  whether  he  might  be 
induced  to  favour  the  Catholics,  and  concur  with  the  King  of  Spains 
succession,  after  Her  Majesty’s  death.  Parsons  liked  the  idea,  and 
sent  me  to  the  Court  of  Spain.  I arrived  at  Barcelona  when  the 
King  and  Archduke,  with  the  Queen  and  Infanta  were  there ; and 
after  some  delay,  had  audience  of  Don  Juan  d’ldiaques,  of  the  Major 
Domo  to  the  Queen,  and  of  the  King’s  confessor.  It  was  ordained 
I should  proceed  in  the  design,  but  not  in  the  King  of  Spain’s  name, 
till  I saw  the  probabilities  about  the  Earl.  I laid  this  plot  in  order 
that  if  the  Queen  should  choose  for  the  Earl  to  pretend  to  comply 
with  the  Spaniard,  I might,  on  pretence  of  following  this  business, 
write  or  come  into  England,  when  I had  anything  to  signify. 

Being  dismissed  for  Ireland,  and  coming  to  Bordeaux,  I told  a 
Bristol  merchant  secretly  that  I had  been  in  Spain,  and  had  business 
of  importance  for  Her  Majesty,  and  he  promised  to  convey  me  over 
quickly  and  secretly ; but  lie  told  other  English  merchants,  and  I 
was  told  they  took  me  for  a Jesuit,  and  would  apprehend  me  if 
they  could  get  me  to  Rochelle.  I went  thither,  and  after  three 
days  the  Mayor  of  Rochelle  put  mo  in  prison  three  weeks,  but 
finding  no  letters  nor  suspicions  about  me,  let  me  go. 

At  Genoa  I heard  that  the  Council  of  Spain  had  determined 
to  send  over  into  Ireland  12,000  men,  and  in  Catalonia  I saw 
mustering  of  soldiers  all  the  way  I went.  I heard  that  the  Earl 
of  Tyrone  needed  no  supplies  yet,  saving  armour,  which  was  sent 
in  the  three  ships ; but  they  would  send  him  men  if  necessary. 

The  King  is  thought  warlike,  and  would  enter  into  action  in 
person  if  he  had  established  the  succession  with  issue.  He  has 
offers  of  assistance  with  ships  or  men,  from  many  courtiers  and 
private  men,  the  clergy,  the  kingdom  of  Milan,  and  the  Genoese. 
A Spaniard,  acquainted  with  the  Indies,  offers  to  procure  the  King 
100  millions  of  gold,  if  he  may  have  what  he  gets  above  that  sum  ; 
last  year  10  millions  were  returned,  12  for  the  King  and  four  for  the 
merchants  of  whom  he  had  borrowed  it.  There  are  30  ships  of  war 
and  30  galleys  sent  to  keep  the  Straits,  and  intercept  English 
ships. 

I think  the  Spaniards  do  not  intend  war  this  year  or  next,  hut 
only  to  maintain  the  state  of  war  till  the  King  shall  go  in  person,  for 
they  esteem  his  first  action  to  he  of  moment  for  settling  his  honour 
during  his  reign,  and  will  make  it  os  strong  ns  they  can.  The  King 
has  given  8,000  crowns  to  the  English  Catholics,  out  of  the  arrest  of 
the  Flemish  ships,  and  100,000  to  the  Marquis  of  Den ia,  his  chief 
favourite. 

Before  the  Archduke  and  Infanta  departed,  it  was  deliberated 
whether  to  continue  war  or  yield  to  peace.  They  fear,  if  peace  were 
concluded,  and  toleration  obtained  for  Catholics,  they  would  not 
favour  their  succession,  as  they  would  if  they  continue  in  their 
present  state,  and  expect  to  be  delivered  by  their  claim  to  the 
Crown,  but  might  easily  be  drawn  to  favour  some  other  at 
home. 

The  King  would  willingly  pretend  to  the  Crown  himself,  but  fears 
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other  powers  would  not  permit  such  nil  accession  to  his  greatness,  so 
he  remits  it  to  the  Infanta ; hut  as  he  would  willingly  recall  that 
grant,  my  negotiation  is  to  be  in  general  terms,  for  the  King  or 
whom  he  shall  appoint ; but  rather  than  fail,  for  the  Infanta,  to 
whom  he  gives  over  his  own  title,  and  that  of  the  Queen  of  Scots, 
which  she  resigned  to  the  King  of  Spain,  if  her  son  should  not  be  a 
Catholic.  The  Duke  of  Parma  has  offered  to  give  over  his  Dukedom 
to  the  Apostolic  see  or  the  Pope’s  nephew,  if  lie  will  confirm  his  title 
to  the  succession  of  the  Crown  of  England.  The  question  is  how  to 
break  the  King  of  Spain’s  friendship  with  the  Catholics,  and  to  make 
him  incline  to  peace,  that  Her  Majesty  may  make  an  honourable 
peace ; to  effect  that  the  Pope  shall  not  confirm  any  titles  of  pre- 
tenders; to  overthrow  all  plots  laid  for  the  succession,  during  Her 
Majesty’s  life ; and  to  provide  for  Her  Majesty’s  honour  and  estima- 
tion in  other  nations,  both  now  and  for  posterity.  [3J  jxtge.] 

40.  The  Council  to  Lord  Scrope.  Great  cost  has  been  bestowed 
upon  the  copper  works  of  the  royal  mines  near  Keswick,  far  above 
any  commodity  that  lias  come  to  the  company  by  them  ; for  their 
desire  was  that  Her  Majesty  and  the  realm  might  be  served  with 
that  commodity  to  make  ordnance,  &c.,  rather  than  stand  to  the 
courtesy  of  strangers  who  served  the  realm  as  they  pleased.  The 
managing  of  the  work  has  been  hitherto  committed  to  strangers,  who 
pretend  to  have  plainly  dealt  with  the  company,  yet  are  thought  to 
have  sought  more  their  own  private  lucre  than  the  benefit  of  the 
company,  which  nevertheless  have  remitted  divers  great  sums  of  the 
rent  due  by  them,  for  their  encouragement  to  continue  tho  work. 
Not  long  since,  they  informed  the  company  that  there  was  no 
profit  to  be  expected  further  ; but  they  were  willed  to  continue  the 
works  until  Michaelmas  next,  if  haply  any  good  may  be  done  with 
them.  As  the  company  will  not  only  not  receive  any  rent,  hut 
have  lent  them  a stock  of  their  own  in  use,  they  are  loth  that  so  good 
a work  should  go  to  the  ground  ; nevertheless  we  understaud  from 
the  said  officers  that  no  amendment  is  to  be  looked  for ; if  this 
report  bo  true,  it  were  folly  to  bestow  more  cost  upon  them,  nor  are 
the  parties  willing  to  adventure  money  upon  uncertainties.  Some 
think  the  Dutchmen  deal  for  their  own  benefit,  and  that  the  state 
of  the  mines  is  not  so  desperate ; but  that  this  is  given  out  that  they 
might  have  the  said  mines  in  their  own  hands. 

As  the  company  desire  to  understand  the  true  estate  of  tho 
said  mines,  we  pray  you,  some  time  this  summer,  to  repair  to  Kes- 
wick, and  without  giving  any  knowledge  of  your  coining  to  the 
Dutchmen  beforehand,  to  require  some  of  the  gentlemen  that  dwell 
nearest,  and  can  give  you  best  knowledge  of  the  state  of  the  mines, 
to  meet  you  ; at  the  same  time  you  shall  find  there  Richard  Leedes, 
long  an  officer  about  the  mines,  and  able  to  inform  you  of  all 
things  fit  to  be  understood.  We  pray  you  to  examine  the  state  of 
the  said  works,  and  what  hope  there  remains  of  their  continuance, 
without  now  contributions  or  grant  of  relief  from  Her  Majesty,  who 
in  respect  of  her  other  expenditure,  cannot  be  moved  for  anything. 
If  the  mines  be  as  worn  out,  as  the  Almains  pretend,  some  course 
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should  be  taken  for  maintenance  of  the  workmen,  and  for  charge  of 
the  houses  and  stuff  appertaining  to  the  company,  which  are  in  the 
Germans’  hands,  and  contracted  to  be  delivered  up  by  them  on  the 
expiration  of  their  term,  next  Michaelmas. 

We  pray  you  to  send  up  a perfect  certificate  to  Her  Majesty’s

Wilford,  who  saw  him  at  Dort,  wished  me  to  direct  him  to  Lord 
Cobham,  as  Lord  Warden  of  the  Cinque  Ports,  but  I think  you 
should  know  by  whose  order  Lord  Cobham  and  otheis  may  receive 
warrants  to  search  for  such  a man  at  his  landing.

08.  John  Graves,  mayor,  and  seven  aldermen  of  Kingston-upon- 
Hull,  to  Sec.  CociL  Divers  merchants  and  mariners  of  this  town 
have  sustained  great  loss,  to  the  undoing  of  most  of  them,  through 
the  King  of  Denmark.  Five  of  our  ships  being  at  the  Ward  house

Cooke,  an  alderman  here  and  a partner 
of  that  loss,  can  more  particularise.  We  crave  some  relief  from 
Council,  and  your  furtherance  in  the  cause.

Cecil  According  to  Queen  and  Council's  directions  of  6 
June,  which  we  received  the  1 1 th,  for  furnishing  200  men 
for  Ireland,  we  directed  letters  to  the  cou  nty  commissioners 
of  musters,  requiring  execut  ion  thereof ; and  we  are  ad- 
vertised by  Lord,  Eure  ami  other  commissioners  of  the 
North  Riding,  that  their  proportion  will  be  ready  at 
York  for  Westchester,  on  the  2 4th  ; the  same  reply  is  sent 
by  the,  high  sheriff  and  other  commissioners  in  the  East 
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Riding,  As  it  would  be  double  travel  for  those  of  the 
West  Hiding  to  repair  to  York,  theirs  trill  be  ready  at 
Leals  on  the  2 6th.  The  Ainsiie  of  York’s  men  will  be 
ready  on  the  2G th,  so  that  all  can  meet  at  Leeds  on  the 
'With  or  2 7th.  The  apparel  is  provided;  the  only  pro- 
bable want  is  muskets , this  country  not  having  been  pi'e - 
viously  charged  with  that  kind  of  furniture,  but  the  con - 
tractors  will  supply  them  for  ready  money,  at  Westchester 
or  elsewhere.

Thanks  for  your  care  for  my  poor  credit.  I marvel  that  a doctor 
should  be  placed  before  you  and  me,  and  not  before  the  rest  of  the 
Council,  nor  did  I ever  hear  of  a doctor  having  precedence  of  a knight, 
except  in  the  school  or  cathedra.  Be  careful  to  have  this  settled  in 
the  renewing  of  the  commission  and  instructions. 

I am  sorry  that  Baron  Saville  has  returned  to  his  old  course  of 
gainsaying  against  this  place,  as  appears  by  the  articles  you  sent 
As  I understand  you  expect  a president,  I will  not  deal  further  in 
the  matter,  to  seek  relief  by  the  justice  of  assize,  which  will  never 
use  this  phiee  kindly. 

I had  intelligence  of  a house,  named  Groman  Hall,  notorious  for 
receiving  priests  and  fugitives  from  beyond  sea,  and  Lord  Sheffield 
being  at  Mulgravo  Castle,  only  three  miles  from  the  hall,  I com- 
missioned him  to  besiege  and  force  the  house,  which  he  did  with 
great  celerity  and  secrecy  ; alighting  from  horseback  half  a mile 
from  the  house,  he  came  on  foot  with  3G  of  his  servants  and  the 
Queen’s  pursuivant,  and  compassed  the  house  in  a moment ; but  all 
was  discovered,  as  I think  by  my  spy. 

The  insolence  of  the  recusants  in  these  parts  is  such  (being  near 
Whitby,  w’here  lately  an  outrage  was  offered  to  two  bailiffs  that 
came  to  seize  a recusant’s  goods),  that  I rode  thither  in  person  to 
restrain  their  insolence.  My  Lord  took  great  pains,  and  gnvo  such 
testimony  of  his  affection  to  religion  as  none  of  his  coat  have  done. 
It  would  be  good  encouragement  to  him  if  the  Queen  knew  of  it; 
he  would  undertake  any  service  against  Papists. 

In  the  renewing  of  the  instructions,  some  person  of  experience 
should  be  at  London,  to  name  things  fit  to  he  inserted,  both  for 
religion,  justice,  and  the  authority  of  the  court.  The  Lord  Pre- 
sident will  hereafter  find  a lack  of  men  to  confer  with  thereon.  If 
I were  with  you,  I would  offer  alterations  and  supplements,  but  I 
may  not  intrude  unless  Mr.  ^Secretary  sends  for  me.  For  want  of 
apt  words,  the  judges  of  common  law,  who  always  oppose  the  juris- 
diction of  the  President,  will  except  against  many  things  which  his 
Lordship  will  undertake  for  the  good  of  the  people.  Let  Mr.  Secretary 
know  my  offer  of  service  to  Lord  Burghlcy,  that  he  may  see  my  zeal 
to  make  the  Lord  President  as  absolute  as  any  before  him.  My 
being  with  you  might  do  good,  as  you  have  not  the  same  experience 
in  the  place. 

1 have  set  down  some  things  to  be  considered  of,  but  could  say 
many  more  if  present.  [3  pages.} 
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71.  John  Feme  to  Sec.  Cecil.  The  search  at  Grora&n  Abbey  was 
made  as  appointed  by  the  intelligencer,  at  2 a.m.  after  St.  Peter’s 
Day.  The  recusants  have  so  many  eyes  in  this  place,  that  I could 
not  take  men  enough  to  compass  the  house,  and  resist  their  violence, 
without  discovering  the  attempt ; therefore  I requested  the  assist- 
ance of  Lord  Sheffield,  who  has  a sincere  profession  of  religion,  and 
was  at  Mulgrave  Castle,  three  miles  off.  Your  warrant  coming 
to  him  at  10  p.m.,  he  took  the  keys  of  his  castle  gates  into  his  own 
hands,  and  came  to  the  house  with  .*16  servants.  He  left  his  horses 
half  a mile  off,  and  they  compassed  the  place  ; the  back  doors  were 
open,  and  there  were  the  steps  of  a horse  and  man  perceived.  I 
believe  the  spy  had  discovered  it,  for  he  gave  me  a false  plot  of  the 
house  ; he  promised  to  conduct  to  the  house,  and  remain  near  to  give 
advice  where  to  search,  but  failed  in  both,  and  wrote  contradictory 
letters  about  it ; I hope  you  will  punish  him  as  a deluder. 

It  is  is  difficult  to  search  in  that  country,  for  the  recusnnts  keep 
scouts  day  and  night  that  their  cattle  should  not  be  seized,  and 
ride  armed.  The  case  of  poor  ministers  and  Protestants  is  miser- 
able. In  the  search,  all  things  for  furnishing  a mass  were  found, 
and  divers  Popish  books,  but  nothing  else,  though  floors,  ceilings, 
pavements,  and  double  walls  were  broken  up,  and  vaults  of  strange 
conveyance  found  out.  At  the  stair  head,  was  a post  as  thick  as  a 
man's  body,  on  which  the  house  seemed  to  bear,  but  it  was  really  a 
removeable  hinge,  locked  from  beneath,  covering  a hole  at  which  a 
man  might  descend.  His  Lordship  took  great  pains,  and  would  be 
much  encouraged  if  bis  service  were  made  known  to  Her  Majesty. 
I have  done  my  uttermost,  and  am  much  grieved  at  the  ill  success  of 
this  busiuess.  [2  pages.] 

72.  Archbishop  of  York  and  Council  of  the  North  to  Sec.  Cecil. 
A search  has  lately  been  made  at  Groman  Abbey,  the  chief  receptacle 
of  the  most  dangerous  recusants,  priests,  and  fugitives  in  these 
parts,  in  which  Lord  Sheffield  was  requested  to  assist ; this  lie  did 
at  two  hours’  warning,  beset  the  ljou.se  with  3G  servants,  broke  open 
the  doors,  and  continued  there  in  person  till  the  whole  house  was 
searched ; though  the  search  did  not  succeed,  he  deserves  com- 
mendation. We  have  not  many  in  his  degree  to  execute  such  a 
service  in  person.  In  his  return  to  Lincolnshire,  he  came  to  York, 
conferred  on  the  state  of  the  country  near  Whitby,  and  advised  re- 
formation of  recusants*  disorders  there.  We  should  be  very  glad  to 
have  him  appointed  one  of  the  Council ; it  might  encourage  him  to 
spend  part  of  the  summer  at  Mulgrave  Castle,  in  the  midst  of  these 
ungodly  recusants,  where  ho  would  assist  the  service,  and  suppress 
seditious  speeches  and  actions.  [1  page.]

74.  A Catholic  in  Brussels  to  his  friend,  a monk  at  Liege. 

Brussels.  You  request  news  here,  and  my  opinion  of  Clias.  Paget’s  cause  of 

departure  into  France,  and  leaving  the  King  of  Spain’s  service. 
For  news,  the  absence  of  the  Archduke  and  Governor  with  the 
whole  Court  causes  few  worth  the  writing ; but  from  my  long 
inward  acquaintance  with  Paget,  I will  not  be  scrupulous  to  impart 
some  part  of  his  dealings,  that  you  may  not  be  deceived  in  him, 
whatsoever  you  hear  rejiorted  in  his  favour ; but  let  whatever  1 
write  die  with  yourself.  It  is  wonderful  to  see  the  restless  spirit  of 
some  that  can  never  be  quiet  in  any  estate,  but  be  continually  ham- 
mering new  devices,  to  the  hurt  many  times  of  others,  and  the 
overthrow  of  themselves.  Of  this  humour  is  Mr.  Charles  ; from  the 
first  hour  that  his  years  permitted  him  to  converse  with  men,  he 
hits  been  tampering  in  broils  and  practices,  betwixt  friend  and  friend, 
man  and  wife,  and  as  his  credit  and  craft  increase,  betwixt  Prince 
and  Prince.  This  being  as  natural  unto  him  as  to  eat,  drink, 
or  sleep,  it  is  as  impossible  to  leave  it.  I will  overjmss  his  youthful 
crimes,  as  the  unquietness  he  caused  betwixt  the  late  Earl  of  South- 
ampton and  his  wile  yet  living,  and  relate  only  part  of  his  actions 
of  riper  years.  Before  ever  he  came  over  the  seas,  he  practised 
against  the  Queen,  under  pretence  of  doing  service  to  the  Queen  of 
Scots,  and  being  discovered,  fled  to  this  side  and  was  thereupon 
proclaimed. 

In  France,  he  continued  his  former  practices  against  Her  Majesty, 
under  the  aforesaid  pretence,  and  went  secretly  into  England, 
by  the  name  of  Mope,  without  the  consent  of  the  Archbishop  of 
Glasgow,  and  against  the  will  of  the  Duke  of  Guise.  The  fruits 
of  that  voyage  was  the  ruin  of  the  Earl  of  Northumberland,  Mr.  W. 
Shelley,  and  others.  Returning  again  into  France,  he  and  Morgan 
began  to  hammer  new  plots  upon  the  Queen  of  Scots’  service,  but 
without  her  consent,  as  at  her  death  she  confessed.  They  employed 
into  England  first  Gilbert  Gifford,  who  revealed  the  whole  matter  to 
Secretary  Walsingham  ; and  after  wants  one  Ballard,  a priest,  whom, 
coming  into  France  to  follow  his  book,  and  not  dreaming  of  any 
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such  practices,  they  overreached  with  their  cunning,  and  sent 
back  into  England,  to  the  destruction  of  himself  and  a number  of 
young  gentlemen,  besides  the  death  and  overthrow  of  the  Queen 
of  Scots.  Some  suppose  that  Paget  was  not  altogether  sound  to  the 
Queen  of  Scots,  but  played  two  parts  in  one,  and  thereupon  some 
of  her  servants  made  a book,  and  printed  it  in  Paris,  charging 
Morgan  and  him  as  the  cause  of  her  destruction.  The  whole  im- 
pression of  this  book  the  [late]  Lord  Paget  bought  up,  and  caused  it 
to  be  burnt,  some  few  only  escaping  the  lire,  which  are  extant  to  this 
day. 

One  great  presumption  of  his  double  dealing  with  the  Queen 
of  Scots  is,  that  Gilbert  Gifford  (whom  he  knew  to  be  a spy  for 
Walsingham,  and  set  on  by  him  to  entertain  the  matter  of  Ballard 
and  Babington  till  it  should  be  ripe),  being  apprehended,  and  com- 
mitted in#  Paris  for  his  treachery,  none  made  so  great  suit  for  his 
delivery  as  Chas.  Paget  and  Lord  Paget  his  brother,  and  they  had 
obtained  his  liberty  but  that  D.  Pierce  and  some  others  opposed, 
and  procured  justice  to  take  due  course. 

Divers  English  fugitives  in  these  countries,  upon  presumption  of 
his  disloyalty  to  the  Queen  of  Scots,  accused  him  and  Morgan 
thereof  to  the  Duke  of  Parma,  who  caused  Morgan  to  be  committed, 
and  both  him  and  Paget  to  be  examined ; how  far  things  were 
proved  against  them,  the  process  can  show  ; but  being  a matter  that 
belonged  not  to  the  Duke  of  Parma,  as  not  concerning  the  King  his 
master,  nor  his  own  government,  the  issue  was  that  Morgan  for 
another  cause  was  banished,  and  he  and  Paget  held  by  the  said 
Duke,  and  by  the  commissioners  that  examined  the  cause,  for  knaves 
and  traitors  ever  after.  He  could  not  endure  any  man  to  have 
any  credit  with  the  Queen  of  Scots  but  himself  and  Morgan,  and 
brought  her  to  dislike  all  her  other  most  faithful  friends  and  ser- 
vants, as  the  Duke  of  Guise,  the  Bishop  of  Glasgow,  Dr.  Allen,  and 
Father  Parsons  ; this  they  wrought  by  corrupting  her  secretaries, 
from  whom  they  got  a counter  cipher  of  all  her  ciphers,  so  that 
they  had  a first  view  of  all  letters  that  came  to  or  from  her  (for 
nothing  could  pass  but  through  their  hands),  and  they  would  suffer 
nothing  to  pass  but  what  they  liked. 

After  the  Queen  of  Scots’  death,  he  began  to  lay  plots  for  the 
young  prince,  her  son,  and  so  has  ever  since  continued,  being  the  head 
of  that  faction  on  this  side  the  sea,  unto  whom  all  agents  for  the 
King  of  Scots,  sent  secretly  to  foreign  Princes,  first  repair,  by  order 
from  the  King,  as  to  a trusty  confident  friend,  to  receive  instruc- 
tions and  assistance ; this  did  the  Lord  Sonquair,  Pury  Ogilby,  and 
others,  in  their  passage  to  Rome,  about  the  King  of  Scots’  affairs. 
In  certain  articles  of  his  to  the  King  of  Scots,  he  lays  down  con- 
siderations to  incline  him  to  the  offers  of  such  Princes  as  can  help 
him  in  his  pretence  to  England  ; he  persuades  the  King  not  to 
deceive  himself  by  thinking  that  ever  the  Queen  of  England  can 
perfectly  love  or  trust  him,  seeing  she  has  had  her  hand  embrued  in 
the  blood  of  his  father  and  mother,  maintained  his  rebels  against 
him,  keeps  him  in  continual  subjection,  and  bus  many  times  sought 
the  destruction  of  his  person ; therefore  by  her  means  lie  call 
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never  hope  to  attain  to  that  which  of  right  belongs  to  him.  He 
advises  the  King  to  put  himself  into  the  Pope’s  hands,  to  crave 
assistance  of  the  King  of  Spain  and  other  Christian  Princes,  and 
that  rather  in  the  Queen’s  lifetime  than  when  she  is  dead,  because  it 
will  be  more  easy  to  displace  an  old  tyrant,  that  has  altered  and 
debased  all  the  ancient  nobility,  and  made  herself  odious  at  home 
and  abroad,  than  a new  King  once  in  possession,  of  whom  every  man 
will  conceive  hope.  Yet  now  Paget  offers  his  service,  in  all  honesty 
and  sincerity,  to  the  Queen’s  Majesty  ! 

Of  the  King  of  Spain  he  has  had  large  entertainment,  ever  since 
his  first  coming  over  into  France,  and  yet  there  has  been  vehement 
suspicion  that  he  has  been  unfaithful  in  his  service,  by  sending 
advertisements  into  England ; I have  seen  a note  said  to  be  sent  by 
him  to  Her  Majesty,  or  some  of  her  Council,  entitled  a brief  of  the 
practices  that  divers  Jesuits  have  had,  for  the  killing  of  princes  and 
changing  of  states ; wherein — after  divers  devices  for  removing 
Jesuits  out  of  England,  and  from  the  government  of  seminaries  on 
this  side  the  seas,  with  vile  and  false  calumniations  of  particular 
persons  of  that  order,  whom  he  knows  to  be  already  odious, — he 
humbly  offers  bis  service  to  Her  Majesty,  craving  |>ardon  and 
leave  to  return  home,  and  enjoy  his  living,  and  not  be  troubled  for 
his  religion.  If  his  intentions  be  as  treacherous  as  his  slanders  arc 
false,  he  deserves  rather  a halter  than  pardon. 

Touching  the  practices  against  Her  Majesty’s  person,  which  ho 
fathers  upon  Father  Parsons  and  other  Jesuits,  a great  part  are  false, 
and  the  rest  not  probable.  He  charges  Father  Parsons  with  advancing 
the  practice  of  Parry  for  killing  Her  Majesty.  It  is  well  known 
that  the  said  father  lias  always  abhorred  such  detestable  actions, 
and  if  he  had  any  such  intention,  of  nil  men  living  he  would  never 
have  employed  Parry,  for  he  knew  him  to  be  a spy  for  the  Lord  Trea- 
surer Cecil ; if  any  such  matter  was  intended,  no  man  more  likely 
than  Paget  and  Morgan  to  set  on  Parry  to  execute  it,  for  they  had 
more  familiarity  with  him  than  all  the  rest  of  the  nation.  He  accuses 
two  Jesuits,  one  an  Italian  in  Paris,  to  have  given  Parry  absolution 
for  killing  the  Queen,  and  another  in  Eu  to  have  animated  him  in 
that  action.  He  lies  in  both,  but  admitting  it  were  true,  he  could 
never  come  to  the  knowledge  of  either  but  from  Parry  himself,  and  so 
must  he  acquainted  with  such  practices,  which  he  never  revealed 
with  any  good  intention,  nor  ever  would  have  done,  but  in  hope  of 
his  own  profft,  and  perhaps  for  a further  fetch. 

For  Father  Parsons’  assisting  Cardinal  Allen  in  making  a book, — 
which  he  says  should  have  been  divulged  against  the  Queen  when  the 
Spanish  Armada  was  to  invade  England ; — I know  not  what  book 
he  means;  but  this  I know,  that  Paget  came  from  Paris  to  Bruges, 
to  have  gone  with  the  Armada  into  England  ; and  this  must  have 
been  either  with  an  intention  of  hostility  against  the  Queen  and 
country,  or  as  a spy  and  traitor  against  the  King  of  Spain,  of  whom 
he  received  maintenance;  in  either  case  he  is  convicted  of  not  being 
true  to  any  party,  but  ns  times  serve,  to  make  gain. 

Touching  the  practices  of  Daniell,  which  he  charges  Father  Holt  and 
Ja.  Archer  to  be  privy  to,  for  killing  Her  Majesty;  as  to  Father  Holt 
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I know  it  to  bo  false,  for  lie  was  and  had  been  long  in  France  and 
came  not  into  the  Low  Countries  for  many  months  after ; and  as  to 
Archer,  it  is  very  likely  to  be  untrue,  ho  not  being  a man  of  that 
mould  to  contrive  such  wicked  practices.  A little  pamphlet,  printed 
in  London,  coming  afterwards  to  Father  Holt’s  hands,  wherein  lie 
was  charged  with  that  point,  I heard  him  protest  upon  oath  that  ho 
was  never  acquainted  with  any  such  practice,  which  protestation 
there  was  no  cause  he  should  make,  but  tlmt  be  knew  himself  in- 
nocent. I heard  Mr.  Owen  also  protest  that  ho  never  spoke  with 
Daniell,  and  being  at  Rome  when  Daniell  went  into  England,  that 
he  never  heard  that  lie  was  gone  thither,  until  his  coining  to  Brussels  ; 
and  that  for  Pol  whole  and  Patrick  Cullen,  who  was  executed,  be  never 
spoke  with  either.  I have  seen  the  book  which  he  says  was  made 
by  one  D.  Bourchier,  a Sorbonnist,  against  the  French  King,  and 
that  Father  Holt  procured  the  licence  for  printing  it ; but  Father 
Holt  had  never  a hand  in  the  work,  nor  was  privy  to  the  printing. 
P.  Bourchier  had  credit  enough  in  Court  to  procure  a licence,  if  he 
were  the  author. 

In  these  particulars  he  has  falsely  slandered  the  persons  above 
named,  and  so  is  not  to  be  credited  in  whatever  he  objects  against 
others.  I do  not  see  what  hope  Her  Majesty  or  any  other  may  con- 
ceive of  faithful  service  at  his  hands,  or  how  trust  his  protestations 
of  his  honest  meaning. 

The  reason  of  his  leaving  the  King  of  Spain’s  service,  and  sudden 
departure  into  France,  I take  to  be  that  being  charged  with  some 
points  of  this  note,  and  but  coldly  denying  them,  finding  his  con- 
science guilty,  he  framed  some  aftcr-claps ; aud  for  that  cause,  and 
the  more  freely  to  practise  in  matters  of  Scotland,  he  made  his  re- 
treat hither.  His  religion,  upon  which  he  seems  to  stand  so  nicely, 
was  not  the  first  cause  of  his  flying  out  of  England  ; so  will  it  be 
no  obstnelo  to  his  return,  if  other  conditions  may  be  granted ; but 
keep  all  this  to  yourself.  [3 4 pages.]

We  are  glad  to  hear  of  your  umenduienL,  and  trust  it  will  continue.

Phelippes,  attending  the 
Lord  Treasurer.  I am  sorry  you  should  say  anything  to  my  Lord 
of  what  passed  between  us  concerning  ray  conceit  of  this  present, 
rumour,  and  fear  of  the  Spaniards’  coming.  I know  that  what  shall 
come  from  me  would  be  valued  but  after  the  rate  of  my  fortune, 
which  being  as  it  is,  I have  small  cause  to  trouble  my  head  witli 
matter  of  this  nature,  as  I do  not  overmuch.  A Spanish  invasion, 
or  any  other  disaster  of  State  almost  could  not  make  it  worse  with 
me  than  it  is ; yet  that  his  Lordship  may  not  altogether  account 
it  rash  presumption,  I will  set  down  how  I fell  into  this  opinion. 

Notwithstanding  all  the  crosses  of  my  fortune,  I never  quitted  the 
means  I had  to  serve  the  State  for  matters  of  intelligence,  though 
means  to  prevail  thereof  failed  ; for  I could  never  fall  into  a right  and 
certain  course,  for  want  of  direction  and  countenance,  which  I sought 
for  but  had  not;  the  cause  I perceive,  but  let  pass.  This  notwith- 
standing, I dived  into  secrets,  and  touching  this  point  of  foreign 
dealings  for  England,  understood  the  particularities  ensuing,  partly 
out  of  the  Court  of  Spain  itself,  and  parti}'  from  other  places. 

This  new  King  of  Spain  was,  from  urgent  necessity  and  the 
boiling  heat  of  his  youth  and  inclination,  carried  into  this  violent 
course  of  arming  both  at  sea  and  land  ; for  at  his  very  coming  to 
the  crown,  they  hilly  believed  in  Spain  that  Porto  Rico,  which  was 
taken  by  my  Lord  of  Cumberland,  would  be  held,  and  that  both  Eng- 
land and  the  Low  Countries  armed  to  sea,  in  extraordinary  sort, 
for  maintenance  thereof,  and  to  assail  Spain  itself,  though  there  were 
no  such  thing.  The  King,  though  willingly  assisted  by  his  subjects, 
would  hardly  be  able  to  exceed  the  proportion  of  a defensible  force 
for  this  year ; notwithstanding  the  assurance  given  by  their  intelli- 
gencers here,  that  there  was  no  sea  preparation  at  all  in  England, 
they  could  not  be  persuaded  in  Spain  to  the  contrary,  but  imagined 
further  that  all  the  land  preparations  so  long  making  for  Ireland, 
joined  with  the  Hollanders,  would  be  suddenly  converted  upon  them. 
Thus  the  people  of  Spain  were  put  to  arm  great  forces  for  their 
defence,  and  the  King  likewise  raised  a great  power  at  his  own 
charge,  to  be  in  readiness.  He  showed  great  animosity,  and  desire 
to  repair  the  glory  of  Spain  by  arms,  and  likewise  much  likelihood 
and  affection  to  continue  his  father's  design  for  preferment  of  his 
sister,  the  Infanta,  to  the  Crown  of  England  ; but  nothing  would  be 
certainly  resolved  touching  England  till  the  Archduke's  meeting 
with  the  King  in  Spain,  which  was  but  in  May,  and  some  of 
our  English  Jesuits  have  gone  thither  to  meet  him.  I make  no 
question  of  any  attempt  for  England,  because  of  the  certainty  of 
the  Hollanders  being  near  their  coasts,  and  the  King’s  inability  both 
to  conquer  and  defend  against  such  a power  at  once. 

The  furious  humour  of  Count  Fuentes  and  the  Adelantado,  who 
are  counted  the  Hotspurs  of  Spain,  and  malicious  against  England, 
may  carry  the  young  King  into  some  action  contrary  to  all  proba- 
bility, (as  a couple  of  mean  persons,  it  appears  in  Philippe  de  Comines, 
tumbled  diaries  VIII.  of  France  into  the  expedition  of  Italy, 
against  reason,  and  the  opinion  of  his  whole  state,)  whereuuto  the 
absence  of  the  most  and  best  of  our  soldiers,  as  they  conceive,  and 
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our  scarceness  of  sea  provisions  this  year  might  give  encourage- 
ment. You  tell  me  that  a great  number  of  ships  rand  galleys  at 
the  Groyne  are  ready  to  come  for  these  parts;  that  motion  has 
been  made  in  France  to  have  the  use  of  their  ports  in  extremity  of 
weather ; that  there  has  been  a force  lying  idle  near  the  coast  in 
Flanders  along  time;  and  that  letters  have  been  intercepted  willing 
Cardinal  Andreas  to  draw  down  forces  thither  to  meet  with  the 
King’s  power  that  should  come  by  sea  : but  all  this  may  be  for  con- 
veyance of  some  of  the  Infanta’s  provisions,  or  some  exploit  to  lie 
done  in  the  Low  Countries,  which  is  more  likely,  for  the  Archduke 
has  an  inclination  for  peace  with  England,  and  of  my  knowledge, 
devices  are  set  afoot  by  his  own  direction,  to  bring  it  to  treaty,  and 
to  draw  England  from  France  to  the  ancient  amity  with  Burgundy. 

Their  experience  of  galleys  in  our  sea  convinces  the  advertise- 
ment of  improbability,  and  they  do  not  trust  the  French  King  so 
far  as  to  attempt  anything  for  England  which  shall  require  his 
assistance.  The  force  in  Flanders  has  probably  lain  to  keep  in  the 
soldiers  of  Ostend  this  harvest  time,  or  it  may  be  for  the  getting 
of  Ostend,  for  a party  was  exhorted  to  use  all  diligence  possible  to 
get  some  to  deliver  Ostend  for  money.  It  was  thought  no  hard 
matter  to  buy  a captain’s,  lieutenant’s,  or  serjeant-major’s  place,  if 
money  should  be  supplied  upon  direction,  so  that  the  sum  was  not 
too  great  to  be  ventured  upon  an  uncertainty,  &c.  This  was  in 
May,  therefore  if  any  such  letters  were  intercepted  out  of  Spain, 
their  meaning  is  for  Ostend,  or  some  towns  in  the  Low  Countries. 
If  they  some  near  London,  they  would  invade  us  w ith  a just  force, 
but  as  the  case  stands,  they  cannot  spare  all  their  power. 

What  is  concluded  touching  England,  now  at  the  Archduke’s  being 
there,  I know  not,  for  the  intelligences  are  interrupted,  and  I had  no 
encouragement  to  continue  them  ; but  I am  assured  that  it  has  been 
held  as  good  a way  for  him  to  work  his  feat  during  a peace  as  with 
a war,  the  Queen’s  disposition  to  hold  the  matter  of  succession  in 
an  uncertainty  giviug  such  advantages.  It  were  good  to  have  a 
sjiecial  eye  to  Ostend,  and  make  secret  inquisition  of  all  such  as  have 
any  place  of  charge,  learning  when  atid  by  what  means  they  ob- 
tained the  same ; and  not  only  for  that  town  but  the  rest  of  the 
cautionary  towrns,  to  be  jealous  of  such  as  come  to  such  places,  if 
they  have  got  them  by  money.  I hope  if  there  be  any  ships  at  sea 
now,  these  stormy  winds  have  rattled  their  sides  against  our  rocks.

My  poor  house.  30  000/.  lent  to  the  French  King  before  he  came  to  the  Crown, 
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whilst  he  was  King  of  Navarre  ; a note  mentioning  it  was  taken  out 
of  Secretary  'Walsingham’s  papers,  but  whether  tills  was  taken  for 
some  other  bond  of  the  last  French  King,  I cannot  tell ; however, 
Mr.  Skinner  may  easily  find  what  acquittance  was  given,  if  the  year 
be  expressed  when  the  money  was  lent,  and  whether  the  parties  that 
gave  the  acquittance  were  the  ministers  of  the  French  King,  or  of 
the  King  of  Navarre  ; that  bond  may  be  found  with  him,  as  likewise 
the  contract  of  1588,  when  Sir  H.  Palavicino  went  to  Germany  for 
the  levy  of  the  army  there.  Both  of  these  charges  were  passed  in 
Sec.  Walsingham’s  time,  and  until  his  death,  my  Lord  did  not  keep 
the  bonds  or  contracts.  As  for  this  matter  of  Sir  Horatio’s,  he  him- 
self will  satisfy  you.  The  army  of  4,000  men,  under  the  charge  of 
Lord  Willoughby  was  sent  suddenly,  when  the  King  was  distressed 
at  Dieppe,  by  the  D.  de  Mayenne,  and  Sir  Thos.  Fludd  was  the 
treasurer  ; but  most  of  the  money  laid  out  was  upon  the  French 
King’s  bond,  as  money  lent  to  him  ; neither  do  I think  Her 
Majesty's  charge  was  great,  but  the  accounts  of  Sir  Thos.  Fludd  will 
more  certainly  satisfy  you.  I delivered  to  the  ambassador,  before  his 
going  out,  as  much  as  I could  say  to  any  of  these  doubts,  and  showed 
him  the  book  wherein  mention  was  made  of  French  reckonings, 
and  gave  him  a copy.  This  is  all  I am  able  to  say  in  the  matter, 
but  Dr.  James  and  Mr.  Lake,  who  dealt  with  Sec.  Walsingham’s 
papers,  may  give  further  light.

Westminster,  received  yesterday  by  Levinus  [Monck],  I have  searched  for  the 
issues  mentioned,  but  the  quarrel  I have  had  about  my  place  has 
hindered  and  so  utterly  discouraged  me,  that  I could  not  do  the 
Bervice  I intended.  Now  my  intention  and  desire  to  have  made  a 
collection,  both  in  foreign  and  domestic  matters,  that  might  have 
been  of  use  to  you  and  others,  is  utterly  slacked ; and  as  much  as 
I acknowledge  to  him  by  whose  favour  I received  the  place  (though 
unknown  to  me  then  how  painful  and  troublesome  it  was  and  has 
since  proved),  no  less  shall  I owe  to  you  for  your  good  means  with 
tolerable  condition  to  abandon  it 
The  time,  continuance,  and  charge  of  Lord  Willoughby's  em- 
ployment will  appear  by  the  account  of  Sir  Thos.  Fludd,  treasurer 
there  ; but  those  accounts  are  so  transferred  from  the  auditors  of  the 
imprests,  upon  sinister  informations  suggested  to  Her  Majesty,  and 
by  her  commandments  thereupon,  that  they  may  be  well  termed 
impropriations  of  accounts,  in  the  offices  to  which  they  are  now 
directed. 

My  office  is  a place  serviceable  in  State  causes, — inasmuch 
as  the  matter  of  the  finances  in  all  States  is  one  part  thereof, — 
but  chiefly  in  the  matter  of  issues,  no  w*ay  being  so  open  for  over- 
ture of  the  actions  of  princes,  or  for  discovery  of  their  secret  inten- 
tions, ns  by  the  issues  of  the  treasure.  In  all  former  times,  the  state 
of  the  dormant  treasure  remained  in  the  notice  of  two  or  three  per- 
sons only  ; but  now  by  erecting  the  pell  of  issues,  after  100  years’ 
discontinuance,  it  is  made  known  to  many  not  fit  for  such  an  affair.

rrticulara,  which  I have  wholly  intermitted,  and  find  impaired. 

humbly  crave  pardon  for  thus  enlarging  myself,  as  I only  served 
in  one  house,  and  never  sought  dependence  elsewhere,  and  my  desire 
lias  ever  been  to  offer  you  my  best  poor  service.

15a, 
disbursed  for  him  by  the  Queen.  I gave  the  instrument  with  other 
papers  to  the  Lord  Treasurer,  and  have  Maynard’s  receipt.  I simi- 
larly consigned  an  obligation  from  Viscount  Turenne,  for  10,0002. 
Other  large  sums  were  passed  to  the  Duke  of  Alen^on,  of  which  the 
memorials  are  in  the  Exchequer.  I shall  be  happy  to  serve  for  this 
solicitation  in  France,  [f  2^a9e-  Italian-] 

July  8,  85.  Thos.  Bradshaw  to  Thos.  Honyman,  merchant,  London.  I 

told  you  what  an  honest  man  Palmer  of  St.  Jean  de  Luz  was,  and 
deciphered  his  dealings  to  Mr.  Waad.  I declared  how  Palmer  would 
have  employed  Cappan  Domingo  de  Charuz  to  make  denunciation 
of  certain  ships  and  fly-boats  of  London,  Bristol,  and  other  places, 
which  traded  in  Portugal,  Seville,  Cadiz,  &c, ; but  the  said  Domingo, 
seeing  his  villanous  intent  against  his  own  countrymen,  refused, 
and  said  he  would  be  true  to  France,  England,  and  Spain.  There- 
upon Palmer  drew  Miguel  de  Orasa  of  Oyarson  in  Spain  to  be 
an  instrument  for  this  villany  ; he  obtained  a commission  from 
the  King  of  Spain,  went  with  his  son  into  Portugal  and  the  south 
of  Spain,  and  by  this  villany  of  Palmer’s,  made  a general  arrest 
of  ships  and  goods  there  found  faulty,  by  Palmer’s  instructions,  to 
the  value  of  300,000  crowns,  whereupon  he  was  offered  30,000  crowns 
composition,  and  remains  to  this  day  following  the  cause,  which  has 
been  the  utter  ruin  of  many  merchants  of  Bristol,  London,  fee. 
Domingo  de  Charuz  offered  to  verify  this  to  Palmer’s  face.  Palmer 
has  owed  me  500  crowns  these  five  years ; before  my  coming  to  St. 
Jean  de  Luz,  I demanded  part  of  it,  and  he  giving  me  a bad  answer, 
I caused  him  to  be  taken  prisoner,  and  sent  him  to  Bayonne,  W'here 
he  remained  a month.  In  this  denunciation  against  his  own

Cotton, 
John  Woodford,  English  merchants,  Mona.  Durit,  and  Jean  Duconte 
of  Bayonne,  merchants,  that  it  was  but  of  malice  he  had  reported  that 
I was  the  accuser  of  the  ships  in  Andalusia.  I would  have  this 
certificate  before  my  coming  from  St.  Jean  de  Luz,  but  Domingo 
de  Charuz  was  in  Spain,  so  that  I only  received  it  yesterday ; send 
it  to  my  Lord  Cecil  with  speed,  and  show  it  to  all  the  merchants 
upon  the  Exchange  that  trade  to  the  dominions  of  the  King  of 
Spain,  translated  into  English,  that  they  may  know  what  a villain 
Palmer  is,  and  how  wickedly  he  employed  his  time  upon  the  Exchange, 
at  his  last  being  in  England.

himself  Lord  Dacre,  has  sent  for  his  son  to  this  town,  and  150/.  to  pay 
his  charges  and  debts  here ; so  ere  long  you  shall  hear  of  him  in 
Scotland,  where  the  father  is  well  treated,  and  they  invite  others  to 
find  the  like.  If  the  son  inherit  from  the  father  no  more  wit  than 
he  does  land,  he  may  beg  his  bread.  A Scot  at  the  Spa  said  that  his 
King  had  a promise  from  the  Queen  to  succeed  her ; that  if  she  per- 
form it  not,  he  has  made  many  friends,  both  in  England  and  abroad, 
especially  in  Denmark,  and  has  no  doubt  of  carrying  it;  and  that 
he  would  undoubtedly  be  a Catholic,  or  give  the  liberty  of  religion 
which  he  has  promised.

Since  iny  last,  we  have  been  to  the  North  Cape  of  Spain,  but  were 
put  thence  with  a storm  of  easterly  wind  ; your  brother  keeping  the 
shore,  stayed  behind  two  or  three  days,  and  took  a small  Spanish 
bark,  laden  with  kine  ; they  of  the  Groyne  sent  out  a strong  ship  to 
Like  him,  but  by  a shot  from  the  Advice,  the  Spaniard  was  set  on 
fire,  and  so  they  left  her  and  came  for  England.  Your  other  brother 
is  come  into  Scilly  with  the  prize,  and  they  lost  the  Advice  near 
there  on  Thursday.  We  look  to-night  for  them  to  come  to 
Plymouth  Sound.  We  are  appointed  by  the  Council  to  go  over  to 
Brest,  upon  a rumour  of  the  coming  of  the  Spaniards  for  Brest. 

Remember  my  duty  to  your  master.  I write  this  that  you  may  show 
it  him.  Seventy  galleys  came  from  the  Groyne,  whilst  we  were  upou 
the  coast,  and  now  we  hear  that  there  are  70  galleys  and  100  ships 
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forthwith  to  come  for  these  parts  ; that  Brest  is  their  first  place  ot 
rendezvous ; that  there  are  15,000  soldiers  at  Brest,  and  5,000  or 
10,000  more  to  come,  and  that  the  King  himself  will  come  in  the 
fleet.  It  is  thought  they  will  attempt  the  Isle  of  Wight,  and  their 
galleys  go  into  Chichester  haven.  I think  they  will  go  for  the  Low 
Countries,  and  Sluys  will  be  their  first  place.  The  Cardinal  is  dis- 
missed from  his  government  of  the  Low  Countries,  and  a new 
governor  appointed.  The  King’s  sister  is  alreadjr  weary  of  the 
Cardinal,  and  is  gone  from  hence,  and  will  not  be  with  him  any 
longer.

It  is  27  days  since  our  ship 
came  from  Bayonne,  where  were  six  new  galleons,  built  there,  ready 
to  go  to  sea ; but  they  were  and  are  very  slenderly  furnished,  unless 
the  galleys  have  arrived  there,  and  brought  them  better  furniture. 
There  were  also  three  barks  of  the  West  country,  one  being  from 
Milbrook,  near  Plymouth,  and  another  from  Fowey.  These  two 
would  be  ready  to  come  for  England  within  10  or  12  days.  If 
there  be  any  despatch  for  Plymouth,  inquiry  should  be  made 
if  either  of  these  barks  are  come  in,  as  they  will  bring  the  truth.

The  Advantage,  bark  of  London  arrived  from  Calais,  in  which  I found  two  passengers, 
one  a Scotchman  of  the  French  King’s  guard,  bound  for  Scotland 
with  letters,  so  I thought  it  good  not  to  let  him  pass  until  you  had 
spoken  with  him.  He  tells  me  that  there  is  a frigate  gone  out  of 
Dunkirk  northward,  and  two  galleys  are  ready  to  go  ; and  that  there 
are  two  ships  building  in  Calais  by  the  Spaniards,  one  of  which  was 
a Scotchman,  which  they  have  taken  down  and  brought  to  be  a very 
swift  one.  I have  sent  to  you  one  James  Dormeall,  a Fleming  from 
Calais,  who  will  declare  more  than  I can.  The  master  of  the  bark

of  several  men’s  working,  but  he  liked  none,  as  they  were  all  brittle. 
Was  desired  to  try  to  make  the  metal,  which  was  white  copper, 
tough.  Did  it  at  the  first  working,  and  then  mixed  it  propor- 
tionally with  silver,  and  melted  them  together,  which  was  well 
liked  by  Scorie.  Did  not  sec  Scorie  again  until  a twelvemonth  after ; 
was  then  sent  for  by  him  to  come  to  Dr.  Nott’s  house  in  Alders- 
gate  Street,  when  he  declared  his  purpose  of  counterfeiting  dollars 
in  Turkey,  and  asked  what  instruments  were  used,  what  the  charge 
might  be,  and  whether  they  should  be  made  here  or  when  they 
came  into  Turkey.  Answered  that  the  making  were  best  done 
here  in  England,  because  it  was  doubtful  how  they  would  find 
materials  or  workmen  in  Turkey.  It  was  concluded  that  the 
engine  or  press  should  be  made  here,  and  conveyed  to  Turkey. 
Scorie  said  that  for  the  doing  of  this  matter,  he  and  his  company 
had  sufficient  warrant,  otherwise  they  would  not  go  about  it, 
neither  would  they  do  anything  here  prejudicial  to  any  man.  Was 
introduced  as  being  the  fittest  man  for  their  purpose,  to  Richd. 
Mallarie,  sometime  a merchant  Mallarie  said  no  doubt  the  intended 
practice  would  prove  very  profitable  to  them  all.  Was  told  by 
Scorie  not  to  fear  or  doubt  Mr.  Mallarie,  for  he  was  a very  honest 
and  sufficient  man,  and  from  him  all  the  money  to  be  disbursed  in 
this  action  would  have  to  come.  Went  with  Mallarie  to  the  Ex- 
change, talking  the  matter  over,  when  Mallarie  demanded  what  money 
lie  would  need  for  a wood  pattern  of  the  press ; said  3 Lt  but  it  cost 
4/.,  and  was  mode  by  Bartlett,  at  Charing  Cross,  who  should  have 
gone  to  Turkey  with  them,  had  their  practice  gone  forward. 

Told  Mallarie  that  he  was  loth  to  go  about  the  action,  or  to  go  to 
Turkey,  and  leave  his  wife  in  England  destitute  of  maintenance, 
without  some  consideration  ; whereupon  it  was  promised  that  his 
wife  should  have  40/.  a year,  and  lie  his  charges  while  the  engine 
was  making,  and  until  they  went  to  work  in  Turkey ; and  after 
that,  his  proportion  of  the  profit,  which  would  be  with  the  best, 
saving  the  ambassador,  by  whose  authority  these  things  were  to  be 
done.  After  this,  Mallarie  appointed  a supper,  at  the  Castle 
in  Cornliill ; went  to  it,  with  his  wife.  Scorie  was  there,  and  one 
Mr.  Butler  (not  long  after  executed  for  counterfeiting  English 
money).  There  the  matter  was  again  spoken  of,  and  his  wife,  con- 
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sidering  the  good  allowance  that  wan  to  be  given  her,  from  that 
time  urged  him  to  go  forward,  and  frequented  Mallarie’s  company 
very  much  afterwards.  After  the  pattern  of  the  press  was  made 
in  wood,  carried  it  to  Robert  Larckin,  a locksmith  in  the  Strand, 
to  make  it  in  iron,  save  the  outward  pieces  and  sides,  which  he 
caused  to  be  cast  of  brass,  by  Mr.  Peter,  a Frenchman,  in  Chick 
Lane,  which  outward  pieces  were  found  by  Sir  Rich.  Martin  in 
exaininate's  house.  They  cost  20/.  making  and  10/.  metal.  When 
he  got  into  trouble,  his  wife  hid  as  much  of  the  iron  work  as  was 
theu  made,  so  it  was  reserved  until  he  was  out  of  prison,  and  is 
now  part  of  the  press. 

The  others  acquainted  with  this  matter  were  Harrie  Tottnall,  a 
Berkshire  man,  at  Mr.  Hall’s,  a brewer,  Horsleydown,  and  Mr.  Ker- 
rell’s  son,  Aldersgate  Street,  who  was  drawn  into  it,  and  who,  if  ex- 
animate and  Butler  had  not  been  apprehended,  should  have  brought 
500/.  towards  effecting  this  device.  The  whole  stock  to  be  em- 
ployed should  have  been  6,000/.  after  the  engine  and  the  work  to  be 
done  in  England  were  finished,  and  the  engine  conveyed  to  Aleppo 
or  Alexandria,  where  their  mint  should  be.  They  intended,  if  they 
might  safely  counterfeit  dollars  here,  that  it  should  be  done  by  means 
of  Mr.  Freeman  (a  merchant  in  Coleman  Street),  and  they  should  be 
transported  into  Turkey  ; 2,000/.  or  3,000/.  would  be  so  employed  ; 
Win.  Ive  and  Jno.  Relfe,  mentioned  in  his  former  examinations, 
were  partners  in  this  action,  and  were  brought  into  it  by  Mallarie’s 
means.  [3}  pages.] 

104.  Archbishop  of  York  and  the  Council  of  the  North  to  Sec. 
Cecil.  On  your  letters  that  Lord  Burghley  was  coming  down  as 
president,  and  that  his  house  at  the  manor  should  be  prepared,  I 
the  Archbishop,  now  remaining  here  on  account  of  the  diet  kept  for 
Her  Majesty’s  Council,  removed  myself  and  some  of  my  household 
to  one  of  my  own  houses  in  the  country,  but  not  thinking  the  rest 
of  the  Council  should  be  dissolved,  we  send  to  know  where  it  is  to 
be  continued,  and  the  diet  kept  until  his  Lordship’s  arrival.  We 
desire  a speedy  answer.  [£  ]KigeJ] 

105.  H.  [Henry  Garnet,  Jesuit]  to  Marco  Tusinga,  Venice.  The 
malcontents  have  submitted,  yet  prattle  against  us  (the  Jesuits) 
bitterly.  Some  are  offended  that  the  Jesuits  relieve  and  place  Prs. 
(priests  ?)  at  their  first  coming ; some  that  they  do  not  relieve  all  ; 
others  that  their  holding  the  common  purse  is  against  their  pro- 
fession of  poverty.  We  would  willingly  resign  this,  but  the  fault- 
finders have  neither  credit  nor  willingness  to  take  the  offices.  They 
inveigh  mightily  against  a book  of  Father  Parsons,  read  in  the  semi- 
naries in  Spain,  which  they  call  Mr.  Parsons’ commonwealth,  nnd  which 
they  say  enacts  that-when  England  is  converted,  Prs.  shall  be  put  to 
their  pensions,  a thing  they  call  intolerable.  I have  not  yet  decided 
whether  to  bear  with  patience,  or  cause  their  punishment.  The  two 
ambassadors  should  not  return,  because  as  their  co-partners  show 
stomach  still,  they  might  do  so  ; the  fellows  here  will  temper  them- 
selves better,  if  they  see  their  friends  punished  for  their  excesses. 
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Thomas  * * * had  a legacy  left  by  his  father,  to  he  bestowed 

on  his  order,  if  he  were  of  an  order  capable  of  money,  if  not,  on  the 
seminaries.  I am  offered  the  legacy,  on  testimony  that  he  is  in  the 
society  alive,  or  died  therein.  I want  Claude's  testimony,  and  a letter 
from  Thomas.  After  Claude  had  given  commission  to  apply  all  that 
was  duo  to  journeymen  here  to  the  use  of  the  mission,  I enquired  what 
was  due  to  Thomas,  but  could  not  hear  of  this  legacy  ; 1 heard  that 
he  had  land,  which  was  seized  on  as  of  a fugitive.  I shall  be  glad  if 
it  comes  ; I have  run  exceedingly  into  debt  to  help  workmen,  liecause 
of  their  great  necessity ; I have  to  feed  several  beside  my  own  ; 
I have  two  now  with  me,  on  account  of  the  danger  of  their  places  of 
residence. 

As  in  these  difficult  times  there  are  often  assemblies  of  Catholics 
without  anyone  who  knows  how  to  administer,  a general  permission 
is  requested  from  the  Pope,  for  priests  to  minister  to  themselves ; it 
was  once  the  custom  in  England  for  women  to  minister  in  the  public 
temples,  but  it  would  be  much  more  seemly  for  a priest  to  administer 
to  himself. 

Ashfiehl,  who  was  taken  in  Scotland,  and  said  to  traffic  between 
Spain  and  Scotland,  is  found  to  be  well  known  to  persons  of  account 
in  London,  aud  is  proved  never  to  have  been  in  Spain,  but  to  have 
been  employed  from  the  Catholics  to  the  King  of  Scots,  to  offer  him 
their  support  after  the  Queen’s  death,  on  certain  conditions.  Ash- 
field  is  a Catholic,  and  acquainted  with  the  Sodalitians.

106.  Fran.  Cordale  to  Hum.  Galdelli,  or  to  Giuseppe  Tusinga, 
Venice.  I can  send  no  news  of  the  Irish  wars,  all  advertisements 
thence  being  prohibited,  and  such  news  as  comes  to.  Council  care- 
fully concealed.  I fear  our  part  has  had  little  success,  lost  many 
captains  and  whole  companies,  and  has  little  hopes  of  prevailing. 
The  Earl  of  Essex  is  now  preparing  to  go  against  Tyrone  ; 3,000 
men  are  to  go  to  him  from  Westchester  this  week,  and  2,000  more 
are  levying.  He  has  little  grace  at  Court.  The  Queen  is  quite 
averted  from  him,  and  is  wholly  directed  by  Mr.  Secretary,  who  now 
rules  all  as  his  father  did ; though  he  pretends  friendship  to  the  Earl, 
he  is  thought  at  heart  his  greatest  enemy,  envying  his  former  greatness 
with  the  Queen,  and  intending  his  utter  overthrow,  if  Irish  affairs 
take  no  better  effect.  Essex  dissembles  his'  discon  twit,  and  showB 
so  dejected  a mind  as  to  attempt  nothing  without  direction,  and 
labours  to  soothe  and  flatter  Mr.  Secretary.  The  common  people 
still  favour  the  Earl,  hoping  by  his  means  to  be  freed  from  their  in- 
tolerable exactions  ; but  if  they  saw  him  in  adversity,  they  would 
respect  him  no  more  than  they  did  the  late  Duke  of  Norfolk.  They 
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would  follow-  any  who  would  be  likely  to  procure  them  some  immu- 
nities, for  never  were  they  more  oppressed,  and  subject  to  all  servile 
conditions. 

A mutiny  threatened  among  the  soldiers  in  Ireland,  for  want  of  pay, 
and  scarcity  of  victuals,  now  partly  remedied  ; but  the  pestilent 
11  ux  of  the  country  has  come  upon  them,  which  kills  many,  and 
forces  some  to  return  to  England.  I know  not  how  the  Earl  of 
Southampton  obeys  his  command  of  leaving  the  charge  of  general 
of  the  horse. 

A messenger  came  from  Brussels,  10  days  ago,  with  letters  about 
peace;  he  had  speedy  audience  and  quick  return,  and  oneof  theQueen’s 
ships  conveyed  him  to  Calais.  It  is  thought  Mr.  Secretary  is  labouring 
a peace,  as  the  best  means  of  establishing  his  posterity.  He  has  got 
for  his  brother,  Lord  Burghley,  who  is  of  a mild  temper  and  will 
govern  by  his  instructions,  a large  commission  to  be  president  of 
York.  He  has  found  a new  pedigree,  by  his  grandmother,  from  the 
Walpoles,  and  altered  his  crest  from  a sheaf  of  wheat  between  two 
lions,  to  two  sheaves  of  arrows  crossed,  and  covered  with  a helmet, 
to  distinguish  his  retinuo  from  his  brother’s. 

The  Council  lately  ordered  the  navy  officers  to  prepare  18  of  the 
best  ships,  and  set  aside  excuses  of  difficulty  from  their  being  much  iu 
decay,  because  of  intelligence  of  a fleet  preparing  in  the  south 
against  England.  They  will  have  to  take  some  from  abroad,  for 
there  are  not  as  many  in  harbour,  and  some  not  serviceable  until 
new  built,  so  they  will  not  be  ready  for  two  months.  Should  any- 
thing happen  before,  there  can  be  no  defence,  the  best  men,  most 
money,  and  munitions  being  in  Ireland. 

The  Queen  has  appointed  a progress  into  Surrey,  Hampshire,  Wilt- 
shire, Gloucestershire,  and  Berkshire,  but  her  departure  from  Green- 
wich has  been  often  deferred ; some  think  it  is  on  account  of  this 
fleet ; others  that  her  years  make  her  unable  to  bear  travel,  so  “that 
when  she  rideth  a mile  or  two  in  the  park,  which  now  she  seldom 
doth,  she  always  complaineth  of  the  uneasy  going  of  her  horse  ; and 
when  she  is  taken  down,  her  legs  are  so  benumbed  that  she  is  unable 
to  stand,  till  the  footmen  falling  down,  have  a long  time,  by  earnest 
nibbing,  brought  them  to  a better  temper."  Dr.  Smith,  one  of  her 
physicians,  has  died  lately,  and  now  the  Countess  of  Warwick  is  very 
sick ; I have  known  five  or  six  oi  her  physicians  to  die  ; she  is  in 
health,  though  more  than  usually  subject  to  fretting  and  melancholy. 

Ashfield,  who  is  allied  to  Sir  John  Eortescue,  was  sent  to  the 
Tower,  as  having  been  employed  by  the  King  of  Scots  to  the  Pope 
and  King  of  Spain ; he  is  yet  prisoner  in  Mark  Steward’s  house, 
charged  with  being  sent  by  the  King  of  Scots  to  some  priests  and 
Papists  in  England,  with  promises  signed  by  himself  of  tolerating 
their  religion,  if  they  would  approve  his  succession  after  the  Queen’s 
death.  Great  pains  were  taken  for  his  apprehension,  and  the  Scottish 
King  takes  it  so  ill  that  it  was  elfected  by  Sir  Win.  Bowes’s  means, 
that  he  will  neither  allow  him  any  more  as  ambassador  lieger,  nor 
allow  him  to  depart ; but  lias  set  a guard  over  him,  protesting  he  will 
use  him  as  Ashfield  is  used. 

The  King  of  Denmark  has  confiscated  five  of  our  ships,  fishing  as 
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usual  near  bis  coast,  sending  some  of  the  mariners  home  with  charge 
that  none  come  there  without  licence  , the  rest  he  keeps  prisoners, 
and  would  cast  them  into  the  sea  but  for  the  entreaty  of  his 
council.  He  l>ent  many  violently  with  his  own  hand,  so  that  both 
merchants  and  men  fear  his  fury,  and  the  hindrance  of  our  trade 
into  Muscovy,  unless  some  ambassador  be  speedily  sent  to  pacily 
him. 

Our  merchants  want  free  traffic  at  Emden,  being  weary  of  the 
impositions  of  Holland  and  Zealand,  where  they  are  forced  to 
pay  7/.  for  what  in  Emden  would  cost  7s.  Another  Holland  fleet 
of  00  or  70  sail  has  passed  our  Narrow  Seas,  after  the  first.  Three 
Holland  ships,  by  traffic  at  or  about  Calicut,  have  brought  home 
2,000  tons  of  pepper  and  spices,  which  the  Portuguese  were 
accustomed  to  have  ; but  they  lost  some  ships,  for  only  these  have 
yet  returned,  of  eight  or  nine  that  went  out.  Ostend  is  besieged, 
and  the  Archduke  w'ill  bo  there  at  the  end  of  this  month.  Felton 
and  his  substitutes  prosecute  the  Papists  everywhere  for  their  goods 
and  laud,  so  that  they  are  dispossessed  of  houses,  lands,  commo- 
dities, &c.,  a bare  third  being  reserved  to  them  ; they  never  were  in 
greater  misery,  nor  the  Queen's  heart  more  hardened  against  them.

107-  Fras.  Cordale  to  his  partner,  Balthazar  Gybels,  Antwerp. 
Business  transactions.  I expect  the  new  watch  to  give  to  a friend ; 
the  other  two  prove  good.  Details  of  news,  similar  to  the  pre- 
ceding, and  also  the  following.  Sir  Henry  Norris  has  lost  one  of 
his  legs,  and  Sir  Chas.  Danvers  and  Sir  Thos.  Norris  are  both  hurt ; 
the  Earl  of  Essex  has  had  little  success  in  Ireland,  losing  captains 
and  whole  companies  in  every  service  hitherto  attempted,  and 
prevailing  in  little  or  nothing. 

Mr.  lleywood’s  home  was  searched,  and  John  Lilly,  taken  in  it, 
sent  to  the  Tower,  on  suspicion  of  helping  Gerard,  the  Jesuit,  out  oi 
the  Tower.  Lord  Chief  Justice  Popborn  is  in  circuit,  hut  during  his 
absence,  Mr.  Waad  keeps  the  Papists  in  awe.  [1 J pages] 

108.  Fras.  Cordale  to  Marco  Tusinga,  Venice.  Details  of  news 
similar  to  those  in  the  preceding  letters,  also  the  following:  Sir 
Walter  Raleigh  and  Sir  John  Stanhope  have  not  yet  obtained  their 
expected  advancements,  but  the  latter,  by  patronizing  Felton’s 
courses  and  sharing  his  gettings,  is  better  provided  of  money  to 
buy  at  least  a Councillorship,  and  the  office  of  Chancellor  of  the 
Duchy.  Felton  brings  the  Papists  to  great  misery.  When  the 
statute  was  made  that  those  who  did  not  pay  the  20/.  a month 
should  forfeit  all  their  goods  and  two-thirds  of  their  lands,  the  Guard 
and  others  in  office  about  the  Court  procured  the  Lord  Treasurer’s 
warrant,  that  any  who  indicted  and  convicted  such  a Papist  should 
have  a commission  to  find  his  land,  and  have  a lease  of  two-thirds 
of  it,  at  the  rent  found  for  Her  Majesty  ; this  obtained,  they  would 
offer  composition  to  the  recusant,  and  when  this  was  agreed  on  and 
paid,  would  find  it  under  the  rate,  and  pass  the  lease  to  some  friend  ; 
for  they  might  not,  by  covenant,  grant  it  to  the  owner  nor  any 
recusant ; yet  were  all  these  leases  during  pleasure ; so  first  the 
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recusant  was  compelled  to  a grievous  line,  and  yet  yearly  to  pay 
the  Queen  a rent  for  his  own  living,  and  besides  had  to  make 
away  all  his  goods. 

Then  when  this  course  was  taken  all  England  over,  Felton,  by 
Sir  John  Stanhope  s means,  informed  the  Queen  that  it  would  be 
very  profitable  to  grant  a commission  for  further  inquiry  into 
recusants’  livings ; he  got  many  base  fellows  as  agents  in  different 
shires,  who  seized  on  all  recusants'  goods,  surveyed  their  lands,  ex- 
amined their  tenants  on  oath,  found  their  livings  at  higher  rates, 
and  so  frustrated  the  first  leases,  took  new  ones,  dispossessed  the 
recusants,  and  lived  there,  or  placed  there  some  bankrupts  like 
themselves  ; so  that  the  recusant  is  put  to  maintain  himself  and 
family  on  a third  part  of  his  living  Should  he  make  shift  to 
live  and  get  any  goods  together,  they  come  and  take  all  again,  so 
that  he  cannot  use  that  third  part  himself,  but  must  let  it  out  to 
others,  and  live  on  what  it  will  yield.  If  a gentleman,  reconciled  [to 
the  Church  of  Rome]  during  his  parents’  life,  when  he  was  unable 
to  pay  the  statute,  should  afterwards  come  and  offer  arrears,  and 
the  20?.  a month  in  future,  which  is  what  the  law  exacts,  that  is  not 
allowed,  but  the  Queen  may  take  the  fairest,  and  for  200?.  she 
has  of  some  400?.  a year,  and  yet  must  Felton  nnd  his  com- 
panions choose  their  fairest  house  nnd  domains,  and  assign  them 
what  they  list  for  their  third.  Thus  have  Carvell,  Thimbleby, 
Gawen,  and  many  others  been  dealt  with,  so  that  some  whose  living 
is  hardly  worth  260?.  a year  yet  had  rather  pay  the  whole,  and 
possess  their  own  livings,  than  be  subject  to  the  barbarous  usage 
of  Felton  and  his  confederates.  Felton  has,  for  this  service,  a pen- 
sion of  200?.  a year,  of  which  Sir  John  Stanhope  has  half,  but  Sir 
John,  being  beggarly  and  not  able  to  pay  his  debts,  takes  a further 
course  to  benefit  himself. 

At  the  first  executing  of  his  commission,  he  found  recusants’ 
livings  at  the  highest  rate,  so  that  no  gain  was  to  be  had 
by  taking  leases  ; but  now,  the  leases  being  made  only  at  bis 
nomination,  he  finds  the  land  higher  than  it  was  before,  but  not  at 
the  highest  rate,  that  some  gain  may  redound  to  himself ; he  lays 
his  plot  to  enter  at  Midsummer,  and  so  reap  the  corn.  On  this 
Falkuer  and  others  have  come  to  the  judges,  and  desired  another 
commission  of  enquiry,  promising  to  find  their  livings  at  higher 
value  than  Felton  has  done,  and  have  with  much  labour  obtained  it, 
on  condition  that  Felton  be  a commissioner  ; but  he,  knowing 
that  it  will  prejudice  him,  refuses  to  sit,  and  so  delays  them  till 
next  terra,  when  they  hope  to  get  a general  commission.  Some, 
seeing  that  Felton  must  get  all,  have  broken  their  windows,  turned 
up  their  gardens,  destroyed  their  dovecotes  and  warrens,  and  would 
have  burnt  their  corn,  but  the  law  prohibits  it.  These  agents  never 
cease  travelling  from  place  to  place  to  discover  recusants'  goods  and 
livings,  so  that  there  never  was  the  like  oppression,  and  many  are 
kept  in  prison,  and  their  friends  have  no  means  left  to  maintain 
them.  I refer  you  to  my  cousin  Henry  for  other  things,  as  the 
apprehension  of  Collier,  the  friar,  at  Dover ; search  of  Mrs.  Hey- 
wood’s  house  ; John  Lilly’s  committal  to  the  Tower,  &c.  [3J

Past  favours  induce  me  to  beg 
that  since  through  you  I was  admitted  to  the  Council  of  the  North, 
you  would  recommend  me  to  Lord  Burghley,  now  appointed  presi- 
dent; also  as  the  Queen's  commission  and  instructions  in  all  matters 
appertaining  to  this  Council  are  to  be  renewed,  1 beg  that,  in  regard 
of  my  continual  attendance  at  York,  (the  other  councillors  except 
the  secretary  being,  for  the  most  part,  absent  by  turns,)  I may 
have  a fee,  though  never  so  small,  if  not  out  of  the  ordinary  revenue, 
out  of  the  fines  imposed  for  misdemeanors ; and  also  diet  for  myself 
and  some  servants,  that  I may  be  able  to  do  better  service.

1 entreat  you  favourably  to  consider  my  diligence  for  none  pass 
either  outward  or  inward  of  this  harbour,  but  I strictly  examine 
them.  This  day  a townsman  of  Penryn  arrived  from  Brest,  whose 
examination  I enclose.  Two  Dutch  men-of-war  came  into  the 
harbour,  who  had  taken  French  prizes,  laden  with  Spaniards’  goods. 
I sent  for  their  captains  and  their  prisoners  ; the  Frenchmen  said,  that 
on  13  July,  the  fishermen  at  Cape  Finisterro  told  them  that  they 
saw  70  galleys  upon  the  coast,  and  that  their  people,  the  day  before, 
from  Mount  de  Moore  saw  the  fleet  at  sea.  [$  page.]  Enclosed , 

112.  L Examination  of  Phillibcrt  Gregory  of  Penryn,  merchant , 
before  Sir  Nidi.  Parker.  Being  at  Conquct  in  Brittany, 
on  the  12th  instant,  six  ships  of  that  place  arrived,  three 
from,  the  Groyne,  and  the  rest  from  Avero  in  Poiiugal ; 
knowing  one  of  the  masters,  grew  familar  with  the  rest , 
and  asked  for  the  news  from  S/xiin ; they  said  there  were 
five  pilots  or  ship-masters  of  Conquet  who  voluntarily 
serve  the  King  of  Spain , and  who  pi'omised  them  large, 
pay  if  they  would  also  fierce ; on  refusal  they  were 
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summoned  before  the  Spanish  commanders,  shown  a map 
of  the  sea,  and  willed  to  discover  the,  harbours  of  Scilly,  and 
of  the  western  ports  of  England,  and  the  dangers  of  them, 
as  also  the  coast  of  Wales,  but  above  all  Milford  Harbour. 
They  were  offered  great  wages  to  serve  in  the  fleet  as  afore- 
said, which  they' refused,  alleging  they  were  both  masters 
and  merchants  in  those  ships , and  that  if  they  should 
give  over  their  charge,  they  were  utterly  undone.  Never- 
theless two  of  them,  being  more  skilful  than  the  rest , 
and  especially  for  the  coast  of  Wales,  were  compelled  to 
serve,  and  their  ships  sent  home  with  the  rest ; so  that 
those  masters  of  Conguet  believe  that  the  Spanish  fleet  is 
bound  for  some  part  of  Her  Majesty  8 dominions. 

There  came  into  Conquet , 18  July  inst.,  two  small  barks 
from  Passage,  near  Biscay , in  one  of  which  there  were 
two  gentlemen  apparelled  as  merchants;  the  French- 
men said  they  were  priests,  and  that  the  Governor  of 
Passage  bi-ought  them  to  the  water  side , and  gave  the 
master  of  the  bark  12  crowns  for  each  of  them,  entreating 
him  to  use  them  kindly;  could  have  no  conference  with 
them,  but  in  the  open  street,  when  they  confessed  they  were 
men  of  Westchester,  and  had  been  prisoners  in  Spain  for 
12  months.  The  master  of  his  bark , Jos.  Treleter,  knew 
them  both,  and  saw  them  ship  themselves  in  Tredath  in 
Ireland,  for  Spain,  12  months  past. 

A pinnace  arrived  at  Brest  the  12 th  instant,  with  30 
men  in  her,  20  of  them  men  of  account,  who  were  sent  to 
confer  with  the  governor's  wife  at  the  castle,  the  governor 
himself  being  at  the  Court.  The  effect  was  that  the 
Spaniard  desires  Mans.  Sou  rdeac  to  befriend  the  King's 
galleys,  in  number  45,  with  victuals  and  other  provisions, 
if  they  come  to  that  place.  The  merchants  suppose  the 
Spaniard's  request  is  obtained,  as  Madame  Sourdeac 
has  received  money  of  the  Sjxinianls,  and  has  caused 
all  the  old  corn  and  other  provision  to  be  kept,  which 
before  she  would  have  sold  to  the  town  and  country , 
and  made  jnvclamation  that  no  coim  or  victuals  should 
be  sold  by  any  until  she  had  sold  hew.  [3  pages.  1

July  24.  113.  Giles  Van  Harwick  [alias  Wm.  ResQuld]  to  Peter  Artson 

Lisbon.  [alias  Cecil].  I wrote  you  of  the  expectation  here  of  the  Ade- 
Jantado,  and  the  report  of  his  going  for  England  or  Ireland.  On 
the  21st  he  arrived  at  Lisbon,  with  22  galleys,  his  wife,  and  some 
children.  There  came  with  him  from  Andalusia  35  ships,  but  some  are 
not  yet  come  in  ; he  will  go  for  the  Groyne,  but  puts  in  here  to  em- 
bark some  Spanish  and  Portuguese  soldiers,  and  for  provisions.  They 
say  he  brings  5,000  or  6,000  landing  soldiers.  From  hence  he  cannot 
have  above  1,000  Spanish  soldiers.  Here  are  600  horsemen  also, 
and  3,000  Portuguese,  but  bow  will  he  embark  them  ? for  the 
Easterlings  that  were  here  embargoed  are  released  for  money,  and 
most  of  them  gone  ; there  are  not  20  sail  in  the  river  of  all  nations. 

It  is  reported  that  the  fleet  at  the  Groyne  is  ready,  yet  20  days 
since,  two  French  ships  were  sent  to  the  Islands  of  Terceras  and 
St.  Michael's  for  ordnance  for  them,  and  from  hence  ordnance  is  sent, 
besides  what  lie  brings  in  bis  ships,  that  came  out  of  the  Straits  for 
them.  The  number  of  the  ships  at  Ferrol  and  the  Groyne  may  be 
eight  galleys  that  were  of  the  old  store,  three  Levant  ships,  and 
Bix  galleys  that  were  in  Brittany.  I understand  but  of  eight  new 
galleons  built  in  Biscay  which  are  come  thither,  but  some  say  there 
are  20.  The  whole  force  will  be  about  22  galleys  and  35  galleons 
and  ships  out  of  Andalusia,  and  5,000  soldiers,  perhaps  15  carvels, 
and  1,000  Spanish  soldiers,  30  or  35  more  ships  and  six  galleys  from 
, the  Groyne,  and  3,000  or  4,000  men.  They  report  greater  sea 
forces  and  25,000  landing  soldiers,  and  that  he  goes  for  England, 
hoping  with  this  sudden  exploit  to  take  the  shipping.  They 
go  forward  in  their  old  vanity  of  1588,  which  was  making  full 
account  of  victory,  and  never  respecting  to  prevent  that  anything 
should  happen  to  the  contrary.  Falmouth  b spoken  of,  yet  I think 
it  is  no  place  for  conquest,  unless  he  first  put  lib  forces  on  land,  and 
having  then  fortified,  go  for  Ireland,  and  thence  transport  part  of 
Tyrone’s  people  for  their  further  strength  ; but  if  they  depend  to 
transport  the  Irish  into  England,  some  part  in  the  Severn  river  or 
the  Welsh  coast  is  pretended,  because  it  is  tlie  least  fortified,  further 
from  help  on  the  sudden  by  sea,  and  near  to  pass  with  their  galleys 
and  transport  the  Irbh  people. 

It  may  be  that  lie  will  proceed  along  with  bis  galleys  and  carvels, 
and  spoil  the  English  coast,  but  I think  lie  will  first  go  for  Ireland 
to  the  Earl  of  Tyrone,  or  land  at  Limerick.  A special  eye  ought  to 
be  bad  bow  the  Cardinal  deals,  lest  lie  should  invade  at  any  other 
place  ; above  all,  let  the  Queen  look  to  herself,  for  her  death  is  here 
daily  threatened,  and  if  it  can  be  effected,  it  is  determined.  For 
her  ships , if  they  cannot  be*  ready  to  offend,  yet  keep  them  well 
manned  to  defend, especially  on  the  coast  in  doubtful  places.  Spanish 
practices  will  go  forward  until  they  have  either  destroyed  themselves, 
5.  R 
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or  spoiled  England,  Holland,  and  Zealand.  All  these  mischievous 
intents  are  begun  by  English  seminaries  and  Irish  bishops ; ferret 
after  such  fellows  in  England,  for  there  be  many  of  them.  The 
Spaniards  have  great  hope  of  help  of  some  great  men  there,  stirred 
up  by  their  instigation.  The  year  is  far  spent  for  galleys  to  go 
forward.  I thought  the  Adelantado's  coming  hither,  and  the  horse- 
men and  other  soldiers  out  of  Castile,  was  only  to  prevent  if  the 
enemy  should  have  come  hither,  but  now  I am  persuaded,  by  the 
provision  of  bread,  wine,  filling  of  water,  lading  carvels  with  pro- 
visions, &C.,  that  he  will  go  at  least  to  the  Groyne,  and  if  reports  be 
true,  for  England  or  Ireland ; he  is  so  stirred  up  against  England 
that  it  shall  be  a bad  time  of  year  that  he  will  refuse  to  go  over,  as 
by  his  last  voyage  you  had  had  experience,  if  God  had  not  prevented. 
If  this  summer  he  should  be  hindered,  be  assured  of  him  betimes  in 
the  spring ; meanwhile  all  helps  have  been  and  will  be  sent  to 
Tyrone,  both  of  weapons,  powder,  provisions,  and  money,  for  upon 
his  broken  staff  they  hope  to  lay  a great  foundation  to  annoy,  yea, 
to  conquer  England.  July  23. 

P.S. — July  24.  A special  man  of  the  forces  and  fleet  tells  me  that 
the  making  ready  of  the  galleons  at  Seville  was  given  out  to  be 
for  the  Straits,  but  upon  a sudden  news  of  the  Queen  being  dead, 
they  went  to  the  Groyne,  with  5,000  soldiers  and  40  sail ; these 
galleys  being  22  were  of  Spain  ; three  of  the  four  that  are  here  and 
six  out  of  Ferrol  are  to  go  with  them  in  this  voyage  for  England  ; 
they  will  take  no  shipping  for  the  soldiers,  but  only  take  as  many  as 
will  go  in  the  carvels  and  galleys.  There  is  a report  that  the  Queen 
is  dead,  and  that  in  this  time  of  difference  for  the  English  Crown, 
the  King  has  intended  this  array  not  to  take  the  country  for  himself, 
but  to  establish  a Catholic  of  the  next  blood  ; but  the  Crown  is  their 
desire.  The  galleys,  in  all  30  or  31,  go  with  the  carvels  to  transport 
men  out  of  Flanders  from  the  Cardinal,  and  for  the  Irish  also. 
Upon  this  voyage  stands  the  state  of  Spain ; look  well  to  it,  for 
now  either  Spain  or  England  will  be  spoiled.  On  the  20th  inst. 
news  came  that  the  Canaries  had  been  taken  by  the  Holland  and 
Zealand  fleet,  that  they  have  destroyed  the  inhabitants,  and  are 
possessors  of  the  islands.  [3  pages,  partly  in  cipher , deciphered  by 
a key  in  the  cipher  collection  of  Elizabeth,  No.  110.] 

114.  Giles  Van  Harwick  [alias  Wm.  Resould]  to  Peter  Artson  [alias 
Cecil].  Last  night  the  Adelantado  went  from  this  river  towards  Ferrol , 
taking  with  him  three  of  the  four  galleys  tliat  were  here,  and  800 
or  900  Spanish  soldiers,  but  what  Portuguese  I know  not ; there 
were  18  or  20  Easterlings  in  the  Bay  of  St.  Catalina,  and  he  has 
taken  the  masters  and  pilots  for  his  better  direction.  We  thought 
he  kept  them  aboard  his  galleys  because  they  should  not  go  to  sen 
with  their  ships  while  he  was  here.  His  voyage  for  England  is 
dangerous  ; devise  sudden  forces  for  the  encounter ; he  goes  with  a 
pernicious  intent  against  the  Queen  and  England.  Use  all  occasions 
of  defence,  for  the  galleys  go  suddenly  from  place  to  place,  and  if 
the  Adelantado  be  as  ready  at  the  Groyne  as  he  was  quick  here,  he 
is  with  you  shortly. 
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These  men  think  that  the  Queen  is  dead,  and  that  all  the  English 
forces  are  in  Ireland  against  Tyrone,  and  therefore  now  is  their  time. 
If  they  land  in  the  West  of  England,  the  galleys  will  go  along  to  the 
Cardinal  to  transport  his  people  to  another  place.  Be  circumspect ; 
although  they  land  in  one  place,  we  shall  presently  hear  of  them  in 
another  ; if  they  go  for  Ireland,  it  is  supposed  that  Tyrone  and  his 
forces  will  leave  their  own  land,  to  help  to  persecute  in  England. 
1 pray  God  you  may  prevent  alL  If  report  be  true,  they  carry  100 
carvels  from  this  country,  with  those  sent  with  provision  to  Ferrol. 
Those  droblers  and  busses  which  the  States  have,  to  keep  their 
rivers  within  land,  might  be  serviceable  to  annoy  the  galleys  and 
carvels. 

Here  goeth  the  whole  rest  of  Spain  ; spoil  this  and  wear  the 
Spanish  Crown ; their  sweet  speeches  that  they  come  for  no  con- 
quest, but  to  raise  up  the  next  heir  that  is  a Catholic  to  the 
English  Crown,  are  dangerous ; possibly  some  Jesuits’  persuasions 
have  seduced  the  English  Papists  to  believe  it,  but  let  them  not  be 
deceived  ; it  is  the  English  Crown  the  Spaniards  covet,  and  not 
religion,  nor  conscience.  I fear  there  is  some  great  personage 
already  obtained  unto  that  which  the  last  Earl  of  Derby  denied, 
though  I can  accuse  none  ; yet  by  their  speeches,  it  is  a dangerous 
suspicion.

The  manner  of  their 
working  caused  us  much  to  doubt  them,  whereof  I thought  it  my 
duty  to  give  you  the  speediest  notice  that  I could ; pardon  my  hasty 
writing.

July  25.  117.  Lieut.  Edw.  Dodington  to  Col.  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges,  at  Court.  To 

Plymouth  Fort,  the  same  effect  as  the  above.  I drew  four  culverins  and  one  demi- 
culverin  out,  and  mounted  them  in  the  fort ; tho  town  companies 
waited  all  night  with  their  arms  ready,  but  I could  not  get  any  of 
them  into  the  fort  or  island,  and  I discharged  them  as  soon  as  I 
heard  tho  ships  were  friends.  My  cousin  Gorges  and  Mr.  Gennes 
waited  with  me  all  night.  [|  page.] 

July  25.  118.  Sir  Edm.  Uvedale  and  Capt.  Price  to  the  Council.  We  have 

been  to  the  Isle  of  Wight,  and  with  Mr.  Leigh,  viewed  Carisbrook, 
Freshwater,  and  Yarmouth  castles.  The  form  of  the  new  fortifications 
at  Carisbrook  is  good,  but  the  place  is  so  hilly  that  it  would  receive 
great  hurt  by  cannon  brought  before  it ; without  the  cannon  it 
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can  hardly  be  won,  so  there  be  1,000  or  1,500  men  within  it, 
with  a sufficient  leader.  We  cannot  learn  in  whom  the  blame  is 
that  the  fortification  is  not  finished,  for  Spicer,  who  has  paid  by  his 
bills  1,664?.  13s.,  and  Gennebelly  have  long  since  delivered  their 
books  to  Leigh,  and  he  to  Auditor  Gofton,  by  whom  they  must  be 
charged  and  discharged. 

We  have  measured  the  wall,  and  find  3,370  perches  finished, 
18  feet  long,  4 thick,  and  a foot  high,  and  of  the  parapet  wall  1,162 
perches.  The  face  of  the  wall  is  of  square  hard  stone,  hewed  on  one 
side,  near  a foot  thick,  and  the  rest  inwards  is  chalk,  digged  there- 
abouts. In  the  face  of  the  wall,  we  find  many  stones  that  moulder 
away  like  sand,  which  must  be  changed,  or  the  wall  will  in  a few 
years  fall  down.  Gennebelly  finds  fault  with  the  mortar ; the 
workmen  acknowledge  that  in  a load  of  sand,  there  are  seven  bushels 
of  lime  made  of  chalk,  and  some  of  them  affirm  that  seven  bushels 
is  too  little  in  a load,  others  that  it  is  enough  ; ns  our  judgments 
are  slender  in  those  matters,  we  desire  that  it  may  be  considered  by 
men  of  skill. 

As  for  the  earthworks,  it  is  such  a secret  matter  that,  without 
swearing  the  parties  that  wrought  under  Gennebelly,  who  are  dis- 
persed in  many  shires,  or  examining  Gennebelly's  books,  it  cannot  be 
learned  what  he  has  laid  out ; Leigh  affirms  that  he  has  received 
1,956?.  18*.  lid,  over  and  above  the  money  received  by  Spicer  and 
Gennebelly  ; we  guess  it  will  cost  1,000?.  or  1,100/.  to  finish  the  stone 
and  earth  works  ; this  should  be  done,  in  regard  of  the  charge  Her 
Majesty  has  been  at ; and  also  that  it  is  a good  place,  being  in  the 
middle  of  the  country,  for  those  of  the  east  part  of  the  island,  and 
20  miles  from  Freshwater,  where  they  would  have  to  repair  on  any 
Budden  attempt. 

Freshwater  island  wc  guess  to  be  six  or  seven  miles  about, 
and  very  strong  by  nature ; it  has,  from  Freshwater  Gate  to  the 
water  mill,  a fortification  begun,  w hich  1ms  cost  400/.,  but  the  island 
will  be  nothing  the  stronger  for  it,  unless  it  be  finished,  and  the 
mode  somewhat  altered.  That  island  should  be  well  fortified,  for 
it  has  in  it  sufficient  to  feed  the  people  in  it  for  a reasonable  time, 
and  others  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  who  repair  thither  for  succour,  and 
also  yield  some  relief  to  such  ns  come  out  of  England  to  their  aid. 
They  may  come  without  impeachment,  if  there  be  a fort  made  at  a 
place  in  the  island  called  Cary’s  Sconce,  opposite  Hurst  Castle  ; for 
before  that  sconce,  the  channel  that  comes  by  the  Needles,  and  that 
of  Hurst  Castle  so  cross  one  another,  that  a ship  coming  thither 
must  of  necessity  come  to  her  stays,  and  so  be  battered  both  by  the 
castle  and  the  fort ; between  the  castle  and  fort  may  lie  one  of 
Her  Majesty’s  ships,  and  so  keep  the  passage  free.  To  finish  the 
begun  work  will  cost  200/.  or  300/. ; to  make  a sufficient  fort  at 
Cary’s  Sconce,  500/.,  if  the  blockhouse  called  Worsley’s  Tower, 
which  stands  very  near,  and  is  much  sunk,  may  be  pulled  down, 
and  the  stones  employed  about  that  building. 

Yarmouth  is  strongly  situated,  and  necessary  to  be  fortified, 
because  such  ships  as  escape  Hurst  and  Cary’s  Sconce  must  come 
near,  and  there  endure  a new  battery  or  yield  ; it  might  be  fortified 
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for  300/.  Gennebelly  makes  no  other  answer  to  my  Lord  Cham- 
berlain’s objections  against  him  than  what  he  has  already  delivered 
to  you.  [1J  pages.]

Williams,  spoke  a carvel,  which  told  him  that  on  the  11th  instant 
she  was  amongst  25  galleys  and  1 5 Levantiscos,  and  took  a small 
carvel  that  followed  the  fleet,  in  which  was  a gentleman  born  in 
Sicily,  who  reported  that  the  Adelantado  was  general  of  the  fleet 
and  had  brought  with  him  his  wife  and  children,  hoping  to  inhabit 
in  England.

July  27.  124.  Wm.  Stallenge  to  Sea  Cecil.  Although  the  mayor  and 

Plymouth,  myself  have  certified  you  and  the  Lord  Admiral  of  such  advertise- 
ments ns  we  have  received,  I do  the  like  to  you.  Similar  in  effect 
to  the  preceding,  adding  that  the  sight  of  Her  Majesty’s  ships,  with 
a fleet  of  28  Flemings,  passing  before  this  harbour  towards  Rochelle, 
caused  the  mayor  to  put  all  the  townsmen  in  arms,  and  they  so 
remained  all  that  night ; viz.,  three  companies  upon  the  Hoo,  and 
one  in  the  town.  He  also  sent  a small  pinnace  to  discover  wlmt 
the  ships  were. 
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About  the  disposing  of  our  men  there  was  some  question  with  the 
lieutenant  of  the  fort,  he  requiring  that  one  of  the  companies  upon 
the  Hoc  might  be  drawn  into  the  fort ; but  the  mayor  and  his 
brethren,  knowing  that  such  as  went  in, — although  the  enemy  did 
not  attempt  to  land  there,  but  at  some  other  place  far  distant, — 
would  not  be  suffered  to  come  forth  again  to  help  the  rest,  and  con- 
sidering that  the  ships  were  then  out  of  sight,  and  therefore  the 
less  danger,  wished  the  said  three  companies  to  remain  near  the 
fort,  to  bo  disposed  of  if  need  should  require  for  the  defence  of  all 
places,  until  more  succour  might  come.  I doubt  these  great  re- 
quirings  by  the  commanders  of  the  fort  will  cause  the  better  sort  of 
inhabitants  to  abandon  this  town  ; many  of  them  have  already 
sent  away  their  things,  alleging  that  as  they  shall  all  be  com- 
manded to  the  forts  and  island,  at  the  captain’s  pleasure,  and  not 
suffered  to  defend  their  own  houses,  they  will  rather  save  their 
goods  than  leave  them  to  be  spoiled,  either  by  the  foreign  enemy  or 
other  lewd  people  within  the  town.  The  lieutenant  doubts  that  if 
he  should  stand  in  need  of  help,  the  town  would  not  relieve  him, 
and  the  town  is  in  like  doubt  of  him.  Most  of  the  soldiers  are 
strangers,  and  have  little  to  care  for  more  than  their  reputation. 
The  townspeople  have  their  wives,  children,  and  kindred,  and  for  the 
most  part  their  only  maintenance  here,  which  they  know  cannot 
be  longer  preserved,  if  the  fort  and  island  be  taken  from  them,  and 
therefore  it  behoves  them  to  defend  the  one  as  well  aa  the  other.

1 25.  Thos.  Honyman  to  Sec.  Cecil.  The  enclosed  was  received  from 
Denmark  by  Mr.  Oockyn.  The  alarm  from  Plymouth  was  here 
taken  as  it  fell  out,  from  its  being  known  that  there  w'os  such  a large 
fleet  outward  bound  from  Rochelle.  The  news  of  the  60  galleys  may 
also  prove  a false  alarm,  for  at  this  time  of  year,  many  fishing  boats 
made  voyages  40  or  50  leagues  to  sea  fronk  the  coast  of  Biscay  in 
fleets.  If  the  King  of  Spain  would  join  60  galleys  together,  he 
must  be  beholden  to  Sicily,  Naples,  Genoa,  and  Malta  ; and  to  entreat 
them  to  spare  them,  considering  their  own  danger,  would  take  such 
a long  time,  that  advertisement  must  be  had  of  it  I could  never 
learn  the  King  of  Spain  had  30  galleys  of  his  own. 

From  Bayonne,  I understand  that  Mr.  Lok  had  like  to  have 
been  in  trouble,  for  showing  his  discontent  at  a vessel’s  bringing  of 
corn  out  of  England  ; the  people  questioned  what  he.  was,  and  what  he 
had  to  do  there,  and  talked  of  banishing  him  the  town.  He  said  he 
was  an  English  traveller,  that  would  pass  into  Spain  writh  the  French 
ambassador.  He  is  not  acquainted  with  Spain,  yet  I told  him  it 
was  the  most  dangerous  country  in  Christendom,  and  that  a man 
might  be  touched  there  in  causes  when  the  King  might  not  speak 
for  him.  If  he  pass,  1 know  not  how  he  can  escape.  For  Bayonne, 
I told  him  it  was  a town  where  he  would  quickly  be  noted,  so  he 
determined  to  travel  thereabouts,  and  to  come  thither  once  a month 
till  he  passed.  Contrary  to  this,  he  took  a chamber  there,  which 
was  presently  noted  ; for  as  it  is  a garrison  town,  none  can  be  there 
without  giving  good  reason.  I told  him  if  they  once  found  he 
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lay  there  upon  intelligence  only,  the  people  would  malice  him. 
Mona  Chaeteau  Martin  is  in  the  like  case ; they  thought  him  a 
hinderer  to  the  peace,  so  when  he  came  in  trouble,  he  desired  to  be 
sent  to  the  King,  but  the  common  people  were  so  bent  that,  though 
the  justice  would  send  him,  they  would  not  consent,  and  he  was 
executed.  The  danger  I conceive  of  Mr.  Lok,  if  he  pass,  causes  me 
to  trouble  you  so  far.  [1  page.] 

126.  Examination  of  John  Ashley,  merchant  of  Dartmouth,  before 
Ro.  Martin,  mayor.  Came  from  Rosco  the  26th  instant : while  there, 
a French  bark  of  that  place,  arrived  from  Ferrol,  reported  that  there 
were  200  Spanish  ships  and  galleys  at  anchor  there,  bound  for  Eng- 
land, which  would  be  ready  in  15  days,  and  tliat  they  intended  to  land 
2,200  men ; also  that  three  ships  arrived  from  Ireland,  with  powder, 
shot,  and  other  munition  for  the  war.  Directed  to  Edward  Sey- 
mour, Esq.,  for  Her  Majesty’s  service.  [ j page.] 

127.  Geo.  Fane  to  Lord  Cobham.  Certain  Scots  arrived  from 
Portugal,  with  a ship  laden  with  salt,  say  that  the  Hollanders  have 
taken  the  Grand  Canaries,  and  that  the  news  thereof  came  to  Avero 
in  Portugal  24  days  past,  by  certain  ships  of  the  said  islands,  which, 
to  escape  from  the  Hollanders,  came  away  without  lading  or  ballast, 
and  in  great  danger ; also  that  there  are  90  Spanish  ships  at  the 
Groyne  preparing  for  sea  with  great  speed.  Sir  Thos.  Fane,  your 
lieutenant,  who  is  not  yet  returned  from  Lady  Abergavenny’s, 
required  me  in  his  absence  to  advertise  you  a a occasion  might  require. 

I have  also  received  your  letter  to  Sir  Tlios.  Fane,  and  a packet  for 
Sir  Thos.  Wilford  and  Sir  Thos.  Fane  ; neither  are  at  home,  but  as 
Sir  Thos.  Fane  will  be  here  to-night,  I keep  the  letter,  rather  than 
send  it  and  run  the  risk  of  missing  him.  [1  page.] 

128.  William  Earl  of  Bath  to  the  Council.  I understand  that  you 
have  been  already  advertised  of  the  purpose  of  the  King  of  Spain  to 
place  a fleet  of  his  at  Brest,  there  to  remain  and  be  employed  at 
his  pleasure ; also  of  the  terror  of  those  of  Plymouth  and  the  rest 
of  the  south  coast,  by  reason  of  a fleet  discovered  near  the  shore 
there,  and  supposed  to  bo  the  enemy,  though  they  were  but 
Flemish  merchants,  as  I always  took  them  to  be,  and  therefore  did 
not  trouble  you.  Yet  hearing  from  Dartmouth  that  the  forces  of 
the  enemy  aro  far  greater,  both  in  men  and  shipping,  and  nearer 
to  us  than  before,  I give  you  notice  thereof,  by  sending  the  examina- 
tion enclosed.  Meantime  to  prevent  the  worst,  I have  given 
notice  thereof  to  all  my  deputies,  and  the  rest  of  the  commanders 
of  this  country,  and  required  them  to  be  ready  with  their  com- 
panies to  march  if  required.  I daily  expect  your  directions  therein. 
Let  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges  be  commanded  to  bis  charge  at  Plymouth  fort, 
and  some  other  men  of  skill  with  him,  to  lead  the  forces  of  the 
country,  for  the  want  of  men  of  conduct  and  discipline  will  be  a 
great  impediment  in  time  of  danger.  Myself  and  the  gentlemen 
of  the  shire  will  be  ready  to  adventure  our  lives  in  behalf  of  Her 
Majesty  and  our  country.  [1  page.] 
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1 2D.  John  Blythenmn,  mayor  of  Plymouth,  to  the  Council.  A 
carvel  lifts  just  arrived,  the  master  whereof,  John  Stone,  of  this  place, 
reports  that  being  at  sea,  between  Capitcher  and  Synes,  he  saw  2 .5 
galleys  ami  three  ships,  with  five  carvels,  bending  their  course  to 
wards  the  north,  and  within  two  hours  after,  saw  another,  carvel 
which  he  took,  and  demanded  of  the  Spaniards  in  her  whether  they 
had  seen  any  galleys;  they  first  denied,  but  afterwards  confessed 
that  it  was  the  Adelantado,  with  his  wife  and  children,  and  1,500 
men  bound  for  Lisbon  ; also  that  the  day  before,  1 0 galleons  passed 
them,  and  that  there  were  50  ships,  besides  that  fleet,  in  Lisbon. 

Not  finding  anything  in  the  carvel,  Stone  let  her  go,  and  the  next 
day  took  another,  wherein  was  Pietro  Taamio  of  Palermo  in  Sicily 
(who  is  here  under  command),  who  confirmed  what  the  former  carvel 
had  stated.  On  the  12th  instant,  Stone  took  a fisherman  of  Lisbon, 
but  he  had  not  seen  the  fleet,  and  denied  that  it  touched  at  Lisbon, 
he  confessed  that  30  sail  passed  there  on  the  10th  ; that  the  men- 
of-war  were  all  gone  to  the  Groyne,  and  that  our  Englishmen  had 
been  set  at  liberty,  and  were  used  as  pilots  in  the  Spanish  ships.

July  30.  131.  Lieut.  Edw.  Dodington  to  Sec.  Cecil.  My  colonel  came  here 

Plymouth  Fort.  last  Sunday,  but  is  too  ill  to  report  what  he  has  done.  I presume 
his  proceedings  gave  great  contentment  both  to  the  town  and 
country,  who  before  were  much  amazed  and  distracted,  sending 
away  all  their  goods,  and  for  aught  I perceived,  to  follow  after. 
He  wrote  to  my  Lord  of  Bath  to  come  hither,  and  to  command  the 
rest  of  tho  lieutenants  and  other  gentlemen  near  to  meet  him,  that 
he  might  have  their  advice,  help,  and  authority  in  these  matters. 
He  has  taken  order  for  securing  of  the  harbours  of  Catwater  and 
Hamoaze,  which  is  held  very  good  both  for  the  keeping  out  the  enemy 
and  securing  the  country.  At  the  entering  of  Hamoaze  harbour,  he 
means  to  make  a bridge,  for  the  passage  of  men  between  Cornwall 
and  these  ports.  Before  the  bridge,  to  seaward,  lie  means  to  place 
a raft  of  great  masts,  moored  with  strong  cables  and  anchors,  so 
that  if  they  offer  to  force  the  passage  with  their  galleys,  they  shall 
meet  this  impediment,  and  endure  the  fury  of  nil  the  ordnance  in  the 
island,  and  of  certain  ordnance  which  shall  be  placed  in  a fortifica- 
tion which  he  means  to  raise  on  the  Cornwall  side,  right  with  the 
bridge  fort.  This  he  does  for  the  better  defending  of  the  passage, 
and  that  when  the  men  of  these  parts  of  Cornwall  are  in  contest 
with  the  enemy,  they  may  have  a place  of  rendezvous,  where  they 
can  defend  themselves  till  relieved.  The  like  he  means  to  make  at 
the  coming  into  Catwater.  On  Hoo  start  he  will  place  ordnance, 
and  make  a fortification  ; ns  it  commands  almost  all  tho  fort  and 
town,  if  the  enemy  should  take  it,  in  three  days  they  could  beat  the 
fort  and  town  flat  to  the  ground. 
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Upon  tho  news  which  the  captain  of  the  Queen’d  ship  brought 
from  Brest,  he  commanded  400  men  to  come  forward  with  1 4 days’ 
victuals,  which  he  imposed  on  the  country  becauso  of  the  present 
necessity,  and  that  it  is  no  more  than  each  man  will  spend  at 
home.  He  also  wishes,  if  it  please  my  Lord  Lieutenant,  to  draw 
3,000  men  nearer  this  place,  to  be  always  ready  to  entertain  them 
at  their  landing ; and  that  the  rest  of  the  country  may  be  also 
ready  to  march  after  upon  occasion.  He  resolves  that  these  works 
shall  be  finished  in  seven  days,  without  charge  to  Her  Majesty,  and 
then  this  place  and  the  country  will  be  secure,  and  tho  enemy,  if  he 
shall  attempt  to  force  it,  be  likely  to  receive  a great  blow.  [2  pages.] 

132.  Capt.  Geo.  Fenner  to  Lord  Adm.  Nottingham.  I had  private 
speech  with  Mons.  Sourdeac  touching  the  King  of  France,  which  he 
willed  me  to  keep  secret.  He  told  me  that  if  Her  Majesty  could 
pass  over  this  brunt,  she  should  not  hereafter  need  to  care  for  the 
Spaniard.  I asked  why  Her  Majesty  would  not  need  to  make  as  much 
protection  for  them  next  year  as  she  does  this  ; he  said  the  King  of 
France  has  already  sent  his  ambassador  to  the  King  of  Spain,  with 
certain  demands  touching  his  kingdom  of  Navarre,  wherein,  if 
the  King  does  not  satisfy  him,  he  has  100,000  men  ready,  and 
pay  for  18  months.  He  said  also  that  His  Majesty  is  fully  deter- 
mined to  marry,  hoping  for  issue  ; that  he  had  the  choice  of  three 
princesses,  the  King  of  Sweden’s  daughter,  the  Duke  of  Bavaria’s 
daughter,  and  the  Duke  of  Florence's  daughter,  but  thought  he 
would  have' the  latter. 

I mean  to  put  to  sea  presently,  and  to  keep  off  and  on  between  . 
Scilly  and  Uslinnt,  in  such  sort  that  not  a sail  can  come  into  the 
Sleeve  but  1 will  descry  him.  We  have  now  but  12  days’  victuals 
in  tho  ships,  and  there  is  no  order  for  more.  I do  not  purpose 
coming  in  as  long  as  my  victuals  last,  but  will  send  in  the  pinnaco 
once  in  three  or  four  days,  to  attend  your  directions.  A Frenchman 
from  Rochelle  told  me  of  a report  that  the  Flemish  fleet  have  taken 
the  Grand  Canaries,  and  two  or  three  of  the  other  islands.  [1  page.] 

133.  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges  to  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  Lord  Warden  of  the 
Stannaries  at  Sherborne.  Capt.  Fenner  has  returned  from  Brest, 
and  brought,  under  the  governor's  hand,  tho  particulars  of  the 
Spanish  preparation,  which  is  that  they  are  ready  to  sail,  as  to-day, 
being  10  August,  with  60  galleys,  00  great  ships,  and  60  small,  with 
3,000  soldiers,  and  furnished  with  all  manner  of  necessaries.  It  is 
true  that  they  sent  to  Brest  to  entreat,  if  they  were  distressed,  the 
favour  of  that  harbour,  and  necessaries  for  their  money  ; but  Madame 
Bourdeac,  in  the  absence  of  her  husband,  said  that  nlthough  there 
was  a league  between  them  and  Spain,  as  there  was  between 
England  and  France,  yet  there  was  more  reason  why  they  should 
aid  the  Queen  of  England,  for  they  had  received  many  benefits 
from  her  in  the  greatest  extremity.  They  are  specially  purposed  to 
attempt  this  place,  and  how  it  is  furnished  for  defenco  you  partly 
understand.  Defects  we  must  supply  as  well  as  wo  may,  with  the 
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old  saying  of  England,  “ God  and  St.  George,  let  them  come,  an'  they 
dare.”  [1  jxtge .] 


July  30.  134.  Answer  of  Edw.  Heron,  serjeant-at-law,  to  the  complaint  of 

John  Marshall.  First  he  charges  me  that  being  of  his  counsel  in  a 

cause  between  him  and Humfrey,  1 discovered  by  his 

evidence  that  certain  closes  which  he  had  Liken  of Burton 

in  mortgage  were  parcel  of  the  manor  of  Langtoft,  which  manor 
I afterwards  bought  of  Mr.  Blagden. 

The  truth  is  that  before  I purchased  the  manor,  I never  saw  any 
of  his  writings,  but  a inortgjige  deed  from  Burton  to  him,  wherein 
there  is  no  such  matter  ; neither  had  I any  knowledge  from  him, 
but  from  Edm.  Hall,  deceased,  the  tenants  of  the  manor,  and  the 
court  rolls,  20  years  before  he  had  anything  to  do  in  the  grounds  ; 
for  I was  steward  of  the  court  there  20  years  before  I bought  the 
manor  and  I never  desired  to  purchase  it,  although  it  was  offered  to 
many,  but  Mr.  Blagden  sent  for  me  to  buy  it,  and  I consented. 
He  charges  me  with  20/.  fees,  received  in  two  years,  but  my  book 
of  fees  will  prove  that  I had  but  20  marks  of  him  for  nine  or  ten 
terms ; yet  being  his  counsel  at  the  assizes  in  divers  suits,  arguing 
for  him,  drawing  his  bill,  replication,  and  interrogatories,  besides 
my  counsel  in  the  country,  he  and  his  friends  many  times  said  that 
I had  too  little. 

When  I had  purchased  the  manor,  knowing  his  title  could  not  be 
long  defended  against  his  adversary,  I told  him  I would  try  my 
title,  and  if  I recovered,  he  should  have  some  good  by  my  title,  but 
then  he  desired  nothing  but  some  stewardship  for  keeping  of  courts, 
and  some  clients.  Account  of  the  nature  of  his  title. 

After  my  offer  to  help  him,  he  and  one  Smith,  his  father- 
in-law,  and  another  Smith,  barrister  of  Gray's  Inn,  being  of  his 
counsel,  came  to  my  house,  and  offered  that  Mr.  Marshall  should 
give  me  possession  and  title  in  the  grounds,  and  become  my 
tenant,  upon  a rental ; be  said  be  had  divers  deeds  and  leases 
which  he  would  deliver  to  me,  if  I would  stand  good  to  him,  which  I 
agreed  to,  and  promised  to  make  a lease  for  24/.  a year.  Thereupon 
they  urged  me  to  an  assumption  for  some  certainty  of  money,  to  be 
paid  in  five  years,  towards  his  debt  due  to  him  by  Burton ; 
whereupon  I began  to  doubt  that  he  came  pur]>osely  to  get  some 
promise  from  me  ; so  I said,  M Gentlemen,  you  are  come  to  me  here 
in  my  house,  being  alone,  and  you  are  all  of  one  side,  and  1 have 
none  to  testify  for  me ; l will  enter  into  no  8)>eech  till  we  may 
set  down  things  in  writing,  and  have  witnesses  for  my  part  also, 
for  I will  do  nothing  withqut  writing " Thereupon  they  all  pro- 
tested that  no  advantage  should  be  taken,  so  I told  them  I thought 
Marshall  was  satisfied  of  all  or  most  of  his  debt ; yet  I offered  if  he 
would  assure  me  his  estate,  and  become  my  tenant,  and  deliver 
me  his  evidences,  to  make  him  a lease  for  24/.  rent  for  10  years  ; and 
if  I recovered  the  land  against  Burton,  I would  give  him  100/.  in 
five  years  by  20/.  a year,  to  which  they  consented  ; yet  this  was 
to  be  no  full  conclusion,  unless  put  into  writing  within  a fortnight ; 
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this  was  in  August  1594.  Notwithstanding  Marshall  caused  his  two 
friends  to  set  this  down  in  writing,  as  an  absolute  promise  on  my 
part,  and  made  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  me  to  be  200/.,  upon  recovery 
of  the  land,  and  the  rent  to  be  reserved  by  the  lease  to  be  20/. 
a year,  without  proviso  for  me  to  have  possession,  or  his  estute 
delivered. 

The  adverse  parties  l»eing  a widow  and  infants,  it  was  agreed 
to  stay  during  tho  nonage  of  the  heir,  meantime  a rent  to  be 
paid  to  the  widow,  almost  to  the  value  of  the  land.  A fortnight 
after,  Marshall  brought  me  his  deeds  to  peruse,  being  ten  weeks 
after  my  purchase,  and  then  I did  not  find  anything  in  them 
proving  the  grounds  parcel  of  my  manor,  but  rather  the  contrary  ; 
but  he  would  not  stand  to  his  bargain,  but  would  stand  to  his  own 
title,  and  desired  the  return  of  his  evidence,  which  I delivered  ; yet 
lie  occupied  the  land  without  paying  any  rent  for  a year  after. 

Haifa  year  after  this,  Burton,  his  adversary,  being  likely  to  have 
the  injunctions  in  Chancery  dissolved  against  Marshall,  and  to 
recover  the  land,  Marshall  not  having  any  title,  they  proposed  an 
arbitrament.  The  arbitrators  offered  Marshall  90/.,  and  I advised  him 
to  take  it ; so  they  concluded  that  be  should  have  the  90/.,  and  the 
profits  of  the  ground  until  Michaelmas,  which,  with  the  wood  that 
he  felled,  wTas  worth  30/.  more  ; this  he  accepted  for  his  whole 
title,  delivered  his  deeds  and  made  assurances,  &c.  By  this,  with 
what  he  had  received  before  by  his  extent,  and  six  or  seven 
years'  profit  of  the  land,  he  had  his  mortgage  repaid,  and  above 
1 00/.  more ; and  yet  he  would  charge  me  with  ray  promise,  though 
I have  not  recovered,  nor  am  likely  to  recover  the  land,  and  never 
received  one  penny  profit  from  him,  and  he  never  made  any  such 
motion  for  throe  years  after.  I desire  that  these  matters  may  be 
heard  before  the  Council,  the  Lord  Keeper,  or  be  tried  at  common 
law.

135.  Sir  John  Wogan,  Geo.  Owen,  and  Alban  Stepneth,  justices 
of  the  peace  for  co.  Pembroke,  to  the  Council.  Hearing  that  certain 
persons  coming  lately  out  of  Spain  had  uttered  speeches  concerning 
the  state  of  this  realm,  we  have  examined  them,  and  send  you  the 
examinations.  [£  page.]  Encloses, 

135.  i.  Examination  of  Daniel  Gibbon  and  Edw.  Read,  of 
Tenby,  co.  Pembroke,  before  Sir  John  Wogan,  George 
Owen,  and  Alban  ■ Stepneth,  justices  of  peace.  Read 
was  master  mate  of  the  Jesus  of  Tenby,  and  Gibbon  one 
of  the  owners ; last  March  they  sailed  from  Tenby , ar- 
rived at  St.  Jean  de  Luz  in  April,  and  stayed  till  May. 
In  coming  home,  when  on  the  coast  of  Brittany,  they  were 
taken  by  a Spa/nish  flyboat,  the  San  Pedro  of  the  Groyne, 
with  two  other  Spanish  ships  that  had  been  pirating 
upon  the  English  coast , who , after  rifling  their  com- 
modities and  money,  set  their  ship  on  fire,  and  carried 
them  ami  the  rest  of  the  company  to  the  Groyne , where, 
being  sore  wounded,  they  remained  in  the  hospital  Jive 
weeks. 
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Father  Nicholas,  an  English  priest,  a Suffolk  man, 
came  to  them  at  the  hospital,  and  dealt  very  earnestly  to 
convert  them  to  the  Romish  religion ; he  enquired  what 
preparation  was  made  in  England  of  a fleet  for  Spain, 
anil  upon  telling  him  they  did  not  know,  he  replied  that 
that  was  but  an  excuse,  as  it  was  known  there  wits  a fleet 
preparing,  both  of  English  and  Flemish,  for  Spain. 
Three  weeks  after,  when  they  had  partly  recovered, 
they  enquired  for  Father  Nicholas’  chamber,  that  they 
might  Main  a pass  for  England;  upon  coming  near 
his  door,  they  heard  certain  persons  talking  in  English, 
and  heard  one  say  “ These  ships  are  able  to  carry  10,000 
men,"  and  another  said,  “ 1 think  so.”  There  mre  14 
galleons  at  the  Groyne,  two  or  three  of  which  were  700 
or  800  tons  burden,  and  the  rest  1 ,200  or  1 ,300,  most 
part  whereof  were  ready  rigged,  and  the  rest  preparing. 
Heard  that  the  Adelantado  had  appointed  to  be  there  by 
20  June  last,  to  set  forward  for  England,  and  that  the 
Duke  of  Florence,  the  King  of  Spain's  father-in-law, 
would  send  00  galleons  anil  GO  galleys  to  the  Groyne  to 
join  them.  Certain  English  boys  at  the  Groyne  of  good 
discretion  often  came  to  them,  and  wished  them  to  hasten 
their  departure,  as  the  Adelantado  was  a cruel  man,  and 
at  his  coming,  would  force  them  to  serve  against  their 
will. 

Met  at  Father  .Nicholas'  chamber,  Thomas  Griffith  of 
Bridgewater,  who  was  married  at  Plymouth,  and  having 
remained  at  the  Groyne  10  or  12  years,  is  now  pilot 
in  one  of  the  King's  ship,  the  Misericordia.  He,  with 
two  other  Englishmen,  besides  Father  Nicholas,  diligently 
enquired  whether  the  blockhouses  at  Milford  were  re- 
edified  and  the  haven  foiified  ; who  was  cap! a i n there, 
and  how  far  it  was  from  thence  to  Haverfordwest  and 
Tenby,  and  from  thence  to  Carmarthen , and  whether 
the  town  of  Tenby  sms  fortified,  saying  that  he  kneio  it 
was  svalled ; he  also  enquired  the  depth  and  goodness 
of  the  roads  of  Tenby  and  Caldey,  of  the  bay  near,  dee., 
the  said  Englishmen  seemed  so  perfectly  acqsuiinted  vyith 
the  state  of  the  country,  that  if  not  told  the  tnith,  they 
knesv  it.  One  of  the  company  asked  whether  the  sessions 
were  still  kept  in  Carmarthen  twice  a year,  and  upon 
being  answered  that  they  svere,  replied,  “/  think  we  must 
come  thither  shortly,  to  deliver  Hie  gaol  there."  Griffith 
Moore,  a boy  of  15,  born  in  Tenby,  one  of  the  examinate’s 
company,  seas  stayed  by  the  surgeon  of  the  flyboat  tluit 
look  them,  svho  put  it  to  his  choice  to  stay  at  the  Groyne, 
where  he  should  have  maintenance,  or  go  with  him  for 
England  in  the.  fleet.  There  were  many  soldiers  in  the 
ships  at  the  Groyne,  who  daily  came  on  land  to  be 
trained,  and  were  shipped  again  every  night  [3 
pages.] 
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136.  Sir  John  Wogan  to  the  Council.  I lmvo  received  the  en- 
closed letter  and  examination  from  the  mayor  of  Tenby ; I expect  your 
commands  to  have  this  country,  with  other  shires  adjoining,  put  in 
readiness,  as  the  men  are  very  careless.  If  it  should  be  thought  fit 
that  the  traiued  bunds  of  Pembroke,  with  some  of  this  shire,  should 
be  drawn  to  lie  in  camp,  either  at  Milford  or  Tenby,  I will  maintain 
on  my  own  charge  as  many  as  I am  able,  and  let  every  man  do  the 
like,  according  to  his  ability,  there  being  many  in  this  shire  far 
better  able  than  myself.  [$  page.']

136.  I.  i.  Examination  of  Wm,  lCcthin  before  John  Grove,  mayor 

of  Tenby.  As  he,  together  with  others,  was  corning  home 
from  St.  Jean  cle  Lwz,  in  a bark  of  Tenby,  they  were  taken 
on  the  coast  of  France  by  a Spanish  ship,  brought  to  the 
Groyne,  where  he  remained  some  time,  and  at  last  came 
away  in  a French  ship.  At  the  Groyne  were  50  great 
ships  of  Spain  fitting  for  the  wars,  which  Capt.  Scot,  an 
English  prisoner  there.,  declared  were  going  for  Eng- 
land, and  only  stayed  for  50  gallies  which  they  looked 
for  every  day,  when  the  gallies  should  go  for  Bristol,  and 
the  great  shipping  for  Milford,  Capt,  Scot  and  one  Capt. 
Burley,  who  serves  there,  said  that  two  ships  had  already 
gone  to  the  Earl  of  Tyrone  in  Ireland,  with  10,000  mus- 
kets, 5,000  weight  of  ponder,  and  5,000  pikes.  Was 
landed  at  1’ulgum,  came  by  land  to  Croswik,  got  aboard 
an  English  ship,  and  came  as  far  as  King's  Hoad  by 
Bristol,  thence  in  a small  pinnace  to  Tenby,  and  arrived 
on  the  30 th  instant.  When  he  came  from,  the  Groyne,  a 
flyboat  and  another  accompanied  them,  with  1 0 Spanish 
captains  on  board,  bound  for  Brest.

137.  Sir  John  Wogan  to  Sec.  Cecil.  The  examinations  of  some  men 
of  this  country  lately  taken  by  a ship  of  the  King  of  Spain,  and 
kept  prisoners  for  a time,  make  me  doubt  the  coming  of  the  enemy 
for  Milford.  We  are  very  careless,  and  more  backward;  most 
peoplo  imagine  there  will  never  be  any  such  matter,  and  those  most 
forward  in  Her  Majesty's  service  and  for  the  defence  of  the  country 
are  worse  liked  of,  and  some  say  they  do  it  to  impoverish  the 
country.  Wherefore,  if  you  think  meet,  you  must  straitly  command 
us  to  be  forward  and  ready  to  discharge  our  duties  as  becomes 
good  subjects.  1 protest  that  1 would  sooner  spend  my  living  and 
life  also,  than  the  enemy  Bhould  possess  any  part  of  Her  Majesty’s 
dominions,  and  than  I should  be  forced  to  fly  otherwise  than  with 
reason  in  service  a man  ought.  [1  page.} 
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138.  Henry  Lord  Cobbam  to  Sec.  Cecil.  Since  ray  coming  to 
London,  I have  been  advertised  of  their  expectation  and  prepara- 
tion at  Dunkirk  of  the  coming  of  the  galley s,  and  so  I am  confident 
the  design  is  for  England  I know  not  how  it  may  be  taken,  and 
therefore  pray  your  advice,  and  that  you  will  move  Her  Majesty  in 
it.  My  father  did  the  like  in  ’88.  Though  he  was  at  Bourbon,  he 
wrote  to  ask  the  governor  of  Calais  whether,  if  the  Spanish  fleet 
came,  he  would  receive  them  into  his  harbour  and  give  them 
succour ; whereupon  the  governor  wrote  to  the  King,  and  received 
his  command  not  to  suffer  them  to  come  in,  aDd  if  they  desired  to 
water,  they  should  be  permitted  but  one  boat  after  another,  which 
he  precisely  kept. 

Whether  l might  not  write  some  like  letters  I leave  to  Her 
Majesty's  pleasure  ; thereby  1 might  learn  what  he  thinks  of  this 
fleet,  and  likewise  discover  his  affection,  which  in  respect  of  my 
place,  I hold  fit  for  me  to  know.

July  31.  139.  Henry  Lord  Coblmm  to  Sec.  Cecil.  One  of  the  advertise- 

ments from  Dunkirk  I received  from  a friend  in  London,  and  the 
other  from  a person  who  came  from  Calais,  and  willed  my  lieu- 
tenant to  send  it  to  me  with  speed ; lie  sent  me  word  that  all 
whatsoever  are  forbidden  for  a time  to  come  to  Dunkirk ; yet  the 
governor  of  Calais  sends  here  once  in  two  days.  The  number  of 
cabins  built  without  the  town  is  but  25. 

I still  think  that  design  is  for  England,  yet  since  my  coining  home, 
I have  had  conference  with  La  Fontaine,  who  assures  me  the  French 
King  will  not  suffer  the  Spaniards  to  enter  any  port  of  his ; thus 
they  have  no  port  to  enter  between  Spain  and  the  Low  Countries, 
which  all  the  world  knows  was  one  of  the  causes  that  lost  the 
fleet  in  ’88.  If  they  have  fair  weather  to  bring  them  hither,  yet  in 
all  the  Low  Countries  there  is  no  haven  for  the  reception  of  ships 
of  that  burden,  so  that  it  is  probable  they  intend  present  action, 
having  no  place  to  harbour  in  foul  weather.  I will  send  to 
Dunkirk  if  possible,  and  La  Fontaine  has  offered  to  write  both  to 
the  governor  of  Calais  and  Dieppe,  if  you  allow  it.  I am  so  feeble 
that  I can  write  no  more  ; I hope  you  received  what  I wrote  this 
morning.  [I  ]xtge.] 

July  31.  140.  Capt.  Ma.  Bredgate  to  Lord  Coblmm.  The  King  of  Spain 

Plymouth,  has  a roind  to  be  hero  in  a few  days,  with  70  galleys  and  100  ships, 
in  which  come  30,000  soldiers.  Capt.  Fenner  and  myself  are  now 
newly  come  from  Brest,  with  the  governor’s  answer  to  Her  Majesty, 
of  which  you  will  be  acquainted  by  Mr.  Secretary.  While  we  were 
at  Brest,  a Frenchman  arrived  from  the  Groyne  said  the  Spanish 
fleet  would  be  there  in  three  or  four  days,  and  that  it  was  openly 
rumoured  at  the  Groyne  that  the  King  himself  will  come  in  the 
fleet.  Of  late  he  has  cut  off  two  of  his  noblemen’s  heads,  because 
they  counselled  him  not  to  attempt  this  enterprise,  and  he  says  he 
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will  make  his  finger  heavier  to  England  than  his  father’s  whole  body 
was.  I trust,  however,  the  same  success  his  father  had  in  ’88,  he 
will  now  have  in  '99.  The  Flemish  fleet  has  taken  five  of  the 
Canary  Islands.  [1  page.] 

141.  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges  to  the  Privy  Council.  I have  received  your 
commission  to  the  mayor,  myself,  and  Mr.  Harris,  to  muster  and 
pay  my  men  by  the  poll  ; and  Mr.  Bagg,  the  merchant,  acquainted 
me  with  another  to  himself,  for  their  paymen  t.  The  reason  forthe 
taking  of  this  course  with  me,  and  with  no  other  captain  of  my 
place,  (although  none  more  honest,)  was  your  knowledge  of  my 
former  misdemeanor,  whereof  Her  Majesty  is  made  acquainted. 
It  is  true  I confessed  (when  my  heart  could  not  suffer  me  to  deny

ignorant  or  malicious  person.  But  the  imminent  dauger  of  my 
country  shall  enforce  me  to  forget  this  passion  of  grief,  which  is  not 
that  there  is  such  a course  taken,  but  that  my  dishonesty  is  pub- 
lished to  be  the  cause  of  it ; I had  taken  order,  before  the  arrival 
of  your  letter,  that  they  should  have  been  mustered  and  by  certain 
of  the  country  ; but  now,  seeing  you  have  otherwise  ordered  it, 
I submit. 

Consider  how  the  men  have  been  armed  and  maintained  to 
this  present,  for  which  I have  never  yet  passed  jiny  account,  or 
sought  any  satisfaction,  for  all  which  I doubt  not  but  you  will  give 
order  ; for  if  this  news  of  Capt.  Fenner’s  be  true,  you  shall  know 
that  there  shall  not  be  found  an  honester  man  of  ray  nation  than 
myself.

142.  Edw.  Morgan  to  Sec.  Cecil.  Last  Friday,  being  in  the  middle 
path  [in  Lincoln’s  Inn  Fields],  just  over  against  the  place  where 
Babington  with  the  rest  of  the  conspirators  suffered,  1 passed  by 
two  gentlemen  of  Hampshire,  Oliver  Paulet  and  Trinoe,  and  heard 
ono  of  them  say  in  a controversy,  that  it  was  no  religion  to  lay 
violent  hands  upon  the  Lord's  anointed  ; being  much  troubled 
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about  their  speeches,  I followed  them  into  St.  Giles’s,  when  they 
espied  me,  and  suspecting  I had  been  dodging  them,  separated. 
The  one  who  came  towards  me  I required  to  go  before  some 
officer,  to  answer  such  matters  ns  I would  charge  him  in  behalf 
of  Her  Majesty,  and  began  to  lay  hold  of  him,  when  he  fled  into  the 
Inn.  There  were  divers  persons  in  the  entry,  whom  I charged  in 
Her  Majesty’s  name  to  lay  hold  on  him,  and  as  I followed  him 
towards  Lincoln’s  Inn,  I often  required  him,  if  lie  were  a true  subject, 
to  stay  and  go  with  me  to  some  magistrate,  which  lie  refused,  and 
said  he  would  first  go  to  my  Lord  Keeper’s.  I required  him  to  go 
back  that  I might  find  and  take  his  fellow ; he  replied  in  a furious 
manner  that  he  did  not  know  the  man. 

I do  not  desire  to  accuse  or  drive  into  danger  of  the  law  any  but 
such  as  would  barbarously  spill  the  blood  of  the  Lord’s  anointed, 
our  most  gracious  sovereign.  If  Sir  Francis  Walsingham  were  now 
living,  he  could  testify  my  loyalty  by  what  I did  for  the  church, 
Her  Majesty,  and  the  kingdom,  in  Paris,  Rochelle,  and  Rouen,  when 
Sir  Hen.  Cobham  was  sent  as  ambassador,  and  when  I was  but  in 
my  blowing  years.

146.  Proposal  [addressed  to  Sec.  Cecil]  that  he  should  make  suit 
for  a farm  of  the  fines  of  green-wax,  much  loss  being  now  incurred 
therein,  owing  to  their  passing  through  so  many  hands  ; therefore  Mr. 
Brouncker’s  lease  should  be  stayed,  or  not  renewed  when  it  expires. 
Suggests  that  he  should  seud  for  Mr.  Osborne  and  Noel  Sotherton 
secretly,  nnd  ask  their  counsel  nnd  help,  that  what  is  justly  gathered 
from  tho  people  may  be  duly  paid  to  Her  Majesty,  promising  them 
reasonable  recompense  out  of  his  moiety ; they  will  thus  give  a 
probable  estimate  of  the  matter,  and  their  good  will  may  be  secured.

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1.  John  Chamberlain  to  Dud.  Carleton,  attending  on  the  Lord 
Governor  of  Ostend.  Private  affairs.  I enclose  the  results  of  the 
Cambridge  commencement,  as  verses  and  scholarly  exercises  may  be 
welcome  in  the  midst  of  war.  All  here  is  in  a hurley  as  though  the 
enemy  were  at  the  doors.  The  Queen's  ships  are  making  ready,  and 
London  is  to  furnish  16  of  her  best  ships  to  defend  the  river,  and 
10,000  men,  G,000  to  be  trained  immediately,  and  everyone  else  to 
have  his  arms  ready.  Letters  are  going  to  the  bishops  and  clergy, 
nobles,  and  gentlemen,  to  prepare  horses  and  furniture,  as  if  the 
enemy  were  expected  in  15  days.  I hear  of  a camp  to  be  raised  at 
Tilbury,  the  Lord  Admiral  to  be  general,  and  Lord  Thos.  Howard 
to  have  charge  of  the  navy.  I think  all  is  in  earnest,  as  Sir  Francis 
Vere  is  certainly  sent  for  from  the  Low  Countries  with  2,000  of  his 
best  soldiers.  All  this  is  caused  by  a report  that  the  Adelantado 
has  an  armada  ready  at  the  Groyne,  of  30  galleys,  and  70  ships,  or 
more.  I think  that  the  siege  of  Ostend  is  a ruse  to  draw  their  men 
to  the  seaside,  whence  this  navy  will  convey  them  hither.  I hear 
that  the  Dutch  fleet  has  taken  the  Grand  Canary  and  Teneriffe,  using 
great  cruelty,  to  avenge  300  of  their  mariners  hanged  in  Spain. 
They  are  expected  to  jmss  to  Brazil,  in  hope  of  much  sugar  and 
small  resistance,  and  to  possess  themselves  of  the  country,  to  enter- 
tain traffic,  and  maintain  their  navy. 

There  is  little  news  from  Ireland  ; many  wonder  at  Essex’s  idling  ; 
he  is  yet  at  Dublin,  and  has  a fortnight’s  journey  more  about  there, 
before  going  north.  Sir  Conyers  Clifford  is  intended  to  go  to  Lough 
Foyle  with  3,000  men,  and  Sir  Thos.  Norris  with  as  many  to  Bally- 
Shannon,  and  so  to  surround  Tyrone,  who  has  quitted  the  Black- 
water.  Essex  has  made  10  new  knights,  probably  in  reward  of 
future  service.  I enclose  a list  of  their  names.  His  decimating  of 
Sir  Harry  Harrington's  comjmnies  is  disliked,  though  they  deserved 
it,  being  more  than  double  the  enemy’s  number,  having  the  advan- 
tage of  them  in  the  plain,  and  the  rebels  being  without  horse.  Sir 
Henry  is  referred  over  to  he  censured  here.  Trouble  is  suspected  in 
Scotland,  the  rather  that  the  Danish  King  picks  quarrels  ; he  lately 
took  five  English  ships  fishing  on  the  coast  of  Norway,  and  he  and 
his  brother  with  their  own  hands  beat  and  misused  the  men  very 
uu  princely,  and  spoke  contumeliously  of  the  nation. 

The  Queen  left  Greenwich  27  July,  dined  at  M.  Caron’s,  spent 
three  days  at  Lord  Burgh  ley’s  at  Wimbledon,  and  is  now  at  Nonsuch.

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laboured  to  the  utmost  to  deserve  our  favour,  and  whose  course  of 
life  has  ever  been  ready  to  do  us  service,  to  govern  and  administer 
justice  there  ; and  though  our  former  rules  were  deemed  sufficient, 
yet  as  disobedience  and  abuses  have  crept  in,  we  add  the  follow- 
ing : — 

1.  You  shall  examine  the  state  of  the  forces,  and  see  that  they 
are  not  left  in  the  hands  of  persons  of  small  ability,  who  might 
be  bribed  to  neglect,  nor  of  those  notoriously  affected  with 
Popery.  You  shall  also,  without  the  charge  ol  unseasonable 
musters,  enquire  into  the  strength  of  the  forces,  and  the  state 
of  their  arms,  and  see  that  captains  and  muster-masters  do  not 
make  unlawful  gain  of  the  country  ; for  it  grieves  us  more  to 
derive  aught  from  our  people  than  to  expend  of  our  own  for  their 
preservation. 

2.  You  must  reform  and  correct  that  abundant  falling  away 
from  religion,  and  stir  up  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners,  who 
disj>ense  with  faults,  as  though  the  laws  were  instituted  not  for 
punishment,  but  to  enrich  them.  We  cannot  give  particular  direc- 
tions, for  what  wc  have  sent  hitherto  have  been  written  in  water. 
One  great  abuse  is  that  the  bonds  daily  taken  are  disposed  of  to 
private  persons,  and  of  so  many  taken  during  many  3’ears,  scarce 
any  have  been  accounted  for.  All  bishops  and  other  officials  are 
to  take  presentments  of  recusants,  and  give  them  to  the  justices, 
and  none  committed  arc  to  be  discharged  without  consent  of  all  or 
most  of  the  Commissioners  present  at  their  commitment.  Every 
six  months,  a certificate  is  to  be  re  turned  of  forfeited  bonds  and 
fines.  It  appears  that  within  the  last  five  or  six  years,  whole 
parishes  have  grown  recusant,  not  six  households  within  six  miles 
being  found  obedient,  occasioned  only  by  disobeying  ecclesiastical 
proceedings.  Mauy  gentlemen  about  Richmond  of  good  living  are 
of  this  sort.  Through  toleration  and  negligence,  wilful  Papists 
are  unpunished,  and  authority  abused.  Dangerous  recusants,  ns 
Fenton,  Danby,  Jackson,  and  Ilelsthropp,  being  committed,  have 
been  liberated  by  high  commission,  without  privity  of  most  of  the 
Council.  Meaner  persons  are  called  by  100  a day  to  the  high 
commission,  whilst  the  greater  are  not  called,  or  compound  pri- 
vately, when  none  of  the  Council  can  tell  what  becomes  of 
them.

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Cadiz,  have  few  people  in  them,  they  having  fled  into  the  holds 
and  the  country.  He  mentions  no  preparation  either  by  sea  or  land, 
but  that  they  stood  in  fear  lest  the  two  fleets  of  Tierra  Firma  and 
Nova  Espana,  sent  this  year  to  the  West  Indies,  should  be  inter- 
cepted by  the  Hollanders.  In  Seville  and  Andalusia,  the  people 
were  in  great  hope  that  a jjeace  was  concluded  between  Spain 
and  England,  that  already  a truce  was  taken  for  three  years, 
and  that  at  the  coming  down  of  Archduke  Albert,  who  carried 
authentic  power  to  treat  of  a peace,  it  would  take  effect.  This 
makes  me  think  that  the  coming  of  the  Adelantado,  with  his  ships 
and  gallej’s,  so  suddenly  from  the  bay  of  Cadiz,  was  principally 
from  the  infection  of  the  country  ; had  not  Portugal  been  like- 
wise visited,  I suppose  they  would  not  have  come  so  far  north  as 
the  Groyne  ; being  there,  they  may  employ  their  shipping  to  lie  off 
and  on,  in  the  soundings,  which  may  breed  danger  to  all  shipping 
that  shall  come  from  the  southward,  unless  we  and  the  Hollanders 
send  ships  to  sea  to  seek  after  them  [1  page.'] 

16.  Examination  of  Anthony  Grange  of  Bordeaux.  Was  told  by 
a Portuguese  captain,  six  weeks  ago,  that  the  captain  of  the  Spanish 
fleet  said  he  was  bound  for  Flanders,  and  to  touch,  if  he  could,  in 
some  part  of  England;  that  the  whole  fleet  would  be  120  ships,  14 
of  1,000  or  1,400  tons  a piece,  and  50  or  60  galleys  ; they  were 
appointed  for  30,000  men,  but  if  there  be  15,000,  that  is  all  that 
could  be  landed.  He  saw  the  general  come  to  St.  Andera,  with  8 mules 
laden  with  money  to  pay  the  soldiers  who  were  to  be  shipped.  He 
will  be  at  the  Groyne  81  August,  and  by  15  September,  they  will 
all  be  at  sea. 

Exanimate  saw  17  galleys  of  Lisbon  pass  by  Avero,  bound  for  the 
Groyne,  15  days  since,  with  four  ships  of  war  to  conduct  them  ; the 
captain  charged  him  not  to  speak  of  it  to  anybody.  The  sickness 
being  great  at  Madrid,  the  King  removed  20  leagues  off.  Saw  six 
companies  of  soldiers  at  St.  Andera,  but  in  great  distress  for  want 
of  victuals.  The  plague  is  so  violent  at  Lisbon  that  all  the  merchant 
ships  which  came  to  Avero  were  forced  to  forbear  landing  for  30  days, 
and  until  they  were  known  to  be  free  from  infection.  A month 
since,  saw  20  carvels  laden  with  wine  from  Lisbon  for  the  Groyne, 
accompanied  with  four  ships  of  war. 

The  general  was  received  at  St.  Andera  with  exceeding  joy,  and 
was  accompanied  with  30  gentlemen  gallantly  apparelled.  Andrew 
Smith,  a Scotchman,  sold  1 ,000  hannirks  of  wheat  to  the  corregidor 
of  St.  Andera,  which  he  brought  from  Dantzic,  by  order  of  John 
Byer,  merchant  of  Edinburgh,  and  there  was  great  store  of  biscuit 
made  in  St.  Andera,  but  the  general  provision  for  the  fleet  was  made 
at  Sc.  Sebastian's.  Saw  six  galleys  at  St.  Andera,  manned  with 
Italian  commanders,  which  were  to  come  along  the  French  coast  for 
Flanders ; their  casks  were  all  iron-hooped,  and  were  daily  brought 
to  the  conduits  there,  to  be  filled  with  sea  provision.  [l£  pages.] 

17.  Sir  Thos.  Leighton  to  Sec.  Cecil.  A merchant ‘of  this  island 
coming  from  Pempole,  was  called  aboard  a Spanish  vessel  which 
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hovers  about  the  coast  of  Brittany,  to  learn  what  preparation  of 
shipping  an<l  land  forces  there  was  in  England,  and  where  the  navy 
lay.  The  Spaniards  declared  that  there  were  eight  sail  upon  the 
coasts  of  England  and  Brittany,  to  take  barks  and  fishing  boats 
for  information;  also  that  on  the  1st  of  this  month,  the  King  of 
Spain’s  anny,  in  a great  number  of  shij)6  and  galleys,  was  to  set 
sail  for  England  or  Ireland.

I hear  that  Mons.  de  Sourdeac  received  a letter  from  the 
King  of  Spain,  to  request  that  GO  ships  of  his,  appointed  for  these 
parts,  might  come  to  Brest  bay  for  a time,  and  that  Sourdeac  has 
informed  the  French  King  thereof. 

I enclose  a letter  just  received  from  my  lieutenant  in  Sark,  by 
which  it  appears  that  this  great  army  is  now  in  Brest  bay,  waiting 
for  weather  to  pass  into  England.  I have  freighted  a bark  to 
advertise  you  hereof  with  all  expedition,  and  given  lOi.  for  the 
passage  of  my  servant  with  these  letters.  Pray  recommend  to 
Her  Majesty’s  consideration  the  destitute  state  of  these  islands, 
that  some  soldiers  maiy  be  sent  for  their  defence,  otherwise  they  are 
like,  with  the  castles,  to  be  spoiled  and  lost.

17.  l.  G.  Carteret  to  the  Governor  of  Guernsey.  A Rochelle 

merchant  reports  that  at  Conqiictlast  Wednesday  he  found 
the  army  of  Spain  ; passing  through  them , certain  letters 
were  given  him  to  four  merchants  of  St.  Malo,  about  four  of 
their  skips  there  curcsted.  They  said  that  they  were  going 
to  Brest , with  45  galleys  and  eight  large  ships , but  that  the 
King  of  France  would  not  allow  them  to  enter  the  harbour, 
and  that  they  had  many  English  amongst  them.  He  saw 
many  of  these  traitors  at  the  Groyne ; their  design  was 
on  Dartmouth,  and  they  said  30,000  English , all  ready 
and  levied,  would  join  them  ; he  saw  himself  the  money 
delivered  for  their  pay.

18.  Declaration  of  Philip  Cowper,  of  Bristol.  Came  a fortnight 
since  from  Lisbon,  where  he  remained  six  weeks ; there  were 
20  galleys  in  that  port.,  furnished  with  sailors,  and  in  some  upwards 
of  200  and  250  soldiers  ; in  these  it  was  reported  the  Adelantado 
came,  and  remained  in  St.  Julian’s  Castle.  All  the  ships  in  Lisbon 
were  stayed,  and  the  masters,  pilots,  and  factors  of  every  one  con- 
veyed aboard  the  galleys,  and  examined  whether  they  had  any 
English  or  Hollanders  on  board,  and  no  ship  was  suffered  to  go 
down  below  Bolleyn  Castle.  There  were  no  other  ships  of  war 
there,  but  one  that  went  out  as  a sp}T  as  soon  as  the  galleys  came  in. 
There  are  20  or  30  carvels  at  Cascades  filled  with  victuals,  powder, 
shot,  kc.,  all  paid  by  the  cwt.  to  carry  the  same  to  the  Groyne,  and 
then  to  follow  the  army.  In  all  there  are  150  carvels,  and  there 
will  be  1 20  ships  besides  the  galleys. 

Being  at  St.  Martha,  13  leagues  from  the  Groyne,  his  fellows 
saw  J4  great  armadas,  of  1,400  tons,  besides  25  smaller,  and 
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these  were  within  a stockade  of  masts,  fastened  with  anchors  and 
iron  chains,  because  the  Flemish  fleet  should  not  bum  them.  At 
this  time  there  were  four  English  ships  of  war  taken,  and  one  small 
ship  of  Tenby,  besides  three  Hollanders.  They  heard  at  the  Groyne 
and  at  Lisbon  that  Her  Majesty  was  dead,  which  Cripps  affirmed. 
These  preparations  were  said  to  be  for  England,  but  because  the 
Portuguese  were  unwilling  to  go  there,  divers  of  them  were  put  into 
prison,  and  then  it  was  given  out  that  they  would  go  for  Scotland. 

During  his  abode  there,  a Scotch  ambassador  came  into  Spain 
with  eight  men,  and  went  to  Court.  There  were  4,000  good  soldiers 
at  the  Groyne,  and  those  in  the  garrison  very  well  armed  and 
furnished,  besides  those  of  the  country  to  defend  that  coast,  and  all 
the  great  ships  were  full  of  soldiers.  At  Cascales  he  heard  tliere 
were  9,000  soldiers,  whereof  some  are  appointed  to  remain  there, 
and  the  rest  to  come  with  the  fleet.  There  is  a great  store  of 
biscuit  provided,  and  baking  in  the  Groyne,  Ferrol,  and  other 
pluces.  The  Adelantado  is  not  tied  to  any  place,  but  has  authority 
to  attempt  any  place  in  England.  Their  fleet  will  not  be  ready  to 
sail  until  September.  A Jersey  man  came  with  advertisements, 
who  is  now  in  England.  [2$  pages.]

Yet  we  are  also  commanded  to  prepare  50  of 
our  best-  able  men,  furnished  with  20  muskets,  20  calivers,  and 
10  pikes,  to  be  employed  in  other  service  upon  any  occasion,  so 
that  we  shall  scarcely  have  a sufficient  number  of  men  to  keep  our 
accustomed  watch  and  ward.  All  the  havens,  towns,  and  sea  coast 
in  the  western  parts  are  provided  for  except  this  town,  wherefore 
we  beg  an  order  for  the  speedy  placing  of  1,000  ablo  armed  men 
out  of  the  remoter  places  of  this  country,  and  entreat  your  influence 
to  obtain  it.

Plymouth,  are  to  sail  from  Fowey  to  the  coast  of  Brittany,  to  ascertain 
whether  any  of  the  King  of  Spain’s  fleet  be  at  Brest  or  Bluett,  and  if 
the  fleet  has  arrived  there,  to  learn  how  many  shi|»s  and  galleys 
there  are,  and  then  return  to  Plymouth.  If  you  do  not  find  them 
there,  go  for  the  Groyne,  going  as  near  the  harbour  as  you  can,  and 
find  out  the  number  of  ships  there  riding,  especially  galleys,  with 
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the  number  of  men,  ami  when  they  may  be  ready  to  sail,  and  so 
return  directly  for  Plymouth  ; but  if  you  discover  the  fleet  before  you 
come  to  the  Groyne,  or  have  intelligence  that  they  are  at  sea,  you 
must  give  notice  thereof  with  all  speed  ; as  also  of  all  other  adver- 
tisements meet  for  Her  Majesty's  service,  which  are  to  be  delivered 
to  me  and  none  else,  until  I have  given  notice  thereof  to  the  ports, 
as  I bear  the  charges  thereof.

As  the  news  increases  of  the  Spaniards 
coming  and  of  their  designs  on  London,  of  which  the  Adelantado 
spoke  himself,  and  as  their  departure  from  the  Groyne  was  said  to 
be  ordered  for  last  Sunday,  a camp  was  ordered  to  be  raised,  the 
Lord  Admiral  to  be  general,  Lord  Montjoy  lieutenant,  Sir  Francis 
Vert*  marshal,  the  Earl  of  Northumberland  general  of  the  horse, 
the  Earl  of  Sussex  colonel  general  of  infantry,  Sir  Win.  Russell  his 
lieutenant  (but  he  refused),  Sir  Thus.  Wilford  seijeant-major,  Sir 
Edw.  Wotton  treasurer,  and  Air.  Maynard  secretary.  The  ren- 
dezvous for  Herts  men  was  to  be  at  Tottenham,  on  the  12th,  and 
so  forward  to  Tilbury  or  elsewhere. 

Though  not  a soldier,  I intend  to  offer  myself  in  defence  of  my 
country,  accompanying  your  cousin  Lytton,  who  commands  300  men  ; 
12  or  13  of  the  Queen’s  ships  are  preparing,  Lord  Thos.  Howard  to 
be  admiral,  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  vice-admiral,  and  Fulke  Greville  rear- 
admiral.  Sir  Thos.  Gerard  was  to  be  colonel  of  the  Londoners,  but 
they  would  not  have  him  for  an  old  grudge  since  last  Parliament ; so 
the  Earl  of  Cumberland  undertook  with  great  confidence  the  charge 
of  them  and  the  river.  He  means  to  make  a bridge  on  this  side 
Gravesend,  like  that  of  Antwerp  ; so  he  got  together  all  the  lighters, 
boats,  barges,  anchors  and  cables  to  be  found,  giving  out  that  with 
1,500  musketeers  he  would  defend  it,  or  lose  his  life  upon  it ; but 
after  much  turmoil  and  expense  it  was  given  up,  and  they  think  now 
of  sinking  some  hulks  in  the  Channel,  if  need  be.  Great  consternation 
was  caused  on  Monday,  by  a false  report  that  the  Spaniards  had  landed 
in  the  Isle  of  Wight;  there  was  cry  of  women,  chaining  of  streets,  and 
shutting  of  gates,  as  though  the  enemy  had  been  at  Black  wall ; our 
weakness  and  nakedness  disgrace  us,  both  with  friends  and  foes. 

Great  provision  is  made  for  horse,  as  our  best  advantage,  if  the 
enemy  come.  The  noblemen  at  Court  have  rated  themselves  at 
round  proportions,  the  Lord  Admiral,  100  ; Earl  of  Shrewsbury,  100  ; 
Earl  of  Pembroke,  200  ; Karl  of  Worcester,  100  ; Earl  of  Northum- 
berland, 100  ; Mr.  Secretary,  100  ; the  Archbishop  [of  Canterbury], 
100;  Sir  Wm.  Russell,  50,  and  the  rest,  with  Court  and  country, 
according  to  their  ability.  But  now,  after  all  this  blustering,  the 
preparations  slacken,  and  the  rendezvous  at  Tottenham  is  postponed 
five  days. 

I hear  uncertain  reports  from  Ireland  that  Lord  Cromwell  has 
overthrown  0,000  of  Tyrone’s  company,  and  that  the  Earl  of  Essex  has 
defeated  1,500  in  Ofalie,  laying  140  along,  and  bringing  away  1,000 
cows ; that  Capt.  Mnsterson  and  Sir  Francis  Darcy  are  slain,  and 
8 or  10  new  knights  made.  Sir  Gilly  Merrick  is  just  come,  and  will 
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bring  more  certain  news.  Sir  Henry  Norris  is  likely  to  die,  and  will 
not  tarry  long  after  his  leg.  Mr.  [Hen,]  Wallop  going  to  Ireland  to 
bury  his  father,  lost  his  mother  five  days  after.  Lord  Burghley  is 
made  president  of  York,  and  is  going  thither.  The  Queen  when  at 
Wimbledon  made  two  knights,  [Edm.]  Withipole  of  Suffolk,  and 
[Thos.]  Lassells  of  Yorkshire.  The  Court  is  at  Nonsuch.  [2  pages.

25.  George  Clopton,  sheriff,  and  Sir  Rich.  Rogers,  Sir  George 
Trenchard,  and  Sir  Ralph  Horsey,  deputy  lieutenants  of  Dorsetshire, 
to  Council..  Having  gone  over  the  county  musters,  both  for  horse 
and  foot,  we  have,  with  much  ado,  made  up  the  plot  last  year 
certified  by  Sir  Edm.  Uvedale  ; the  whole  strength,  with  corslet, 
musket,  and  caliver,  amounts  but  to  2,500,  in  which  Poole, 
Purbeck,  the  Isle  of  Portland,  and  the  forces  of  the  marine  towns 
are  included.  You  require  3,000  to  be  put  in  readiness  for  the 
aid  of  Devon ; we  have  already  been  written  to  by  the  Earl  of 
Bath  about  it,  but  our  country  is  not  able  to  arm  so  many,  unless 
with  bows,  bills  and  pikes.  If  all  those  2,500  attend  Her  Majesty’s 
service,  the  forces  of  those  towns  and  privileged  places  must  go 
along  with  the  rest,  which  were  dangerous  to  the  country ; but 
•whatever  your  pleasure  is  we  will  observe,  and  withal  let  us  know 
who  shall  be  leaders  of  such  forces  as  you  shall  assign,  whether 
ourselves  the  commissioners,  or  other  chief  gentlemen  of  the  country 
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to  be  assigned  by  us.  Mr.  Thos.  Freake  we  have  assigned  to  Sir 
Matthew's  division  os  colonel,  and  Mr.  Tregunwell  for  captain  of 
the  }>etronels ; wo  recommend  him  to  you  as  most  fit  for  that 
charge  ; we  have  only  employed  them  upon  j’our  allowance  and 
rumour  of  wars. 

We  must  inform  you  of  the  weak  estate  of  Weymouth  and 
Mclcomb  Regis,  and  further  their  petition  to  you  for  putting  in  of 
some  forces  there,  the  only  place  doubted  in  this  shire,  if  the 
Spaniard  attempt  any,  for  the  aptness  of  the  road,  landing 
places,  &c.  It  is  the  weakest  place  to  defend  itself,  especially  now, 
when  40  sailors  and  the  best  men  are  pressed  for  Her  Majesty’s 
ships,  and  many  others  sent  in  reprisal  and  merchant  ships,  so  that 
it  is  left  unpeopled  and  in  fear,  upon  the  daily  expection  of  the 
Spaniard  ; most  of  the  townsmen  have  carried  away  their  goods, 
and  the  women  and  children  abandoned  the  place.  We  but  inform 
you  of  their  expected  misery,  and  do  not  do  what  we  would, 
doubting  our  commission  in  drawing  our  own  forces  together ; 
therefore  we  attend  the  authority  of  the  high  sheriff. 

Even  in  case  rill  the  forces  of  the  county  were  assigned  for  their 
aid,  the  town  might  be  burned  before  one  quarter  could  come 
to  them,  they  dwell  so  far  off  and  so  distant  one  from  the  other. 
Pray  have  regard  thereof,  for  they  see  all  other  towns  and  ports  of 
danger  strengthened  by  your  direction.  As  for  the  castles  standing 
upon  Portland  Road,  the  houses  are  so  unfitted  and  unfurnished,  for 
which  the  captains  have  been  long  suitors,  that  doubts  may  be 
made  what  will  become  of  them  if  they  should  be  attempted  ; of 
these  we  have  long  since  given  advertisement  for  our  own 
discharge.

28.  Abstract  of  letters  from  21  July  to  10  August,  some  of  which 
have  been  before  calendared,  touching  the  Spanish  fleet,  nnd  the 
preparations  made  by  Spain  for  the  invasion  of  England.  The 
uncalendared  portions  are  as  follows : — 

21  July,  Capt.  Brcdgate.  Whilst  Her  Majesty’s  ships  were  upon 
the  const  of  Spain,  70  galleys  came  from  the  Groyne.  A Scotchman 
from  the  Groyne,  being  examined  before  Sir  Nidi.  Parker  and 
Capt.  Fenner,  said  that  100  ships  nnd  70  galleys  were  to  come  for 
England,  and  that  Brest  was  their  rendezvous. 

*Aug''  f™n  Calais,  They  are  making  great  provision  of  biscuit  at 
Dunkirk  ; two  barks  have  gone  thence  with  pilots  towards  the 
coast  of  Brittany',  to  meet  the  Spanish  ships,  nnd  to  conduct  them 


along  tho  Narrow  seas ; many  cabins  are  making  without  the  town, 
to  lodjpj  the  slaves  that  are  to  serve  in  the  galleys. 

^Au*.  • Mona  de  Sourdeac,  in  his  letter  to  Her  Majesty,  (brought 
by  Capt.  Fenner,  who  was  sent  to  Brest  to  learn  the  truth  of  the 
former  reports),  says  that  three  potashes  were  come  thither,  to  desire 
leave  for  tho  Spanish  army,  which  was  ready  to  set  Bail,  to  como 
in  there  and  ride,  if  forced  by  foul  weather. 

By  an  advertisement  sent  from  the  Governor  of  Brest  by  Capt. 
Fenner,  it  is  reported  that  a ship  of  Rosco,  coming  from  the  Groyne 
1st  August,  stated  that  the  Spanish  army  is  composed  of  10  galleys, 
CO  great  ships,  nnd  GO  middlo  and  small  ships,  and  that  they  reckon 
to  embark  110,000  men,  and  to  set  sail  1st  August. 


From  the  Governor  of  Dieppe,^  August.  That  a Spanish  captain 
was  sent  from  Don  Diego  Brochero  to  him,  to  inquire  of  the  success  in 


Ireland ; what  commanders  and  men  of  war  there  were  in  England  ; 
what  ships  the  Queen  had  ; and  whether  the  Cardinal's  army  was 
not  drawn  down  to  Dunkirk  ; that  the  army  at  the  Groyne,  con- 
sisting of  30,000  men,  would  not  tarry  for  that  to  set  foot  on  land, 
and  that  the  two  armies  were  to  join  together. 
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X.  August,  from  the  Governor  of  Calais.  By  sundry  ships  from 
Cadiz,  St.  Lucar,  St.  Uvall,  &c.,  it  is  advertised  that  the  Adelantado 
with  40  ships,  and  Sebure,  with  27  galleys,  were  gone  from  Calais  to 
Lisbon,  to  join  certain  great  ships,  and  go  to  the  Groyne.  Also  that 
40  ships  had  departed  from  Cadiz  under  Sebure,  and  27  galleys  under 
the  Adelantado,  which  have  been  seen  at  Lisbon  ; they  were  to 
go  to  the  Groyne  to  join  certain  ships  there,  and  it  waH  thought 
they  will  go  for  Milford  Haven  or  Bristol,  to  burn  the  Queen’s 
ships. 

Out  of  an  advertisement  sent  from  Spain  to  the  Earl  of  Essex. 
The  Adelantado  is  general  of  the  King’s  army,  and  has  44  ships  and 
12  galleys;  and  Serago  [Suriago],  24  ships  and  1 5 galleys  out  of  the 
Straits : all  these,  with  8,000  men,  which  were  to  embark  at  St  Lucar 
and  Cadiz,  were  to  sail  with  the  first  wind.  At  Lisbon  there  are  22 
ships  ready  to  join  them ; all  are  to  assemble  at  the  Groyne,  where 
are  10  great  ships  with  1,200  soldiers,  and  15  ships  in  Biscay  with 
1,500  men  out  of  Brittany.  It  is  reported  that  they  go  for  Milford 
Haven,  and  send  their  galleys  for  Bristol  river. 

24  June,  from  Brockman  at  Lisbon.  Sebure  has  20  sail  in  Cadiz 
to  come  to  Lisbon  on  22  June  ; six  Easterlings  were  freighted  at 
Lisbon  with  wheat,  biscuit,  and  other  provisions,  to  carry  to  Don 
Diego  Broehero,  in  the  Groyne,  where  they  begin  to  make  an  army. 

Madrid,  44-  July.  The  French  ambassador  advertises  that  the 
army  for  England  has  departed,  and  consists  of  about  10,000  or 
18,000  men. 

The  Governor  of  Boulogne  wrote  to  the  Governor  of  Calais,  that 
a bark  from  Brest  reports  having  seen  the  Spanish  fleet  there,  and 
met  another  ship  at  Caen,  in  Normandy,  which  assured  him  that 
the  Spanish  army  was  landed  in  the  Isle  of  Cornwall. 

August  A letter  to  Her  Majesty  from  certain  Flemings  states 
that  certain  mariners  coming  from  St.  Sebastian's  reported  there 
were  six  galleys  ready  to  come  from  Dunkirk,  with  four  millions  of 
gold  ; that  41)  galleys  and  24  galleons  lay  in  the  Groyne,  said  to  be 
for  Ireland  ; that  the  Adelantado  was  general  of  the  fleet,  and  that 
Sebure  is  gone  with  50  or  00  sail,  to  seek  the  Holland  fleet  at  the 
Canaries 

12  August  Adrian  Clark,  a Dutchman,  writes  to  ono  Symouds 
from  Dieppe,  that  the  Spanish  army  bad  arrived  at  Brest,  and  in 
Conquet,  and  had  departed  thence  to  sea,  but  whither  they  knew 
not.  Eight  days  since  there  came  a French  ship  to  St  Valery,  which 
sailed  three  days  in  the  company  of  the  Spanish  Armada,  and  left 
them  upon  the  coast  of  Brittany.  They  were  80  ships,  great  and 
small,  and  40  galleys.  All  the  24  or  25  new  ships  made  in  Biscay 
and  thereabouts  are  in  this  fleet,  and  8,000  soldiers,  which  is  to  no 
great  purpose  to  come  to  the  coast  of  England.

Advertisement  of  the  Spanish  fleet,  St.  Halo,  Aug.  The 
Cadiz  army  of  50  ships  sailed  July  2 for  Cast-ales,  at  the 
entry  of  the  Bay  of  Lisbon  river,  to  -wait  for  other  ships 
laden  -with  commodities  for  the.  army,  going  to  join  30  or 
40  others  at  Fermi  There  they  will  wait  for  12  Biscayan 
ships  and  22  galleys  bound  for  Ferrol.

Bristol.  recusants  and  dangerous  persons  pass  this  place  for  Ireland,  under 
colour  of  undertakers  there,  I gave  directions  to  the  officers  of  this 
port  that  none  but  known  merchants,  undertakers,  or  others 
sufficiently  licensed  should  be  shipped  here  for  Ireland,  without 
privity  of  the  mayor  or  myself.

• for  Calais  to  gain  some  good  advertisement.  The  Governor  of 

Calais  said  that  60  Spanish  ships  and  26  galleys  are  arrived  at 
Brest.  A bark  that  came  from  the  southward  saw  them  within 
the  haven  of  Brest,  on  the  8th  instant.  The  Governor  wished  to 
Jcome  over  for  the  coast  of  England  in  a small  bark  of  his  own.  I 
received  him  with  such  entertainment  as  I was  able.  He  purposes 
to  turn  up  into  the  Medway,  to  see  Her  Majesty's  ships  as  he

1.  There  must  bo  some  answer  touching  the  demand  of  more 
allowances  for  extraordinary  charges  in  Ireland  ; the  treasurer  [at 
war]  affirms  that  the  whole  3,0001.  is  already  issued,  and  that,  at 
the  going  of  my  lord  [Essex]  into  the  north,  there  will  need,  for 
extraordinary  charges  to  set  him  forth,  at  least  1 ,OOOL  There 
should  be  a letter  from  all  the  lords  with  all  speed  for  that 
allowance,  since  without  it  he  cannot  go  into  the  North. 

2.  You  noed  not  move  Her  Majesty  for  any  new  privy  seal  for 
the  second  month’s  victuals  for  the  navy,  for  in  the  previous  seal  of 
the  first  month’s  victuals,  there  is  a clause  to  pay  for  the  increase 
of  more  ships  or  more  victuals. 

3.  There  must  be  a letter  from  six  of  the  lords  for  payment 
of  2,0001.  to  the  treasurer  of  the  navy,  to  be  carried  on  shipboard, 
for  relief  of  such  soldiers  or  mariners  as  shall  serve  in  Her 
Majesty’s  ships  now  to  bo  sent  to  sea  in  warlike  manner,  or  for

46.  Hampden  Poulet  to  Sea  Cecil.  This  morning  Anthony  Noxe, 
captain  of  a carvel,  sent  out  as  an  adviser  from  this  town,  came  in  ; 
he  met  with  a bark  of  St  Malo  who  reported  that  a French  bark 
which  came  into  St.  Malo  from  Lisbon  saw  25  galleys  put  out  from 
thence,  and  said  that  the  whole  Spanish  fleet  was  at  the  Groyne, 
and  that  there  was  a very  great  plague  amongst  them.

The  news  from  England  is  that  the  King  of  Scot- 
land has  taken  arms  against  the  Queen  ; that  from  Brest  in 
Bretagne  have  arrived  150  Spanish  ships,  of  which  17  are  galleons  ; 
that  in  Ireland  things  go  very  ill  for  the  Queen ; that  the  Earl  of 
Essex,  viceroy,  is  wounded,  and  his  soldiers  leave  him ; that  in 
England  there  is  tumult  and  fear,  and  many  fly  into  the  southern 
parts.  Some  say  that  the  Queen  is  dead ; it  is  certain  that  there  is 
great  mourning  at  Court,  and  that  messengers  are  sent  to  Franco  in 
haste.  [Italian,  1 page.]

Pendeonii  0f  the  Stannaries,  &c,,  at  Court.  Upon  receipt  of  your  letters,  I 
CMtle.  endeavoured  the  execution  of  their  Honours'  directions,  and  sent  to 
the  rest  of  the  deputy  lieutenants  for  their  assistance  ; this  by 
reason  of  distance  and  business  seemed  slow,  and  finding  myself 
here  in  a place  open  to  all  incursions  of  the  enemy,  and  of  such  con- 
sequence as  required  most  careful  providence,  I sent  to  the  cap- 
tains of  these  parts  for  their  special  care.  1 find  it  somewhat 
hindered  by  private  factious,  too  much  reigning  in  this  country, 
so  that  they  do  not  stick  to  forsake  the  captains  under  whom  they 
have  been  formerly  enrolled,  and  put  themselves  under  others. 
There  should  be  speedy  reformation,  lest  by  these  means  they  absent 
themselves  from  both,  and  so  Her  Majesty  lack  their  service  in  time 
of  need.  For  the  speedy  furnishing  of  tliis  work,  which  is  now 
reasonably  forward,  and  for  the  better  resistance  of  the  enemy,  upon 
any  sudden  approach,  I caused  eight  or  nine  captains  of  those  parts 
to  draw  to  me  a third  part  of  each  of  their  companies,  and  have  the 
rest  ready  at  call,  which  toleration  1 used  by  reason  of  the  harvest ; 
the  whole  arc  now  above  400 ; a third  part  I keep  continually’  at 
work  on  the  fort,  helping  the  workmen,  who  are  but  few,  as  they 
have  stolen  away  to  harvest  for  greater  gain. 
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As  it  was  necessary  to  provide  for  the  sustenance  of  the  men 
drawn  hither,  I ordered  the  captains  to  cause  butter,  cheese,  wheat, 
bread,  and  meal  to  be  brought  in,  to  sustain  them  for  a month,  which 
is  performed  ; I have  set  forth  a pinnace  on  a voyage  of  discovery, 
and  letters  to  that  effect  have  been  sent  by  the  Council  to  the 
mayor  of  Penrhyn,  which  town  has  no  mayor  at  all,  and  is  but  poor; 
nevertheless  I have  set  forth  another,  thoroughly  victualled,  armed, 
and  appointed  with  40  tall  and  very  sufficient  men  ; both  are  to 
remain  at  sea  for  that  service.  Pray  aid  me  by  your  letters  to  levy  the 
charge  thereof  on  the  country,  otherwise  the  poverty  of  the  place  is 
such  that  it  will  be  too  heavy  a burden.  I have  undertaken  to  content 
the  men  at  their  return.  I was  likewise  compelled,  upon  the  com- 
mand for  the  impress  of  mariners  with  expedition,  to  disburse  both 
impress  and  conduct  money  for  44  men  sent  up,  and  I crave  repayment. 

Thus  far  I have  taken  upon  myself,  and  would  much  more,  as 
the  rest  of  the  deputy  lieutenants  are  far  away  and  greatly 
employed  with  business,  if  I were  authorized  by  you  to  do  that 
of  my  absolute  j>ower,  which  now  cannot  be  done  without  two  or 
three  of  us  together.  Upon  receipt  of  your  letter,  with  the  Council's 
orders  to  you  for  a provost  marshal  to  be  appointed  for  civil  govern- 
ment, in  regard  of  the  great  length  of  the  shire,  and  that  these  parts 
are  full  of  dangerous  rumour-spreaders,  vagrants,  and  idle  persons, 
we  have  appointed  a provost  marshal  in  each  division,  whereby 
Mr.  Harris  thinks  himself  wronged,  and  his  patent  impeached  ; 
send  me  your  mind  for  answer. 

Touching  the  rates  of  the  clergy,  wo  wrote  to  the  Bishop  of 
Exeter.  The  ordnance  which,  by  letters  of  the  whole  Council, 
I was  to  receive  from  Mr.  Vyvyan  was  denied  me,  and  is  since 
countermanded  by  two  of  the  Council : were  it  but  one  I should  in 
all  humility  have  obeyed,  although  ho  disobeyed  so  many.  Of  all 
the  ordnance  which  came  down,  I have  but  four  pieces  for  defence 
of  the  front  of  the  fort,  which  requires  12  at  least.  The  castle  of 
St.  Mawes  is  impossible  to  be  defended,  and  leaving  the  ordnance 
there  strengthens  the  enemy  against  us.  I take  Vyvyan’s  insinua- 
tions in  very  good  part,  as  thereby  the  uprightness  of  my  dealings 
will  appear  ; for  the  work  being  once  ended,  and  a due  examination 
had,  his  own  conscience  shall  bear  me  witness  that  it  has  cost  me 
far  more  than  ever  I reaped  by  the  place.  I convert  not  my 
Prince's  money  to  my  own  private  uses.  Having  been  long 
employed  in  services  far  greater  than  this,  and  not  slenderly  ex- 
perienced in  the  wars,  I think  myself  aggrieved  if  I am  now  to 
have  a supervisor  appointed  me,  whose  help,  being  a man  utterly 
ignorant  in  martial  causes,  cannot  stand  me  in  any  stead.  [2}  pew/es.] 

49.  Sir  Nicholas  Parker  to  See.  Cecil.  I wish  this  work  was  as 
forward  as  is  expected,  but  its  state  at  my  coming  and  the  short 
time  since  I came  here  do  not  afford  the  same ; 1 have  not 
failed  to  further  it  to  my  utmost.  The  works,  being  brought  to 
some  pass,  cannot  be  defended  without  ordnance,  which  it  now 
wants,  by  reason  of  your  stay  of  those  pieces  at  St.  Mawes  ; I crave 
either  those  or  some  other,  for  without  them  wo  may  be  put  to

hazard,  and  their  remaining  in  a place  not  to  be  kept  if  as- 
sailed will  but  arm  the  enemy  against  ourselves.  Thanks  for 
your  remembrance  of  my  small  strength,  in  a place  so  forlorn,  and 
only  45  men  allowed  me,  and  not  one  officer,  and  no  other  person 
of  sufficiency  near ; yet  I will  engage  my  credit  that,  considering 
the  weakness  of  the  place,  and  how  it  behoves  us  to  defend  it  to 
the  uttermost,  and  comparing  it  with  others  of  far  less  consequence, 
there  has  been  no  place  on  this  side  London  spared  more  than 
these  western  parts. 

In  my  letters  to  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  I have  set  down  all  my 
proceedings  since  coming  into  this  countiy.  I set  forth  a pinnace 
for  discovery  aud  intelligence,  and  now  another  bark,  by  order  from 
Council  to  the  mayor  of  Penrhyn,  but  there  being  no  mayor,  I 
joined  them  in  furthering  this  service.  The  Spaniards  were  not 
come  to  Brest  within  these  three  days,  as  we  were  informed  by  a 
Breton  lately  come  in  here ; if  they  once  stir  we  shall  speedily  have 
intelligence.  This  country  is  much  troubled  with  dangerous 
rumour- spreaders  and  other  idle  persons,  and  I have  this  day 
caused  one  of  them  to  be  apprehended  and  sent  to  gaol,  and  hope 
to  find  more  ere  long.  [1  j pages.]  Enclose#, 

49.  I.  Examination  of  Richard  Peai-ne,  of  Peram  Ancothal, 

before  Sir  Rich.  Parker.  Is  50  years  of  age;  being 
required  to  deliver  his  knowledge  touching  certain 
mutinous  rumours  spread  abroad  by  IFto.

Upon  receipt  of  your  and  the 
Lord  Treasurer’s  letter,  I re|y.ured  to  Mr.  Fowler’s  house,  but  1 found 
that  my  Lord  Lieutenant  had  searched  and  sealed  up  what  was  there, 
and  has  since  certified  the  same  to  ycu,  and  sent  the  Frenchman 
and  Richard  Burton,  Fowler’s  servant.  Hearing  that  Burton  had 
left  a trunk  in  the  town,  I sought  it  out,  and  found  many  letters 
therein  that  his  master  wrote  to  him  out  of  Italy,  all  of  which  I 
send  you  ; the  most  material  ones  are  enclosed  in  a paper  by  them- 
selves. [ 1 page.] 

51.  William  Earl  of  Bath,  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges,  Sir  W.  Courtenay, 
Sir  Wm.  Strode,  and  Edw.  Seymour,  to  the  Council.  We  think 
ourselves,  with  the  rest  of  the  country,  most  bound  to  Her  Majesty 
and  you,  for  your  care  of  the  poor  estate  of  Her  Highness’s  subjects 
here  assembled,  and  for  their  dismissment.  Nothing  could  have 
happened  to  them  more  joyful ; their  estate  had  been  most  pitiful  if 
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they  had  not  been  sent  home  to  help  in  their  harvest,  for  by  reason 
of  the  foul  weather  and  want  of  help,  their  corn  was  almost  utterly 
lost.  We  have  dismissed  them,  having  received  this  day  credible 
intelligence  that  no  part  of  the  enemy’s  fleet  is  at  Brest  or  Conquet ; 
and  for  the  number  of  ships  reported  to  be  at  the  Groyne,  wo 
have  taken  such  courses  with  our  forces  now  sent  home,  that  in  a 
short  warning  we  could  draw  them  to  any  place  where  the  enemy 
shall  attempt  to  land  in  all  this  country,  provided  there  may  lie 
some  order  taken  for  their  pay,  without  which  it  will  be  impossible 
to  bring  them  together  again,  for  it  has  cost  the  country  already 
1 0,000/. 

We  have  also  strengthened  the  island  of  St.  Nicholas  and  the 
fort  at  Plymouth,  by  putting  in  .100  soldiers,  who  shall  'enter  into 
Her  Majesty’s  pay  on  Sunday  next,  the  19th,  unless  meantime 
discharged  by  you.  For  their  pay  we  have  taken  order  as  you 
required  ; it  amounts  to  140/.  for  14  days,  at  the  rate  of  8</.  the  day 
per  man. 

We  have  also  sent  some  boats  to  lie  to  the  westward  in  tho 
mouth  of  the  Sleeve,  to  give  alarm  by  fire  or  other  signal  to  warn 
the  country',  and  ordered  tho  beacons  upon  the  coast  to  be  duly 
watched.  I,  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  thank  you  for  your  honourable 
regard  in  sending  down  for  my  assistance  my  brother  Russell,  from 
whom  I have  received  some  letters,  but  have  not  yet  seen  him.  I 
hear  ho  is  at  Southampton,  busied  about  these  matters  for  the  repulse 
of  the  enemy.  [IJ/xn/es.]  Enclose, 

51.  1.  Examination-  of  John  Lymberry,  master  of  the  Swan  of 
Lyme,  before  Wm.  Earl  of  Bath,  Lord  Lieutenant  of 
Devonshire,  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges,  Sir  Wm.  Courtney,  Sir  Wm. 
Strode,  and  Edw.  Seymour.  Put  out  of  Lyme  on  the 
12 thinst.  by  order  of  Council,  to  discover  the  enemy's 
fleet,  a/nd  sailed  for  Morlaix,  10  leagues  from  Brest ; 
spoke  with  John  Samfonl,  a merchant  of  Exeter,  u'ho 
said  that  he  came  from  Brest  the  Saturday  before,  when 
there  were  no  Spaitish  ships  there  nor  at  Cong  net,  but  he 
heard  of  a great  fleet  of  80  ships  and  GO  galleys  being 
ready  at  the  Groyne.  A Frenchman  of  Morlaix  also 
said  that  six  weeks  since,  he  was  in  the  company  of  36 
galleys  near  the  Xorth  Cape,  bound  for  the  Groyne.  Mr. 
Samford  left  order  in  Brest  with  two  English  merchants, 
that  as  soon  as  any  Spanish  shipping  came  into  the 
harbour,  they  were  to  send  to  him  and  other  English 
merchants  at  Morlaix,  anti  he  would  send  word  thereof 
to  the  first  place  in  England.

52.  Hampden  Paulett  to  Sec.  Cecil.  John  Gates,  eaptnin  of  a 
pinnace  set  out  for  this  town,  reports  that  he  met  a French  ship 
which  came  14  days  since  from  the  Groyne,  where  were  then 
1 2 galleons  in  the  harbour,  unmanned,  and  some  few  small  men- 
of-war,  which  lay  upon  their  own  coast,  ns  spies  for  the  return  of 
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the  Holland  fleet.  The  Frenchman  says  that  there  were  great 
companies  of  foot  drawn  near  the  sea  coast  about  the  Groyne,  but 
only  to  strengthen  and  defend  their  own  coast,  and  without  any 
purpose  to  ship  them.  Also  that  he  came  close  by  Brest,  but  could 
iiear  of  no  fleet  thereabouts,  although  it  was  reported  in  Rochelle 
that  there  was  a fleet  of  60  sail  of  Spaniards  lying  about  Belle  Isle. 
Before  his  coming  from  the  Groyne  there  went  thence  30  galleys 
southward,  he  thinks  for  Lisbon.  The  Frenchman  was  laden  with 
salt,  and  will  be  at  Rye  to-morrow,  whence  you  may  send  for  him, 
if  you  wish  to  examine  him  further.  I hope  the  force  of  this 
our  country,  now  drawn  together,  shall  not  be  long  continued  ; it 
has  been  an  exceeding  great  charge  in  victualling  and  furnishing, 
and  by  slacking  of  their  harvest  they  have  sustained  great  loss,  yet 
willingly  bear  it,  as  being  for  the  defence  of  the  country  ; their 
humble  suit  is  that,  if  there  be  no  fear  of  invasion,  they  may  be  soon 
discharged  ; if  continued  after  the  end  of  the  15  days,  let  me  know 
how  they  shall  be  victualled,  for  as  yet  there  is  no  order  but  only 
for  these  15  days.  [1  jmge.] 

J.  B.  [alias  John  Petit]  to  [Peter  Haling].  Some  false  brother  in 
the  Court,  either  a councillor  or  near  it,  tells  the  King  of  Scots  all 
the  advices  I send,  and  the  postmaster  of  Middleburg  opens  my 
letters,  and  publishes  their  contents,  so  that  instead  of  blaming  me 
for  not  writing  about  things  on  which  I can  get  no  knowledge,  you 
should  take  more  care  to  conceal  what  I do  write. 

You  say  that  some  there  will  not  believe  that  the  King  of  Scots 
intends  to  cut  the  grass  under  Her  Majesty’s  feet.  To  this  I answer, 
is  it  not  known  that  the  King  and  many  in  their  Parliament  made 
public  speeches  to  stir  the  people  to  contribute  largely  to  revenge 
his  mother’s  death,  and  force  Her  Majesty  to  declare  him  heir 
apparent,  and  how  many  sendings  between  England  and  Scot- 
land there  have  been  to  excuse  this  ? Is  it  not  known  that  he  has 
sent  ambassadors  to  Denmark,  and  divers  princes  in  Germany,  for 
aid  in  that  purpose,  and  that  Pury  Ogleby  w ent  about  it  to  Rome  and 
thence  to  Spain,  where  he  was  imprisoned  for  his  juggling  tricks? 
Is  the  sending  of  Dean  Foster,  Lord  Burley,  and  Lord  Sanquair  to 
Rome,  and  Boniton  and  the  Earl  of  Errol,  and  others  to  this  Court, 
nothing  ? nor  the  practices  of  Westmoreland,  Dacre,  Paget,  and  Dr. 
Gifford,  ringleaders  of  that  faction  ? nor  what  has  been  done  in 
Paris  by  Constable  and  the  English  priests  of  the  Scottish  faction  ? 
If  all  I say  on  this  matter  beai-s  no  credit,  it  is  a sign  that  their 
affection  to  the  Scot  is  so  great  that  they  will  not  believe  what  they 
see,  and  want  Her  Majesty  to  w ink  at  it,  that  her  enemy  may 
fortify  himself.  Perhaps  they  will  say  that  Tyrone  is  not  assisted 
by  him ; but  if  I w*ere  in  her  place,  and  they  tried  to  persuade  me 
not  to  believe  such  known  truths,  they  should  neither  be  of  my 
Council,  nor  tarry  long  in  my  Court,  nor  perhaps  carry  their  heads 
on  their  shoulders.  What  I have  written  is  for  Her  Majesty’s 
good.  I was  born  in  this  country,  where  I mean  to  end  my  days, 
and  I have  to  live  on  without  depending  on  any  man. 
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If  these  incredulous  people  will  not  believe  known  truths,  how 
will  they  believe  what  I ain  going  to  tell  you  now  ? Sir  Jas. 
Lindsay,  returning  here  from  Paris,  says  he  hears  that  some  English 
and  French  have  put  it  into  the  head  of  the  King  of  France, — con- 
sidering the  Queen’s  age,  the  nearness  of  the  country  to  his,— that 
the  King  of  Scots  is  a man  of  little  courage,  and  his  people  half  bar- 
barians,— and  that  it  is  not  convenient  for  France  that  England  and 
Scotland  should  be  joined, — to  take  England  himself,  alleging  that 
when  the  Queen  dies,  the  waters  will  be  troubled,  and  there  will 
lie  good  fishing ; and  that  France  is  full  of  people  that  will  run 
headlong  to  the  enterprizc  ; they  say  that  the  King  intends  it,  as  a 
matter  necessary  for  France,  and  is  laying  his  plots. 

Rob.  Bruce,  a Scot,  has  made  a book  against  Jesuits,  which  is 
nearly  ready  to  be  printed.  I cannot  bind  you  to  believe  what  I 
tell  you  about  the  French  King,  but  it  would  be  better  to  Like  means 
to  bolt  him  out,  for  if  he  have  such  an  intention  after  the  Queen’s 
death,  he  will  not  stick  to  execute  it  before,  if  occasion  presents.  1 
hear  there  Is  a game  at  cards  invented  in  England,  called  “look 
about  you.” 

* * * The  English  here  are  in  factions  for  and 

against  the  Scot,  and  I hear  it  is  the  same  at  Court.  The  Lord 
Admiral  and  Sir  Rob.  Cecil  are  said  to  be  chief  of  the  Scottish 
faction,  and  Sir  Robert  cjune  in  lately  “ to  have  a Rowland  for  an 
Oliver”  against  the  Earl  of  Essex.  If  I were  in  either  of  their 
coats,  I would  not  be  Scottish  ; if  he  come  in,  their  heads  shall 
off ; let  them  also  play  at  the  game  of  “ look  about  you.”  The 
Scots  here  build  on  those  two,  but  brag  of  many  more  friends 
among  the  nobility  and  commons,  and  that  London  is  wholly  theirs, 
with  all  the  Puritans  in  England.  Mr.  James,  an  Englishman,  has 
written  in  cipher  to  a friend  of  mine,  that  Lord  Simple  had  written 
to  Scotland  for,  and  obtained  a confirmation  of  his  commission,  and 
has  been  assured  that  the  King  of  Seots  is  a Catholic,  and  will 
declare  himself,  if  be  may  have  help,  but  he  will  hardly  get  it  unless 
the  King  of  Spain  have  further  occasion  to  draw  him  thereunto. 
“ I fear  me  the  King  of  Scots  shall  prevail  in  the  end.”  [L’xt nicts, 
Flanders  Corresp.] 

53.  Lord  Buckhurst  to  Lord  Cobham.  I want  to  take  a copy  of 
the  letter,  that  1 may  consider  it  advisedly,  which  is  necessary  ; 
I will  return  it  when  I see  you.  I am  going  to  the  Court.  [£  p<ny<?.] 

54.  Wm.  Stullenge  to  Sec.  Cecil.  Henry  Bale,  sent  by  the 
mayor  of  this  town  to  the  coast  of  Brittany  for  advertisements, 
reports  that  on  the  18th  inst.,  there  were  no  Spanish  forces  at  Brest 
or  thereabouts.  At  Rosco  on  tho  17th,  he  understood  by  divers 
Frenchmen  that  15  days  before,  a French  bark  of  St  Malo  came 
from  St  Lucar,  with  eight  galleons  and  22  galleys,  which  10  days 
past  departed  from  him  towards  the  Groyne.  The  whole  fleet  at 
the  Groyne  was  reported  at  110  ships  and  44  galleys;  of  the  ships 
there  are  22  galleons  above  800  tons,  and  next  to  them  two  French, 
one  Scotch,  and  one  Flemish  ship  ; the  rest  all  small.  Tho  number 
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of  men  to  land  is  not  above  12,000;  but  it  was  reported  they 
would  have  the  assistance  of  15,000  Catholics  in  England.  Three  of 
the  lust  pilots  in  Conquet  are  gone  to  the  Groyne,  to  come  in  that 
fleet. 

On  the  ISth  inst.,  he  was  informed  by  a soldier  of  the  castle  at 
Brest,  that  Mons.  Quadcrborne,  a gentleman  dwelling  two  leagues 
thence,  received  letters  from  the  King  of  Spain,  signifying  his  fleet 
to  consist  of  10  great  ships  of  S00  tons,  and  40  galleys,  besides  other 
shipping  of  200  and  250  tons  apiece.  It  was  further  reported  that 
Fontencllo  had  promised  to  furnish  the  King  of  Spain  with  6,000 
men,  at  his  cost,  and  that  there  are  already  divers  voluntary  French- 
men gone  to  the  Groyne,  besides  two  of  the  best  pilots  in  Brest.

they  have  but  12,000  men  to  land,  but  expect  15,000 
Catholics  in  England  to  assist  them.  Two  shipmasters 
from  Couplet  are  to  conduct  the  fleet  for  Brest  or  the  roads 
near.  It  is  said  they  beml  their  force  for  Milford  Haven, 
in  Wales.  Also, 

Examination  of  Ambrose  ■ Bagtor,  of  Plymouth,  sent  by 
Bale  to  Brest  from  Rosco.  The  King  of  Spain  reports  his 
fleet  at  40  great  ships  of  800  tons,  and  40  galleys,  beside 
small  shipping.  Fontenelle  has  received  a letter  from  the 
King  of  Sjxiin,  and  has  promised  to  furnish  the  King 
with  6,000  men  and  their  pay.  Many  Frenchmen  have 
gone  as  volunteers  to  serve,  the  King  of  Spain,  and  two  of 
the  best  pilots  of  Brest  come  in  the  fleet,  dr.  [1J  pages.]

56.  Sir  Mich.  Parker  to  the  Council.  I am  bound  by  your  com- 
mand to  omit  no  means  to  procure  intelligence  of  the  enemy.  By 
some  barks  which  I had  at  sea  for  that  service,  there  is  brought  into 
this  harlrour  a ship  of  Aldhorough,  whose  master  delivered  the 
intelligence  herein.  [J  page.]  Encloses, 

56.  i.  Examination  of  Thomas  Hodges,  master  of  the  Lion  of 
Aldborough,  before  Sir  Kick.  Porker.  ITas  in  company 
with  14  sail  of  Fb  things  bound  for  Rochelle,  and  being  36 
leagues  off  the  Lizard,  seas  there  beaten  up  and  down 
live  days ; on  Sunday  last,  satu  four  great  ehijis,  which 
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shaped  their  course  for  Brest ; met  also  a small  Spaniard. 
John  Lowe,  gunner  of  the  Lion,  having  been  taken  into 
the  Groyne  10  or  11  weeks  since,  stated  upon  sight  of 
the  Spanish  bark,  that  she-  belonged  to  the  governor  of  the 
Groyne.  Pendennis,  Aug.  28  [18  ?],  1599. 

57.  Lord  Admiral  Nottingham  to  [See.  Cecil].  Tour  messngo 
from  Her  Majesty,  as  I take  it,  is  to  know  ill  what  state  the  army 
stands,  and  at  what  charge  she  is  ; also  to  ask  me  what  advice  I 
would  give  her,  either  for  holding  it  together  or  dissolving  it. 

For  the  first,  you  shall  have  in  writing  the  slate  of  the  army,  as 
also  the  charge  up  to  21  Aug. 

For  my  advice,  I think  it  strange  that  so  heavy  a task  should  bo 
laid  on  me,  it  having  been  argued  before  Her  Majesty  by  all  the  Lords 
of  the  Council,  and  all  their  opinions,  save  Hr.  Comptroller’s,  being 
that  the  army  should  be  dissolved.  Holding  the  place  I do,  I de- 
sired to  be  excused  from  giving  my  opinion,  and  yet  I answered 
the  reasons  made  for  dissolving  the  army,  that  to  me  they  seemed 
no  reasons.  It  was  said  the  Spanish  army  could  not  proceed  in 
respect  of  the  great  plague  in  Spain,  and  that  the  time  of  the  year 
was  jiassed  for  the  galleys  to  put  to  sea  j but  I said  that  I did  not 
bear  that  the  plague  was  in  the  fleet  i also  I proved  that  three 
months  after  this  time,  1 1 galleys  had  passed  the  sens  between 
Scotland  and  France,  with  a queen  in  them. 

As  to  giving  my  advice,  1 dare  not;  I am  but  one,  and  it  was 
resolved  by  Her  Majesty,  by  advice  of  my  Lords’  grave  judgments ; 
but  I will  ever  bend  all  my  power  to  obey  for  the  execution  of  her 
service.  Having  received  a letter  from  my  Lords  for  dissolving 
the  army,  and  expecting  Her  Majesty’s  own  warrant  for  it,  I will 
proceed  therein,  and  I have  no  doubt  hut  those  that  see  just  cause 
for  dissolving  of  this  army  will  be  well  able  to  gather  it  together  in 
convenient  time.

58.  Sir  Nicholas  Parker  to  the  Council.  I send  the  examination 
of  Abraham  Collins,  who  landed  last  night  at  Penzance,  in  the 
Filbert,  a bark  of  CapL  Parker’s  of  Plymouth.  This  Abraham  I 
have  lent  to  sea  again,  to  beat  between  Brest  and  Bluett,  and  to 
bring  intelligence.  [ j page.]  Encloses, 

58.  I.  Extract  from  the  table-book  of  Abraham  Collins,  master  of 
the  Filbert  of  Plymouth.  On  11  July,  off  the  port  of  Por- 
tugal, ice  took  a carvel,  who  told  us  of  22  ships  and  25 
galleys  bound  out  of  the  Straits  fot  the  Groyne,  and  thence 
for  England  or  Ireland,  but  as  they  understood,  for  Ply- 
mouth. Also  ice  took  a ]l y-boat  of  Home,  bound  for  the 
Islands  for  wood,  with  four  Spaniards,  one  friar,  and 
several  Flemings  in  her,  who  confirmed  these  reports. 
The  carvel  also  told  us  that  30  victuallers  and  eight  greed 
ships  for  wafters  were  to  cyme  forth  of  the  port,  bound 
for  the  Groyne,  which Jb  el  afterwards  came,  forth,  and  we 
met  two  of  their  victuallers,  one  of  which  we  chased 
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aground ; she  split  under  Villa  de  Conde,  but  the  other 
rode  under  ike  fort. 

The  carvel  added  that  the  galleys  have  10,000  men,  and 
the  other  fleet  of  22  ships  10,000  more;  the  rest  to  be 
taken  in  at  the  Groyne.  On  5 A ug.,  we  met  seven  great 
ships  and  a pinnace  24  leagues  off  Portugal , one  of 
which  chased  us  a day  and  a night.  On  the  VJth  we 
took  a Fleming,  who  con  fi  nned  the  report  of  the  carvel 
and  flyboat.  On  1 6 July,  we  met  a fleet  of  27  great  shins , 
which  chased  us  four  hours ; on  the  1 9th,  25  galleys  be- 
tween Cascalea  and  the  Rock;  and  on  the  24th,  25  great 
ships  standi  ng  northward.  [ 1 $ pages.] 

59.  Sir  Robt.  Crosse  to  See.  Cecil.  There  was  a letter  written 
from  you  to  my  Admiral,  Lord  Thomas  Howard,  to  leave  some  one  of 
his  company  behind  him,  for  the  speedier  despatch  of  these  hoys  and 
ships.  He  appointed  me,  and  I have  followed  very  diligently  the 
Lord  Mayor  and  his  committees  appointed  to  see  all  things  done. 
On  Monday  I went  from  ship  to  ship,  to  warn  all  the  masters,  upon 
their  allegiance,  that  no  time  should  beforeslowed,  for  I found  them 
very  unready ; some  had  coals  in  them,  which  I made  them  dis- 
charge, and  saw  ballast,  ordnance,  and  other  provision  put  in.  There 
has  not  been  one  hour  last  since  this  charge  was  committed  to  me. 
I have  done  in  three  days  what  otherwise  would  have  been  13  days 
a-doing ; hut  it  has  been  chargeable  to  me.  I hope  this,  with  the 
former  expenses,  will  be  recompensed  by  Her  Majesty  ; it  is  a great 
grief  to  me  to  have  sundry  men  engaged  for  me  to  their  utter  un- 
doing, if  I should  miscarry.  I beseech  your  help  that  if  Her 
Majesty  thinks  me  not  capable  of  a suit,  I may  have  what  is  due  to 
me.  I signify  this  much  that  Her  Majesty  may  know  of  their 
speedy  despatch,  and  purpose  this  day  to  set  sail,  and  fall  down  to 
tlie  navy.  My  Lord  Thomas  willed  me  to  remind  you  for  his 
instructions  to  be  sent  after  him  to  the  Downs.  [ J pige.] 

GO.  Adrian  Clerck  to  Thos.  Symons,  merchant,  London.  We 
were  driven  in  here  by  foul  weather  on  the  20th,  while  coming  from 
Dieppe.  Our  ship  had  lain  in  Dieppe  Road  12  days,  and  while  there 
we  had  a pilot  on  board,  to  whom  our  master  was  constrained  to 
give  daily  20  sous.  I will  see  him  repaid  at  Fayall  or  St.  Michael. 
Business  affairs.  We  understood  at  Dieppe  that  the  Spanish  army 
had  arrived  at  Brest  and  Conquet,  and  departed  thence  to  sea  ; eight 
days  since,  a French  ship  came  to  St.  Valery,  which  had  sailed  three 
days  with  the  Spanish  Armada,  of  40  galleys  and  80  ships,  great  and 
small,  and  left  them  up  on  the  coast  of  Brittany.  All  the  24  or  25 
new  ships  made  in  Biscay  and  thereabouts  are  iu  this  fleet,  with 
8,000  soldiers  in  them,  which  is  to  no  great  purpose  to  come  to  the 
English  coasts. 

They  say  in  France  that  the  Kings  of  Scotland  and  Denmark  are 
agreed  with  the  Spaniards  ; 1 hope  that  the  three  islands  England, 
Holland,  and  Zealand,  will  be  able  to  hold  out.  This  war  shall  cause 
us  to  keep  still  along  the  coast  of  England,  lest  we  should  fall  in 
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with  the  Spanish  Armada.  I am  well  provided  to  defend  myself 
against  them  if  we  meet  them,  and  I have  already  hidden  all  my 
writings  and  reckonings,  thereby  to  prevent  some  questions  they 
might  ask  me.

62.  Sir  Nich.  Parker  to  the  Council.  Mr.  John  Martin,  the  owner 
of  a bark  which  I caused  to  be  sent  forth  for  intelligence,  reports 
that  riding  in  Couquet  Road  yesterday,  he  saw  six  galleys  and  one 
patashe  there,  and  was  told  that  they  were  Spaniards,  and  that  the 
rest  of  the  fleet  was  at  sea,  waiting  for  some  ships  that  were  to  come 
from  Rochelle.  Martin  also  says  that  before  and  since  his  being  in 
Conquct,  he  has  heard  peals  of  ordnance  ; whereupon  I have  thought 
good  to  put  the  country  in  arms,  and  to  give  you  notice  thereof.

64.  Capt.  Win.  Willis  to  Sec.  Cecil.  Last  Tuesday,  being  half 
seas  over  between  Scilly  and  Ushant,  we  met  with  three  sail  of 
Frenchmen  from  Rochelle,  bound  for  Dubliu,  who  gave  us  intelli- 
gence of  six  galleys  that  were  aboard  them  on  the  20th  inst.,  arrived 
in  Conquet  Hoad  the  21st,  and  so  went  into  Brest,  bound  as  they 
said  for  Sluys,  in  the  Low  Countries,  and  as  we  think,  with  pay 
for  the  soldiers.  They  said  that  the  fleet  of  Spain  was  ready  to  come 
for  Brest,  but  that  the  sickness  was  very  sore  amongst  their  army  ; 
that  there  are  six  great  ships  built  at  Bilboa,  to  serve  in  the  fleet, 
which  were  coming  forth,  but  one  of  them  struck  upon  the  bar, 
and  bilged,  but  by  the  help  of  other  ships,  they  buoyed  her  up  and 
got  her  in  again.

05.  I.  Examination  of  Martin  Dehareivall  of  SL  Jean  tie  Lus, 
merchant,  before  John  Blytheman,  merchant,  mayor  of 
Plymouth.  Five  weeks  since,  being  at  St,  Anderas  in 
Asturias,  saw  six  pulleys  there  belonging  to  Spinola,  a 
Genoese,  who  bought  the  some  of  the  King  of  Spain ; 
they  hod  40  horseloads  of  money  in  them,  bound  for  the 
Low  Countries,  and  tlicir  company  offered  largely  for 
pilots  to  conduct  them  there.  Yesterday  saw  the  mid 
six  galleys  at  Conquet.

Fenner’s  letters  concerning 
the  galleys,  for  Cnpt  Fenner  has  certified  my  Lord  Admiral  that  they 
were  at  Conquet  on  Tuesday,  whereas  the  Frenchman  has  certified  the 
mayor  that  they  arrived  there  this  last  day  in  the  morning.

CG.  i.  llichard  Draper  to  Jas.  Bagg,  Plymouth,  I have  been 
detained  here  a month  by  contrary  winds,  in  which  time 
several  ships  have  arrived  from  Biscay,  Lisbon,  and 
A ndalusia.  The  one  from  Biscay  reprris  18  or  20  good 
ships  at  the  Groyne,  whereof  six  were  new,  built  alxmt 
the  Passage  or  St.  Anderas,  of  500  and  600  tons  a piece, 
but  very  holly  appoi tiled,  nullified,  and  victualled  ; they 
expected  their  provisions  in  the  other  ships  that  were  to 
come  out  of  Spain,  and  their  purpose  teas  to  come  for 
Brest  and  winter  there.  The  news  out  of  Lisbon  was 
that  there  were  GO  good  ships  and  40  galleys  to  come 
out  of  Biscay,  Portugal,  and  S/min,  for  Brest,  and  there 
to  winter.  The  last  news  out  of  Cadiz  in  A ndalusia, 
which  was  about  eight  days  past,  was  by  a fly-boat  of  St. 
Malo ; she  came  in  company  with  the  Adebintado,  who 
brought  22  galleys  with  him  to  the  Groyne,  where  he  teas 
to  take  18  more  that  came  from  Lisbon  ; so  that  there  are 
GO  good  shijts,  and  40  galleys,  which  juir/xise  to  land 
in  some  part  of  England  15,000  men,  and  assure  them- 
selves of  another  15,000  English  Papists  ready  to  assist 
them  at  their  lauding.

07.  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges  to  the  Council.  By  these  intelligences  it 
appears  either  that,  by  reason  of  the  sickness  which  is  general  along 
the  whole  coast,  they  are  not  able  to  put  to  sea  so  hastily  as  they 
expected,  or  else  that  they  purpose  to  follow  with  all  expedition, 
either  of  which  will  be  easily  discerned  in  a short  time.  If  they 
defer  their  enterprise,  they  will  presently  sever  their  army  assembled 
in  Flanders,  and  discharge  their  mariners  at  the  Groyne,  &c.  If 
their  journey  be  but  deterred  for  a short  time,  they  will  continue 
their  army  there,  and  go  forward  with  their  preparations  elsewhere  ; 
yet  since  it  is  possible,  if  by  six  or  seven  galleys  at  a time  they  may 
convey  their  whole  army  and  fleet  of  galleys  into  the  Low  Countries, 
that  they  will  attempt  to  set  over  their  fleet  of  ships,  even  in  winter, 
I would  remiud  you  of  the  300  men  continued  hero  for  the  better 
defence  of  this  place,  and  beg  to  know  whether  they  shall  be  con- 
tinued, or  dismissed  according  to  the  time  that  my  Lord  of  Bath 
has  appointed  ; also,  whether  I shall  proceed  in  the  passing  of 
bridges  or  strengthening  of  these  places,  which  of  necessity  are 
to  be  provided  for,  if  the  purpose  of  the  enemy  goes  forward, 
inasmuch  as  the  safety  of  the  whole  estate  of  these  parts  stands 
upon  it.

The  navy  is  gone  to  sea 
in  good  plight  for  so  short  warning,  23  ships  and  pinnaces  of  the 
Queen’s,  12  good  merchant  ships  provided  by  the  city,  six  more 
hired  by  the  Queen,  with  14  hoys  well  furnished  with  ordnance. 
The  land  forces  are  being  discharged,  first  the  Herts  men,  and  so  on 
by  degrees  ; they  will  probably  be  all  dissolved  to-day  ; all  received 
pay,  some  for  four  or  five  days,  some  for  a week.  On  Friday  1,600 
horse  mustered  by  St.  James’s,  and  400  next  day  for  the  clergy  in 
St.  George's  Field.  None  of  the  noblemen  showed  their  troops,  but 
these  and  other  volunteers  would  probably  double  that  number. 
Had  the  forces  been  drawn  to  a head  or  into  camp,  it  is  thought  the 
first  proportion  would  have  risen  to  27,000  foot  and  3,000  horse ; 
they  were  well  provided,  and  wanted  not  feathers,  scarfs,  and  such 
other  light  ware.  The  Lord  General  and  principal  officers  came  in 
great  bravery  to  Paul’s  Cross  on  Sunday  week,  and  dined  with  the 
Lord  Mayor,  when  there  was  a false  alarm  that  the  Spanish  were  at 
Brest.  The  vulgar  think  there  was  some  mystery  in  this  assemblind 
5.  U 
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of  the  forces  ; some  say  the  Queen  was  dangerously  ill,  others  that 
it  was  intended  to  show  some  that  are  absent  that  others  can  be 
followed  as  well  as  they,  and  military  service  as  well  directed  as  if 
they  were  present.  In  the  west  country  the  forces  are  not  yet 
dismissed,  as  there,  if  anywhere,  may  be  danger.  Sir  Wm.  Russell 
was  sent  there  as  general ; now  it  is  said  that  certain  fellows  are 
come  from  Brussels  with  commission  from  Spain  for  peace. 

Lord  Cromwell  and  Sir  John  Davies  are  come  from  Ireland,  one 
about  Sir  Coniers  Clifford’s  government,  and  so  to  return  ; the  other 
lias  what  he  went  for.  Sir  Coniers’  defeat  was  very  foul ; he  was  at 
the  Curlewes  in  O’Donnell’s  country,  and  besides  himself  and  Sir 
Alex.  Rntcliffe,  eight  or  nine  commanders  were  lost,  and  above  240 
men.  Capt.  Cosbie  is  much  blamed  for  causing  the  first  disorder  by 
wheeling  about,  but  some  say  Sir  Coniers  went  not  soldier-like  to 
work,  and  when  he  saw  Ills  error,  and  might  have  escaped,  would  not 
outlive  such  a loss.  It  was  said  that  Sir  Thos.  Norris  and  Sir  Harry 
were  dead  of  their  wounds,  but  I hear  that  Sir  Harry  is  coming  over, 
and  Sir  Thomas  is  weak,  but  not  in  extremity.  Since  his  first  arrival, 
the  Earl  of  Essex  has  made  59  knights,  English  and  Irish,  including 
Sir  Henry  Lindley,  Sir  Harry  Carey  (that  was  Sir  kFms.  Vere’s 
lieutenant),  two  Lovelaces,  Sir  Ajax  HArrington,  Sir  Jack  Haydon, 
and  Sir  Dick  Morrison.  1 fear  his  huddling  them  up  by  half 
hundreds  will  bring  the  order  into  contempt 

Lord  Burghley  has  his  patent,  and  is  half-way  to  York.  Lady 
Hatton  lias  a daughter,  christened  10  days  ago,  the  Queen  (by 
her  deputy.  Lady  Oxford)  and  the  Countess  Dowager  of  Derby, 
being  godmothers,  and  the  Lord  Treasurer  godfather.  Dick 
Fowler  is  in  the  Tower,  on  suspicion  of  practices  against  Her 
Majesty’s  jierson  ; I always  thought  him  foolish,  but  hope  he  is  not 
devilish.  Capt  Chute,  that  should  have  been  knight  in  France,  is 
also  there,  on  some  such  accusation.  Alabaster,  who  escaped  from 
the  Clink,  is  brought  back,  being  sent  from  Rochelle.  Last  week,  at 
a puppet  play  in  St  John  Street,  the  house  fell,  six  persons  were 
killed,  and  30  or  40  hurt.  Mr.  Dormer  is  come  to  town,  to  accom- 
pany Sir  Harry  Lee  to  Court ; also  Sir  Ant.

Lambert 
writes,  Aug.  thus : The  six  galleons  from  Portugal  are  gone  for 

the  Groyne,  slenderly  manned,  and  ill  provided.  At  Ferrol  are  only 
the  12  great  galleons  now  gone  from  the  Passage  and  Portugal.  The 
six  galleys  so  long  at  St.  Anderas  are  making  ready,  but  these  and 
two  others  are  bought  of  the  King  by  a certain  Genoese  company 
called  Espinyela  [Spinola?],  who  purpose  to  have  them  to  Dunkirk  ; 
divers  Genoese  mariners  have  coiue  to  serve  in  them.  The  King 
has  freely  given  the  company  all  they  can  get  with  these  galleys. 

Letters  from  Seville  say  that  the  Holland  fleet  has  taken  the 
Grand  Canary,  and  put  all  to  sword.  Plenty  of  corn  is  gathered 
out  of  most  parts  of  Spain,  but  the  sickness  is  greatly  dispersed 
throughout  the  country.  John  de  Arbelays  is  ordered  to  accompany 
the  Spanish  ambassador  into  France.

70.  Win.  Stallenge  to  Sec.  Cecil.  To-day  the  mayor  has  received 
letters  from  Dartmouth,  that  the  Spanish  fleet  was  arrived  at  Brest ; 

At  this  instant  15 
of  the  Flemish  fleet  have  arrived  here  from  the  Canaries  ; the 
admiral  reports  they  have  taken  the  Grand  Canaries  and  the  Gomera, 
and  that  on  11  July,  about  37  sail,  the  best  of  their  fleet,  well 
furnished,  departed  from  them  at  the  Islands,  for  some  other  service 
which  he  will  not  make  known.

the  road,  to  transport  him  into  the  Down*,  to  take  view  of  Her 
Majesty’s  navy  ; but  the  weather  falling  foul,  and  the  wind  blowing 
westerly,  ho  commanded  her  in  again.  On  the  26th  came  in  a shallop 
of  Dieppe,  which  was  sent  to  advertize  the  governor  that  the  Spanish 
fleet  had  been  descried  upon  the  coast  of  Brittany  ; thereupon  he 
sent  a small  ketch  to  the  Queen’s  admiral  in  the  Downs,  to  give 
notice  thereof,  but  the  boat  came  back  through  contrary  winds,  and 
has  gone  again  this  morning ; yesterday  the  agent  of  the  States 
sent  a pinnace  for  Zealand  to  make  this  news  known  there.  Two 
Bretons  come  in  from  Rochelle  neither  saw  any  shipping,  nor  heard 
of  any  having  arrived  in  Brittany. 

There  is  no  provision  of  galleys  and  shipping  in  all  the  ports  ot 
Flanders,  except  at  Dunkirk,  nor  is  that  of  strength,  or  in  readi- 
ness (except  the  ordinary  boats  of  war  that  go  to  offend  the  poor 
merchants,  which  have  been  a long  time  ready  and  are  kept  in  by 
the  Hollanders).  Spiuola,  a Genoese,  (being  left  very  rich  by  his 
father,  and  emulating  the  greatness  of  Andrea  Doria,  general  of  the 
galleys  for  the  King  of  Spain  in  Italy,)  presented  his  services  to 
the  said  King,  proffering  to  effect  great  matters  by  shipping  and 
galleys,  if  he  might  have  commission  from  the  King  to  command 
them ; he  is  appointed  to  make  his  preparation  and  to  put  in 
practice  his  authority  in  these  parts  of  Flanders ; he  was  at 
Dunkirk  in  person  last  March,  viewed  the  havens,  and  put  men  in 
hand  to  make  a sluice  in  the  haven  of  the  said  town,  to  keep  in 
water,  where  eight  or  ten  galleys  may  always  lie  afloat,  on  the 
west  side  of  the  town,  without  the  walls.  This  Don  Frederico 
Spinola  ordered  two  galleys  built  in  Dunkirk,  and  two  ships  of 
100  tons  a piece,  caused  200  Italian  carpenters  to  come  overland  to 
build  them,  and  gave  order  for  their  monthly  pay.  Last  Easter  he 
departed  overland  into  Spain,  and  is  thought  to  be  coming  back 
with  the  Archduke  Albertos,  who  is  hourly  expected. 

It  is  said  that  five  more  galleys  are  to  come  from  Spain  shortly, 
with  500  slaves  to  furnish  these  new  galleys,  and  pilots  are  gone 
from  Dunkirk  westward  to  bring  them  in.  One  of  these  new 
galleys  was  launched  last  Saturday,  but  the  other,  and  the  ships  that 
the  Italian  carpenters  have  in  hand  will  not  be  ready  these  two 
months.  Spinola’s  officers  have  been  six  weeks  in  Dunkirk,  to 
provide  things  necessary  for  the  shipping,  and  have  hired  the  house 
of  William  Randell  an  Englishman,  who  escaped  from  the  Gate- 
house at  Westminster  not  long  since.  Spinola’s  lodging  is  also  in 
the  same  house. 

The  two  Spanish  ships  building  in  this  harbour  have  been 
arrested  by  command  of  the  French  King,  to  make  satisfaction  to 
the  governor  of  Dieppe  for  a ship  of  his  stayed  in  Spain,  and  used 
in  this  service,  and  will  not  leave  this  harbour  until  she  is  restored. 
The  Hollanders  suspect  some  shipping  will  enter  Dunkirk,  and  have 
increased  their  fleet  to  34  sail  before  the  harbour,  and  received 
in  greater  ordnance.  The  States’  forces  have  taken  a town, 
Dutticome  in  Gelderland,  which  they  lost  last  year,  and  put  all  to 
the  sword ; some  say  that  the  camp  of  the  Germans  has  come  to 
Helmont  in  Brabant,  and  taken  it  in,  and  tqat  they  have  declared 
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o]>en  hostility  against  the  Spaniards.  Francesco  de  Aguillar 
Alvarado,  governor  of  Dunkirk,  since  his  release  from  Ostend, 
where  he  paid  10,000  pistolets  for  ransom,  is  gone  to  Brussels,  to  be 
there  at  the  entry  of  the  Infanta.  Before  his  going,  he  put  Sir  Wm. 
Waldgrave’s  son,  and  Tlios.  Jeffries,  the  merchant,  into  a very 
straight  dungeon  underground,  feeding  them  most  inhumanely  with 
bread  and  water,  with  such  scarcity  and  tyranny  as  they  cannot 
long  continue  life;  for  the  jailer,  being  of  more  pity  than  he,  is 
visited  twice  a week  by  his  servants,  to  see  he  gives  them  no  further 
relief  than  that  appointed.  [2  pages.] 

84.  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges  to  the  Council.  Your  letter  to  the  Earl  of 
Plymouth  Fort.  Bath,  upon  intelligence  of  the  arrival  of  the  Spanish  fleet  upon  the 
coast  of  Brittany,  directs  that  the  forces  of  this  country  be  assembled 
to  withstand  any  attempt.  Last  Tuesday  he  ordered  the  forces  to 
march  to  the  places  of  rendezvous  agreed  upon  at  the  last  dissolving 
of  the  troops  ; but  on  Thursday  night,  I understood  it  was  but  six 
galleys  that  were  seen  upon  the  coast,  that  those  were  going  with 
treasure  into  the  Low  Countries,  and  that  there  were  no  ships  in 
their  company.

Aug.  28.  85.  Wm.  Tresham  to  Lord  Henry  Howard.  Some  while  ago,  I 

r«m.  was  told  you  were  dead,  and  used  the  office  of  Catholic  piety  in 
memory  of  an  ancient  acquaintance,  but  am  much  revived  to  find 
you  are  in  our  natural  benison,  and  in  good  grace,  as  you  deserve, 
with  our  sovereign.  That  my  affection  may  not  displease  you,  I 
must  tell  you  that  I have  ceased  from  services  disgus table  to  the 
State  where  you  abide,  and  retired  hither,  with  consent  of  Sir  Hen. 
Neville,  Her  Majesty's  ambassador.  I want  indemnity  for  past 
transgressions,  and  leave  to  spend  my  remaining  days  in  my  native 
soil,  under  Her  Majesty’s  protection.

Aug.  28.  86.  Sir  Stephen  Soame,  Lord  Mayor,  and  11  of  the  Corporation 

Ixrndoa.  of  London,  to  the  Council.  We  have  performed  the  duties  required 
of  us,  in  furnishing  the  12  ships  with  men,  victuals,  &c.  for  two 
months,  and  arming  and  victualling  the  30  hoys  for  one  month, 
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whereof  16  remain  within  the  river,  and  have  already  stood  the 
city  8001.,  (besides  the  charges  of  those  other  14  sent  down  to  attend 
the  fleet)  ; they  are  likewise  ready,  save  that  they  want  sqpie  great 
ordnance,  which  we  have  required  of  Sir  Oeo.

vice. We  have  hitherto  with  all  diligence  and  dhty  endeavoured  to 
perform  your  commands,  and  dealt  effectually  with  our  Common 
Council  to  yield  with  all  readiness  to  contributions  necessary  for  this 
present  service.  To  this  end  we  'have  already  charged  the  people  of 
this  city  with  one  whole  subsidy,  and  meant  also  to  have  required  of 
them  one  other  subsidy ; but  seeing  the  indisposition  of  the  Common 
Council  (who  allege  the  grievance  and  inability  of  themselves  and 
the  common  people),  we  have  thought  good  to  take  5,0001.  up  at 
interest,  rather  than  to  propound  to  them  so  soon  any  further  charge, 
which  by  the  return  of  the  said  ships,  is  like  to  increase  to  as  much 
more.  This  all  concurring  with  other  charges  lately  required  of 
them  for  subsidies,  loans,  &c.  seems  to  them  very  heavy.  Therefore 
we  are  in  doubt  that,  if  these  further  large  charges  for  the  victual- 
ling of  these  14  hoys  for  another  month,  and  the  fortifications  upon 
the  river  should  be  propounded  to  a Common  Council,  they  would 
refuse  the  same.  As  this  would  be  unpleasing  to  you  and  to  our- 
selves, we  would  be  glad  to  prevent  it.  We  therefore  pray  that  the 
said  charges  already  expended  for  the  arming  and  training  of  0,000 
men,  with  the  12  ships  and  30  hoys,  besides  provision  of  arms  and 
weapons  by  private  persons,  may  be  sufficient  for  this  present  ser- 
vice, without  further  charges  to  bo  imposed  upon  the  peoplo  within 
this  city. 

Touching  the  employment  of  the  16  hoys  yet  remaining  in  the 
river,  we  will  confer  with  the  masters  of  the  Trinity  House  accord- 
ing to  your  directions  ; for  the  complaint  made  to  you  by  certain 
bargemen,  we  assure  you  they  all  had  present  payment  of  all  money 
due  to  them.  [2  pages.  With  15  autograph  signatures .]

sickness ; God  give  you  health  and  me  liberty.  I arrived  at 
Ferrol,  and  as  soon  as  we  came  in  with  the  galleys,  we  towed  out 
the  ships  which  went  to  seek  the  enemy’s  fleet,  which  are  at  the 
Canaries,  have  taken  it,  and  are  fortifying  it  with  great  speed. 
The  Adelautado  and  Suriago  departed  the  24th  inst.,  with  50 
great  ships,  bravely  appointed  with  very  good  soldiers ; God  give 
them  victory.  He  has  left  his  wife  at  the  Groyne.  The  Earl  has 
pardoned  all  the  two  years’  volunteers,  and  given  liberty  to  all  the 
rest  that  are  in  the  galleys  of  the  Marquis  of  Ste.  Acraze.  I being  poor 
have  no  man  to  pity  me  but  God  and  you  ; pray  procure  my  pardon 
of  his  Excellency,  and  send  it  me  when  he  returns  to  the  Groyne. 
We  are  to  winter  there,  and  in  the  spring  to  go  with  our  ships  and 
galleys  for  England. 

Endorsed  as  found  in  the  Spanish  carvel  (sent  home  by  Edw. 
Deacon),  since  the  rest  of  the  letters  also  found  in  her  were  sent  to 
their  Lordships.  Also  “ It  is  to  be  supposed  that  he  which  wrote  the 
same  had  been  first  prisoner  with  the  keeper  of  the  prison  in  Lisbon, 
to  whom  the  same  is  directed,  and  from  thence  taken  into  the  galleys 
to  serve.”

93.  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges  to  the  Privy  Council.  By  warrant  from  the 
Lord  Lieutenant,  1 have  dismissed  the  300  men  appointed  for  the 
better  defence  of  this  place,  whereof  I inform  you,  that  if  you  find  it 
fit,  from  the  enemy’s  proceedings,  order  may  be  taken  for  their 
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return.  It  is  against  my  advice,  inasmuch  as  although  T have 
understood  of  the  departure  of  the  Adelantado  from  the  Groyne,  and 
that  they  were  gone  for  the  treasure,  yet  that  all  that  may  he  but  a 
device ; he  might  assure  himself  that,  on  notice  of  his  departure, 
all  the  forces  appointed  for  defence  should  be  dismissed,  to  which 
assurance  he  might  be  persuaded  by  many  reasons. 

First,  the  unscasonablcness  of  the  year,  thereby  commonly  believed 
not  fit  for  him  to  make  wars  upon  our  coast  (although  he  came  the 
last  time  in  October).  Next,  the  charge  that  it  would  be  to  us,  of 
which  we  should  accept  of  any  reasonable  excuse  to  disburden  our- 
selves. 

I suspect  him  because  he  has  taken  with  him  so  many  of  his 
land  forces,  with  all  things  that  he  had  provided  for  his  attempt 
against  England,  far  exceeding  what  might  be  necessary  for  these 
parts  : also  the  galleys  are  still  at  the  Groyne,  to  remain  until  they 
hear  further  from  the  Adelantado,  and  what  provision  can  possibly 
be  made  is  still  transported  thither  ; this  argues  no  purpose  in 
him  to  defer  any  time,  but  only  a device  to  work  his  own  advantage, 
thereby  thinking  to  take  Her  Majesty  unawares,  and  unprovided  for 
defence.  It  cannot  be  unwise  to  secure  all  places  dangerous,  seeing 
the  means  are  so  easy  and  reasonable  : impute  my  boldness  *to  my 
desire  by  foresight  to  avoid  any  imminent  mischief.  [1  \ pages]

91.  i.  John  Jrfrey,  mayor  of  Southampton,  to  Lord  Chamber- 
lain  II unsdon,  This  morning  there  was  brought  to  me 
by  the  watch  one  Tindar,  alias  North,  by  which  name  he 
is  known  to  many  in  this  town  who  have  often  seen  him  in 
S/xti ii,  and  been  taken  by  h im.  The  manner  of  his  bind- 
ing was  suspicious.  I took  his  examination  as  enclosed, 
and  now  send  him  up,  guarded  by  three  men,  and  with 
warrant  to  take  uppost  horses.  As  that  will  be  chargeable, 
I beseech  that  allowance  may  be  made  to  them.

Report  of  Geo.  Kelly,  of  Bristol.  On  27  July,  was  in  a carvel  of 
Bristol,  captured  by  three  of  the  King  of  Spain’s  men-of-wnr,  and 
was  brought  into  the  Groyne ; these  men-of-war  wafted  three 
other  carvels  laden  with  wine,  &c.  going  to  the  Groyne,  where 
were  22  great  ships,  of  800  tons  burden,  which  had  taken  in 
all  their  provisions,  and  were  looking  for  a wind  to  pass  away; 
there  were  presses  along  the  country  for  men  to  furnish  these  ships, 
and  it  was  reported  that  there  would  be  23  more  ships  from  Bilboa, 
witliin  three  days,  to  accompany  them.

Some  ships  arrived  from  Lisbon 
report  no  preparation  there  of  any  sort,  and  that  while  they  wero 
lading  salt  in  St.  Tovall  [Setuval],  a ship  came  in  there  that  had 
been  two  days  in  company  with  18  ships,  bound  to  the  South  Cape, 
and  eight  galleys,  which  were  the  King's  armada  and  galleys  from 
the  Groyne.  One  of  the  six  galleys  was  put  aground  going  into  the 
Slays,  but  was  recovered  and  carried  into  the.  haven  ; another  went 
abroad  as  far  as  West  Cape,  and  took  two  passenger  ships  coining 
from  Zealand  to  this  town,  hut  all  the  passengers  who  affirmed  they 
were  inhabitants  of  this  place,  although  they  were  Hollanders  or 
Zealanders,  were  allowed  to  pass,  and  are  come  hither  by  land  ; one  of 
the  ships,  laden  with  barrel  fish,  was  earned  into  the  Sluys,  and 
there  unladen,  because  the  skipper  forsook  his  ship,  and  saved  him- 
self with  his  boat  upon  the  isle  of  Walcheren. 

The  prisonei-s  report  that  any  of  them  suspeeteil  to  be  English 
were  separated  from  the  rest,  and  viewed  by  some  English  fugitives 
in  the  galleys,  but  there  were  not  any.  Some  mariners  are  gone 
from  Dunkirk  to  fetch  two  of  the  galleys  thither,  whereof  the 
States'  ships  having  knowledge,  they  increase  their  forces  before

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row  as  fast  as  the  galleys,  to  give  the  alarm  to  Zealand  when  they 
see  the  galleys  come  forth. 

I understand  that  Flushing  keeps  good  guard,  and  it  should  be 
continued  both  there  and  in  other  places,  and  principally  Ostend,  for 
John  de  Ribas,  late  governor  of  the  Bluys,  and  of  this  town  whilst 
it  was  Spanish,  and  now  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Flanders,  who 
lately  made  the  new  fort  near  the  town  of  Ostend,  continues  his 
troops  not  far  from  that  place,  and  it  is  feared  will  attempt  in  the 
frost  some  surprise  upon  it.  Mona,  do  Vique,  governor  of  this  town, 
departed  this  morning  towards  Flushing  in  a small  boat  simply 
appointed.  I bear  that  he  goes  to  assure  the  States  of  succours  of 
money  from  the  French  King.  I hope  I am  well  fitted  for  a man  to 
be  your  instrument,  and  finding  this  place  very  chargeable,  I make 
him  some  allowance  of  diet  till  he  embarks.  I shall  shortly  be  at 
London,  to  send  away  the  needful,  and  know  your  further  pleasure.

5.  That  these  articles  be  ordered  to  be  very  strictly  observed, 
on  such  penalties  as  it  shall  please  her  and  the  lords  to  inflict, 
and  that  any  true  informer  against  transgressors  have  such 
convenient  proportion  of  the  penalty  as  they  shall  ordain.  With 
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proviso  that  the  toleration  of  trade  required  in  these  articles  be 
not  prejudicial  to  the  charters  already  granted  to  the  Merchant 
Adventurers.

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J.  B.  [alias  John  Petit  to  Peter  Halms.]  An  English  priest  writing 
from  Rome  says  that  the  Spanish  ambassador  has  heard  from  France 
that  the  Queen  will  give  Arabella  in  marriage  to  the  French  King  and 
declare  him  her  successor  ; hut  the  French  here  say  their  King  has 
taken  another  mistress,  Mdlle.  d'Entragues,  and  has  promised  to 
marry  her  if  he  have  a son.  Rumours  fly  that  the  King  of  Scots 
is  preparing  to  war  against  England,  and  that  his  brother-in-law  of 
Denmark  has  broken  the  ice  already.  Earl  Both  well  is  gone  to 
Antwerp  to  be  cured  ; all  his  designs  fell  to  the  ground,  but  the 
Scots  are  a false  nation,  and  would  sell  King  and  country  for 
“ siller,’’  as  they  call  it. 

There  is  much  talk  here  of  the  groundless  alarm  taken  in  England 
about  six  galleys.  Men  wonder  that  so  wise  a Council  was  not 
more  provident  than  to  put  the  Queen  and  realm  to  excessive  charge 
in  time  of  peace,  upon  a false  alarm,  drawing  ships  together  and 
assembling  men  in  great  numbers,  and  costing  the  realm  more 
than  a subsidy  usually  amounts  to,  besides  the  damage  to  private 
men,  especially  this  harvest  time.  Some  foolish  fellow  made  a 
mad  piece  of  work  of  it. 

It  is  disputed  among  statesmen  whether  it  is  wise  to  put  arms  in 
the  people’s  hands,  and  most  concur  that  they  should  not  be  brought 
together  armed,  except  on  urgent  occasions.  The  estimation  of  the 
English  council  for  prudence  is  thereby  much  diminished,  and  they 
say  that  there  has  been  either  malice  and  treachery,  or  great  negli- 
gence and  simplicity.  The  Queen  has  been  very  ill  served  and  her 
subjects  no  less  troubled. 

There  has  been  an  exclamation  against  Englishmen  for  shipping 
away  one  North  ; at  first  he  was  said  to  be* slain  ; then  to  have  gone 
into  England,  where,  to  win  credit,  he  will  discover  more  tales  than 
are  true,  passing  off  his  own  plots  as  things  intended  from  Spain. 
North  proposed  the  taking  of  Harwich  or  Hull,  and  showed  how  it 
could  be  doue,  and  named  other  places  that  might  be  taken.  [Ex- 
tract, Flanders  Corresp.']

Fowey.  0f  Ireland,  before  Sir  Eras.  Godolphin  and  Win.  TrefFry.  Were 
servitors  under  Sir  Edw.  Norris  and  several  captains  in  the  Low 
Countries,  for  seven  years,  and  afterwards  served  the  Spaniards  at 
Bluett ; the  wars  being  ended  in  France,  were  shipped  for  Spain, 
and  placed  under  Capt.  Connack  Macarty,  to  whom  the  King  of 
Spain  had  given  a company.  Were  with  the  Adelantado  in 
his  voyago  for  Falmouth,  and  knew  the  Englishmen,  Eaton,  Cripps, 
Ireland,  Burgldey,  Elliot,  and  Capt.  James.  The  army  consisted  of 
10,000  soldiers,  and  intended  for  Falmouth,  which  they  termed  Mai 
Mount,  for  their  evil  success.  The  Adelantado  was  first  to  have 
landed,  with  a squadron  all  composed  of  gentlemen  and  English 
pensioners,  and  next  Ferdinando  Sheron,  who  commanded  the 
regiment  of  Bretons ; then  Gonsalvo  de  Luna,  maestro  del  campo, 
with  the  regiment  of  Lisbon,  and  Roderico  de  Roscoe,  who  bad  a 
regiment  of  Low  Country  soldiers,  but  they  were  commanded  by 
the  Adelantado  not  to  spoil,  because  he  expected  to  have  a jwurty  at 
their  coming,  to  assist  them. 

The  navy  at  the  Groyne  was  50  ships  and  22  galleys,  intended 
for  Cornwall  or  Ireland,  and  12,000  men,  divided  into  four  regiments, 
most  of  them  old  soldiers.  The  chief  commanders  were  the  Adelan- 
tado, Don  John  de  Lcyle,  Don.  Ferd.  Sheron,  and  an  Italian  colonel, 
who  was  maestro  del  cumpo,  also  Rodrigo  de  Roscoe.  Upon  new 
intelligences  from  the  King,  all  the  ships  (except  two  galleys  which 
were  left  to  winter  there  under  Don  Pedro  de  Lieva)  were  com- 
manded by  the  Adelantado,  after  being  two  days  at  sea,  to  follow 
him  to  St.  Michael's  ; but  examinate’s  ship,  in  which  there  were  200 
men,  sprung  a leak,  and  though  ordered  to  proceed,  the  French  and 
Irish  in  it  being  stronger  tlmn  the  Spaniards,  returned  to  Brest ; 
Capt.  Cormack  Macarty  and  the  Spanish  captain  put  the  ancient 
and  pilot  in  prison  for  coming  in  there,  but  examinates  fled 
to  St.  Malo,  and  from  thence  passed  to  Fowey.  Saw  sundiy  others 
of  the  fleet  return  back  by  reason  of  the  great  storm  ; the  St.  Paul, 
the  Admiral,  was  much  spoiled  in  boarding  the  Vice  Admiral. 
Their  intention  was  to  fight  the  Flemish  fleet,  and  to  waft  home 
the  Indian  fleet;  they  give  out  that  they  will  renew  their  prepara- 
tions for  Cornwall  or  Ireland  next  year.  [1^  pages.]

In  Paris  they  will 
needs  have  their  King  the  Queens  heir  and  successor,  and  in

matter,  as  though  there  were  no  doubt  in  it."  I would  rather 
he  were  in  a fishpool,  with  his  mistress  for  a millstone  about  his 
nock.  I do  not  like  this  light  talk ; it  argues  something  brewing. 
The  master  of  Gray  is  here,  and  has  had  an  audience  with  the  Arch- 
duke.

10  per  cent,  interest  until  the  debt  be  jmid  l>ack  to  him,  and  bear 
the  hazard  of  the  debt  which  he  has  made. 

It  may  be  alleged  that  there  will  be  no  certainty  of  Her  Majesty’s 
yearly  revenue  ; but  her  coinage  and  custom  is  now  more  or  less 
yearly,  according  to  the  quantity  of  tin  made  and  transported,  and 
she  having  but  2 l.  16$.  8 d.  upon  a thousand  weight,  she  may  better 
bear  the  hazard  of  the  mines  than  a merchant  pay  for  more  than  he 
receives. 

For  a second  offer,  if  Her  Majesty  grant  the  premises  for  this 
coinage  in  fann,  and  at  the  present  price  of  29t.  a thousand,  she 
shall  have,  according  to  the  former  rate.  71.  13s.  4 d.  upon  every 
thousand  of  tin,  where  now  she  has  but  21.  16$.  8d.  the  thousand 
weight.  It  is  desired  that  this  offer  may  be  made  known  to  the 
merchants,  who  have  gained  greatly  by  the  poor  tinners,  to  try  if 
any  of  them  will  offer  better  for  the  profit  of  Her  Majesty  and  the 
good  of  the  tinners  ; if  they  refuse,  then  this  offer  shall  be  per- 
formed, when  Her  Majesty  shall  he  pleased  to  command  it.

Lambert  writes  that  if  this  last  shipwreck,  and 
the  Holland  fleet  hinder  not,  the  Spaniard  will  be  busy  again  this 
winter  or  in  the  spring  ; it  was  intended  for  the  ships  to  laud  in.the 
west  part  of  England,  and  the  galleys  to  go  for  Ireland,  with  forces 
for  the  rebel  Tyrone,  and  then  to  Flanders,  to  pass  over  soldiers 
from  thence.  To  make  the  people  forward,  they  vaunt  of  other 
hopes  in  our  country  and  about  us.  The  Adelantado  is  rash-headed, 
and  expects  to  do  this  suddenly,  and  before  we  should  be  provided; 
with  hope  of  refreshment  from  Ireland,  he  would  put  to  sea,  though 
meanly  victualled.  For  his  rashness  and  vigorous  handling  of  the 
people,  he  was  in  such  disgrace  with  the  old  King  that  it  was 
thought  lie  would  be  executed,  but  his  son  being  married  to  the 
daughter  of  the  Marquis  Deriia,  who  is  in  favour  with  the  new 
King,  he  is  not  only  released,  but  employed. 
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I send  you  my  objections  against  the  man-of-war  at  Treport.  It 
is  sufficient  if  the  King  is  wiiling  to  hold  the  ship,  or  punish  the 
captain,  who  had  most  likely  done  us  harm  had  he  been  at  liberty, 
as  some  of  his  fellows  have  done,  who  took  two  or  three  barks 
bouud  from  hence  to  Amsterdam  and  Middleburgh,  by  which  our 
whole  nation  lose  4,0001.  or  5,000/.  [1  page. J 

14.  Thomas  Lord  Burghley  to  Sea  Cecil.  I take  the  opportunity 
of  the  weather  to  forward  you  this  nag,  lest  you  should  be  six 
months  longer  without  it,  and  I could  not  hear  of  such  another, 
were  I to  search  all  Yorkshire.  When  you  make  the  sheriffs,  I 
must,  ask  you  about  a small  office  usually  given  hy  the  president 
to  his  secretary  or  gentleman  usher.  Mansfield,  Lord  Huntingdon’s 
gentleman,  had  it,  and  got  divers  gentlemen  to  promise  to  continue 
him  when  they  became  sheriffs,  and  thus  takes  it  out  of  the  pre- 
sident’s gift,  but  some  refused  liim.  I beg  that  none  lie  pricked 
sheriffs  who  have  not  the  Queen's  command  to  let  the  office  remain 
with  the  president.  It  would  Ire  thought  a disgrace  to  me  if  it  were 
lost  in  my  time.  All  who  are  likely  to  be  aherills,  except  Sir  William 
and  Sir  Rich.  Mallory,  Sir  John  Saville,  and  three  others,  have  given 
their  hands  to  Mansfield,  who  is  Lord  Essex’s  man,  and  is  at  Court 
to  wait  who  shall  be  sheriff.  The  office  is  only  20/.  a year.  I came 
very  barely  to  my  office,  fur  hy  Her  Majesty’s  entreaties,  which  you 
know  I could  not  deny,  I forbore  to  give  away  the  two  examiners' 
places,  as  usually  done  by  the  president. 

By  reason  of  my  sharp  dealing,  divers  of  the  obstinatest  recusants 
have  fled  into  Lincolnshire,  where  I have  no  commission  to  deal ;

names  of  such  as  I think  fit  to  search  for  them,  and  I hope  we  shall 
hit  upon  some  seminaries  whom  they  have  taken  with  them.  I lon<r 
to  hear  from  you  concerning  the  great  Karl ; here  come  down  divers 
reports  which  I believe  not.

15.  Rich.  Hawkins  to  Sir  Hen.  Ncvill,  English  ambassador  at 
i Paris.  Though  not  knowing  you,  yet  ns  the  English  nobility  incline 

to  do  good  to  the  afflicted,  I beg  you  to  forward  the  enclosed  letters 
to  London. 

I am  tbe  unfortunate  son  of  Sir  John  Hawkins.  In  1593,  I left 
my  house  in  Plymouth,  with  three  ships  of  my  own,  for  the  South 
Sea,  but  losing  two  on  the  coast  of  Peru,  I met  tbe  King’s  armada, 
and  after  fighting  three  days  and  nights, — being  wounded  myself 
in  six  places,  my  captain  and  master's  son  Wounded,  almost  all 
my  company  slain  and  hurt,  and  my  ship  ready  to  sink, — I rendered 
myself,  on  the  general's  promise,  of  which  he  sent  us  his  glove  ns  a 
pledge,  to  give  us  life  and  liberty.  Most  of  my  people  were  freed 
long  ago,  but  the  hindrance  to  my  freedom  is  lest  I should  return  and 
molest  the  King’s  dominions.  If  they  will  only  grant  it  me  on  such 
an  assurance,  1 shall  pray  you  to  mediate  with  the  Queen  for  me  to 
procure  me  some  means  for  easing  my  long  imprisonment,  since  I and 
my  father,  ever  since  wc  could  bear  arms,  have  spent  our  time  and 
substance  in  her  service.  Pray  let  some  servant  of  yours  write  me, 
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through  some  person  of  Ant.  Perez's  bouse,  how  I may  safely  send 
letters  to  you,  and  I and  my  wife  and  children  will  be  bound  to 
serve  you.  [li  pages.] 

16.  Sir  John  Pope  to  Lord  Admiral  Nottingham  and  Sec.  Cecil. 
I am  detained  by  contrary  winds  from  revenging  myself  upon  those 
who  have  undone  me.  I send  the  information  of  Mat  Sumers,  of 
Plymouth,  lately  prisoner  in  Spain ; that  there  were  at  St.  Mary's 
22  galleys,  12  being  from  Sicily  and  Naples,  for  this  expedition; 
36  vessels  were  also  ready  at  Cadiz,  which  are  now  at  the  Groyne, 
with  12,000  men,  of  which  8,000  were  old  soldiers  from  Brittany.

Rogers,  merchant  of  Pembroke, 
before  Geo.  Owen,  deputy  lieutenant  of  Pembrokeshire. 
Coming  homewards  from  St.  Jean  de  Luz,  after  freighting 
a French  bark  with  wine,  dr.  for  Milford,  was  forced  by 
weather  into  Brest ; found  two  Spanish  captains  and 
their  compan  ies  of  Spaniards,  and  one  Irish  captain  and 
his  company  of  Irish,  shipped  in  a ship  of  Rochelle  of  200 
Ions,  having  been  pressed  in  Spain  to  serve  the  Spanish 
King.  Some  of  the  Irishmen  discovered  to  him  that  they 
were  of  a fleet  of  80  tall  ships  at  hast,  manned  with 
20,000  fighting  men,  all  set  forth  old  of  Spain  for  in- 
vading of  England,  and  that  by  force  of  weather  30  days 
before,  this  ship  was  separated  from  the  rest  of  the  fleet, 
and  driven  to  Brest.  When  nominate  blamed  them, 
being  the  Queen  of  Englamts  subjects,  for  becoming 
traitors  and  rebels  against  their  Queen  and  country,  one

The  RocheUer  who  woe  owner  of  the  ship,  hearing  hie 
ship  was  at  Brest,  came  thither  and  stayed  her,  whereby 
the  Spaniards  wen  forced  to  land  all  tlieir  furniture  and 
victuals ; amongst  other  thi ngs,  there  teas  a great  store  of 
shovels  and  pickaxes  for  pioneers.  The.  Spanish  captain 
told  the  owner  of  exami note's  bark,  with  whom  he  was 
acquainted,  that  their  pilot  lots  an  Irishman,  and  had 
the  lea/ling  of  their  ship  till  he  had  brought  them  within 
sight  of  England, and  that  they  knew  the  Islands  of  Scilly  : 
then  the  Spaniards,  susjiecling  that  the  Irishmen  would 
betray  them,  and  bring  them  into  England,  took  the  pilot 
anti  all  the  rest  of  the  Irishmen,  bound  them,  and  bi-ought 
them  prisoners  to  Brest,  where  they  set  them  all  (it  liberty, 
save  the  Irish  pilot,  whom  they  still  hold  prisoner.  The 
Irishmen  declared  that  the  ship  in  which  they  were  was 
pressed  at  the  Passage  in  Galicia,  and  that  the  rest  of  the 
fleet  came  from  the  Groyne  and  other  harbours  in  Galicia.

23.  Thomas,  Bishop  of  Winchester,  to  Sec.  Cecil.  I presume 
Mr.  Solicitor-General,  by  reason  of  his  presence  at  the  time  and 
place,  and  examination,  has  acquainted  you  with  the  escape  out 
of  prison  of  Edw.  Kenyon,  the  priest,  who  was  sent  up  by  me  this 
summer,  and  returned  hither  with  letters  from  the  Lords  and 
yourself,  to  have  been  proceeded  against  according  to  law,  and 
thereupon  persisting  after  conference,  was  by  me  committed  to 
Winchester  gaol,  in  as  strict  manner  as  I could  devise.  There  he 
was  rather  daily  feasted  ns  a guest  than  safely  kept  as  a traitor, 
and  was  suffered  most  wilfully  to  escape,  upon  the  very  day  that 
lie  expected  to  be  produced.  I send  you  the  examination — taken 
by  Mr.  Solicitor  and  others,  while  I was  busied  about  the  redressing 
of  some  slackness  in  the  rating  of  the  subsidy, — and  other  informa- 
tions since  come  to  my  knowledge. 

You  will  perceive  the  gaoler’s  dissolute  carelessness  in  keeping 
such  prisoners,  and  his  wilful  favouring  and  dismissing  recusants  in 
execution  to  the  Queen  ; such  presumption  will  do  more  harm,  if  not 
repressed,  than  all  the  justices  and  commissions  here  will  do  good. 
I nope  the  Lords  and  you  will  give  the  judges  charge  severely  to 
punish  this  open  and  wilful  neglect ; the  laws  are  strict  enough,  if 
they  be  executed.  I likewise  advertize  you  what  I find  touching 
the  state  of  the  gaol,  how  cunningly  it  is  carried  by  close  con- 
veyances, and  where  the  right  of  inheritance  now  lies,  that  you 
may  dispose  of  it  as  you  see  cause.  The  manor  of  Woodoot  in 
Hampshire,  was  given  to  the  ancestors  of  one  Anthony  Uvedale,  a 
recusant,  lately  dead,  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  gaol ; he,  fearing 
the  danger  of  the  law,  aud  loth  that  the  prisoners  for  recusancy 
should  come  into  any  man’s  keeping  hut  at  his  own  appointing, 
conveyed  the  inheritance  of  the  gaol,  with  the  aforesaid  manor,  to 
Anthony  Brewning,  his  daughter’s  son,  a child  of  seven  years  of  age, 
the  father  and  mother  being  both  recusants  ; this  is  the  reason 
why  no  man  has  the  keeping  of  the  gaol  but  such  as  will  favour

honse,  and  you  mny  do  your  pleasure  with  it  till  he  comes  of  age, 
if  this  and  such  other  wilful  escapes  and  releasing  of  prisoners  do 
not  endanger  the  inheritance,  and  reduce  it  back  into  the  Queen's 
hands.

Examination  of  Valentine  1 Voyse,  under  keeper  of  Wm- 
chester  gaol,  before  Solicitor-General  Fleming,  John  Sey- 
mour, and  Eich.  Milles.  Wm.  Uvedale  having  received 
Edw.  Kenyon,  a seminary  priest,  into  his  custody  as  a 
tra  itor,  by  warrant  from  the  now  Bishop  of  Winchester, 
committed  the  special  keeping  of  him  three  weeks  past  to 
Thos.  Garnett,  under  keeper,  who  since  has  not  lain  above 
five  nights  in  the  gaol.  In  the  day  time  and  some  nights, 
the  priest  was  usually  in  the  parlour  near  the  gaol  door, 
but  most  nights  he  lay  with  Anthony  Norton,  the  recu- 
sant.

The 
father,  on  his  first  coming,  enquired  for  Norton,  and  not 
for  his  son,  and  lay  at  the  house  of  one  Field,  of  Ful- 
fiood,  a mile  from  Winchester ; after  the  priest’s  son  had 
escaped,  met  his  father  atid  Field  coming  from  the  lumse 
of  the  latter.

no  irons  were  ever  laid  on  him;  never  heard  IKnv. 
Uveitale  speak  of  any.  When  his  fellow  keeper,  Garnett, 
was  away,  the  priest  lay  with  Anthony  Norton,  a re- 
cusant in  the  gaol ; he  was  twice  at  dinner  at  his 
master’s  house,  being  sometimes  sent  for  by  Mrs.  Uvedale 
or  her  son.  Uvedale,  on  going  out  of  town,  left  order  that 
if  his  wife  ever  sent  for  the  priest,  he  was  to  be  permitted 
to  go  to  her. 

Thos.  Abraham  was  also  a prisoner  for  recusancy 
10  or  11  weeks,  daring  which  time  he  often  lay  at  his 
house  in  Hyde  Street,  and  had  a door  open  out  of  the 
gaol,  by  which  he  went  i n and  out  when  and  where 
he  would,  until  a week  before  his  departure;  he  escaped 
the  same  morning  that  the  priest  did.  Knew  Kenyon, 
a recusant,  father  to  the  said  priest,  who  was  found  the 
same  morning  his  son  escaped,  at  the  house  of  Roger 
Gorham,  near  Winchester,  and  was  brought  to  prison  by 
Wm.  Uvedale,  and  there  detained  two  days,  when  he  was 
let  go  without  further  examination.  Oct.  25,  1559.  [IJ 
pages.]

23.  VIII.  Like  examination  of  Andrew  Valence,  of  Rumsey,  co. 
Hants,  tanner.  Being  prisoner  in  Winchester  gaol, 
upon  an  execution  for  debt,  was  present  13  Sept,  last, 
when  Edw.  Kenyon,  the  priest,  axis  brought  there,  and 
heard  he  was  committed  for  high  treason;  Valen- 
tine Noyse  said  he.  intended  to  lay  irons  upon  him,  but 
after  Mr.  Uvedale  came  up  ami  spoke  to  the  priest 
nothing  more  was  said  about  it.  The  priest  was  sent  for

During  all  the  time  of  the  jn'icst’s 
abode  in  the  gaol , the  lccye  of  the  prison  were  kept  by 
recusants,  who  went  out  at  their  pleasure , and  let 
out  whom  they  listed  and  when  they  listed;  these  all 
kept  Kenyon's  company,  and  dined  and  supped  with 
him,  and  no  man  was  denied  speaking  to  him  if  he 
would.  The  morning  before  the.  priest  escaped,  one  Joy, 
a recusant , came  to  speak  with  him , whereupon  Noyse, 
the  u nder  keeper,  brought  him,  and  then  went  with  them 
both  into  the  garden , which  was  only  fenced  with  an  old 
hedge  ; after  Joy  had  talked  a while,  he  went  over  the 
hedge,  and  was  going  away,  but  was  called  back  by  Noyse 
to  speak  with  the  priest ; after  a little  talk,  Joy  gave 
the  priest  money  and  departed,  having  the  priest  in 
the  garden,  As  soon  a#  Joy  was  gone,  Noyse  came  forth 
of  the  garden , and  left  the  priest  there,  and  he  escaped  ; 
Noyse’s  wife  moaned  that  he  was  far  in  her  husband's 
debt  for  his  diet,  whereupon  Anthony  Norton,  another 
prisoner  for  recusancy,  gave  his  word  to  pay  10*.  of  the 
debt  to  her.

When  with  my 
cousin  John  Webb,  at  Puhlow,  co.  Somerset,  Mr.  John  Biss, 
formerly  a Spanish  merchant,  was  there ; and  being  an 
utter  enemy  to  Po/tery,  he  inveighed  against  a filthy  friar 
of  Madrid , who  a few  years  since  published  a wry 
scandalous  and  lewd  book  against  England,  and  divers 
men  of  great  account  therein, — some  now  dead; — and 
likewise  against  religion , and  entitled  it  The  Ecclesiastical 
History  of  England.  Biss  said  the  l*ook  had  been  brought 
to  Bristol  from  Cadiz,  by  a mariner , who  did  not  under - 
stand  it,  and  sold  it  to  a bookbinder  in  Bristol  for  little 
or  nothing;  the  latter  little  esteeming  it,  used  divers 
leaves  as  Jfbrrels  for  books ; a scholar  of  Mr.  John  Pitts , 
a grave  and  learned  preacher  in  Bristol,  buying  one  tines 
bound  up,  and  bringing  the  same  to  school,  Pitts  saw  it, 
and  went  to  the  bookbinder,  who  showed  him  the  re- 
maining leaves,  but  300  were  wanting. 

Bv*s  had  this  book  of  Pitts  because  he  understood  the 
Span  ish  tongue,  und-he  gave  me  the  copies,  upon  my  solid- 
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tation,  to  send  to  you,  as  1 said  the  friar  belied  yon  in 
saying  that  you  used  such  speeches  to  Her  Majesty,  while  she 
was  vnth  you  in  her  progress.  I was  desirous  you  should 
know  how  the  treacherous  papists  reckon  you  a Prince 
of  Puritans  ( which  they  mean  a promoter  of  good  things, 
und  a countenances  of  the  Gos/iel,  wherein  the  Lord 
guide  you  and  encourage  you  to  his  glory),  that  you  may 
take  care  to  curb  them,  in  the  country,  where,  this  friar 
brags  the  Priest  Stawlee  has  perverted  300  to  Popery.

I send  this  Council's 
answer  to  the  letters  of  Privy  Council,  requiring  us  to  forbear  to 
deal  further  in  the  cause  before  us  of  the  outrages  committed  by  Sir 
Thos.  Reresby  and  Mr.  Wentworth  ; but,  as  a brother,  I must  say 
how  strange  we  find  the  sequestration  from  us  of  a matter  usually 
dealt  in  by  our  authority,  especially  ns  our  instructions  charge  us  to 
consider  matters  of  that  nature,  about  which  we  Bkall  not  need  to 
trouble  yourselves  if  the  Lords  take  them  out  of  our  hands.  What 
can  be  thought  but  that  we  are  unworthy,  or  smother  up  such  causes 
for  partiality  or  gain  ? 

I must  think  myself  smally  regarded,  at  my  first  coming,  to 
receive  so  great  a discouragement  in  the  eye  of  the  whole  country  ; 
for  if  such  causes  are  taken  away,  the  authority  of  this  Court  will  be 
quickly  dissolved,  and  the  president  bo  little  better  than  the  steward 
of  a court  boron.  Pray  acquaint  Her  Majesty  with  this.  I beg 
you  to  weigh  this  as  your  own  cause,  and  to  get  the  Council’s  answer 
to  our  letters.  [1  qxige.] 

27.  The  Council  of  the  North  to  the  Privy  Council.  We  find,  by 
yours  of  the  3rd  instant,  that  the  Queen  requires  us  to  forbear 
proceeding  by  commission  in  reference  to  an  outrage  committed  by 
Sir  Thos.  lteresby  and  Mr.  Wentworth  at  the  last  sessions.  We 
shall  follow  your  directions,  yet  we  suggest  that  the  cause  should  be

Tresham  is  still  here, 
but  his  suits  go  slowly  forward,  as  they  do  in  all  Courts  in  money 
matters.  He  is  a vain  fellow,  full  of  wind.  He  has  much  private  talk 
with  Jehan  le  Roy,  who  has  often  been  in  England  with  Comyn,  and 
goes  up  and  down  about  the  peace,  which  is  more  desired  than  hoped, 
since  the  time  of  the  Commissioners’  meeting  is  not  yet  appointed. 
Mr.  Constable  has  returned  from  Scotland  to  Antwerp,  and  enquired 
for  Tempest,  a priest,  and  then  for  the  Earl  of  Westmoreland,  with 
whom  walking,  they  met  an  English  youth  that  is  with  a printer, 
and  asked  him  what  books  aro  printing  against  the  King  of  Scot- 
land’s title ; he  said  ho  knew  of  none.  Creighton,  a forward  man  for 
his  King,  says  the  King  has  many  friends  in  England,  as  the  Lord 
Admiral,  Sir  Rob.  Cecil,  and  others  of  the  contrary  faction  to  the 
Earl  of  Essex,  for  which  cause,  rather  than  from  love  to  the  King,  they 
favour  him,  but  when  he  is  King  of  England,  they  will  feel  that  he 
neither  loves  nor  trusts  them.  Earl  Bothwell  is  still  in  Antwerp  ; 
Sir  Jas.  Lindsay  is  going  to  Scotland. 

There  are  1G  English  gentlewomen  in  this  town  who  wish  to  set 
up  a nunnery.  The  Archduke  gave  them  2,000/.,  and  they  bought 
a house.  On  the  T4fth  instant  a daughter  of  Sir  John  Berkeley,  and 
sister  of  Sir  Nich.  Pointz,  was  solemnly  created  abbess  by  the 
Archbishop  of  Malines,  and  the  next  Sunday,  the  Lady  Mary  Percy, 
Mrs.  Dorothy  Arundel,  and  six  other  English  ladies  took  the  habit. 
The  ceremony  was  very  solemn,  the  Infanta,  who  was  their  god- 
mother, Archduke,  all  the  Court,  and  the  Pope’s  nuncio  being 
present.  The  ceremonies  lasted  till  2 p.m.  The  eight  were  most 
bravely  apparelled  (borrowed  ware),  and  adorned  with  rich  jewels 
like  brides.  The  Infanta  brought  them  into  the  church,  leading  the 
Lady  Mary  and  Mrs.  Dorothy,  and  one  of  her  great  ladies  led  each 
of  the  others.  The  ceremony  over,  they  returned  in  pairs  apparelled 
as  nuns,  the  abbess  following.  The  Infanta  embraced  them  all,  and 
assured  them  she  would  be  a mother  to  them.  The  Archduke 
promised  them  all  assistance.  The  Infanta  made  a banquet  for 
100  persons,  the  great  ladies,  abbess,  and  nuns  dining  at  one  of 
the  tables.  “ It  was  one  of  the  solemnest  things  that  was  seen  this 
100  years ; many  ladies  and  others  could  not  forbear  weeping.” 

Mr.  Tresham  has  got  his  answer,  that  they  cannot  do  what  they 
would.

Dover  Castle,  met  Win.  Gelke,  an  Englishman,  who  sometime  served  Mr.  Partridge 
in  Kent,  who  told  me  he  then  dwelt  at  Calais,  and  asked  me  to  go 
over  with  him,  offering  to  show  me  how  to  gain  40 1.  a year.  I pro- 
mised I would  visit  him.  I went  to  Sir  Hen.  Palmer,  under  whom 
I served  in  Her  Majesty’s  ships  in  the  Narrow  Seas,  and  told  him  I 
would  go  over  to  France,  and  would  give  him  some  intelligence 
touching  affairs  on  the  other  side  of  the  seas  if  he  liked  ; lie  gave 
me  a letter  for  my  passage  over  to  Sir  Thos.  Fane,  which  was  not 
delivered,  as  he  was  not  at  Dover  on  my  going  over. 

When  I got  to  Calais,  I met.Gelke,  and  talking  of  my  getting  402. 
a year,  he  told  me  he  had  certain  books  to  be  sent  over,  ana  if  I 
would  take  them  and  disperse  them,  he  would  make  me  acquainted 
with  the  Jesuits  and  seminary  priests,  both  at  St.  Omer  and  Douav  ; 
these  books  I brought  over,  and  they  were  delivered  to  my  Lord 
Warden,  by  command  of  Mr.  Secretary. 

On  22  July  I went  over  again  to  Calais,  met  Gelke,  and  told  him 
I had  dispersed  the  books  ; be  made  me  acquainted  with  Father 
Slock,  a Jesuit,  who  was  then  going  to  Dunkirk,  to  have  the  consent 
of  the  Fiscal  there  for  erecting  of  their  new  college  at  Burbroke, 
whither  the  old  college  from  St.  Omer  is  to  remove.  I went 
with  him  to  Gravelines,  and  so  to  Dunkirk,  where  I bought  a 
trumpet,  so  that  I can  sound,  and  chose  that  as  a good  means  for  me 
to  be  the  better  esteemed.  I agreed  to  go  to  sea  with  the  captain 
of  one  of  the  men-of-war  at  Dunkirk,  as  I could  do  nothing  there, 
being  an  Englishman  ; meantime  I went  to  Sluys  to  see  the  galleys, 
where  I met  two  Englishmen,  C’apt.  Elliot  and  Coubart,  a gunner, 
who  showed  me  the  galleys.  After  this  I went  back  to  Dunkirk, 
with  a letter  to  the  Fiscal  from  Signor  Fred.  Spinola,  admiral 
of  the  galleys,  that  he  had  taken  me  to  serve  the  King ; bo  he  gave 
me  leave  to  depart  from  my  first  captain.  I told  the  Fiscal  I had 
certain  apparel  at  Calais  tlmt  I was  to  fetch,  and  then  I would  re- 
turn to  the  galleys.  Having  thus  had  a sight  of  all  the  shipping 
at  Dunkirk,  and  also  of  the  galleyB,  I came  over  for  England,  to

32.  Council  of  the  North  to  the  Privy  Council.  We  have  re- 
ceived your  recommendation  of  Mr.  Beale's  deserts  and  services,  and 
in  answer  have  set  down  articles  in  answer  to  his  allegations,  to  show 
you  that  there  is  no  colour  for  his  claim,  and  that  the  examiner- 
ship  to  which  ho  pretends  a right  should  be  annexed  to  the 
secretary’s  office.  [J  page.'] 

33.  Examination  of  Chris  Moreman,  of  Allhallows  parish,  Barking, 
waterman,  before  Thos.  Crompton.  Eight  weeks  since,  one  Jaques 
came  and  challenged  acquaintance  with  him,  as  having  served  Sir 
Edw.  Winter,  whom  examinnte  now  serves,  said  he  had  a fare 
for  him  that  would  be  beneficial,  took  him  to  some  place  to  drink, 
and  told  him  there  were  threo  poor  Frenchmen,  that  were  indebted 
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to  merchants  in  London,  whom  he  would  gladly  have  conveyed  into 
their  own  country,  whence  they  would  be  able  to  satisfy  their 
creditors,  which  while  here  they  could  not.  Consented  to  carry 
them  to  Tilbury  Hope,  and  was  to  have  20  crowns,  and  to  take 
them  at  7 p m.  from  Tower  dock  ; but  fearing  lest  they  might 
be  seminaries,  or  Jesuits,  or  such  like,  disappointed  them.  Was 
to  have  carried  them  to  the  Merinaid  of  Hamburg,  bound  for 
Hamburg,  to  which  ship  they  sent  their  luggage.  The  three  men, 
with  Jaques  and  Hen.  Handley,  were  to  have  paid  30?,  for  their 
passage,  of  which  they  paid  10?.  beforehand. 

Two  days  after,  told  their  proceedings  to  Dr.  Caesar,  who  required 
him  to  continue  his  familiarity  with  them,  and  to  undertake  their 
passage  ; soon  after  Jaques  altered  his  plan  and  determined  to  go  to 
Middleburg ; was  required  to  carry  them  down  to  Tilbury  Hope, 
where  they  meant  to  go  on  board  the  ship,  but  the  wind  did  not 
serve.  Jaques  brought  a packet  of  letters  which  he  meant  to  carry 
with  him.  Seven  or  eight  days  after,  was  required  to  hire  a ketch 
to  go  to  Calais  ; did  so  at  Barking,  of  one  Hen.  Parish,  who  for 
their  passage  was  to  have  10?,;  promised  Jaques  to  take  him  and 
the  rest  in  his  boat  to  Barking,  where  the  ketch  then  lay.  Jaques 
came  to  examinate's  house  at  the  time  appointed,  with  a bag  of 
books,  and  other  things.  After  the  ketch  was  hired,  going  into 
the  street,  chanced  to  see  Hen.  Handley,  and  being  anxious  to 
learn  who  they  were  that  were  thus  desirous  to  be  gone,  followed 
him  to  a house  in  the  Strand,  and  asked  a neighbour  who  they 
were  ; he  said  they  were  Spanish  prisoners,  which  my  Lord  of  Essex 
brought  from  Cadiz  ; that  one  of  them  was  the  governor  and  the 
rest  were  men  of  good  account,  and  that  they  lay  there  for  great 
ransom  ; supposing  these  to  be  the  men  which  Jaques  was  so 
desirous  to  have  carried  away,  went  forthwith  to  Sir  Edw.  Winter, 
and  told  him  all  these  practices ; he  acquainted  Sir  Gelley  Merrick, 
who  procured  Mr.  Secretary's  warrant,  and  caused  Jaques  and 
Handley  to  be  apprehended,  one  of  them  at  examinate’s  house,  and 
the  other  in  the  Strand,  and  both  committed  to  prison,  [1J  'pages.]

35.  Speeches  in  the  Star  Chamber. 

The  Loud  Keeper. — The  Queen  has  observed  inconveniences 
by  gentlemen,  justices  of  peace,  &c.,  flocking  to  towns ; all  therefore 
who  are  here,  are  to  repair  to  their  country,  relieve  the  poor,  keep 
good  order,  &c,  especially  justices  of  peace,  who  are  to  see  that  the 
laws  are  kept.  Any  neglect  of  this  order  will  be  severely  punished. 

No  prince  has  taken  greater  care  to  preserve  religion,  peace,  and 
plenty,  than  the  Queen.  Many  attempts  have  been  made  against 
her  by  foreign  enemies  and  rebellious  subects,  but  God  has  delivered 
her  from  all.  Yet  some  traitorous  monsters  have  railed  against  her 
by  railing  speeches  and  slanderous  libels,  as  though  after  11  years’ 
experience  in  governing,  she  failed  to  provido  for  Her  people.  This 
offence  proceeds  from  the  reinissness  of  magistrates  in  rooting  out 
such  traitorous  vipers.  Some  of  these  have  played  preacher,  some, 
talk  politics  at  ordiu&ries,  where  they  have  hardly  money  to  pay 
for  a meal ; others  scatter  libels  about  London  and  the  Court  itself 
taxing  the  Queen  with  not  providing  for  the  troubled  state  of  Ireland. 
Some  may  think  the  hearing  such  libels  a small  offence,  but  by 
law  they  may  be  punished  as  severely  as  the  actors. 

Though  princes  are  not  boond  to  give  account  of  their  actions, 
yet  to  stop  such  discourses,  I will  recount  what  the  Queen  has  done 
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for  Ireland.  She  sent  a royal  army  greater  than  formerly  conquered 
France,  well  supplied,  with  a noble  governor,  who  had  an  ample  com- 
mission ; remitted  to  him  a debt  of 8,000/.,  and  gave  him  20,000/.  more. 
She  also,  at  a Council  honoured  with  her  own  sacred  person,  caused 
the  persons  most  experienced  in  the  affairs  of  that  realm  to  lay  down 
directions  which  were  to  be  inviolably  followed.  Disasters  have 
happened,  but  Her  Majesty  is  clear  of  the  blame.  Her  directions 
were  not  followed.  Instead  of  the  army  being  led  against  the 
arch  rebel  in  Ulster,  it  was  carried  into  Munster,  and  people  and 
treasure  wasted.  Then  a parley  was  had  with  Tyrone,  and  dis- 
honourable conditions  accepted,  which  left  Her  Majesty  Queen  only 
in  name ; and  the  governor  presumed,  on  a bare  promise  of  truce, 
to  leave  the  realm,  and  come  over,  contrary  to  her  express  command. 

Therefore  as  no  seditious  libellers  have  any  cause  to  blame  Her 
Majesty,  they  ought  to  bo  sought  out  and  severely  punished,  and 
you  all,  especially  magistrates,  fire  to  be  careful  therein. 

The  governor  came  to  Court  on  Michaelmas  eve,  and  a few 
days  after,  the  rebel,  puffed  up  with  the  pride  of  success,  declared 
“ that  ere  it  w'ero  long,  he  meant  to  show  his  face  in  England,  little 
u to  the  good  of  England,  and  that  he  hoped  to  have  a good  share 
“ or  a good  part  thereof.*  [6J  po</cs.] 

The  Lord  Treasurer. — It  is  the  duty  of  my  place  to  add  some- 
what to  the  four  heads  of  the  “ rare  and  excellent  speech  ” of  the 
Lord  Keejier. 

J.  Concerning  libellers.  These  viperous  libellers  of  this  sacred 
Prince  and  her  faithful  Councillors  deserve  death  more  than  those 
who  commit  open  rebellion,  and  are  easily  suppressed  ; and  if  there 
were  a parliament,  I would  vote  a law'  of  death  against  them. 

2.  The  Queen’s  resolution  about  the  w?ar  in  Ireland.  She  often 
called  together  her  Council  about  it,  and  strengthened  them  with  her 
unspeakable  wdsdom,  in  consulting  how  to  suppress  the  rebellion, 
when  my  Lord  of  Essex  himself  propounded  the  striking  at  the  root 
of  it  by  attacking  Tyrone. 

3.  Touching  the  execution  of  this  resolution.  It  w as  overthrown 
by  the  army’s  wasting  itself  in  Munster,  instead  of  marching  into 
Ulster,  and  ended  in  Tyrone’s  disclaiming  the  obedience  of  a 
subject. 

4.  The  expenses  of  this  attempt,  of  which  I,  in  my  place,  know 
more  than  any  other,  have  been  in  men,  10,000  foot  and  1,300 
horse,  all  the  Earl  desired,  with  promise  of  2,000  foot  more 
every  three  months,  besides  the  Irish  forces,  all  the  cities  and  castles, 
and  all  the  nobility,  except  one  viscount  and  one  baron,  being 
wholly  for  the  Queen  ; of  these  500  horse  were  raised  in  England, 
costing  13,500/.,  and  9,000  foot,  costing  17,000/.  Of  munition  the 
Earl  had  all  he  wished,  viz.,  12  pieces  of  great  ordnance,  and  100 
lasts  of  powder,  more  than  was  ever  seen  in  Ireland,  or  transported 
from  England  before,  the  cost  being  23,000/.  As  to  apparel,  all  the 
troops,  those  sent  from  Flushing,  the  5,000  levied  in  England,  and 
the  last  2,000  sent  from  England  were  all  well  provided,  and  in  all 
21,000  suits  have  been  sent  over,  at  the  earnest  entreaties  of  the 
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Earl  of  Essex.  As  to  victuals,  there  was  always  a three  months’ 
supply  beforehand,  all  sound  and  good,  and  at  the  end  of  six 
months  there  was  three  months'  victuals  on  hand.  As  to  pay,  the  army 
has  been  royally  treated.  The  Earl  carried  over  three  months’ 
pay  beforehand,  from  1st  March  1509,  amounting  to  51,000/.,  and 
the  pay  was  monthly  continued,  beforehand,  in  full,  though  the 
Queen  had  to  pay  here  some  troops  that  arrived  not  till  1 3 March. 
The  army  has  hardly  cost  her  less,  in  the  seven  months,  than  300,000/. 
The  Earl  of  Essex  is  too  honourable  and  just  to  deny  that  he  has 
been  royally  furnished,  and  his  letters  acknowledge  the  same  ; where- 
fore these  libels  are  villainous.  [G^  pages.] 

The  Loud  Admiral. — None  was  stronger  than  the  Earl  of  Essex 
in  the  opinion  that  the  war  could  only  be  ended  by  abating  the 
pride  of  Tyrone,  and  at  first  it  was  resolved  to  go  to  Ulster,  but  the 
forces  were  divided,  and  the  Irish  gave  great  blows  to  Sir  Hen. 
Warrington  and  Sir  Conyers  Clifford,  who  lost  his  life.  The  Earl  of 
Ormond,  and  whole  council  of  Ireland  disapproved  the  Earl  going 
into  Munster ; and  when  he  did  advance,  with  his  shaken  army, 
against  Tyrone,  it  was  to  parley  not  to  fight,  and  he  did  a thing  very 
unfit  for  Her  Majesty’s  lieutenant,  in  speaking  with  the  rebel  alone. 
Tyrone  said  he  knew  the  weakness  of  the  forces,  and  feared  them 
not;  demanded  alteration  of  religion  through  Ireland,  and  free 
pardon  to  nil.  Beside  other  charges,  the  Queen  maintained  five 
ships  and  pinnaces,  with  four  fly-boats,  on  the  coast  of  Ireland  for 
six  months,  and  then  was  going  to  recall  them,  but  let  them  remain 
at  the  Earl's  request.  [2$  pages.] 

Mr.  Secretary. — It  is  not  unusual,  at  the  end  of  term,  for  the 
Lord  Keeper  to  call  before  this  Council  the  principal  country  gen- 
tlemen, to  give  them  directions,  yet  this  course  was  not  intended  24 
hours  since,  but  has  been  hastened  by  malicious  calumniators.  If 
in  vindicating  Her  Majesty  from  these,  I asperse  others,  you  must 
interpret  my  speech  charitably.  I inform  the  honourable  gentlemen 
present  of  these  slanders,  that  they  may  confute  them  abroad.  If 
any,  on  alarm  of  a pacification,  think  that  those  who  wish  peace 
persuade  Her  Majesty  to  make  small  account  of  martial  men,  they 
are  malicious  ignorants. 

About  Ireland,  it  is  said  that  it  is  brought  to  this  state  for  want 
of  succour ; that  within  seven  years  there  was  scarce  a rebel  there, 
and  that  her  revenue  is  more  than  her  father,  brother,  or  sister  had. 
Desmond’s  rebellion,  supported  by  the  King  of  Spain  and  the  Pope, 
whose  forces  possessed  a principal  port,  was  utterly  extinguished  by 
the  Queen  ; but  the  conquest  of  Ireland  would  have  cost  a million 
of  lives,  and  the  Queen  despises  a policy  bought  with  blood,  when 
she  might  hold  obedience  with  a temperate  government.  It  has 
been  idly  said  that  Ulster  has  yielded  30,000/.  to  the  Crown,  and 
that  Ireland  might  yield  in  proportion  ; but  the  Queen  found  the 
realm  in  war  and  debt,  and  soon  freed  it  of  both.  She  has  delivered 
Scotland  from  French  usurpation;  she  has  protected  the  cause  of 
the  Gospel  in  France  and  elsewhere  ; the  French  King’s  profession 
of  thankfulness  shows  what  she  has  wrought  for  him,  when  he  was 
like  to  be  devoured  by  the  league ; she  has  preserved  the  United 
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Netherlands  from  Spanish  tyranny,  defeated  Spanish  attempts,  and 
prospered  in  her  own  ; and  she  has  not  spared  her  own  coffers,  as  will 
be  seen  by  comparing  her  charges  since  1585,  which  have  been  more 
than  12  millions,  with  her  subsidies.* 

As  to  Ireland,  when  the  Queen  found  that  Tyrone,  whom  she  had 
raised  from  a blacksmith’s  son  to  an  earldom,  was  alienating  her 
people  from  their  obedience,  being  eased  of  her  charge  in  France  by 
a peace  there,  and  disburdened  of  the  auxiliaries  in  the  low  Countries, 
she  resolved  to  prosecute  the  rebellion.  The  Earl  of  Essex  took  over 
the  flower  of  the  army,  but  great  disasters  followed,  though  not 
where  he  was  personally  present ; and  after  a parley  with  the  rebels, 
the  Lord  Lieutenant,  contrary  to  Her  Majesty’s  absolute  command 
under  her  own  hand,  came  over.  It  is  said  that  though  the  Earl’s 
powers  by  commission  were  large,  yet  he  was  checked  by  private 
despatches,  and  that  his  journey  into  Munster  was  carried  on  by 
advice  of  the  Council  in  Ireland  ; but  his  letters  prove  the  contrary, 
being  apologies  for  proceeding  contrary  to  the  original  project ; and 
the  Council  here  declare  they  never  advised  such  a course. 

As  to  his  returning,  the  Queen,  before  he  left,  at  his  own  request, 
gave  him  a warrant  signed  for  leave  to  return  when  he  thought  it 
fit  for  the  service  ; but  when  the  desperate  state  of  the  kingdom 
seemed  to  make  a change  of  government  necessary,  she  wrote  to 
him  to  this  effect: — 

That  not  having  resolved  whom  to  constitute  governor  in  his 
absence,  she  wished  to  know  what  final  conclusion  he  had  made  in 
the  north  ; after  this  he  should  have  a warrant  to  come  over,  but 
without  it,  she  charged  him,  on  his  allegiance,  not  to  presume  to 
return. 

Yet  at  the  writing  that  letter,  she  was  so  graciously  disposed  not 
to  continue  him  in  that  moist  and  unseasonable  climate,  that  had  he 
but  written  to  request  leave  to  deliver  things  not  fit  to  be  trusted  to 
paper,  he  would  have  received  a warrant  for  his  return.  It  is  said 
that  had  Tyrone’s  offer  beeu  accepted,  or  the  Earl  of  Essex  not  been 
disgraced,  there  might  have  been  a happy  conclusion.  But  Tyrone 
at  the  | >ai  ley  boasted  of  his  strength,  declaring  that  he  had  five  to 
one  of  the  Queen’s  forces.  His  conditions  were  pardon  for  all  the 
rebels  in  Ireland,  restoration  of  all  lands  held  from  any  by  the 
English,  and  entire  freedom  of  conscience, — needless  because  the 
laws  against  harbouring  priests  are  not  used  with  severity  there, 
and  masses  and  popish  trumpery  are  common,  and  the  Queen  has 
ever  been  disposed  to  recommend  the  reformation  rather  by  prayer 
to  Clod,  than  by  violent  compulsion  to  those  poor  ignorant  j^eople. 

The  Earl  arrived  in  Court  on  28  Sept.,  and  Capt  Warren  was  gone 
to  Tyrone  by  his  directions,  to  receive  his  answer  to  certain  articles 
Their  meeting  was  on  the  29th,  when  the  arch-traitor  used  these  in- 
solent words,  “ That  he  did  not  doubt  but  he  should  hear,  within  less 
than  two  months,  of  a greater  alteration  in  England  than  ever  w'as, 

• The  report  of  the  speech  in  the  bubaci|ucnt  puper  give*  3,400,000/.  sjH-ut  since  1588, 
and  says  two  of  the  three  buh&idies  grunted  la»t  l'urlianient  were  spent  in  eight  month* 
iu  defence  of  the  kingdom.

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and  that  himself  did  not  doubt  but  to  show  his  face  here,  and  pos- 
sess a good  share  in  this  kingdom.”  Therefore  this  speech  on 
Michaelmas  day  could  not,  as  rejxjrtcd,  be  occasioned  by  Lord  Essex’s 
disgrace  in  Court  on  Michaelmas  eve.  [8  page*.'] 

Lord  Chief  Justice. — As  my  other  offices  prevent  my  being 
much  in  Council,  I was  not  present  when  the  affairs  of  Ireland  were 
in  question,  therefore  I will  say  nothing  thereon.  But  as  to  the 
punishing  of  libel,  this  is  properest  to  me  ; the  fashion  of  it  has  been 
to  scandalize  the  Queen,  censure  Councillors,  and  write  against  all 
authority ; and  the  purpose  is  to  disgrace  those  in  authority,  and 
cause  disobedience  and  sedition,  and  bring  all  to  confusion  ; for  if  a 
slander  fall  ever  so  carelessly  on  a man,  he  cannot  clear  himself  of 
it.  Therefore  every  well-wisher  to  his  country  should  l>e  diligent 
to  find  out  these  vipers.  If  men  be  not  careful  to  honour  their 
prince  ami  discharge  their  duties,  worse  will  fall  out.  [1  7x1*76.] 
With  note  that  the  Lord  Chamberlain,  Lord  North,  Mr.  Comp- 
troller, and  Sir  John  Fortescue  also  spoke,  but  either  too  softly  to 
be  heard,  or  briefly  concurring  with  those  that  went  before  them. 


Nov.  28  ? 36.  “ A brief  relation  of  the  several  speeches  delivered  by  the 

Lords  of  the  Council  in  the  Star  Chamber,  the  last  sitting  in  the 
end  of  Michaelmas,  1 599.” 

After  long  consultation,  at  10  A.M.,  the  whole  Council  except  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  came  into  court,  and  the  Queen’s  serjeant 
made  a motion  about  a judicial  cause  depending,  but  was  interrupted 
by  the  Lord  Keeper,  who  said  he  had  to  deliver  something  of  public 
importance.  Then  follow  abstracts,  less  full  than  the  preceding,  of 
the  speeches  of  the  Lord  Keeper,  Lord  Treasurer,  and  Lord  Admiral. 
The  Lord  Chamberlain  said  that  with  such  a spirit  as  my  Lord  of 
Essex,  the  army  8ent  to  Ireland  might  have  passed  through  Spain 
and  endangered  the  kingdom.  Mr.  Comptroller  spoke  to  the  same 
effect.  Then  follows  the  abstract  of  Mr.  Secretary’s  speech,  similar 
to  the  above,  but  adding  that  from  April,  when  the  army  landed,  till 
August,  Tyrone  sat  still  in  his  castle,  and  only  sent  out  the  offal  of 
his  army,  vassals  and  villains,  to  attack  Harrington,  when  COO  over- 
threw 2,000,  but  that  the  Queen’s  army  was  wasted  in  going  up 
and  down.  Also  that  one  of  Tyrone's  conditions  of  peace  was  that 
he  should  keep  his  title  of  O’Neill,  though  it  was  contrary  to  Act 
of  Parliament.  [8  page#.] 

Nov.  28  ? 37.  Another  report  of  Secretary  Cecil’s  speech , differing  from  the 

preceding.  The  Lord  Keeper,  the  mouth  of  Her  Majesty,  1ms  de- 
livered her  pleasure  in  this  matter,  and  I had  held  my  peace,  but 
iny  Lords  that  have  followed  have  according  to  their  places  de- 
livered what  belonged  to  them.  Two  things  there  are  inseparable 
from  me.  One  that  I possess  a place  whereby  I am  certified  of  matters 
of  advertisement,  and  am  to  give  dispatch  where  answer  is  required, — 
though  in  this  business  nothing  ever  passed  but  what  was  first 
acquainted  to  the  rest  of  my  Lords ; — so  that  my  place  urges  me  to 
speak  what  I know  has  passed.  The  other  that  though  unworthy, 
I have  been  used  and  made  acquainted  with  secret  counsels  and  pur- 
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poses  in  this  action  ; how  shall  I declare  my  zeal  and  affection  since 
my  sovereign’s  honour  is  in  question  ? I must  tell  what  lias  called 
it  in  question,  libellous  railers,  sons  of  devils,  who  have  not  spared 
to  tax  Her  Majesty's  self,  a wicked  and  most  devilish  trick,  and  who 
caro  not  w'liat  they  write  or  speak. 

It  is  my  Lord's  custom,  in  the  end  of  this  term,  to  call  this  com- 
pany of  gentlemen  and  justices  to  a charge  from  Her  Majesty,  but 
I dare  say  when  they  were  called,  my  Lord  [Keeper]  knew  not  of 
this  occasion.  These  instruments  of  the  devil  have  caused  evil  reports 
of  Her  Majesty  and  her  Councillors,  and  servants,  to  fill  the  ruder 
sort  with  lies,  stir  up  careless  men  to  a contempt  of  state,  and  move 
the  common  sort  to  sedition.  Therefore  to  give  a satisfaction  against 
these  rumours,  and  stop  the  mouths  of  railers,  you  who  are  men  of 
better  sort  in  your  country  have  heard  enough  to  quench  the 
running  of  these  tales,  and  satisfy  all  men.  1 have  no  fear  of  men  of 
worth  ; when  has  England  felt  any  harm  by  soldiers  or  gentlemen, 
or  men  of  worth  ? The  State  has  ever  found  them  truest.  Some 
Jack  Cade  or  Jack  Straw  and  such  rascals  arc  those  that  have  en- 
dangered the  kingdom.  These  lihels  cast  out  that  we  must  have 
peace  with  Spain,  and  then  the  soldiers  may  go  seek  their  fortunes. 
No  ; whatsoever  is  concluded,  we  shall  think  of  them  ; they  will 
always  be  regarded,  and  Her  Majesty  has  a special  care  of  such  as 
be  soldiers  in  deed  ; but  those  that  live  in  drunkenness  and  looseness 
I hold  are  no  more  worthy  of  the  name  than  a hedge  priest  that  can 
scarce  read  a homily  to  be  made  a bishop. 

In  the  late  designs  for  Ireland,  if  the  direction  had  been  followed, 
and  an  execution  answerable  to  the  counsels  taken,  Ireland  had  not 
been  in  this  state.  Before  this  action  was  undertaken,  it  wnH  said 
Ireland  was  lost  by  dropping  and  sparing  supplies ; Her  Majesty’s 
treasure  went  but  by  handfuls,  all  was  lost  in  that  things  were  not 
royally  performed.  Till  within  these  five  years,  Her  Majesty  held 
Ireland  in  as  good  terms  as  any  of  her  predecessors.  When  Sir  John 
Ferrott  left  Ireland,  the  Queen  had  not  a word  out  against  her.  What 
would  you  have  her  do  ? should  she  make  a conquest  of  all  Ireland 
again  ? then  must  she  root  out  all  the  race  of  that  people,  and  plant  it 
anew  ; for  so  long  as  any  of  them  were  left  living,  they  would  never 
live  in  any  other  iiishion.  Would  it  have  been  easy  for  the  Queen 
to  set  the  King  of  France  in  bis  kingdom,  to  protect  all  the  Low 
Countries,  to  encounter  the  King  of  Spain  and  all  his  forces,  and  to 
spend  men  and  treasure  in  conquering  Ireland  ? 

The  revenue  of  that  kingdom  was  never  above  13,000/.  yearly,  and 
the  charge  has  been  much  more.  Some  men  tell  of  great  revenues 
had  out  of  Ireland,  und  how  Ulster  has  yielded  30,000/.  yearly,  but 
these  are  fables.  As  to  the  loss  of  Ulster,  I would  Tyrone  had  it, 
so  that  Her  Majesty  had  the  rest  with  as  little  charge  as  heretofore. 
Since  1588,  these  wars  of  Ireland,  Fiance,  aud  the  Low  Countries 
have  cost  3,400,000/.  It  is  true  three  subsidies  were  granted  the 
last  Parliament,  but  two  of  them  were  spent  within  eight  months, 
and  what  this  last  action  in  Ireland  has  consumed  you  have  heard 
by  my  Lord  Treasurer. 

This  is  what  the  Queen  lias  done,  and  why  she  did  it  my  Lords 
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know.  Private  directions  have  not  crossed  public  councils ; nothing 
has  been  spoken  or  done  but  what  my  Lords  have  been  acquainted 
with.  I have  heard  that  my  Lord  of  Essex  said  that  if  ho  had  had 
men  and  money,  Ireland  had  not  been  lost,  but  I do  not  think  he 
would  say  so.  Her  Majesty  is  accused  of  want  of  wisdom,  now  thnt 
40  years  have  approved  it,  to  the  wonder  of  all  princes  of  tho  world. 
What  has  been  done  in  Ireland,  you  have  heard.  The  end  of  the 
journey  being  to  set  upon  the  chief  rebel  Tyrone,  he  was  never 
attempted  till  the  end  of  August,  the  landing  in  Ireland  being  in 
April ; meanwhile  he  sits  in  his  chariot  and  seems  not  to  stir.  The 
armies  have  not  been  let  upon  him,  but  the  disasters  that  happened 
you  see.  A base  keam,  with  a few  Irish,  put  our  army  to  flight ; 
and  at  one  time  600  Irish  overthrew  2,000  English.  It  maybe  said 
the  Queen’s  army  was  never  overthrown,  but  they  had  as  good  been 
overthrown  as  fall  by  their  own  weight,  spent  in  Munster,  and 
scattered  in  Connaught. 

The  Lords  all  disclaim  publicly  counselling  this,  but  it  may  be 
some  private  despatch  might  forbid,  and  command  contrary  to  the 
general  directions  ; but  the  Earl’s  own  letters  are  to  the  contrary. 
For  excuse  of  my  Lord's  returning,  it  may  be  said  he  had  warrant 
by  the  great  seal ; it  is  true  his  commission  was  of  great  authority 
and  liberty,  and  besides  he  had  warrant  under  Her  Majesty’s  hand 
to  come  over  as  he  should  find  cause,  for  some  urgent  and  private 
matter ; but  this  letter  was  nine  weeks  before  his  coming,  after 
which  she  directed  special  letters  to  him,  signifying  what  a hazard 
it  was  to  a kingdom  to  be  without  a governor,  and  notwithstanding 
the  privilege  sne  had  given  him  to  return  at  pleasure,  she  com- 
manded him  upon  his  allegiance  not  to  come  until  one  should  be 
appointed  to  take  the  place  of  government.  I protest  had  not  he 
returned  as  ho  did,  I think  within  20  days  after  ho  had  had  Her 
Majesty’s  full  leave  to  come  over.  Since  his  return,  the  matter  has 
become  more  desperate  than  before,  this  will  pierhaps  be  imputed 
to  the  intelligence  carried  to  Ireland  of  his  entertainment  here, 
and  the  acceptance  of  the  conditions  of  peace  ; but  this  is  unlikely, 
for  it  was  28  Sept,  when  my  Lord  came  to  Court,  and  on  the 
29  Sept,  the  Earl  of  Tyrone  told  Warrein,  a man  whom  he  trusts, 
that  he  hoped  ere  long  to  be  in  England,  and  that  his  confederates 
disliked  the  peace.  He  wants  the  name  of  O’Neill, — the  generation 
of  a blacksmith,  and  a name  forbidden  by  Act  of  Parliament, — 
Bet  up  again,  and  none  in  thnt  kingdom  to  suffer  for  their  con- 
science ; whereas  in  thnt  kingdom  it  is  well  known  the  laws  for 
religion  are  not  as  they  are  in  England,  for  to  receive  a priest  or 
hear  a mass  in  Ireland  is  no  felony.  I have  held  you  the  longer 
that  you  of  judgment  and  men  of  worth  might  know  how  to  re- 
buke these  libcllors,  and  so  in  the  duties  of  true  affected  subjects, 
preserve  the  heart  of  your  sovereign,  whose  care  of  you  exceedeth 
all  that  we  can  say  for  her,  and  who,  I hope,  will  be  canonized  for 
the  mirror  of  her  virtue.  [3  j pages.']

* * * * The  Earl  of  Bothwell  says  he  would 

bridle  the  King  of  Scotland,  and  ask  not  a penny,  if  he  might  only 
live  on  the  borders  of  England.  He  speaks  honourably  of  Her 
Majesty  in  all  companies,  and  seems  irreconcileable  with  his  King, 
who  cannot  bear  him.  Lord  Semple  has  a clause  in  his  instructions 
to  persecute  him,  and  to  desire  the  King  of  Spun  to  give  him  no 
help. 

We  hear  that  the  Earl  of  Essex  is  still  in  disgrace  and  deprived  of 
liberty,  and  that  his  enemies,  wanting  substantial  matter  against 
him,  make  mountains  of  molehills.  The  council  of  England’s  repute 
for  wisdom  and  discretion  is  much  lost;  men  say  that  they  are 
either  carried  away  with  passion,  or  yield  too  much  to  the  passions 
of  others.  All  wonder  that  for  an  imputed  contempt,  one  who 
has  so  well  deserved  of  Her  Majesty  and  the  commonwealth  should 
be  so  deeply  disgraced.  His  troubles  are  imputed  to  proceed  from 
the  malice  of  his  adversaries,  and  the  Queen’s  inconstancy,  suffering 
herself  to  be  carried  away  by  the  false  informations  of  his  known 
enemies.  It  is  marvelled  that  the  Queen  should  make  his  errors  in 
Ireland  seem  so  heinous,  and  put  up  with  the  gross  errors  of  those 
who  last  year  put  her  and  the  realm  to  needless  and  excessive 
charges  and  great  trouble.  It  is  said  that  aliquid  latet  quod  non 
paid. 

The  chief  actors  in  these  faults  will  allege  that  the  Spaniards  had 
some  intention  for  England,  but  that  is  unreasonable  ; they  never 
had  10,000  men  together,  and  how  could  they  attempt  an  invasion, 
especially  to  come  into  the  Thames,  as  the  Queen  was  made  to 
believe  ?

give  to  tho  master  of  the  ship. 

Told  one  Morcman,  a waterman,  that  if  he  would  carry  certain 
strangers  who  were  to  go  to  Hamburg  to  the  ship,  he  should 
have  40s.,  and  agreed  with  him  to  go  down  that  night,  but  hearing 
that  the  ship  was  cleared,  and  that  the  searchers  had  asked  for  one 
having  a scar  in  his  face,  who  was  to  go  in  that  ship,  feared  to  bring 
the  Spaniards ; went  down  himself  with  Moreman  to  get  his  clothes 
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out  of  the  ship,  but  she  was  gone.  Dedoro  then  requested  examinate 
to  make  some  means  for  their  going  to  France,  and  he  would  bear 
his  charges  into  Spain,  and  would  not  let  him  want  hereafter,  and 
the  other  two  prisoners  promised,  at  their  landing  in  France,  to 
give  him  25?.  Spoke  to  divers  ketchmen  for  their  passage,  but 
always,  when  they  came  to  take  water,  fearing  lest  they  should  be 
intercepted,  deferred  their  going,  until  at  last  all  these  practices 
were  discovered.  When  Dedore  should  have  gone  with  Hance 
Spencer,  he  brought  a rapier,  jerkin,  and  other  things  to  Moreman’s 
house,  and  also  a bundle  of  letters  from  his  wife  in  Spain,  which 
were  afterwards  returned  to  him.  He  said  that  he  had  a brother  in 
Madrid,  whom  he  hail  not  seen  for  20  years,  and  that  was  the 
chief  cause  of  his  desiring  to  go  to  Spain.

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56.  Henry,  Bishop  of  Carlisle,  to  Sec.  Cecil.  I beseech  you 
not  to  impute  my  long  silence  to  neglect  of  duty.  I had  to 
know  the  certainty  of  ail  things  before  I wrote  of  them.  I find 
here  more  Popish  recusants  than  I thought,  yet  the  number  within 
ray  diocese  is  far  leas  than  within  the  barony  of  Kendal  and 
deanery  of  Copland  in  Cumberland,  both  belonging  to  the  juris- 
diction of  Chester.  Of  those  that  havo  been  long  faulty',  eight 
or  nine  have  within  these  two  months  reformed.  Of  the  rest  the 
chief  by  little  and  little  go  out  of  the  country,  as  the  Lady  Katherine 
Ratcliffe,  Francis,  her  son,  Anne  Denton,  wife  of  Thos.  Denton,  of 
Warnell,  in  Cumberland,  Hen.  Blinkensop,  of  Helbeck,  in  Westmore- 
land, his  mother,  wife,  and  children,  Thos.  Sandford,  of  Ascbatu,  in 
Westmoreland,  a non-coinmunicant,  and  Martha,  his  wife,  a recusant, 
with  all  the  rest  of  recusants  of  their  families. 

Of  those  that  remain,  the  two  principal  are  Andrew  Hilton, 
of  Barton,  Westmoreland,  a man  of  mean  understanding,  even  in 
his  own  profession,  but  of  a high  conceit  and  turbulent  spirit,  and 
Thos.  Pickering  of  Crosby,  whose  wife  is  Lady  Ratcliffe's  daughter, 
more  temperate  and  close  in  his  carriage  than  the  other,  but  his 
silence  does  as  much  harm  as  the  other's  speaking.  He  procured  of 
late  some  gentlemen  of  good  note  to  entreat  me  to  admit  him  to 
conference.  I yielded  with  all  gladness,  and  looked  that  he  would 
come  to  my  bouse,  according  to  his  promise,  but  he  afterwards  made 
excuse.  Host  part  of  the  other  gentlemen  of  the  country  are  sound 
in  religion,  and  the  poorer  sort  generally  willing  to  hear,  but  pitifully 
ignorant  of  the  foundations  of  Christianity ; of  the  corrupt  state  of 
man ; of  the  justice  of  God  against  sin  ; the  grace  of  Christ,  and 
the  resurrection  of  the  dead  ; many  of  them  are  without  all  fear 
of  God,  adulterers,  thieves,  murderers.  The  chief  spring  of  all  this 
is  weakness  and  carelessness  of  the  ministry  in  divers  places  of  the 
borders : the  churches  have  walls  without  covering,  and  they  have 
none  to  celebrate  divine  service  save  certain  beggarly  runners  which 
come  out  of  Scotland  ; neither  can  any  of  any  worth  be  induced  to 
live  there,  because  their  maintenance  is  withholdcn,  and  their  lives 
must  be  in  continual  danger. 

In  the  more  peaceable  parts  of  the  diocese,  there  are  some  few  of 
very  commendable  parts,  both  for  knowledge  and  conscience.  Others 
there  are  that  might  do  much  good  if  they  had  half  that  delight  in 
discharging  their  function  which  they  have  in  idleness,  in  vain 
pleasures,  nnd  worldly  cares.  The  far  greater  number  is  utterly 
unlearned,  unahte  to  rend  English  truly  and  distinctly.  Ono  great 
occasion  hereof  was  the  great  facility  of  my  predecessor  in  com- 
mitting the  charge  of  souls  to  such  as  were  presented  by  those 
who  care  not  how  silly  the  clerk  be,  so  themselves  may  enjoy  the 
fat  of  the  living. 

This  is  not  all ; there  are  divers  churches  appropriated,  and 
served  only  with  n stipendiary  curate  ; divers  chapels  of  ease  served 
at  the  charges  of  the  poor  people,  because  their  parish  church  is  too 
far  from  them.  Either  must  these  places  he  wholly  unserved,  and 
so  the  people  glow  from  ignorance  to  brutishness,  or  else  such  must 
lie  tolerated  as  will  be  entertained  for  five  marks  or  47. ; the  greatest 
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annual  stipend  tliat  any  hath  is  20  nobles,  towards  all  charges,

have  done,  have  in  their  sermons,  also  at  Paul’s  Cross,  prayed  for  him 
by  name ; others  have  caused  their  bell  to  be  knolled  as  a passing 
bell  for  him,  and  have  recommended  him  by  name  to  God  in  their 
public  prayers,  and  have  had  prayers  purposely  made  for  him. 

If  all  these  complaints  were  true,  what  blame  may  light  either 
upon  his  grace  or  my  Lord  of  London  they  must  impute  to  me,  as 
chancellor  to  them  both.  My  only  refuge  for  justification,  and  my 
own  defence  is,  that  Her  Majesty,  in  the  excellence  of  her  princely 
judgment,  hears  the  apology  of  the  meanest  before  she  hardly 
censures  any.  And  when  1 have  truly  set  down  the  truth  of  these 
complaints,  I doubt  not  to  free  his  Lordship  from  blame,  and  to 
reoeive  encouragement  to  proceed  in  my  duty  in  my  place. 

I cannot  but  tremble  when  I hear  of  the  very  least  offence  which 
may  breed  dislike  in  Her  Majesty’s  thoughts,  either  towards  them 
whom  I attend  or  towards  myself. 

At  Dr.  Richardson’s  sermon,  neither  my  Lord  of  London  nor  myself 
was  present ; he  was  attending  Her  Majesty  at  Court,  and  I was 
kept  to  my  chamber  by  infirmity.  I least  listened  for  novelties  at 
his  hands,  as  he  was  never  of  a turbulent  spirit.  At  his  first  con- 
vention, his  Grace  and  my  Lord  of  London,  after  the  capita  of  his 
sermon  were  delivered,  restrained  him  of  his  liberty ; and  for  the 
better  drawing  from  him  whether  these  matters  had  been  distilled 
into  him  by  any  others,  interrogatories  were  drawn  to  examine 
him  on  oath  concerning  these  points,  which  he  directly  denied. 
Being  convented  again,  after  10  days’  restraint,  the  holidays  draw- 
ing on,  he  was  bound  to  answer  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  term, 
and  his  indiscreet  excursions  in  his  sermon  taxed,  by  silencing  him 
in  the  interim  ; he  now  stands  sequestered  in  a private  house  to 
his  chamber,  with  the  same  restraint  of  resort  to  him,  and  silence, 
as  before.  If  her  H ighness  accept  this  for  the  present  performance 
of  our  duties,  we  shall  be  encouraged  to  proceed  further  against 
him,  as  he  shall  deserve. 

Those  preachers  at  Paul’s  Cross  who  prayed  for  tho  Earl,  were  all 
Cambridge  men,  of  which  university  he  is  chancellor,  or  his  chap- 
lains. The  first  are  bound,  by  ancient  custom  of  the  University, 
to  pray  for  their  chancellor  when  they  come  to  the  Cross,  the  other 
pray  for  him  as  their  lord  and  master,  but  I do  not  remember 
hearing  them  out  of  that  place  pray  particularly  for  him. 
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For  the  ministers  of  London  who  were  reported  to  have  given 
public  touches  in  their  prayers  for  him,  or  to  have  caused  the  bell  to 
be  tolled  for  him,  my  Lord  of  London  and  myself  have,  under  all  those 
ministers’  own  hands  who  preach  either  near  to  the  place  where 
his  house  is,  or  in  any  other  great  assemblies,  their  testimony  both 
what  they  did,  and  upon  what  motives  they  did  it.  The  bell  for 
him  was  only  tolled  in  one  place,  St  Clement’s  Church,  over  against 
his  house,  at  9 p.m.  by  the  sexton,  without  the  minister’s  privity, 
and  at  the  persuasion  of  Capt  Parry,  who  with  tears  came  hastily 
to  him,  to  signify  that  the  Earl  lay  dying,  whereupon  the  captain 
commanded  the  poor  sexton  to  toll  for  him,  which  he  did,  never 
advising  either  witli  ministers  or  any  other.  There  was  neither  in 
that  church  nor  any  other  any  extraordinary  day  for  public  prayer 
appointed  to  be  made  for  him,  and  moat  of  those  ministers  who 
prayed  for  him  did  it  upon  the  report  of  the  extremity  of  his  sick- 
ness, and  the  unlikelihood  for  him  to  escape.  Mr.  Egerton  tells  me 
that  at  the  time  when  ho  was  desired  to  pray  for  him,  and  was 
told  of  the  great  danger  lie  was  in,  he  was  scarce  out  of  the 
church  when  lie  was  told  he  had  prayed  for  a dead  man.  Others, 
as  his  particular  chaplains,  preached  in  London  and  prayed  for  him 
in  some  other  sort,  but  both  the  one  and  the  other  are  forewarned 
not  to  pray  by  name  for  him,  or  any  other  standing  in  those  terms 
his  Lordship  does. 

The  common  report  of  the  Earl's  irrecoverable  sickness,  as  it 
seduced  those  ministers,  so  made  it  my  Lord  not  to  look  after  their 
prayers  made  in  their  private  churches,  on  their  ordinary  sermon 
and  lecture  days.  It  is  disavowed  by  all  that  there  was  any  special 
day  appointed  for  the  concurrence  of  other  ministers  than  the 
ordinary  ministers  or  preachers  of  the  parish,  or  any  calling  so 
much  as  the  parishioners  themselves,  upon  any  extraordinary  day 
appointed  for  prayers  for  him ; which  might  peradventure  have 
been  done,  and  never  been  more  known  to  ns  than  many  other 
conventicles,  which  sometimes  we  hear  not  of  until  half  a year 
after  they  are  all  escaped ; for  London  churches  be  so  many,  and 
some  ministers  so  variable,  as  Argus  himself  could  not  have  an 
eye  in  all  these  churches  at  once. 

This  long  discourse  must  hinder  you,  but  I am  assured,  in  your 
kind  affection  to  my  Lord  of  London,  you  will  report  it  to  Her 
Majesty,  to  pacify  her  hard  conceit  against  him,  for  wdiich  (as  in 
part  touching  myself),  I must  acknowledge  your  brotherly  con- 
tinued care  to  the  protecting  of  our  proceedings  from  public  offenoe.

Pole  further  said  that  the  Queen 
had  given  him  a castle  and  lands  in  Ireland,  whither  he  was  pre- 
paring to  return,  before  he  came  into  this  trouble ; that  she  gave 
most  liberally  to  those  who  were  best  weaponed ; thus  the  Earl  of 
Leicester  and  Lord  Chancellor  might  spend  50,0001.  a year.  Sir  Walter 
Raleigh,  10,0001. 

He  spoke  of  a printed  book  describing  Leicester’s  ancestry, 
his  life,  his  conduct  in  reference  to  his  first  wife,  whose  neck  was 
broken  down  a pair  of  stairs ; and  his  present  wife,  and  how  the 
Earl  [sic],  her  late  husband  [Lord  Sheffield],  came  by  his  death  ; 
also  of  his  wish  to  gain  a kingdom  by  marriage  with  Lady  Arabella, 
the  next  heir  after  the  King  of  Scots.  He  spoke  of  the  Countess 
of  Lenox  and  her  son  then  living,  of  the  Earl  of  Hertford’s  sons 
as  base  born,  of  the  titles  of  Lord  Strange  and  the  Earl  of  Hun- 
tingdon ; also  of  the  antiquity  of  his  own  family,  the  Countess  of 
Salisbury, — put  to  death  by  Henry  VIII.,  for  her  nearness  to  the 
Crown, — being  of  that  family. 

He  blamed  the  Earl  of  Leicester’s  conduct  in  the  Low  Countries 
for  preferring  his  wife’s  kindred,  and  not  those  who  deserved  it. 
Leicester  blamed  the  Lord  Treasurer  for  not  supplying  him  with 
men  and  money,  and  said  he  would  have  his  head  off,  but  the  Lord 
Treasurer,  Lord  Hunsdon,  and  others  agreed  to  his  proceedings  in 
Flanders,  to  keep  him  out  of  the  way,  because  of  his  influence  with 
the  Queen.  Other  favourites  are  Sir  W.  Pickering,  Sir  Thos. 
Heneage,  and  Mr.  Packingtou.  Pole  also  mentioned  “ your  honour’s  ” 
pedigree,  anil  being  in  the  Temple ; your  falling  into  favour  with  the 
Queen,  getting  a portion  of  4,0001.  on  a promise  of  marriage  with 
Mrs.  Ratetiffe,  and  then  you  would  not  marry  her.  He  said  Pack- 
ington  was  put  from  Court  as  too  wide-mouthed ; and  that  the 
Queen  wooed  the  Earl  of  Oxford,  but  he  would  not  fall  in  ; that  she 
has  given  so  largely  that  she  is  put  to  fresh  devices  to  give ; that 
she  got  4,0001.  for  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  pretending  to  owe  it  him  for 
the  Ark  Raleigh. 

Any  ancient  gentleman  that  has  served  his  country  is  thought 
too  simple  or  not  of  the  religion  to  be  of  the  Council ; these  men 
and  their  kindred  put  in,  and  they  snatch  up  all  that  has  to  be 
given,  so  that  men’s  hearts  are  hardened.  He  told  a prophecy  that 
the  red  and  white  bear,  ie.,  the  Queen  and  Leicester,  should  flee  into 
the  castle  of  care,  and  never  be  seen  after.

They  chased  14  English,  Flemish,  and  French  ships  as  they  left  the 
Straits,  and  took  five ; one  that  escaped  was  a Plymouth  ship, 
Degory  Holman,  owner.  One  ship  which  they  took  they  let  go  on 
finding  it  French  ; some  ships  laid  under  embargo  at  Cadiz  offered 
lnrge  sums  for  release,  but  few  obtained  it.  It  is  reported  that  the 
galleys  from  Italy  and  other  parts  of  Spain,  are  to  join  the  fleet  at 
Majorca ; they  have  provided  400  great  masts  and  1,500  planks  to 
land  ordnance,  or  make  platforms  ; they  have  200  fishing  boats, 
drawing  only  two  or  three  feet  of  water,  to  land  their  men  ; also

Andrew’s  in  the  Wardrobe,  London,  on  Dec.  25,  1599,  in  the  prayer 
for  the  church,  Queen,  and  State,  I used  the  following  words,  “ And 
as  my  particular  duty  more  especially  bindeth  me,  I humbly  beseech 
thee,  dear  Father,  to  look  mercifully  with  thy  gracious  favour  upon 
that  noble  Barak  thy  servant,  the  Earl  of  Essex,  strengthening 
him  in  the  inwnrd  man  against  all  his  enemies.  O Lord,  make  his 
bed  in  this  his  sickness,  that  so  thy  gracious  corrections  now  upon 
him  may  be  easy  and  comfortable  unto  him,  ns  thy  fatherly  instruc- 
tions. And  in  thy  good  time,  restore  him  unto  his  former  health, 
and  gracious  favour  of  his  and  our  most  dread  sovereign,  to  thy  glory, 
the  good  of  this  church  and  kingdom,  and  the  grief  and  discourage- 
ment of  all  wicked  Edomites  that  bear  evil  will  to  Zion,  and  say  to 
the  walls  of  Jerusalem,  ‘ There,  there,  down  with  it,  down  with  it  to 
the  ground.’  ” 

Jan.  2.  Rich.  Hawkins  to  Sir  Hen.  Neville,  ambassador  in  Paris.  I 

Court  Praon,  have  in  other  letters  entreated  you,  at  the  making  of  this  treaty  of 
Madrid.  j,cace  between  the  Queen,  States  of  the  Low  Countries.  King  of 
Spain, and  Archduke  Albert,  to  remember  our  poor  distressed  country- 
men, prisoners  in  Spain.  I trust  that  those  who  suffer  may  not  be 
forgotten,  but  that,  as  in  all  good  governments,  their  delivery  may 
be  capitulated  for.

If  this  peace  take  not  place,  pray  ask  the  French  King  to  write 
for  me  to  the  King  of  Spain  and  Duke  of  Lerma,  that  they  perform 
the  word  given  me  by  Don  Beltran  de  Castro,  the  general  who  made 
the  composition.

Theobalds,  me  to  write  you  of  the  great  abuses  that  are  daily  committed  in  your 
woods,  for  destroying  your  red  deer,  which  cannot  be  preserved  with- 
out the  greater  offenders  may  be  punished.

Two  galleons,  the  St  Jerome,  of  600  tons 
and  500  men,  and  the  St.  Salvadore  of  800  tons  and  700  men,  one 
boarding  the  other,  both  foundered  and  sunk,  men  and  all ; 
there  are  also  1 1 sail  not  yet  heard  of.  Six  of  the  ships  at  Cadiz 
are  to  come  to  Lisbon,  to  take  in  provisions  for  the  East  Indies  ; 
the  four  ships  at  the  Groyne  are  to  take  in  victuals,  meet  them 
at  Lisbon,  and  go  with  them  for  the  East  Indies  against  spring ; 
the  men  billeted  at  the  Groyne  are  to  man  the  said  ships. 

Had  this  report  from  Lambert,  an  Englishman,  and  chief  pilot 
of  Spain,  who  has  dwelt  in  Spain  16  years,  and  who  had  no  sus- 
picion that  informant  would  run  away.  He  also  reported  that 
1 2 more  of  the  aforesaid  ships  were  going  for  the  plate  in  the  West 
Indies  next  year  ; also  that  all  the  men  with  the  Adelantado  were 
billeted  in  Andalusia  until  further  orders. 

At  his  coming  from  tho  Groyne,  there  were  1 2 vessels  ready  to 
come  upon  our  coast.  While  there,  went  on  board  two  hulks  of 
Hamburg  and  Lubec,  which  had  300  great  cables  and  cordage  on 
board.  Two  fly-boats,  of  90  men  each,  were  making  ready  to  go 
to  Tyrone  with  provision  for  the  wars,  about  the  end  of  next 
February.  There  is  in  the  Groyne  an  Englishman  named  Tlios. 
Parsons,  who  has  served  the  King  20  years,  and  camo  in  a French 
bottom,  as  a Frenchman,  to  Mount’s  Bay  last  August ; being  ex- 
amined by  a justice  there,  and  doubting  to  be  betrayed,  he  drew 
near  to  a cupboard,  and  put  a packet  of  letters  behind  it  for  fear  of 
search,  and  so  counterfeiting  himself  a fool,  he  escaped  and  returned 
in  the  same  bark.  The  20  galleys  with  the  Adelantado  are  all  gone 
to  St.  Mary  Port  to  winter.  [2  pa^ee.]

was  first  acquainted  with  you  here,  and  since  I heard  from  you, 
but  by  friends  I know  you  are  mindful  of  me  to  do  me  good.  Tour 
good  opinion  of  me  shall  not  be  deceived.  I am  driven  to  stay, 
not  being  able  to  remove  through  age  and  poverty,  but  expect 
some  end  of  these  long  troubles. 

I am  recommended  to  send  you  the  enclosed  letter,  which  per- 
tains to  a nephew  of  the  Bishop  of  Boss,  who  being  one  of  his  uncle's 
executors,  seeks  to  recover  his  debts,  of  which  some  portion  remains 
due  from  a pension  the  Bishop  had  upon  a bishopric  in  Spain, 
about  your  quarters.  Let  these  letters  be  sent  and  delivered  as 
they  are  addressed,  to  procure  such  answer  as  shall  let  the  (tarty 
know  what  he  may  trust  to,  money  or  no  money.  He  is  a good 
young  man,  lately  driven  out  of  Scotland  by  the  ministers  there, 
who  have  excommunicated  him  after  their  heretical  manner,  as 
testified  by  two  fathers  of  your  society,  which  he  brings  for  his 
testimonial.

20.  Wm.  Pole  to  his  uncle  Sir  John  Popham,  lord  chief  justice. 
Two  years  since  I gave  you  to  understand  of  one  Hill,  the  corrupter 
and  seducer  of  Sir  Robt.  Basset,  who,  by  your  means  being  called 
into  question  by  my  Lord  Archbishop,  both  swore  and  subscribed, 
and  so  rid  himself  out  of  trouble.  This  blasphemous  fellow,  lately 
consorting  with  Sweet,  — that  lewd  fellow  whom  Davies  deciphered 
before  you,  and  who  is  now  run  away,  and  thought  to  be  a priest,— 
resorted  to  a Jesuit  in  Newgate.  I fear  the  sequel,  for  though 
Sir  Robt.  Basset  stands  not  curious  in  any  religion,  yet  lately  he 
has  practised  popery,  and  has  confessed  that  Sir  Wm.  Courteney  and 
himself  have  combined  that  way.  I doubt  some  practice  is  in  hand, 
as  Sir  Robt.  Basset  has  prepared  to  travel  with  Hill,  and  confesses 
he  has  a matter  of  some  moment  to  pursue,  and  has  also  resolved  to 
have  the  Isle  of  Lundy,  and  to  place  there  one  Ansley,  a malcontent, 
a Somersetshire  man.  I am  bound,  both  in  regard  of  my  country 
and  my  love  to  Sir  Robt.  Basset,  to  acquaint  you  with  this,  that 
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the  beginning  of  these  things  may  be  prevented  by  the  stopping  of 
this  travel,  and  imprisoning  that  most  pernicious  lewd  man,  Hill, 
who  otherwise  will  be  the  overthrow  of  the  gentle  nature  of  Sir 
Hubert ; I hope,  in  the  general  cause  that  touches  all  those  that  fear 
God,  you  will  put  your  assistance.  You  may  acquaint  my  Lord 
Chief  Baron  from  me  with  these  things. 


Jan.  19.  21.  Sir  Hen.  Seville  to  [E.  Reynoldes?].  I have  been  earnestly 

solicited  by  Lord  Cobham  and  by  the  Secretary,  his  brother-in-law, 
on  his  behalf,  as  also  by  Lord  Borough  for  himself,  for  the  northern 
parsonages.  Whilst  the  Earl  of  Essex  was  at  Plymouth,  preparing 
for  the  island  voyage,  Lord  Cobham  importuned  the  Queen  to  com- 
mand me  to  pass  the  grant  for  him.  On  my  going  to  see  tho  Queen, 
I was  told  by  Sir  John  Stanhope  that  she  would  do  so  ; therefore,  for 
fear  of  such  an  order,  I passed  it  to  my  Lord  [Essex].  The  college 
lease  was  brought  at  Christmas  to  my  Lord,  who  merely  returned  it 
to  me  to  keep  ; having  however  promised  the  college  good  treat- 
ment, I gave  tho  bringers  1 Of.  in  his  name,  and  sent  1001.  to  be 
divided  among  the  fellows.  The  former  lease  was  within  three  years 
of  expiring,  so  it  might  be  let  to  a stranger  without  danger  of  for- 
feiture. I had  a new  lease  made  for  his  lordship  of  it,  and  sent  it 
to  him,  but  was  ordered  to  keep  it  during  his  absence  in  Ireland ; he 
alleging  my  troubles  and  crosses,  wishing  me  to  dispose  of  it  to  pay 
the  college  arrears,  and  do  as  I liked  with  it.  The  college  debts 
being  80/.,  I requested  his  Lordship  to  authorize  Mr.  Robt.  Clavering 
and  Mr.  Gray,  principal  gentlemen  of  Northumberland,  to  receive 
the  fruits,  which  he  did,  and  it  being  a vast  wide  thing,  Clavering 
committed  it  to  the  custody  of  neighbours  of  credit.  I obtained 
for  Clavering  letters  of  assistance  from  Lord  Willoughby,  governor 
of  Berwick,  to  the  deputy  governor,  and  had  this  year’s  rent  wholly 
paid  to  the  college ; but  the  lawless  borderers  have  taken  most  of  the 
corn,  meaning  to  pay  no  rent,  though  on  condition  of  payment  of 
arrears,  no  forfeitures  were  to  be  required. 

To  redress  these  orders,  will  you,  after  perusal  of  Robert  and  John 
Clavering’s  letters,  stating  them,  go  to  the  Lord  Governor,  in  the 
Earl  of  Essex’s  name,  tliank  him  for  his  last  letter  to  the  deputy,  and 
request  anotliei  to  the  purport  requested  by  John  Clavering.  They 
want  a letter  from  Lord  Essex  to  Sir  Rob.  Carey,  warden  of  the 
middle  marches  thereon,  but  this  is  impossible,  ns  he  is  writing  to 
nobody.  Will  you,  as  holding  place  under  Essex,  write  to  Sir 
Robert  in  his  name,  either  with  or  without  his  privity  ? They  also 
want  for  Rob.  Clavering  a stronger  letter  from  Essex,  the  last  being 
insufficient ; but  during  his  Lordship's  restraint,  a letter  from  Sir 
Geliy  Merrick  or  Sir  H.  Lindley  must  be  accepted  instead.  If  you 
dislike  the  two  later  points,  yet  still  despatch  the  first  with  Lord 
Willoughby.

London.  no  alteration  in  your  business  since  Tuesday  last,  and  little  news,  yet 
having  received  the  enclosed  to  you  from  Mr.  Crofts,  I accompany 
it  with  the  following.  This  morning,  Lord  Montjoy,  with  the  rest  of 
the  Irish  commanders,  went  from  hence ; the  forces  are  disposed 
into  garrisons  and  wards,  according  to  the  note  enclosed,  and  it  is 
resolved  that  things  shall  still  drive  on  as  they  may,  without  seek- 
ing the  enemy  any  further,  hoping  cunetando  rent  it  neri,  a wrong 
course  in  so  desperate  a disease.  Here  is  news  come  over  that,  since 
the  death  of  my  Lord  Burgh,  the  Lords  of  Ormond  and  Thomond, 
and  Sir  Christ.  St.  Lawrence  arc  dangerously  hurt  in  a brawl 
amongst  themselves.  Sir  F.  Stafford,  who  was  heretofore  only 
thought  worthy  of  a company,  and  put  from  them  by  my  Lord  of 
Essex,  since  his  other  favours  at  Court,  has  now  the  charge  given 
him  of  Ballysliannon,  and  in  that  1,000  foot  and  100  horse. 

My  Lord  of  Essex  came  not  to  the  Star  Chamber  on  Wednesday, 
as  was  expected,  nor  any  extraordinary  matter  happened,  save  that 
the  Bishop  of  London  sat  there.  Lady  Rich  has  writen  again  to 
Her  Majesty,  but  in  other  kind  of  language,and  they  say  my  Lord 
relenteth  much,  but  the  resolution  is  taken  what  course  he  shall 
run,  whereof  to  morrow  or  Wednesday  we  shall  see  the  execution. 
Mr.  Secretary’s  man  Levinus  [Monck]  is  returned  from  Brussels, 
and  Mr.  Edtnondes  is  gone  into  France.  They  parted  at  Lisle  where 
they  left  the  Archduke  ; from  thence  he  goes  a progress  to  Lorraine, 
Douay,  Arras,  Cambrai,  Mens,  and  by  Valenciennes  home.  Here  is 
expected  some  man  of  quality  from  him,  and  levinus  is  to  return 
speedily  again. 

The  treaty  will  go  on,  and  it  is  thought  Boulogne  will  be  the 
place.  Our  deputies  are  not  yet  spoken  of,  neither  do  I hear  who 
shall  come  from  thence  save  Richardot,  who  they  say  has  the 
government  of  this  affair  and  the  whole  state.  The  principal  men 
of  war  arc  all  attendant  at  this  present  about  the  Archduke  ; the 
Admirante  of  Arragon  came  to  him  whilst  Mr.  Edmondes  was  there, 
accompanied  with  300  horse.  There  are  4,000  mutineers  in  Liege, 
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who  demand  30  months’  pay.  I heard  from  Paris,  where  the  King 
is  with  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  that  the  affairs  between  them  are  not 
yet  so  settled  as  I wrote  you,  but  I take  news  <i  la  voM,  that  the 
alteration  may  give  me  new  occasion  of  writing.  [2  p>ages] 


Feb.  10.  38.  C.  Bellott  to  Sec.  Cecil.  I have  not  written  before  for  want 

Wtymoaih.  0f  transport.  I understand  by  one  Smith  of  Redrith,  near  London, 
who  was  taken  prisoner  into  Alredo  in  Spain  a month  since,  and 
has  now  landed  here  out  of  a Frenchman,  that  their  shipping  and 
men  were  already  prepared  at  Ferrol,  but  upon  a general  speech  of 
peace  with  England,  there  was  a pause  in  their  proceedings ; there 
were  eight  galleys  to  go  to  Dunkirk,  at  the  solo  charge  of  the 
Archduke.  Three  days  sinco  came  in  here  one  of  the  Flemish  fleet, 
which  took  the  chief  town  of  St.  Thomas ; after  some  resistance 
the  castle  yielded,  and  they  brought  the  governor  of  the  town 
with  them,  as  also  great  riches  They  have  lost  their  general, 
Youncker  Peter,  and  most  of  their  chief  commanders,  and  of  5,000 
men  that  went  forth,  there  are  not  above  500  living,  the  strongest  and 
best  of  whom  they  have  sent  with  seven  ships  to  the  West  Indies. 

They  have  brought  home  10,000  chests  of  sugar,  250  tons  of 
elephants’  teeth,  and  great  store  of  oils,  wines,  &o.,  which  they 
had  in  the  town.  The  Fleming  here  cannot  go  yet  for  want  of 
men,  ns  seven  or  eight  of  her  crew  have  died  since  she  has  been 
here,  and  10  or  18  of  them  are  now  lying  very  sick.  [1  page.]

2.  No  feodary  to  act  by  a deputy,  unless  the  deputy  be  allowed 
by  Court  and  placed  on  record. 

3.  No  feodary  to  be  a household  servant. 

4.  Feodaries  to  be  always  present  at  the  finding  of  offices, 
and  the  escheator  to  give  him  20  days’  notice  beforehand. 

5.  Within  30  days  of  finding  an  office  entitling  the  Queen  to 
the  ward,  the  feodary  to  certify  the  ward’s  property,  that  the 
master  may  determine  what  fine  is  to  be  assessed  on  sale  of  the 
ward. 

G.  In  all  surveys  of  wards’  lnnds,  they  are  not  to  be  passed  at 
under  values,  but  the  rents  raised  if  they  will  bear  it. 

7.  The  feodary  is  to  give  notice  when  any  advowsons,  leases, 
&c.  fall  in,  or  any  annuities  or  other  charges  of  wards’  lands 
cease. 
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8.  The  feodaries  are  to  give  in  yearly  the  wards’  names  in  their 
counties,  and  which  have  married,  not  having  compounded  with 
Her  Majesty  for  their  marriage,  and  also  what  wood  sales  have 
been  on  their  lands. 

9.  They  shall  also  certify  the  wards’  manors,  provide  for  the 
payment  of  fines,  heriots,  &c,  and  inform  of  defaulters. 

10.  At  Easter  they  shall  certify  the  tenuros  of  the  lands,  by 
knights’  service,  in  chief,  or  otherwise. 

11.  They  shall  give  in  their  accounts  and  pay  their  moneys 
yearly  to  the  receivers  of  the  Court,  and  come  up  to  their  accounts 
before  the  auditor  general,  when  required. 

12.  They  shall  do  their  best  to  recover  the  Queen’s  debts, 
acquaint  themselves  with  the  processes  issued,  and  inform  the 
sheriffs  at  the  assizes. 

13.  They  shall  at  Easter  certify  to  the  Court  what  help  they  have 
given  the  sheriffs,  that  the  master  and  Council  may  discover  the 
diligence  or  negligence  of  the  feodaries  or  sheriffs.

All  continuance  of  liveries  to  be  entered  by  the  clerk  of  the  Court, 
with  fee  of  2s.  on  every  bond  that  such  continuance  is  not  to  Her 
Majesty’s  prejudice,  of  which  the  clerk  of  liveries  is  to  have  Is.

sickness.  Lord  Cobham  is  contracted  to  the  Countess  of  Kildare 
before  the  Queen,  bat  is  not  likely  to  marry  till  he  be  a councillor. 
Some  say  ho  is  appointed  a commissioner  for  this  peace,  with  the 
Lord  Treasurer,  Sir  John  Fortescue,  Mr.  Beale,  and  Ur.  Dunn  ; the 
Treasurer  makes  some  difficulty,  and  says  a man  of  his  place  should 
not  be  employed  out  of  the  realm. 

The  Archduke’s  ambassador  is  come,  with  three  gentlemen,  and 
six  or  seven  servants ; he  lodges  at  Alderman  Bayning’s,  went  to 
Court  yesterday,  and  is  to  have  audience  this  afternoon.  All  the 
Council  and  Lords  are  gone  to  attend. 

Tyrone  is  gone  with  2,000  foot  and  200  horse  to  Munster,  to  con- 
fer with  Desmond  and  the  other  rebels,  and  revenge  some  of  his 
lost  men  on  the  Earl  of  Ormond’s  country.  It  is  thought  the  Earl 
might  return  the  blow,  and  teach  the  fox  not  to  forsake  his  hole,  if 
he  had  troops  enough,  or  would  make  the  best  use  of  those  he  has. 
Little  Sir  Edw.  Denny  is  dead,  in  Ireland.  The  Scottish  nobles 
are  grieved  tbut  their  King  is  not  more  respected,  and  have  made 
an  association  among  themselves  against  all  who  shall  hinder  his 
right  and  succession.  The  Duke  of  Savoy  has  left  Paris,  either  for 
home  or  the  Low  Countries,  having  gained  by  his  journey  two 
months’  respite  to  take  or  leave  the  King’s  offers.  The  French 
King  is  expected  at  Calais,  where  he  is  to  settle  a staple  or  mart,  to 
serve  the  Low  Countries.  The  fort  of  Bommell  is  fallen  into  the 
States’  hands  by  composition.  A mutiny  occurred  among  tho 
17  companies  there  ; the  Archduke  sending  a little  money  to  the 
Spaniards  only,  the  Walloons  were  so  indignant  to  be  no  more  re- 
garded, that  they  turned  them  out  and  delivered  tho  place.  There 
lias  been  a fight  between  20  French  horse  of  the  garrison  of 
Oertruydenberg,  and  20  of  one  Grobendoncks  of  Hcrtogcnsbosch, 
besides  other  foul  play.  Durant,  captain  of  the  French,  being  taken, 
was  killed  in  cold  blood,  contrary  to  covenant  The  galleys  of 
Sluys  have  taken  three  Dutch  ships,  driven  in  a fog  on  their  coast, 
one  laden  with  salt,  another  with  wine,  the  third  one  of  the  richest 
that  returned  from  the  voyage.  I hear  from  Spain  that  the  Adelan- 
tado  is  in  disgrace  for  letting  tho  Hollanders  pass  so  easily.  If  so, 
only  a Plutarch  is  lacked  to  make  a parallel  between  him  and  the 
Earl  of  Essex.

Feb.  26.  41).  Sec.  Cecil  to  Thos.  Windebank.  I have  received  a letter  for 

Saroj-.  Scotland,  written  by  the  Queen  of  England,  which  has  so  near 
affinity  in  style  with  those  of  the  house  of  Florence,  as  Buchanan’s 
scholar  will  blush  when  he  reads  it ; but  it  was  not  for  nothing  that 
the  son  of  Catherine  de  Medicis  wa3  so  far  gone  with  Sir  John 
Smyth’s  "muy  Hilda  e jtoderosa  Iteiiui ;’’  for  though  he  found  her  not 
soon  burned,  because  she  reigns  without  the  tropics,  yet  when  he 
compared  the  figures  that  sorted  with  tho  fair  features,  it  made  him 
conclude  that  he  had  met  with  right  Tuscan  ; but  now  to  business. 

Wo  have  had  a conference  to-day  with  a good  Walloon,  half 
Espagnolised.  Those  punctilios  floated  awhile  with  us,  but  according 
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to  the  fashion  of  wine  and  water,  omnia  gravia  petunt  deorsum ; 
for  when  the  Spanish  punctilios,  by  ray  Lords'  plain  dealing  with 
him,  were  evaporated,  and  that  he  saw  my  Lords  speak  plainly,  that 
they  were  sure  the  Queen  would  not  be  barred  trade  to  the  Indies, 
would  not  deliver  the  towns,  nor  could  revoke  those  men  which 
they  had  in  the  Low  Countries — whom  he  could  not  endure  to  be 
otherwise  titled  than  rebels, — then  he  desired  to  look  upon  his 
instructions,  to  advise  with  his  pillow,  and  make  my  Lords  an  answer 
on  Wednesday.  I advertise  you  of  this,  but  not  Her  Majesty,  till 
I come  with  my  Lords ; if  there  were  no  wiser  than  I,  a commissioner 
should  not  pass  the  sea  till  he  had  some  assurance  what  will  be  the 
particular  conclusion,  as  well  as  the  formality  of  an  assembly  of 
commissioners,  to  play  a prologue  to  a fruitless  epilogue. 

Pray  procure  Her  Majesty  to  sign  this  letter,  which  concerns 
many  poor  subjects  of  hers  that  have  goods  in  the  hands  of  the 
King  of  Barbary,  who  are  like  to  be  utterly  undone  if  that  name, 
whereof  the  breeze  of  the  ocean  brings  him  the  lame,  do  not  move 
him  to  commiseration. 

The  person  we  deal  with  has  made  such  a despatch  of  the  person, 
the  riches,  the  greatness,  and  majesty  of  the  Queen  of  England,  as 
will  make  the  Infant,  I think,  for  very  anger,  eat  one  meal  a day 
the  faster.  He  told  one  that  haunts  him  by  my  appointment  (being 
one  of  his  country  refugiats  and  lives  here  obscurely)  that  indeed  he 
was  shrewdly  amazed  when  he  saw  the  Queen’s  fashion ; “for,”  says 
he  “ indeed  the  Infant  is  honlif  (which  is  as  much  to  say  of  a good 
mild  nature,  somewhat  more  than  bon  homme  for  a man,)  but  par 
Dieu,  cesle  Roine  eat  cxtrem&mcnt  sage,  et  a des  yeux  terribles.  Oh, 
che  grandezza  ! ’’ 

Now  I leave  you,  for  it  is  past  11  o’clock,  and  I am  very  near  my 
pillow  beer,  where  I must  stay  till  Wednesday,  for  I have  a word  or 
two  to  speak  with  Sir  Walter  Lewson  [Leveson], 

P.S. — Tell  Her  Majesty  that  I will  try  how  finely  I can  seal  up 
her  letter,  but  my  house  is  such  a friary  now,  without  any  women, 
as  if  she  send  not  my  Lady  Scudamore  to  me,  with  n needle  and  a 
thread,  I must  go  to  some  of  my  neighbours,  cither  at  Essex  house 
or  Russell  house,  for  some  of  those  utensils.  If  you  find  that  the 
Queen  will  be  content  to  be  put  out  of  her  passer  solitarius  in 
tecto,  tell  her  some  of  these  toys  of  mine.

The 
love  you  have  borne  me  I must  never  forget,  but  the  un- 
ki ndnees  in  you  r letters  at  my  departu  re  dashed  me;  you 
charge  me  with  inconstancy  and  a wavering  humour, 
which  I surer  showed  to  you,  but  ever  thought  to  make 
you  my  chief  refuge,  and  you  should  have  accounted  sne 
your  own.  I ever  honoured  you,  so  it  grieves  me  to  go 
from  you,  but  the  remedy  otherwise  was  not  to  be  had. 

I had  three  books  which  you  would  like,  but  Mrs.  Willie 
has  not  yet  restored  them  ; all  my  other  things  I fear  I 
have  lost.  Send  Phriswell  for  them,  she  will  deliver  them  ; 
one  is  in  paper,  written  all  with  my  own  hand  in  folio, 
De  divinil  magia  Arbazelis,  in  Latin;  the  other  is  the 
women's  book  in  English,  De  spretis  mulierum,  or  the 
stature  of  man,  bound  in  veUum  or  parchment;  the 
third  is  Albertus  magnus,  ist  Latin,  a little  black  book. 
I have  Phironant’s  jhysie  too,  but  because  my  siame  is 
not  to  every  one  of  these,  she  perhaps  will  deny  them ;

gent.,  touching  the  ungodly  practices  of  Sir  Walter  Leveson,  Knight, 
now  prisoner  in  the  Fleet,”  to  which  the  following  paper  is  a reply. 
[2|  pages.] 

Feb.  28.  53.  Examination  of  Robert  Wayland,  gent. : — 

1.  Has  known  Sir  Walter  Leveson  23  years. 

2.  Sir  Walter  divers  times  persuaded  him  to  practise  with  him 
to  make  divers  powders  and  other  things,  and  to  prove  their  effect, 
and  promised  him  for  his  pains  the  manor  of  Hales  or  Parton. 

3.  Sir  Walter  said  he  could  so  poison  a silver  cup  or  bowl  that 
whosoever  drank  thereof  would  be  poisoned,  and  showed  him 
how ; viz.,  that  he  would  first  put  a toad  called  Rubata  into  the 
cup,  and  put  a silver  cover  upon  it,  and  then  coals  on  the  cover  ; 
by  which  means  the  heat  of  the  fire  would  open  the  pores  of  the 
silver  cup,  and  draw  in  the  poison  of  the  toad. 

i.  At  Lillesliall  Sir  Walter  put  in  practice  a perfume  that 
would  poison  those  that  smelt  it  as  they  lay  in  bod ; as  it 
was  distilling,  the  bottom  of  the  still  melted,  and  the  perfume 
being  in  the  fire,  the  savour  thereof  was  so  noisome  to  them  that 
smelt  it  that  it  almost  poisoned  them  ; a servant  caused  a smith, 
tenant  of  Sir  Walter’s,  to  make  a perfuming  pot  for  the  purpose. 

5.  Sir  Walter  said  that  Pascal  Tapscott  gave  Robt  Greise,  the 
boy  of  his  kitchen,  a potion  that  he  thought  he  would  hare  died 
thereof. 

C.  Sir  W alter  told  him  that  if  ho  cut  the  bristles  of  a horse’s 
tail  and  minced  them,  and  put  it  amongst  buttered  fish  or 
minced  meat,  it  would  destroy  any  man’s  stomach,  and  no  physic 
would  help  it. 

7.  He  has  often  requested  exnminate  to  buy  things  of  venomous 
qualities,  as  the  powder  of  glass,  ratsbane,  or  Seneca  ; refusing  to 
buy  it,  he  went  himself  for  it  to  an  apothecary's  near  the  Palace  at 
Westminster,  and  said  it  was  to  kill  rats  in  his  chamber  at  Lam- 
beth ; but  after  that  he  caused  cakes  to  me  made  therewith,  and 
willed  exnminatc  to  go  with  him  a mile  out  of  town,  to  prove 
the  same  upon  an  hostler  or  tapster ; refused,  and  threw  the  cakes 
into  the  Thames. 

8.  Sir  Walter  also  sent  him  to  Oxford  and  London  to  buy  cer- 
tain bookB,  including  several  on  poisoning,  as  Elias  promotus, 
Nicholaus  Florentinus  Rufus,  Rabbi  Moises  Hieronymus,  Cardanus 
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Eliua  Gorius,  and  others ; could  only  buy  Arnaldus  Vilonanan 
de  Historic  Plantannn.  Believes  all  wore  sent  for  by  the  procure- 
ment of  Geo.  Sheppard,  who  gave  instructions  for  the  same  ; road 
and  interpreted  them  to  Sir  Walter,  the  better  to  understand  how 
to  put  in  execution  his  ungodly  practices. 

9.  Heard  Sir  Walter  say  that  he  could  poison  salt  by  putting 
the  toad  Rabata  in  a bag  amongst  it,  and  drying  it  at  the  fire. 

JO.  Also  that  he  could  so  feed  hens,  chickens,  or  other  fowl,  by 
steeping  or  mingling  their  corn  or  meat  with  things  of  a venomous 
quality,  that  those  who  ate  them  would  be  poisoned,  and  that  he 
would  put  the  same  in  practice. 

11.  He  swore  great  oaths,  and  wished  that  his  son  were  either 
hanged  or  at  the  bottom  of  the  sea,  because  he  had  given  one  of 
the  best  lordships  he  had,  and  wished  that  the  bundle  of  veno- 
mous powders  he  had  provided,  which  he  thinks  enough  to  kill 
20  men,  were  in  his  son’s  belly. 

12.  Sir  Walter  told  him  he  had  invited  his  son’s  wife  to  dine 
with  him  at  Lilleshall,  and  gave  her  a cup  of  wine  boiled  with 
canthnridcs,  and  she  fell  into  great  extremity,  and  was  dangerously 
sick.  The  next  day,  she  continuing  sick,  he  sent  examinnte  for 
Mr.  Rich.  Skrimshaw,  seven  miles  off,  willing  him  to  come 
speedily,  as  his  daughter  Leveson  was  very  sick  ; went  to  Hales, 
where  he  found  Sir  Walter,  who  met  him  and  gave  him  a powder, 
requesting  him  to  give  it  to  his  daughter,  and  persuade  her  to 
take  it,  as  it  would  presently  ease  her  of  her  pain  ; utterly  re- 
fused, ns  she  told  him  she  was  better  than  she  had  been  all  night. 
Understanding  that  Mr.  Leveson  was  from  home,  persuaded 
Mrs.  Leveson  not  to  take  any  pbyBic  or  other  medicines  at  any 
man’s  hands,  until  he  came  home. 

13.  Heard  Sir  Walter  say  that  if  his  daughter  Leveson  were 
dead,  he  could  free  all  his  lands,  notwithstanding  the  books  of 
conveyances,  and  that  they  would  como  back  to  him,  as  by  her 
death  his  son  should  lose  all  his  honourable  friends  ; refused  to 
minister  to  Mrs.  Leveson,  nnd  Sir  Walter  perceiving  it,  left  ofT 
practising  nny  more  against  her,  and  bent  all  his  wits  to  take 
away  the  life  of  his  son  ; refused  to  aid  him  therein. 

14.  Sir  Walter  set  a potion,  at  Yatley,  eo.  Hants,  for  Thos. 
Wntton,  who  fell  sick  after  he  had  drank  it,  and  went  to  bed, 
when  Sir  Walter  cansed  a caudle  to  be  made  for  him,  nnd  put 
something  in  it  which  examinate  did  not  see,  but  believes  was 
eantharides ; dissuaded  Watton  from  taking  it  or  anything  else 
but  cool  drink,  he  being  in  an  inward  heat  already ; if  Watton 
had  taken  it,  he  had  further  provided  for  hitn  a distilled  water  of 
rnmculus  or  crowfoot,  which  would  have  caused  him  to  be  dis- 
tracted and  die. 

15.  Has  known  Goo.  Sheppard,  solicitcr  to  Sir  Walter,  nine  or 
ten  years  ; he  persuaded  Sir  Walter  to  send  and  buy  the  b00]fa 
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mentioned  in  tbe  interrogatories,  the  better  to  understand  and 
execute  their  ungodly  practices.  Has  heard  Sir  Walter  commend 
Sheppard  for  his  pains  in  interpreting  them  to  him,  and  Sheppard 
bought  divers  roots  and  seeds  mentioned,  to  set  and  sow  in  Sir 
Walter's  garden  in  Lillcsbnll,  aconitum,  carulum  minus  and  majus, 
&c.,  to  make  a perfume  of  a venomous  quality ; he  bought  divers 
other  things  to  the  same  intent,  viz.,  the  stone  Arminius,  the 
bastard  diamond,  adamant  stone,  black  Agaricus  nuts,  wild 
olive,  gall  of  a mad  dog,  and  of  a sea  dog-fish,  &c.  Thinks  that 
Sheppard  lias  been  the  only  deviser  of  these  practices,  and  a great 
persuader  of  Sir  Walter  to  put  them  in  execution,  because  he  is 
learned,  and  understands  the  operation  of  such  necessaries  for 
those  purposes,  and  better  knows  both  his  practices  and  the 
perfumes  he  used  than  any  other.  [5  paget.] 

54.  John  Chamberlain  to  Dud.  Carleton,  at  Kycott.  The  Arch- 
duke’s ambassador,  who  should  have  had  audience  a week  ago,  was 
put  off  till  Saturday,  because  the  Queen  was  ill  at  ease  ; but  he  then 
had  it,  with  all  possible  compliments  and  ceremonies,  to  repay  the 
honour  done  to  Mr.  Edmondes.  The  like  respect  was  paid  him  at 
the  Lord  Treasurer's,  and  Monday  and  Wednesday  he  sat  in  Council 
there  with  the  Lord  Treasurer,  Lord  Admiral,  Lord  Chamberlain, 
Mr.  Secretary,  and  Sir  John  Fortescue.  The  negotiation  is  kept  very 
close.  We  seek  to  prolong  the  time,  and  reduce  the  meeting  to 
Canterbury.  Some  say  he  solicits  liis  despatch,  others  that  he  has 
sent  for  instructions,  and  awaits  the  answer.  We  are  not  very 
anxious  for  the  peace,  perhaps  fearing  the  French  will  fall  in  with 
the  States,  if  left  in  this  strait ; but  some  say  the  States,  for  all  their 
brags,  have  left  their  cause  to  be  arranged  by  the  Queen  as  she 
thinks  best.  The  French  ambassador  had  audience  on  Sunday ; 
some  great  man  is  expected  from  France,  professedly  about  the 
King’s  installation  at  Windsor.  Some  soy  it  is  the  Duke  of  Mayenne, 
and  that  Somerset  House  is  preparing  for  him. 

The  fort  of  Bommell  is  in  mutiny,  but  has  not  been  surrendered 
as  reported.  Graf  Maurice  has  overthrown  14  ensigns  of  the  enemy 
that  had  a practice  in  Wachendoncke.  Lord  Burke  and  his  brother 
are  slain  in  Ireland,  in  the  Queen’s  service.  Florence  Mecarty,  lately 
made  much  of  here,  has  fallen  away  in  Munster,  and  made  himself 
Macarty  Moore,  a great  title  in  those  parts,  and  will  probably  do 
much  harm. 

There  are  seven  or  eight  good  merchant  ships  detained  at  Venice, 
on  divers  quarrels,  especially  about  a prize  of  theirs  taken  by  Sir 
John  Gilbert  to  Sir  Walter  Raleigh’s  use.  The  Bassa  of  Cnramnuia, 
revolted  from  the  Turk,  has  overthrown  the  Bassa  of  Aleppo,  taken 
the  town,  and  ranges  over  Syria. 

A great  number  assembled  at  the  Marshalsea  to  hear  a Scotch 
friar  Capuchin  preach  ; 60  or  80  woro  kept  all  night,  and  examined 
by  the  Bishop  of  London,  Dr.  Stanhope,  and  others,  and  some  were 
committed.  Essex  has  been  somewhat  crazy  this  week.  The  Lord 
Keeper  was  sent  for  yesterday  to  Court,  whereon  his  followers  fatten 
themselves  with  hope,  this  lean  time  of  Lent.  Sir  Henry  Neville 
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is  become  deaf,  and  wants  to  be  called  home.  Little  Britain  is  left 
desolate,  and  the  household  gone  into  Essex.  [1 J pages.  Printed 
in  Chamberlain  a Letters,  pp.  07-09.] 

I hope  by  your  means 
to  have  the  Council’s  answer  the  moro  expeditiously,  for  of  so  small  a 
matter  greater  discontent  might  grow,  if  they  should  not  yield  to 
iny  request  for  the  poor  soldiers,  who,  as  the  exigence  of  these  Irish 
wars  declares,  ought  rather  to  have  two  hearts  put  into  them  than 
one  discouraged.  I never  knew  people  more  unwilling  to  go  to  a 
place  reported  by  all  that  come  thence  as  full  of  misery  and  poverty. 
Their  discontent  is  having  to  march  to  Chester,  this  cold  time  of 
the  year,  without  coats  or  apparel.  Either  their  Lordships  must 
let  the  apparel  be  furnished  from  hence,  or  the  country  must  furnish 
it,  which  I know  you  will  not  think  fit.  I beg  a speedy  answer, 
as  I would  not  go  contrary  to  their  instructions,  and  not  tell  them 
my  reasons. 

P.S. — I have  the  gout,  though  not  so  bad  as  hist  time,  through  these 
great  rains,  after  snows  and  frosts.  I fear  the  delicate  body  of  Her 
Majesty,  who  is  always  too  venturous  of  herself,  may  feel  tills 
grievous  cold,  since  it  so  grievous  to  us  who  are  thicker  skinned.

The  Queen  to  the  Council.  The  trade  of  the  maritime  parts  is 
hindered  by  ships  maintained  for  that  purpose  by  the  King  of  Spain 
and  the  Archduke  on  the  coast,  which  lie  in  wait  for  them  when 
they  come  out  singly,  and  entrap  them  ; there  should  therefore  bo 
a guard  for  merchant  ships  The  duties  cannot  be  well  performed  by 
Her  Majesty’s  ships,  now  engaged  in  important  actions,  but  must  be 
maintained  by  voluntary  contributions  from  subjects,  as  being  for 
their  own  interest.  We  therefore  order  you  to  issue  letters  for  col- 
lecting and  disbursing  money  to  provide  10  or  12  ships  for  this 
service  ; we  will  bear  the  charge  of  munition  ; any  goods  that  they 
take  ns  prize  are  to  be  custom-free  ; and  the  ships  shall  be  continued 
or  not  at  their  discretion.  [Warrant  Book,  /.,  p.  89.] 

03.  The  Council  to  the  Lord  Lieutenants  of  counties.  The  Queen 
finding  that  valuable  ships  and  goods  are  taken  by  Spanish  men-of- 
war  and  Dunkirkers  infesting  the  coasts,  wishes  you  to  consider  a 
mode  of  preventing  the  mischief.  The  Queen's  ships  are  not  the 
fittest  for  it,  and  also  the  fleet  is  wanted  for  the  Narrow  Seas,  and 
the  Queen  could  not  bear  the  expense  of  ships  for  convoy,  having 
great  fleets  on  the  coast  of  Spain,  and  other  shipping  on  the  coast 
of  Ireland.  Many  merchants  interested  arc  willing  to  undergo 
any  reasonable  charge  to  maintain  ships,  but  cannot  endure  it 
without  an  universal  contribution.  You  are  therefore  to  promote  a 
speedy  contribution,  setting  the  example  yourselves.  Wo  have 
written  direct  to  such  cities  as  are  counties  in  themselves,  and  to 
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other  principal  cities,  and  request  you  to  write  to  the  chief  magis- 
trates of  others,  to  raise  the  sums  apportioned  in  a schedule  enclosed. 

In  such  a service  none  should  plead  exemption,  but  no  coercion 
is  to  be  used.  We  hope  the  better  sort  will  see  the  justice  of  this, 
and  note  the  difference  of  the  charge  which  the  Queen  has  now- 
adays to  bear  for  defence  of  her  people.  The  argumenta  to  be  used 
are,  that  it  is  no  affair  of  private  profit,  but  all  moneys  will  be  con- 
verted to  the  use  of  the  givers,  as  every  member  of  a body  is 
sensible  of  harm  to  others,  and  even  those  that  dwell  far  within 
land  feel  the  interruption  to  trade  and  navigation.  A convenient  fleet 
should  be  provided  to  defend  the  coasts,  the  charge  of  which  will  be 
8,0001,  and  about  1,000  tons  of  shipping  will  be  employed  on  the 
western  coast.  The  Queen  will  bear  the  expense  of  all  munition. 
All  prizes  taken  are  to  be  devoted  to  continuing  the  service,  so  that 
the  first  year's  provision  will  prove  the  greatest  burden,  and  the 
continuance  of  the  fleet  will  be  left  to  the  choice  of  contributors. 

The  moneys  nre  to  be  placed  in  trusty  hands,  and  for  the  present 
to  be  sent  up  to  Paul  Bayning,  late  alderman  of  London, 
by  a deputy,  or  paid  to  a person  who  shall  act  as  a commis- 
sioner, and  give  Ids  voice  as  to  its  employment.  Nothing  more 
troubles  the  Queen  than  for  the  poorer  sort  to  be  pressed,  therefore 
none  are  to  be  applied  to  who  have  not  201.  in  land  yearly,  or  2001. 
in  money  or  goods.  The  Queen  grieves  heavily  when  she  sees  her 
subjects  have  cause  to  complain,  and  she  thinks  this  would  save 
much  clamour.  Any  that  show  unusual  diligence  will  be  well 
reported  of,  and  favoured  when  requisite.  We  beg  that  by  1 March, 
those  put  in  trust  may  be  ready  to  confer  about  all  things  necessary 
for  this  important  service.

March  1.  64.  Jno.  Walley  to  Simon  Willis,  attending  Sea  [Cecil].  A 

ghirebampton.  disaster  has  happened  to  Denis  MeCharty,  Mr.  Secretary’s  late  foot- 
man ; going  with  me  to  Bristol,  he  was  invited  with  myself  and 
others  to  supper  with  Capt.  Qeo.  King ; after  it  was  ended,  one 
Ould,  lieutenant  to  Capt.  Harvy,  who  lias  the  conduct  of  the  700 
men  for  Dublin,  came  in  drunk,  and  began  to  quarrel  with  every 
man,  but  each  man  forbore  him,  and  to  prevent  inconvenience, 
went  into  another  room.  Ould  came  up  after  us,  continued  his 
railing,  and  struck  three  or  four  who  were  with  Capt.  King ; he 
vainly  entreated  Ould  to  leave  off ; so  Denis  gave  him  a knock 
with  his  sword  on  the  side  of  his  head,  but  not  dangerous ; thereupon 
Denis  was  put  into  Newgate  by  the  mayor  and  sheriffs,  and  an  action 
of  battery  commenced  against  him  in  the  mayor’s  court  by  Ould, 
which  coming  to  trial  last  Wednesday,  Denis  w'as  fined  40 1.  damages  ; 
ns  he  cannot  pay  40f.,  this  will  shortly  grow  to  an  execution 
against  him,  if  a warrant  from  the  Secretary  be  not  speedily  procured 
for  his  release.  Do  what  you  can  for  this  warrant,  on  pretence  that 
he  is  to  serve  Her  Majesty  in  my  Lord  President's  troops  in  Munster, 
which  will  move  the  mayor  to  release  him ; otherwise  it  will  be  a 
continual  and  very  strict  imprisonment  to  him.

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05.  Dud.  Carleton  to  John  Chamberlain,  at  Dr.  Gilbert’s,  St.  Peter’s 
Hill.  The  weather  which  began  to  clear  with  Lord  Essex  was  soon 
overcast ; great  men  do  not  forget  great  quarrels  ; one  will  not  give 
the  other  the  head  as  long  as  ho  can  hold  the  bridle,  lest  he  kick  and 
fling  till  he  has  left  his  rider  in  the  dirt.  The  Adelantado  of 
Castile,  who  is  compared  to  the  Earl,  has  fared  better  than  he, 
for  though  he  did  so  little  upon  the  Hollanders,  he  was  made  a gran- 
dee of  Spain.  The  Dukes  of  Alva  and  Caotano  are  made  knights  of 
the  Golden  Fleece,  and  the  Marquis  Denio,  who  rules  the  roast  in 
Spain,  has  displaced  four  of  the  bedchamber  for  not  beiDg  at  his 
devotion. 

The  rich  return  of  the  Hollanders’  navy  has  paid  the  expense 
of  the  old  voyage,  and  brought  enough  to  set  out  anew,  in  gold, 
sugar,  artillery,  spices,  &c.  Details  of  the  progress  of  the  war 
in  Holland.  Mutinies  of  Spanish  soldiers  in  two  forts.  Duel 
between  M.  de  Briante  and  Grobendonck.  The  King  [of  France]  has 
obtained  of  the  Pope  a nullity  of  his  marriage,  but  does  not  pursue 
that  of  the  niece  of  Florence,  but  talks  of  marrying  his  mistress 
d’Entragues,  whom  he  has  lately  made  Duchess.  The  Emperor 
wants  a passport  for  his  ambassadors  to  the  States.  The  Archduke 
has  sent  a man  of  quality  to  the  Pope,  to  obtain  liberty  of  religion 
for  his  provinces.  He  has  sent  presents  to  the  Princes  electors,  and 
hopes  to  be  chosen  King  of  the  Romans.  The  Infanta  was  pre- 
sented at  Ghent  with  an  image  of  Flandria,  richly  set  out,  and  in 
its  foot  a thorn,  signifying  Ostend,  which  she  promised  to  pull  out. 
No  governor  is  appointed  yet,  though  the  enemy  have  made  a fort 
that  has  beaten  away  most  of  the  inhabitants  Capt.  Cecil  bar- 
gained with  Sir  Nich.  Parker  for  5001.  for  his  troop  of  horse,  but 
the  States  had  promised  it  to  the  lieutenant.  Sir  F.  Vere  blames 
Mr.  Gilpin  about  it,  and  is  always  picking  quarrels  with  him.  Mr. 
Edinondes  has  been  well  entertained  by  the  Archduke,  and  received 
at  Antwerp.  Sir  Edw,  Norris  is  going  to  Court  for  a few  days.

66.  Thos.  Edinondes  to  Sec.  Cecil.  The  ambassador  likes  the 
Queen’s  letter  to  the  Archduke ; he  wanted  a special  messenger  for 
it,  but  agreed  for  it  to  go  by  post,  only  ho  wants  his  servant  to  go 
with  the  post  to  Brussels,  and  deliver  the  Queen’s  letter  to  Presi- 
dent Richardot  I told  him  the  letter  wanted  some  further  address, 
which  you  must  give,  so  he  respited  his  despatch  till  you  can  send  a 
few  lines,  which  pray  do  quickly.  [1  page.] 

67.  Sir  Walter  Leveson  to  Sec.  Cecil.  I wrote  you  seven  years  ago 
of  my  affection  to  you,  and  I would  you  had  better  considered  of  it, 
for  my  son  and  I are  both  without  issue,  and  these  letters  have 
many  times  since  caused  hard  prosecutions  against  me ; not  by  my 
Lord  Admiral,  for  I have  ever  found  him  honourable,  but  my  son 
and  his  confederates  have  bitterly  pursued  me.  This  surmise  against 
me  touching  you  is  devised  to  procure  your  heavy  displeasure, 
which  I never  deserved,  for  they  all  know  I ever  loved  and  honoured 
you,  and  was  much  bound  to  your  father,  and  was  never  subjec  to 
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that  vile  vice  ingratitude.  I would  you  would  make  trial  of  my  love 
and  faith.  I have  ever  been  free  from  intent  of  hurt  to  any,  my 
son  only  excepted,  who  was  the  occasion  of  my  imprisonment,  and 
the  first  man  that  laid  hold  on  me  was  my  son’s  man.  Since  my 
imprisonment,  he  has  bought  all  the  executions  I lie  for,  and  then 
entered  upon  all  my  lands  and  goods,  and  still  detains  all  my  wife's 
linen  and  apparel,  and  all  our  goods,  neither  have  I had  from  him 
one  penny  for  maintaining  myself,  my  wife,  and  family  since  my 
imprisonment,  which  is  now  1+  months.  These  extreme  dealings  of 
his  enforced  me  to  forget  myself,  which  I am  now  heartily  sorry 
for,  as  my  son  and  I are  reconciled  since  last  term.  I have  freely 
forgiven  him,  and  he  has  done  the  like  by  me.  [1  page] 


March  4.  68.  Sir  John  Smythe  to  Sec.  Cecil.  According  to  your  letter,  I 

Tofu.  have  sought  myself  to  satisfy  you,  having  no  one  to  help  me 
but  my  page,  who  does  not  understand  foreign  languages ; how- 
beit  the  disorder  of  my  infinite  number  of  notes  and  writings  of 
foreign  matters,  and  many  concerning  Her  Majesty’s  services,  by 
the  high  sheriff  and  other  gentlemen,  at  my  first  imprisonment,  was 
such  that,  although  I stayed  the  pursuivant  here  one  whole  day, 
I cannot  satisfy'  your  pleasure,  but  send  you  these  few  notes.  I wish 
you  all  good  success  in  tho  pacification  ; if  it  take  good  effect,  it  will 
redound  to  the  wonderful  quiet  nnd  profit  of  Her  Majesty,  her 
realm,  the  King  of  Spain,  Duke  of  Burgundy,  and  all  their  subjects, 
and  the  whole  state  of  Christendom,  and  to  the  high  honour  of  Her 
Majesty,  that  God  has  inclined  her  heart  to  so  great  and  so  public  a 
good,  and  to  your  great  honour  if  you  have  been  the  first  mover.

Chwter.  commissioners  of  musters,  to  Lord  St.  John  of  Bletso,  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant of  Huntingdonshire.  We  have  mustered,  according  to  direc- 
tions of  Council,  the  50  soldiers  you  sent  here,  levied  out  of  Hun- 
tingdonshire for  service  in  Ireland,  but  all  with  few  exceptions  are, 
by  reason  of  low  stature  nnd  other  defects,  so  unserviceable  as  we 
could  do  no  less  than  refuse  and  return  them,  requesting  you  with 
all  expedition  to  supply  their  room  with  50  more  able,  otherwise 
we  shall  be  forced  to  certify  their  insufficiency  to  the  Council ; for 
defect  of  arms,  we  have  accepted  this  conductor’s  promise  to  furnish 
them.

I am  sorry  for  your  illness, 
rharlng  Cron.  Religious  advice  in  near  prospect  of  death.  I will  fulfil  my  promise  in 
calling  no  one  into  the  office  without  paramount  occasion.  [1  page.] 

March  5.  71.  John  Chamberlain  to  Dud.  Carleton,  at  Rycott  Private  affairs. 

London.  Mr.  Edmondes  is  bound  for  another  voyage  to  the  Archduke  and 
Infanta  ; I will  help  you  to  the  journey'  with  him,  if  you  desire  it. 
The  peace  goes  on  slowly,  and  is  likely  to  be  only  n truce  for  seven  or 
10  years.  I think  no  great  persons  will  be  employed  in  the  treaty,  ns 
Sir  Walter  Raleigh  privately'  says  he  is  to  be  second  in  commission  ; 
he  attends  the  ambassador  much,  by  the  Queen’s  order,  tnk  ing  him 
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to  Paul's,  Westminster,  Whitehall,  &c.  To-day  he  is  feasted  nt  the 
Lord  Treasurer’s,  and  to-morrow  at  the  Lord  Chamberlain’s,  where 
it  will  be  strange  to  carouse  to  the  King  of  Spain’s  health  ; he  is 
reported  to  be  dead ; hut  no  one  believes  it.  The  Marquis  of 
Denia  governs  the  King,  and  his  wife  rules  the  Queen.  The  Adelan- 
tado  is  a prisoner  in  his  house  at  Madrid,  a process  of  importance 
being  commenced  Bgainst  him.  The  Count  de  Fucutes  is  made  a 
grandee  of  Spain,  and  govemorof  Milan. 

I hear  that  the  French  King  is  gone  to  Lyons  and  Marseilles,  to 
meet  his  new  bride  (niece  of  the  Duke  of  Florence).  His  former 
marriage  is  annulled  by  the  Pope,  on  supposition  of  forco,  fear, 
or  affinity  not  dispensed  with.  His  mistress,  Mdlle.  d’Entragues, 
is  with  child,  but  does  not  possess  his  affections  as  superlatively  as 
his  last  love  [Gabrielle  iTEstrfes]. 

The  Duke  of  Savoy  has  left  Paris,  having  made  rich  presents 
to  the  King,  his  son  the  Duke  of  Vendosme,  the  King’s  mistress,  and 
almost  all  the  Court,  and  gained  nothing  by  a voyage  which  has 
cost  400,000  or  500,000  crowns,  but  what  lie  might  have  had  cheaper 
at  home  ; he  was  lodged  in  the  Louvre,  hut  the  King  was  so  miserable 
as  to  allow  him  to  find  his  own  diet.  Capuchin  Joyeuse  preaches 
all  this  Lent.  The  Duke  of  Wittenberg,  a Protestant,  went  to  the 
jubilee  at  Rome  for  curiosity,  and  is  returned.  A son  of  Serjeant 
Hele,  and  other  Englishmen,  are  clapped  up  there  in  the  Inquisition. 
The  Duke  of  Parma  has  married  the  daughter  of  Aldobrandini, 
brother  to  the  Pope,  and  Gonfaloniers  della  Chiesa.  His  brother, 
Cardinal  Famese,  is  become  protector  of  the  English  seminary,  by 
the  death  of  Cardinal  Cajetan.  An  ambassador  has  come  from 
Denmark.  The  Earl  of  Essex  has  been  ill,  but  tarries  where  he 
was,  like  a man  quite  out  of  mind.  Babington,  Bishop  of  Worcester, 
preaching  nt  Court,  made  many  hints  on  his  behalf,  as  was  under- 
stood by  all  who  heard  ; when  the  Queen  called  him  to  account  for 
it,  he  denied  any  such  meaning.

Cliapman  of  Berkshire,  coining  near  the  High  Cross,  and  look- 
ing upon  the  gibbet  lately  erected  there,  said  it  was  tco  weak  to  hang 
up  500  men,  and  was  set  up  too  plainly ; that  if  they  had  set  up 
a face  upon  it,  it  would  have  been  sufficient,  and  that  if  it  came  to 
that,  they  would  make  deponent  and  the  rest  overrun  tlieir  hulberts ;

Your 
letter  of  G February  is  the  only  one  that  has  arrived  in  these 
parts  since  your  departure,  whereby  your  friends  here  could  muster 
as  many  complaints  against  you  of  anger  or  want  of  charity,  in  not 
writing  for  so  many  years,  as  you  bring  against  them.  At  your 
first  entrance,  I wrote  you  and  your  sister  Ann  jointly,  with  the 
10/.,  and  signified  that  it  was  part  of  the  annuity  duo  to  you  of  5/. 
a year  since  your  father’s  decease.  I sent  divers  tokens  to  you  both 
from  your  friends  at  several  times,  which  might  assure  you  of  no 
want  of  charity,  much  less  of  any  anger  against  you  in  regard  of 
your  vocation.

I have  been  the  less  importunate 
knowing  your  uncle’s  estate  to  be  but  very  bare,  and  I not  conversant 
with  him  as  heretofore.  Now  that  I understand  your  mind,  I will 
remember  your  uncle  in  the  matter,  as  I have  already ; he  acknow- 
ledges the  debt,  but  promises  to  pay  your  grandmother’s  legacy  by 
10/.  a quarter,  and  what  is  behind  of  your  annuity  of  51.  yearly. 
You  shall  find  him,  as  he  tells  me,  as  loving  and  kind  to  you  both 
as  ever ; he  and  your  aunt  take  great  comfort  in  your  well  doing, 
both  they  and  I do  not  repent  any  assistance  we  gave  you  in  the 
course  of  life  you  now  lead.  I marvel  you  should  pray  me  to  dissuade 
none  from  such  like  vocation  ; I never  yet  offended  in  that  kind,  and  if 
now,  being  myself  religions,  I should  dissuade  any  one  from  such  a 
religion  as  yours,  pure,  holy,  and  unstained,  it  were  pity  I should 
receive  any  benefit  from  it.  I confess  I envy  you  to  consider  in 
what  a Paradise  you  live  of  all  spiritual  delights,  and  in  what  a 
desert  I live,  amongst  men  that  are  worse  than  wild  beasts ; God 
grant  you  long  joy  of  the  one  and  me  patience  of  the  other. 

The  faithful  strango  gentleman  that  told  you  of  your  mother’s 
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conversion  told  you  a tale  very  strange  to  all  of  ub  here.  She  is 
yet  as  you  left  her,  and  in  no  forwardness  to  become  a Catholic. 

I have  done  my  utmost  with  her  and  Bamaby  ; you  must  beg  them 
both  at  God’s  hands.  Your  sister  Ann  is  married  to  one  Haunserd, 
a gentleman  of  that  country,  and  of  good  living,  but  yet  he  and  she 
both  out  of  the  way,  and  so  like  to  remain.  Family  affairs.  Your 
cousins  have  sent  me  letters  for  you ; I marvel  they  write  in  Latin, 
as  they  have  discontinued  it  so  many  years ; you  should  write  and 
advise  them  to  follow  your  example,  for  living  in  London,  and  myself 
absent,  they  are  in  danger  to  lose  their  good  purposes.  Commend 
me  to  sister  Anne,  and  let  her  know  that  her  mother  is  a good 
Catholic,  and  that  her  sister  Frances,  my  goddaughter,  is  doing  well, 
and  has  married  one  Midlemore,  a Catholic  and  honest  gentleman, 
belonging  to  Mr.  Robt.  Sackville,  and  lives  well  in  that  country ; 
her  mother  and  friends  marvel  they  do  not  hear  from  her.  For 
your  money  matters,  I will  hereafter  bo  as  careful  of  them  as  for  my 
own  natural  sister,  and  much  more.

to  a composition  of  their  own  making,  which  is,  that  some  of  the 
company  remain  in  the  Dutchman.

77.  Herman  Gerinck,' master  of  a Danish  ship,  to  the  Council. 
Commissioners  have  been  appointed  about  a Danish  ship  recently 
taken  ; the  fact  cannot  be  denied,  but  the  Commissioners  want  to 
know  the  day  of  the  capture,  and  to  put  me  on  my  oath  about  it ; 
I do  not  know  the  day,  and  so  declined.  I know  not  why  the 
Commissioners  urge  this,  and  thus  expose  me  to  danger ; I beg 
your  influence  with  them  for  a speedy  decision,  delay  bringing  more 
mischief  than  the  capture.

The  greatest  part  of  the  shipping  stayed  for  transportation  of  tho 
horse  and  foot  to  Ireland,  as  also  of  provisions  for  furnishing  the 
Lord  Deputy  and  his  followers,  having  been  licensed  to  sail,  I fear 
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there  will  not  now  he  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  for  Sir  Hen.  Dock- 
wray  would  not  permit  the  owners  to  receive  on  board  so  many 
men  as  they  were  willing  to  carry,  to  avoid  the  danger  of  sickness, 
by  being  overpestered  in  their  long  passago.  [j  page]

There 
came  great  store  this  year,  and  more  than  I thought  the 
country  would  have  scanted,  but  all  has  gone  at  these 
prices.  Newfoundland  fish  was  vented  for  It  to  18  ryals, 
according  to  the  goodness ; beans,  six  ryals;  wheat,  50.  ; 
the  best  out  of  Brittany,  33. ; wax  and  other  com- 
modities mentioned  had  small  despatch  and  to  no  profit. 

All  the  commonalty  in  Spain  are  in  hope  of  peace, 
and  no  speech  of  war,  but  the  Spaniard  t s not  to  be 
trusted.  A Frenchman  from  Paris  reports  that  the 
King  of  France  and  the  Duke  of  Savoy  could  not  agree, 
and  that  the  Duke  has  departed  discontented,  and  the 
King  not  well  pleased,  Capt.  John  Legal  made  an 
escape  from  prison,  and  is  gone  home  overland ; if  what 
is  here  reported  be  true,  he  is  no  good  wilier  to  his  country.

97.  Advertisements  from  Liege.  The  audiencer  has  returned 
out  of  England  in  Mr.  Edmondes’  company.  It  is  said  here  that 
delays  are  used  by  the  English,  who  come  with  new  and  extrava- 
gant demands  to  have  permission  to  traffic  to  the  Indies ; they 
would  ripen  points  before  they  assemble  together. 

The  Earl  Bothwell  is  gone  into  Spain,  and  escaped  narrowly  with 
his  life  about  love  matters.  He  was  driven  to  bard  shifts  in  getting 
hence,  being  laid  for  in  many  places  by  a great  personage  of  this 
country.  The  Laird  of  Bucclcugh  and  Cupt.  Foster  are  sent  by  the 
King  of  Scots  to  buy  in  Germany  20,000  corslets  and  20,000 
muskets,  and  harquebuses,  for  which  purpose  a subsidy  was  levied 
in  Scotland.  The  Earl  Bothwell  went  not  half  pleased  out  of  the 
Archduke’s  Court.  He  says  if  he  were  permitted  to  live  in  the 
English  borders,  he  would  prevent  any  of  his  King’s  designs,  with 
whom  he  is  irreconcileable.  He  means  to  cross  Lord  Semple's 
negociation  in  Spain.  He  preseed  much  to  have  the  King  of  Spain 
send  one  with  him  into  Scotland,  and  complains  that  some  in  the 
Council  do  not  favour  his  business.  Sir  James  Lindsay  is  at  Paris, 
and  means  to  go  to  Spain. 

The  Master  of  Gray  is  gone  to  Rome,  where  he  intends  to  work 
wonders  so  he  may  be  heard  and  trowed.  Father  Creighton  has 
arrived  at  Rome  to  persuade  the  Pope  and  Cardinals  that  his  King 
is  no  heretic,  but  promises  to  be  a Catholic,  and  meanwhile  will 
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grant  toleration  in  religion ; thereupon  he  has  got  money  for  him 
and  his. 

From  Spain  it  is  certified  that  the  Indian  fleet  has  come  home 
safe,  and  17  millions  in  coin  and  bars  of  gold  and  silver,  besides 
other  merchandise ; they  have  also  brought  two  English  ships, 
which  they  took  by  the  way,  and  some  say  a ship  of  the  fleet  was 
taken  by  the  English.  The  country  itself  has  encreascd  the  King’s 
revenue,  until  his  debts  be  paid,  threo  millions  a year,  which  shall  be 
raised  upon  the  salt,  oil,  and  wine.  Count  Fuentcs  was  shortly  to 
depart  to  govern  Milan,  and  to  carry  4,000  Spaniards  with  him. 

The  King  of  France  still  gathers  money,  and  tumishes  himself 
with  stores  of  armour  and  ammunition  ; he  promises  to  assist  the  King 
of  Scots  in  his  pretences  for  England,  and  meanwhile  divers  near 
him  give  out  tliat  the  Queen  intends  to  make  him  her  successor.  It 
is  said  he  would  make  a quarrel  to  Artois  and  other  places,  and  has 
sent  round  sums  to  the  States  of  Holland  to  war  upon  the  Archduke. 
The  Walloons’  credit  is  greatly  cracked  with  the  Archduke,  by  the 
treason  of  those  that  mutinied  in  the  Fort  of  Crevecoeur,  to  give 
the  same  for  money  to  the  States.  The  other  mutineers  are  agreed 
with.  The  Pope  will  provide  an  army  at  his  own  charge,  to  servo 
the  Emperor  against  the  Turk.  [1 J pages,  in  T.  Philippes'  hand.]

It  was  said 
there  that  the  King  of  Spain  had  Bent  for  his  soldiers  from  the  Low 
Countries,  and  that  they  denied  to  come  until  they  bad  received  their 
pay,  whereupon  two  millions  of  treasure  was  embarked  in  a bark  of 
30  tons,  the  rest  of  her  lading  being  salt,  with  which  she  is  to  come 
for  Dunkirk,  wafted  by  the  Crescent  of  St.  Malo  to  St.  Malo,  but  to 
go  alone  thence  to  Dunkirk.  The  Quittance  and  Tremontaine  had 
departed,  or  I would  have  given  the  captains  knowledge  thereof. 
Another  Scotch  ship  reports  that  Sir  J olm  Gilbert  s ship  took  from 
him  at  sea  certain  sugars  and  Canary  wines,  for  restitution  whereof 
the  master  intends  to  be  a suitor.  Sir  Thos.  Sherley  has  arrived. 
One  of  his  prizes,  which  laded  at  St.  Domingo,  will  be  good ; to 
the  other  fly-boat  which  laded  at  Lisbon,  there  will  be  claims  laid ; 
therefore  order  should  be  given  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  goods. 
Sir  Ferd.  Gorges  and  his  lady,  with  the  advice  of  Capt.  Legat,  are 
the  chief  dealers  for  Sir  Thos.

April  11.  101.  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges  to  See  Cecil.  Wm.  Nuten,  an  old  man 

PljnmouUi  Fort  belonging  to  my  Lord  Admiral,  taken  coming  out  of  the  Straits  in 
the  Chauncc  of  London  by  the  Indian  fleet,  reports  that  the  latter 
arrived  at  St  Luear  14  Feb.,  and  brought  13  millions  of  silver,  and 
five  of  gold ; he  had  conference  with  a friar,  one  Sir  George,  parson 
of  St.  George’s  in  St.  Luear,  and  chaplain  to  the  Duke  of  Medina, 
who  bewailed  the  danger  intended  to  his  country ; laying  open  the 
preparation  in  hand  either  for  the  west  part  of  England  or  for  Ire- 
land ; assuring  that  there  were  24  galleons  in  that  river,  mostly 
rigged,  and  24  small  ships  at  Ferrol  appointed  for  the  purpose  ; that 
divers  of  those  that  were  distressed  last  year  at  Seville  and  several 
galleys  were  to  be  got  ready,  and  it  was  expected  their  fleet  would 
consist  of  30,000  soldiers,  and  80  ships  of  war,  besides  galleys,  vic- 
tuallers, and  transport  ships,  all  to  rendezvous  at  the  Groyne,  with 
speed.  This  news  was  confirmed  both  by  French  merchants  and 
Englishmen ; also  that  it  is  questionable  whether  Pedro  de  Val- 
deson  or  the  Adelantado  commands  ; the  other  is  to  take  charge  of 
the  galleys  in  the  Straits. 

Before  the  arrival  of  the  treasure,  there  was  no  such  expectation 
of  preparation  this  year.  I pray  consideration  of  the  wants  for  the 
defence  of  this  place ; our  country  has  laid  aside  all  opinion  of  the 
use  of  their  arms,  by  reason  of  the  common  expectation  of  peace.

Seeing  it  not 
entertained,  I controlled  my  presumption  in  thinking  I could  offer 
my  service,  as  you  have  the  endeavours  of  the  whole  kingdom  at 
your  command  ; yet  my  inclination  to  deserve  of  you,  and  my  en- 
couragement from  such  ns  have  had  experience  of  your  disposition, 
makes  me  bold  to  renew  the  motion  to  yourself.  It  would  ask  too 
long  a discourse  to  make  evident  to  you  the  certainty  of  effecting 
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what  should  be  undertaken ; but  I assure  you  I have  prevailed  thus 
far,  that  where  the  principal  point  in  matter  of  intelligence  is  to  pro- 
cure confidence  with  those  parties  that  one  will  work  upon,  or  for 
those  parties  a man  would  work  by,  1 have  found  the  way  to  have 
both.  I do  not  mean  to  be  cumbersome  to  you  by  suits,  but  trust 
that  if  I can  light  into  any  course  for  reparation  of  my  poor  estate 
with  the  Queen  by  other  men’s  mediation,  I shall  have  your  good 
word.

April  AJ.  to , monk  at  Liege.  They  write  from  England 

BruMck  that  Rigby,  a lay  Catholic,  was  lately  condemned  for  confessing 
himself  reconciled,  but  is  not  yet  executed,  and  that  the  persecution 
against  Catholics,  in  their  lands  and  goods,  is  worse  than  ever.  One 
Felton,  who  long  since  had  a commission  for  that  purpose,  prose- 
cutes them  with  all  extremity,  and  is  borne  out  in  whatever  in- 
justice he  commits  by  Lord  Chief  Justice  Popham  and  others  in 
authority,  either  from  fervour  of  spirit  or  private  gain,  they  sharing 
stakes  with  the  principal.  This  rigorous  proceeding,  in  the  very 
parley  of  peace,  gives  small  hopes  of  any  toleration.  I am  sorry 
there  is  no  more  care  about  discontenting  such  infinite  numbers  of 
honourable  persons  as  the  Catholics  ore,  in  these  turbulent  times.  It 
were  more  the  safety  of  the  Queen  and  realm  by  clemency  to  regain 
their  hearts,  than  to  make  them  desperate  by  these  violent  courses. 

The  King  of  Scots  is  growing  wiser  on  these  points,  complying 
with  Catholic  Princes,  and  promising,  when  he  has  obtained  the 
Crown  of  England,  to  be  a Catholic,  and  to  tolerate  that  religion  in 
his  country  meanwhile.  Ho  has  sent  letters  to  that  effect  to  the 
Pope  and  many  Cardinals.  The  Queen  of  Scotland  is  said  to  be  a 
zealous  Catholic,  and  the  King  inclined  thereto,  because  an  Agnus 
Dei  given  him  by  the  Queen  had  miraculously  saved  him  in  a 
tempest  at  sea,  stirred  up  by  witches,  as  the  witches  themselves  con- 
fessed. The  Pope  told  this  to  the  Spanish  ambassador,  and  he  to  me 
this  day'.  I think  all  this  is  only  a Scottish  device  to  fish  for  money  ; 
they  have  got  some  already'.  If  he  perform  what  is  promised  on  his 
behalf,  he  will  be  sure  to  gain  the  fairest  garland  in  the  end,  if  not 
before  his  time,  and  this  oppression  of  Catholics  is  the  very  highway 
for  him  to  work  out  his  purpose.

Does 
not  know  whether  Thimbleby  made  any  copies ; never  spoke  with 
him  nor  any  other  about  any  army  for  England  nor  Scotland,  or 
concerning  Her  Majesty’s  title  to  the  Crown.  [1  page.] 

111.  Like  examination  of  Rich.  Thimbleby,  eldest  son  of  John 
Thimbleby,  of  Frenam,  co.  Lincoln,  a recusant.  Is  35  years  of  age, 
and  has  not  been  to  church  for  20  years.  Refuses  to  say  from  whom 
he  received  the  letter  which  he  and  Forset  read  ; received  it  yester- 
day in  Cheapside,  as  a matter  of  news.  Believes  it  was  written  from 
Robert  Parsons  ; it  seemed  to  be  an  answer  to  a letter  from  a Lord 
Angus  or  Douglas  in  Scotland,  to  a kinsman  in  Germany ; it  was 
about  disaffection  to  the  King,  and  a book  of  Parsons’  on  succession. 
Had  no  speech  with  Forset  respecting  the  Kings  of  Spain  and  Scot- 
land, &c. ; having  to  go  to  the  Court  this  morning,  delivered  the 
letter  to  Pierrepiont,  at  Tirrey’s  in  Cheapside,  but  had  no  speech 
with  him.  Lodges  at  East’s,  a printer  in  Aldersgate  Street,  where 
his  father  also  resides.

112.  Like  examination  of  Edw.  Forset,  of  Billesby,  co.  Lincoln, 
gent.  Does  not  come  to  church,  having  some  scruples  of  conscience. 
He  and  Thimbleby  read  a letter  which  seemed  written  to  the  Earl  of 
Angus,  and  expressed  a wish  that  England  and  Scotland  might  be 
brought  together;  it  showed  the  party’s  affection  to  the  King  of 
Scots,  and  was  an  answer  to  a former  letter,  declaring  he  had  no  ill 
affection  to  the  King  of  Scots.  It  also  mentioned  a book  wherein 
every  man’s  title  was  discoursed  but  nothing  concluded ; nothing

Forset  reading  a letter  touching  an  army  that  might  be  easily 
brought  into  England ; one  of  them  said  that  might  be  easily 
brought  to  pass,  and  the  world  would  never  be  at  a better  stay 
until  all  people  w'ere  under  one  government  or  religion.

East,  printer.  Richard  Thimbleby,  gentleman,  has  lodged  in  ex- 
aminate’s  master’s  house  12  days;  going  to  the  work-house  in  the 
garden,  heard  Thimbleby  and  Forset  reading  a letter ; they  spoke 
of  bringing  in  of  men  to  certain  places  within  the  realm ; and  that 
the  writer  had  found  a trusty  friend  that  promised  to  deliver  the 
letter  to  his  Lordship ; did  not  know  what  Lord  was  meant ;

118.  “ Titles  of  matters  whereof  I am  charged  to  have  regard,  as 
a councillor  and  secretary.”  To  inform  myself  of  all  treaties  with 
foreign  Princes  and  States  named,  and  the  negotiations  of  ambas- 
sadors to  and  from  Her  Majesty. 

Of  tho  power  and  form  of  proceeding  at  the  Council  of  the 
Marches  in  Wales  and  the  North,  and  the  manner  of  the  wardens’ 
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government;  of  the  state  of  Ireland,  the  yearly  charge  of  the 
army  and  extraordinary,  the  state  of  the  revenue  there,  and  of  the 
undertakers.

The  first  prin- 
cipally handles  questions  of  State  growing  from  foreign  advertise- 
ments, or  some  extraordinary  accidents  within  the  realm  ; the 
second,  between  party  and  party,  are  very  seldom  heard  particularly, 
but  ended  by  overruling  an  obstinate  person,  who  is  made  to 
acknowledge  his  fault,  or  else  the  parties  are  remitted  to  some  court 
of  justice  or  equity,  or  recommended  by  letters  to  some  justices  in 
the  country  to  compound  the  differences  ; or  if  the  cause  be  great, 
to  write  to  some  principal  persons  to  have  tho  facts  examined, 
whereof  the  Council  cannot  be  so  well  informed  when  they  have 
only  the  suggestions  of  one  parly  against  another. 

When  there  is  anything  in  question  wherein  the  Queen  is  a party, 
if  it  be  by  a breach  of  the  peace,  the  Lords  either  punish  the 
offenders  by  commitment,  or  refer  the  matter  to  the  Star  Chamber, 
where  great  riots  and  contempts  are  punished ; and  if  matter  of  title, 
they  refer  it  to  the  Queen’s  counsel  and  judges.  If  there  be  suits  to 
the  Queen  by  poor  men,  the  Lords  endorse  their  opinion  on  the 
petition,  and  recommend  their  despatch  to  the  Secretary,  or  for 
the  poorer  sort,  to  the  Master  of  Requests.

1 have  sent  you  seve ml 
letters,  but  only  just  received  four  of  yours,  with  two 
letters  from  my  brother  from  Mr.  Simple  at  Bordeaux, and 
one  I had  per  Jno.  Woodford,  from  St  John’s.  Twill 
endeavour  Vie  secret  expediting  of  the  business.  I de- 
livered your  enclosure  to  a friend,  and  we  have  concluded 
of  all  our  former  proceedings,  which  I hope  shall  be  to 
your  good  content,  but  as  you  shall  see  m the  Utter  I 
sent  to  my  brother,  I could  write  no  more  until  I had, 
heard  from  you.  You  will  therein  receive  a letter  from 
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our  friend,  Devin,  whereby  you  will  perceive  hie  whole 
mind. 

There  is  no  speech  here  but  of  peace,  and  yet  there 
were  never  greater  preparation  in  these  parts,  aU  along 
the  coast.  The  King  has  given  7,000,000  of  treasure 
towards  all  the  ports  from  Biscay  to  Portugal,  with  com- 
mand that  in  every  harbour  they  build  one  or  two  good 
ships,  and  at  Lisbon  there  are  more  than  1,200  ships, 
barks,  carvels,  <ke.,  from  all  parts,  with  grain  and  pro- 
visions. Two  galleons  are  gone  for  Ireland,  with  muni- 
tion and  victuals.  The  Ki  ng  has  gone  for  Lisbon,  and 
some  galleys  are  to  go  for  Flanders. 

I have  not  heard  from  Pontage  since  he  got  some 
money  of  me  ; Steaven  has  been  in  great  trouble  about 
his  wife,  who  teas  found  in  bed  with  Dr.  BlampUion 
her  brother ; both  were  judged  to  die,  but  the  law  was 
corrupted  by  money.  One  Pope,  an  odd  fellow,  has  arrived, 
and  says  he  is  come,  from  my  Lord  Admired  to  give  in- 
telligence, so  that  there  is  great  discord  between  him, 
Lambert,  and  Palmer.  Mr.  Williams  of  Bristol,  who  came 
here  from  Spain,  has  gone  over  in  the  David;  he  has  been 
a captain  in  the  galleys,  as  also  Rich.  Cooke,  who  comes 
from  Mr.  Hawkins,  in  the  Diana  of  Portsmouth,  by 
which  I send  this  letter ; he  has  used  himself  wonderfully 
well  as  long  as  he  has  been  here,  and  before  his  departure 
he  must  come  to  London.  Pray  cause  some  one  to  call  on 
my  brother  for  his  letters,  and  pay  the  post,  as  being  only 
an  apprentice,  his  master  will  not  give  him  liberty.

April  30?  120.  Advertisements  of  news.  Edmondes  was  one  of  Secretary 

Walsingham’s  clerks,  and  lias  since  been  employed  under  Ambassa- 
dors Leiger  in  Franco,  afterwards  left  agent  a year  and  a half  with 
the  French  King,  and  since  preferred  to  be  clerk  of  the  Council, 
and  secretary  for  the  French  tongue  by  the  now  secretary,  who 
finding  him  of  good  spirit,  and  conceit,  and  not  ill-affected  to  the 
peace,  has  drawn  him  into  the  service,  and  he  is  to  be  one  of  the 
commissioners.  Sec.  Cecil  affects  the  peace,  because  he  likes  not 
the  profession  of  war,  which  keeps  the  Queen  poor,  and  also  because 
he  will  keep  up  his  father’s  reputation,  who,  long  before  his  death, 
eang  no  other  song  than  peace.  Yet  he  has  been  so  nourished  in 
the  Puritan  religion,  that  I cannot  tell  what  good  may  come  to  us 
Catholics  by  this  peace ; for  though  he  does  not  meddle  with  the 
rude  courses  whereof  you  write,  in  persecuting  recusants,  yet 
he  will  never  give  his  voice  to  any  peace  wherein  there  shall  be 
toleration  of  religion. 

The  Queen  surely  means  peace,  which  she  would  never  have  done 
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if  the  old  King  had  lived,  nor  if  those  countries  had  not  been 
divided ; for  I heard  an  inward  councillor  say,  if  a petty  Duke  of 
Burgundy  may  be  our  neighbour,  and  not  a King  of  Spain,  then 
we  shall  not  need  to  doubt  him,  nor  embrace  war,  but  yield  to  good 
conditions.  Nevertheless  in  their  hearts  they  will  wish  well  always 
to  Holland  and  Zealand,  and  will  stand  at  the  treaty  to  have  liberty 
to  help  them. 

The  Commissioners  for  England  that  are  sent  to  treat  are  men  of 
good  discretion,  but  the  principalest  of  them  far  gone  in  religion 
They  will  deliver  no  towns,  nor  will  leave  their  trade  with  Holland 
and  Zealand.  Edinondes  was  sent  to  tell  this  to  the  Archduke,  who 
neither  promised  to  assent  nor  denied,  but  wished  a conference. 

Divers  of  the  Council  are  doubtful  lest  the  common  people  grow 
weary  of  impositions,  and  fall  into  disorder  ; because  the  best  sort 
murmur  underhand,  that  a good  peace  might  be  got,  if  the  Queen  were 
well  advised.  There  are  those  who  say  that  many  journeys  have 
been  made  in  vain,  and  that  they  would  be  glad  to  have  peace  or 
open  war,  and  not  be  troubled  with  this  great  charge  of  paying 
tenths  to  the  Admiral  of  all  that  is  got,  whether  they  be  losers  or 
savers  ; for  this  noise  of  the  Flemings’  prosperity  in  the  Indies  has 
set  this  nation  so  in  a flame  as,  rather  than  be  barred  from  going  to 
sea  for  spoil  (to  which  the  youth  of  this  realm  is  given),  they  would 
care  not  w'hat  subsidies  they  gave  or  promised. 

In  fine,  if  peace  may  be  had  upon  conditions  they  like,  they  will 
be  most  glad  of  it ; if  not,  the  Queen  will  make  this  benefit  of  it,  that 
her  people  will  see  she  w as  not  obstinate,  and  therefore  they  must 
now  provide  for  the  contrary.  I see  how  this  pretext  shall  serve 
her  Council  at  the  next  Parliament,  which  will  be  about  Michael- 
mas, to  bestow  their  eloquence  in  moving  the  people  to  spare  nothing 
now,  but  to  give  subsidies  by  the  dozens. 

This  last  ambassador  from  France,  the  Governor  of  Dieppe,  has 
brought  great  protestations  of  sincerity,  and  done  all  he  could  to 
sow  the  jealousies  of  the  peace,  protesting  that  if  the  Queen  will 
but  hold  off  this  summer,  your  state  there  will  grow  miserable.  Of 
Scotland  they  were  more  jealous  than  they  are,  for  the  King  has 
of  late  promised  to  send  up  a particular  narration,  both  what  the 
Lord  Semple  has  done  in  Spain,  and  what  has  been  negociated  for 
him  in  Rome,  offering  personally  to  go  and  make  an  end  of  the 
wars  in  Ireland.  He  will  never  be  a friend  to  the  Catholics ; he 
makes  good  sport  at  a letter  of  Parsons,  written  to  the  Earl  of 
Angus,  offering  him  help  if  he  would  but  become  Catholic,  and  has 
sent  a copy  of  that  letter  to  the  Queen.  In  their  hearts  they  will 
ever  be  most  affectionate  to  the  Low  Countries,  for  you  will  not 
believe  what  joy  there  was  here  of  the  taking  of  St.  Andrew’s  in 
Bommel  ward.  Yet  if  they  once  conclude  a peace,  they  will  not 
willingly  fall  to  war  again,  for  the  Queen  loves  peace  rather  than 
war. 

The  Earl  of  Ormond  is  delivered  again  by  those  of  the  Irish  that 
had  him  ; he  was  taken  at  a parley,  upon  some  breach  of  word 
given,  but  falling  into  the  hands  of  poor  gentlemen  that  border 
upon  his  country,  where  he  lias  many  kindred,  he  got  himself  free

for  money,  upon  promise  that  he  would  spare  them  hereafter. 
Upon  his  taking,  there  were  false  bruits  here  that  it  was  on  purpose. 
He  is  too  wise  and  too  rich  to  hazard  10  nights’  bad  lodging  for  the 
Catholic  cause.  He  was  never  with  O’Neil,  but  quickly  ransomed 
himself  from  this  man,  who  feared  lest  O'Neil  would  take  him  from 
him,  and  so  ho  should  lose  the  advantage  he  has  now  made  of  him. 

How  is  Spain  providod,  if  this  peace  should  not  be  concluded,  to 
do  something  for  our  relief  this  year  ? If  I were  sure  it  were  meant, 
I would  transport  myself  thither,  to  say  something  of  my  own 
knowledge,  for  as  yet  the  true  way  was  never  taken.  Give  me  some 
taste  of  what  is  intended,  for  I have  assured  possession  now  of  the 
heart  of  one  who  is  a true  Catholic,  and  holds  such  a place  as  to  be 
acquainted  with  all  tho  purposes  of  this  State,  either  for  offence  or 
defence,  who  will,  upon  true  ground  given  him, — how  they  are  able 
or  what  they  would  havo  done, — give  his  advice.  He  is  wise,  no 
bankrupt  newly  reconciled  to  the  church,  and  yet  daily  used  by  the 
State. 

What  shall  become  of  the  Earl  of  Essex  is  not  yet  known.  Some 
days  his  friends  are  afraid  he  shall  come  to  public  trial,  and  another 
day  his  enemies  are  afraid  that  he  shall  escape  all  further  punish- 
ment.

121.  Note  of  the  manner  in  which  the  River  Thames  is  to  be 
guarded,  by  Sir  Henry  Palmer,  against  any  attempts  of  the  Spanish 
galleys.  The  Sun  pinnace  is  to  lie  at  Tilbury  Hope,  and  upon  dis- 
covering any  galley,  to  weigh  and  shoot  her  ordnance,  to  give  the 
alarm  to  the  forts  and  the  Victory.  The  latter  is  to  lie  between  the 
two  forts  of  Gravesend  and  Tilbury,  and  order  to  be  taken  by  Lord 
Cobham,  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Kent,  that  certain  inhabitants  of 
Gravesend  be  appointed  upon  the  alarm,  to  go  in  all  speed  aboard 
the  Victory ; the  barges  and  boats  of  the  town  to  set  them  on 
board,  even  if  the  alarm  is  given  in  the  night.  The  ship  and  fort 
are  to  send  the  alarm  to  the  Lion,  riding  about  Greenhithe.  She  is 
to  send  up  the  row  barge  to  the  Court,  with  some  discreet  person  to 
advertise,  and  also  to  give  the  alarm  to  ships  at  Blackwall. 

Order  is  to  be  taken  that  the  beacons  of  Kent  and  Essex  bo  well 
watched,  and  fired  upon  sight  of  any  galley,  or  certain  alarm  from 
the  pinnace  or  ships.  Two  small  ketches  from  Chatham  are  to  ply 
up  and  down  the  Sounds,  each  with  one  small  piece  to  shoot  off,  and 
give  alarm.  A beacon  should  be  set  up  on  a turret  of  Quinboro 
Castle,  and  one  or  two  appointed  every  night  to  watch  it. 

Notice  should  be  given  to  the  fishermen  of  Lee,  &e.,  upon  dis- 
covery of  any  galley  by  night,  to  give  warning  to  the  ketches  or 
pinnace,  so  that  they  may  give  alarm  to  the  rest.  A careful  watch 
is  needful  when  the  tide  falls  in  the  night.

Loving,  a person  selected  by  Lord 
Chamberlain  Hunsdon,  captain  of  the  Isle  of  Wight,  sums  sufficient 
for  completing  the  fortifications  begun  in  that  island,  for  which  the 
sums  already  issued  do  not  suffice.  [Copy.  1$  pages.] 

124.  Examination  of  Bich.  Thimbleby  before  Lord  Chief  Justice 
Popham.

126.  Certificate  by  John  Caunton  and  John  Nicolay,  now  in 
Sweden.  Leonard  Tucker,  our  countryman,  appeared  in  open  court, 
and  charged  James  Hill  with  being  a “ shell omf  which  in  these  parts 
is  the  greatest  name  of  infamy  that  can  bo  spoken  ; also  that  he 
ill-used  his  own  boy  while  on  board  ship  in  a voyago  to  Finland  ; 
that  he  had  formerly  been  a player,  and  stolen  some  player’s  apparel, 
&c.,  and  came  to  this  country,  where  he  remains  in  the  service 
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of  liia  Excellency  ; that  he  was  a tailor,  and  had  been  apprenticed 
at  Ipewich. 

Tucker  again  denied  all  this,  when  driven  to  his  proofs  at  a new 
court  commanded  by  his  Excellency,  for  if  he  had  not  been  able  to 
prove  it,  he  would  have  been  amenable  to  the  law  of  this  land  as  a 
ahdlom.  There  were  many  other  false  informations  tending  to  Hill’s 
dishonour,  whereof,  though  his  Excellency  is  well  satisfied,  yet  he 
stopped  Hill's  intended  journey  to  England  touching  these  matters, 
in  regard  of  the  censure  of  the  common  people,  whose  mouths  may 
not  well  be  stopped  without  public  clearing  of  himself,  which  may 
not  be  well  done  without  some  certificate  from  the  Queen  or  Council. 
This  discord  grew  upon  a charge  that  Tucker  was  the  principal 
cause  of  the  death  of  Hill’s  brother,  in  bringing  a quarrel  about  be- 
tween him  and  a Scotchman  ; but  this  the  brother  in  his  lifetime 
denied. 

For  the  better  trial  of  all  these  matters,  Hill  has  obtained  leave 
of  his  Excellency  to  appear  shortly  in  person  before  the  Council  and 
Lord  Chief  J ustice  of  England,  to  answer  all  matters  objected  against 
him. 

With  note  by  Thos.  Fisk  and  four  others,  that  they  were  present, 
and  heard  Tucker  make  use  of  some  of  the  words  imputed  to  him.

127.  Instructions  by  Lord  Cobham  to  Rich.  Williams  : — 

1.  Take  the  clerk  of  my  kitchen’s  accounts  for  my  household 
expenses  for  the  last  half  year,  and  examine  how  the  orders  given 
him  for  the  government  of  my  house  are  kept ; let  me  know  of 
defaults,  or  reform  at  your  discretion. 

2.  Take  Geo.  Scudder’s  account  of  his  receipts  and  payments  for 
revenues  and  wood  sales,  since  your  last  being  there,  that  I may 
know  what  remains  in  his  hands. 

3.  See  that  all  my  rents  and  money  made  of  wood  sales  duo  at 
Lady  Day  last  arc  paid  to  Scudder,  to  be  safely  kept  until  I shall 
have  cause  to  employ  it. 

4.  Let  all  farms  and  land  now  in  lease  to  them  that  will  give 
the  greatest  rent  and  husband  the  grounds  ; and  that  my  farmers 
and  tenants  may  the  better  manure  the  lands,  maintain  repara- 
tions, and  keep  the  fences  and  inclosures ; draw  them  all  to  take 
leases  for  10  years,  or  else  warn  them  to  forego  the  occupation  to 
such  as  will  perform  it. 

5.  Inform  yourself  what  money  has  been  disbursed  by  Scudder 
towards  the  inning  of  the  marshes  at  Westcliffe,  and  how  many 
acres  of  my  marsh  land  have  been  inned,  how  much  has  been  done 
at  charge  of  my  farmers,  and  what  improvement  of  rent  I may 
make  of  that  which  has  been  done  at  my  charge.  Samuel  Piers,  of 
Maidstone,  may  be  employed  in  measuring  every  parcel,  paying 
him  cither  by  the  day  or  the  acre,  as  you  can  agree  with  him, 
every  owner  nnd  tenant  to  bear  his  portion. 
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6.  Peruse  the  accounts  of  my  bnildingB,  and  that  the  books  may- 
be the  more  orderly  written,  and  the  reckonings  better  kept,  I 
have  appointed  Jackson  to  go  down  with  yoo,  to  attend  the  writing 
thereof. 

7.  Having  been  informed  that  my  house,  grounds,  and  park  at 
Canterbury  are  not  well  ordered,  I desire  you  will  survey  the 
Bame,  as  also  my  household  stuff  there,  in  the  keeping  of  Chris. 
Mills,  and  let  me  know  their  state,  and  specially  enquire  of  the 
carriage  of  my  keeper  towards  my  game,  and  how  he  that  dwells 
in  the  almory  uses  the  grounds,  as  I have  heard  many  evil  reports  ; 
if  they  bo  true,  displace  him  and  let  the  house  and  grounds  to  such 
honest  tenants  as  will  give  most  for  them.  Enquire  what  number 
of  loads  of  hay  have  been  yearly  brought  in  for  my  own  provision, 
and  how  many  of  straw  by  my  fanner  of  Ickhara  Courtlege  ; how 
much  of  both  remain,  and  how  the  residue  has  been  spent ; also 
what  trees  have  been  blown  down  in  the  park  this  year,  and  how 
the  timber,  &c.  has  been  employed. 

8.  The  Dean  and  Prebends  of  Canterbury  complain  to  me  that  the 
farmer  of  Ickham  keeps  no  hospitality,  and  suffers  the  house  to  fall 
into  decay  ; and  that  having  timber  and  other  materials  delivered 
to  him  according  to  covenant,  he  neglects  the  reparations,  con- 
verts such  timber  to  other  uses,  and  makes  spoil  of  timber,  inso- 
much that  he  has  thereby  put  my  lease  in  danger  of  forfeiture ; 
peruse  his  lease  and  bond,  and  examine  how  he  has  performed  the 
agreement,  and  deal  with  him  as  he  deserves.  As  I am  now  to 
renew  my  lease  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter,  require  him  to  redeliver 
his  lease,  and  I will  make  him  a new  one  for  so  many  yearn  as 
agreed  between  us.  [Tour  Lordship  r mil  do  well  to  write  to  him 
to  surrender  according  to  his  covenants.] 

9.  Appoint  a day  that  all  my  sister  Sands’  fanners  who  arc 
behind  in  their  rents  may  come  to  you  at  Sittingbourne  to  pay-, 
and  deliver  them  to  Geo.  Scudder.  I have  been  informed  that  my 
sister's  marsh  lands  near  Faversham  are  in  danger  of  being  over- 
flowed for  want  of  reparations  on  the  sea  walls,  and  divers  of  her 
houses,  lands,  and  woods  in  other  places  arc  in  great  decay  ; survey 
them  and  give  directions  for  their  repair,  making  defalcation  out 
of  the  rents  for  your  reasonable  expenses. 

10.  Bring  up  from  my  house  at  Cobham  the  lease  of  my  farm 
at  Islingliam,  that  I may  renew  it,  and  the  partition  of  Lord 
Bray’s  lands  between  his  co-heirs,  that  advice  may  be  taken  what 
course  is  meet  for  the  recovery  of  my  rent  of  the  fee-farm  of 
Albury,  Surrey,  with  the  arrears. 

11.  Call  upon  all  the  bailiffs  fully  to  clear  their  accounts  for  the 
last  year,  and  such  as  are  remiss  dismiss,  and  place  others  in  their 
room,  taking  bonds  for  their  doing  their  duty,  and  making  due 
accounts.  [77ie  matter  between  Mr.  Page  and  your  Lordship 
should  be  cleared,  «s  well  for  the  lands  at  Btakley  as  for  the  sheep- 
house  that  was  blown  down  in  Chalk  Marsh  and  carried  by  him 
to  his  own  house;  some  course  should  be  taken  with  your  to.  toar-

128.  R.  Williams  to  Lord  Cobham.  I cannot  find  anything  in 
your  remembrances  for  the  ordering  of  your  houses  and  grounds  at 
Canterbury  not  agreeable  to  the  information  given,  and  reasonable. 
You  must  set  down  what  allowances  the  housekeeper  and  keeper 
shall  have,  and  where  to  be  taken  ; also  your  resolution  who  shall 
dwell  in  the  tenements  adjoining  the  great  gate,  and  nt  what  rent, 
and  to  whom  it  shall  be  paid,  the  occupiers  and  tenants  making 
reparations.  If  you  shall  need  my  presence,  I will  be  ready  to  come.

129.  Sir  Edw.  Norris  to  Dudley  Carleton,  London.  I have  received 
your  two  letters;  the  next  1 think  will  be  yourself:  come  well 
fraught,  for  I am  so  idle  that  I know  not  what  to  do,  and  think  the 
change  hard  from  Ostend  to  this  base  kind  of  business,  wherein  we 
give  matter  to  all  men  to  speak,  but  none  to  our  good.  This  afflic- 
tion is  added  to  the  rest  of  our  house,  and  yet  this  comfort  in  all, 
that  God  has  made  in  our  family  patterns  for  men  to  judge  what 
the  world  is  worth,  and  how  vain  all  is,  save  only  the  contemplation 
of  God.

Hearing  by  the  bearer,  your 
apothecary,  that  her  Ladyship  was  in  a reasonable  temper  after  taking 
the  physic,  I thought  it  tho  fittest  time  to  obtain  a despatch  of  the 
lease,  but  notwithstanding  all  persuasions,  she  would  not  do  it,  and 
finding  her  to  bo  too  ill  to  talk,  I think  it  meet  to  desist  pressing 
any  more,  except  you  will  come  down  some  day  in  the  holidays,  to 
see  your  buildings,  (and  your  presence  here  but  one  day  would  do 
much  good),  and  the  thing  would  soon  be  effected ; either  this  must 
be  procured,  or  some  other  course  taken  by  the  Master  of  the  Wards, 
as  without  it  no  good  will  be  done  in  the  letting  and  ordering  of  her 
lands. 

P.S. — I find  only  three  loads  of  hay  to  have  been  sold  from 
..Lowell’s,  at  30«.  the  load,  which  were  too  many  considering  the 
season  and  great  scarcity.  The  clerk  has  been  told  his  fault  therein, 
and  W.  Wadier  shall  have  his  part  when  he  comes  hither.  The 
sooner  the  maid  you  mentioned  is  removed  to  London  the  better,  for 
she  goes  much  abroad,  and  is  thought  to  be  towards  marriage  with 
your  Mason.

134.  John  Chamberlain  to  Dud.  Carleton.  I am  going  to  Kneb- 
worth.  Private  affairs.  Our  commissioners  take  leave  at  Court  on 
Tuesday ; those  of  the  other  side  are  expected  at  Calais  before  the 
end  of  the  week,  and  our  Lord  ambassador  will  be  at  Boulogne  about 
the  same  time.  The  Lord  of  Upper  Ossory  is  come  from  Ireland, 
and  brings  news  that  the  Earl  of  Ormond  is  not  released,  as  was 
said,  but  consigned  to  Desmond.  I do  not  believe  the  flying  tale 
that  O’Conor  Sligo  has  taken  O’Donnell.  There  are  nine  or  10  good 
merchant  ships  come  in  from  the  Levant,  to  the  joy  of  the  owners, 
as  they  were  laid  wait  for  in  the  Straits,  between  England  and 
France.  Near  the  North  Cape  they  met  two  Spanish  galleons,  sunk 
one,  and  took  the  other,  but  not  knowing  how  to  bestow  her  500 
men,  and  being  told  the  peace  was  concluded,  they  let  her  go,  taking 
only  a few  men  and  some  stores,  which  they  wanted.

135.  Examination  of  Edw.  Forset,  before  Lord  Chief  Justice 
Popham  and  Attorney  General  Coke.  When  at  the  printer’s  house 
in  London,  on  23  April,  saw  but  one  letter,  which  Mr.  Thimbleby’s 
man  fetched  away.  Had  no  speech  with  Thimbleby  touching  the 
Spanish  army  that  came  to  England  in  1588 ; nor  of  any  cause 
why  that  navy  had  no  success  ; nor  that  another  army  might  be 
brought  into  England  ; nor  that  the  world  would  not  be  well  until 
there  was  a Catholic  religion  ; nor  that  the  Queen  had  no  title  to 
the  Crown ; nor  of  the  ending  of  the  title  in  that  line  by  the  death 
or  marriage  of  Queen  Mary.  Had  read  in  the  Chronicle  that  King 
Henry  VII.  claimed  it  before  his  marriage  with  Edward  IV.’s 
daughter,  but  used  no  speech  derogatory  to  Her  Majesty’s  title.  [1 
page,  in  the  handwriting  of  Cote.] 

136.  Like  examination  of  Gervase  Pierrepoint.  Before  the  banish- 
ment of  Clirisostome  the  Friar  out  of  England,  he  came  to  examinate 
for  relief;  and  offered  to  give  him  a copy  of  a letter  which  Wm.  Vowell, 
exnminate’s  servant,  copied  out ; rclioved  him  with  1 0s. ; did  not 
ask  the  Friar  how  he  obtained  the  letter  ; knows  not  that  he  delivered 
copies  thereof  to  any  other ; ]>art  of  a letter  headed  Jesus  Maria, 
with  a cross  between,  was  sent  to  him  by  Bannester,  who  served  his 
brother  in-lasv,  Mr.  Carvill  of  Norfolk,  he  being  a Lancashire  man, 
and  now  in  Lancashire.  Has  not  used  any  speech  concerning  any 
army  to  be  brought  against  England,  or  touching  the  navy  that 
came  in  1588.  Asked  the  Friar  whether  there  w'as  any  likelihood 
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that  the  King  of  Scots  would  become  a Catholic ; he  said  he  thought 
the  most  barbarous  nation  in  the  world  would  sooner  become  Catholic 
than  Scotland.  Kept  the  letter  a fortnight  before  he  showed  it  to 
Thimbleby  ; showed  it  to  none  else  in  the  meantime.  [ 1 page.  In 
the  handwriting  of  Coke.] 

137.  The  Council  to  Sir  Edw.  Norris,  clerk  of  the  petty  bag.  We 
expected  our  letters  to  you  in  Feb.  last,  signifying  Her  Majesty’s 
pleasure  to  be  assisted  with  107  towards  easiug  of  her  excessive 
charges  in  furnishing  and  setting  forth  horses  for  the  service  in 
Ireland,  should  long  before  this  have  taken  effect,  and  much  marvel 
to  find  the  payment  so  long  delayed  ; it  was  expected  that  men  of 
your  place — beiug  of  more  perfect  judgment  and  understanding 
than  others,  how  necessary  this  course  is  for  suppression  of  that 
wicked  rebellion  in  Ireland,  and  how  much  it  concerns  both  the 
honour  and  safety  of  the  State, — would,  by  a ready  and  cheerful 
assistance,  show  your  own  dutiful  affection,  and  give  good  example 
to  others.  We  cannot  but  impute  some  slackness  to  you,  and  if  this 
payment  be  not  now  performed  speedily,  it  may  justly  receive  some

1 38,  [Earl  of  Essex]  to  the  Queen.  Before  all  letters  written  in 
this  hand  be  banished,  or  he  that  sends  this  enjoins  himself  eternal 
silence,  be  pleased  to  read  over  these  humble  lines.  At  sundry  times 
I received  those  words  as  your  own,  “ that  you  meant  to  correct  and 
not  to  ruin,”  since  which  time,  when  I languished  in"  four  months’ 
sickness,  forfeited  almost  all  that  I was  able  to  engage,  felt  the  very 
pangs  of  death  upon  me,  and  saw  my  poor  reputation  not  suffered 
to  die  with  me,  but  buried  and  I alive,  I yet  kissed  your  fair  cor- 
recting hand,  and  was  confident  in  your  royal  word  ; for  I said  to 
myself,  “ Between  my  ruin  and  my  Sovereign’s  favour  there  is  no 
mean,  and  if  she  bestow  favour  again,  she  gives  it  with  all  things 
that  in  this  world  I either  need  or  desire."  But  now  that  the  length 
of  my  troubles  and  the  increase  of  your  indignation  have  made  all 
men  so  afraid  of  mo  as  ray  own  poor  state  is  ruined,  and  my  friends 
and  servants  like  to  die  in  prison,  because  1 cannot  help  myself 
with  my  own,  I not  only  feel  the  weight  of  your  indignation,  and 
am  subject  to  their  malicious  informations  that  first  envied  me 
your  favour,  and  now  hate  me  out  of  custom  ; but,  as  if  I were 
thrown  into  a corner  like  a dead  carcase,  I am  gnawed  on  and  torn 
by  the  basest  creatures  upon  earth.  The  prating  tavern  haunter 
speaks  of  rne  what  he  lists  ; the  frantic  libeller  writes  of  me  what 
he  lists ; they  print  me  and  make  me  speak  to  the  world,  and  shortly 
they  will  play  me  upon  the  stage. 

The  least  of  these  is  worse  than  death,  but  this  is  not  the  worst 
of  my  destiny ; for  you,  who  have  protected  from  scorn  and  infamy 
all  to  whom  you  once  avowed  favour  but  Essex,  and  never  repented 
of  any  gracious  assurance  you  had  given  till  now,  have  now,  in  this 
eighth  month  of  my  close  imprisonment,  rejected  my  letters,  and 
refused  to  hear  of  me,  which  to  traitors  you  never  did.  What 
remains  is  only  to  beseech  you  to  conclude  my  punishment,  my 
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misery  and  my  life,  altogether,  that  I may  go  to  my  Saviour,  who 
has  paid  himself  a ransom  for  me,  and  whom  (me  thinks)  I still  hear 
calling  me  out  of  this  unkind  world,  in  which  I have  lived  too  long, 
and  once  thought  myself  too  happy.

139.  The  Queen  to  the  officers  of  Exchequer.  We  granted  to 
Martin,  Bishop  of  Ely,  restitution  of  his  temporalities  from  Lady 
Day,  1599,  but  we  hear  that  part  of  the  revenues  of  the  bishopric, 
fallen  due  since  then,  have  been  paid  into  the  Exchequer ; our  plea- 
sure is  that  you  restore  to  the  said  Bishop  all  the  revenues  of  the 
bishopric  paid  in  from  the  said  date  up  to  the  present  time.  [Draft, 
1 page] 

140.  The  Queen  to  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council  of  Wales.  We 
have  appointed  Sir  Rich.  Lewknor,  serjeant-at-law,  Chief  Justice  in 
the  counties  palatine  of  Chester  and  Flint,  and  justice  in  cos.  Denbigh 
and  Montgomery,  and  wish  his  admission  into  the  Council  of  Wales, 
with  the  usual  place,  voice,  and  residence,  and  with  diet  for  himself, 
chaplain,  and  servant.  By  our  last  instructions  we  authorized  you 
and  three  others  of  the  Council  to  determine  causes  on  titles  of  lands 
and  personal  actions,  and  in  some  cases,  of  breaches  of  peace.  As 
Sir  R.  Lewknor  is  a man  of  learning  and  judgment,  principal  in  trust 
after  the  president,  and  the  learned  men  in  the  commission  are  not 
many,  he  is  to  be  one  of  the  quorum  whenever  present. 

As  some  counsellors  of  experience  should  be  resident  for  con- 
sultation, we  appoint  the  said  Chief  Justice,  John  Crook,  Hen.

their  commission  was  expired,  so  our  men  wait  there  for  further  in- 
structions.

London.  Lytton’s  army  has  been  leaving  Clerkenwell  for  Hampshire.  Private 
affairs.  I was  yesterday  at  the  Star  Chamber,  to  hear  about  Lord 
Essex  ; the  Lord  Keeper  made  a very  grave  speech,  charging  the 
judges  to  look  to  the  idle  justices  of  peace ; to  maintainers  and  abettors 
of  causes  and  suits ; to  solicitors  and  pettifoggers ; to  gentlemen  that 
leave  hospitality  and  housekeeping,  and  hide  in  cities  and  borough 
towns  ; to  the  vanity  and  excess  of  women’s  apparel ; to  forcstallers 
and  regrators  of  markets;  to  drunkards  and  disorderly  persons,  and 
masterless  men  that  live  by  their  sword  and  their  wit,  and  to  meddlers 
in  princes’  matters,  and  libellers. 

He  then  fell  into  a digression,  how  mercifully  the  Queen  had 
dealt  with  the  Earl  of  Essex,  in  giving  him  a private  hearing,  on 
a private  letter  he  wrote  her  the  night  before  he  was  to  appear 
in  the  Star  Chamber,  begging  that  this  bitter  cup  might  pass  from 
him  ; had  he  been  brought  there,  he  could  not  have  passed  without 
heavy  censure ; but  yet,  to  stop  the  slanders  that  said  he  was  con- 
demned unheard,  she  would  call  him  before  her  Council  and  ancient 
nobility,  to  answer  his  errors  and  misgovemment.  There  he  behaved 
so  wisely  and  humbly, — confessing  his  errors  with  tears,  and  saying 
that  the  tears  of  his  heart  quenched  all  the  sparks  of  his  pride — 
that  it  would  no  doubt  procure  Her  Majesty’s  further  favour. 
I think  lie  will  soon  have  the  liberty  of  Barn  Elme,  as  the  first 
step  to  freedom. 

Mrs.  Fowler’s  cause  was  the  same  day  decided  ; she  is  condemned 
to  be  whipped  at  Bridewell,  CapL  Heines  to  the  pillory  and  imprison- 
ment ; her  brother,  Harry  Boughton,  to  a fine  of  1001.,  and  imprison- 
ment till  he  finds  sureties  for  good  behaviour ; and  Gascoin,  a 
soldier,  to  ride  with  his  face  to  the  horse's  tail,  to  stand  on  the 
pillory  at  Westminster  and  Chcapside,  to  be  branded  in  the  face, 
and  imprisoned  for  life.  The  greatest  burden  lighted  on  him,  as  the 
principal  actor,  and  best  proofs  against  him ; the  others  may  be  con- 
demned in  conscience,  but  not  so  clearly  in  law ; she  may  find 
favour,  though  she  is  a very  Helen,  and  the  cause  of  all  the  evil.  I 
think  Lady  Norris  less  beautiful  than  I expected. 

I hear  that  the  commissioners  talk  of  removing  to  Paris.  The  States 
are  thought  to  have  designs  on  Gravelines  or  Sluys.  I hear  secretly 
that  the  Lords  of  Delvin  and  Louth  have  rebelled,  carrying  a great 
part  of  the  Pale  with  them,  and  the  Lord  Deputy  is  come  back  from 
the  Newry  towards  Dublin.  The  great  marriage  at  Lady  Russell’s 
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is  to  l>e  on  Monday,  the  Queen  being  present.  She  will  sleep  at 
the  Lord  Chamberlain’s  or  at  Lord  Cobham’s,  whose  marriage  will 
then  Ire  completed.

Cecil  La  returned  from  Italy,  and  could  not  find  in 
all  his  travels  such  a mistress  as  his  own  wife.  Wright,  the  seminary 
priest  who  escaped  from  Wisbeacli,  is  recaptured.  Wat.  Cope  is 
named  one  of  the  commissioners  for  the  fiuding  of  Lady  Norris’s 
office.  Sir  Ant.  Paulet  is  dying.  I enclose  a passionate  letter  of 
Essex,  the  last  he  wrote  to  the  Queen  from  Ireland.

A book  has  been 
made  entitling  the  King  of  Franco  to  the  Crown  of  England.

informed  of  the  Queen’s  weak  state  of  body,  not  likely  to  continue  long, 
and  they  care  not  if  she  were  dead  to-morrow  ; when  they  under- 
stand of  her  decease,  they  will  ship  a competent  number  of  men  and 
other  necessaries  to  aid  the  King  of  Scotland.  Whether  they  have 
been  dealt  with  by  that  King  I know  not,  but  I saw  a letter  with 
these  words,  “the  King  of  Scots’  intentions  are  sufficiently  dis- 
covered, seeing  the  fire  is  burst  out  of  itself ; and  now  may  it 
appear  plainly  to  Her  Majesty  that  such  as  would  not  have  her 
give  credit  to  the  advices  sent  touching  those  affairs,  when  they  were 
green  and  covered  with  ashes,  were  more  affected  to  his  service  than 
to  hers.” 

In  Holland  it  is  said  that  the  Earl  of  Essex’s  matter  was  heard 
before  the  Council,  and  some  others  of  mark  and  learning  ; he  is  much 
commended  for  his  discreet  and  modest  behaviour  in  his  answers, 
so  that  there  is  great  hope  conceived  Her  Majesty  will  restore  him 
to  her  grace,  as  in  times  past.  Sir  Robert  Cecil  is  highly  com- 
mended for  his  wise  and  temperate  proceeding  in  the  matter, 
showing  no  gall,  though  perhaps  he  had  been  galled,  if  not  by  the 
Earl,  by  some  of  his  dependants.

I entreat 
the  loan  of  4/.,  and  then  my  benefice  of  Grade  is  clear.  I will  give 
my  induction  to  the  benefice  in  pawn,  if  desired.  [Scrap.] 

8.  Thos.  Phelippes  to  Sec.  Cecil.  I send  you  the  answer  to  the 
letter  sent  to  the  other  side  to  feel  their  pulse,  with  the  letter 
itself.  I said  the  bait  would  be  followed,  if  there  were  cause  ; but 
the  party’s  failing  to  bo  at  Boulogne  is  a hindrance  to  the  service. 
If  you  would  not  lose  such  an  instrument  altogether,  pray  shift  off 
the  offence  taken  at  his  breach  of  promise,  and  entertain  them  with 
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some  other  matter,  lest  they  discover  the  fraud,  and  never  after  come 
near  your  hooks. 

I find  by  the  manner  of  writing  there  is  something  in  hand  ; had 
there  been  no  kind  of  intentions  he  would  havo  controlled  it,  and 
his  silence  is  a confession  it  is  so.  He  may  be  reminded  that  it  was 
said  the  meeting  at  Boulogne  would  show  what  the  King  of  Spain 
would  do  in  the  affairs  of  England  to  draw  him  on ; you  may 
observe  the  point  was  enforced  in  Norman’s  letter. 

I cannot  tell  how  this  breach  of  promise  for  meeting  will  alter 
the  course,  but  I shall  hear  more  by  the  next  letter. 

P.S. — “ Written  in  secret.  The  Spanish  commissioners  say  they 
will  never  make  pence  without  doing  good  to  the  Catholics  in  England. 
Now  that  they  are  together,  we  shall  see  who  will  carry  away  the 
bucklers.” 

You  know  the  style  of  the  ordinary  occurrents.  The  point  you 
inserted  about  the  King  of  Scots  makes  him  wiite  so  long  in  that 
matter ; but  he  is  out  of  tune  with  missing  his  friend  at 
Boulogne. 

9.  The  Queen  to  [the  Officers  of  Exchequer].  There  are  in  the 
survey  of  the  Exchequer  certain  custody  lands,  not  so  beneficial  to 
the  Crown  as  other  lands  demised  by  lease.  A commission  is  to  be 
appointed  to  certain  members  of  the  Council  to  let  the  said  lands. 
Wishing  to  recompense  the  Earl  of  Montgomery  for  his  cost  in 
attendance,  we  have  resolved  to  demise  some  of  the  said  lands  to 
the  tenants  for  60  years,  to  his  use  and  benefit ; therefore  grants  to 
the  value  of  1 ,0001.  a year  are  to  be  prepared  for  him,  wherever 
he  agrees  for  reasonable  sums  with  the  tenants,  reserving  the 
ancient  rents  to  the  Crown  ; also  sums  to  the  value  of  2001.  a 
year,  from  compositions  received  on  a commission  to  compound  with 
tenants  holding  by  undue  titles  entailed  lands,  the  remainder  of 
which  has  reverted  to  the  Crown,  the  issue  being  extinct.  [Draft, 
2 payee] 

10.  The  Queen  to  the  Council.  We  are  more  troubled  with  the 
burden  laid  upon  our  subjects,  owing  to  the  late  rebellion  in  Ire- 
land, than  with  our  own  infinite  expenses  there.  A good  beginning 
has  been  made  this  summer,  and  the  issue  must  be  good  if  the  army 
there  bo  reinforced  for  a few  months.  We  have  resolved,  though  at 
increase  of  present  charge,  to  shorten  the  war  by  sending  increased 
forces  to  prosecute  it  in  all  parts  of  the  kingdom.  The  4,000  men 
planted  in  the  heart  of  the  traitor’s  country  have  so  discouraged 
his  party  that  some  have  come  over  to  the  other  side.  We  send  the 
names  of  gentlemen  of  value  and  zeal  to  their  country,  who  will 
doubtless  be  willing  to  assist,  and  wish  a copy  of  this  letter  sent 
to  each  of  them  ; requiring  him  not  to  fail  to  provide  the  number 
expressed  of  light  horse,  and  send  them  to  Chester,  where  they  will 
enter  into  pay,  be  sent  to  Ireland,  and  continued  till  this  action  Is 
over,  after  which  horses  and  armour  will  be  restored.  We  only 
require  what  is  usual  in  this,  yet  will  retain  a memory  of  their  good 
affection,  if  they  help  in  extirpating  that  monster,  who  colours  his 
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traitorous  ingratitude  with  a desire  to  plant  the  Romish  supersti- 
tion, to  the  extirpation  of  God’s  true  religion,  wherein  we  will  live 
and  die,  and  threatens  the  safety  and  peace  of  England.  [Dra/2, 
with  many  corrections,  some  by  Cecil  3]  pages.']

13.  Earl  of  Essex  to  the  Queen.  I too  much  reverence  your 
person  and  know  too  well  in  whose  place  you  sit  to  be  impatient  at 
what  you  will  have  me  suffer.  But  since  my  cause  has  been  heard, 
and  my  submission  publicly  made,  I had  rather  be  out  of  the  world 
than  to  have  the  world  see  you  keep  a guard  upon  my  loyalty.  I 
beg  not  a long  life,  nor  a life  accompanied  with  pleasure  or  plenty, 
but  a life  fit  for  a dutiful  subject,  or  an  end  of  life.  [J  page.] 

14.  Dudley  Carleton  to  John  Chamberlain,  Dr.  Gilbert's,  St  Peter’s 
Hill.  Thanks  for  your  letter.  It  came  at  the  fall  of  a buck  in 
Beckley  Park,  where  we  were  in  the  midst  of  a hunting  progress, 
which  held  us  all  the  last  week.  At  our  return,  I saw  Mr.  Gent, 
and  found  Mr  Bodley  with  him  at  Oxford.  I shall  hope  to  meet 
you  there  this  act,  where  you  will  see  me  very  formally  in  a hood ; 
immediately  after  I must  away  into  the  Low  Countries,  and  thence 
into  France,  whero  my  Lord  Governor  will  have  me  spend  some 
time  at  his  cost,  and  will  make  me  think  that  he  is  glad  of  my  dis- 
position to  such  a course.  To-morrow  he  goes  to  his  house  at 
Englefield,  where  we  shall  meet  with  Mr.  Norris. 

This  new  office,  wherein  my  cousin  Cope  is  a commissioner,  has 
troubled  us  of  late,  and  we  feared  subtle  dealing,  by  reason  of  its 
close  carriage  at  first,  but  since  we  have  fair  play  offered,  and  Mr. 
Secretary  has  written  to  the  feodaries  not  to  proceed  without  giving 
Sir  Edward  a fortnight’s  warning.  Tell  us  how  you  find  Mr.  Cope 
affected  between  the  parties.  Sir  Edward  presumes,  from  his  old 
acquaintance  with  him,  that  the  other’s  great  friends  should  not  over- 
sway  him  from  indifference  and  upright  judgment,  and  hopes  with 
fair  play  not  to  run  amiss.  Lady  Norris  follows  her  suit  in  Council 
for  2,0001.,  which  slio  pretends  to  be  due  to  her  husband  by  my  old 
Lord,  as  bound  for  Sir  John,  by  course  of  law.  I ngreo  with  you 
that  there  is  nothing  extraordinary  in  her  features.  Lady  Hilton 
holds  her  court  at  Farrington,  but  in  discontent  at  her  husband  for 
seeking  to  contract  his  household.  Mrs.  Fettiplace,  whose  husband 
has  been  knighted  now  just  a week,  comes  from  her  father’s  where 
she  now  is,  to  be  our  neighbour;  on  our  return  from  Englefield, 
I mean  to  see  how  she  becomes  her  Ladyship.  My  cousin  Dormer 
and  the  lady  are  well,  but  she  was  at  Oxford  on  Friday  to  take 
physic,  [2  images,  damaged,] 

15.  John  Chamberlain  to  Dud  Carleton,  at  Rycott.  SirGeoffry 
Fenton  is  at  Court,  soliciting  the  causes  of  Ireland.  The  Lord 
Deputy  had  not  forces  enough  to  front  Tyrone,  and  retired  to  force 
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certain  passnges  by  moonlight.  He  is  now  at  Dublin,  and  lias  sent 
for  fresli  supplies ; 2,000  are  to  be  sent  at  once  ; 80  captains  are  at 
Court  suing  for  the  command. 

Mr.  Win  wood  and  Sir.  Edmondes  have  both  arrived  from  Boulogne, 
bringing  news  of  difficulties  about  precedence.  Before  giving  their 
answer,  the  Spaniards  demanded  a fortnight  more,  to  send  \rereiken 
to  Brussels  to  know  their  final  resolution,  and  desired  that  Mr.  Ed- 
mondes might  be  sent  to  inform  the  Queen.  This  delay  may  be 
because  Hainault  and  Flandere  are  conferring  with  the  States 
about  a peace,  in  an  island  near  Dort.  If  so,  the  Dutch  play 
their  game  well.  Graf  Maurice  is  in  Flanders  with  12,000  foot 
and  1,600  horse  (some  say  double  this  number),  with  Sir  Fras. 
Vcre,  Sir  Bobt.  Sydney,  Lord  Grey,  and  24  ensigns  of  English. 
They  had  2,700  sail  to  transjiort  them,  yet  300  horse  were  smothered 
with  heat.  They  landed  by  Bierfliet  and  Sas,  and  marched  under 
the  walls  of  Bruges.  The  enemy  left  his  forts  before  Ostend,  and 
the  army  sat  down  at  Nieuport ; if  they  despatch  there  quickly, 
they  mean  to  besiege  Dunkirk,  whither  the  Earls  of  Northumber- 
land and  Rutland,  Lords  Herbert,  Windsor,  and  Monteagle,  and 
many  more,  are  going  to  join  them  ; 200  sail  follow  the  army 
with  provisions,  but  so  ill  guarded  that  one  night  the  galleys  camo 
and  burnt  23  or  24  sail,  and  so  beat  a Flushing  man-of-war  that 
it  hardly  escaped  with  only  eight  men,  having  lost  its  captain. 
Sir  Robt.  Sydney  lost  his  tent,  (Sic.,  in  one  of  the  spoiled  ships, 
and  Sir  Fr.  Vcro  part  of  his  stuff.  Eight  men-of-war  afterwards 
met  and  battered  the  galleys.  Graf  Holloek  is  in  Guelderland,  with 
0,000  or  7,000  men  ; but  if  the  enemy  all  draw  towards  Flanders, 
he  is  to  follow  to  the  camp.  Graf  William  is  building  a citadel 
at  Groningen.  A plot  was  laid  by  the  enemy  to  kill  Graf  Maurice, 
but  missed,  and  the  parties  being  taken,  confessed. 

The  French  King  is  at  Paris,  and  makes  no  haste  to  meet  his  bride 
till  September.  A mean  woman  to  whom  ho  owed  money  plotted 
to  poison  him,  but  was  found  out  by  the  Count  Soi&sons,  and  burnt. 
Our  commissioners  are  come  from  Emden  with  the  business  unac- 
complished, and  the  Bishop  comes  through  Holland  unknown. 
There  are  three  or  four  of  the  Queen’s  ships  going  to  sea,  but  it  is 
not  known  whither ; six  merchant  ships  are  come  from  the  Levant ; 
in  the  Straits  they  met  five  ships  of  war  and  some  galleys,  but 
escaped. 

The  Queen  was  present  at  the  great  marriage  at  Lady  Russell's  ; 
she  was  carried  from  the  water  side  in  a curious  chair  and  lodged 
at  Lord  Cobham's.  There  was  a masque  of  eight  maids  of  honour 
and  other  gentlewomen,  in  the  name  of  the  Muses  who  came  to 
seek  one  of  their  fellows.  [2  peyes.  Printed  in  Chamberlain's

Thomas  Bullock,  the  eldest  brother,  being  indebted  to  the  Queen 
and  others  in  3,000/.,  and  not  worth  200/.  in  goods,  resolved  to  make 
money  of  his  lands  to  pay  his  debts,  and  offered  them  for  sale,  framing 
a fraudulent  conveyance  of  them  in  the  meantime.  Standen  of  the 
Chancery  bought  them  for  4,000/.,  granting  back  to  Bullock  a lease 
for  life  at  150/.  rent.  At  the  time  of  the  sale,  Bullock  was  43  years  of 
age,  and  of  good  health,  and  had  he  lived  20  or  30  years,  the  bargain 
would  have  been  hard  for  Standen.  There  is  no  cause  why  Wm. 
Bullock,  brother  and  heir-at-law  of  Thomas,  should  be  more  discon- 
tented with  the  sale  than  the  heirs  of  great  personages  and  others 
within  the  realm  have  been  at  the  sales  of  lands  by  their  ancestors, 
as  no  fraud  can  be  alleged  against  Standen  ; therefore  he  hopes  it  will 
not  be  taken  for  oppression  that  he  has  sued  Wm.  and  Edw.  Bullock 
in  the  Chancery  and  Star  Chamber,  to  overthrow  a former  conveyance 
fraudulently  made  by  Thomas  Bullock  and  his  brothers  William  and 
Edward,  to  defraud  him  of  his  purchase.  Wm.  Bullock’s  claim  is  by 
the  said  fraudulent  conveyance  made  by  Thomas  Bullock  before 
Statiden’s  purchase,  which  entails  the  lands  to  the  Bullocks  in  perpe- 
tuity, and  has  a proviso  against  all  offences  and  escheats,  to  defraud 
the  Crown,  and  against  all  alienations  of  the  heirs,  but  yet  with 
a power  of  revocation  to  undo  the  whole  at  his,  Thomas’s,  pleasure, 
which  was  made  by  him  before  the  sale  to  Standen.  Statement 
of  the  proceedings  in  Chancery  and  in  the  Star  Chamber  thereon, 
the  decree  being  in  favour  of  Standen,  and  account  of  William 
Bullock’s  contempt  thereof,  and  unjust  vexations  and  imputations 
against  Standen.

21.  John  Chamberlain  to  Dud.  Carleton,  at  Witham  or  Englefield. 
I send  news,  though  perhaps  stale,  of  the  great  fight  on  Sunday 
week  near  Nieuport.  One.  Edmunds  (the  translator  of  Cresar’s 
Commentaries)  has  brought  letters  from  Sir  Francis  Yere  to  the 
Council,  but  his  relation  is  so  partial,  that  it  would  appear  that 
none  struck  but  the  English,  and  among  them  hardly  any  but  Sir 
F.  Yere.  The  truth  is  he  played  his  prizes,  and  Barnevelt  has  written 
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to  our  Queen  in  commendation  of  our  nation,  and  specially  of  his 
service  that  day.  The  States  were  no  doubt  overreached,  not  mean- 
ing to  play  so  great  |a  game,  and  the  Archduke,  having  reclaimed 
his  mutinied  Spaniards  and  gathered  from  garrisons,  isc.  a sufficient 
army,  left  the  Infanta  at  Ghent,  and  tried  to  overtake  them  before 
they  took  in  all  the  forts  before  Ostend.  They  sat  down  before  Nieu- 
port on  20  June,  and  next  day  sent  22  ensigns  of  Scotch  and  others 
to  keep  a passage  about  Oldenburgh  ; but  he,  marching  all  night, 
was  already  possessed  of  the  passage,  cut  them  to  pieces,  and  came 
to  Nieuport.  On  this  Graf  Maurice,  drawing  towards  Ostend,  about 
four  miles  (English)  from  Nieuport,  met  them  on  the  sands,  com- 
mitted tho  command  of  the  horse  to  Sir  Francis  Vcre,  instead  of  to 
the  young  Prince  his  brother,  and  also  the  ordering  of  the  whole 
army,  reserving  the  artillery  to  himself.  The  armies  stood  in  sight 
of  each  other  more  than  two  hours  ; at  last,  700  horse  of  the  enemy 
offering  to  charge,  after  the  artillery  had  played,  were  invested,  in 
the  tumult  and  smoke,  by  Sir  F.  Yerc  with  300  horse,  and  beaten  up 
to  their  squadrons.  Sir  Francis  received  three  wounds,  and  his 
horse  was  killed  under  him,  but  being  mounted  behind  Sir  Robt. 
Drury,  he  came  off  again,  leaving  some  of  his  followers  behind.  Lord 
Grey  was  hurt  in  the  mouth.  The  Spanish  regiment  came  on  the 
English,  attacking  them  with  the  sword  with  such  fury  that  they 
began  to  reel,  but  by  the  courage  of  their  leaders  (Sir  Francis  among 
them,  notwithstanding  his  wounds)  they  were  rallied,  and  after  throe 
hours’  fight,  utterly  defeated  the  Spanish,  chasing  them  four  miles. 

About  500  English  were  lost,  and  five  or  six  captains,  as  Yaxly, 
Honeywood,  Purton,  Tirrell,  Chas.  Drury,  brother  to  Sir  Robert, 
and  16  gentlemen  of  Sir  Francis’  company.  The  enemy  lost  6,000 
men,  and  amongst  them  Count  Bucquoy,  governor  of  Arras,  Count 
Barlamont,  Count  Frederick  van  Berghe,  Ribas,  governor  of  Flan- 
ders and  Sluys,  the  governor  of  Dunkirk,  Landriani,  general  of  the 
Italians,  La  Berlotte,  and  Sir  fm.  Stanley  (who  gave  great  direction 
that  day).  The  Ammirante  of  Arragon,  Count  de  la  Fere,  Count  de 
Salines,  Don  Louis  de  V eillar,  and  Don  Carlo  de  Sapina,  masters  of 
the  camp  to  the  Spaniards,  and  many  others,  are  taken.  I hear  there 
was  no  commander  of  note  that  was  not  taken  or  slain,  but  the 
Archduke  (who  is  hurt  in  the  face),  the  Duke  d’Aumale,  and  Velasco, 
general  of  artillery.  Some  say  the  Archduke  is  lost,  but  most 
think  he  narrowly  escaped,  and  was  let  in  by  a postern  at  Bruges. 
It  has  been  the  greatest  battle  of  our  times  between  two  disciplined 
armies.  The  odds  in  number  were  slight,  the  States  had  the  advan- 
tage of  almost  500  horse ; the  foot  were  about  9,000  a-piece.  Sir 
Robt.  Sydney  was  not  present.  I hear  of  100  ensigns  and  cornets 
being  taken. 

The  Lord  Deputy  is  gone  with  1 ,200  men  to  'pacify  Wexford. 
The  President  of  Munster  has  taken  Desmond,  and  brought  in  some 
other  rebels,  so  there  is  more  hope  of  quiet  in  those  parts.  Last 
week  the  Queen  was  vehement  to  degrade  some  of  Lord  Essex’s 
Irish  knights,  especially  those  39  made  after  she  hod  ordered  him  to 
make  no  more.  It  was  to  have  been  done  by  proclamation,  but 
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Mr.  Secretary  dissuaded  her  by  many  reasons,  especially  that  she 
would  bring  the  authority  of  the  groat  seal  in  question , thereupon 
it  was  suspended,  and  is  likely  to  lie  in  the  dark.  Essex  is  gone  to- 
day to  the  Lord  Keeper’s  at  York  House,  to  appear  before  him,  the 
Lord  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  Secretary,  and  be  discharged  of  his  keeper, 
but  still  to  keep  his  house,  and  have  access  to  none  but  bis  own 
people.  Mrs.  Eli/..  Bussell  is  dying.  If  she  go,  she  will  mend  the 
new  bride’s  marriage  [A  tine,  Lad]/  Herbert,  her  sister].  [2j  pages. 
Printed  in  Charnberlan’s  Letters, pp.  83-87.] 

22.  Thus.  Lovell  to  Sir  Nich.  Bacon.  I hear  of  words  delivered  by 
you  in  my  cousin  Gaudy’s  house  at  West  Harling,  which  tend  much  to 
my  credit  or  discredit, viz.,  that  I have  caused  my  tenants,  in  their  ex- 
amination, to  set  down  what  I like,  and  that  this  will  be  proved  at  the 
next  assizes.  I will  justify  my  dealing  both  before  the  Privy  Council 
and  Justices  of  Assize,  and  I challenge  you  as  a lying  knight ; but  if 
you  will  prove  the  contrary,  then  promise  to  meet  me  between  the 
end  of  this  next  month  and  the  last  of  August,  either  at  Flushing 
or  Middlcburg,  there  to  run  three  courses  with  the  sharp  lance ; if 
I chance  to  fall  into  your  hands,  then  cut  my  throat  without  mere}-. 
If  you  shall  be  recreant,  I will  pardon  your  life,  if  you  will  sene 
me  as  a page  in  three  sundry  sendees  ; if  I die  in  this  combat,  I 
will  charge  my  children  and  friends  that  my  death  shall  not  lie 
revenged. 

If  you  mislike  this  offer,  then  I will  deal  with  you  with  the  rapier 
and  dagger.  If  filthy  fear  cause  you  to  refuse  this,  then  sen-e  me 
on  horseback  or  foot,  in  three  sendees,  and  who  first  and  most 
honourably  assaults  and  damages  the  enemy,  let  the  other  lie 
accounted  a recreant,  and  a discredited  person  in  all  honourable 
company.  If  you  will  accept  either  of  these  offers,  I will  in  the 
meantime  repute  you  a gentleman,  but  if  you  refuse,  I will  secretly 
report  and  openly  blaze  you  os  a dunghill-spirited  man,  participating 
in  nothing  with  the  silver  mould  of  his  honourable  father.  If  you 
will  send  in  writing  the  day  of  meeting,  I will  make  recourse  to 
the  Court,  without  opening  the  cause,  to  obtain  my  safe  conduct  for 
its  accomplishment.

23.  Statement  by  John  Adams.  I was  sent  for  by  Sir  Horatio 
Palavicino  to  alter  his  wilL  I found  him  ill  and  in  l>ed,  his  wife  and 
Felix  Chambers,  his  servant,  with  him  ; he  stated  that  he  had  sent 
for  me  to  alter  his  will,  as  he  felt  tokens  of  death  and  feared  con- 
vulsions, and  therefore  thought  good  to  take  time  whilst  it  lasted. 
That  two  of  his  executors,  Justiniano  and  Francis  Bitzo,  were  to  be 
put  out  of  his  will,  as  Justiniano  was  ngain  going  beyond  seas,  and 
although  Bitzo  was  an  honest  man,  he  was  not  fit.  He  had  two 
wills  cancelled,  and  a paper  burnt,  in  his  presence  and  that  of  his 
wife.  He  said  he  had  already  conveyed  his  land,  and  what  he  had 
since  purchased  was  to  descend,  but  he  would  alter  the  last  will, 
made  five  yenrs  since ; the  legacies  given  to  Felix  Chambers,  Lucretia 
Bans,  Mrs.  Battina,  and  other  persons  named,  were  to  be  either 
revoked  or  increased,  and  other  alterations  were  to  be  made,  but 
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when  1 came  for  final  instructions,  he  was  not  in  case  to  he  talked 
with.

24.  Tlios.  Phelippes  to  Cecil.  I send  letters  that  came  from  Holland, 
though  of  old  date,  but  when  serving  in  advertisements,  I found  all 
sorts  of  some  use.  The  most  material  point  is  that  the  mutineers 
were  not  content  before  the  Archduke’s  going  to  the  field,  and  caused 
much  trouble,  yet  through  Spanish  gallantry,  they  aided  him  in  this 
last  action,  for  which  he  was  beholden  to  them,  as  to  our  forces  for 
paying  so  many  of  them.  The  Antwerp  post  met  700  of  them, 
returning  to  Diest  to  refresh  themselves.

25.  Confession  of  Dr.  Hayward  before  the  Lord  Keeper,  Lord 
Admiral,  Mr.  Secretary,  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer.  1.  The 
stories  mentioned  in  the  Archbishop’s  oration,  tending  to  prove  that 
deposers  of  kings  and  princes  have  had  good  success,  were  not 
taken  out  of  any  other  chronicle,  but  inserted  by  himself;  after- 
wards in  the  history,  the  Bishop  of  Carlisle  confutes  the  same,  but 
for  the  confutation  the  Bishop  was  committed  to  the  Marshalsea, 
and  the  whole  Parliament  concluded  against  the  Bishop,  who  in 
1 Hen.  IV.,  was  attainted  of  treason. 

2.  Had  read  of  a benevolence  in  the  time  of  Ric.  III.,  and  not 
before,  and  yet  inserted  the  same  in  the  reign  of  Ric.  II. 

3.  The  substance  of  the  consultation  for  reducing  the  Irish  rebel, 
he  had  out  of  William  of  Malmesbury. 

4.  After  the  book  was  printed,  Wolfe  the  printer  earned  the 

same  to  the  Earl  of  E[ssexJ,  and  about  a month  after,  the  epistle 
was  taken  out.  page . In  Coke's  hand,  and  signed  by  him.]

25.  I.  Interrogatories  and  notes  [by  Attorney  General  Coke]  on 

Dr.  Hayward's  book,  in  proof  that  the  Doctor  selected  a 
story  200  years  old,  and  published  it  last  year , intending 
the  application  of  it  to  this  time,  the  plot  being  that  of 
a King  who  is  taxed  for  misgovemment,  and  his  council 
for  corrupt  and  covetous  dealings  for  private  ends;  the 
King  is  censured  for  conferring  benefits  on  hated  favour- 
ites, the  nobles  become  discontented,  and  the  commons 
groan  under  continual  taxation , whereupon  the  King  is 
deposed , and  in  the  end  murdered.

2G.  Note  that  in  1583,  Sir  Horatio  Palavicino  by  deed  conveyed

Norfolk,  to  the  use  of  his  right  heirs,  to  satisfy  the  Queen  there- 
from of  such  wardship,  livery,  or  primer  seisin  as  should  be  due,  in 
lieu  of  all  the  rest  of  his  lands.  He  limited  the  other  half  of  his 
lands  in  Norfolk  to  his  wife,  during  his  son  Henry’s  minority,  if 
she  kept  n widow  ; but  if  she  married,  then  to  the  use  of  the  Earl 
of  Shrewsbury  and  Sir  Robt.  Cecil,  during  the  minority  of  his  said 
heir,  answering  the  profits  thereof  to  him  when  at  full  age  ; after 
which  he  limited  all  his  land  in  Norfolk  to  Henry  for  life,  with 
remainders  to  his  children  and  their  issue.  If  all  died  issueiess, 
then  he  limited  the  estate  of  all  his  lands  in  England  to  be  sold,  and 
the  money  divided  between  his  two  brothers  and  their  heirs. 

He  further  provided  that  if  Henry  Palavicino  and  his  heirs  did 
not  suffer  Toby  Palavicino  and  his  heirs,  after  the  death  of  Lady 
Anne  his  wife,  to  enjoy  her  lands  in  the  Low  Countries,  then  the 
use  of  his  lands  in  England  was  to  go  to  Toby,  as  formerly  limited 
to  Henry,  and  with  the  same  remainders.  Power  was  given  in  both 
deeds  to  make  leases,  jointures,  &c.

27.  Petition  of  the  merchants  trading  to  the  Levant  to  Council. 
Having  lately  received  their  order  to  forbear  trading  to  the  Levant, 
they  submit.  They  have  not  withstood  the  late  impositions  so 
much  for  the  value  (although  it  might  have  amounted  to  4,0001. 
per  annum,  which  imposition  currants  cannot  bear),  as  for  the 
disgrace  they  should  find  in  the  trade.  The  Venetians,  being 
ever  quarrelling  with  them  to  drive  them  from  thence,  will 
maliciously  object  that  Her  Majesty  is  as  ready  to  lay  impositions 
upon  them  in  England  an  they  are  in  the  Seignory  of  Venice.

28.  Examination  of  John  Wolfe,  stationer,  before  Attorney 
General  Coke.  Dr.  Hayward  requested  him  to  print  the  book 
entitled  Henry  IV.,  which  he  did  in  Feb.  1599.  It  had  no  epistle 
dedicatory  or  to  the  reader  when  first  brought  to  him ; alter  some 
conversation  between  them,  it  was  dedicated  to  the  Earl  of  Essex, 
he  being  a martial  man,  and  going  to  Ireland,  and  the  book  treating 
of  Irish  causes.  Dr.  Hayward  being  sick  when  the  book  was  finished, 
examinate  took  it  to  the  Earl  of  Essex  at  Whitehall,  and  three  weeks 
after,  the  wardens  of  the  company  received  order  from  my  Lord  of 
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Canterbury  that  the  epistle  dedicated  to  the  Earl  should  be  cut 
out ; 600  or  600  copies  were  sold  before  such  order  was  received, 
as  no  book  ever  sold  better.  After  receiving  such  order,  cut  out  the 
epistle,  and  the  residue,  being  500  or  600,  Hold  shortly  after. 

The  jieople  calling  for  it  exceedingly,  about  Easter,  obtained  a 
new  edition  of  the  doctor,  wherein  many  things  were  altered  from 
the  former,  and  yet  the  volume  encreased.  Dr.  Hayward,  under- 
standing that  many  had  spoken  against  the  former  edition,  made  an 
espitle  npologetical  to  feet  to  the  second  edition,  and  1,600  of  these 
books  being  almost  finished  in  the  Whitsun  holidays  of  1599,  were 
taken  by  the  wardens  of  the  stationers,  and  delivered  to  the  Bishop 
of  London.  Does  not  remember  the  alterations  in  the  latter 
edition,  and  has  not  now  any  copy.  Thinks  the  apology  was  only  to 
satisfy  the  people  of  the  author’s  meaning  in  writing  the  book  ; the 
doctor,  when  told  that  some  fault  was  found  with  the  former  edition, 
desired  to  know  what  they  misliked,  that  he  might  express  his 
meaning  therein.  The  people  having  divers  times  since  called  to 
procure  the  continuation  of  the  history  by  the  same  author,  en- 
treated him  to  go  forward  with  it,  and  thinks  he  has  done  some 
part  of  it. 

After  delivery  of  the  book  to  the  Earl  of  Essex,  went  three  or 
four  times,  by  direction  of  the  doctor,  to  the  Earl,  he  then  being  at 
the  Court  at  Richmond,  to  learn  what  he  thought  of  it,  hut  was 
always  put  off  by  some  of  his  men  that  his  Lordship  was  much 
busied  about  his  voyage  to  Ireland,  and  so  never  spoke  to  him. 
All  the  late  editions  were  burnt,  in  my  Lord  of  London’s  house ; 
the  copy  now  produced  is  a true  copy  of  the  espitle  apologetical ; 
delivered  the  original,  under  Dr.  Hayward’s  hand,  to  my  Lord  of 
London.  Delivered  the  original  of  the  first  edition,  which  was 
interlined  and  altered  according  to  the  second,  to  Mr.  Barker, 
registrar  of  the  high  commission.  Since  the  last  edition  was  sup- 
pressed, a great  number  have  been  for  it.  Had  no  recompense  for 
printing  either  edition,  save  a few  copies  of  the  work.  Was  com- 
mitted 14  days  for  the  printing  of  the  last  edition,  and  lost  all  the 
books.  [2^  page#.] 


July  14.  29.  The  Queen  to  the  Provosts  of  King's  College,  Cambridge, 

Greenwich.  and  0f  Eton,  and  to  the  rest  of  the  electors  at  Eton.  Understand- 
ing that  it  has  been  usual  with  you  to  nominate  scholars  to  places 
before  they  are  void,  which  has  given,  and  will  give  occasion  to  the 
parties  so  nominated  to  seek  by  indirect  means  their  own  prefer- 
ment, to  the  scandal  of  both  these  foundations,  we  desire  that 
hereafter  noue  be  named  from  our  college  of  Eton  to  our  other  college 
of  Cambridge,  until  the  place  be  actually  void.

July  15.  30.  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges  to  Cecil.  A Frenchman  arrived  confirms  the 

Plymouth  Port  report  that  Peter  Sebenes  is  going  for  Ireland,  with  25  fly-boats  full 
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of  soldiers ; also  that  there  are  men-of-war  in  Lisbon  ready  to  go  to 
waft  the  carracks.  I think  it  more  probable  they  will  rather  attempt 
these  western  coasts  than  land  men  in  the  Low  Countries,  yet  as  it 
is  possible  for  them  to  do  so,  I must  remind  you  how  unfurnished  the 
country  is  of  troops  for  defence  of  a place  of  that  import,  as  it  would 
be  a great  prejudice  if  resistance  were  not  made.  Scbenes  has  un- 
dertaken, with  25  or  30  fly-boats  under  Flemish  colours,  to  seize  the 
fort,  burn  the  adjoining  town  and  country,  and  either  hold  them  till 
further  supplies  come,  or  dismantle  them  and  depart.

My  poor  estate,  credit, 
self,  and  more  than  myself,  hang  upon  your  gracious  counte- 
nance, for  I have  my  wife  in  childbed,  and  since  your  messenger  has 
been  at  my  house,  she  has  neither  eaten,  drunk,  nor  slept  for  fear, 
although  1 have  twenty  times  read  your  most  gracious  letters  to  her.

31.  I.  Petition  of  Sam.  Harsnett  to  Att.  Gen.  Coke.  The  author 
of  a pamptdet  jmblished  in  1599,  entitled  “ the  reign  of 
King  Henry  IV.,"  has  excused  his  publishing  it,  on  ac- 
count of  its  having  been  allowed  and  approved  by  me, 
but  this  allegation  can  be  no  excuse  to  him. 

First.  Because  it  has  been  the  custom  for  any  author 
that  intended  to  put  a book  in  print  himself  to  present 
it  to  the  examiner,  and  acquaint  him  with  his  scope 
and  pur/xise.  The  author  of  this  pamphlet  concealed 
himself,  and  never  conferred  with  me,  notwithstanding 
we  were  both  students  together  in  Pembroke  Hall,  Cam- 
bridge, but  deiivered  it  to  a gentleman  in  my  Lord  of 
London's  house,  who  begged  my  approbation  of  it  in 
the  name  of  a cantel  of  our  English  chronicles,  phrased 
and  flourished  over,  only  to  show  the  author's  pretty 
wit. 

Secondly,  my  approbation  of  any  book  is  but  an  in- 
ducement for  my  master,  my  Lord  of  London,  to  allow 
it,  but  not  a sufficient  warrant  to  publish. 

Thirdly,  the  author  has  wronged  me  in  alleging 
that  I allowed  his  pamphlet,  as  it  was  and  is  published 
in  print,  for  he  knows  that  when  his  pamphlet  hid  my 
approbation,  it  was  without  epistle,  pivface,  or  dedi- 
cation, which  moved  me  to  think  it  was  a mere  rhe- 
torical exomation  of  a part,  of  our  English  history,  to 
show  the  foil  of  the  author's  wit  A fter  he  had  got  my 
approbat  ion,  he  foisted  in  an  epistle  dedicatory  to  the 
Earl  of  Essex,  which  I never  saw,  ami  should  never 
have  aUowed  if  I had. 
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Fourthly,  consider  my  mean  condition,  that  I am 
only  a poor  divine,  unacquainted  with  boohs  and  argu- 
ments of  stale,  Ac.,  and  for  1 0 or  1 2 years  past  I have 
not  spoken  to  the  author,  and  suddenly  put  my  hand 
to  his  pamphlet,  at  solicitation  of  a friend,  without 
reading  it.  For  this  negligence  I beg  your  mildest 
censure,  and  that  it  may  be  no  imputation  of  bad 
meaning,  as  I daily  heartily  pray  for  Her  Majesty  and 
the  State,  and  for  the  long  continuance  of  her  blessed 
government  over  ns,  aiul  wish  shame  and  confusion  to 
all  underminers  of  the  same.

32.  Examination  of  Wm.  Alabaster  before  Sir  John  Peyton  nnd 
Attorney  General  Coke  : — 

A.  After  Gerard,  the  priest,  escaped  out  of  the  Tower,  had  con- 
ference with  him,  and  recived  30 1.  in  Brussels  by  credit.  From 
thence,  went  to  Father  Parsons  in  Rome,  and  thence  to  Barce- 
lona in  Spain,  and  conferred  with  Father  Cressey  [Cresswell],  nnd 
Don  Juan  Idiaques. 

B.  Heard  Wright  himself  confess,  and  also  heard  in  Rome  that 
Wright  had  written  to  Father  Parsons,  that  he  had  had  conference 
with  the  Earl  of  Essex  about  divers  matters. 

C.  Heard  in  Spain  that  the  King  of  Scots  had  or  would  offer 
subjection  to  the  Pope  of  Rome,  and  that  if  need  were,  he  would, 
in  assurance  thereof,  deliver  to  the  King  of  Spain  his  sons. 

D.  Had  a message  to  deliver  to  the  Earl  of  Essex  from  the 
Duke  of  Cessye,  Father  Parsons,  Don  Juan  Idiaques,  and  Father 
Cresswell 

E.  Was  instructed  by  them  to  persuade  the  Earl  to  maintain 
the  title  of  the  Infanta,  because  Spain  was  able  to  defend  him 
in  it,  and  to  reward  him  according  to  his  merit,  which  no  English 
competitor  could  do,  and  the  Earl  was  too  great  to  live  under 
any  of  the  other  competitors ; further  demanded  that  if  the 
Em-1  would  undertake  the  title  for  the  Infanta,  he  should  deal 
for  peace  between  Spain  and  England,  on  condition  that  Ireland 
should  be  quiet,  the  Low  Countries  not  assisted  against  Spain,  and 
that  Spain  should  have  the  Indies  free. 

F.  Titchbomc  robbed  examinate  and  devised  a letter  as  to  him- 
self, wherein  was  intelligence  of  a great  fleet  from  Spain,  which 
together  with  Sqnicr’s  book,  was  found  and  sent  to  the  KiDg  of 
France,  and  from  him  to  the  Queen  of  England,  and  which  ho 
did  that  he  might  more  safely  pass  into  England.  [1}  pages,  in 
Coke's  hand.] 

33.  Analytical  abstract  of  the  evidence  in  support  of  the  charge  of 
treason  against  the  Earl  of  Essex  : — 

1.  By  Valentine’s  report  from  the  mouth  of  Alabaster: 
i.  Concerning  the  proceedings  of  Wright,  the  Je»uit,  for  effect- 
ing the  treason.  Alabaster,  being  in  Rome,  understood  that 
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Wright,  ft  prisoner  in  Bridewell,  certified  the  Pope  of  ft  con- 
ference with  the  Earl  of  Essex  about  the  Crown  of  England, 
•when  the  Earl  said  to  Wright,  “ If  I could  be  persuaded  that 
your  church  did  not  seek  my  blood,  I could  like  your  religion 
well;”  Wright  assuring  him  there  was  no  Buck  matter,  the 
Earl  said,  “ Seeing  it  is  so,  I am  resolred,  and  ns  I am  going 
to  Ireland,  certify  to  the  Pope  as  you  think  good  for  me,  and 
what  comes  to  your  hands  in  the  mean  for  me,  keep  until  we 
meet  again.” 

II.  As  to  Alabaster’s  proceedings  for  furthering  this  treason. 
He  was  sent  from  the  Pope  and  King  of  Spain  for  the  Earl  of 
Essex’s  establishment  to  the  Crown,  and  had  letters  from  the 
Pope  and  King  of  Spain  to  him  to  that  effect,  covenanting 
that  the  Earl  should  not  deal  against  Tyrone,  but  let  him  rule 
under  the  Pope  in  Ireland,  until  the  Earl  was  fully  confirmed 
to  the  Crown  and  reconciled  to  the  Pope ; and  then,  by  the 
Pope’s  command,  Tyrone  should  yield  his  obedience,  with  his 
country,  to  the  Earl  as  under  the  Pope  ; that  the  Earl  should 
let  the  Archduke  enjoy  the  Low  Countries  wholly  to  himself, 
as  head  under  the  Pope,  and  that  he  should  do  something  for 
the  King  of  Spain  with  regard  to  the  Indies. 

2.  By  Alabaster’s  own  declaration  : 

I.  It  appears  that  he  heard  Wright  confess  writing  to  Father 
Parsons  of  his  conference  with  the  Earl  of  Essex,  as  stated  in 
his  examination  above,  that  he,  Alabaster,  tried  to  persuade 
Essex  to  favour  the  Infanta’s  title. 

ii.  Details  as  in  the  preceding  paper. 

3.  By  Wright’s  confession  it  is  manifest  that  Essex,  a little 
before  his  going  into  Ireland,  sent  for  Wright  to  Essex  House,  and 
said  to  him,  “ You  have  had  favour  in  England,  and  yet  some  of 
your  profession  have  sought  to  kill  me."  Wright  replied,  he 
thought  they  never  meant  it,  to  which  the  Earl  answered  that 
Mr.  Waad  had  reported  he  was  an  honest  man,  and  he  was 
therefore  beholden  to  him  ; Wright  replied,  “ I pray  God  save  the 
Queen,  and  confound  all  evil  religion,  and  this  is  all  that  1 hold.” 
Wright  offered  to  go  with  the  Earl  into  Ireland,  that  he  might 
have  knowledge  of  anything  that  he  could  attain  to,  and  that  the 
Earl  might  know  his  friends  from  his  enemies,  to  which  the  Earl 
answered  that  Wright's  motion  was  but  to  get  his  liberty  ; where- 
upon Wright  made  suit  for  his  banishment,  which  the  Earl  pro- 
mised to  move  the  Lords  in,  and  which  W right  thinks  he  did,  but 
it  was  not  thought  fit;  thereupon  his  Lordship  moved  for  his 
removal  out  of  Bridewell  to  the  Clink,  which  was  ordered  by  six 
of  the  Lords,  on  the  same  day  he  went  to  Ireland. 

4.  By  the  testimony  of  divers  credible  persons,  viz.,  Daniel 
Cavenagh,  David  Hetheringron,  and  Tlioa  Wood,  and  from  the 
report  of  sundry  rebels  in  Ireland,  it  appears  that  Essex  was 
generally  esteemed  by  the  rebels  in  I reland  as  their  special  friend  ; 
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that  secret  letters  and  intelligences  had  passed  between  him  and 
Tyrone,  and  that  they  had  combined  together  that  the  Earl  should 
be  King  of  England,  and  Tyrone  Viceroy  of  Ireland. 

5.  Essex’s  own  actions  confirm  the  intent  of  this  treason.  His 
permitting  underhand  that  treasonable  book  of  Henry  IV.  to  be 
printed  and  published  ; it  being  plainly  deciphered,  not  only  by 
the  matter,  and  by  the  epistle  itself,  for  what  end  and  for  whose 
behalf  it  was  made,  but  also  the  Earl  himself  being  so  often  present 
at  the  playing  thereof,  and  with  great  applause  giving  countenance 
to  it  His  idle  and  fruitless  journeys  into  Munster,  Lex,  and 
Ophaly,  on  purpose  to  harass  and  waste  the  Queen’s  army  and 
treasure,  and  let  the  fit  time  for  the  northern  journey  pass  away ; 
all  which  he  effected  contrary  to  Her  Majesty’s  directions,  and  to 
the  manifest  peril  and  loss  of  the  whole  realm  of  Ireland.  His 
giving  pardon  to  his  father-in-law  and  Capt  Lea,  secretly  sent 
by  his  said  father-in-law  to  Tyrone,  notwithstanding  that  neither 
the  Earl  himself,  as  he  says,  nor  any  of  the  Council,  as  they  affirm, 
were  made  privy  thereto  by  either  of  them.  His  private  speech  and 
meeting  with  Tyrone,  none  but  they  two  being  present,  while  the 
Earl  of  Southampton  sought  to  keep  all  men  from  standing  near, 
and  hearing  what  was  said  between  them.  His  sudden  return 
into  England,  contrary  to  the  express  command  of  Her  Majesty, 
leaving  that  kingdom  in  so  apparent  danger,  and  w'holly  to  the 
will  and  power  of  that  proud  and  pernicious  traitor,  Tyrone.

34.  Notes  [by  T.  Phelippes).  Tho  Archduke’s  secretary  was  dealt 
with  on  behalf  of  Charles  Paget,  who  sought  to  be  reconciled  again 
with  the  Archduke,  offering  some  service,  with  condition  of  being 
paid  the  arrears  of  his  pension,  when  it  was  answered  in  a Spanish 
proverb,  “ Hagane  el  milagro  y haglo  el  diablo.”  His  service  must 
precede  his  reward  it  seems.  Tresham  played  the  pacificator  at 
Boulogne,  visiting  both  parts.  The  Archduke,  after  his  departure 
from  Brussels,  gave  order  to  apprehend  him  about  his  meddling  in 
matters  of  Ireland.  Rich.  Stanyhursfc  complained  of  him  ; it  was 
plain  he  went  about  to  write  into  England  of  one  that  was  sent  by 
the  Archduke  to  Ireland.

July  24.  35.  Examination ' of  Thomas  Wright,  seminary  priest,  before 

Sir  John  Peyton,  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower,  and  Attorney  General 
Coke.  Wrote  to  ask  to  speak  with  the  Earl  of  Essex,  before  his 
going  into  Ireland,  and  sent  the  letter  by  Cope,  the  porter  of  Bridewell. 
Was  sent  for  by  his  Lordship  to  Essex  House,  and  had  conference 
with  him  alone  about  his,  examinate’s,  banishment  Told  the  Earl  that 
he  had  heard  there  was  an  excommunication  against  all  employed 
against  Tyrono.  Offered  to  go  with  the  Earl,  to  help  him  to  know 
his  friends  from  his  enemies ; the  Earl  answered  that  this  motion 
only  tended  to  get  his  liberty.  Made  suit  for  banishment;  the  Earl 
said  that  they  have  had  favour  in  England,  and  some  of  the  pro- 
fession had  sought  to  kill  him  ; answered  that  they  never  meant  any 
such  matter.  The  Earl  said  that  Mr.  Waad  had  reported  that  he 
was  an  honest  man,  and  promised  to  move  the  Council  for  his 
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banishment ; thinks  he  did  so  but  it  was  not  thought  fit.  Soon 
after  exanimate  was  removed  to  the  Clink,  by  order  of  Council,  on 
the  same  day  that  his  Lordship  went  to  Ireland. 

Never  wrote  to  Father  Parsons  nor  any  other  in  Rome,  Spain, 
or  elsewhere  since  coming  into  England,  save  into  the  Low 
Countries  for  his  books,  &c.,  since  his  escape  out  of  Wisbeach  ; has 
not  been  in  Lancashire  or  Yorkshire,  nor  spoken  of  having  satisfied 
the  Karl  that  the  Catholics  did  not  seek  his  blood.

There  is  an  intention  to  cut  down  the  woods  about 
your  house,  not  proceeding  from  you,  but  the  importunity  of  those 
who  cannot  be  contented  with  your  extraordinary  goodness,  but 
must  seek  to  tread  upon  him  whom  God  and  nature  hath  appointed 
to  be  the  head  of  the  house.  1 have  thought  good  to  acquaint  your 
Lordship,  from  whom  only  he  and  myself  (in  whose  house  he  is 
matched)  expect  favour  for  him,  hoping  that  you  will  not  execute 
what  can  never  l>e  repaired,  nor  make  me  repent  having  bestowed 
my  niece  in  a house  where  the  grandfather  so  rigorously  deals  with

July  26.  37-  Dudley  Carleton  to  John  Chamberlain.  I was  ready  to  have 

Loudon,  met  you  on  Thursday  in  Hampshire,  when  alarm  came  of  Sir  Ant. 

Paulet’s  death,  and  a summons  for  Sir  Edw.  Norris  to  come  up 
hither,  and  help  his  sister  in  her  suits  for  wardships,  Ac.  The 
wardship  of  the  child  is  granted  her,  and  the  lease  of  the  lands 
promised.  His  government  is  stood  for  by  Lord  Seymour  and 
Sir  Walter  Kaleigb,  and  it  is  thought  the  knight  will  carry  it,  pay- 
ing the  same  annuity  as  Sir  Anth.  Paulet  did  to  the  Lord,  and  some 
further  consideration. 

Lord  Cobham,  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  and  your  friend  Hugh  Beson 
are  returned,  and  the  war  ended  in  Flanders,  all  our  gentlemen 
flocking  home  as  fast  as  they  went.  Lords  Northumberland  and 
Rutland  stick  by  it  with  Graf  Maurice,  who  shipped  from  Ostend 
the  23rd  of  this  month,  leaving  the  Archduke  very  strong  in  the 
field,  and  likely  to  attempt  Ostend.  The  Lords  that  came  thence  say 
that  since  the  town  cannot  be  freed  from  the  sconses  about  it,  the 
States  are  in  question  to  rase  it,  and  so  give  the  enemy  that  which 
they  cannot  take.  The  States  of  Holland  and  Zealand  are  assembled 
at  Bergen,  and  here  is  a whispering  that  there  are  likewise  deputies 
of  Brabant  and  Flanders,  and  that  they  amongst  themselves,  with- 
out inserting  Spanish  commissioners,  are  in  treaty  of  peace.  The 
Bishop  of  London  came  home  last  week,  and  our  commissioners  at 
Boulogne  are  looked  for,  the  difference  of  precedence  still  continuing. 
Some  say  the  Archduke  upon  the  arrival  of  our  nobility  at  Ostend 
countermanded  his  commissioners  in  their  treaty. 

They  say  out  of  France  that  the  King  passing  towards  Marseilles, 
was  set  upon  near  Savoy,  and  hurt  in  the  rescue  of  his  carriages, 
which  were  taken.  The  Count  de  Fuentes  is  come  down  with  the 
old  Spanish  regiments  which  were  in  Italy,  and  some  Italians 
besides,  to  the  aid  of  the  Duke  of  Savoy. 

These  great  matters  put  Ireland  out  of  talk,  and  here  is  nobody  to 
talk  with,  for  Paul’s  is  as  empty  as  n barn  nt  Midsummer.  Little 
Brittain  is  gone  into  Lincolnshire,  and  there  is  no  company  at  the 
doctor’s.  Capt.  Beson  walks  the  streets,  having  his  [lockets  stuffed 
with  discourses  of  battles,  plots,  and  fortifications,  My  Lord  of 
Essex  remains  prisoner,  but  at  his  own  custody.  The  Queen  had 
given  him  liberty  to  go  into  the  country,  but  recalled  it  upon  the 
taking  of  Dr.  Haywnrd,  who  for  writing  Henry  IF.  is  committed  to 
the  Tower.

July  20.  38.  Earl  of  Essex  to  the  Queen.  I must  sometimes  moan,  look 

up,  and  speak,  that  you  may  know  your  servant  lives.  I live, 
though  sick  in  spirit  unto  death,  yet  mourn  not  for  impaticncv,  ns 
commonly  sick  men  do.  I look  up  to  you,  mine  only  physician,  yet 
look  for  no  physic  till  you  think  the  crisis  past,  and  the  time  fit  for 
a cure.

Left  St.  /ties 
1 June;  7 June,  met  a Postoclc  vessel,  which.  re]>orted  that 
a fleet  was  preparing  at  Cadiz,  and  that  there  were  galleys 
coming  for  Flanders,  with  pay  for  soldiers.  1 July,  met 
two  Spanish  ships, which  had  carried  powder,  munition,  a 
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bishop,  and  some  seminary  priests  to  the  west  of  Ireland, 
and  were  driven  by  them  into  the  8/xinish  fleet,  tinder 
Don  Diego  de  Broche.ro,  sent  to  waft  home  the  plate  car- 
raeb <.  The  pilot  said  the  fleet  at  Cadiz  was  waiting  the 
fleet  from  the  islands  to  sail  for  Ireland,  under  the  Duke 
of  Medina  or  the  Aelelantado,  Buriago,  a Biscayan,  to  be 
chief  by  sea,  but  they  want  men.  On  7 July,  they  ar- 
rived at  the  Terceras,  and  brought  there  a.  new  general, 
and  a bishop  for  that  place ; all  the  soldiers  were  in  a 
mutiny,  and  thought  to  kill  their  old  general,  and  keep 
the  place  in  their  own  custody.  8 July,  the  general  of 
the  fleet  examined  the  prisoners  as  to  the  state  and  posi- 
tion of  the  English  fleet,  threatening  them  with  torture 
if  they  did  not  tell  the  truth.  Examinate,  speaking 
Spanish,  answered  for  the  rest,  that  a fleet  was  waiting 
the  coming  of  the  Spanish  fleet  for  Ireland.  In  answer 
to  questions  about  the  state  of  the  western  coasts,  Ply-

Others  from  Cadiz  report  that  14  great 
ships  of  war,  well  appointed,  departed  thence  13  June,  and  went  to 
await  such  English  ships  or  Flemings  as  might  go  or  come  to  or 
from  the  Straits,  in  which  ships  an  Englishman  called  Cripps  went  as 
commander ; since  then  seven  sail  have  been  seen  in  Saphia,  which 
bore  aloof,  and  sailing  some  small  distance  off  to  the  mouth  of  a 
river  called  Tansiste,  came  to  anchor  where  ship  never  did  before, 
and  afterwards  came  to  Tamm  ora,  near  Santa  Cruz,  where  they 
were  found  to  be  four  great  fly-boats  and  three  Spanish  ships  ; the 
admiral,  being  a great  fty-boat  bearing  an  English  flag,  came  so  near 
the  shore  that  the  other  ships  were  forced  to  send  their  boats  to  tow 
her  out  again.  Some  English  merchants  spoke  with  them  from  the 
shore,  and  demanding  whence  they  were,  and  they  answering  in 
English,  of  Spain,  the  castle  shot  at  them,  but  they  were  provided, 
and  so  departed  without  molestation.  The  King  has  news  that  they 
came  to  take  all  English  ships  in  any  port,  and  especially  the  Eagle 
with  the  ambassadors,  but  she  went  hence  three  days  before.  At 
this  time  the  King  was  abroad  with  his  camp,  and  hearing  this  news, 
lias  himself  come  into  Morocco,  but  leaves  his  tent  and  forces  abroad, 
dreading  invasion. 

The  King  is  much  grieved  in  mind,  and  upon  some  late  intelli- 
gence, has  dismissed  certain  attendants  about  him,  being  Spaniards 
turned  Moors,  whom  he  found  revealers  of  his  secrets,  and  would 
have  put  them  to  death,  had  there  not  been  great  entreaty  made 
for  them.  He  is  now  sending  his  principal  men  of  the  forces  to 
many  places,  amongst  which  Alcade  Mommen  Bockency,  whose 
sister  lie  married,  and  who  is  the  chief  of  the  force  in  all  this  land, 
goes  to  Sus  with  all  his  force,  to  defend  it  if  any  attempt  should  be 
made  there,  which  is  most  feared ; and  it  is  rumoured  the  King 
himself  will  go  there.  The  King  has  reason  to  fear,  for  his  country 
is  much  weakened  by  the  late  great  mortality ; and  although  his 
number  of  people  be  much  diminished,  yet  he  has  much  trouble  to 
keep  them  in  subjection.  His  three  sons  besides  are  still  at  variance, 
and  the  policy  of  the  Alcade  of  Sus,  who  governs  all,  is  not  sufficient 
to  bring  them  to  a unity  ; they  would  be  all  Kings,  which  is  impos- 
sible, and  although  the  eldest  be  proclaimed  King  and  governs  as  such 
in  Fez,  yet  the  third  brother,  alleged  to  be  the  legitimate  one,  through 
his  bounty  seeks  to  win  the  heart  of  the  people,  and  reports  his 
resolution  to  be  King  or  to  die,  when  God  sends  an  alteration  ; it  is 
supposed  that  although  the  one  be  proclaimed,  the  other  will  not  be 
refused  of  the  whole  commonalty,  although  many  be  sworn  to  the 
contrary.  The  second  sou  is  brother  to  the  proclaimed  King  by  the 
mother,  and  therefore  holds  with  the  elder,  and  continuing  with  his 
father,  hopes  to  be  made  King  by  better  deserving,  or  by  survivor- 
ship ; Mully  Sedann,  the  third  son,  comes  of  another  woman,  who 
is  of  the  greatest  house  in  the  laud,  which  makes  him  to  stand  on 
points  with  liis  brothers.  [1} 

51.  Sir  W.  Knollys  to  his  cousin,  Sir  Edw.  [Norris],  Mr.  Secre- 
tary hears  that  you  intend  to  cut  down  the  trees  about  Kycott,  and

This  petition  begs  several 
pardons ; for  the  writer  that  he  hath  sent  no  sooner  a humble 
acknowledgment  of  your  gracious  favour,  which  hQ  had  done  if 
sooner  he  could  have  gathered  himself ; for  itself,  in  that  being  a 
messenger  to  so  great  and  excellent  a Queen,  it  delivers  not  all 
which  it  hath  in  charge.  That  were  an  unpardonable  fault,  if  any

54.  Earl  of  Nottingham  and  Sec.  Cecil  to  Sir  Rich.  Luson  and 
Sir  Wm.  Monson,  Admirals  of  the  fleet,  employed  southwards.  We 
have  now  received  intelligences  directly  showing  that  there  is  no 
great  likelihood  of  the  Spaniards  coming  for  Ireland  ; so  os  if  the 
journey  of  you,  Sir  Wm.  Monson,  were  to  begin  again,  we  would 
peradventure  be  advised  before  the  Queen  should  be  put  to  charge ; 
but  though  we  hold  this  advertisement  true,  yet  because  it  may  fall 
out  that  before  winter,  he  may  transport  some  numbers  thither,  the 
rather  when  he  finds  the  Queen  has  no  fleet  at  sea,  adding  also  that 
a great  part  of  Her  Majesty’s  charge  is  [past],  she  is  content  the 
same  shall  go  on,  if  in  any  convenient  time  the  wind  shall  serve. 

Our  direction  is,  that  you,  Sir  Wm.  Monson,  according  to  your 
former  instructions,  repair  to  the  coast,  and  visit  the  Groyne,  and 
Lisbon,  where,  if  you  find  your  own  intelligence  concur  with  this 
enclosed,  and  that  there  be  no  preparation  for  Ireland,  then  Her 
Majesty  commits  it  to  your  discretion  in  what  height  to  lie,  and  how

vail her  charge.  Ab  you  can  best  gather  knowledge  upon  the 
coast,  whether  the  fleets  are  come  in  or  not,  you  shall  send  home  or 
retain  such  and  so  many  of  the  ships  as  you  shall  think  fittest  for 
the  service. 

P.S. — With  regard  to  you,  Sir  Rick  Luson,  we  think  it  fit  that,  in 
your  return  with  the  Mere  Honour,  and  those  ships  that  come  about, 
you  stay  awhile  in  the  Narrow  Seas,  as  Sir  Robt.  Mansell  is  but 
weak.  [}  pa  ye.] 


Aug.  ? 55.  Considerations  touching  the  peace.  The  reasons  assigned  for 

a peace  are, — 1.  Its  general  advantages,  as  agreeable  to  religion 
and  civil  society.  2.  The  avoidance  of  scandal  by  dissensions  in 
Christendom.  3.  The  commodities  to  the  realm  ; viz,,  Her  Majesty’s 
person  will  be  more  out  of  danger  ; her  great  extraordinary  expenses 
avoided ; the  rebellion  in  Ireland  the  sooner  ended,  as  the  rebels 
will  have  no  support  out  of  Spain ; the  traffic  with  other  nations 
better  established,  and  the  trade  of  Spain  opened,  which  for  bringing 
of  money,  was  ever  beneficial  to  this  realm.  4.  The  great  charge  of 
continuing  war  with  the  help  of  the  Low  Countries  only,  as  the  war 
in  Ireland  has  to  be  suppressed. 

The  reasons  against  a peace  are, — 

1st.  The  King  of  Spain  getting  an  intermission  of  his  expenses 
by  it,  will  in  a few  years  gather  such  treasure  as  to  be  far  before* 
hand  with  his  neighbours. 

2ndly.  It  is  not  likely  to  be  secure,  because  the  King  will  not 
sit  down  by  so  many  dishonours  as  he  lias  received  of  Her 
Majesty  since  the  breach,  but  will  wait  an  opportunity  of 
revenge.

4tldy.  These  provinces,  being  destitute  of  her  aid,  will  be  re- 
duced by  the  King  of  Spain,  and  he  the  more  enabled  to  offend 
Her  Majesty.

Last  April,  Don  Diego  Brochero,  vice-admiral,  was  ordered  from 
the  Groyne  to  Lisbon  with  his  armada  ; they  sailed  16  June,  but 
lacking  carpenters,  many  were  untrimmed  and  leaky,  and  as  only 
108  mariners  could  be  obtained,  they  had  to  leave  two  great 
galleons  behind  ; they  took  other  three,  and  10  small  ships,  mostly 
taken  this  year  from  English  merchants.  I went  in  one  of  the 
galleons  as  prisoner  to  Lisbon;  thence  on  5 July,  the  fleet  sailed 
for  the  isles  of  Sorri&B  [Azores?],  to  guard  home  five  East  India 
carrocks  expected  this  year,  but  they  had  not  reached  Lisbon, 
4 August,  when  I escaped,  leaving  TOO  English  captains,  soldiers, 
and  sailors  prisoners  in  Lisbon.  These  ships  are  so  weakly  manned, 
that  three  of  Her  Majesty’s  ships,  with  eight  good  merchant  ships, 
might  surprise  them  all.  There  is  no  readier  way  to  weaken  the 
Spanish  forces  than  by  detaining  their  mariners  when  token.  They 
are  daunted  by  the  late  embassy  from  the  French  King.  The 
Portuguese  often  murder  some  of  the  small  Spanish  garrison  of 
Lisbon  in  tho  streets.  I ain  going  to  my  poor  dwelling  in  Bristol, 
to  recover  my  strength.

Sept.  9.  64.  Examination  of  Ceo.  Aynsworth,  clerk,  vicar  of  Garstang, 

Garsumg.  before  Sir  Rich.  Houghton,  Richard  and  Ralph  Ashton,  justices  of 
peace  for  Lancashire,  and  Jo.  Calverte,  in  the  presence  of  RobL 
Hesketh,  high  sheriff. 

Being  in  bed  on  20  Aug.,  was  awoke  by  the  report  of  three  muBket 
shots  against  the  vicarage  house.  On  going  to  his  window,  another 
was  fired,  and  the  bullet  lighting  very  near  to  him,  fearing  danger, 
hastily  pulled  in  his  head,  and  sent  his  man  servant  into  the 
yard,  towards  whom  another  gun  was  shot  off,  but  the  bullet  lodged 
in  the  door,  and  the  door  of  an  outhouse  was  covered  with  hail 
shot.  Could  not  see  the  assailants  by  reason  of  the  houses,  hedges,

Coulue, 
of  Kirktown,  and  Wm.  Hudson.  Heard  the  firing  of  guns  on  the 
night  of  20  August,  and  the  latter  saw  about  20  persons,  four  of 
whom  had  white  head-pieces,  and  two  others  javelins  or  staves; 
took  them  to  be  soldiers  coming  from  Preston  from  the  muster.

Sept.  11.  Like  examination  of  Margaret,  wife  of  Jas.  Ligli,  of  Catterall. 

Knows  none  of  the  persons  who  assaulted  the  vicarage,  but  heard  in 
the  market  at  Garstang  that  they  came  from  an  alehouse  called  the 
Hollines.  Also, 

Examination  of  Thos.  Richardson,  of  Catterall,  a trained  soldier. 
Cannot  tell  where  he  was  on  the  night  of  the  attack,  but  was  not 
one  of  those  who  committed  the  outrage  about  the  vicarage ; can- 
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not  say  whether  Stephen  Sager,  the  goldsmith,  was  there.  Does 
not  know  when  he  was  last  at  church.  Also, 

Examination  of  Mary,  wife  of  Thos.  Richardson,  John  and  Wm. 
Richardson,  and  Janet  Pye,  all  of  Catterall.  Cannot  state  when 
they  were  last  at  church.  Also, 

Examination  of  Henry  Parkinson,  apprentice  to  Stephen  Sager. 
On  that  night,  his  master  shut  him  and  Andrew  Taylor,  his  fellow 
apprentice,  forth  of  the  door  sooner  than  he  was  accustomed.  Can- 
not tell  whether  he  was  one  of  those  who  assaulted  the  vicarage,  but 
found  him  in  bed  the  next  morning.  On  the  Wednesday  morning, 
a maiden  came  and  told  his  master  that  the  pursuivant  had  been 
the  night  before  at  Kirktown,  and  had  apprehended  certain  recu- 
sants.

The  letters  enclosed  I received 
from  Mr.  Pope,  at  St.  Jean  de  Lux ; they  nearly  agree  with  the 
advertisements  fi-om  Mr.  Palmer,  only  his  letter  and  the  Frenchman 
that  brought  these  letters  say  that  there  are  four  carracks  arrived  at 
Lisbon  from  the  Indies,  very  richly  laden  with  spicery,  and  one  was 
nearly  cast  away  between  Cascales  and  Lisbon.  Pope  also  writes 
that  the  West  India  fleet  landed  their  treasure  at  St  Jolm  de  Porto 
Rico,  whereas  Palmer  writes  it  was  left  at  the  Havanna,  and  that 
Marcus  Dearnmbaro,  with  12  galleons,  was  gone  to  bring  it  to  Spain. 
Ho  also  says  that  whereas  the  old  King  of  Spain  obtained  eight 
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millions  of  ducats  from  his  subjects,  payable  in  oertain  years,  which 
is  performed,  the  young  King  in  his  progress  now  goes  begging  the 
like,  which  is  already  granted  in  most  places,  as  towards  the  wars 
against  England. 

Rogers,  the  master  of  my  bark,  which  I sent  seven  months  since 
to  St.  Lucar,  has  arrived,  leaving  her  and  her  lading  there  under 
nrrest ; he  was  accused  by  Borne  English  fugitives  there  as  being  of 
this  place.  He  reports  that  a fleet  of  30  sail,  laden  with  merchandise, 
departed  thence  last  April  for  the  West  Indies  ; that  in  Hay,  30 
sail  of  merchant  ships  arrived  from  the  Indies,  with  two  raen-of-war 
as  wafters ; that  in  June,  42  sail  left  for  the  Indies ; and  in  July,  03 
came  thence  to  St.  Lucar,  the  latter  being  the  fleet  of  Terra  Firma 
He  says  it  was  reported  there  that  the  peace  was  given  over,  aud 
that  the  King  would  prepare  for  war  againt  the  next  spring ; but  at 
his  departure,  seven  weeks  since,  there  was  nothing  in  hand.  The 
Dunkirk  men-of-war  have  done  great  spoil  upon  this  coast.

2ndly.  Although  this  provision  could  be  had  in  foreign  parts,  it 
cannot  be  brought  in  without  danger  of  being  intercepted,  and  of 
delay  atid  loss. 

3rdly.  Her  Majesty  has  usually  paid  Is.  a pound  for  foreign 
powder,  and  has  saved  by  the  making  of  saltpetre  and  gunpowder 
within  the  realm,  which  has  been  delivered  at  8 (4,  4,0004  in 
eveiy  100  lasts  during  the  former  patent,  whereby  there  were  80 
lasts  delivered  ordinarily,  and  upon  especial  occasions  far  greater 
quantities.  Her  subjects  havo  saved  nearly  as  much,  so  that 
altogether  has  been  saved  by  the  last  patent  in  1 1 years  little  less 
than  100,0004 

4thly.  Her  Majesty  is  now  served  100  lasts  of  powder  yearly 
at  7(4  per  lb,  and  has  saved  therein,  under  the  said  price  of  foreign 
powder,  5,0004  a year,  and  has  indented  for  20  lasts  more  yearly 
to  be  delivered  if  required,  viz.,  for  40  lasts  yearly  more  than  was 
usually  delivered  by  the  former  patent,  so  that  sho  may  save  by 
this  patent  in  10  years  above  60,0004  under  the  price  of  foreign 
powder,  and  her  subjects  in  like  proportion  as  much. 

5thly.  The  making  of  saltpetre  and  gunpowder  within  the 
land  raises  a hidden  benefit,  the  want  whereof  would  carry  great 
sums  of  money  or  other  commodities  of  like  value  to  foreign 
parts,  and  Bets  many  people  to  work. 

6thly.  It  appears  by  the  accounts  of  the  Ordnance  that  Her 
Majesty,  before  the  two  last  patents,  never  had  above  20  or  30 
lasts  of  English  gunpowder  delivered  into  the  stores,  partly 
because  men  of  skill  were  wanted  to  make  it,  but  chiefly  because 
there  was  no  certain  person  enjoined  to  bring  any  certain  quantity 
into  the  store,  but  the  matter  was  left  at  large,  runtil  the  want  of 
powder  in  1588,  notwithstanding  all  the  provision  that  could  then 
be  had  amongst  the  merchants  of  foreign  powder,  hazarded  the 
land.  This  occasioned  the  then  Council  to  contract  that  the  pro- 
vision in  this  behalf  might  be  chiefly  made  within  the  land,  of 
which  contract  the  then  Lord  Treasurer  oftentimes  spoke  as  the 
greatest  service  that  could  be  done  for  the  security  of  the 
kingdom,  the  strength  of  the  wars  being  altered  from  bows  and 
arrows  to  ordnance.  As  by  this  patent  120  lasts  of  powder  are  in- 
dented for  yearly,  viz., 40  lasts  more  than  had  usually  been  delivered 
for  Her  Majesty’s  provision,  besides  that  for  her  subjects,  it  could 
not  be  made  without  dealing  with  the  grounds  of  the  better  sort, 
not  before  meddled  with,  as  well  as  with  those  of  inferior  persons, 
and  thus  is  stirred  up  that  discontent  which  has  appeared  in  Par- 
liament The  male  in g of  saltpetre  will  be  complained  of,  though 
performed  in  the  best  manner  that  can  be  devised,  as  breaking  of 
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earths  and  taking  of  carriages  needful  by  many  of  the  ruder  sort 
cause  great  discontent. 

7thly.  As  there  are  said  to  be  great  grievances  in  the  digging  of 
houses,  what  just  cause  of  grief,  or  rather  what  punishment  had 
been  sufficient  for  the  leaving  of  houses  undigged,  and  so  the  land 
unfurnished  of  this  munition  in  these  perilous  seasons  ? If  there 
he  any  just  cause  of  offence,  let  it  be  punished  ; but  if  all  these 
petty  matters  were  compared  to  that  infinite  security  which  the 
j>erformance  of  this  service  brings  to  Her  Majesty  and  her  sub- 
jects, they  have  little  cause  of  offence,  and  should  think  it  their 
great  happiness  that  thereby  their  houses,  goods,  lands,  and  lives 
arc  protected.

Weeks  newly  come  from  the  enemy,  a man 
n,ghl’  of  that  quality  that  I could  pawn  my  life,  with  his  aid,  soon  to 
surprise  both  Jaques  and  Colonel  Stanley,  if  he  will  take  employ- 
ment, and  break  that  regiment  of  English.  He  says  he  has  made 
his  peace  with  Mr.  Secretary' ; he  is  the  fittest  man  in  the  world 
to  work  that  exploit.  If  you  will  deal  with  him,  I will  learn  what 
I can  of  him,  but  I am  not  too  hasty  in  these  affairs.

There  is  little  foreign  news,  except  a 
report  of  a great  blow  received  by  the  French  King  in  Savoy,  of 
which  there  are  no  particulars.  The  fable  that  Sebastian  King  of 
Portugal  is  living  is  still  believed,  and  it  is  said  the  King  of  Spain 
has  done  much  execution  in  Portugal.  The  enrraeks  are  come  rich 
from  the  East  Indies,  and  the  Queen’s  ships  that  lay  for  them  at  the 
Islands  are  poor  enough.  Our  merchants  are  going  to  send  four 
good  ships  and  two  pinnaces  to  seek  traffic  in  the  East  Indies. 
Benwood,  an  adventurer  that  has  been  out  four  years,  and  taken 
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more  than  two  millions'  worth  in  the  South  Seas,  when  on  his  way 
home,  was  in  such  want  that  they  were  fain  to  eat  one  another,  ami 
at  last  put  into  Porto  Rico,  where  they  were  taken,  and  their  wealth 
lost. 

There  is  no  news  from  the  Low  Countries,  but  that  we  are  trying 
to  keep  the  treaty  of  peace  on  foot.  A great  ambassador  from 
Muscovy  is  soon  to  have  audience ; the  Court  came  to  Richmond 
yesterday.  The  Earl  of  Essex  is  here,  and  at  Rarn  Elms ; his 
friends  make  great  means  for  him  to  run  \(lt  the  ring]  on  the  Queen’s 
dny  [iVoi'.  17],  and  hope  soon  to  sec  him  in  favour:  I do  not  expect 
it,  for  his  licence  for  sweet  wines,  expired  at  Michaelmas,  is  not 
renewed.  The  Earl  of  Southampton  and  Lord  Grey  are  come  unhurt 
from  the  Low  Countries,  though  report  said  they  had  fought  and 
spoiled  each  other.  I hear  that  Sir  Robt.  Mansfeld  and  Sir  John 
Haydon,  two  Norfolk  knights,  have  slain  each  other  at  tilt  with  their 
rapiers ; one  had  six  wounds  and  the  other  four.  Sir  John  Stanhope 
is  expected  to  be  Chancellor  of  the  Duchy.  Sir  W.  Raleigh  has 
bepn  to  Jersey  to  take  possession  of  his  new  government.  His 
lodgings  at  Durham  House  have  been  nearly  burnt.  Part  of  the 
south  battlements  of  Pnul's  lately  fell  down.  Five  or  six  soldiers 
have  been  hanged  for  desertion.  Sir  Ant.  Sherley,  with  his  Persian 
embassage,  is  gone  to  Germany,  to  the  Emperor  and  Princes,  to 
solicit  a league  against  the  Turks.

I perceive  it  is  the 
time  of  the  year,  and  no  other  alarm,  which  has  retired  you  to  your 
old  garrison  ; by  your  pleasure  in  the  remembrance  of  your  summer's 
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service,  you  could  have  been  content  to  forage  longer  abroad  Your 
journeys  were  so  uncertain  that  I knew  not  where  to  find  you,  or  I 
had  met  you  likeliest  at  Kneb worth  or  Farley,  where  I am  sure  of 
welcome  if  in  your  company. 

Sir  Edw.  Norris  went  this  vacation  to  Court,  where  he  had  not 
been  since  his  marriage,  well  attended  with  martial  followers ; his 
business  was  to  present  himself  a married  man  to  the  Queen,  and  to 
make  his  reconcilement  with  Mr.  Secretary  ; after  he  had  cleared  an 
old  score  of  quarrels  and  unkindnesses  with  the  one,  and  was  not 
only  besprinkled,  but  had  his  face  washed  with  Court  holy  water 
by  the  other,  he  speedily  returned  to  his  climacterical  talk,  and  in 
the  way  homeward,  marred  all  again  by  his  visitation  of  my  Lord  of 
Essex,  with  many  caresses  and  kind  greetings. 

My  brother  tells  me  I am  much  beholden  to  Mr.  Bodley  for  many 
good  words  he  gave  of  me  to  my  Lord  of  Essex  ; I will  lay  it  up  in 
store  until  I can  show  so  kind  a favour  was  not  ill  bestowed. 

Our  next  encounter  was  with  Mr.  Norris  and  his  two  great  cham- 
pions, Attorney  Cooke  and  Recorder  Crooke,  at  Henley,  which  was 
champ  de  baUaille,  but  they  refused  the  combat  because  our  party 
catne  better  provided  than  they  looked  for,  and  put  it  off  until 
10  Oct.;  I think  the  end  will  be  a peaceable  agreement.  In  our 
way  from  Witham  hither,  we  met  a company  of  mad  wenches, 
whereof  Mrs.  Mary  Wroughton  and  young  Stafford  were  ringleaders, 
who  travelled  from  house  to  house,  and  to  some  places  where  they 
were  little  known,  attended  with  a concert  of  musicians,  as  if  they 
had  undertaken  the  like  adventure  as  Kemp  did  from  London  to 
Norwich.  They  were  at  this  house,  and  missed  us  but  half  an 
hour. 

In  my  way  from  Court  to  the  country,  passing  through  Windsor, 

I found  unlooked  for  Sir  Sprintado  on  horseback,  with  a bendbow 
in  his  hand  like  Little  John,  hunting  a buck  in  little  Lister's  Park, 
with  Lady  Unton,  Lady  Hatton,  and  the  said  Mrs.  Wroughton.  Sir 
Sprintado  enquired  particulars  concerning  you,  and  desired  me  to 
breed  an  acquaintance,  which  you  must  not  refuse,  since  it  is  so 
kindly  offered.  Sir  Thos.  Knowles  means  to  go  in  company  of  the 
Merchant  Adventurers  you  write  of,  and  yesterday  sent  hither  an 
express  messenger  to  draw  Sir  Edw.  Norris  into  his  adventure,  but 
withal  requested  to  borrow  his  house  in  London,  so  as  I perceive 
he  means  not  to  take  the  first  wind.

94.  John  Chamberlain  to  Hud.  Carleton  at  Englefield.  I have  little 
news.  The  Russian  ambassador  went  yesterday  to  Court,  and  was 
royally  received  ; I do  not  know  what  passed.  The  Barbarians 
[ambassadors  from  Barbary]  are  going  home  ; our  merchants  and 
mariners  will  not  take  them  to  Turkey,  thinking  it  scandalous  to  be 
too  familiar  with  infidels  ; yet  it  is  an  honour  for  remote  nations  to 
meet  and  admire  the  glory  of  the  Queen  of  Sheba,  Mr.  Edmondes 
has  brought  lettere  from  the  Low  Countries ; I do  not  yet  know 
how  goes  the  peace.  The  King  of  Spain  is  sickly,  and  unlikely  to 
have  children,  and  the  Archduke  is  going  to  Spain.  The  Duke  of 
Savoy’s  two  eldest  sons  are  being  brought  up  there. 
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It  is  said  that  France  and  Spain  are  falling  out ; I think  they 
will  not  come  to  blows,  especially  as  the  Pope  is  earnest  to  com- 
pound this  difference  of  Savoy  ; and  the  Patriarch  of  the  friars, 
who  patched  up  the  j>eace  at  Vcrvins,  keeps  passing  between  them. 
M.  Le  Grand,  with  50  gentlemen  of  mark,  and  50  ladies,  was  sent  to 
fetch  the  French  King’s  bride,  who  is  supposed  to  be  now  in  France. 
Sir  Harry  Neville  is  gone,  and  some  greater  man  is  soon  likely  to  be 
sent  to  congratulate  these  nuptials.  Mons.  de  Rohan,  a great  man 
in  Brittany  and  heir  to  the  kingdom  of  Navarre,  if  the  King  and  his 
sister  die  without  issue,  is  here  from  the  Low  Countries,  on  his  way 
home.  Sir  Noel  Caron  is  also  returned  thence,  having  been  sent 
by  the  Queen,  either  concerning  this  peace,  or  to  pacify  some  dis- 
sensions among  the  States.  They  make  shifts  to  get  money  there,  by 
an  imposition  by  poll  of  a gulden  a head,  and  other  means.  The 
enemy’s  galleys  are  increased  to  eight,  and  the  States  have  built  a 
galeasse,  a great  slug  to  lie  like  a bulwark  in  the  channel  before 

Stays. 

The  Earl  of  Essex  is  much  in  town,  fed  with  hope,  but  the  licence 
for  sweet  wines  lies  at  anchor  aloof.  Lord  North  is  once  more 
shaking  hands  with  the  world.  Sir  Arthur  Gorges’  daughter,  the 
great  heiress  (for  whom  he  should  have  had  8,0001.  of  the  Earl  of 
Pembroke,  or  some  say,  10,0002.  of  Lord  Thomas)  is  dead,  and  the 
land  returns  to  Viscount  Bindon.  I hear  that  the  Norfolk  knights 
are  not  dead,  though  they  had  double  the  number  of  wounds  re- 
ported. It  is  written  from  Ireland  that  the  Lord  Deputy  has 
taken  the  fort  of  the  Moyrie,  and  is  not  yet  returned  from  the 
North.  The  Lord  President  of  York  is  here,  with  leave  to  stay  all 
the  winter.

We  received  your  letter  of  24  Sept., 
requesting  us  to  take  examinations  of  the  outrages  committed  against 
W m.  Brettergho,  our  high  constable,  and  John  Wrightinton,  one  of  us 
in  the  commission  of  the  peace,  and  also  to  select  four  of  the  principal 
malefactors  of  best  ability,  and  deliver  them  over  to  Her  Majesty’s 
messenger  to  be  brought  up,  and  to  take  bonds  of  the  rest  for  their 
forthcoming.  We  also  received  letters  from  the  Bishop  of  Chester, 
recommending  the  said  business  to  our  especial  care. 

We  now  signify  that  we,  Ra.  Asheton,  John  Ireland,  and  John 
Wrightinton  bestowed  one  day  at  Wigan,  and  we  Robert  Hesketh, 
Rich.  Holland,  John  Ireland,  and  John  Wrightinton,  two  days  at 
Prescot  in  examinations,  by  which,  as  also  by  view  had  at  Pres- 
cot of  eight  weapons  spotted  with  blood,  and  found  in  the  chief 
rioters’  houses,  light  is  given  for  discovery  of  the  principal  actors 
therein.  Notwithstanding  Edw.  Norris  the  younger,  and  divers 
servants  to  Edw.  Norris  the  elder,  at  the  time  of  the  first  outrage, 
and  others  in  chief  note  of  the  former  riots,  to  the  number  of  24, 
being  sent  for  to  be  examined,  are  fled  ; so  full  discovery  of  the  actors 
and  abettors  could  not  be  had.  The  names  of  the  persons  absented, 
and  the  examinations,  we  send.  As  to  the  four  principals  to  be 
sent  up  with  the  messenger,  we  appointed  Ra.  Hichmoughe,  a prin- 
cipal rioter,  to  be  one,  and  had  him  brought  from  Lancaster  Castle 
to  Wigan,  to  be  delivered  to  the  messenger ; but  he  not  being  there, 
and  Hichmoughe  not  providing  sureties  for  his  appearance  before 
you,  we  caused  him  to  be  carried  back  to  Lancaster  Castle,  and  in 
his  place  assigned  Edward  Pendleton,  a man  of  good  ability,  sus- 
pected to  have  been  a chief  actor  in  the  said  outrages ; but  we 
understand  that  the  messenger,  upon  some  considerations  unknown, 
has  left  him  still  in  the  country,  and  in  his  room  has  taken  at  his 
own  choice  John  Hichemoughe,  a man  of  meaner  condition.  The 
other  three  by  us  set  forth,  are  Hugh  Hey,  Jas.  Pilkinton,  and  Edw. 
Hichmoughe,  who  are  in  special  suspicion  of  the  said  outrages  For 
the  forthcoming  of  the  rest  not  yet  imprisoned,  wc  have  taken 
recognizance  of  seven,  ns  many  ns  could  be  apprehended  ; the  re- 
sidue, to  the  number  of  14,  have  fled.

Oct,  ? 1 09.  The  Pope's  proposition  made  in  the  consistory  at  Rome, 

touching  the  bringing  in  of  Popery  into  England.  The  King  of 
Spain  having  freely  offered  himself  for  this  enterprize,  the  consistory 
wish  to  discuss  the  means  of  seconding  him.  Tho  troubles  of 
Christendom  having  hindered  this  duty,  heresy  has  so  spread  that 
it  is  only  to  be  put  down  by  force,  or  by  throwing  the  State  into 
combustion.  The  Queen  is  very  old,  and  will  not  consent  to  the 
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nomination  of  a successor,  the  King  of  Soots  l>eing  the  legitimate 
one,  but  he  may  be  opposed  by  other  candidates,  or  by  those  who 
fear  bis  revenge  for  his  mother’s  death.  Thus  factions  might  arise, 
and  the  King  of  Spain  favour  the  candidate  who  would  renounce 
the  heresy  of  the  kingdom.  But  should  fear  of  the  King’s  power 
prevent  any  from  accepting  his  aid,  and  an  attempt  be  made 
to  convert  the  King  of  Scots,  or  to  turn  him  from  the  succession, — 
transporting  his  son,  who  is  young,  to  Rome  or  into  Spain, — then  a 
diversion  would  ensue,  the  King  of  Spain  would  try  to  establish 
the  Prince  under  his  guardianship,  and  the  Catholic  religion  would 
restore  from  heresy  a people  accustomed  to  follow  the  religion  of 
their  King. 

Should  the  King  of  Scots  come  peaceably  to  the  throne,  it  is  to 
be  feared  that  the  Catholic  religion  would  be  depressed,  as  it  is  in 
Holland  and  among  the  heretics  of  Germany.  Jealousy  should  be 
removed  between  the  Kings  of  Spain  and  France,  that  they  may 
unite  to  chase  heresy.  The  Pope  wishes  the  consistory  to  help  the 
King  of  Spain  with  advice,  &c.

Qcorge  Black-well,  archpriest  of  the  English  Catholics,  to 
his  assistants  and  brethren.  His  Hoi  i ness  wishes  union 
and  subordination  amongst  English  Catholics,  who  have 
given  so  many  proofs  of  constancy,  ami  has  appointed 
me,  though  unworthy,  to  watch  over  them,  lest  any  offence 
take  place,  or  authority  vacillate,  through  unquiet  brethren. 
The  contentious  are  sending  two  procurators  to  Rome. 
Their  punishment  you  sluiU  hear,  as  subscribed  by  Car- 
dinal Cajetan,  protector,  and  Borghese,  vicc-protector;

Chemock,  they  think  them  unfitting  to  return  to 
England,  where  they  have  raised  controversies,  or  to 
Scotland  or  Ireland,  on  pain  of  suspension  from  their 
priestly  office. 

Rob.  Chernock  having  rasldy  violated  this  decree,  I 
hereby  declare  him  susjiended,  and  warn  all  the  faithful 
to  avoid  him,  ami  nullify  all  acts  of  his  as  priest,  that 
thereby  Catholic  unity  be  not  hindered.

Morgan,  of 
Heyford,  in  the  same  county,  Anthony  Morgan,  of  Aynoe,  his 
brother,  and  Mary  his  wife,  being  interested  in  the  patronage  of  the 
rectory  of  St  Peter’s,  Northampton,  with  the  chapels  of  Upton  and 
Kingsthorpe  thereto  belonging,  by  indenture  dated  24  Oct.  1590, 
granted  to  Fras.

There 
are  great  murraurings  at  Lisbon  that  Don  Sebastian  is  still  living, 
and  the  Viceroy  Don  Christopher  is  to  leave  for  Madrid.  It  was  said 
that  an  army  of  14,000  men  were  ready  for  Dunkirk,  but  you  may 
believe  what  I write. 

Since  my  arrival,  I and  my  ship  have  been  arrested  on  Her 
Majesty ’b  behalf  as  Duchess  of  Cornwall,  being  said  to  be  from 
Dunkirk.  I take  it  in  good  part,  as  people  cannot  be  too  carefuL 
They  say  I have  50,000  crowns  belonging  to  the  King  of  Spain  on 
board ; I only  wish  it  were  true.  As  to  my  merchandise,  &c.,  I 
do  not  think  the  Queen  would  wish  to  hinder  Frenchmen.  I fear 
I shall  have  to  come  to.  you,  which  will  cause  delay  and  expense. 
[French,  1 £ pages.] 

132.  [ — Rogers  to ].  I arrived  at  Dover  1 Dec.,  delivered 

my  letters  to  Sir  Thos.  Fane,  and  next  night  those  for  Sir  Rob.  Cecil 
to  Mr.  Levinus  [Monck].  I told  Cecil  that  I was  an  innkeeper's 
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son  of  Canterbury,  and  thought  the  letters  were  to  let  him  know 
that  Weekes  was  dissuaded  by  Smith  from  going  into  the  Archduke’s 
country  ; he  said,  if  so  he  should  not  meddle  in  the  matter.  I told 
him  I thought  Smith  was  employed  by  the  Archduke  either  in 
Ireland  or  in  the  ware,  for  I knew  he  laid  written  to  Baldwin  and 
Stanley  for  money.  I said  I thought  Weekes  would  be  secret,  and 
if  he  would  not  proceed,  Oeorge  Kendal  would  work  by  me,  if  his 
Honour  would  impart  the  business  to  me.  He  bade  me  come  on 
Friday,  and  we  parted.  I told  Mr.  Levinus,  in  reply  to  his  ques- 
tions, that  I did  not  mean  to  go  'with  Weekes  into  France,  unless 
first  secured  from  the  Council ; that  Smith  has  promised  me  no 
reward,  but  I trusted  him,  and  he  said  he  could  carry  me  safely  to 
and  from  the  Archduke's  country.  Sir  Robert  said  he  did  not  love 
to  be  mocked  ; that  the  matter  was  their  oum  proposing ; that  Kendal 
had  sent  for  more  money,  but  he  would  give  ten  times  as  much  to 
effect  this  busi  ness. 

I delivered  the  letters  to  Gresham,  and  to  Lock,  who  said  he  had 
to  buy  things  which  Freeman  should  have  bought  for  Capt,  Smith; 
also  your  letter  to  Donarillis. 

Lock  bade  mo  tell  Smith  that  he  would  deal  as  justly  for  him  as 
his  brother.  I commend  him  to  Nicolson  and  Freeman.

133.  [Sec.  Cecil]  to  George  Kendal  I have  received  yours  by 
John  Ellis,  who  has  been  carefully  watched  since  his  arrival  at 
Dover.  As  Weekes  has  already  swerved  from  his  purpose,  I think 
he  will  not  return,  hut  I leave  it  to  you  to  execute  what  you  can 
without  him ; only  I must  have  sure  proof  of  you,  not  so  much  for 
the  money  as  because  it  is  a scorn  to  be  deceived.  The  bearer  seems 
too  weak,  and  of  not  Bound  judgment  enough  to  be  trusted.  [Draft, 
corrected  by  Cecil,  1 page.] 

134.  John  Pope  to  Sec.  Cecil.  After  my  last,  of  14  Nov.,  I sailed 
for  England  with  John  Stevens  of  Helford,  servant  to  Sir  Nich. 
Parker.  We  arrived  at  Falmouth,  7 Dec.,  when  I had  conference 
with  Sir  Nicholas  touching  the  Dunkirkers’  evil  meaning,  and  from 
thence  rode  post  along  the  const,  advertising  Sir  Ferdinando  [Gorges] 
and  the  rest  of  the  captains,  that  their  evil  meaning  of  working 
mischief  in  the  west  parts  may  be  prevented.  The  Adelantado  has 
70  great  ships,  besides  many  small  ones,  fitting  out  at  Seville, 
St.  11  ary  Port,  and  all  along  the  east  parts  to  St.  Sebastian,  30  of 
which  are  appointed  for  the  Indies,  and  the  rest  are  to  take  in  6,000 
soldiers  at  Lisbon  for  the  Narrow  Seas,  to  aid  his  brother  the 
Cardinal  against  Graf  Morice ; the  Spaniards  report  others  also  going 
to  the  Indies,  as  the  Portuguese  there  have  risen  against  the  King 
and  slain  the  Viceroy,  but  Geo.  Lanne  of  Bristol,  a friend  of  mine 
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married  in  Lisbon,  whom  I met  in  Bordeaux,  told  me  that  most 
of  the  navy  were  going  to  the  Narrow  Seas. 

Great  care  ought  to  be  had  of  Her  Majesty's  ships,  as  the  Adelan- 
tado,  Cresswell,  and  their  confederates  have  set  to  work  these  four 
years  many  evil  persons  to  consume  them,  not  only  English,  Scotch, 
and  Irish,  but  French  also,  who  are  now  resident  in  England.  The 
wars  of  France  still  continue  between  the  Duke  and  the  King  ; the 
latter  has  got  Montmelian  from  the  Duke  of  Savoy,  whereby  the 
wars  are  more  like  to  increase  than  to  decrease  ; the  Spaniards 
geatly  fear  these  wars,  and  what  is  likely  to  ensue  if  the  navy  does 
not  return  when  the  King  demands  it.  I t>eseech  you  to  stand  my 
friend  ; I have  received  8 1.  of  Sir  Nich.  Parker  and  Mr.  Stallcnge, 
which  I have  passed  my  credit  to  repay,  and  hope  I may  be  enabled 
to  do  so.

Temple.  ""  happen  to  the  English  Pale  of  Ireland,  by  reason  of  the  Irish  house  at 
Douay,  of  which  Christopher  Cusack,  a priest  and  stipendiary  to  the 
King  of  Spain,  is  chief.  There  are  in  that  house  60  young  gentlemen, 
eldest  sons  of  the  principal  gentlemen  of  the  Pale,  as  the  eldest  sons 
of  Sir  Christopher  Plunkett,  of  Sir  Patrick  Bamewall,  of  Robert 
Barnewall  of  Dunbroe  (who  is  now  in  England  himself),  of  Lady 
Warren  by  her  first  husband  ; the  son  of  Rochefort  of  Kilbride,  who 
is  to  be  his  heir,  his  eldcBt  son  being  blind  ; the  son  of  Bamewall  ot 
Drumnaghc,  the  Lord  of  Gormanston’s  brother,  and  many  more, 
besides  many  merchants’  sons  of  Dublin  and  Drogheda. 

Douay  has  ever  been  an  enemy'  town,  and  held  for  the  Spaniard  ; 
they  that  are  brought  up  there  must  have  Spanish  hearts,  for  they 
shall  hear  Her  Majesty  continually  ill  spoken  of,  and  the  worth  of 
the  Spaniards  applauded.  The  rebel  rout  in  Ireland  whom  they 
call  the  Catholic  army,  and  Tyrone,  by  name,  is  daily  prayed  for 
there ; they  speak  all  Irish,  and  it  is  to  1m  feared  that  those  yroung 
gentlemen,  the  offspring  of  the  colonies  of  the  English  conquest,  may 
become  in  language  and  disposition  fermented  with  the  ancient 
hatred  of  Irish  to  English,  which  is  so  great  as  I know  no  disputing 
among  brutes  greater.  This  house  is  set  up  in  your  time,  and  it 
were  good  service  to  hold  some  course  for  its  dissolution,  which  is  an 
easy  matter  by  a commission  sent  into  Ireland  ; for  I can  name  the 
parties  that  carry  these  young  gentlemen  over,  and  byr  whose  means 
in  Dublin  and  Drogheda  their  moneys  are  conveyed  to  them.  They 
should  be  looked  to,  if  not  committed  and  punished,  and  also  the 
parents  convented  and  bound  to  call  back  their  children,  and  bring 
them  up  in  some  University  of  England ; this  course  would  presently 
dissolve  that  house.  Harry  Fitzsymons,  now  a prisoner  in  Dublin, 
who  sd  gallantly  maintained  the  bull  of  Pius  Quintus  against  Her 
Majesty,  was  educated  in  that  house,  and  his  spleen  against  the 
State  was  grafted  into  him  only  there.  Those  young  gentlemen, 
being  at  Douay,  may  hereafter  stagger  in  their  allegiance,  and  be 
tbe  overthrow  of  many  noble  families.  All  this  is  wrought  by  certain 
Irish  priests,  favourites  of  Tyrone.  I beseech  that  my  name  may 
never  be  used  herein,  for  I would  not  be  accounted  an  informer.  I 
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would  l>e  glad  for  my  country’s  good  if  this  house  were  suppressed, 
yet  had  I rather  that  any  mischief  whatever  should  happen  thereby 
than  that  my  reputation  should  be  scandalized  in  that  kind.

13G.  Sir  Nicholas  Parker  to  the  Council.  A ship  of  Dieppe, 
named  the  Mary  Marthe,  from  Cadiz  to  London, has  put  in  at  Fal- 
mouth. The  captain  and  pilot  confess  (hat  the  day  before  their 
leaving  Cadiz,  seven  galleons  arrived  with  the  treasure  from  the 
Indies,  which  was  unladen,  and  convoyed  to  Sevilla  One  galleon 
was  lost  by  Faro,  near  Lagos  ; tho  whole  treasure  was  15  millions. 
The  rest  of  the  fleet  not  having  returned,  a general  stay  was  made 
of  all  shipping  in  that  harbour,  pretending  to  be  that  it  might  not 
be  known  to  the  English  that  tho  rest  were  coming  home  ; but  tho 
merchants  had  a general  bruit  of  a war  between  Spain  and  France. 
The  60  sail  provided  in  Lisbon  are  to  come  for  Dunkirk  or  Sluys. 

Gilbert  Du  Monde,  of  Flushing,  a passenger  in  the  Mary  Marthe, 
went  as  pilot  in  Cornelius  Harsen’s  ship  of  Flushing,  bound  to 
Villa  Nova,  in  Portugal,  whore  the  ship,  being  known  to  be  a 
Hollander,  was  attacked,  and  the  men  put  in  the  galleys.  This  man 
was  put  in  one  of  the  Adelantado's  galleys,  but  being  a Frenchman,  he 
only  stayed  10  days.  He  heard  the  lieutenant  say  that  they  meant 
to  get  to  Falmouth,  as  it  would  be  a very  good  harbour  for  their 
galleys,  and  this  was  the  general  speech  of  the  soldiers.  A poor 
Englishman  of  Plymouth,  having  been  in  Spain  two  years,  watching 
when  he  might  safely  speak  to  Du  Monde,  said  that  his  country 
must  take  heed,  but  that  he  dared  not  speak  more.  This  man 
also  took  knowledge  of  an  English  traitor,  a captain  about  the 
Adelantado,  who  told  examinate  they  would  ere  long  get  Falmouth. 
One  in  Flushing,  lately  escaped  out  of  the  galleys,  knows  the 
name  of  this  captain,  anil  all  the  other  English  traitors  there  ; all 
comers  out  of  Spain,  say  that  Falmouth  must  look  to  itself.  I 
beseech  your  consideration  of  this  place,  both  in  regard  of  the  small 
guard  I am  allowed,  and  the  nakedness  of  competent  furniture  and 
provision,  which  is  not  yet  complied  with  according  to  your  pro- 
portion first  set  down ; I have  brought  it  nearer  to  a good 
estate,  yet  there  are  several  pieces  of  work  the  perfection  whereof 
is  greatly  required.

137.  Sir  Nicholas  Parker  to  Sec.  Cecil.  A ship  of  Calais  has  put 
into  bills  harbour  on  her  return  from  Spain,  but  neither  merchant 
nor  master  could  give  intelligence.  They  came  from  Lisbon  nine 
weeks  since,  at  which  time  there  was  no  preparation  of  shipping, 
and  sinco  then  they  have  been  in  Galicia,  but  report  nothing.  This 
moved  me  to  suspect  they  were  only  sent  in  by  some  pirates  lying 
upon  the  coast,  to  discover  the  harbours,  as  they  are  come  out  of 
Mount’s  Bay,  and  came  only  with  ballast,  and  full  of  men.  There- 
upon I examined  more  narrowly  Maert  De  la  Dalle,  the  merchant, 
a native  of  Middlcburg,  dwelling  at  Calais,  but  he  persisted  in  his 
former  report.  He  said  he  had  written  to  you  from  Mount’s  Bay 
in  another  name,  and  requested  me  to  send  his  letters.  [ J page.]

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138.  Sir  Nicholas  Parker  to  the  Council.  Having  notice  that  a 
pirate,  supposed  to  be  a Spaniard,  of  200  tons  and  100  men,  is  lying 
about  the  Lizard,  and  takes  boats  and  barks,  and  detains  some  of 
their  men,  1 havo  dealt  with  two  men-of-war  in  this  harbour, — one 
a Dutch  ship,  waftcr  to  the  Hollanders  returning  from  Bordeaux,  and 
the  other  Capt.  Edw.  Cope  of  Portsmouth, — to  set  forth  against  her, 
which  they  have  undertaken.  I gave  orders  along  the  coast  that 
their  watches  should  be  strengthened  and  carefully  kept,  and  that 
the  captains  should  have  their  companies  ready  for  any  sudden 
directions.

138.  I.  Examination  of  Hen.  Tour,  master  of  the  Nightingale  of 

Fowey,  before  Tims.  Chiverton,  at  Markaseue  [Marazionl. 
Was  taken  by  a shij > of  Dunkirk  last  Tuesday,  but  al- 
lowed to  come  ashore  at  the  Mount  next  day,  when  there 
were  two  other  Dunkirkers  in  sight.  They  confessed  that 
there  were  1 i of  their  ships  between  this  and  the  coast  of 
France,  and  that  their  pretence  was  to  lie  on  the  coast 
until  they  hail  got  a better  purchase,  but  they  especially 
looked  for  a new  ship  of  Fov.vy  bound  for  the  Straits ; if 
the  wind  came  westerly,  they  would  ride  at  the  Mousehole. 
Was  asked  by  them  whether  he  could  carry  a ship  for 
Scilly,  or  any  part  of  the  north  coast  of  Ireland,  and 
where  the  harbours  and  creeks  were  between  Plymouth 
and  Land e End  ; what  shipping  was  there,  and  whether 
they  might  go  in  there  with  their  ship  or  long  boat.  They 
have  90  men  in  the  ship,  40  of  whom  are  Spaniards, 
and  eight  pieces  of  onlnance.

Eight  Spanish  men-of-war 
are  upon  the  coast,  whose  men  are  mostly  landsmen,  and  have  taken 
a ship  of  Fowey,  two  barks  of  Lowe,  and  two  boats,  one  of  which 
they  sank,  and  have  detained  the  master,  but  set  most  of  the  men 
on  shore.

Renerd,  a merchant  of  Plymouth,  which  were 
sent  to  him  from  Bayonne.  page.] 

141.  [Rob.?]  Pooley  to  Sec.  Cecil.  Since  yon  sequestered  me 
from  your  service,  I have  endeavoured  to  search  out  the  art  and 
cunning  which  the  Jesuits  use,  in  all  places  where  they  have  crept 
in,  in  England. 

The  politic  Jesuit  is  a most  dangerous  person,  continually  whis- 
pering and  busy  in  secret  devices,  proceeding  from  proud,  violent 
humours,  very  dangerous  to  the  Prince  and  State  where  they  live. 
The  laws  of  our  country  not  suffering  them  to  prevail  and  possess, 
they  employ  all  their  abilities  to  subvert  and  ruin  both,  and  leave  no 
means,  however  desperate,  unattempted.  They  conspire  in  secret, 
invade  openly,  nominate  and  invite  competitors,  and  are  most  in- 
sinuating with  those  whom  they  find  fullest  in  power.  To  give 
fuller  correspondence  to  their  foreign  practices,  they  devise  shifts ; 
first,  here  at  home  by  persuading  a necessary  admittance  of  their

London.  French  King  was  married  at  Lyons,  Nov.  23,  and  did  not  see  the 

Grand  Duchess  nor  the  Duchess  of  Mantua,  who  went  into  Lorraine 
another  way,  as  they  saw  he  lingered  at  the  camp  to  avoid  giving 
them  presents.  His  parsimony  and  ainhition  are  much  disliked, 
and  the  clergy  think  ill  of  him.  He  was  so  desirous  to  see  his 
Queen  that  he  went  disguised  as  a private  gentleman  to  sec  her 
dine,  and  caused  a letter  from  himself  to  be  given  her  while  he  was 
there,  her  humble  reception  of  which  greatly  pleased  him  ; he  could 
not  tarry  the  solemnity,  but  went  that  night  to  her  unknown. 
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Precedence  is  a-s  much  esteemed  by  women  in  France  as  in  Eng- 
land. Mdmes.  de  Fresnd  and  de  Chanibourg,  at  the  first  interview 
before  the  Queen,  fought  and  scratched  one  another  cruelly.  The 
King  is  possessed  of  all  Savoy ; the  last  place  he  took  was  St  Cateline, 
a fort  built  to  bridle  Geneva,  where  Beza  came  to  him,  hoping  he 
would  leave  the  fort  to  the  town  ; the  King  would  not,  but  used  him 
well,  and  gave  him  300  crowns.  The  Duke  of  Savoy  is  retired  into 
Piedmont,  to  stay  the  inroads  there,  for  the  King  has  sent  3,000 
French  to  harry  the  country,  and  fortify  some  small  places  for  the 
winter.  The  Pope  labours  to  make  a peace  for  him,  and  will  pro- 
bably effect  it ; the  King  having  800,000  crowns  for  his  charges, 
and  giving  up  Savoy,  the  Pope  being  paymaster  for  the  money,  and 
marrying  his  niece  to  the  Duke’s  eldest  son.  We  hear  from  Poland 
that  the  Chancellor,  with  20,000  choice  men,  was  slain  by  the 
Vaivodes  of  Wallachia,  and  only  eight  escaped.  The  Russian 
ambassador  has  buried  one  of  his  men.  It  is  whispered  that  Don 
Sebastian,  the  revived  King  of  Portugal,  is  secretly  at  Court,  but 
I do  not  believe  it. 

The  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland  is  gone  northward,  perhaps  to  re- 
victual his  new  fort.  He  has  made  three  knights,  a son  of  Sir  John 
Fortescue  [Wm.  Fortescue,  John]  Rotherham,  of  Bedfordshire,  and 
(’apt.  [Benj  ] Berry.  Treasure  has  arrived  there  from  Spain,  with 
arms  and  munition  for  4,000  men.  Some  of  the  Queen’s  ships  are 

foing  to  look  after  the  Spaniards  bound  for  the  Low  Countries. 

think  they  will  do  little  but  look,  though  they  should  fall  in  their 
mouth. 

The  Scottish  King  has  another  son  [Prince  Charles]-,  trouble 
is  still  feared  from  that  quarter.  Sir  Win.  Evers  (Eure)  has  been 
tainjiering  that  way,  and  was  sent  for  and  committed  to  his  own 
lodging,  under  care  of  a man  of  Mr.  Secretary’s,  then  given  in  charge 
to  one  Harvey,  who  executes  the  lieutenancy  of  the  ordnance  for 
Sir  Geo.  Carew,  and  it  is  feared  he  will  kiss  the  Tower  in  the  end. 

Our  East  Indian  voyage  goes  so  slowly  forward  that  the  market  is 
likely  to  be  marred  by  the  Dutch  or  French,  who  are  setting  forth 
four  ships  thither  from  St.  Malo.  Some  ships  laden  with  wine  are 
cast  away,  coming  from  Bordeaux.  The  Court  is  in  London  for 
Christmas.  The  Queen  is  to  dine  to-day  with  Mr.  Secretary  in  the 
Savoy,  if  the  appointment  holds,  but  it  has  failed  twice.  He  has 
set  his  wits  and  friends  to  work  “ to  receive  her  with  all  fine  and 
exquisite  curiosity.”  Lord  North’s  funeral  takes  place  to-day 
at  Paul’s  The  Countess  of  Essex  has  a daughter.  The  Earl  of 
Hertford  is  betrothed  or  married  to  Mrs.  Pranell.  A daughter  of 
Sir  Henry  Killigrew  has  married  one  Seymour,  of  Devonshire.  A 
commission  sat  at  Lambeth  about  the  controversy  between  Alderman 
Bayning  and  his  wife  ; the  Archbishop,  the  Lord  Admiral,  the  Lord 
Cliamberlain,  and  others  of  the  Council  were  of  it.  A separation 
was  decreed.  Sir  Robt.  Drury  is  in  custody  of  Alderman  Salton- 
stall,  professedly  for  words  spoken  while  in  France.  [2  pages.

145.  Notes  by  Rich.  Leedes,  keeper  of  the  books  of  account  of  the 
royal  mines  in  the  north.  The  whole  charge  of  the  general 
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company  and  their  farmers,  from  their  first  beginning  37  years 
ago  up  to  Christmas  last,  amounts  to  1 04.700/. ; towards  answer- 
ing which  there  has  been  advanced,  by  the  sale  of  silver,  lead,  and 
copper  made  at  those  mines,  including  13,0001.  for  copper  employed 
in  Her  Majesty’s  service,  68,1031.  The  general  company  alone, 
besides  their  farmers’  losses,  are  out  of  stock  27,0001.  There  has 
been  also  answered  to  Her  Majesty,  for  her  part  of  the  copper  made 
at  the  mines  to  Michaelmas  1399,  4,5001. 

When  the  mines  were  indebted  and  without  stock,  Customer  Smith 
maintained  them  four  years  at  his  own  charge  of  11,0001.,  and  lost  in 
that  time  out  of  his  principal  stock  5001.,  besides  the  forbearance  of 
his  stock.  Smith  having  taken  the  Germans  into  partnership,  con- 
tinued the  mines  for  eight  and  a half  years  longer,  they  laying 
down  between  them  1,2001.  in  stock  ; he  and  they  lost  the  whole  and 
4501.  over.  After  this  the  general  company  managed  the  mines 
three  years  on  their  own  charges,  up  to  Christmas  last,  in  which 
time  they  lost  out  of  stock  7001.  It  is  now  to  be  considered  how 
the  mines  can  be  revived. 

The  company  are  so  much  discouraged  that  not  10  have  met 
together  yet,  to  see  if  any  good  might  be  done  in  recovering  the 
best  mines,  overrun  with  water;  they  have  delivered  1,2001.  stock 
to  the  strangers,  who  allirm  it  lias  been  employed  and  4001.  more 
of  their  own,  and  yet  but  a hope  as  to  wlint  will  become  of  it. 
Their  suit  therefore  is  that,  for  three  years  from  last  Michaelmas, 
Her  Majesty  will  have  her  loths ; that  the  company  may  liave  their 
patent  renewed,  and  that  if  any  of  the  old  will  not  venture  the 
charge,  estimated  at  1,0001.,  they  may  be  excluded  and  new  ones 
put  in  their  place.  [1 J l>ages.]

148.  Memorial  of  orders  taken  in  France  contrary  to  the  treaty 
sent  by  Otwell  Smith.  In  the  edict  made  by  the  King’s  Privy 
Council,  20  April  1600,  it  is  stilted  that  no  Englishmen  or  strangers 
can  bring  into  France  any  cloth  but  white  or  mingled  colours,  not 
stretched  upon  the  tenters,  nor  made  of  sundry  sorts  of  wool,  barred, 
striped,  cockled,  or  filled  with  flocks,  on  pain  of  confiscation.  There 
is  no  cloth  but  has  been  teutered  ; therefore  heretofore  the  King’s 
edicts  have  permitted  us  to  bring  it  into  France,  and  sell  it,  after  it 
had  been  wetted  and  shrunk,  without  confiscation  of  all  cloth  that 
has  been  set  upon  the  tenters.  All  cloth  may  be  made  of  sundry 
wools,  and  the  yarn  of  sundry  spinnings,  for  every  poor  man  is  not 
able  to  make  a piece  of  cloth  of  his  own  spinning,  so  that  sometimes 
one  spinning  is  harder  twisted  than  the  other,  and  makes  the  cloth 
cockle.  There  is  no  cloth  made  white  but  sometimes,  being  put 
in  crimson,  violet,  or  such  high  colours,  it  will  be  striped  and  barred 
of  two  colours,  but  will  always  take  black. 

This  edict  forbids  us  to  bring  auy  colours  into  France,  but  white 
or  mingled  colours,  which  bars  us  of  our  trade  to  Bordeaux, 
Rochelle,  St.  Malo,  &c.,  with  coloured  cloths  and  kerseys.  The 
bailiff  of  Rouen  has  taken  away  all  our  liberties  there,  in  traffick- 
ing with  them  of  Paris,  Orleans,  &c.,  in  herrings,  wax,  tallow,  lead, 
tin,  and  cloth,  suid  allows  it  to  the  burgesses  of  Rouen  only.  Here- 
tofore we  bought  all  sorts  of  commodity  of  the  country  people  there, 
but  now  cannot  do  so.  The  King  has  lately  raised  a custom  upon 
all  ships  that  come  into  Normandy,  of  a crown  per  ton,  on  all  the 
goods  they  bring  in.  The  officers  of  the  Hall  of  Rouen  have,  by 
permission  of  the  bailiff,  raised  double  customs  upon  all  our  cloth 
brought  in  there,  so  that  it  seems  they  will  altogether  drive  us  from 
trading  there  ; all  these  things  have  been  raised  within  these  eight 
months.

149.  News  letter.  The  Earl  of  Essex  is  still  in  disgrace  and 
deprived  of  liberty,  and  his  enemies  failing  substantial  matter 
against  him,  make  mountains  of  mole-hills,  and  criminal  faults 
where  there  are  none.  The  Council  thereby  lose  their  repute  for 
wisdom ; it  is  said  they  are  either  carried  away  with  passion,  or 
yield  too  much  to  others,  and  the  world  wonders  that  for  such  a 
cause,  so  worthy  a person  should  be  so  deeply  disgraced.  It  is  said 
to  result  from  the  Queen’s  suffering  herself  to  be  carried  away  by 
the  false  informations  of  his  enemies.  As  to  his  errors  in  Ireland,  it 
is  marvelled  that  she  makes  them  jk>  heinous,  and  puts  up  with  the 
shameful  errors  that  caused  such  excessive  charges  and  trouble  last 
summer.  There  is  something  not  clear  in  this ; the  chief  actors 
excuse  themselves  by  saying  they  thought  the  Spaniards  intended 
for  England,  which  is  out  of  reason,  as  they  never  had  more  than 
10,000  men,  and  with  theso  they  would  never  come  into  the 
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Thames  to  invade  England,  as  the  Queen  was  made  to  believe. 
Those  who  so  think  know  little  of  the  Spaniards,  who  mnrch  with 
a leaden  foot,  and  they  have  also  poor  conceit  of  the  defending 
forces  of  England.  They  would  not  have  made  so  great  ado,  had 
they  compared  last  summer’s  preparations  with  those  of  1588,  when 
in  tho  Armada  were  20,000  Spaniards,  and  20,000  ready  under  the 
Duke  of  Parma.  The  Irish  speak  much  of  the  cruelty  of  the  English 
towards  them,  and  also  to  their  own,  giving  the  Earl  of  Essex  as  an 
example.

Drake  has  been  a 
suitor ; wherefore  you  are  to  give  him  any  informations  which  may 
enable  him  to  recover  them,  and  to  order  grants  thereof  to  be  made 
to  him.

22.  [Sec.  Cecil]  to  Wm.  Cock,  of  Hertfordshire.  I had  no  inten- 
tion to  annoy  my  neighbours  by  the  enclosure  of  lands,  for  which 
I paid  dearly,  to  enlarge  my  park,  and  finding  they  are  dissatisfied, 
I repent  what  is  done.  I was  assured  by  those  who  sounded  the 
dispositions  of  those  interested,  that  it  had  the  goodwill  of  the 
country,  or  I would  not  have  attempted  it,  had  the  land  been  given 
me.

24.  to  the  Bishop  of  Rochester.  The  son  of  auditor  Curl 

has  petitioned  you,  as  the  lawful  patron,  for  institution  to  Plumsted 
vicarage,  co.  Kent,  for  a man  of  learning  and  good  parts.  I request 
his  admission.  [£  page.] 

25.  to  . Lady  Buckhurst  has  promised  me  to 

move  the  Lord  Treasurer  to  persuade  Her  Majesty  to  refer  my  suit 
to  him,  and  he  has  promised  to  further  it.  [[  page.] 

26.  to  Mr.  Bennett.  I understand  that  Rich.  Kent,  my 

servant,  and  your  daughter  Joan  Bennett,  have  contracted  to  marry, 
without  their  friends'  privity,  but  that  you  refuse  your  consent,  or 
at  least  a reasonable  portion  ; the  young  man’s  friends  have  there- 
fore tried  to  dissuade  him  from  the  match,  but  in  vain.

32.  i.  Observations  on  the  benefits  which  would  arise  to  me  by 
a present  foreign  employment,  viz.,  relief  from  my 
creditors,  and  a better  means  of  diminishing  expenses, 
and  settling  my  own  affairs ; these  will  improve  when 
the  lease  from  the  Court  of  Wards,  stayed  by  the  Lonl 
Treasurer  till  Jo.

[Stanley’s]  own  company,  employed  in  skirmishes  at  the  taking  of 
Clmtelet,  Cambray,  and  Calais,  and  on  the  surrender  of  Ardres  sent 
to  France  to  command  500  foot  and  25  horse.  I returned  with  45,000 
crowns  pay,  and  Go  French  horsemen  taken.  Particulars  of  other 
services  in  the  campaign  under  the  Duke  of  Arscot ; I had  pro- 
motion offered,  but  refused  to  forsake  Sir  William  Stanley,  who 
gave  me  his  own  company,  and  put  me  in  charge  of  Lieut. -Col. 
Jaques.  Refusing  to  be  won  over  by  Joques,  I was  wronged  by 
him,  and  left  the  regiment.  Sir  Win.  Stanley  at  length  dismissed 
Jaques,  who  complained  bitterly  of  his  ingratitude,  saying  that  he 
first  made  Sir  William  a Catholic.  I met  at  Brussels  with  Tresham, 
and  we  agreed  we  would  make  our  peace.  I served  as  volunteer 
in  the  last  conflict,  and  was  wounded.  I refused  20  pieces  of  gold 
offered  me  by  Sir  William,  and  came  for  England.  I am  capable  of 
serving,  having  lmd  conference  with  most  men  of  worth.  I believe 
Sir  William  has  no  private  practices  against  the  Queen,  but  is  in 
public  an  earnest  wisher  for  her  death.  Jaques  is  the  cunningeet  in 
secret  practices,  and  winning  people  over  by  promises.  He  has 
got  into  favour  with  the  Admiral  of  Aragon,  and  has  intelligence 
from  a servant  of  the  King  of  Scots,  and  from  Middleburg  by 
Verstegan,  who  set  out  the  last  pinnaces.

43.  R.  Williams  to  Lord  Cobliam,  When  I go  ngain  into  those 
parts,  I will  view  the  trees,  and  consider  what  money  you  may 
make  of  wood  there,  which  were  better  let,  taken,  and  sold,  than 
suffered  to  be  embezzled,  and  wasted  by  the  tenants,  by  the  conni- 
vance of  the  bailiffs,  Ac.  I have  spoken  to  Sir  Mieh.  Sands,  and 
sent  so  often,  and  the  appointed  days  for  payment  have  been  so 
often  broken  that  I cannot  tell  what  to  think  of  him.  Loth  I am 
that  a gentleman  of  his  place  should  be  put  in  suit,  but  I see  no 
other  hope  to  come  by  your  money,  but  either  that,  or  to  distrain 
upon  a great  many  poor  farmers,  who  have  already  paid  their  rent 
to  him.

You  had  need  give  your  answerer 
great  thanks  for  his  pains,  and  desire  him  to  continue  the  same  ; and 
say  that  you  well  like  the  course  he  has  taken  for  staying  the  felling 
of  the  timber  sold,  and  not  delivering  any  more  for  reparations, 
and  ask  him  to  take  order  with  your  bailiff  to  see  it  performed, 
and  to  pray  Mr.  Windham,  before  his  return,  to  understand  more  of 
the  commissioners’  doings  in  your  business  there.

49.  R.  W[illiams]  to  Lord  Cobham.  Young  of  Cobham  and  his 
two  sons  having  come  up  ns  suitors  to  your  Lordship  to  continue 
the  occupation  of  those  messuages  which  before  they  refused  to 
occupy  longer  than  next  Michaelmas ; I send  you  the  valuations  that 
you  may  see  how  you  may  let  them  to  others,  though  some  promise 
has  already  been  made  of  part  of  those  marsh  lands,  which  would  turn

I send 
the  examination  of  the  person  who  gave  the  information,  and  end 
with  prayers  for  the  preservation  of  the  spring  of  our  joy,  and 
breath  of  our  nostrils,  and  for  the  discovery  and  disappointing  of  her 
enemies.

7.  I.  Examination  of  Thos.  Sibson,  curate  of  Wetherall,  Cum- 

berland, before  the  Biekop  of  Carlisle.  Was  desired  by 
his  uncle,  Michael  James,  of  Scalby  parish,  Cumberland, 
to  write  a secret  letter  requesting  John  Pattinson,  alias 
Laird  Pattinson,  to  meet  him  and  Qeo.  Skelton  at  Thos. 
Warwick's  house  in  Hereby,  and  there  receive  the  man 
he  was  told  of,  and  safely  convey  him,  when  the  tide  serves. 

Was  told  that  Mich.  James  could  not  convey  the  man, 
being  ordered  to  stay  at  home  till  the  return  of  John 
Bkttem,  who  was  gone  into  the  south  on  Lord  Dacre’s 
business.  That  Fras.  Dacr,  being  very  poor,  wrote  for 
relief  to  the  inhabitants  of  Burgh  barony,  promising  'not 
to  forget  their  kindness,  and  the  most  substantial  men 
sent  him  a purse  of  3M.  Thinks  the  party  to  be  conveyed 
is  Rich.  Tailor,  a seminary  jrriest,  bom  at  Hereby,  near 
Carlisle,  because  Tailor  was  at  George  Skelton’s  house  last 
harvest  time,  and  took  into  Lancashire  Skelton’s  eldest 
daughter,  a recusant,  who  has  now  returned  with  strangers. 
Would  have  informed  last  harvest  of  Tailors  being  at 
Skelton’s,  but  was  prevented  by  Skelton  and  others  coming 
to  spend  the  day  with  him,  and  next  day  heard  that 
Tailor  was  gone.  Also  was  in  fear  of  injury,  if  it  were 
known  that  he  was  the  informant,  having  been  assaulted 
and  in  danger  of  hie  life  from  Skelton  and  his  friends, 
for  a similar  information  given  to  the  late  Bishop  of 
Carlisle.  Blittern  is  the  only  man  who  left  England  with 
Mr.  Dacre’s  sons,  and  has  been  with  him  (all  his  voyages, 
and  does  all  his  business  in  England.  [1$  pages.]

If  Her  Majesty  had  not 
extended  so  gracious  a respect  unto  me,  I would  not  undergo  the 
place  nor  the  burden.  Let  mo  know  the  end,  that  I may  prepare 
myself  to  enter  into  the  place  as  w ell  as  I can  afford,  having  many 
children,  and  my  estate  not  so  much  as  is  reported.  [1  page.] 

17-  Examination  of  John  Hayward  before  Sir  John  Peyton  and 
Att  Gen.  Coke.  The  preface  to  the  Header  was  of  his  own  inditing; 
entitled  it  under  the  letters  A.P.,  as  other  writers  have  done.  Spoke 
in  it  generally  of  histories,  and  intended  no  particular  application 
to  present  history.  Read  in  Fox's  book  of  Acts  and  Monuments 
that  King  Henry  II.  never  demanded  subsidy  of  his  subjects,  that 
he  left  in  treasure  900,000/.,  besides  jewels  and  plate.  Inserted 
the  same  in  the  History  of  Henry  IV.,  because  he  takes  it  to  be 
law'ful  for  any  historiographer  to  insert  any  history  of  former  time 
into  that  history  he  w?rites,  though  no  other  historian  has  men- 
tioned the  same.  The  oath  under  the  hand  and  seal  required  and 
taken  by  Richard  II.  was  to  know  what  every  particular  mao  was 
worth,  that  they  might  be  taxed  thereafter ; no  other  oath  was 
intended  by  exanimate. 

Found  in  Walsingham  that  the  forces  sent  into  Ireland  by 
Richard  II.  were  scattering  and  dropping,  that  those  who  did  good 
service  were  not  rewarded,  and  that  matters  of  peace  were  managed 
by  men  of  the  weakest  sufficiency,  either  ignorant  or  corrupt  The 
complaint  of  Hereford  to  Mowrbrny  implies  that  the  King’s  Council 
accounted  ancient  nobility  vain,  and  virtue  the  ready  means  to 
bring  to  destruction.  This  complaint  is  extant  in  Hall,  Polydore 
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Virgil,  &c.  Read  in  Bodius  [Boethius]  and  other  authors,  that 
the  subject  was  rather  bound  to  the  State  than  to  the  person  of  the 
King  ; inserted  it  as  spoken  by  the  Earl  of  Derby  and  Duke 
of  Hereford  to  serve  his  own  turn;  it  is  a liberty  used  by  all 
good  writers  of  history  to  invent  reasons  and  speeches.  Bodius* 
distinction  Is  that  where  the  Government  is  democratical  or 
aristocratical,  the  subject  is  bound  to  the  State  rather  than  to 
the  Prince,  but  where  monarchical,  it  is  to  the  person  of  the  Prince. 
Did  not  invent  the  Earl’s  speech  as  it  is,  but  found  it  somewhere. 

In  the  Bishop  of  Carlisle's  speech,  set  down  that  distinction, 
and  confuted  the  error  himself,  according  to  the  example  of  the 
best  historians  ; being  blamed  for  so  doing,  because  the  Earl  that 
held  the  error  prevailed,  and  the  Bishop  that  confuted  it  was 
punished,  says  he  did  it  after  the  example  of  the  best  historians. 
Set  forth  the  oration  of  the  Bishop  of  Canterbury  according  to  mat- 
ter found  in  other  authorities,  and  cannot  affirm  that  he  found  these 
eight  stories  in  any  oration  the  Archbishop  made,  but  it  is  lawful 
for  an  historian  so  to  do  ; besides  he  confutes  the  same.  Con- 
fesses it  is  his  own  speech,  that  it  was  not  amiss  in  regard  of  the 
Commonwealth  that  King  Richard  II.  was  dead,  &c.,  because  it 
prevented  civil  wars  through  two  competitors. 

Being  demanded  the  reason  wrhy  he  set  forth  the  orations  of  the 
Bishop  of  Canterbury  and  the  Earl  of  Derby,  seeing  they  tend  to 
things  most  unlawful,  says  that  there  can  be  nothing  done,  be  it 
never  so  ill  or  unlawful,  but  must  have  a shadow,  and  every  counsel 
must  be  according  to  the  action.  Selected  out  this  single  history 
as  Hall  begins  there,  and  Aschatn,  in  his  Schoolmaster,  commends 
that  before  any  other.  Followed  Hall  in  his  history,  but  supplied 
it  out  of  other  histories,  and  intended  to  continue  the  history.  As 
for  the  words  spoken  by  King  Richard  II.,  that  princes  must  not 
rule  without  limitation,  &<x,  affirms  that  to  be  a true  opinion  if 
rightly  understood ; did  not  intend  it  to  be  taken  generally,  but 
that  princes  were  to  be  limited  by  the  law  Divine  and  the  law  of 
nature  only ; had  this  from  a book  written  three  years  since,  but 
cannot  remember  the  author. 

Being  asked  where  he  had  the  sentence  that  oaths  are  commonly 
spurned  aside  when  they  lie  in  the  way,  says  the  speech  is  his  own, 
as  things  done  de  facto  and  not  de  jure.  Found  from  Walsingham 
that  Jtichard  II.  borrowed  money  by  privy  seals.  For  benevolence, 
he  found  the  matter,  but  does  not  defend  the  word  ; being  asked 
where  he  found  the  description  of  the  Earl,  as  not  negligent  to  un- 
cover the  head,  bow  the  body,  stretch  forth  the  neck,  arm,  &c.,  says 
he  found  in  Hall  and  others  that  he  was  of  jx>pular  behaviour,  but 
for  the  particulars,  he  took  the  liberty  of  the  best  writers.  Gathered 
the  description  of  the  Earl  out  of  his  actions  ; found  the  matter, 
not  the  very  form  of  words.  Wrote  of  a history  of  300  years  past, 
and  acquainted  none  therewith  before  he  brought  it  to  the  printer. 
Began  to  write  this  history  about  a year  before  it  was  published, 
but  had  intended  it  a dozen  years  before,  although  he  acquainted  no 
man  therewith.  Had  nothing  from  the  printer  for  priming  of  the 
book.  [In  Coke  8 hand . 4 pages.]

26.  llenry  Sneddall  to  Thos.  Honyman,  merchant  in  London.  I 
was  in  London  1 5 days  past,  and  though  unacquainted,  intended 
to  move  you  concerning  my  means  to  do  my  Prince  and  country 
service,  but  did  not  find  you  at  home.  In  1582,  I was  3ent  to  Lis- 
bon to  learn  the  Spanish  mid  Portuguese  tongues,  where  continuing 
three  years  until  the  embargo,  I was,  with  the  rest  of  our  country- 
men, committed  to  prison,  and  my  goods  taken  from  me.  Having 
no  other  means  to  live,  and  being  but  very  young,  I procured  ser- 
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vice  as  page  with  a gentleman  who  carried  me  to  Madrid.  Don 
Christopher  de  Mora  was  uncle  to  iny  master,  who  is  now  Viceroy  of 
Portugal ; he  taking  a liking  to  me,  took  me,  and  I served  him 
until  the  Spanish  army  came  for  England  in  1588.  Being  then 
about  16  years  old,  and  my  former  master  being  made  general  of  all 
the  Portuguese  that  came  in  that  army,  and  thinking  my  knowledge 
of  the  English  language  would  be  of  service  to  him,  I embarked 
with  him  in  the  Florence  galleon  on  his  voyage  to  England,  Scot- 
land, and  Ireland,  and  returned  in  ihe  same  to  Madrid. 

Don  Christopher,  being  then  chamberlain  to  the  King,  took  me 
from  his  nephew  to  serve  him  again,  until  Sir  Eras.  Drake  with 
Sir  John  Norris  came  to  Lisbon,  when  my  young  master  was  sent 
as  Colonel  Major  of  Portugal,  with  whom  I came  to  Lisbon,  before 
the  English  fleet  left  there.  Within  a year  after,  I escaped  in  a ship 
of  St.  Malo,  and  so  got  home,  and  have  since  acted  as  a merchant 
trading  to  the  islands,  where  this  last  year,  it  was  my  chance  to  be 
known  by  a fellow  of  mine,  also  page  to  Don  Christopher,  when 
I was  with  him  ; I told  him  that  for  the  exercise  of  my  conscience, 
and  to  converse  with  Catholics,  I used  to  trade  in  those  islands ; he 
concealed  mo,  and  caused  me  to  write  a letter  to  Don  Christopher 
that  I would  shortly  see  him,  though  truly  I meant  nothing  less, 
but  durst  do  no  less  to  please  him. 

This  would  be  a good  means  to  do  Bervice,  and  the  time  being 
now  dead  for  one  year,  I would  employ  myself  and  not  lose  this 
opportunity,  if  I may  be  reasonably  considered.  If  you  enquire  of 
Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  you  shall  know  further  of  me,  for  he  knows  my 
friends,  and  will  apeak  well  of  me. 

P.S. — I served  Don  Christopher  and  his  nephew  seven  years,  and 
will  now  put  myself  in  Don  Christopher's  service,  thereby  to  do  my 
country  service.  I think  no  man  in  England  has  the  like  oppor- 
tunity. [I  page.] 

27.  John  Chamberlain  to  Dud.  Carleton  at  the  Hague.  Private 
affairs.  The  Queen  feasted  the  Muscovy  ambassador  on  Twelfth 
Day,  he  has  since  visited  elsewhere,  and  has  been  hunting.  The 
Duke  of  Bracciano  was  here  during  the  holidays ; he  is  chief  of 
the  Orsini  family  near  Rome,  and  came  into  France  with  the 
new  Queen,  his  cousin-german.  The  Queen  graciously  enter- 
tained him,  and  danoed  both  measures  and  gnllinrds  before  him,  to 
show  that  sho  is  not  bo  old  as  some  would  have  her.  He  was 
feasted  by  Lord  Burghley,  for  some  favour  shown  to  his  sons  in 
Italy,  and  would  have  been  by  the  Lord  Treasurer,  and  by  Gray’s 
Inn,  but  for  Iris  hasty  departure.  The  Queen  sent  him  at  parting 
a gold  cup  of  six  score  pounds,  and  a jewel,  for  which  he  gavo  the 
bringer,  Michael  Stanhope,  an  801.  chain.  He  went  hence  to  visit 
the  Archduke  and  Infanta.  He  is  thought  a very  courtlike  aud 
complete  gentleman. 

More  than  three  weeks  ago,  Lord  Grey  liad  a little  bickering 
with  the  Earl  of  Southampton,  in  the  Strand,  on  horseback, 
and  was  sent  to  the  Fleet  prison,  where  lie  remained  till  yester- 
day. During  his  restraint,  the  old  Countess  of  Bedford  died, 
leaving  him  not  above  3001.  She  left  most  of  her  wealth  to  young 
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Norris,  but  probably,  when  the  funeral  expenses  and  other  legacies 
are  paid,  there  will  be  less  than  3,000/.  for  him.  The  Earl  of 
Pembroke  is  dead,  bestowing  all  to  the  young  Lord,  even  his  wife’s 
jewels,  and  leaving  her  as  bare  as  he  could.  Michael  Heneage  died 
at  Christmas,  and  the  keeping  of  the  records  in  the  Tower  was  pro- 
mised to  Dr.  James  of  the  Court,  but  he  is  dead  also,  and  Lambert 
of  Lincoln’s  Inn  has  the  executing  of  it,  but  not  the  grant.  Sir 
John  Stanhope  was  appointed  to  serve  as  Vice-Chamberlain,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Lord  Chamberlain  ; it  is  thought  this  will  be  a good 
step  to  the  place.  One  Radney  of  Somersetshire,  Sir  Edw.  Dyer’s 
nephew,  was  lately  knighted,  but  whether  for  joy  at  that  dignity, 
or  for  grief  at  his  failure  in  wooing  Mrs.  Pranell,  or  for  love 
of  a greater  mistress,  he  is  gone  mad.  There  is  great  talk  of  12 
galleys  to  be  built,  four  by  the  Queen,  two  by  the  city,  two  by 
Essex,  Suffolk,  Norfolk,  and  Lincolnshire,  two  by  Kent,  Surrey, 
Sussex,  and  Hampshire,  and  two  by  Somersetshire,  Devonshire,  and 
Cornwall.  The  Spaniards  are  bringing  more  galleys  into  the  Low 
Countries,  and  must  be  fought  after  their  own  fence.  I disbelieve 
the  report  that  they  were  severed  by  tempest,  and  12  or  15  sail 
cast  on  the  Irish  coast.  Two  Spanish  frigates  arrived  at  Sligo,  with 
money  and  munition  for  the  rebels.  The  Lord  Deputy  has  de- 
feated some  petty  rebels  near  Dublin,  and  surprised  the  castle  and 
taken  the  children  of  Fellorn  MacFeof,  who  escaped  narrowly  with 
his  wife ; he  has  taken  prisoner  Fellom  MacToole,  another  notable 
rascal,  and  slain  most  of  his  followers.  Sir  Rich.  Wingfield,  Marshal 
of  Ireland,  ha3  died  there.  We  are  coining  base  money  for  Ireland, 
to  hinder  the  rebels  from  supplying  their  wants  from  abroad  ; some 
fear  it  is  but  a preparation  to  purge  our  own  money  of  the  best 
juice. 

The  new  fort  at  Plymouth  was  lately  defaced  and  blown  up  with 
powder.  The  Dunkirkers  are  busy  along  that  coast,  taking  prizes 
in  the  very  harbour.  They  stay  there  to  convoy  the  Spaniards  bound 
for  the  Low  Countries.  Privy  seals  for  20,000/.  are  come  among 
the  strangers,  which  money  the  States  are  to  repay.  Serjeant  Hele 
is  likeliest  to  be  Master  of  the  Rolls,  but  Justice  Gawdy,  Secretary 
Herbert,  Dr.  Cmsar,  the  Attorney  of  the  Wards,  the  Attorney  of  the 
Duchy,  and  Thos.  Spencer,  are  spoken  of.  The  Lord  Keeper  has 
had  some  schooling  about  it,  and  is  much  troubled,  but  only  cares 
that  Hele  may  miss  it.  The  Queen  has  chosen  Doctor  [Gilbert] 
for  her  physician,  but  he  is  not  yet  sworn.  I think  [the]  college  will 
be  dissolved.  Dr.  Dove,  Dean  of  Norwich,  is  made  Bishop  of 
Peterborough.  The  Earl  of  Rutland  or  the  Earl  of  Hertford  is  to 
go  into  France,  to  congratulate  the  new  Queen.  A son  of  Harry 
Butler  of  Hertfordshire  has  stabbed  and  killed  one  Russell,  a 
kinsman  of  Lord  Bedford,  in  my  Lord’s  yard,  and  escaped  through 
Covent  Garden.  Private  news.  The  cross  in  Cheap  is  going  up, 
though  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  Oxford  and  some  other  odd  divines 
censured  it.  New  experiments  are  daily  made  ; last  week  one  came 
hopping  from  Charing  Cross  to  Paul’s  in  a sack,  and  another  riding 
a horse  on  the  top  of  Paul’s  steeple,  and  now  one  Green  challenges 
all  comers  at  wrestling.

to  the  Queen,  he  and  some  50  of  his  company  ran  to  the  water,  and 
put  themselves  into  Essex  House,  which  he  had  furnished  with  all 
manner  of  warliko  provisions,  and  defended  till  towards  six  o’clock, 
when  the  Lord  Admiral  threatened  to  blow  up  the  house,  which  he 
bad  forborne  to  do  because  my  Ladies  Essex  and  Rich  were  within 
it.

Mashara  [before  Lord  Treasurer  Buck- 
hurst],  On  Feb.  8, 1 heard  that  Lord  Essex  should  have  been  mur- 
dered, and  was  come  guarded  into  London  for  safety,  and  going  to 
Walsingham  House;  being  sometime  his  servant  and  desirous  to 
know  the  truth,  I went  to  Walsingham  House ; the  gates  were 
shut  and  much  people  about ; one  was  standing  in  the  entry, 
with  his  rapier  and  dagger  drawn.  1 went  towards  Fenchureh 
Street,  and  in  Mark  Lane  met  Pettingale,  a servant  of  Lady 
Essex,  who  told  me  that  Cobham  and  Raleigh  would  have  murdered 
my  Lord  that  night.  In  Fenchureh  Street  1 saw  many  armed  about 
the  sheriff’s  door,  and  a great  multitude  of  people ; I returned  to 
Walsingham  House  to  learn  particulars  of  Pettingale,  but  he  was 
declaring  the  matter  to  the  ladies. 

I returned  to  Fenchureh  Street,  and  got  to  the  sheriff's  gate,  where 
I saw  many  of  my  Lord’s  gentlemen  ; my  Lord  himself  came  forth, 
and  declared  to  the  people  that  he  should  have  been  murdered,  and 
came  to  them  for  safety.  He  then  went  towards  Gracious  Comer, 
where  I saw  the  heralds  and  Lord  Burghley,  and  besought  the  Earl 
to  obey  them  ; he  said  a herald  would  do  anything  for  2s.,  and  it 
was  a trick  of  his  enemies ; he  told  the  people  that  he  acted  for  the 
good  of  the  Queen,  city,  and  crown,  which  certain  atheists,  meaning 
Raleigh,  had  betrayed  to  the  Infanta  of  Spain.

As  soon  as  the  Lord  Keeper,  the  Earl  of  Worcester,  Sir  Wm. 
Knollys,  and  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  were  come  within  Essex  Gate, 
Sir  Wm.  Constable,  with  a target  and  divers  halberts,  kept  the  gate  j 
hearing  the  confused  noise,  and  being  at  that  time  with  the  Countess, 
came  down,  but  did  not  hear  the  whole  of  the  Earl’s  speech.  After 
it  was  over,  the  Earl  and  the  Lords  of  the  Council  went  up  to  the 
Kiri’s  study  ; presently  the  Earl  came  out,  and  charged  exajninate 
as  he  loved  him  to  keep  with  all  the  honour  and  courtesy  those 
Lords  that  came  from  Her  Majesty,  until  his  return,  and  then  he 
would  go  with  them  to  the  Queen  himself.  Owen  Salisbury  had 
the  charge  of  the  musketeers  that  guarded  the  chamber  door. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice  said  to  examinate  that  seeing  they  were 
* sent  by  Her  Majesty,  and  were  of  her  Council,  they  should  return 
to  deliver  what  answer  was  made  to  them  ; answered  that  the  Earl 
would  return  within  half  an  hour,  being  gone  into  the  city;  the  Chief 
Justice  said  that  the  Earl  would  1*  deceived  there,  for  the  Queen 
had  many  good  subjects  in  the  city ; answered  that  the  Earl  had 
great  hopes  of  the  city,  or  else  he  would  never  go  thither.  " Then,” 
said  the  Chief  Justice,  “if  it  were  so,  it  will  be  an  occasion  of 
effusion  of  much  English  blood,  and  an  occasion  of  spoiling  of  the 
city  by  desperate  persons,  and  it  will  be  the  worst  for  the  Earl  and 
his  company  in  the  end."  Answered,  that  he  assured  himself  the 
Earl  would  take  care  that  no  such  thing  should  ensue.  The  Lords 
sent  by  Her  Majesty  were  under  his  custody  about  three  hours ; 
half  an  hour  after  the  Earl  was  gone,  brought  down  the  Countess 
of  Essex  and  Lady  Rich  into  the  chamber  where  the  Lords  were, 
the  better  to  pass  the  time.

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Lord  would  have  come  thither.  Being  told  that  my  Lord  was  like 
to  have  been  murdered  by  Lord  Cobham  and  Sir  Walter  llaleigh, 
said  that  ere  long  the  Earl  would  possess  the  Queen’s  favour  again, 
and  that  two  or  three  of  the  greatest  of  them  should  be  hanged  or 
put  to  death.  Has  served  the  Earl  eight  years ; Pettingale  was  one 
of  the  first  that  he  saw  in  his  company.

Coming  into  Essex  House  after 
tho  Lord  Keeper  [and  Lords  of  the  Council,  heard  [the  mutinous 
company  say,  “ Keep  them  here."  With  the  Earl  of  Essex  were  Earls 
Rutland,  Southampton,  and  Bedford,  Lords  Monteagle,  Sandys,  and 
Chandos  ; Lord  Chandoe  said  nothing,  but  went  out  with  the  Earl, 
with  his  black  cloak  cast  about  his  face,  and  went  another  way. 
Went  with  the  Earl  to  Sheriff  Smythe'H  house,  thence  to  Ludgate, 
where  they  were  repulsed,  and  then,  hearing  of  the  proclamation, 
departed.

heard  him  tell  Owen  Salisbury  not  to  be  out  of  tho  chamber  where 
the  Lord  Keeper  was ; in  the  next  chambor  saw  three  musketeora 
and  a caliver,  with  thoir  matches  ready,  and  fire  in  their  hands,  and 
the  pieces  charged,  and  there  were  Hi  or  18  shooters  in  the  garden. 
Mr.  Oldsworth  was  one  of  those  in  the  chamber. 

After  the  Earl  of  Essex  was  gone,  was  willed  by  his  master  to 
go  to  the  gunmaker’s  over  the  way,  at  Essex  Gate,  and  get  as 
many  pieces  as  he  hod  in  his  house,  and  he  would  see  they  were  paid 
for.  Could  not  get  out,  Sir  Geliy  Merrick  being  still  in  the  yard  to 
see  that  no  man  passed  in  or  out.  Told  Sir  Geliy  what  his  master 
had  bade  him  do,  but  Sir  Gdly  refused  to  let  him  pass ; returned  to 
his  master,  who  told  him  to  let  it  alone  then. 

The  day  after  last  Candlemas,  his  master  had  two  cwt  of  powder 
out  of  the  store,  to  make  trial  of  some  muskets  and  brass  pieces  of  his 
in  the  artillery  yard,  but  would  not  allow  examinate  to  be  present ; 
Porter,  a gunucr  of  Her  Majesty's  ships,  and  another  were  with  him.

49,  50.  Vincent  Hussey  to . Tho  very  day  after  I last 

wrote,  a strange  accident  happened.  On  some  knowledge  tho  Queen 
had  of  a design  of  the  Earl  of  Essex  to  right  himself  by  force  of 
pretended  wrongs,  on  the  Saturday  a Council  was  held  at  the  Lord 
Treasurer’s,  he  being  sick.  They  sent  to  the  Earl  to  come  to  them, 
but  he  excused  himself.  Sec.  Herbert  was  then  sent  for  him,  but 
he  refused,  alleging  danger  to  his  person,  and  pretended  that  he 
should  bo  murdered  in  his  bed  that  night.  The  Lord  Keeper  and 
Lord  Chief  Justice,  on  report  of  the  number  of  poisons  about  him, 
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then  went  to  him,  hut  he  refused  to  yield  to  them,  took  order  to 
keep  them,  and  issued  out  into  London,  on  a sudden  resolution,  with 
Earls  Rutland,  Southampton,  and  Bedford,  Lords  Sandys,  Monteagle, 
and  Chandos,  Sir  Wm.  Constable,  Sir  Chns.  Danvers,  Sir  Chas. 
Percy,  Sir  John  Tracy,  and  other  gentlemen  of  birth,  about  150, 
armed  only  with  rapiers,  hoping  to  gain  the  citizens  to  follow  them, 
on  report  of  the  peril  he  was  in  of  being  murdered  by  Lord 
Cobliain  and  Sir  W.  Raleigh.  This  affray  and  a message  from  Court 
drew  the  Lord  Mayor,  sheriffs,  and  aldermen  from  the  sermon  at 
Paul's,  to  put  the  city  in  arms,  and  send  force  to  Whitehall  to 
defend  the  Queen,  as  it  was  expected  the  Earl  would  go  thither. 
There  were  concourse  and  bustle  on  all  hands,  men  not  knowing 
the  import,  the  people  seeming  with  acclamation  to  pity  his  case  ; 
but  by  reason  of  the  proclamation  calling  the  Earl  traitor,  he 
could  not  prevail  with  the  Lord  Mayor  and  the  rest,  though  they 
dared  not  lay  hold  of  him.  So  when  he  had  spent  four  or  five 
hours  going  up  and  down  in  this  way,  he  was  returning  home,  but 
at  Ludgate  received  a repulse,  the  gate  was  shut,  the  Bishop  of 
London,  like  a gallant  prelate,  assailing  him.  There  Sir  Chris. 
Bloont  was  so  shot  that  it  is  doubtful  if  he  will  escape,  and  Tracy, 
his  page,  was  slain.  He  then  took  to  the  water,  the  company  dis- 
persed, the  principals  took  boat  at  Queenhithe  to  Essex  House,  and 
shut  themselves  in,  resolving  not  to  come  alive  into  their  enemies’ 
hands. 

Meanwhile  at  Court  there  was  great  bustling  to  put  themselves 
in  defence,  with  such  weapons  as  the  place  furnished  ; a barricade 
of  coaches  was  made  in  the  broad  passage  between  that  and  Charing 
Cross,  and  people  from  Westminster  and  the  adjoining  hamlets 
flocked  with  such  weapons  as  they  had  ; thus  two  or  three  com- 
panies of  foot  and  50  or  60  horse  marched  about  3 p.m.,  my  Lord 
Admiral  being  made  lieutenant-general,  the  lord  Grey  leading  the 
horse,  &c 

By  this  time  the  Earls  were  returned  to  Essex  House,  and 
though  it  has  no  strength,  they  resolved  to  stand  a siege,  and  with 
shot  kept  up  an  alarm  till  10  or  11  p.m.,  when  they  were  persuaded 
to  yield,  petards  being  brought  from  the  Tower  ; for  the  Queen  said 
she  would  not  sleep  till  they  were  had  out.  Sir  Bob.  Sydney 
signified  to  the  Earl,  in  the  General's  name,  that  they  would  give 
two  hours’  respite  for  the  ladies  and  gentlewomen  to  he  removed. 
This  be  accepted,  when  the  knight  asked,  “ And  yourself,  my  Lord, 
what  mean  yon  to  do  ? for  the  house  is  to  be  blown  up  with  gun- 
powder unless  you  will  yield.”  He  made  a desperate  answer  that 
they  should  the  sooner  fly  to  heaven.  But  upon  remonstrance  and 
persuasion  that  their  grievance  should  be  brought  to  the  Queen, 
they  seemed  utterly  to  despair,  Essex  saying  there  was  none  near 
the  Queen  that  would  be  suffered  to  make  a true  report  of  this 
action,  or  speak  a good  word  for  him.  But  on  promise  of  the 
contrary  from  the  Lord  Admiral,  he  and  Southampton,  protesting 
their  just  griefs  before  the  whole  company,  yielded  the  house.  Thev 
were  then  committed  to  several  men’s  custody,  and  that  dismal 
tumult,  like  the  fit  of  Ephemera,  or  one-day’s  ague,  ceased. 
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The  Lord  Koepor  and  Lord  Chief  Justice  got  out  of  their  hands 
thua  They  were  left  in  the  custody  of  Sir  John  Davies,  with 
charge  not  to  let  them  go  without  the  Earl’s  command,  but  Sir 
Ferd.  Gorges,  of  his  own  head,  either  from  remorse  or  cunning, 
came  back  and  ordered  them  in  the  Earl's  name  to  be  discharged  ; 
so  they  were  dismissed  a quarter  of  an  hour  before  his  return.  He 
was  wonderfully  discontent,  and  with  good  reason,  for  they  being 
with  him,  he  had  had  much  better  means  to  make  his  peace.  The 
Earl  of  Bedford  slipped  from  the  company  on  the  proclamation,  and 
went  to  Court  with  some  horse.  Laxly  Rich  being  at  his  house 
that  morning,  had  prayed  him  to  go  and  speak  to  her  brother,  whom 
he  believed  as  to  the  danger  he  said  he  was  in,  and  promised  to 
assist  him  to  means  of  safety.  He  is  committed  to  an  alderman's 
house,  and  Lady  Rich  to  another  place  ; also  the  Earl  of  Susses,  who 
liad  a letter  from  Essex,  and  would,  it  is  thought,  have  been  one, 
had  he  not  been  out  of  town,  and  so  come  too  late.  As  the  pro- 
clamation Bays,  many  more  hearts  may  be  corrupted  than  are  yet 
discovered  ; but  as  the  Earl  said  at  his  yielding,  and  prayed  it 
might  be  reported,  most  of  the  gentlemen  came  from  love  to  him, 
not  knowing  his  intention,  and  many  fell  in  who  were  not  sent  for. 
Sir  Chris.  Blount,  when  examined,  answered  the  Earl  of  Cumberland 
that  if  tlie  Earl  had  any  other  intention,  it  was  more  than  any  of 
them  knew  ; that  they  meant  no  harm  to  Queen  nor  laws,  but  only 
to  be  revenged  on  some  enemies,  for  which  they  had  good  reason  ; 
but  more  matter  is  discovered  than  it  is  safe  to  confess.  They  are 
to  be  proceeded  against  with  speed  and  severity ; indictments  are 
framing,  the  judges  stayed  from  their  circuits,  the  Lords  that  must 
go  on  the  trial  are  sent  for  up,  and  by  the  common  voice  they 
are  already  damned.  But  some  say  that  by  and  bye,  it  will  be 
considered  what  a loss  it  would  be  to  cut  off  so  many  brave  men, 
though  it  were  neither  safe  policy  nor  good  pity  to  spare  the 
principals. 

It  is  wonderful  how  the  Earl  is  everywhere  censured  for  this 
matter  of  Ireland,  besides  his  late  rash  madness.  It  is  well  his 
design  was  prevented,  for  but  for  the  shortness  of  the  warning 
he  had,  they  might  have  made  great  head,  but  most  of  them  came 
meanly  accompanied.  It  is  a blessed  thing  that  he  failed  in  judg- 
ment and  attempted  London  first,  for  hail  he  gone  straight  to  Court, 
he  would  have  surprised  it  unprovided  of  defence,  and  full  of  his 
well  wishers,  before  the  world  had  notice  of  his  treasons.  Some 
that  went  against  him  went  very  unwillingly  and  were  very  fearful, 
so  if  he  had  either  passed  though  Ludgate  with  the  number  he  had 
when  he  returned  homeward,  and  met  them  in  Fleet  Street,  or  burst 
upon  them  out  of  his  own  house,  after  it  was  besieged,  some  strange 
thing  might  have  happened ; thus  ignorance  of  the  other’s  proceed- 
ings caused  marvellous  oversights  on  both  sides.  The  Londoners 
behaved  well,  though  many  of  them  affected  him  before.  The 
main  point  was  the  providence  and  celerity  of  the  Secretary,  who 
foresaw  before  he  was  believed,  and  showed  great  dexterity  and 
courage  in  ministering  sudden  remedies.

51.  Examination  of  Roger  Manners,  Earl  of  Rutland,  before 
Lord  Keeper  Kgerton,  Lord  Treasurer  Buckhuret,  Lord  Admiral 
Nottingham,  Sec.  Cecil,  and  Lord  Chief  Justice  Popham.  At  his 
coming  to  Essex  House  last  Sunday  morning,  found  Lord  Sandys, 
Lord  Cbandos,  and  divers  knights  and  gentlemen  with  the  Earl  of 
Essex,  who  said  his  life  was  practised  to  be  taken  away  by  Lord 
Cobham  and  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  and  as  he  was  sent  for  by  Council, 
be  meant,  by  tbe  help  of  his  friends,  to  defend  himself.  The  de- 
taining of  the  Lord  Keeper  and  the  other  Lords  sent  to  the  Earl 
from  the  Queen  was  a stratagem  of  war.  Tbe  Earl  of  Essex  said 
that  the  city  of  London  stood  for  him,  and  that  Sheriff  Smytbe  had 
promised  to  make  as  many  men  to  assist  him  as  he  could.  The  Earl 
also  said  that  he  meant  to  possess  himself  of  the  City,  tbe  better  to 
revenge  himself  of  his  enemies,  Sir  Robt.  Cecil,  Lord  Cobham,  and 
Sir  Walter  Raleigh.  Resolved  to  live  and  die  with  the  Earl  of 
Essex,  who  intended  to  make  his  force  so  strong  that  Her  Majesty 
should  not  be  able  to  resist  him  in  the  revenge  of  his  enemies. 
Essex  was  most  inward  with  the  Earl  of  Southampton,  Sir  Chris. 
Blount,  and  others,  who  have  long  showed  themselves  discontented, 
and  advised  him  to  take  other  courses,  and  stand  upon  his  guard. 

When  the  Earl  of  Essex  was  talking  with  the  Lord  Keeper  and 
the  other  Lords  sent  from  Her'Majesty,  divers  said,  “ My  Lord,  they 
mean  to  abuse  you,  and  you  lose  time.”  The  Earl,  on  coming  to 
Sheriff  Smythe,  desired  him  to  send  for  the  Lord  Mayor,  that  he  might 
speak  with  him  ; the  Earl  went  in  the  streets  of  London,  and  said  to 
divers  of  the  citizens  that  if  they  would  stand,  it  would  be  best  for 
their  safety  to  have  weapons  in  their  hands ; and  the  Earl,  at  the  end 
of  tbe  street  where  Sheriff  Smythe  dwelt,  cried  out  to  tbe  citizens 
that  they  did  him  harm,  for  that  they  came  naked,  and  willed  them  to 
get  themselves  wea|H>ns,  [and  that  the  Crown  of  England  was  offered 
to  be  sold  to  the  Infanta,  and  that  it  was  agreed  the  Spaniard  should 
be  brought  in,  to  the  destruction  of  the  whole  city]. 

The  Earl  burned  divers  papers  that  were  in  a little  casket,  whereof 
one  was,  as  he  said,  a history  of  his  troubles  [.since  he  came  out  of 
Ireland].  When  they  were  assembled  at  Essex  House,  after  their 
return,  they  first  resolved  to  make  a sally  out,  nnd  the  Earl 
said  that  he  was  determined  to  do  it,  and  yet  in  the  end  they 
changed  their  opinion,  and  yielded.  The  Earl  of  Southampton,  Sir 
Christ  Blount,  and  Sir  John  Davies  advised  the  Earl  of  Essex  that 
the  Lord  Keeper  and  his  company  should  be  detained ; heard 
divers  present  cry  out  “ Kill  them,  kill  them.”  Thinks  that  the 
Earl  intended,  after  he  had  possessed  the  City,  to  entreat  the  Lord 
Keeper  and  his  company  to  accompany  him  to  tbe  Court  The 
Earl  of  Southampton  showed  himself  discontented  long  before,  and 
often  said  that  the  Earl  of  Essex  had  had  great  wrong  and  hard 
proceedings  against  him.  Sir  John  Heydon  cried  out  divers  times 
“ For  tbe  Queen,  for  the  Queen  ! ” [to  excite  the  people  to  come 
forth].  Tho  Earl  of  Southampton,  about  six  weeks  past,  Bent 
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examinate’s  servant,  Edw.  Fate,  into  France  and  other  places. 
Heard  Sir  Chris.  Blount  say  openly,  in  the  presence  of  the  Karl  of 
Essex  and  others,  liow  fearful  and  in  what  several  humours  they 
should  find  them  at  Court,  when  they  should  come  together.  The 
Earl  of  Essex  told  exanimate  and  others,  on  the  Sunday  morniDg, 
that  the  Earl  of  Sussex  would  be  with  them  presently.  [3  pages, 
by  Coke.

53.  Sir  Robert  Carey,  Geo.  Selby,  mayor  of  Newcastle,  aud  1 3 other 
Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  the  North  Parts,  to  the  Council 
Upon  your  letters  to  the  Bishop  of  Durham,  wo  wrote  to  the  wardens 
of  the  marches  against  Scotland,  for  tho  apprehension  and  bringing 
before  us  at  Newcastle  such  obstinate  recusants  as  remained  in 
Northumberland,  and  would  not  heretofore  appear  upon  ordinary 
process.  Accordingly,  Sir  Robt.  Carey,  Lord  Warden  of  the  Middle 
Marches,  brought  many  before  us,  some  whereof,  upon  exhortations, 
conformed ; others  showed  themselves  not  altogether  obstinate,  so 
that  there  may  be  hope  to  win  them.  Henry  Haggerston,  of  Hag- 
gerston,  Northumberland,  an  obstinate  Papistical  recusant,  gave 
the  greatest  example  of  disloyalty,  for  he  refused  to  pray  with  ns 
for  Her  Majesty,  or  to  say  Amen  to  such  prayers.  To  try  his 
affection,  and  to  prevent  others  present  doing  the  like,  being  in  the 
church  here,  we  exhorted  the  recusants  present,  and  the  rest  of  the 
congregation,  to  join  with  us  in  hearty  prayer  for  Her  Majesty  ns 
dutiful  subjects  ; and  lest  any  recusant  should  take  occasion  not  to 
join  in  that  prayer,  if  pronounced  by  Mr.  Dean  of  Durham,  or  any 
other  of  tho  clergy,  we  entreated  Sir  Robt  Carey  to  read  the  prayer 
for  Her  Majesty,  appointed  in  the  book  of  Common  Prayer.  Ho 
did  so  with  all  reverence,  upon  his  knees ; all  the  congregation  upon 
their  knees  reverently  Baid  Amen,  except  Haggerston,  who  stood  up 
with  an  obstinate  and  disloyal  behaviour,  and  refused  to  say  Amen. 
We  have  committed  him  to  prison,  and  pray  your  directions  for 
further  proceeding  against  him,  he  being  a most  dangerous  man  in 
those  places.

54.  Rough  notes  of  speeches  in  the  Star  Chamber : — 

Thk  Loud  Keeper. — The  strangeness  of  the  late  nccident  caused 
him  to  speak.  The  Queen  had  reigned  43  years  in  peace  and  pro- 
sperity, God  defending  her  from  conspiracies.  All  former  conspi- 
racies were  not  comparable  to  this  of  noblemen  and  gentlemen  to 
depose  her  ; the  arch-traitor  had  on  Sunday  last  assembled  his  com- 
pany for  that  purpose,  and  having  imprisoned  some  of  Her  Majesty’s 
ministers  who  were  sent  to  request  him  to  lay  open  his  griefs,  went 
to  London  to  seduce  the  city  against  Her  Majesty,  The  imprisoned 
were  to  be  forced  to  go  with  them  in  this  matter.  The  arch-traitor 
Essex,  who  held  some  of  the  highest  employments  in  England,  was 
head  of  tho  conspiracy.  The  Queen  was  so  far  from  fear  that 
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Bhe  would  hare  gone  out  in  person  to  see  what  any  rebel  of  them 
all  durst  do  against  her,  had  not  her  councillors  with  much  ado 
stayed  her. 

The  purpose  is  prevented,  and  the  chief  conspirators  are  in  the 
Tower,  but  the  danger  is  not  over,  for  practices  are  set  afoot  to  relieve 
this  traitor,  and  Her  Mnjesty  is  in  as  much  danger  as  before.  On 
Thursday,  while  the  Lords  were  at  the  Tower,  to  discover  further 
this  matter,  Thoe.  Lea,  a gentleman  of  gocsl  blood,  who  had  served 
in  the  Low  Countries,  been  imprisoned  at  his  return,  and  liberated 
and  pardoned  by  means  of  the  Earl  of  Essex,  had  practised  with 
two  other  gentlemon  to  seize  her  person,  and  force  her  to  discharge 
the  Lords;  should  any  attempt  to  recover  her  person,  they  would 
lay  on  them  all  harm  that  might  happen  to  her.  The  gentlemen 
disclosed  this  ; but  Lea  had  got  between  8 and  9 p.m.  to  the  privy 
chamber  door,  to  see  and  seize  the  Queen  as  she  came  out,  but  was 
thrust  back  by  the  clerk  of  the  kitchen,  and  apprehended  on  sus- 
picion. All  this  he  has  confessed,  and  set  his  hand  to.  It  shows 
how  dangerous  it  is  that  an  arch-traitor,  for  whom  such  practices 
may  be  attempted,  should  live. 

The  Lord  Admiral. — Dangerousness  of  the  late  practice ; the 
Queen's  magnanimity  and  wish  to  go  out  in  person.  Being  Her 
Majesty’s  lieutenant-general,  notwithstanding  them  great  shows, 
they  on  their  knees  yielded  and  delivered  up  their  weapons  to  him. 
Lea  offered  to  him  to  kill  the  Earl  of  Essex,  but  he  condemned 
such  base  courses.

No  cause  is  so  important  as  the 
cause  of  religion,  and  in  this  cause  of  Her  Majesty,  that  of  the 
commonwealth,  religion,  and  our  | (articular  welfare  was  concerned 
Essex’s  practice  was  to  subvert  all.  He  had  been  devising  five  or 
six  years  to  be  King  of  England  ; had  wit,  and  much  power  put 
into  his  hand,  and  meant  thus  to  slip  into  Her  Majesty's  place.  He 
insinuated  himself  into  favour  by  pretending  to  the  people  and 
soldiers  that  he  was  careful  of  them  ; to  the  Puritans,  by  seeming 
more  religions  than  others,  and  to  the  Papists  by  making  them 
believe  that  when  he  was  King,  he  would  grant  liberty  of  con- 
science. It  was  alleged  at  Paul’s  Cross  that  be  had  knighted 
many,  and  often  against  the  Queen's  express  command. 

Not  content  with  being  made,  within  11  years,  from  a boy  of  19, 
master  of  the  horse  and  ordnance,  and  Earl  Marshal  of  England, 
and  having  300,000i.,  he  would  be  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  and 
wanted  to  be  Secretary,  Admiral,  and  what  not  He  conspired  with 
Tyrone,  that  when  he  returned  to  England,  and  had  removed 
some  of  the  Queen’s  servants  that  watched  him  with  eagle's  eyes, 
and  had  governed  tho  Queen  a few  months,  Tyrone  should  land 
8,000  men,  the  Queen  be  put  aside,  and  ail  made  a prey  to  Irish 
kerns. 
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These  things  appeared  by  the  book  written  on  Henry  IV.,  making 
this  time  seem  like  that  of  Richard  II.,  to  be  refrained  by  him  os 
by  Henry  IV.  He  kept  this  book  14  days  to  peruse,  and  when  he 
knew  many  copies  where  dispersed,  sent  to  the  Metropolitan  to 
have  it  called  in  as  a dangerous  book.  He  would  have  removed 
Her  Majesty’s  servants,  stepped  into  her  chair,  and  perhaps  bad  her 
treated  like  Richard  II.  He  drew  many  noblemen  and  gentlemen 
into  this  action,  who  but  for  the  Queen’s  clemency,  had  been  cast 
away. 

Though  seeming  to  spend  much  time  in  prayer,  he  harboured 
more  Papists,  under  colour  of  gaining  intelligence,  than  the  whole 
Council,  and  the  chief  about  him  were  Papists,  to  whom  he  com- 
mitted the  plotting  of  his  treason.  He  gave  the  charge  of  the  Lord 
Keeper  and  Lord  Chiefs  Justice  to  that  traitor  knave  Sir  J.  Davies, 
a conjurer  and  Catholic,  who  in  Oxford  occupied  himself  in  the  idle 
art  of  figure  casting. 

He  got  divers  nobles,  &c.  about  him ; sent  his  man  Temple  the 
night  before,  and  went  himself  to  London,  to  try  what  he  could 

Ccure,  publishing  that  Cobham  and  Raleigh  would  kill  him  in  his 

Lea  has  since  attempted  Her  Majesty’s  person  ; ho  was  sent  by 
Sir  Chris.  Blount  to  Tyrone,  about  these  treasons.  Lea  continually 
offered  to  kill  the  Earl,  who  trusted  and  would  admit  him,  but  he 
called  Lea  an  undertaker  who  performed  nothing ; for  he  had  pro- 
mised long  before  to  bring  Tyrone's  head,  but  he  scorned  such  a 
course,  as  did  the  Lord  General  to  whom  Lea  was  brought  in.  Lea 
urged  to  have  direction  from  the  Queen,  who  he  thought  would 
approve  his  design.

55.  Speeches  of  sundry  members  of  the  Privy  Council  in  the  Star 
Chamber,  differing  materially  from  the  preceding : — 

Loud  Keeter  Egeuton. — It  has  pleased  God  to  preserve  Her 
Majesty  for  43  years  in  a most  peaceable  and  godly  kind  of  govern- 
ment, so  as  no  Prince  that  either  I or  any  other  ever  heard  or  read 
of  has  so  long  continued  in  the  like  tranquillity,  considering  the 
traitorous  attempts  of  vile,  seditious,  and  factious  persons  against 
her,  and  now  this  last  most  unnatural  and  prodigious  pretence, 
practised  against  her  person  by  those  whom  she  has  most  chiefly 
favoured,  whicli  by  God’s  providence  and  her  own  undaunted 
magnanimity,  has  been  most  happily  prevented. 

To  manifest  this  ill  appearance  more  palpable,  (the  traitors  appre- 
hended being  worthily  committed  to  the  Tower),  it  happened  no 
longer  than  last  night  that  Thos.  Lea,  a gentleman  of  good  descent, 
but  ill-beseeming  his  birth,  and  sometime  a captain  in  Ireland, 
having  had  conference  with  Tyrone  in  company  with  the  arch- 
traitor  Essex,  dealt  with  sundry  devilish-disposed  people  to  surprise 
Her  Majesty  at  her  privy  chamber  door.  This  was  confessed  by 
Lea  himself  upon  examination,  and  he  thereupon  worthily  com- 
mitted. 

Here  the  Lord  Keeper,  like  a man  overcome  with  the  thought 
of  such  a traitorous  attempt,  being  now  come  to  the  very  soul 
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of  sorrow,  touching  Her  Majesty’s  person,  in  great  grief  stopped 
up  iiis  spcecli  with  tears,  the  people  shouting  for  joy,  and  with 
great  vehemency  'glorifying  God  for  Her  Majesty’s  most  happy 
preservation. 

Loud  Admiral  tiie  Earl  of  Notti noham. — It  is  further  to  be 
known  tliat  this  traitor  Lea,  to  colour  his  treacherous  purpose,  came 
on  Saturday  last,  and  alleged  the  Earl  of  Essex  to  be  an  egregious 
traitor,  and  offered  on  consent  of  Council  to  apprehend  him  in 
Bhow  of  friendship,  or  privately  kill  him  ; when  he  found  us  not  so 
favourable  as  he  expected,  he  was  very  earnest  to  offer  as  much  by 
speech,  with  a larger  discovery',  to  Her  Majesty  in  person.  This  we 
withstood,  and  in  his  confession  he  has  betrayed  that  then,  himself, 
with  others  of  bis  traitorous  faction,  resolutely  determined  to  have 
laid  bloody  hands  upon  Her  Majesty,  and  murdered  some  other  of 
her  faithful  subjects  in  her  palace.  Knowledge  hereof  being  given 
to  Her  Highness,  I then  beheld  Her  Majesty,  with  most  princely 
fortitude  and  matchless  magnanimity,  to  stand  up  like  the  Lord's 
anointed,  and  offer  in  person  to  face  the  boldest  traitor  in  the  field, 
relying  on  God’s  almighty  providence,  which  had  heretofore  main- 
tained her. 

Sir  William  Kxollys,  Comptroller  of  the  Household. — Divers 
of  the  Privy  Council,  whereof  I was  one,  coming  to  offer  the 
traitorous  Earls  Her  Highness’s  gracious  pleasure,  in  better  terms 
than  their  deserts  could  challenge,  they  so  contemptuously  used  us, 
not  only  with  opprobrious  speeches,  but  violent  deeds,  imprisoning 
us  under  lock  and  key,  and  offering  to  fling  Her  Highness’s  great 
seal  out  of  the  window,  &c.,  that  had  not  my  eyes  seen  and  ears 
heard  them,  it  had  been  incredible. 

Secretary  Cecil. — As  the  declining  of  the  sun  brings  general 
darkness,  so  Her  Majesty's  hurt  is  our  continual  night,  and  although 
the  one  by  course  of  nature  may  be  renewed,  yet  the  other  will 
hardly  be  matched  in  any  future  age  ; how  odious  then  ought  they 
to  be  in  the  eye  of  all  good  subjects,  that  have  sought  the  utter 
ruin  of  so  blessed  a Sovereign  1 The  principal  author  thereof,  that 
traitorous  Earl  of  Essex,  more  like  a monster  than  a man,  has  most 
ungratefully  requited  his  most  gracious  Princess.  Being  but  a boy 
in  years,  and  a child  in  experience,  he  has  been  graced  with  more 
than  common  dignities.  Her  Highness  first  made  him  master  of 
tho  horse,  then  master  of  her  ordnance,  and  first  a member  and  then 
president  of  her  Privy  Council.  Afterwards,  besides  many  other 
private  gifts  of  value,  amounting  not  to  less  than  300,0001.,  she  ad- 
vanced him  to  the  dignity  of  Earl  Marshal,  and  confirmed  him  Lord 
General  of  her  forces  in  Ireland  ; where  how  traitorously  he  behaved 
himself  I would  his  own  soul  might  be  judge. 

In  all  this  flourishing  time  of  these  ill-deserved  preferments,  his 
head  was  hatching  confusion  to  her  person,  and  the  whole  state  of 
his  country.  First  he  affected  popularity,  which  he  cunningly 
underpropped  with  fnctions  in  religion,  both  domestic  and  foreign  ; 
ns  by  maintaining  secretly  Jesuits  and  priests,  like  a favourer  of 
Papacy;  by  countenancing  Browniatu  and  other  heretical  schismatics, 
as  an  upholder  of  glosing  Purity,  and  yet  presenting  a fair  colour  to 
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the  Protestants,  with  a beguiling  glimpse  to  seem  truly  religious  in 
the  most  ancient  Catholic  faith  of  the  Church  of  England.  Though 
he  has  as  in  a false  glass  presented  his  discontents  to  the  view 
of  the  world,  yet  we  know  that  these  seven  years  he  has  intended 
treason,  strengthening  himself  with  vulgar  opinions,  and  the  hearts 
of  such  subjects  as,  by  affability  and  promises  of  gifts,  he  was  able 
to  maintain.  Though  he  attributes  Her  Majesty’s  displeasure  to 
his  coming  out  of  Ireland,  it  is  evident  by  the  confessions  of  some 
of  his  traitorous  faction,  that  he  came  over  from  Ireland  so  unex- 
pectedly to  remove  such  from  the  Queen  as  he  misliked,  and  could 
not  bend  to  his  traitorous  faction  ; then  Tyrone  and  he  were  to 
join  their  forces,  and  by  destroying  Her  Majesty,  Essex  to  be  made 
sole  king  of  England.

56.  Declaration  of  Hen.  Woodrington,  of  Woodrington,  co.  North- 
umberland, Esquire,  before  Lord  Chief  Justice  Popliam : — 

A.  Told  the  Earl  of  Rutland  on  Saturday  last,  that  he  mar- 
velled at  his  following  the  Earl  of  Essex,  seeing  he  was  in  disgrace 
with  Her  Majesty,  and  hardly  thought  of  by  the  State,  and  ad- 
vised him  to  live  in  the  country,  or  otherwise  to  entertain  the 
favour  of  Mr.  Secretary,  or  such  as  were  in  favour  with  Her 
Majesty.  He  answered  that  he  was  on  very  good  terms  with 
Mr.  Secretary,  and  offered  so  to  deal  that  evening  at  Court  that 
examinate  should  be  admitted  to  kiss  Her  Majesty's  hand,  at  her 
going  to  chapel  the  next  day.  Appointed  to  come  the  next  morn- 
ing to  the  Earl  of  Rutland,  at  his  house  near  Ivey  Bridge.  Went 
thither  on  Sunday  morning,  and  heard  that  the  Earl  had  gone 
to  Essex  House  ; being  sent  for  presently  after,  went,  accompanied 
by  Ephraim  Woodrington,  his  uncle.  Seeing  troops  and  companies 
within,  told  his  uncle  that  he  did  not  like  the  matter,  and  wished 
they  had  been  out  again,  but  durst  not  offer  to  go  out,  for  fear 
of  his  life,  seeing  the  gate  and  place  so  guarded,  and  the  company 
so  violent,  making  no  reckoning  of  the  lord  Keeper  and  such  as 
were  sent  with  him  to  the  Earl  of  Essex  from  Her  Majesty. 

B.  After  the  Lord  Keeper  and  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  were  in 
the  inner  room  of  Essex  House,  passed  out  of  that  chamber 
through  the  lobby ; other  companies  were  comingup  towards  them, 
Hwearing  they  would  stab  and  make  an  end  of  the  Lord  Keeper 
and  Loid  Chief  Justice.  Persuaded  them  that  it  was  not  a good 
course  to  be  used  towards  such  as  were  sent  from  Her  Majesty, 
and  told  the  Earl  of  Essex  what  violent  courses  were  intended. 
Others  coming  by  and  hearing,  swore  that  it  was  no  time  then  to 
make  orations,  but  said  “ Let  us  make  an  end  of  them,  and  then 
we  have  the  fewer  to  deal  with  to  which  the  Earl  of  Essex 
said  nothing  and  went  away.  Going  down  amongst  the  company 
afterwards,  perceived  that  order  was  given  that  if  any  violence 
was  offered  to  the  house,  or  the  Earl  of  Essex  miscarried  in  Lon- 
don, the  Lord  Keeper  and  Lord  Chief  J usticu  should  be  killed. 
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Examinate  and  his  uncle  being  carried  in  the  press,  followed 
into  London  with  purpose  to  withdraw  the  Earl  of  Bedford  from 
that  company  (examinate  being  his  near  kinsman,  and  his  uncle 
the  Earl  of  Bedford’s  servant) ; as  soon  as  they  could  get  oppor- 
tunity they  got  the  Earl  away,  and  carried  him  off  by  water, 
[li  pages.} 

57.  Report  by  John  Sraythe  of  conferences  had  with  his  brother 
Thos.  Smythe,  since  Sunday  last,  8 Feb.  1601.  My  brother  did  not 
come  home  until  1 1 p.m„  when  I was  in  bed ; he  stud  that  he 
was  very  weary,  as  he  had  been  riding  all  through  the  city  with  the 
Lord  Mayor,  to  see  the  ways  set,  and  that  he  did  not  mean  to  go 
to  bed,  but  lie  down  a little,  and  rise  early  to  see  if  he  could  find  out 
any  more  of  the  traitors  that  were  not  taken.  I told  him  it  was  a 
very  unhappy  thing  that  the  Earl  of  Essex  came  to  his  house,  and 
asked  why  he  did  so  ; he  protested  that  he  could  not  imagine  any 
cause,  having  never  spoken  to  him  but  once,  and  that  was  nine 
years  ago,  when  he  desired  him  to  be  bound  for  him,  as  my  father 
was  before,  but  he  declined  ; since  then  ho  received  but  one  letter 
from  him,  which  was  lately,  touching  some  matter  of  the  East  India 
Company. 

As  to  the  manner  of  his  coming,  he  said  that  as  he  was  going 
to  his  gate  to  aid  the  Lord  Mayor,  Lord  Cromwell  and  some 
other  of  the  Earl  of  Essex’s  followers  came,  and  told  him  that  the 
Earl  bad  like  to  have  been  slain  that  night,  and  was  coming  to  his 
house  for  safety;  to  which  he  replied  that  if  he  were  in  danger, 
the  Lord  Mayor’s  house  was  the  fittest.  Lord  Cromwell  answered 
that  he  had  been  there,  and  that  tho  Lord  Mayor  said  if  the  Earl 
came  thither,  he  should  be  welcome  ; just  then  the  Earl  arrived  and 
refused  to  go  to  the  Lord  Mayor’s,  thrust  himself  into  his  house, 
and  Raid  he  would  send  for  the  Lord  Mayor.  My  brother  desired 
him  not  to  bring  all  that  company  into  his  house,  and  said  he  would 
go  for  the  Lord  Mayor,  to  which  the  Earl  said  Alderman  Watts 
should  go,  and  with  that  he  and  his  company  went  up-stairs.  My 
brother  nod  Alderman  Watts  went  out  at  the  back  gate  to  the  Lord 
Mayor,  and  before  he  returned  with  him,  the  Earl  and  his  company 
were  all  gone. 

1 then  asked  what  speech  the  Earl  used  to  him  in  Gracious 
[Gracechurch]  Street,  and  he  told  me  the  Lord  Mayor  sent  him  to 
the  Earl  of  Essex,  to  will  him  to  yield,  and  go  home  with  the 
Mayor,  but  he  refused  and  laid  hold  on  the  reins  of  his  bridle,  and 
said,  “ You  shall  go  with  me,  and  send  for  your  company,  and  I will 
hike  the  gates  for  the  safety  of  the  city  he  answered  he  had  no 
company,  and  that  the  gates  were  well  kept,  and  the  city  was  in 
safety  if  he  would  yield  himself  to  the  Lord  Mayor  ; but  the  Earl 
said,  " If  you  fear  God,  love  the  Queen,  or  care  for  religion,  look 
to  yourself.”  With  that  he  looked  wildly  up  and  down,  and  my 
brother  perceiving  him  somewhat  amazed,  turned  his  horse  and  got 
from  him.  He  also  told  me  that  Sir  Harry  Carew  came  galloping 
up,  and  said  he  would  speak  with  Sheriff  Smythe ; my  brother  bade 
him  speak  out,  and  Sir  Harry  said,  “ Sly  Lord  of  Essex  bids  you 
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remember  your  promise  in  sending  Mr.  Wootton  the  preacher  to 
him  ;**  my  brother  answered,  “ My  Lord  forgets  himself,  for  I never 
made  him  any  such  promise,  neither  did  my  Lord  ever  speak  to  me 
of  him.”  The  next  aay  he  told  me  he  had  learned  that  after  he  was 
gone  to  the  Lord  Mayor,  the  Earl  sent  one  of  his  men  for  Mr. 
Wootton,  and  before  he  came,  the  Earl  was  gone  with  all  his 
company. 

My  brother  said  that  on  Monday,  being  with  Her  Majesty,  she 
charged  him  that  he  knew  of  the  Earls  coming  by  5 o’clock  that 
Sunday  morning,  through  one  Temple,  but  he  protested  that  he  never 
spoke  with  him  in  his  life.  Afterwards,  my  brother  speaking  of 
this,  Mr.  Wright,  who  was  by,  said  that  Temple  was  with  him  early 
on  Sunday  morning,  and  moved  him  to  make  him  acquainted  with 
my  brother,  but  Wright  refused,  and  went  to  Mr.  Secretary,  and 
acquainted  him  with  all  that  Temple  had  said  to  him.  [2  -pages.] 

58.  Proofs  against  Sheriff  Smytlie.  The  Earl  of  Rutland  proves 
that  the  Earl  of  Essex  told  him  and  others  of  his  company  that  the 
city  of  London  stood  for  him,  and  that  Sinythe  had  promised  to  get 
as  many  men  as  he  could  to  assist  him. 

Lord  Sandys  testifies  that  on  the  Earl’s  return  from  Ludgate 
towards  his  house,  the  Earl  said  that  if  Smytlie  did  not  his  pare,  his 
part  was  as  far  off  as  the  Earl’s  own.  The  Earl,  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing, sent  the  letter  or  petition  he  pretended  to  make  to  Her 
Majesty,  though  there  had  been  intelligence  between  them,  and 
Smytlie  thereby  knew  of  his  inteution  to  go  to  Court,  and  the  time 
he  kept  that  petition  is  to  be  observed. 

The  Earl  of  Essex  expressly  charges  him  that  the  Earl  (taking 
his  horse  by  the  bridle  in  Gracious  Street),  told  him  that  he  knew 
he  was  as  far  engaged  in  the  action  as  any  of  them,  and  that  the 
Earl  had  received  other  assurances  from  him  than  he  then  performed  ; 
to  which  he  answered  that  in  that  confusion  he  could  not  draw  his 
regiment  together,  and  where  the  Mayor  desired  the  Earl  to  go  to 
his  house,  S my  the  advised  him  to  keep  the  streets. 

Jo.  Bowgar  deposes  that  he  heurd  the  Earl  [ask  Sheriff  Smythe 
if  he  should  go  with  the  Mayor  to  his  house,  and  whether  he  could 
place  a secret  guard  upon  him  of  his  own  servants,  to  which  Smythe 
answered  that  he  bad  but  two  or  three  apprentices  in  his  house. 
The  Earl  replied,  “ Then  Mr.  Sheriff,  where  are  these  arms?”  he 
answered,  *'  1 know  not ; I left  the  armourers  with  your  Lordship.” 
Sheriff  Smythe  (after  my  Lord  had  told  him  that  upon  any  com- 
plaint to  Her  Majesty,  he  should  receive  no  trial  or  hearing,  but  bo 
committed  to  the  Tower;,  advised  him  to  go  down  to  Ludgate  and 
Newgate,  and  possess  himself  of  them  or  his  passage  through  them, 
and  he  would  send  his  arms  thither. 

Edw.  Bromley  testifies  that  he  was  required  by  his  brother, 
Sir  Hen.  Bromley,  to  go  to  the  Earl  of  Essex  on  8 Feb.,  and  tell 
him  that  he  and  Sir  John  Scott  would  be  ready  to  do  him  service, 
and  that  Sheriff  Smythe  would  do  the  like,  who  was  colonel  of  the 
men. 

John  Smythe,  liis  brother,  proved  some  things  which  Sheriff 
Smythe  denied. 
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The  Lord  Mayor  said  that  Sheriff  Smythe  desired  to  go  to  the 
Earl  of  Essex,  and  yet  he  desired  the  Recorder  to  remember,  for  the 
time  was  ticklish,  that  the  Lord  Mayor  had  sent  him. 

With  memorandum  that  Sheriff  Smythe  confesses  the  words  used, 
but  not  the  conference  between  them,  and  that  it  is  necessary  to 
examine  Thos.  Smythe,  Sir  Hen.  Bromley,  Temple,  TJdall,  Fletcher, 
and  if  need  be,  Capt.  Bromley  to  be  confuted  with  his  brother. 
Also  that  Mr.  Waad  has  Mrs.  Smythe’s  examination  and  the  Earl’s 
petition.  [1}  l>o.fjcs,  in  Cokes  hand,] 

.59.  Examination  of  Thus.  Smythe,  sheriff,  before  Lords  Egerton, 
Buckhurst,  Nottingham,  and  Hunsdon.  Has  not  spoken  to  the 
Earl  of  Essex  these  nine  years,  and  never  had  any  letter  from 
him  until  last  Sunday,  when  Udall  brought  one  to  his  wife,  being 
then  at  church,  which  was  a copy  of  one  to  the  Queen  written 
with  the  Earl’s  own  hand.  Being  asked  whether  there  was  any 
speech  had  with  him  about  Wootton,  a preacher,  confessed  that 
Sir  Hen.  Carey,  of  London,  came  to  him  from  the  Earl  of  Essex, 
and  told  him  in  presence  of  the  Lord  Mayor  in  the  street,  that  my 
Lord  desired  him  to  remember  his  promise  to  send  Mr.  Wootton  to 
him  ; this  was  at  2 p.m.  My  Lord  of  Essex  being  in  Gracious 
Street,  said  he  would  go  back  to  the  gate,  and  prayed  him  to  send 
for  his  men. 

Denies  that  in  the  hearing  of  Bargrave,  who  had  often  been 
employed  from  the  Earl  of  Essex  to  the  Mayor,  he  advised  the  Earl 
to  go  back  to  Ludgate  and  Newgate,  and  there  make  good  the  place, 
and  he  wTould  send  men  after  him.  Confesses  that  the  Earl  took  some 
halberts  out  of  his  house.  Does  not  remember  what  passed  between 
him  and  his  brother,  John  Smythe,  after  the  Earl  had  left  the  house. 
Four  or  five  days  before  that  traitorous  action,  Dr.  Fletcher  told 
exnminate  he  understood  there  were  certain  Jesuits  that  meant  to 
murder  the  Earl  of  Essex,  and  that  his  Lordship  was  like  to  be  in 
great  distress,  as  there  were  libels  cast  forth  against  him,  and  it 
were  good  to  see  some  of  them.  Sir  Hen.  Lindley  dined  with 
examinate  a month  back,  but  no  speech  passed  between  them  of  the 
Earl  of  Essex.  [1 } page*.] 

GO.  Confession  of  John  Bargar  before  Lord  Chief  Justice  Popham, 
Attorney  General  Coke,  and  Solicitor  General  Fleming: — 

1.  I fell  into  company  of  the  Karl  of  Essex  at  Paul's  last 
Sunday,  being  persuaded  that  he  would  have  been  murdered  and 
that  there  was  a troop  of  horse  ready  to  charge  them  in  the  rear. 

2.  On  coming  to  Sheriff  Smythe’s  house,  and  there  being  some 
armourers  sent  for  thither,  and  beer  brought  out  to  his  followers, 
I thought  the  Earl  knew  this  first  report  to  be  true. 

3.  Afterwards  I began  to  suspect  the  Earl’s  honesty,  from  the 
Recorder's  asking  the  Lord  Mayor  wrhether  he  thought  it  fit  to 
talk  with  my  Lord  of  Essex,  and  his  replying  that  he  had  no 
such  warrant. 

4.  Thereupon  I asked  the  Lord  Mayor  if  I might  go  by  his 
stirruj),  as  1 thought  the  Earl's  cause  was  not  good,  and  if  he 
would  employ  me  in  any  business  of  the  Queen,  I would  do  it 
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5.  The  Lord  Mayor  thereupon  willed  me  to  get  the  Earl  to  the 
Sheriff’s  or  his  house,  which  I promised  to  try  and  do,  and  went 
to  my  Lord,  and  thrice  intreated  him  to  do  it.  Whilst  I was 
talking  with  him,  Sheriff  Smythe  arrived  on  horseback,  as  was 
my  Lord. 

6.  The  Earl  asked  Sheriff  Smythe,  if  he  should  go  with  the 
Mayor  to  his  house,  whether  he  could  place  a great  guard  upon 
him  of  his  own  servants ; he  replied,  " Alas,  my  Lord,  I have  not 
above  two  or  three  apprentices  in  my  house.”  " Oh,"  said  my 
Lord,  “ then  I must  not  go  thither  ; but,  Mr.  Sheriff,  where 
are  these  arms  ?"  He  answered,  “ I know  not ; I left  the  ar- 
mourers with  your  Lordship.”  Upon  this  my  Lord  said,  “ I fear 
much  the  other  side  of  the  city,  towards  Ludgate  and  New- 
gate, lest  I should  be  betrayed  behind."  Then  the  Sheriff  desired 
my  Lord  to  suffer  himself  to  be  examined,  and  trust  in  Her 
Majesty’s  mercy.  He  answered  that  he  would  have  no  hearing 
or  trial  but  what  the  Secretary  or  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  would 
appoint  him,  and  he  was  sure  to  go  to  the  Tower,  and  he  knew 
that  then  they  that  had  practised  his  death  before  would  do 
with  him  what  they  listed."  " Well,”  said  the  Sheriff.  “ do  you 
go  down  towards  Ludgate  and  Newgate,  and  possess  yourself 
of  a passage  through  them,  and  I will  see  your  arms  sent  thither 
to  you,”  which  my  Lord  said  he  would  do,  and  so  went  down 
Lombar  [Lombard]  Street 

7.  At  the  Stocks  we  met  again  with  the  Mayor,  and  my  Lord 
being  passed  by  him,  and  I coming  in  the  rear,  the  Mayor  called 
me  to  him,  and  spoke  to  me  to  be  very  earnest  with  my  Lord  to 
come  to  his  house,  saying  that  ho  would  pass  his  credit  to  him  that 
none  but  the  Queen  should  have  anything  to  say  to  him,  or  offer 
hirn  any  violence,  and  that  if  he  list  he  should  have  some  of  his 
osvn  people  about  him ; if  he  would  not  come,  I was  to  tell 
him  from  the  Mayor  that  it  should  be  the  worse  for  him  ; this  I 
promised  I would  do. 

8.  I overtook  my  Lord  between  the  Standard  and  the  Cross  in 
Cheapside,  and  urged  him  to  come  to  the  Mayor’s  house.  He 
answered  I was  a fool,  and  knew  not  what  I did  ; that  the  Mayor 
would  betray  him,  but  it  might  l>e  the  Sheriff  was  an  honest 
man. 

9.  Afterwards  my  Lord  took  towards  Ludgate,  where,  at  a chain 
between  Ludgate  and  Paul's,  stood  Sir  John  Leveson.  Being  then 
in  the  rear,  I saw  the  pikes  bent  upon  my  Lord  to  hinder  his 
passage,  and  so  my  Lord  retired  a good  distance  from  the  chain, 
making  a stand,  and  all  his  company  coming  about  him.  Seeing 
Sir  John  Leveson  stand  there,  and  being  desirous  to  speak  with 
him,  got  as  nigh  as  I could  to  my  Lord,  wishing  he  might  send 
me  to  him,  which  he  did  with  this  message,  that  the  Sheriff  of 
the  city  had  sent  him  thither  to  possess  himself  of  Ludgate,  and 
had  promised  to  send  him  arms  thither;  and  for  my  Lord  of 
Cumberland  who,  they  said,  had  placed  them  there,  he  knew  if  he 
were  there  he  would  not  deny  him  passage,  in  regard  that  there 
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were  so  many  earls  and  barons  and  gallant  gentlemen,  most  of 
them  allied  to  him,  who  being  armed  only  with  rapiers,  must 
enter  upon  armed  pikes  and  shots. 

10.  Sir  John  answered  that  there  he  was  set,  and  would  not 
remove  unless  the  Sheriff  would  come  himself,  and  then  he  would 
give  place  as  to  the  Queen,  otherwise  stand  he  must,  and  pass  the 
Karl  should  not ; withal  he  told  me  the  Queen  was  a party,  and  I 
mode  known  to  him  that  I would  never  be  against  the  Queen. 
Whilst  we  thus  talked,  my  Lord  of  Essex  approached,  crying,  “ God 
save  the  Queen whereupon  I said  to  Sir  John,  “ He  comes."  Being 
thus  caught  in  at  both  sides,  I resolved  to  get  back  as  soon  as  I 
could,  but  the  crowd  of  my  Lord  of  Essex’s  company,  that  came 
all  with  their  weapons,  and  charged  upon  my  back,  was  so  thick 
that  I could  not  go  back,  so  came  as  I could  ; but  as  soon  as 
possible  I got  away  to  a house  hard  by,  where  I borrowed  a cloak, 
and  got  home  to  my  lodging.  [4  jxo/es.j 

61.  Examination  of  Capt.  Tbos.  Lea  : — 

1.  Knew  the  Earl  of  Essex  and  his  confederates  were  pro- 
claimed traitors  on  Sunday  last,  and  heard  the  proclamation 
mode. 

2.  Was  mightily  discontented  with  the  noblemen’s  imprison- 
ment, and  would  willingly  have  ventured  his  life  for  their 
deliverance. 

3.  Was  confident  that  Her  Majesty’s  safety  consisted  in  the 
delivery  of  so  many  noble  and  worthy  gentlemen,  on  whom 
greater  matters  depended  than  moat  men  thought  of. 

4.  Out  of  his  love  to  these  noblemen,  and  especially  to  the 
Earl  of  Essex,  whom  he  loves  above  all  men  saving  Sir  Hen.  Lea, 
although  he  has  lost  much  by  following  the  said  Earl,  went 
yesterday  to  Sir  Robt.  Cross  at  Ivey  Bridge,  and  finding  him 
ready  to  go  abroad,  stayed  him  and  said,  " You  see  in  what  case 
yonder  Lords  stand  ; now  is  the  time  to  relieve  them  out  of  prison 
or  never ; it  were  an  honourable  act  to  procure  their  deliverance, 
and  it  might  cosily  be  done,  for  if  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  and  such 
as  are  in  favour  about  Her  Majesty  would  not  do  it,  six  men  of 
resolution  would  do  it.”  Sir  Robert  then  asked  how  it  might  bo 
dono  without  danger  of  their  lives ; replied  that  it  might  be 
done  if  there  were  six  such  men  of  resolution  ns  Sir  Geo.  Gifford, 
Sir  Qervnse  Clifton,  Sir  Rich.  Weston,  and  themselves.  Said  the 
way  to  do  it  was,  that  ns  he,  Sir  Robert,  knew  Her  Majesty  about 
supper  time  was  attended  with  only  a few  ladies,  such  people  as 
had  credit  in  Court  might  easily  come  to  the  presence  chamber  door 
without  suspicion,  and  then  entering  into  the  presence  chamber, 
might  bar  or  lock  the  door,  and  cause  Her  Majesty  to  sign  a 
warrant  for  delivery  of  the  three  Earls,  keeping  her  amongst 
them,  and  not  leaving  her  until  she  had  signed  the  warrant ; and 
then  cause  the  Lord  Admiral  to  carry  it  to  the  Tower  for  their 
delivery,  and  bring  them  to  Her  Majesty,  which  he  would  do 
rather  than  see  her  kept  longer  amongst  them.  Told  Sir  Robert 
Cross  that  he  would  be  at  Court  the  same  night  at  nine  o'clock, 
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where  he  accordingly  went  with  his  weapon  and  dagger,  and 
went  into  the  lobby  near  the  private  chamber  door,  where  he 
stayed  until  he  was  apprehended.  Gave  no  cause  for  his  coming 
so  near  Her  Majesty’s  person  at  that  time  of  night,  but  that  he 
sought  to  procure  a warrant  from  Her  Majesty’s  secretary,  for 
delivering  a statute  for  a debt  which  Robert  Lane,  a poor  gentle- 
man, acknowledged  to  him,  and  which  was  in  the  keeping  of 
Sir  Geliy  Merrick,  now  prisoner  for  this  last  rebellious  action.

G2.  Examination  of  Thos.  Lea  before  Sir  John  Peyton,  Roger 
Wilbraham,  Sir  Ant.  Sentleger,  and  Solicitor  General  Fleming: — 

1.  When  examined  by  the  Lords,  and  asked  where  he  supped 
on  Thursday  night  last,  replied  he  hod  no  supper,  but  now  re- 
members he  supped  at  his  lodging,  and  had  Win.  Eustace,  his  son- 
in-law,  born  in  Ireland,  with  him.  Eustace,  after  somo  speeches 
concerning  his  distressed  estate  for  want  of  money,  said  he  heard 
that  the  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland  was  sent  for  into  England. 
Replied,  “ If  the  Deputy  lie  to  the  Earl  of  Essex,  as  I think,  ho 
will  not  come,  and  if  he  do  not,  and  these  noblemen  lately  im- 
prisoned miscarry,  and  he  seek  revenge,  it  will  be  the  greatest 
ruin  that  England  ever  saw ; ” and  that  if  the  Lords  were  kept  in 
prison,  it  would  be  in  the  Deputy’s  power  to  redeem  them. 
Thought  so,  because  if  Wormwood  [Ormond  ?j  were  the  Deputy’s 
ns  he  was  the  Lord  of  Essex’s,  then  if  the  Deputy  and  Wormwood 
joined  together,  he  thought  the  Deputy  would  write  to  Her 
Majesty  that  he  understood  the  Lords’  imprisonment,  who  he 
knew  were  of  loyal  hearts,  and  that  it  was  but  the  revenge  of 
their  enemies  ; and  if  the  Queen,  upon  such  a letter,  would  not 
give  them  contentment,  they  would  stand  upon  their  guard,  and 
hold  the  places  they  had. 

2.  Said  this  was  because  he  knew  that  Essex,  Wormwood, 
Tyrone,  and  the  Marshal,  Sir  Christopher  Blount,  were  all  one. 

3.  Notwithstanding  many  treasons  of  Wormwood  were  made 
apparent  to  the  Earl  of  Essex  and  the  Marshal,  yet  they  boro 
with  him  in  all  his  treasons  with  the  rebels  of  Leinster,  which 
were  proved  by  Sir  Jas.  Fitzpure,  Lord  Montgarrett  and  his  Lady, 
Brian  O'Kelly,  Pierce  Barry,  and  Jas.  Snooae.  The  last  three, 
being  examinate’s  messengers,  were  examined  before  Sir  Chris. 
Blount,  and  their  evidence  made  known  to  the  Earl  of  Essex. 
Exanimate  and  Sir  Corners  Clifford  often  told  the  Earl  they  could 
prove  Wormwood  a traitor ; some  of  the  treasons  proved  before 
the  Marshal  were  these. 

4.  That  where  examinate,  in  the  government  of  the  Earl  of 
Essex,  had  sent  divers  times  to  Owen  McRoiy  O’More,  to  advise 
him  to  obedience,  Wormwood’s  messengers  were  with  him  at  the 
same  time,  persuading  him  to  stand  out  and  fight  with  the  Earl 
of  Essex,  and  would  not  believe  his  word  that  ho  would  fight,  but 
took  his  oath,  and  he  swore  accordingly,  and  sent  word  tliut  the 
Bishop  of  Cashel  had  also  written  to  him  to  that  effect 
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5.  It  wns  further  proved  that  the  Earl  of  Essex  going  forth  to 
Munster,  the  Earl  of  Wormwood  had  directed  the  Lord  of  Cahir'a 
brother  to  keep  the  castle  of  Cahir  against  the  Earl  of  Essex,  to 
spend  them  and  waste  the  army,  which  was  done  accordingly. 

6.  The  Lord  of  Donboyen’s  followers  were  one  day  burning  in 
Burke’s  country,  before  the  face  of  the  army,  and  the  next  day  a 
butler  and  a follower  of  the  Earl  of  Wormwood  was  attending 
upon  the  Lord  of  Donboyen,  and  the  men  that  had  done  these 
actions  were  shown  in  Cashel  to  the  Marshal,  and  nothing  done  to 
them. 

7.  After  the  return  of  the  Earl  of  Essex  from  his  Munster 
journey,  Wm.  Harpoole,  constable  of  Carlow  Castle,  came  often 
to  examinate,  thinking  him  of  credit  with  the  Earl  of  Essex,  and 
told  him  be  could  discover  many  treasons  of  the  Earl  of  Worm- 
wood, if  Essex  would  undertake  the  prosecution  and  protect  him. 
Often  solicited  Sir  Geliy  Merrick  to  impart  this  to  the  Earl,  but 
nothing  came  of  it. 

8.  The  Earl  of  Essex  denies  that  he  ever  sent  this  examinate 
to  Tyrone ; thinks  that  the  Earl  knew  of  his  being  sent  by  Sir 
Chris.  Blount,  because  Sir  Christopher  never  used  him  in  any  em- 
ployment but  he  first  acquainted  the  Earl ; this  great  message 
to  Tyrone,  the  Marshal  would  not  nor  durst  have  done  without 
the  Earl’s  knowledge,  for  the  importance  was  so  great  that  the 
Marshal  would  not  give  him  any  written  warrant,  but  by  word 
only. 

9.  The  Earl  made  a secret  and  sudden  journey  or  two  to  ex- 
aminate’s  house,  before  the  latter  went  to  Tyrone,  to  see  the 
Marshal,  who  lay  there  five  or  six  weeks  hurt,  and  stayed  there 
one  night,  and  the  next  day  returned  to  Dublin.  On  coming  to 
Tyrone,  found  him  very  insolent  and  proud,  slandering  our  nation, 
and  asserting  that  the  Earl  of  Essex  was  sent  to  kill  him,  but 
any  of  his  slaves  might  kill  the  Earl,  although  he  would  wish 
none  of  his  father’s  children’s  blood  spilt.  After  examinate  had 
gone  to  Tyrone,  Essex  wrote  a letter  bidding  him  not  to  go,  but 
return  to  Dublin.  Did  not  receive  it  until  his  return ; imme- 
diately went  to  the  Lord  Deputy,  and  made  report  of  the  inso- 
lence of  the  traitor,  and  the  Earl  of  Essex  said  he  would  be 
revenged  of  Tyrone.  Many  times  offered  great  and  good  plots  of 
service  to  the  Earl,  but  he  would  not  allow  of  them. 

10.  Tyrone  sent  a message  to  examinate  by  Jas.  Snowden, 
formerly  sent  to  him  by  the  Earl,  that  if  the  Earl  would  follow 
his  plot,  he  would  make  him  the  greatest  man  that  ever  was  in 
England,  and  that  when  Essex  and  Tyrone  had  conference  together, 
for  his  assurance,  Tyrone  would  deliver  his  eldest  son  in  pledge 
to  him.  Told  the  Earl  this  before  being  sent  to  Tyrone,  but  the 
Earl  shook  his  head,  and  gave  no  plain  answer. 

11.  Before  the  Earl  went  into  the  north  of  Ireland,  there  were 
divers  secret  conferences  at  Dublin  between  him  and  Wormwood, 
and  thereupon  the  Earl  went  and  had  parlance  with  the  rebel 
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Tyrone ; while  the  Earl  was  there,  received  intelligence  first 
from  Owen  McRory  that  the  Earl,  on  his  return  from  Ulster, 
would  go  for  England,  and  then  the  rebels  would  have  their 
will  in  all  things.  Signified  this  to  tho  Earl  of  Essex,  and 
urged  him  by  letter  not  to  leave  tho  country  without  doing  some 
service.  Tyrone  acknowledged  the  message  sent  him  by  Snow- 
den, but  having  become  proud  with  the  overture,  or  tho  defeat  of 
Sir  Corners  Clifford,  he  said  he  desired  to  speak  with  the  Earl  of 
Essex  himself,  and  would  deliver  no  matter  of  consequence,  but 
referred  all  to  their  conference. 

P.S. — Since  Christmas  has  known  of  many  meetings  and  secret 
conferences  between  Sir  Qelly  Merrick,  Hen.  Cuffe,  Jos.  Earth, 
and  Wm.  Downall,  at  Lord  Montjoy’s  house  in  Holbom ; and 
when  examinate  came  amongst  them,  they  broke  off  their  con- 
ference, and  walked  together  in  the  garden ; Sir  Chris.  Blount 
and  Sir  Edward,  his  brother,  sinco  his  coining  out  of  Ireland, 
often  lay  at  that  house,  and  bad  secret  conference  many  times 
with  the  persons  aforesaid. 

Being  at  supper  on  Saturday  last  at  Gunter's  house,  within 
Temple  Bar,  with  Sir  Geliy  Merrick,  Thos.  Warburton,  Peter 
Gwynn,  and  others,  Sir  Geliy  left  suddenly.  After  supper,  went 
to  Essex  House,  found  Sir  Geliy  in  the  court,  and  asked  him  what 
news.  He  said  the  Lord  of  Essex  was  sent  for  to  the  Court,  and 
bade  examinate  go  about  his  business,  as  ho  was  very  busy.  Re- 
plied he  would  go  to  Mr.  Secretary  at  the  Court,  for  an  answer  to 
his  petition  to  Council,  for  restitution  of  his  goods  in  Ireland,  and 
then  come  back ; did  so,  met  Sir  Geliy  in  the  galiery  of  Essex 
House,  and  found  much  more  bustliug  about  than  was  wont  to  be. 
Sir  Geliy  asked  what  news  in  Court ; replied  that  all  was  well  there, 
and  Mr.  Secretary  had  used  him  well,  when  Sir  Geliy  said,  “ I 
pray  God  all  be  for  the  best."  Desired  him  to  move  the  Earl  for 
despatch  of  a letter  to  Sir  Hen.  Lea,  and  he  would  send  his  man 
for  it  in  the  morning,  which  he  promised  to  do.  Sent  his  man 
next  morning,  but  he  could  not  speak  with  Sir  Geliy.  [6  pages.] 

63.  Directions  for  the  preachers.  Amongst  all  the  treasons 
that  have  happened  in  this  kingdom,  none  can  be  found  more 
detestable  than  this  wicked  purpose  of  the  Earl  of  Essex,  now  in 
the  Tower,  to  set  the  Crown  of  England  upon  his  own  head.  He 
pretends  that  his  only  drift  was  to  remove  certain  persons  from  Her 
Majesty,  which  if  he  could  have  effected  by  force,  then  only  such 
as  he  had  liked  would  have  attended  her  Council  and  person,  whereby 
both  Her  Majesty  and  the  Government  would  have  been  in  his 
hands,  until  Her  Highness  must  either  have  been  sick,  and  then  you 
know  what  would  have  followed,  or  have  been  dealt  with  as  some 
King  of  this  land  was  used,  that  he  might  reign  himself.

He  has  received  from  her  almost  300,000/.  and  what  was  too 
dear  for  him  ? he  was  master  of  the  horse,  master  of  tho  ordnance,

Lord  Marshal  of  England,  and  lately  sent  into  Ireland,  with  such  a 
commission  as  was  never  granted  to  any  subject,  and  had  20,0001. 
given  him  above  his  ordinary  allowance. 

All  this  time  he  has  carried  himaelf  after  a very  insolent  and 
ambitious  sort,  especially  for  six  or  seven  years  past,  wherein  he 
has  been  contriving  this  most  traitorous  attempt,  for  the  better 
effecting  whereof,  he  has  diligently  trodden  the  steps  of  all  arch- 
traitors,  seeking  by  popular  conversation  to  allure  the  hearts  of  the 
simple. 

He  has  taken  exceptions  to  the  course  of  Her  Majesty's  Govern- 
ment, especially  concerning  levying  of  money,  as  though  none 
regarded  the  general  good  of  the  commonwealth  but  himself  where 
he  has  been  still  the  author  of  most  of  her  expenses. 

He  has  drawn  men  of  war  and  captains  by  making  knights  pell 
mell,  contrary  to  Her  Majesty’s  express  command,  and  by  his  own 
private  gifts,  to  the  exhausting  of  his  estate;  always  insinuating 
that  no  man  else  regarded  them ; few  that  know  him  and  his  ordinary 
courses  therein  can  be  ignorant  of  it 

In  matters  of  religion,  his  dissimulation  and  hypocrisy  are  now 
disclosed.  As  he  behaved,  he  was  accounted  in  effect  the  only  noble- 
man that  cared  for  religion  ; his  manner  was  to  censure  all  men  ; 
some  were  cold  professors,  others  neuters  or  Atheists,  and  lately, 
whilst  he  has  been  busy  in  plotting  his  treasons,  two  sermons  in  a day 
could  scarce  content  him,  such  was  his  burning  zeal  to  the  Gospel. 

As  he  dealt  to  blind  the  professors  of  the  Gospel,  so  did  he  to  win 
the  heart  of  the  Papists.  He  so  carried  himself  in  Ireland,  between 
the  godly  preachers.  Popish  priests,  and  recusants  there,  that  all  of 
them  were  persuaded  they  had  possession  of  him. 

With  the  traitor  Tyrone,  who  pretends  to  fight  for  the  Pope’s 
sovereignty,  he  had  such  intercourse  ns  plotting  with  him  all  his 
traitorous  intentions  ; it  was  agreed  upon  between  them,  as  is  now 
disclosed,  that  Tyrone  should  arrive  in  England  with  8,000  men, 
when  his  treasons  should  grow  ripe  and  he  send  for  him  ; and  20 
dayB  since  Tyrone  had  news  in  his  cam])  that  the  Earl  of  Essex  was 
upon  his  keeping. 

Notwithstanding  his  pretended  zeal  towards  the  Gospel,  it  is  well 
known  what  a company  of  traitorous  priests  here  in  England  have 
been  protected  by  him,  under  pretence  of  service,  and  many  of  his 
most  private  friends  and  counsellors  have  been  either  backward  in 
religion,  or  absolute  recusant  Papists.  Sir  Christ.  Blount,  his  father- 
in-law,  his  right-hand  and  most  secret  adviser,  being  in  Ireland  with 
him,  was  reconciled  to  the  Pope,  and  came  back  again  to  England, 
as  it  went  against  his  conscience  forsooth  to  fight  against  the  Irish 
traitors,  rising  as  they  pretended,  for  the  defence  of  Popery,  and  he 
has  confessed  hope  to  have  procured  by  the  Earl’s  means  a toleration 
for  Popery,  if  their  intended  mischief  bad  taken  effect. 

Sir  John  Davies,  a traitor  now  in  hold,  brought  up  in  Oxford, 
nnd  by  profession  a setter  of  figures,  is  a man  in  whom  the  Earl  has 
reposed  great  affiance  ; he  made  him  chief  officer  about  the  ordnance 
in  the  Tower,  and  thought  him  one  of  the  faithfullest  servants  he 
had  to  make  him  keeper  of  four  of  the  Privy  Council,  sent  on 
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Sunday  last  to  bim  with  a most  gracious  message  from  Her  Majesty. 
AVas  this  Davies  one  that  favoured  the  Gospel  I nothing  less,  for 
being  in  hold,  his  ohiefest  motion  to  the  gentlemen  who  had  the 
custody  of  him  was  that  he  might  have  a priest  to  confess  bim ; 
peradventure  he  was  struck  with  remorse  for  traitorous  entertaining 
of  Her  Majesty’s  said  councillors,  either  he  or  some  of  his  adherents 
commanding  the  great  seal  to  be  cast  out  at  the  window,  and  saying, 
“Nay,  let  us  kill  them.”  It  was  signified  to  the  Earl  that  he  was 
a recusant,  hut  he  replied  it  was  no  matter,  as  recusants  were  honest 
men  and  he  knew  not  how  he  should  prove  himself. 

Mnny  enemies  of  the  Church  of  England  have  combined  with  the 
Earl,  which  they  never  would  have  done  but  in  hope  of  the  advance- 
ment of  Popery  ; this  shows  how  cunningly  he  has  behaved  him- 
self so  to  bewitch  the  two  factions  in  England,  pretended  reformers 
and  Popish  malcontents  both  so  greatly  honouring  him,  and  expect- 
ing from  him  such  contrary  effects.  Two  years  since,  a history  of 
Henry  IV.  was  printed  and  published,  wherein  all  the  complaints 
and  slanders  which  have  been  given  out  by  seditious  traitors  against 
the  Government,  both  in  England  and  Ireland,  are  set  down,  and 
falsely  attributed  to  those  times,  thereby  cunningly  insinuating  that 
the  same  abuses  being  now  in  this  realm  that  were  in  the  days  of 
Richard  II.,  the  like  course  might  be  taken  for  redress.  This  book 
was  no  sooner  published  but  the  Earl,  knowing  hundreds  of  them  to 
be  dispersed,  would  needs  seem  the  first  that  disliked  it,  whereas  he 
has  confessed  that  he  had  the  written  copy  with  him  to  peruse  14 
days,  plotting  how  he  might  become  another  Henry  IV. 

That  all  his  wicked  designs  have  succeeded  no  better  is  to  be 
ascribed  to  the  mercy  of  God,  who  has  brought  his  purposes  to  light 
before  he  was  ready  to  put  them  in  practice,  which  was  the  cause  of 
this  sudden  and  vain  attempt  last  Sunday,  and  he  was  driven  to 
send  Temple,  his  secretary,  over  night,  to  solicit  his  entertainment 
in  the  city  the  next  morning,  and  then  to  come  himself,  with  false 
caluminntions,  as  though  he  should  have  been  murdered  in  his  house 
by  certain  honourable  persons,  and  afterwards  by  certain  Jesuits, 
and  the  city  and  kingdom  delivered  to  the  Spaniards ; with  other 
exclamations,  simply  to  draw  the  city  after  him. 

If  he  had  not  been  prevented,  there  had  never  been  a rebellion  in 
England  since  Richard  II.  more  desperate  or  dangerous.  The  rebellion 
in  the  North  was  far  off,  and  thereby  not  so  perilous.  The  great 
Armada  of  Spain  was  but  a thunderclap,  the  noise  being  greater 
than  the  danger,  and  Her  Majesty’s  subjects  faithfully  united  to 
encounter  it.  But  in  this  attempt,  so  many  noblemen  and  gentle- 
men of  good  sort  are  combined,  ns  the  event  must  needs  have  been 
most  fearful  to  the  State,  and  most  lamentable  in  their  behalf, 
in  that,  without  Her  Majesty’s  goodness  extended  towards  them,  so 
many  noble  persons  have  seldom  sustained  so  great  an  overthrow. 

Many  secret  attempts  have  been  made  against  Her  Majesty  by 
certain  traitorous  subjects,  solicited  thereto  by  strangers,  seminniy 
priests,  and  Jesuits,  but  they  extend  no  further  for  their  execution 
than  to  the  persons  employed,  who  being  detested,  the  dangers  ended 
with  their  apprehension,  but  it  is  not  so  in  this  most  cruel  treason. 
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Notwithstanding  the  arch-traitor  himself,  with  the  other  earls  and 
lords  and  many  of  their  adherents,  are  in  hold,  Her  Majesty’s 
danger  is  increased,  while  desperate  miscreants  yet  at  large  practise 
how  they  may  lay  violent  hands  upon  her,  thereby  to  deliver  the 
Earl  out  of  the  Tower,  and  to  place  him  on  the  Throne. 

One  Thos.  Lea,  a gentleman  well  born,  and  heretofore  not  only

64.  Re[>ort  by  Valentine  Thomas,  of  a conversation  held  with 
Wright,  before  Wm.  Knyvett  and  Edw.  Mayo,  at  evening  prayer 
between  2 and  4 p.m. 

1.  Wright  reported  that  the  Earl  of  Essex  is  a Catholic,  and 
that  it  is  good  policy  for  him  to  conceal  his  religion,  so  that  both 
Puritans  and  Protestants  might  be  drawn  to  take  his  part. 

2.  If  Essex  and  the  rest  confess  no  more  than  that  their  rising 
was  against  Essex’s  enemies,  I would  warrant  their  lives. 

3.  It  would  hurt  me  if  Essex  confessed  I said  he  should  be 
King. 

4.  His  enemies  are  the  Lord  Keeper,  Lord  Admiral,  Sir 
Robt.  Cecil,  Lord  Cobharn,  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  and  Sir  J. 
Stanhope. 

5.  James  and  Jackson,  rich  merchants,  were  of  this  faction ;

4.  Thinks  Sir  Thos.  Tawsbery  will  not  show  himself  openly  in 
the  action,  for  fear  of  losing  his  office  in  the  Exchequer. 

5.  Sir  Fras.  Lacon  is  a special  man. 

6.  If  the  Earl  were  King,  it  would  bo  a glorious  kingdom,  and 
the  better  for  us,  for  he  would  not  be  so  inhuman,  but  would  free 
us  all. 

7.  The  city  of  London,  with  chain  shot,  might  make  their 
passage  into  the  Tower  in  one  night,  and  release  the  Earls  and  us. 
The  Queen  will  not  put  them  to  death. 

With  note  [by  Attorney  General  Cole]  that  Knyvett  and  Mayo 
affirm  on  oath  the  articles  of  both  conferences.  [2  payee.] 

65.  Examination  of  Thos.  Wright,  seminary  priest,  professed  at 
Milan,  before  Lord  Chief  Justice  Popham,  Attorney  General  Coke, 
and  Roger  Wilbraham.  Said  he  thought  the  Earl  of  Essex  was  a 
Catholic,  but  concealed  it  from  policy,  that  so  both  Puritans  and 
Protestants  might  be  drawn  to  take  his  part  Also  said  that  if 
the  Earl  were  King,  it  would  be  a glorious  kingdom,  and  would  be 
the  better  for  them,  for  he  would  not  be  so  inhuman  as  not  to  free 
us  all,  meaning  the  prisoners  in  the  Tower.  [ j page.] 

66.  Examination  of  James  Knowde  before  Sir  Anth.  Sentleger 
and  Roger  Wilbraham : — 

A.  Owen  McRory,  having  intelligence  of  the  friendship  be- 
tween the  Earl  of  Essex  and  Tyrone,  desired  Tyrono  to  certify 
him  thereof,  that  he  might  not  do  anything  contrary  to  their 
agreement.  I wrote  this  letter  for  Owen  ; in  it  he  also  desired 
O’Neil  to  send  him  some  munition.  This  letter  was  delivered 
to  Turlagh  McDavie  O’Kelly,  a man  of  secrecy  with  Owen, 
who  carried  it  to  Tyrone.  Before  his  return,  Owen  grew  sus- 
picious of  me  because  I once  belonged  to  Mr.  Bowen,  so  that 
I could  not  see  the  answer ; I heard  by  many  of  their  secret 
counsel  that  the  effect  of  it  was  that  the  Earl  of  Essex  should  be 
King  of  England,  and  Tyrone  of  Ireland.  Uny  Lalour,  a gentle- 
woman, asked  the  messenger  upon  his  return  for  some  news ; he 
told  her  that  he  left  in  Offalis,  for  want  of  carriage,  1 6 barrels  of 
powder,  which  O’Neil  sent  Owen  from  the  north,  and  had  two 
barrels  more  with  him  ; and  that  there  was  an  agreement  that  the 
Earl  of  Easex  was  to  be  King  of  England  and  Tyrone  of  Ireland, 
to  which  effect  he  had  letters  to  Owen  from  O’Neil. 

B.  Asked  Turlagh  McDavie,  the  messenger,  what  he  thought 
of  the  wars ; he  said  he  had  good  hopes  last  year,  but  none  this. 
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as  the  Earl  of  Essex  was  to  have  taken  their  part,  and  they  were 
to  have  aided  him  towards  the  conquest  of  England,  and  now 
they  were  hindered  by  reason  of  his  apprehension. 

C.  Dwelling  with  the  Tanist  of  the  country,  my  mother’s 
cousin,  heard  him  say  that  the  Earl  of  Essex  having  now  got 
one  of  the  swords,  would  never  forego  his  government  until  he 
was  King  of  England,  which  was  near  at  hand.  One  of  the 
rebels  that  came  in  to  the  Earl  of  Essex,  having  a charge  of  men, 
going  to  gather  soldiers  in  the  said  country,  the  Tnnist’s  wife 
found  fault  that  he  should  draw  any  men  to  servo  in  the  Queen’s 
pay  to  weaken  the  Irishry  ; he  answered  that  many  men  came 
in  to  the  Earl  of  Essex  for  the  good  of  the  Irish,  and  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  wars. 

D.  It  was  secretly  reported  amongst  the  rebels  that  the  Earl 
wrote  to  Tyrone  out  of  England,  willing  him  to  follow  his  matter 
earnestly,  for  now  was  the  time,  for  there  was  but  the  end  of  a 
Prince,  and  the  end  of  a treasure ; this  letter  was  enclosed  in 
another  and  sent  to  Owen,  with  a request  that  he  would  send  it 
to  O’Neil’s  daughter,  wife  of  Rich.  Butler,  son  and  heir  of  Lord 
Montgarret.  Teg  O’Lalour,  a follower  of  Owen’s,  told  me  this,  and 
swore  that  a copy  of  it  was  within  six  miles  of  that  place. 

E.  After  sending  this  letter,  the  Earl  himself  followed, 
working  all  he  could  with  the  lords  and  chiefs  of  countries  that 
they  should  take  his  part ; tho  clergy  excommunicated  all  who 
would  not  openly  act  with  them,  even  against  Catholics  them- 
selves, and  would  not  suffer  the  sacraments  to  be  administered 
unto  them. 

F.  I have  a letter  which  the  Earl  of  Essex  wrote  to  Owen, 
to  the  effect  that  if  Owen  came  to  him,  he  would  speak  that 
with  him  which  if  he  followed,  it  would  bo  happy  to  him  and  his 
country.  [1 J pagen.] 

07.  Statement  by  to  . On  2 April  last,  Brian 

McDonogh  Kevanagh  met  me  at  Dublin  Castle,  where  he  had  come 
to  the  Lord  President,  and  asked  how  the  Earl  of  Essex  did,  and 
whether  there  was  any  hope  of  his  release.  I told  him  I did  not 
know.  Then  said  he,  it  were  good  that  lie  were  at  liberty,  for  if 
he  returned  hither  again,  he  would  make  great  account  of  us,  and 
would  wear  the  Irish  trvece  amongst  us  ; he  promised  to  make  us 
gentlemen  of  good  account,  for  he  loved  us  better  than  his  own 
countrymen,  and  told  us  he  would  have  our  service  tried  beyond 
the  sea,  where  we  might  have  great  booties. 

On  14  April,  nt  Caargin  in  Upper  Ossory,  Tberlagli  McTeig 
FitzPatrick,  late  servant  to  Sir  Warham  Saintlcger,  being  likewise 
earnest  to  know  of  the  Earl  of  Essex,  said  that  if  his  master  Sir 
Warham  lived,  and  the  Earl  was  sent  out  again,  he  stood  in  good 
hope  to  live  a gallant  gentleman,  as  the  Earl  bore  all  favour 
towards  his  master,  he  having  being  one  of  bis  instruments, 
and  great  matters  having  passed  between  the  Earls;  also  that 
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lie  and  Capt.  Thoa,  Lea  were  better  privy  to  his  secrets  than  tho 
rest. 

The  next  day  Theobald  Butler, — son  of  Walter  Butler  Fitz- 
Thomas,  foster  brother  and  an  inward  man  to  Rich.  Butler,  Tyrone’s 
son-in-law, — being  likewise  desirous  to  know  whether  the  Earl  would 
return  to  Ireland,  I told  him  no  one  was  certain  of  his  coming,  but 
God  and  Her  Majesty ; to  which  he  said,  the  Lord  of  Heaven  send 
him  to  ease  us  of  the  griefs  we  have  sustained  by  the  Earl  of 
Ormond  and  others,  for  if  he  is  sent.  Irishmen  will  want  nothing, 
he  will  employ  them  in  service  in  other  places  out  of  this 
kingdom ; and  for  proof,  if  he  had  returned,  the  Earl  of  Ormond 
would  well  answer  for  killing  Mr.  Butler’s  men,  who  were  given  him 
by  the  Earl  of  Essex  for  causes  of  service  which  few  knew ; but  if 
our  fortunes  were  to  take  our  way  to  Ballyhack,  and  so  to  Ranelagh, 
you  would  hear  of  such  a stir  amongst  us  that  the  Earl  of  Ormond 
would  not  be  able  to  pacify  it. 

I have  heard  it  secretly  reported  by  the  rebels  that  the  Earl  sent 
letters  from  England  to  O’Neil,  willing  him  to  follow  his  matter 
well,  for  that  there  was  but  the  end  of  a Prince  and  of  a treasure, 
and  now  was  the  time  to  bestir  himself,  which  letters  were  sent  to 
Owen  McRory,  and  to  O’Neil’s  daughter,  Rich.  Butler's  wife. 

On  24  April,  one  Cahir  O’Deoran,  foster  brother  to  Owen 
McRory,  came  secretly  and  told  me  that  a letter  had  come  from 
Tyrone  bidding  Owen  McRory  to  bestir  himself  and  follow  the  wars 
valiantly,  as  word  had  again  been  sent  out  of  England  from  the 
Earl  of  Essex  ; upon  my  expressing  a disbelief,  he  replied  the  letter 
had  come  without  doubt.  [2  pages.] 

68.  Examination  of  Sir  Charles  Danvers  before  Lord  Chief  Justice 
Popham,  Attorney  Gen.  Coke,  and  Roger  Wilbraham. 

A.  Last  Michaelmas  term,  the  Earl  of  Essex  was  in  good  hope 
of  being  restored  to  Her  Majesty’s  favour,  and  it  was  the  general 
conceit  of  his  friends  that  he  would  come  to  her  sight  at  the  next 
Parliament. 

B.  Sinoe  coming  out  of  the  country  last  Christmas,  perceived 
that  the  Earl  went  abroad,  and  meant  to  stand  upon  his  own 
strength. 

C.  The  principal  motive  that  drove  examinate  into  this  action 
was  the  great  obligation  of  love  and  duty,  in  respect  of  many 
honourable  favours  done  to  him  by  the  Earl  of  Southampton. 

D.  Was  at  Essex  House  'on  8 Feb.,  when  the  Lord  Keeper  and 
other  Loids  came  from  the  Queen. 

E.  While  the  Earl  was  writing  a letter  to  Her  Majesty,  he 
told  the  company  that  he  had  heard  from  some  of  his  friends  of 
London,  that  they  would  not  see  him  oppressed. 

F.  Out  of  love  to  the  Earl  of  Southampton,  went  with  him 
and  the  rest  of  his  company  to  Sheriff  Sinythe’s,  and  came  back 
through  Ludgate.  Said  to  tho  Earl  of  Essex,  “ My  Lord,  what 
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will  you  do  ?”  He  said  he  would  do  like  an  Earl  Marshal.  Heard 

the  Earl  ask  Smythe  for  an  armourer  and  arms. 

G.  Persuaded  him  to  retire  to  Essex  House,  which  he  did ; 

came  with  him  and  there  remained  until  they  yielded.  [1£  pages.] 

69.  Examination  of  Edw.  Bushell  before  Lord  Admiral  Notting- 
ham, Lord  Keeper  Egerton,  and  Lord  Chamberlain  Hunsdon. 
Conceives  that  the  first  occasion  of  the  Earl  of  Essex  taking  the 
course  he  did  was  on  the  Saturday  night,  when  Mr.  Secretary 
Herbert  came  thither,  and  when  the  Earl  refused  or  did  not  go 
before  the  Lords  as  requested.  The  persons  who  supped  with  my 
Lord  that  night  were  the  Earl  of  Southampton,  Sir  Christ.  Blount, 
Sir  Charles  Danvers,  Sir  Robt.  Vernon,  and  Lady  Rich. 

Went  forth  from  Essex  House  with  the  Earl,  and  gave  out  that 
he  would  have  been  murdered.  When  the  Earl  came  back  to  Essex 
House,  he  said  if  a black  bag  or  purse  he  had  about  his  neck  were 
found,  it  would  appear  by  what  was  in  it  how  he  was  betrayed  in 
the  city  ; no  man  was  'more  inward  with  the  Earl  than  Mr.  Cuffe.

70.  Examination  of  Hen.  Cuffe  before  Lords  Nottingham,  Egerton, 
Hunsdon,  and  Sec.  Cecil.  Knows  the  Earl  of  Essex  said  ho  would 
be  set  upon  on  Saturday  night,  7 Feb.,  and  he  sent  an  intimation 
thereof  into  the  city,  by  Capt.  Bromley  and  others.  Wiseman  was 
sent  to  Sir  Christ.  Blount,  who  came  up  shortly  after,  and  it  was 
generally  reported  that  Wiseman  should  murder  my  Lord,  and  that 
he  used  [frequented]  Lord  Cobham’s  house. 

Saw  the  Earl  bum  a book  containing  a story  of  his  troubles,  and 
was  very  sorry  it  was  burnt  Was  told  by  Mr.  Temple,  when  Mr. 
Ferdinando  was  in  the  house,  that  my  Lord  sent  him  with  a 
message  into  the  town,  and  asked  what  harm  the  same  might  do 
him  ; he  could  not  tell  why  Mr.  Secretary  should  send  for  him,  but 
for  that  occasion.  [1  page.] 

71.  Examination  of  Hen.  Patye,  servant  of  Thos.  Tomkins,  before 
Win.  Gerrard  and  Tobias  Wade.  There  was  a watch  kept  at  Essex 
House  and  garden  on  Saturday  night,  the  7th  inst.,  by  the  Earl’s 
servants  and  those  of  Sir  Chris.  Blount,  as  there  was  speech  that  ray 
Lord  was  in  danger  of  being  murdered.  On  Sunday  morning,  8 a.m., 
examinate’s  master  sent  him  to  the  White  Hart  in  the  Strand,  to 
see  his  horse  ; when  he  came  back,  as  he  could  not  get  into  Essex 
House,  he  stayed  at  Burbee’s  a launderer’s  near  St.  Clement’s 
Church ; about  midnight,  after  the  Earl  had  yielded,  got  into  the 
house,  but  his  master  had  then  gone.  On  Saturday  night,  at  1 or  2 
o’clock,  saw  Sir  Geliy  Merrick’s  man  carry  a bag  of  pellets  and  a 
leather  bag  of  gunpowder  into  the  garden,  towards  the  banqueting 
house.  [|  page.] 

72.  Examination  of  Sir  William  Constable  before  Dr.  Jul.  Ciesar 
and  two  others,  in  answer  to  interrogatories. 
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1 and  2.  On  Saturday  the  7th  inst.,  he  with  Lord  Monteagle 
Sir  Christ.  Blount,  Sir  Geliy  Merrick,  Sir'Chas.  Percy,  Hen.  Cuffe, 
Edw.  Bushell,  Ellis  Jones,  and  Sir  Jo.  Davies  met,  for  all  he  knows 
by  chance,  at  one  Gunter’s  house,  over  against  Temple  gate,  where 
they  dined,  after  which  Thos.  Lea  came  to  the  play,  where  they 
were  all  assembled,  at  the  Globe  on  the  Bankside,  saving  Cuffe. 
After  the  play,  examinate  and  Edw.  Bushell  went  to  Essex 
House,  where  they  supped  and  lay  all  night,  which  he  had  never 
done  before  ; the  reason  was  that  after  supper,  the  Earl  signified 
to  those  assembled  in  the  withdrawing  chamber,  where  Lord 
Monteagle,  Sir  Geliy  Merrick,  Sir  Robt.  Vernon,  and  others 
were,  that  there  was  a plot  laid  by  his  enemies  to  draw  him  to 
the  Lord  Treasurer’s,  and  to  take  his  life,  as  he  was  then  called 
to  the  Council,  which  he  had  not  been  before  since  his  disgrace. 
The  Earl  moved  examinate  to  lie  there  all  night,  which  he  did 
with  Sir  Robt.  Vernon. 

3.  Remembers  that  the  Earl  had  private  conference  with  Sir 
Christ.  Blount  and  Sir  John  Davies  in  his  bedchamber,  and  with 
Sir  Geliy  Merrick  in  his  closet 

4.  Was  there  on  Sunday  morning,  when  the  Lord  Keeper  and 
other  Lords  came  to  Essex  House,  when  Sir  Christ.  Blount  gave 
him  command  from  the  Earl  to  have  a care  of  the  gate,  lest  his 
enemies  should  assail  him  unawares;  did  so,  finding  there  six 
partisans,  and  when  my  Lord  Keeper  and  the  other  Lords  came, 
opened  the  gate  to  them,  and  would  have  suffered  their  company 
to  enter,  but  Owen  Salisbury  shut  the  gate  after  the  Lord 
Chief  Justice,  whom  he  had  like  to  have  hurt  thereby,  if 
examinate  had  not  helped  him.  Thinks  there  were  about  100 
people  in  the  court,  weaponed  only  with  .swords ; stayed  at  the 
gate  until  the  Earl  went  into  the  city;  went  with  him  first  to 
Sheriff  Smythe’s  house,  then  back  towards  Ludgate,  where  they 
were  encountered  and  resisted  by  force ; examinate  with  Sir 
Christ.  Blount,  seeking  to  clear  the  way  over  the  chain,  was 
thrust  through  the  doublet  in  three  places.  Returning  back  with 
the  Earl  till  he  came  to  Bow  Lane,  was  there  forced  to  take  a 
house,  and  hearing  of  the  alderman’s  deputy  being  at  the  next 
house,  yielded  to  him,  who  brought  him  to  prison. 

5.  Thinks  200  men  went  with  the  Earl  into  the  city;  he 
declared  in  his  court,  before  he  went,  that  because  he  could  not 
hold  himself  safe  in  his  house,  ho  would  put  himself  to  the  city. 
Sir  Hen.  Lindley  came  to  Essex  House  as  the  Earl  went  out. 

6.  Owen  Salisbury  seeing  Fras.  Bacon  pass  by  Essex  House, 
said,  "There  is  one  of  them,  let  us  pull  him  in  to  the  doing 
withal.” 

7.  Came  to  London  because  of  a process  or  order  out  of  the 
Exchequer,  touching  a cause  between  him  and  Ambrose  Dudley. 

8.  Overtaking  Capt.  Selby  at  Doncaster,  they  came  up  together.

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73.  Notes  of  the  charges  against  Lord  Sandys,  for  hia  share  in 
the  rebellion  [l>y  Attorney  Gen.  Coke.  1 page.] 

74.  Note  by  Lords  Egerton,  Buckhurst,  and  Nottingham,  and  Sir 
Rob.  Cecil.  TJpon  our  being  with  the  Earl  of  Essex  in  the  Tower, 
when  he  desired  to  disburden  hi3  conscience  of  all  things  concerning 
these  treasons,  he  said  that  no  man  showed  himself  more  forward 
in  the  streets,  nor  readier  to  fight  and  defend  the  honse  after 
their  return  against  the  Queen’s  force,  nor  more  earnest  that  they 
Bhould  not  submit  themselves,  than  Lord  Sandys ; for  when  they  all 
resolved  to  submit,  only  Lord  Sandys  and  Essex  were  resolved  to 
have  ended  their  lives  with  a sally.  [J  page.] 

75.  Examination  of  Wm.  Lord  Sandys,  of  Sherborne  Cowdry,  ci. 
Hants,  before  Lord  Chief  Justice  Popham,  Roger  Wilbraham,  and 
Attorney  General  Coke : — 

A.  Never  understood  that  the  Earl  meant  to  stand  upon  his 
strength  Until  Sunday,  8th  inst. ; was  then  sent  for  at  G or  7 am. 
by  Warberton  the  Earl's  servant,  who  married  a widow  in  Hamp- 
shire. Found  six  or  seven  gentlemen  with  the  Earl,  and  then  came 
Lord  Chandos,  the  Earls  of  Southampton  and  Rutland,  and  Mr. 
Parker,  commonly  called  Lord  Monteagle. 

B.  The  Earl  complained  that  it  was  practised  by  Sir  Walter 
Raleigh  to  have  murdered  him  as  he  went  to  the  Lord  Trea- 
surer’s house,  with  Secretary  Herbert.  Was  present  in  the  court 
yard  of  Essex  House,  when  the  Lord  Keeper,  the  Earl  of  Wor- 
cester, Mr.  Knollys,  and  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  came  from  the 
Queen  to  the  Earl  of  Essex. 

E.  Heard  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  ask  for  a private  conference 
with  the  Earl,  and  say  that  if  any  private  wrongs  were  offered 
him.  they  would  make  true  report  thereof  to  Her  Majesty,  who 
would  reform  the  same. 

F.  Went  with  the  Earl  and  his  company  to  Sheriff  Smythe's, 
and  staying  in  the  street,  the  Earl  sent  for  him  into  the  house ; 
came  thence  with  him  until  he  came  to  Ludgate,  which  place 
being  guarded  and  resistance  made,  the  Earl  told  his  company  to 
charge,  which  Sir  Christ  Blount  and  others  did ; was  hurt  in 
the  leg,  and  then  he  and  the  Earl  and  others  retired  to  Essex 
House,  where  the  Earl  told  exaininate  that  if  Sheriff  Smythe  did 
not  do  his  part,  that  his  own  was  as  far  off  as  the  Earl's  own, 
which  made  examinate  think  he  trusted  to  the  city. 

G.  After  the  Earl’s  return,  he  broke  open  a casket,  and  burnt 
divers  papers,  and  a book,  observing  that  they  shonld  tell  no 
tales  to  hurt  his  friends,  and  that  he  had  a black  bag  about  bis 
neck  that  Rhould  tell  no  tales.  [1  j jxtges.] 

7G.  Like  examination  of  William  Parker,  called  Lord  Monteagle. 
On  Feb.  8,  was  sent  for  to  Essex  House,  where  were  the  Earls  of 
Rutland,  Southampton,  and  Bedford,  Lords  Sandys  and  Chandos,  and 
a number  of  knights  and  gentlemen.  The  Earl  of  Essex  said  that 
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his  life  was  basely  sought  by  Lord  Coblmm  and  Sir  Walter  Raleigh, 
and  that  he  meant  to  put  himsef  into  greater  strength  than  his 
house  then  was,  and  thence  he  would  acquaint  Her  Majesty  with 
his  grievance.  Was  there  when  the  Lord  Keeper,  the  Earl  of  Wor- 
cester, Sir  Wm.  Knollys,  and  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  came ; after 
they  were  in  the  chamber,  came  down  with  the  Earl  and  his  com- 
pany, and  went  with  him  to  Shcritf  Smythe’s,  thence  came  in 
the  rear  of  the  troop  with  the  Lord  Mayor  to  Ludgntc,  where  they 
were  repulsed,  and  thence  returned  with  tho  Earl  to  Essex  House. 
Had  like  to  have  been  drownedat  Quecnhithe  but  for  John  Salisbury, 
and  thereupon  wa3  carried  with  them  to  Essex  House  ; if  that  acci- 
dent had  not  happened,  had  gone  to  his  lodgings.  [1  page.] 

Feb.  16?  77.  Abstract  of  the  examination  of  a person  not  named  [Sir  C. 

Blount  ?].  In  the  Earl  of  Southampton’s  lodgings  in  Dublin  Castle, 
the  Earl  of  Essex  advised  with  Southampton  and  himself  as  to  the 
best  manner  of  going  into  England,  and  proposed  to  go  with  2,000 
or  3,000  soldiers,  to  make  good  his  first  landing,  until  lie  could  draw 
a sufficient  strength  to  proceed. 

Dissuaded  him  from  this,  as  it  would  ruin  him,  and  all  those  that 
should  adhere  to  him,  and  was  a matter  most  foul,  because  lie  was 
a patron  of  his  country,  which  by  this  means  he  should  destroy, 
and  eliould  lay  upon  himself  an  unrevocable  blot. 

It  was  then  resolved  that  if  he  would  go,  be  should  take  a com- 
petent number  of  choice  men  to  secure  him  from  commitment. 

On  Saturday  no  certain  day  was  fixed,  but  after  Secretary 
Herbert  had  been,  it  was  resolved  the  Earl,  if  sent  for  again,  should 
go  to  the  city,  of  which  he  made  himself  most  secure ; cannot 
say  from  whom. 

Had  orders  from  him  to  let  Capt.  Thos.  Lea  go  to  Tyrone,  and  he 
confessed  before  his  going,  that  many  of  the  rebels  would  be  advised 
by  him,  but  named  none  in  particular.  The  Earl  was  sure  that 
his  army  would  be  increased  by  all  sorts  of  discontent  and  treasons.

Feb.  17.  78.  Examination  of  Sir  Geliy  Merrick  before  Lord  Chief  Justice 

Popham  and  Edw.  Fenner.  On  Saturday  lost  was  sevennight,  dined 
at  Gunter's  in  company  with  Lord  Monteagle,  Sir  Christ.  Blount,  Sir 
Clins.  Percy,  Ellis  Jones,  Edw.  Bushel),  and  others.  On  the  motion  of 
Sir  Chas.  Percy,  they  went  all  together  to  the  Globe  over  the  water, 
where  the  Lord  Chamberlain’s  men  used  to  play,  and  were  there 
somewhat  before  the  play  began,  Sir  Charles  telling  them  that  the 
play  would  be  of  Harry  the  Fourth.  Cannot  say  whether  Sir  John 
Danvers  was  there  or  not,  but  he  said  he  would  be  if  he  could  ; thinks 
it  was  Sir  Chas.  Percy  who  procured  that  play  to  be  played  at  that 
time.  The  play  was  of  King  Henry  the  Fourth,  and  of  the  killing  of 
Richard  the  Second,  and  played  by  the  Lord  Chamberlain’s  players. 
[1  page.] 

Feb.  17.  79.  The  Master  and  Fellows  of  St.  John’s  College,  Cambridge,  to 

1 3 KaL  Mar.  Sec.  Cecil.  We  know  not  how  to  express  our  gratitude  for  your 
Cambridge,  kindness  towards  our  college,  which  you  accept  ns  an  hereditary  right. 
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We  now  rejoice  that  all  the  colleges  of  the  whole  University  will 
have  you  as  their  chancellor  and  patron.  We  congratulate  ourselves, 
you,  and  them,  and  pray  for  your  long  preservation  as  our 
Mecrcnas  and  firmest  defence.  We  cannot,  now  that  the  whole  of 
the  college  have  chosen  you,  claim  special  favour  to  ourselves, 
as  Judah  claimed  special  part  in  David,  and  as  the  Greek  cities 
contended  as  to  their  right  in  Homer,  but  we  trust  your  affection  to 
us  will  not  diminish,  and  that  we  may  still  celebrate  the  father  in 
the  son.  [Latin.  1 page.] 

80.  John  Jegon,  Vice-Cliancellor  of  Cambridge  University,  to 
Sec.  Cecil.  Your  poor  University  having,  by  consent  of  the  whole 
senate,  made  choice  of  you  as  chief  magistrate,  I,  as  your  deputy 
and  vicegerent,  pray  your  acceptance  of  my  service  in  this  action, 
and  ask  your  pleasure  when  we  may  present  the  office  to  your  ac- 
ceptance, and  also  your  direction  for  other  officers,  &c.  appertaining 
to  our  commonwealth,  as  this  season  brings  upon  you  extraordinary 
and  weighty  matters,  greatly  importing  the  state  of  this  land, 
which  we  deem  it  unmeet  to  interrupt. 

81.  Examination  of  Robt.  Redhead,  keeper  of  York  Castle, 
before  Lord  Chief  Justice  Popham.  There  have  been  upwards  of 
34  or  35  recusants  in  the  castle,  and  whenever  any  advertisement 
came  that  the  Earl  of  Essex  was  like  to  have  liberty,  they  exceed- 
ingly  rejoiced,  and  prayed  God  to  prosper  him.  Contrarywise, 
when  any  news  came  that  the  Earl  was  like  to  fall  into  further 
trouble,  they  would  mourn  exceedingly.  Related  this  many  times 
to  Lord  Burghley,  Lord  President  of  York,  who  marvelled  thereat, 
and  charged  him  to  look  well  after  them.  [1  page.] 

82.  Interogatories  for  the  examination  of  Sir  Wm.  Constable. 
Upon  going  into  Ireland  wdth  Essex,  did  you  not  first  go  to  Wm. 
Ingleby  at  Ripley  ? Was  he  at  home,  and  had  you  some  talk  with 
him  alone,  as  also  with  his  brothers  David  and  John,  and  have 
you  not  been  in  company  of  David  in  the  Low  Countries  or  in 
Ireland  ? Have  the  Inglebys  been  made  acquainted  with  the  actions 
of  Essex  or  any  of  his  accomplices  ? Do  you  know  other  gentle- 
men in  Yorkshire  who  are  acquainted  with  the  Earl’s  actions? 
Also, 

Interrogatories  for  the  examination  of  John  Wright,  and  Chris- 
topher his  brother,  to  the  same  effect ; also,  do  you  know  Bolland, 
a seminary  priest,  now  in  York  Castle  ? Were  you  not  of  a council 
employed  about  enlarging  of  Bolland  by  undue  means  ? Have  you 
heard  of  horsemen  that  were  to  come  to  the  castle  at  night 
for  him  ? Have  you  not  been  lately  before  the  Council  at  York, 
for  some  of  these  matters  ? Also, 

Interrogatories  for  the  examination  of  Alabaster,  late  chaplain  to 
the  Earl  of  Essex,  who  revolted  at  Cadiz,  viz.,  by  whose  means  be 
committed  his  apostacy  there,  and  what  other  Englishmen  were  there 
or  elsewhere  reconciled  to  the  Pope  besides  himself.  Whether  the 
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Earl  in  that  voyage  did  not  have  conference  with  priests  and 
Jesuits,  and  what  do  you  know  touching  the  matters  and  plots 
of  these  rebellions?  [1  page.] 

83.  Examination  of  Sir  Edw.  Littleton,  of  Pilaton,  co.  Stafford, 
before  Lord  Chief  Justice  Popbain  and  Attorney  General  Coke. 
Came  to  London  on  Friday  night  late,  and  went  to  Essex  House  on 
Sunday  morning  to  bear  a sermon,  but  understanding  there  was  not 
any,  as  he  was  going  away,  met  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  when  they 
had  some  conference  together.  Returning  from  him,  was  arrested, 
but  by  means  of  Mrs.  Vernon,  his  sister,  a widow,  took  order  for  the 
debt.  Then  coming  towards  Blackfriars  to  hear  a sermon,  with  his 
brother,  Jas.  Littleton,  the  Earl  of  Essex  with  his  company  overtook 
them,  and  required  them  to  go  with  him,  for  he  was  like  to  have 
been  murdered.  They,  knowing  no  other  cause,  went  in  the  com- 
pany from  Fleet  Street  to  Sheriff  Smythe's  house,  and  thence  along 
Cheapside,  the  Earl  having  the  mayor  and  sheriff  with  him.  But 
understanding  that  Sir  Thos.  Gerard  had,  by  a herald,  proclaimed 
the  Earl  and  his  company  traitors,  went  into  a woollen  draper's 
house,  near  St.  Paul’s,  and  there  remained  all  day.  Married  Sir  Wm. 
Devereux’s  daughter.  Being  lame  and  very  weary,  did  not  come  to 
the  Lords  Chief  Justice  and  Chief  Baron  on  the  Saturday. 

About  the  beginning  of  term,  met  Wiseman,  the  Earl’s  servant, 
riding  post  to  Sir  Christopher  Blount,  and  just  before,  Domngton, 
another  of  his  servants  ; used  to  visit  Sir  Christopher’s  house  twice 
a quarter,  having  a daughter  attending  on  the  old  Countess  of 
Leicester.  [1£  pages] 

84.  Declaration  by  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges.  On  Tuesday  before  the 
insurrection,  I was  sent  for  by  the  Earl  of  Essex,  to  meet  the  Earl 
of  Southampton,  Sir  Charles  Danvers,  Sir  John  Davies,  and  other 
friends  at  Drury  House,  where  I should  see  a schedule  of  his  friends’ 
names,  as  ulso  his  projects,  to  bo  disputed  on.  Went  and  found  the 
aforesaid  Mr.  Littleton  and  others,  about  six  score  Earls,  Barons, 
knights,  and  gentlemen. 

The  projects  were,  whether  to  attempt  the  Court  or  the  Tower, 
or  to  stir  bis  friends  in  London  first,  or  whether  both  the  Court  and 
Tower  at  once  ; most  resolved  upon  that  course,  but  I disliked  it, 
because  the  number  was  not  sufficient  to  attempt  both.  They  then 
resolved  to  attempt  the  Court,  fand  desired  my  opinion ; I asked 
them  to  set  down  first  the  manner  in  which  it  might  be  done ; this 
Sir  John  Davies  did,  and  assigned  places  to  different  principal  men, 
some  to  keep  the  gate,  some  the  hall,  some  to  be  in  the  presence, 
lobby,  and  guard  chamber,  and  others  to  come  in  with  my  Lord 
himself,  so  as  to  give  him  a passage  to  the  privy  chamber,  when  he 
presented  himself  to  Her  Majesty.  I utterly  disliked  that  course, 
as  besides  the  horror  I felt  at  it,  I saw  it  was  impossible  to  be 
accomplished ; they  seemed  assured  themselves  that  the  greatest 
resistance  would  be  made  by  the  guard,  hut  of  many  of  them  they 
had  no  doubt,  as  they  had  been  my  Lord’s  servants. 

5.  oo 
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As  I would  not  condescend  to  that  course,  my  Lord  of  South- 
ampton said  in  a passion,  “ Then  wo  shall  resolve  upon  nothing,  and 
it  is  now  three  months  or  more  since  we  first  undertook  this I 
said  this  was  more  than  I knew,  and  advised  his  Lordship  to  try 
his  friends  in  the  city,  by  whom  he  had  been  so  well  assured  ; but 
this  was  so  evilly  liked,  that  we  broke  up,  resolved  upon  nothing, 
and  referred  all  to  the  Earl  of  Essex  himself.  After  this,'  until  the 
Saturday  night — when  his  Lordship  was  resolved  to  put  in  practice 
what  I and  Mr.  Littleton  had  advised,  viz.,  to  move  his  friends  in 
the  city, — I neither  saw  nor  heard  from  him.  [2  pages.] 

85.  Examination  of  Augustine  Phillipps,  servant  to  the  Lord 
Chamberlain  and  one  of  his  players,  before  Lord  Chief  Justice 
Popham  and  Edward  Fenner.  On  Thursday  or  Friday  sevennigbt. 
Sir  Cbas.  Percy,  Sir  Josceline  Percy,  Lord  Monteagle,  and  several 
others  spoke  to  some  of  the  players  to  play  the  deposing  and  killing 
of  King  Kiclmrd  II.,  and  promised  to  give  them  40s.  more  than  their 
ordinary,  to  do  so.  Examinate  and  his  fellows  had  determined  to 
play  some  other  play,  holding  that  of  King  Richard  as  being  so  old 
and  so  long  out  of  use  that  they  should  have  a small  company  at  it, 
hut  at  this  request  they  were  content  to  play  it.  [1  page.] 

86.  Examination  of  Sir  Christ.  Blount  before  Secretary  J.  Her- 
bert and  seven  others : — 

A.  The  Earl  of  Essex  sent  him  a complimentary  letter  by 
Wiseman,  about  20  Jan.,  requiring  him  to  come  to  London  to 
visit  his  wife  and  settle  his  estate. 

B.  Was  not  acquainted  with  any  confederacy  between  the  Earl 
and  Tyrone. 

C.  The  end  they  had  in  view  in  going  to  the  city  was  to  secure 
the  Earl  against  such  forces  as  should  be  sent  against  him.  Being 
asked  whether  against  the  Queen’s  forces,  he  answered  that  must 
have  been  judged  afterwards,  for  the  foroes  might  be  such  as 
came  by  direction  of  his  enemies  commanding  in  her  name, 
without  her  privity. 

E.  Did  not  advise  to  go  to  the  Court  overnight,  as  Sir 
Ferd.  Gorges  assured  them  that  alarm  had  been  taken  of  it,  and 
the  guards  doubled,  and  besules  he  was  of  opinion  that  it  would 
have  made  their  acts  more  misliked,  to  have  put  the  Queen  in  fear 
at  that  time  of  night — [Marginal  note  that  examinate  desired 
this  passage  to  be  struck  out  when  it  was  read  to  him.] 

F.  Being  asked  whether  he  thought  any  Prince  could  endure  to 
have  any  subject  make  the  city  his  mediator,  or  to  gather  force 
to  speak  for  him,  answers  he  is  not  read  in  stories  of  former  times, 
but  does  not  know  that  subjects  have  not  used  force  for  their 
mediation. 

G.  Being  asked  what  would  have  been  done  with  the  persons 
who  would  have  been  removed  from  the  Queen,  he  answered 
that  he  never  found  my  Lord  disposed  to  shed  blood,  and  that 
any  who  had  been  found  would  have  had  an  indifferent  trial. 
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H.  Denies  that  be  used  persuasions  to  Sir  Carey  Reynell  to 
join  them,  or  upon  his  dissent  used  bad  words,  or  offered  to  draw 
his  dagger  on  him. 

I.  The  Earl  did  give  him  comfort  that  if  he  came  to  au- 
thority there  should  be  a toleration  for  religion.  He  was  wont 
to  say  that  he  did  not  like  that  any  man  should  be  troubled  for 
his  religion.  [2  pages.] 

87.  Like  confession  of  Sir  Chris.  Blount,  being  too  weak  to  set 
down  all  the  truth  before : — 

A.  Four  or  five  days  before,  the  Earl  set  down  certain  articles 
to  be  considered  on.  Did  not  see  them  until  they  had  been  dis- 
puted amongst  themselves,  viz.,  the  Earl  of  Southampton,  Sir 
Chas.  Danvere,  Sir  John  Davies,  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges,  and  John 
Littleton.  One  of  the  articles  was  whether  the  Tower  should  lie 
taken. 

B.  Another  was,  whether  they  should  not  possess  the  Court, 
and  so  secure  my  Lord  and  other  men  to  come  to  the  Queen. 

C.  Did  not  like  the  first,  concluding  that  he  that  had  the 
power  of  the  Queen  should  have  that ; this  matter  was  not  fully 
resolved,  on  account  of  the  contrariety  of  opinion,  &c. 

D.  When  Secretary  Herbert  had  been  with  him,  and  he  saw 
some  suspicion  was  had,  he  thought  it  vain  to  attempt  the  Court, 
and  that  it  was  better  to  save  himself  by  flight  than  engage  him- 
self further,  and  so  the  Earl’s  resolution  grew  to  go  into  the  city, 
in  hopes  of  finding  friends.  The  Earl  usually  spoke  of  his  pur- 
pose to  alter  the  Uovemment,  but  examine te  does  not  desire 
that  set  down,  as  it  was  no  grace  to  the  rest 

E Desires  as  a last  request,  that  Her  Majesty  will  assure 
herself  that  if  he  could  in  12  years  have  seen  her  gracious  eyes, 
there  is  no  nmn  living  could  have  drawn  him  into  any  offensive 
action.  [Noted  as  read  to  Sir  Christopher,  and  signed  by  him 
without  constraint  or  promise.  1 page.] 

88.  Affidavit  of  Nich.  Kempe  and  Robt.  Andrewes  before  Sec. 
Herbert,  that  they  affixed  their  names  to  the  before-mentioned 
examination  and  confession  of  Sir  Christ.  Blount.  [ j page.] 

89.  Examination  of  Sir  Chas.  Danvers  before  Lords  Egerton, 
Buckhurst,  Nottingham,  Hunsdon,  and  Sec.  Cecil : — 

A.  Long  before  Christmas,  the  Earl  of  Essox  bethought  him- 
self how  he  might  secure  accesR  to  the  Queen  without  being  inter- 
cepted, but  no  resolution  was  taken  until  after  Christmas,  when 
certain  articles  were  sent  by  the  Earl  to  examinnte,  Southampton, 
Gorges,  and  Davies,  and  a consultation  had  thereon  at  Drury 
House,  some  days  before  the  8th  February.  Littleton  did  not  come 
in  until  towards  the  end. 

B.  The  points  projected  were,  to  take  the  Tower  first,  as  after 
the  Court  was  possessed,  it  was  necessary  to  have  such  a place  to 
bridle  the  City,  if  it  should  dislike  of  their  possessing  the  Court. 
For  this  matter  the  Earl  was  to  assemble  all  the  noblemen  and 
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gentlemen  of  quality  of  his  party,  out  of  which  he  was  to  choose 
as  many  as  could  possess  all  the  places  about  Court  where  there 
might  be  likelihood  of  resistance ; then  the  Earl,  with  divers 
noblemen,  was  to  present  himself  to  the  Queen. 

C.  Sir  Christ.  Blount  was  to  have  charge  of  the  outer  gate, 
and  examinate  and  his  company  were  to  seize  the  guards’  hal- 
berts; Sir  John  Davies  to  take  charge  of  the  hall,  and  upon  a 
signal,  the  Earl  to  come  into  the  Court  with  his  company. 

D.  They  would  have  secured  the  captain  of  the  guard  had  he 
resisted,  and  then  have  sent  to  satisfy  the  city,  and  call  a 
Parliament. 

E.  On  Saturday,  7 p.m.,  finding  that  there  was  a likelihood  of 
resistance,  and  that  mischief  would  follow,  dissuaded  the  Earl 
from  that  course,  and  persuaded  him  to  fly  with  some  hundred 
gentlemen  to  the  sea  side,  or  into  Wales,  where  he  might  com- 
mand some  ports,  but  the  Earl  gave  him  no  answer ; conceives 
ho  was  dissuaded  by  Sir  Christ.  Blount 

If  examinate  could  have  had  pens,  ink,  and  paper,  which  he  often 
demanded  of  the  Lieutenant,  he  would  have  set  down  thus  much  ; 
bears  no  malice  to  any,  but  was  drawn  in  by  affection  to  the 
Earl  of  Southampton,  to  whom  he  owed  his  life.  Cuffc  always 
thought  the  Earl  ought  to  come  in  this  way  to  Court  [SJ/xtjes.] 

90.  List  of  10  gentlemen,  two  of  whom  had  horses  of  their  own, 
attached  to  a fragment  torn,  and  marked,  " A note  of  Sir  Christ 
Blount's  handwriting.”  [Stray).] 

91.  Examination  of  Tbos.  Ratclyffe,  citizen  and  scrivener  ot 
London,  before  Sir  Wm.  Rider,  mayor,  Edw.  Wotton,  H.  Brouncker, 
and  Jo.  Croke.  On  Sunday  week,  between  1 and  2 p.m.,  stood 
within  three  or  four  yards  of  the  Earl  of  Essex  in  Gracious  Street, 
where  the  Earl  and  his  company  stayed  on  horseback  a quarter  of 
an  hour ; the  Lord  Mayor  also  present  on  horseback,  60  yards  from 
the  Earl. 

Heard  the  Earl  say  to  Sheriff  Smythe  that  his  coming  into  the 
city  was  for  the  good  of  Her  Majesty,  the  Gospel,  and  the  Common- 
wealth, and  more  than  they  were  aware  of ; and  that  his  purpose 
was  but  to  seek  out  those  which  were  Papists  and  enemies  to  Her 
Majesty,  to  him,  and  to  the  land,  and  of  no  religion,  who  Beck  to 
sell  the  Crown  of  England  to  the  Prince  of  Spain,  which  before  they 
should  do,  he  and  his  company  would  all  honourably  die.  [1 

92.  Like  examination  of  Thomas  Curson,  citizen  and  armourer 
of  London.  Was  also  present  in  Gracious  Street,  when  the  Earl 
of  Essex  and  the  Lords  and  others  of  his  company  were  there,  and 
heard  the  Earl  say  to  the  people  about  him  that  the  Crown  of 
England  was  sold  to  Spain.  Alio, 

Examination  of  Patrick  Brewe,  citizen  of  London,  warden  of  the 
Goldsmiths’  Company.  Standing  in  the  door  of  his  dwelling  house 
in  Lombard  Street,  near  the  Pope’s  Head,  when  the  Earl  of  Essex 
and  his  company  were  coming  down  towards  Cheapside,  the  Earl 
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said  to  him  and  others  standing  in  the  street,  “ God  save  the  Queen’s 
Majesty,  and  pray  for  her,  and  pray  to  God  to  bless  and  keep  her, 
and  to  keep  this  city  from  the  Spaniards,  for  the  Crown  of  England 
is  sold  to  strangers.”  [1  page.] 

93.  Examination  of  Sir  John  Davies  before  W.  Waad,  Kanulph 
Belling,  Rich.  Hickman,  and  John  Muggins  : — 

A.  Knew  nothing  of  the  Earl  of  Essex’s  meaning  with  regard 
to  the  tumult,  until  the  Sunday  week  before. 

B.  Then  his  lordship  consulted  with  him  as  to  possessing 
himself  of  the  Court  when  he  might  find  least  opposition,  for 
executing  of  which  enterprise,  *kc.,  ho  appointed  Lord  South- 
ampton, Sir  Charles  Danvers,  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges,  and  examinate 
to  meet  at  Drury  House,  and  consider  of  projects  for  the  surprise 
of  the  Court,  and  taking  of  the  Tower ; had  two  meetings  before 
the  insurrection. 

C.  As  they  could  not  conclude  to  his  Lordship's  liking,  and 
were  long  about  it,  he  resolved  to  set  a course  in  all  things  him- 
self. Sir  Chris.  Blount  was  not  at  this  consultation,  but  stayed 
and  advised  with  my  Lord  about  other  things  to  him  unknown, 
as  my  Lord  trusted  several  men  in  several  businesses,  and  not 
all  together. 

D.  It  was  resolved  that  Sir  Chas.  Danvers  should  occupy  the 
presence  chamber,  and  examinate  the  ball,  and  my  Lord  was  to 
determine  himself  who  should  guard  the  Court  and  water-gate ; 
that  Sir  Charles,  upon  a signal,  should  come  out  of  the  presence 
into  the  guard  chamber,  and  there  be  met  with  some  out  of  the 
hall,  and  so  step  between  the  guard  and  their  halberts,  of  which 
guard  they  hoped  to  have  found  but  a dozen  or  so. 

E.  The  Earls  of  Essex  and  Southampton,  and  the  Lords,  &c.  were 
to  come  by  land,  and  so  enter  the  Court  and  pass  to  Her  Majesty’s 
presence  without  any  great  difficulty. 

F.  Being  asked  what  friends  the  Earl  had  in  Court,  he 
answered  he  thought  there  were  many  that  would  have  been 
found  indifferent. 

G.  Thought  Reynell  and  Lovelace  would  have  been  of  that 
number. 

H.  Never  heard  that  violence  would  have  been  used  to  any 
that  his  Lordship  disliked,  but  has  heard  him  say  that  he  would 
call  them  to  honourable  trial,  and  not  use  the  sword. 

I.  Never  heard  him  say  that  his  enemies  were  Spanish ; the 
party  in  whom  he  trusted  in  London  was  Sheriff  Smythe. 

K.  John  Littleton  was  at  the  first  consultation;  neither 
Rutland,  Monteagle,  nor  any  of  the  other  Lords  were  of  hia 
council. 

L.  Sir  Chris.  Blount  gave  hope  of  liberty  in  the  Catholic 
religion. 

M.  Did  not  know  that  Sir  Chas.  Danvers  was  a Catholic  until 
after  dinner  on  that  Sunday.  [2J  pages.] 
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91.  Examination  of  Arthur  Smith,  of  Milford  Lane,  St.  Clement’s, 
woodmonger,  before  Lord  Chief  Justice  Popham.  Being  sent  for, 
went  to  Sir  Geliy  Merrick,  and  accompanied  him  to  Essex  House, 
where  Sir  Geliy  asked  him  who  lay  in  his  house ; told  him  only  his 
own  people,  hut  that  Sir  Walter  Harcourt  used  it  when  in  London. 
Was  charged  to  warn  Sir  Walter  to  provide  another  lodging,  as  it 
was  the  Earl  of  Essex’s  pleasure  to  have  his  friends  lie  about 
him.  Told  Sir  Geliy  that  if  Sir  Walter  was  displaced,  he  should  lose 
71.  which  Sir  Walter  owed  him,  to  which  Sir  Geliy  replied,  “We  will 
come  by  that  as  well  as  we  can.” 

On  the  Wednesday  following,  understanding  Sir  Geliy  had 
returned,  went  to  Essex  House  ; Sir  Geliy  told  him  his  guests  should 
come  the  next  day  ; replied  that  he  knew  not  how  to  displace  Sir 
Walter,  whereupon  Sir  Geliy  swore  they  should  come,  and  that  it 
was  his  Lordship’s  pleasure  that  Sir  Walter  should  no  longer  be 
there  ; replied  that  if  Sir  Walter  knew  his  remaining  there  offended 
his  Lordship,  he  might  be  willing  to  remove,  and  as  his  man  was 
below,  Sir  Geliy  had  better  see  him  ; Sir  Geliy  stormed  and  asked 
what  reason  he  had  for  refusing  to  take  in  the  Earl  of  Essex’s 
friends,  who  were  Fras.  Merrick,  his,  Sir  Geliy’s  brother,  Capts. 
Owen  and  John  Salisbury,  Capt.  Wynne,  and  others. 

Still  refusing  to  take  them  in,  Sir  Geliy  called  him  a base  rascal, 
and  other  opprobrious  terms,  and  thrust  him  out  of  the  chamber 
door.  Vi  pages.] 

[Vincent  Hussey]  to . My  last  to  you  was  of  the  11th, 

with  a long  relation  of  Essex’s  tumult  on  the  8th,  which  I might 
justly  term  an  ephemeron,  for  the  fit  lasted  not  24  hours  ; but  as 
the  influence  of  malign  planets  oft-times  causes  grevious  sickness,  so 
unless  by  the  singular  industry  of  our  wise  governors  it  be  prevented, 
this  one  day’s  work  may  pave  the  beginning  of  many  years’  trouble, 
such  discoveries  of  treason,  workings  of  malice,  inclinations  to  bring 
about  the  fall  of  the  nobility,  and  alteration  of  the  face  of  our  State, 
like  the  effects  of  some  terrible  eclipse,  begin  to  threaten  the  land. 

After  publishing  the  proclamation  made  on  9 February,  men 
began  to  wonder  much  to  see  so  evil  a disposition  revealed  of  the 
Earl  and  his  associates,  who  generally  had  been  held  in  such  admira- 
tion and  good  opinion ; but  upon  Friday  the  13th,  and  last  Star 
Chamber  day  of  this  term,  when  something  of  interest  is  always 
delivered  to  the  judges  and  justices,  the  Lord  Keeper  represented  to 
the  auditory  the  strangeness  of  this  action  ; showed  that  the  arch- 
traitor Essex  had  on  Sunday  last  assembled  his  company  for  a 
traitorous  purpose,  and  having  imprisoned  Her  Majesty’s  ministers, 
who  were  sent  to  request  him  to  lay  open  his  griefs,  he  with  others 
went  into  London,  thinking  to  have  seduced  the  city,  and  converted 
its  strength  against  Her  Majesty,  and  to  have  forced  the  ministers 
imprisoned  to  go  along  with  them  to  countenance  the  action ; and 
that  the  man  who  had  received  infinite  favours  from  Her  Majesty, 
and  had  been  employed  in  the  greatest  employments  that  England 
could  afford,  was  the  head  of  this  conspiracy.  That  some  of  ihem. 
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having  been  heretofore  employed  in  Ireland,  had  conspired  to  assist 
the  arch-traitor  Tyrone,  but  their  purpose  was  prevented,  and  the 
chief  of  the  conspirators  are  in  the  Tower.  Yet  practices  were  set 
on  foot  to  relieve  the  traitors,  and  the  Queen’s  person  is  in  much 
dangor  os  before.  On  the  night  before,  whilst  the  Lords  were  at  the 
Tower  to  examine  this  great  matter,  Capt.  Thos.  Lea,  a gentleman 
of  blood,  and  another  of  ns  noble  blood  as  any  in  England,  except 
Her  Majesty,  agreed  to  force  her  to  give  a discharge  for  the  Lords, 
and  to  threaten  any  who  should  offer  to  recover  her  person  to  beware 
how  they  attempted  it,  or  they  would  be  the  cause  of  any  hurt  that 
came  to  the  Queen.  That  others  with  whom  the  gentlemen  dealt 
revealed  the  matter,  and  he  was  taken  between  8 and  9 p.m.,  at  the 
privy  chamber  door,  waiting  an  opportunity,  the  Queen  being 
accompanied  only  with  a few  ladies ; but  it  fell  out  that  crowding 
against  the  clerk  of  the  kitchen,  who  attends  at  that  time,  he  was 
put  back  and  asked  what  he  meant,  when  he  made  a blind  excuse, 
and  was  apprehended.  This  he  has  confessed,  so  we  may  judge  how 
dangerous  it  were  for  Her  Majesty  for  this  arch-traitor  to  live,  for 
while  he  is  in  hold,  dangerous  practices  will  be  attempted.  Lea  had 
trafficked  about  treasons  with  Tyrone,  and  was  imprisoned  for  it  in 
Ireland,  but  set  at  liberty  and  pardoned  by  Essex. 

This  was  the  substance  of  his  Lordship’s  speech ; but  though 
usually  ready  of  speech,  he  was  in  great  perturbation,  and  obliged  to 
break  off)  drowned  in  tears. 

The  lord  Admiral  followed,  representing  the  Queen’s  magnani- 
mity in  this  great  danger,  so  that  she  could  hardly  be  prevented 
going  out  against  them,  to  see  if  ever  a rebel  of  them  all  durst  show 
their  faces  against  her  ; but  notwithstanding  their  great  shows,  they 
had  yielded  themselves  upon  their  knees  to  him,  a poor  wretch,  as 
he  was  pleased  to  call  himself. 

Sir  Fras.  Knollys,  who  spoke  next,  touched  on  their  insolency  in 
restraining  the  Lords,  some  bidding  throw  the  great  seal  out  of  the 
window. 

Sir  Kob.  Cecil  prayed  pardon  if  he  spoke  in  passion,  but  he  made 
a pertinent  speech,  declaring  that  whatsoever  concerned  religion,  the 
state  of  Her  Majesty,  and  the  whole  state  of  Government,  was 
endangered  by  the  Earl  and  his  accomplices.  This  popular  traitor, 
having  these  six  years  designed  to  become  King  of  England,  power 
was  put  into  his  hands  by  Her  Majesty’s  favour,  and  he  meant  to 
step  into  the  highest  place.  Ho  had  practised  upon  people  of  all 
sorts ; with  the  common  people  and  soldiers  be  pretended  that  none 
cared  for  them  but  himself.  As  to  religion,  he  pretended  to  the 
purer  sort  to  have  more  religion  than  others.  To  the  Papists,  he 
gave  hopes  of  liberty  of  conscience,  if  he  were  King.  Nothing  could 
bound  his  ambitious  desires.  In  11  years  from  his  being  a boy  of 
19,  he  had  had  300,0001,  was  made  master  of  the  horse  and  of 
ordnance,  Earl  Marshal,  and  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland,  and  would 
have  been  Secretary,  Admiral,  and  what  not. 

Leaving  Ireland  in  charge  of  a deputy,  he  had  appointed  with 
Tyrone,  that  when  he  had  removed  from  the  Queen  those  that 
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looked  into  his  actions  with  English  eyes,  and  had  disposed  of 
her  at  his  pleasure  for  a few  months,  Tyrone  should  land  8,000 
rebels  in  England,  and  we  should  all  be  a prey  to  Irish  kerns. 
It  was  remembered  there  was  a book  of  Henry  IV,,  with  many 
things  to  make  those  times  like  these,  and  himself  like  Henry 
IV.,  which  he  countenanced,  whilst  pretending  to  disapprove  it. 
His  religion  was  hypocrisy,  for  he  employed  priests  and  Jesuits 
as  intelligencers.  One  of  his  chief  agents  was  Sir  Chris.  Blount, 
who,  when  he  thought  he  was  going  to  die,  was  reconciled  to  the 
Church  of  Home.  The  man  whom  he  appointed  to  keep  the  Lord 
Keeper  and  Lord  Chief  Justice  was  Sir  John  Davies,  known  in 
Oxford  as  a conjuror,  and  caster  of  figures. 

Preparing  his  treason,  he  had  got  divers  lords  and  gentlemen 
about  him,  sending  into  London  his  secretary,  that  traitorous  villain 
Temple,  and  going  there  next  day,  publishing  base  lies  that 
Cobham,  Raleigh,  and  Cecil  meant  to  murder  him.  He  would 
have  removed  Her  Majesty’s  servants,  perhaps  let  her  continue  a 
time,  and  then  stepped  into  her  chair  and  put  her  where  Richard  II. 
was.  He  drew  in  many  noblemen  and  gentlemen,  who  but  for  the 
Queen’s  clemency,  had  been  cast  away. 

Order  was  taken  the  Sunday  following  that  the  preachers  at  Paul’s 
cross  and  other  churches  in  London  should  deliver  the  same  matters 
from  the  pulpit,  and  decry  the  Earl  as  a hypocrite,  Papist,  and  confede- 
rate with  the  Pope  and  King  of  Spain,  to  make  him  King  and  bring 
in  idolatry.  But  as  is  usual  in  such  cases,  they,  from  malice  or  desire 
to  please,  amplified  it  beyond  all  probability.  On  the  one  side  they 
cry  “ Crucify  on  the  other  there  is  such  a jealousy  of  light  and 
bad  fellows,  that  it  is  rumoured  the  preachers  of  London  will  rise 
and  deliver  him  out  of  the  Tower.  The  trained  bands  of  Essex, 
Hertfordshire,  Buckinghamshire,  and  Surrey  are  called  up  to 
London,  and  lie  in  the  suburbs  adjoining  the  Court,  which  is 
guarded  like  a camp,  and  troops  of  armed  men  march  up  and  down, 
as  if  the  Spaniards  were  in  the  land.  There  is  a company  con- 
tinually in  Paul’s  churchyard,  two  at  the  Exchange,  and  the  Mayor 
of  London  has  two  knights  in  show,  as  though  there  were  great 
mistrust.  This  will  continue  till  the  arraignment,  which  will  be 
shortly.  Lord  Tlios.  Howard  is  appointed  Constable  of  the  Tower. 
A sheriff  of  London,  Alderman  Smythe,  although  thanked  by  the 
Queen,  kissing  her  hand,  for  his  carriage  on  the  day  of  the  tumult, 
was  taken  up  about  a letter  which  it  appeared  the  Earl  wrote  to  him. 

There  was  such  suspicion  [of  Sheriff  Smythe]  from  the  Earl’s 
addressing  himself  to  his  house  especially,  that  the  citizens  were 
ordered  to  choose  another  in  his  room,  which  they  did  on  Saturday 
last. 

On  Monday  16  Feb.,  Capt.  Lea  was  arraigned  for  treason  and 
condemned,  though  ho  denied  any  evil  intent  against  the  Queen, 
and  declared  that  he  had  only  spoken  of  what  it  was  possible  for  a 
private  man  to  do,  not  intending  to  do  it.  He  was  executed  next 
day  at  Tyburn,  still  persisting  in  denying  that  the  Earl  had 
employed  him  in  any  mischievous  design.  Writs  are  sent  into  all 
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the  shires  of  England,  to  put  in  safe  custody  the  goods  of  such  as 
are  called  in  question.  I send  you  a schedule,  that  you  may  see 
if  any  of  your  friends  arc  included.  This  tempest  will  fall  upon 
many  honourable  families.  Numbers  begin  to  spy  whero  they  can 
light  upon  a penny  of  other  men’s  fortunes.  Such  a breach  has  this 
ungrateful  traitor  wrought. 

In  spite  of  the  prudence  of  our  superiors,  many  repine  at  these 
proceedings.  A foolish  prognostication  of  one  Woodhouse  considers 
this  tumult  the  effect  of  an  eclipse  last  year.  He  set  down  that  its 
influence  would  begin  20  Jan.  IGOl.and  continue  slight  till  18  Nov. 
following,  when  it  would  be  most  felt,  and  last  till  14  Sept.  1602, 
and  then  gradually  decrease  till  1 2 July  1603.  This  eclipse,  he  says, 
shows  the  unfortunate  state  of  sundry  great  persons,  great  destruc- 
tion of  many  mean  ones,  and  threatens  death  to  ecclesiastical  persons, 
lawyers,  rulers,  ,vc,  the  middle  aged  and  lusty  especially  threatened. 
This  book  is  called  in,  though  it  be  but  a toy.  [ This  letter,  though 
calendared  consecutively,  is  written  on  the  backs  of  several  others. 
Nos.  48,  49,  find  53,  supra.  In  Phelippes'  hand,  draft,  much  cor- 
rected and  underlined.  2$  pages.] 

95.  Lord  Keeper  Egerton,  Sec.  Cecil,  and  W.  Waad  to  Attorney 
Oen.  Coke  and  Eras.  Bacon.  As  you,  Mr.  Bacon,  happened  to  come 
to  us  this  evening,  you  have  been  made  acquainted  with  divers  ex- 
aminations taken  since  the  conference  had  yesterday  ; and  although 
by  the  former  examinations  the  treasons  of  the  Earls  were  suffi- 
ciently discovered,  yet  by  the  pains  taken  this  day  their  rebellious 
purposes  are  so  laid  open  that  all  the  world  may  be  fully  satisfied. 
Yet  as  you,  Mr.  Attorney,  have  not  as  yet  been  made  acquainted 
with  these  later  declarations,  we  think  it  meet  you  should  forthwith 
peruse  them,  and  not  spend  too  much  time  on  matters  of  less 
consequence.  [1  paged] 

96.  Sec.  Cecil  to  Attorney  General  Coke.  If  possible,  do  not  let 

Blount’s  words  be  read  where  be  says  that  if  he  were  committed  any 
further  than  to  the  Lord  of  Canterbury's  house,  the  Keeper’s,  or 
Comptroller’s,  he  would  do,  &c.  My  reason  is  this : it  will  show  a 
spirit  of  prophesy,  and  now  confessed,  seem  a little  to  savour  as  if  he 
coined  it.  Thoso  words  only  I would  have  left  out,  for  indeed  tho 
rest  is  very  necessary,  but  that  divination  is  too  suspicious.  r 

P.S. — Methinks  it  would  be  better  in  these  words, — that  if  he 
were  not  committed  to  any  prison, — or  in  some  such  like,  or  else  all 
that  portion  left  out ; but  in  anywise  let  not  these  places  be  named, 
because  it  proved  so  ex  post  facto.  [1  page.  Holograph .] 

97.  Declaration  by  Lord  Keeper  Egerton.  On  Sunday,  8 Fob., 
about  10  a.m.,  he,  the  Earl  of  Worcester,  Sir  Wm.  Knollys,  Comp, 
trailer  of  the  household,  and  the  Lord  Chief  Justice,  on  the  Queen’s 
command,  repaired  to  the  late  Earl  of  Essex’s  house,  and  finding  the 
gate  shut  against  them,  after  a little  stay  were  let  in  nt  the  wicket, 
which  was  shut  upon  them,  and  all  their  servants  kept  out.  They 
found  the  court  full  of  men,  assembled  in  a very  tumultuous  sort. 
The  Earls  of  Essex,  Rutland,  Southampton,  and  Lord  Sandys, 
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Mr.  Parker,  commonly  called  Lord  Monteagle,  Sir  Chris.  Blount, 
Sir  Chas.  Danvers,  and  many  other  knights,  gentlemen,  and  other 
]>ersons  unknown  flocked  together  about  the  Lord  Keeper ; there- 
upon he  told  the  Earl  of  Essex  that  they  were  sent  from  Her 
Majesty,  to  understand  the  cause  of  this  their  assemblage,  and  to 
let  them  know  that  if  they  had  any  particular  cause  of  grief,  it 
should  be  heard,  and  they  should  have  justice. 

Hereupon  the  Earl  loudly  declared  that  his  life  was  sought; 
that  he  should  have  been  murdered  in  his  bed ; that  he  had  been 
perfidiously  dealt  with ; that  his  hand  had  been  counterfeited,  and 
letters  written  in  his  name ; and  that  therefore  they  were  assem- 
bling to  defend  their  lives,  &c.  Hereupon  the  Lord  Chief  Justice 
said  to  the  Earl  that  if  any  such  matters  were  attempted,  the  Earl 
should  declare  it,  and  it  should  be  truly  related  to  Her  Majesty, 
indifferently  heard,  and  justice  done,  whomsoever  it  concerned. 
To  this  the  Earl  of  Southampton  objected  the  assault  made  upon 
him  by  the  Lord  Grey ; the  Lord  Chief  Justico  said  that  in  his 
case  justice  had  been  done,  and  the  party  imprisoned  for  it.  The 
Lord  Keeper  assured  the  Earl  of  Essex  that  whatever  private 
offence  he  had  against  any  person,  if  he  would  refer  it  to  them, 
they  would  faithfully  and  honestly  submit  it  to  Her  Majesty,  and 
doubted  not  to  procure  him  honourable  and  equal  justice ; and  re- 
quired him,  if  he  would  not  declare  it  openly,  to  impart  it  to  them 
privately. 

Upon  this  there  was  a great  clamour  raised  amongst  the  mul- 
titude, crying  “ Away,  my  Lord,  they  abuse  you,  they  betray  you, 
they  undo  you,  you  lose  time/’  Wheroupon  the  Lord  Keeper  put  on 
his  hat,  and  said  with  a loud  voice,  “ My  Lord,  let  us  speak  with 
you  privately,  and  understand  your  griefs ; and  I command  you  all, 
upon  your  allegiance,  to  lay  down  your  weapons,  and  to  depart, 
which  you  ought  all  to  do,  being  thus  commanded,  if  you  be  good 
subjects,  and  owe  that  duty  to  the  Queen’s  Majesty  which  you 
profess.”  Whereupon  they  all  broke  out  into  an  exceeding  loud 
shout  and  cry  of  “ All,  all,  aU."  Meanwhile  the  Earl  of  Essex  and 
most  part  of  that  company  put  on  their  hats,  and  so  the  Earl  went 
into  the  house,  the  Lord  Keeper  following  him,  thinking  that  his 
purposo  had  been  to  speak  with  them  privately. 

As  they  were  going  in,  some  of  that  disordered  company  cried, 
“ Kill  them  others,  “ Cast  the  great  seal  out  of  the  window,”  and 
others,  “ Let  us  shop  them  up.”  The  Lord  Keeper  often  called  to 
the  Earl  of  Essex  to  speak  with  them  privately,  thinking  still  that 
his  meaning  had  been  so,  until  the  Earl  brought  them  into  his 
book -chamber,  and  there  gave  order  to  have  the  further  door  of  that 
chamber  shut  fast  At  his  going  forth  out  of  that  chamber  he  said, 
“ My  Lords,  be  patient  awhile,  and  stay  here,  and  1 will  go  into 
London  and  take  order  with  the  mayor  and  sheriffs  for  the  city, 
and  will  be  here  again  within  half  an  hour,”  and  so  departed  from 
the  Lord  Keeper,  leaving  him  and  others,  and  divers  of  the  gentle- 
men pensioners  in  that  chamber,  guarded  by  Sir  John  Davies, 
Francis  Tresham,  and  Owen  Salisbury,  with  musket  shot;  where 
they  continued  until  delivered  by  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges  at  4 p.m. 
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Meantime  they  often  required  Sir  John  Davies  and  Fra*.  Treaham 
to  suffer  them  to  depart,  or  at  the  least  to  suffer  some  one  of  them  to 
go  to  the  Queen,  to  inform  her  where  and  in  what  sort  they  were 
kept ; but  it  was  answered  that  the  Earl  of  Essex  had  commanded 
that  they  should  not  depart  before  his  return,  which  would  be  very 
shortly. 

With  note  by  Lord  Chief  Justice  Pophum,  that  he  heard  most  of 
this  conversation  between  the  Lord  Keeper  and  the  Earl  of  Essex ; 
also  that  requesting  the  Earl  to  dismiss  his  company,  he  re- 
plied, “ Ho  would  not  cause  them  to  depart,  that  they  should  not 
think  he  would  betray  them."  [Read  at  the  trial  of  Hut  Earle, 
and  printed  in  Howells  State  Trials,  Vol.  I.,  pp.  1339,  1340.] 

Also  note  by  the  Earl  of  Worcester,  that  he  well  remembers  most" 
of  the  words  uttered  by  my  Lord  Keeper  and  the  Lord  Chief  Justice, 
but  the  throng  was  so  great  that  he  was  cast  behind  on  their  going 
into  the  chamber  ; recovering  their  company,  he  heard  my  Lord 
Keeper  say  that  if  they  would  Btay  them,  they  must  keep  them 
as  prisoners,  otherwise  they  would  depart  to  Court ; to  which  the 
Earl  replied,  that  if  his  Lordship  and  the  rest  would  have  patience 
until  his  return,  both  he  and  they  would  go  together,  and  lay 
himself  this  cause  at  the  feet  of  Her  Majesty  ; and  so  the  rest 
cried  out,  “ My  Lord,  you  lose  time,”  and  so  departed,  leaving 
them  under  guard.  Did  not  hear  the  words  “ Cast  the  seal  out 
of  the  window  " except  by  report,  but  many  gavo  their  censures, 
Borne  saying,  “ Kill  them,  keep  them  as  prisoners,”  some  “ Let  them 
be  pledges  until  their  return.’  [7j  payee.']

Within  a month  after  I departed  from  Sir  Rich.  Berkeley, 
Cuffe  having  access  to  me,  spoke  of  the  injury  and  dishonour 
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offered  me,  the  misery  of  my  friends  and  country,  and  the  neces- 
sity of  holding  correspondence  with  them,  and  moved  me  to  let 
Sir  Chas.  Danvers  come  to  me,  as  he  would  moke  known  their  mind. 

Also  abstract  from  a letter  of  Essex  to  Southampton  as  follows  : — 
“ My  Lord,  you  crave  Her  Majesty’s  mercy  ; deserve  it  as  far  as 
in  you  lieth,  by  making  her  see  what  danger  she  has  been  in,  and 
what  sin  you  have  committed." 

Also  note  by  Lords  Egerton,  Buckluirst,  Nottingham,  and  Sec. 
Cecil.  On  Saturday,  21  Feb., — after  the  Earl  of  Essex  had  desired  us 
to  come  to  him,  to  deliver  his  knowledge  of  those  treasons  which  he 
had  formerly  denied  at  the  bar,  and  recommend  his  earnest  request 
that  Her  Majesty  would  be  pleased  to  suffer  him  to  die  privately  in 
the  Tower, — he  also  earnestly  desired  that  wo  would  suffer  him  to 
speak  to  Cuffe,  his  secretary,  against  whom  he  vehemently  com- 
plained, as  having  been  a principal  instigator  to  the  violent  courses 
which  he  had  undertaken  ; he  protested  that  he  chiefly  desired  to 
show  that  he  was  not  the  only  persuader  of  the  great  offences  which 
they  had  committed,  but  that  Blount,  Cuffe,  Temple,  and  those 
others  who  were  at  the  private  conspiracy  at  Drury  House  (to  which, 
though  these  three  were  not  called,  yet  they  were  privy,)  had  more 
dangerous  and  malicious  ends  for  the  disturbance  of  the  State  than 
could  have  been  prevented  if  his  project  had  gone  forward,  as 
appears  by  the  confusion  they  drew  him  to,  even  in  his  own  house, 
the  morning  that  he  went  into  the  city. 

This  request  being  granted,  and  Cuffe  brought,  he  vehemently 
charged  him,  and  said,  “ Hen.  Cuffe,  call  to  God  for  mercy,  and  to 
the  Queen,  and  deserve  it  by  declaring  truth,  for  I,  that  must  now 
prepare  for  another  world,  have  resolved  to  deal  clearly  with  God 
and  the  world,  and  must  needs  say  this  to  you,  that  none  hath  been 
a greater  instigator  of  me  than  yourself,  to  all  these  my  disloyal 
courses  into  which  I have  fallen.”  [1 J page#,  copies.]

Having  of  late  received  notioe  from  the  University  of 
Cambridge  of  the  great  honour  done  me  in  my  election  as  their 
Chancellor,  I must  express  my  particular  obligation  to  St.  John’s 
College,  wliich  I know  to  be  one  of  the  principal,  and  to  have  pro- 
ceeded herein  with  extraordinary  affection  towards  me  Time 
would  fail  to  declare  by  letter  the  fullness  of  my  content,  and  my 
desire  to  serve  that  place,  which  is  one  of  the  two  famous  nurserie  * 
of  learning  and  virtue  within  this  realm.  Therefore  I will  shortly 
deliver  that  I account  this  election  one  of  the  greatest  ornament* 
that  could  have  befallen  me.  not  only  as  a testimony  of  the  good 
opinion  of  good  men,  but  because  this  place  is  cast  on  me  by  your 
good  will  for  my  dear  father,  your  most  affectionate  Chancellor.

110.  John  Chamberlain  to  Dud.  Carleton  at  the  Hague.  Private 
affairs.  Dr.  [Gilbert]  is  settled  at  Court.  Tom  lea  traitorously 
attempted  to  possess  himself  of  the  privy  chamber;  he  told  his 
enterprise  to  Sir  Henry  Neville,  who  married  the  Lord  Treasurer's 
daughter,  and  to  Sir  Kobt  Crosse,  who  both  revealed  it ; being 
taken,  he  said  his  intention  was  to  get  the  Queen  to  sign  a warrant 
for  the  noblemen’s  delivery  ; had  he  found  difficulty,  ho  knew  not 
what  would  have  followed,  but  those  who  hindered  him  would  have 
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been  to  blame  for  any  harm  done  to  her.  When  arraigned  and 
confronted  by  Sir  Robt.  Crosse  and  the  rest,  he  said  he  only  meant 
to  vex  her  for  half  an  hour,  that  she  might  live  the  merrier  all  her 
life  after ; and  in  this  tune  he  died  very  resolutely  on  the  17th,  at 
Tyburn. 

On  the  19th  the  Earls  of  Essex  and  Southampton  were  arraigned 
at  W estminster,  before  the  Lord  Treasurer,  Lord  High  Steward 
of  England  for  that  day,  nine  earls,  and  10  barons.  The  charges 
were,  Essex’s  attempt  to  surprise  the  Court,  his  coming  in  arms 
to  London  to  raise  rebellion,  and  defending  his  house  against  the 
Queen's  forces.  To  the  two  last  he  answered  that  he  was  driven 
for  his  life ; to  the  first,  that  it  was  never  resolved  upon,  and  had  it 
been,  it  was  only  to  throw  himself  at  the  Queen’s  feet,  and  tell  such 
things  of  his  enemies  as  should  make  them  odious  and  restore  him 
to  her  favour.  He  spoke  bravely,  and  his  chief  care  evidently  was, 
as  he  had  ever  lived  popularly,  to  leave  a good  opinion  in  the  people’s 
minds  now  at  parting.  He  loudly  protested  his  faith  and  loyalty 
to  the  Queen  and  State.  I cannot  believe  protestations  against 
manifest  proof.  It  is  noticed  that,  though  divers  preachers  were 
commanded  the  Sunday  before,  to  tell  the  people  that  he  had  plotted 
with  Tyrone,  and  was  reconciled  to  the  Pope,  and  though  Mr.  At- 
torney, at  Lea’s  arraignment,  mentioned  the  plot  with  Tyrone,  and 
how  by  means  of  seminary  priests  he  had  plotted  with  the  Pope 
and  the  King  of  Spain  to  be  King  of  England,  these  charges  were 
not  once  mentioned  at  his  arraignment,  though  it  lasted  from  9 a.m. 
to  nearly  7 p.ra.  When  he  first  came  to  the  bar,  his  countenance 
was  unsettled  ; but  once  in,  he  showed  the  greatest  resolution  and 
contempt  of  death,  real  or  assumed.  I hear  that  he  begins  to  relent, 
and  acknowledges,  among  other  faults,  his  arrogant  behaviour  at 
his  trial,  and  begins  to  lay  open  the  plot,  and  impeach  some 
persons  not  yet  called  in  question.  His  execution  was  expected  on 
Saturday,  then  j-esterday,  now  to-morrow  or  Thursday.  Most  of 
the  Council  have  been  with  him  these  three  or  four  days. 

The  Earl  of  Southampton  spoke  well,  and  pleaded  hard  to  acquit 
himself,  and  then  condescended  to  entreaty,  and  moved  much  com- 
miseration. I think  he  was  somewhat  too  submissive,  and  seemed 
too  loth  to  die  ; nine  were  brought  to  trial  at  the  King’s  Bench  next 
day,  but  six  were  sent  back  without  trial,  only  three  were  tried  and 
condemned,  Sir  Edm.  Baynham,  John  Littleton,  of  "Worcestershire, 
and  Capt.  Orwell ; they  are  not  yet  executed.  I think  my  Lord 
is  to  lead  the  way  and  the  rest  will  follow ; hut  the  Queen  inclines 
to  mercy,  and  it  is  thought  there  will  be  no  great  executions. 
Saville  of  Eton,  Dean  Wrood,  Dr.  Fletcher,  Dr.  Hawkins,  and  others 
are  in  private  custody,  and  Sir  Harry  Bromley  sent  to  the  Tower  ; it 
is  feared  Sir  John  Scott  may  follow  him.  Sheriff  [Thos.]  Smythe 
and  his  wife  [Sarah]  are  in  durance,  and  in  danger  of  misprison  j he 
is  dismissed  his  offices,  and  another  alderman  and  sheriff  chosen  in 
his  room.  There  is  continual  watch  and  ward  day  and  night  in 
arms  in  the  city.  Lytton  is  here  with  bis  trained  band  of  300  men, 
and  other  captains,  with  some  2,000  from  the  neighbouring  shires.

Because  we  would 
first  have  these  two  persons  secretly  conveyed  into  your  Lordship’s 
and  Mr.  Lieutenant’s  hands  within  the  Tower, — where  whenyou 
have  them  you  are  to  order  them,  and  may  with  less  suspicion  make 
them  provide  their  bloody  tool,  whereof  I would  there  had  never 
been  occasion, — we  have  sent  these  persons  to  you  with  Mr.  Sheriff 
or  his  deputy.  We  send  you  two,  Because  if  one  faint,  the  other 
may  perform  it  to  him  of  whose  soul  God  have  mercy. 

We  will  send  you  ere  night  some  other  directions,  and  Her 
Majesty’s  writs.  Her  Majesty  will  have  some  seven  or  eight  noble- 
men named  by  her  to  be  there,  who  shall  bring  our  warrants  to 
you,  and  therefore  it  is  fit  that  you  leave  some  officer  at  the  gates 
in  the  morning  early,  to  let  them  in,  as  also  to  let  in  some  couple 
of  divines  who  shall  also  come  with  our  letter,  or  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury’s.  [Copy.  £ page.]  Also, 

Lords  Egerton,’  Buckhurst,  Nottingham,  and  Sec.  Cecil,  to  Lord 
Thos.  Howard,  Constable,  and  Sir  John  Peyton,  Lieutenant  of 
the  Tower.  We  have  written  to  my  Lord  of  Canterbury  to  send 
two  discreet  and  learned  divines  to  you,  to  be  at  the  Tower  to- 
morrow by  6 a.m. ; when  they  come,  you  must  signify  Her  Majesty’s 
pleasure  to  them  that  they  be  both  present  at  the  execution  of  the 
late  Earl  of  Essex,  as  well  to  give  all  comforts  unto  his  soul, — the 
which  Her  Majesty's  great  care  and  infinite  desire  is  he  might  receive 
— as  also  that  both  you,  my  Lord  Constable,  and  you  Mr.  Lieutenant, 
and  both  these  divines  do,  with  all  care  and  circumspection,  take 
heed  that  the  said  late  Earl,  at  the  time  of  his  execution,  do  espe- 
cially contain  his  speeches  within  these  limits  ; viz.,  the  confession 
of  his  great  treasons  and  of  his  sins  towards  God;  his  hearty 
repentance  and  earnest  and  incessant  prayers  to  God  for  pardon. 
But  if  he  shall  enter  into  any  particular  declaration  of  his  treasons, 
or  accusation  of  any  of  his  adherents  therein,  you  shall  forthwith 
break  him  from  that  course,  for  that  the  same  was  published  at 
full  length  at  his  arraignment.  Hereof  you  must  have  a very  great 
and  vigilant  care,  for  it  is  no  ways  fit  that  at  that  time  he  enter 
into  any  such  course. 

Likewise,  if  he  shall  full  into  any  justification  of  himself,  as  that 
he  had  no  ill  meaning  but  against  liis  private  enemies,  &c.,  such 
vain  speeches  both  you  and  the  divines  must  utterly  divert  him 
from,  as  contrary  to  that  which,  before  the  Lords  that  were  sent 
unto  him,  he  has  protested,  and  which  is  extant  under  his  hand.  In 
these  things  we  must  require  you  to  have  an  especial  care,  with  that 
moderation  which  shall  be  fit. 

P.S. — Her  Majesty  having  now  sent  you  the  writs  of  execution  of 
the  late  Earl  of  Essex,  within  half  an  hour  after  his  Lordship 
has  supped,  you  are  to  repair  to  him,  and  signify  that  you  are  willed 
to  let  him  know  that,  as  upon  his  arraignment  and  judgment,  he 
showed  himself  fully  prepared  to  God,  so  had  the  course  of  justice 
proceeded  upon  him  the  Saturday  following,  but  that  on  the 
Friday  before,  he  discharged  his  conscience  by  opening  of  divers 
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things  to  the  Lords  ; this,  as  his  Lordship  knows,  has  been  the  only 
cause  of  Ins  being  thus  long  stayed.  But  now  that  these  things  are 
sufficiently  dealt  in,  his  Lordship  confessing  himself  how  necessary 
his  execution  is  for  the  safety  of  Her  Majesty,  he  having  been  the 
head  of  so  dangerous  a treason,  he  must  know  that  to-morrow, 
between  six  and  seven,  he  is  appointed  to  receive  the  execution 
of  his  judgment ; that  therefore,  like  as  hitherto  he  has  always 
owned  himself  most  resolute  and  constant  to  die,  so  now  he 
do  prepare  himself  accordingly,  that  his  soul  may  participate  of 
Heaven,  freed  from  the  miseries  of  this  wicked  world.  We  pray 
you  also  let  Mr.  Warberton  require  Mr.  Ashton,  privately  of  himself, 
to  persuade  him  to  few  words  and  patience,  and  that  he  do  accom- 
pany him.

112.  Account  of  the  execution  of  the  Earl  of  Essex  at  8 am.  in 
the  Tower. 

On  Tuesday  night,  between  1 0 and  1 2 o'clock,  be  opened  his  window, 
and  said  to  the  guard,  “ My  good  friends,  pray  for  me,  and  to-morrow 
you  shall  set;  in  me  a strong  God  in  a weak  man ; I hare  nothing 
to  give  you,  for  I have  nothing  left  but  that  which  I must  pay  to 
the  Queen  to-morrow  in  the  morning.”  When  he  was  brought  from 
his  lodging  by  the  Lieutenant,  he  was  attended  on  by  three  divines, 
and  all  the  way  from  his  chamber  to  the  scaffold,  he  called  to  God 
to  give  him  strength  and  patience  to  the  end,  and  said  “ O God, 
give  me  true  repentance,  true  patience,  and  true  humility,  and  put 
all  wordly  thoughts  out  of  my  mind  and  he  often  intreated  those 
that  went  with  him  to  pray  for  him. 

Being  come  upon  the  scaffold,  which  was  set  up  in  the  midst  of 
the  court,  he  was  apparelled  in  a gown  of  wrought  velvet,  a satin 
suit,  and  felt  hat,  all  black  ;.  and  first  turning  himself  towards  the 
divines,  he  said,  “ 0 God,  be  merciful  unto  me,  the  most  wretched 
creature  on  the  earth  and  then  turning  himself  towards  the 
noblemen  that  sat  on  a form  placed  before  the  scaffold,  he  vayled 
his  hat,  and  making  reverence  to  the  Lords,  laid  it  away,  and  with 
his  eyes  most  attentively  fixed  up  to  Heaven,  spoke  to  this  effect: 
“ My  Lords,  and  you  my  Christian  brethren,  who  are  to  be  witnesses 
of  this  my  just  punishment,  I confess  to  the  glory  of  God  that  I am 
a most  wretched  sinner,  and  that  my  sins  are  more  in  number  than 
the  hairs  of  my  head  ; that  1 have  bestowed  my  youth  in  pride, 
lust,  uncleanness,  vain  glory,  and  divers  other  sins,  according  to  the 
fashion  of  this  world,  wherein  I have  offended  most  grievously  my 
God,  and  notwithstanding  divers  good  motions  inspired  unto  me 
from  the  Spirit  of  God,  the  good  which  I would  I have  not  done, 
and  the  evil  which  I would  not  I have  done ; for  all  which  I humbly 
beseech  our  Saviour  Christ  to  be  the  Mediator  unto  the  Eternal 
Majesty  for  my  pardon  ; especially  for  this  my  last  sin,  this  great, 
this  bloody,  this  crying,  and  this  infectious  sin,  whereby  so  many, 
for  love  of  me,  have  ventured  their  lives  and  souls,  and  have  been 
drawn  to  offend  God,  to  offend  their  Sovereign,  and  to  offend  the 
world,  which  is  as  great  a grief  unto  me  as  may  be.  Lord  Jesus,

forgive  it  us,  and  forgive  it  me,  the  most  wretched  of  all ; and  I 
beseech  Her  Majesty,  the  State,  and  Ministers  thereof,  to  forgive  it 
us.  The  Lord  grant  Her  Majesty  a prosperous  reign,  and  a long 
one,  if  it  be  his  will.  O,  Lord,  grant  her  a wise  and  an  under- 
standing heart ; O,  Lord,  bless  her  and  the  nobles  and  ministers  of 
the  Church  and  State.  And  I beseech  you  and  the  world  to  have 
a charitable  opinion  of  me  for  iny  intention  towards  Her  Majesty, 
whose  death,  U[>on  my  salvation  and  before  God,  I protest  I never 
meant,  nor  violence  to  her  person  ; yet  I confess  I have  received  an 
honourable  trial,  and  am  justly  condemned.  And  1 desire  all  the 
world  to  forgive  me,  even  ns  I do  freely  and  from  my  heart  forgive 
all  the  world. 

And  whereas  I have  been  condemned  for  my  religion,  I was 
never,  I tlmnk  God,  Atheist  nor  Papist,  for  I never  denied  the 
power  of  my  God,  not  believing  the  word  and  scriptures,  neither 
did  I ever  trust  to  be  justified  by  my  own  works  or  merits,  but 
hope,  as  a true  Christian,  for  my  salvation  from  God  only,  by  the 
mercy  and  merits  of  my  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  crucified  for  my 
sins.  This  faith  I was  brought  up  in,  and  therein  am  now  ready  to 
die  ; beseeching  you  all  to  join  yourselves  with  me  in  prayer,  not 
with  eyes  and  lips  only,  but  with  lifted-up  hearts  and  minds,  to  the 
Lord  for  me,  that  my  soul  may  be  lifted  up  above  all  earthly  things, 
for  now  I will  give  myself  to  my  private  prayer  ; yet  for  that  I 
beseech  you  all  to  join  with  me,  I will  speak  that  you  may  hear.” 

Then,  putting  off  his  gown  and  niff,  and  presenting  himself 
before  the  block,  he  was,  as  it  seemed,  by  one  of  the  chaplains 
encouraged  against  the  fear  of  death ; to  whom  he  answered, 
that  having  been  divers  times  in  places  of  danger,  yet  where 
death  was  never  so  present  nor  certain,  he  bad  felt  the  weakness  of 
the  flesh,  and  therefore  desired  God  to  strengthen  him  in  that  great 
conflict,  and  not  to  suffer  the  flesh  to  have  any  rule  over  him. 

Preparing  to  kneel  down,  ho  asked  for  the  executioner,  who  on 
his  knees  also  asked  him  pardon,  to  whom  ho  said,  “ Thou  art 
welcome  to  me ; I forgive  thee ; thou  art  the  minister  of  true 
justice.”  And  then,  with  eyes  fixed  up  to  Heaven,  and  long  and 
passionate  pauses  in  his  speeches,  he  begun  his  prayers,  " Oh  God, 
creator  of  all  things  and  judge  of  all  men,  thou  hast  let  me  know  by 
warrant  of  thy  word,  that  Satan  is  then  most  busy  when  our  end  is 
nearest,  and  that  Satan  being  resisted,  will  fly.  I humbly  beseech 
thee  to  assist  mo  in  this  my  last  combat,  and  since  thou  acceptest 
even  of  our  desires  as  of  our  acts,  accept  of  my  desire  to  resist  him, 
ns  with  true  resistance  and  perfect  grace ; what  thou  seest  of  my 
flesh  to  be  frail  [strengthen  ?],  and  give  me  patience  to  be  as  becometh 
me,  in  this  just  punishment  inflicted  upon  me  by  so  honourable  a trial. 
Giant  me  the  inward  comfort  of  thy  Spirit ; let  thy  Spirit  seal  unto 
my  soul  an  assurance  of  thy  mercies ; lift  my  soul  above  all  earthly 
cogitations,  and  when  my  life  and  body  shall  part,  send  thy  blessed 
angels  to  be  near  unto  me,  which  may  convey  it  to  the  joys  in 
Heaven.”  Then  saying  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  he  iterated  this  petition, 
" As  we  forgive  them  that  trespass  against  us,”  saying  “ os  we  for- 
give all  them  that  trespass  against  us.”

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Then  one  of  the  divines  put  him  in  mind  to  say  over  his  belief, 
which  he  did.  the  doctor  saying  it  softly  before  him,  and  added 
these  words,  “Lord  Jesus,  receive  my  soul;  into  thy  hands,  0 
Lord,  I commend  my  spirit/'  He  was  likewise  remembered  by 
the  divines  to  forgive  and  pray  [for  his  enemies.  Whereupon  he 
beseeched  God  to  forgive  them  as  freely  as  he  did,  “ because,”  said 
he,  “ they  bear  the  image  of  God  as  well  as  myself.” 

Asking  what  was  fit  for  him  to  do  for  disposing  himself  to  the 
block,  and  his  doublet  being  taken  off,  after  he  had  asked  the 
executioner  whether  it  would  hinder  him  or  no,  in  a scarlet  waist- 
coat he  bowed  himself  towards  the  block,  and  said,  “ O God,  give  me 
true  humility  and  patience  to  endure  to  the  end,  and  I pray  you  all 
to  pray  with  me  and  for  ine,  that  when  you  shall  see  me  stretch  out 
my  arras  and  my  neck  on  the  block,  and  the  stroke  ready  to  be 
given,  it  would  please  the  everlasting  God  to  send  down  his  angels 
to  carry  my  soul  before  bis  mercy  seat;”  and  then,  lifting  up  his 
eyes  devoutedly  towards  Heaven,  he  said,  “ Lord  God,  as  unto  thine 
altar  do  I come,  offering  up  my  body  and  soul  for  a sacrifice,  in 
humility  and  obedience  to  thy  commandment,  to  thy  ordinance,  and 
to  thy  good  pleasure.  O God,  I prostrate  myself  to  my  deserved 
punishment**  Lying  flat  along  one  of  the  boards,  his  hands 
stretched  out,  he  said,  “ Lord,  have  mercy  upon  me,  thy  prostrate 
servant,”  and  therewithal  fitting  his  head  to  tne  block,  he  was  willed 
by  one  of  the  doctors  to  say  the  beginning  of  the  51st  Psalm,  have 
mercy  on  me,  O God,  &c„  whereof  when  he  had  said  tw^o  verses,  the 
executioner  being  prepared,  he  uttered  these  words,  a Executioner, 
strike  home.  Come,  Lord  Jesus,  come  Lord  Jesus,  and  receive  my 
soul ; 0 Lord,  into  thy  hands  I commend  my  spirit.”  In  the  midst 
of  which  sentence  his  head  wFas  severed  by  the  axe  from  the  corpse 
at  three  blows,  but  the  first  deadly,  and  depriving  absolutely  all 
sense  and  motion. 

The  noblemen  present  at  his  death  were  the  Earls  of  Cumberland 
and  Hertford,  Lords  Bindou,  Darcy,  Compton,  and  Thos.  Howard, 
constable  of  the  Tower,  Sir  John  Peyton,  lieutenant,  with  15  or  16 
partisans  of  the  guard,  and  the  three  divines,  Messrs.  Montfort, 
Barlow,  and  Ashton.  [2  pages.] 

113.  Certificate  by  Thos.  Montfort,  Wm.  Barlow,  and  Abdie 
Ashton : 

1.  The  late  Earl  thanked  God  most  heartily  that  he  had  given 
him  a deeper  insight  into  his  sin,  being  sorry  he  bad  so  stood 
upon  his  justification  at  his  arraignment,  for  he  was  since  that 
become  another  man. 

2.  He  thanked  God  that  his  course  was  so  prevented,  for  if  his 
project  had  taken  effect,  God  knows  what  harm  it  had  wrought 
in  the  realm. 

3.  He  thanked  Her  Majesty  that  he  should  die  in  so  private  a 
manner,  lest  the  acclamation  of  the  people  might  have  been  a 
temptation  unto  him;  to  which  he  added  that  all  popularity 
and  trust  in  man  was  vain,  the  experience  whereof  himself  had 
kit. 
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4.  He  acknowledged  with  thankfulness  that  ho  was  thus  justly 
spewed  out  of  the  realm. 

5.  He  publicly  in  his  prayer  and  protestation,  as  also  privately 
aggravated  the  detestation  of  Ilia  sin,  and  especially  in  the  hearing 
of  them  that  were  present  at  the  execution,  desiring  God  to 
forgive  him  his  great,  bloody,  crying,  and  infectious  sin,  which 
word  infectious  he  had  privately  explained  to  us  was  a leprosy 
which  had  infected  far  and  near.  Endorsed  [by  Cecil],  “ The 
Earl  of  Essex’s  confession  to  the  two  ministers  whose  names  are 
under  written,”  and  [by  Coifce]  “ 0 tempera,  &c.”  [1  pope.] 

114.  Account  of  the  death  of  the  Earl  of  Essex.  On  Ash 
Wednesday,  at  1 am,  the  Lieutenant  of  the  Tower  came  to  tell  him 
he  was  to  die  that  day.  He  rose  from  bed,  Drs.  Montfort  and  Barlow, 
and  his  chaplain,  Mr.  Ashton,  being  with  him  [os  they  had  been  since 
his  arraignment ] ; they  sjient  the  time  till  morning  in  prayers,  con- 
fession, and  preaching.  Between  7 and  8 am,  ho  was  brought  by 
the  Lieutenant  to  the  scaffold,  three  yards  square  and  railed  round, 
in  the  high  court  where  the  church  stands  [afwe  Caesar's  tower], 
wearing  a black  velvet  gown,  [and  suit  of  black  satin,  the  three 
divines  with  him.  His  behaviour  was  firm,  modest,  and  constant ; 
he  bowed  to  the  nobles,  knights,  and  gentles,  who  sat  on  forms  near 
[three  yards  from  the  scaffold],  viz,  Earls  of  Cumberland  and 
Hertford,  Viscount  Bindon,  Lords  Thos.  Howard,  Morley,  and 
Compton,  and  others  [100  in  number  or  thereabouts],  [knights, 
gentlemen,  and  aldermen].  He  then  made  a speech,  [with  distinct 
and  serious  deliver;/],  acknowledging  the  sins  of  his  past  life, 
especially  that  against  his  Sovereign,  for  which  he  is  to  die  [though 
he  meant  no  harm  against  her  person]  ; declaring  his  religious 
belief,  craving  pardon  of  his  Sovereign  and  the  nobles,  especially 
those  who  fell  into  this  last  action  [from  love  to  him],  [and  are 
likely  to  fall  into  punishment],  wishing  Her  Majesty  a long 
and  prosperous  reign,  and  begging  the  prayers  of  all  in  this  last 
conflict. 

The  ministers  reminded  him  to  confess  his  faith,  on  which  he 
re|)eated  the  Creed.  Then  putting  off  his  gown,  he  kneeled  down 
[on  the  straw  before  the  block],  with  hands  clasped  and  eyes 
raised  towards  Heaven  [and  prayed  unpremetlitatedly]  ; desiring 
power  to  pray  with  faith,  zeal,  and  assurance,  and  craved  strength 
to  rely  to  his  last  gasp  on  the  promises  of  Christ,  and  to  have  no 
worldly  thought,  but  only  God  before  him  [and  that  when  his 
longue  could  no  longer  praise  God,  his  hands  might  be  lifted 
towards  Heaven  where  his  soul  tended,  and  angels  be  ready  to 
receive  his  soul].  He  then  repeated  the  Lord's  Prayer,  in  which 
those  present  joined  with  floods  of  team  and  lamentations ; [to  the 
prayer  for  forgiveness  of  sins,  he  adtled  vehemently,  forgive  us  our 
trespasses  in  Christ  Jesus.  He  added  that  Satan  was  most  busy 
with  him,  that  he  was  fearful  by  nature,  and  that  any  strength  he 
might  show  was  all  through  God.  Putting  off  his  gown,  he  called 
for  Williams,  but  he  not  being  there,  said  it  mattered  not,  took  off

hit  gown  and  rvfi,  and  after  a short  prayer ] asked  the  executioner 
how  to  fit  himself  to  the  block,  and  gave  him  his  forgiveness, 
saying  “ Thou  art  the  minister  of  justice  ; spare  not,  nor  be  not 
afraid.”  Then  he  undressed,  commended  his  spirit  to  God,  and 
begged  those  present  to  do  the  same,  when  Ills  arms  were  stretched 
out.  Then  without  muffle  laid  his  head  on  the  block,  stretched  out 
his  arms,  saying,  “ Lord,  into  thy  hands  I commit  my  spirit ; Lord 
Jesus  receive  my  soul.”  The  executioner  bad  to  strike  three  times, 
but  neither  arms,  body,  nor  head  stirred  ; then  he  lifted  up  the 
head,  saying.  “God  save  the  Queen.”  [His  eyes  were  still  fixed 
towards  Heaven , and  all  this  time  he  had  accused  no  man,  but 
only  of  the  world  to  conic.]  [2|  pages.]

123.  Sec.  Cecil  to  the  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland.  I have  been  pre- 
vented writing  for  20  days  by  public  business,  as  no  small  blow  was 
like  to  be  given  at  home,  had  not  God’s  providence  hindered.  The 
Earl  of  Essex  protested  at  his  arraignment  that  he  never  meant 
harm  to  Her  Majsety's  person,  but  took  arms  to  save  himself  from 
Lord  Cobhnm  and  Sir  W.  Iluleigh,  who  would  have  murdered  him, 
and  also  to  remove  from  the  Queen  myself  and  others,  who  would 
sell  England  to  the  Infanta  of  Spain.  But  after  he  was  condemned, 
he  found  that  Sir  John  Davies,  Sir  Ford.  Gorges,  and  Sir  Charles 
Danvers  had  confessed  the  conferences  held  by  his  direction  at 
Drury  house,  to  surprise  the  Queen  and  the  Tower,  both  in  a day, 
which  argued  premeditated  treason  ; he  laboured  to  prove  it  to  be  a 
sudden  arming  and  flying  into  the  city,  for  fear  of  being  committed 
when  the  Lords  sent  for  him,  though  this  was  only  to  reprove  him 
for  his  unlawful  assemblies,  and  advise  him  to  retire  into  the 
country.  He  then  declared  that  his  accusers  were  his  principal 
inciters,  ever  since  August  last,  to  work  his  access  to  the  Queen  by 
force. 

After  one  night  in  the  Tower,  he  sent  to  Lord  Tlios.  Howard, 
constable  of  the  Tower,  to  request  the  Queen  to  send  to  him  the 
Lord  Keeper,  Treasurer,  Admiral,  and  myself,  that  he  might  clear 
his  conscience  for  denying  his  charges,  and  reconcile  himself  to  his 
enemies,  especially  me,  for  pretending  to  take  arms  to  save  England 
from  the  Spaniard,  to  whom  it  was  sold  ; also  for  accusing  me  of 
dealing  with  the  Pope,  and  of  telling  Mr.  Comptroller  that  the 
Infanta  had  the  best  title,  when  Mr.  Comptroller  testified  that  I 
only  spoke  of  a strange  book  by  Dolemati,  dedicat  ed  to  the  Earl  of 
Essex,  maintaining  that  title  to  be  the  best.  He  received  the  said 
four  persons,  who  were  sent  to  him  by  the  Queen  on  the  Saturday, 
with  great  penitence  for  his  obstinate  denials  at  the  bar.  He  asked 
liberty  to  set  down  in  writing  his  whole  project  of  coming  to  Court 
in  that  sort,  which  he  has  done,  and  this  concurs  with  the  confessions 
of  Sir  Cbas,  Danvers,  Sir  John  Davies,  Sir  Ferd.  Gorges,  and  Mr. 
Carleton  ; declaring  that  they  intended  to  seize  the  Tower,  in  caso 
the  city  should  mislike  their  action  ; that  Sir  Chas.  Blount  was  to 
take  the  Court  gate ; Sir  John  Davies  to  leave  some  company  ih  the 
hall,  go  into  the  guard  chamber,  where  some  unsuspected  person 
would  have  got  intothe  room,  and  seize  the  halberts  of  the  guard. 
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which  arc  usually  piled  up  against  the  wall ; Sir  Chas.  Danvers  and 
others  were  to  make  good  the  place,  and  then  Essex,  Southampton, 
and  Rutland,  and  others  go  to  the  Queen,  and  use  her  authority  to 
change  the  government  and  call  a Parliament,  condemning  their  op- 
ponents for  misgoverning  the  State.  This  he  first  delivered  verbally, 
begging  forgiveness  of  the  Lord  Keeper  and  others  whom  he  put 
in  fear  of  their  lives  by  imprisoning  in  his  house ; then  he  begged  for- 
giveness of  those  he  had  called  his  enemies,  saying  that  he  knew  no 
better  pretext  for  coming  to  the  Court  rebelliously  than  to  pretend 
a quarrel  with  those  whom  he  called  his  adversaries,  and  protested 
his  acquittal  of  me  from  his  imputations,  and  of  Cobham  and  Raleigh 
from  any  other  crime  than  being  his  enemies. 

He  requested  to  die  privately  in  the  Tower,  and  wrote  the  Queen 
thanks  for  granting  his  request.  He  suffered  with  great  patience 
and  humility,  though  the  conflict  between  flesh  and  soul  appeared 
in  his  requiring  help  in  saying  “ Our  Father,”  and  the  Creed,  which 
he  said  was  from  weakness  of  the  flesh,  but  no  man  could  pray  more 
Christianly.  His  death  was  hastened  by  the  practice  of  Thos.  Lea, 
who,  four  days  after  his  apprehension,  conspired  with  Sir  Hen. 
Neville,  son-in-law  to  the  Lord  Treasurer,  and  with  Sir  Rob.  Cross, 
to  lock  the  Queen  up  in  her  privy  chamber  till  she  signed  a warrant 
for  Essex’s  release  ; his  purpose  being  discovered  by  the  other  two, 
he  confessed  it,  only  vowing  he  would  not  have  hurt  her  person, 
unless  others  had  forced  in  to  hinder  his  course.  Blount,  Merrick, 
Davies,  Danvers,  Littleton,  and  Cuffo  are  like  to  die,  also  Lord 
Sandys  ; I expect  Rutland  and  Cromwell  will  obtain  mercy.  I grieve 
for  the  young  Earl  of  Southampton,  who  was  drawn  in  merely  for 
love  of  Essex  ; but  as  most  of  the  conspiracies  were  at  Drury  House, 
and  be  always  chief,  it  will  be  hard  to  save  him  ; yet  I despair  not, 
he  being  penitent  and  the  Queen  mercifiil.  I am  grieved  for  Sir 
Chaa  Danvers,  but  he  was  obstinate  in  impudent  denial,  till  he 
saw  the  confessions  of  the  others.  Sir  Hen.  Neville  is  in  displeasure 
for  not  revealing  his  acquaintance  with  Cuffe.  I am  grieved  for 
him,  as  he  married  my  cousin  german.  [Copy,  o\  pages.]

I leave  all  the  things  which  I have  delivered  you  by  my  Lords' 
direction  to  be  carried  and  applied  as  you  like,  only  the  Lords  desire 
that  when  you  touch  the  practice  and  purpose  of  coming  to  Court 
with  a power,  you  move  them  to  consider  how  perilous  a thing  it 
was  to  have  put  a lady,  a Queen,  in  that  fright  she  must  have  been 
in ; for  when  it  was  appointed  that  Sir  Christ.  Blount  with  one 
company  should  seize  the  gate,  another  company  should  possess  the 
hall  with  Sir  John  Davies,  and  a third  should  master  the  guard  by 
seizing  the  halberts  in  the  guard  chamber,  and  Sir  Ch.  Danvers 
master  the  presence  chamber  with  another  company,  how  can  it  be 
imagined  but  some  resistance  would  be  made  ? Blood  once  drawn, 
more  would  have  followed,  which  would  have  been  no  small  horror 
to  the  Queeu’s  nature.  Neither  can  it  be  expected  that  these  three 
commanders,  Blount,  Davies,  and  Ch.  Danvers,  whereof  the  first  two 
are  proved  to  be  Papists,  and  the  third  that  way  affected,  would  have 
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cared  much  to  commit  any  insolence  rather  than  be  frustrated  in 
their  designs.  That  this  was  true  the  Earl  penitently  confessed, 
also  the  Earl  of  Southampton,  Sir  Cb.  Danvers,  Sir  John  Davies, 
and  Sir  Ford.  Gorges  (all  men  yet  untried),  confess  it. 

Yet  the  Earl  ever  protested  that  when  he  entered  into  the  pur- 
pose, and  sent  the  articles  to  be  considered  of  at  Drury  House,  he 
ever  resolved  to  have  all  things  done  with  as  little  blood  as  could 
be  j and  for  the  Queen’s  own  person,  would  never  have  suffered  it 
to  receive  any  harm.  [ The  preceding  is  written  by  Cecil;  the  follow- 
ing is  in  the  hand  of  one  of  his  clerks .] 

In  anywise  remember  to  name  the  particulars  of  his  obstinate 
speeches  to  Mr.  Dove,  which  ray  Lord  of  London  can  deliver  you. 
Remember  also  precisely  to  declare  it,  so  as  it  may  be  clearly  conceived 
how  great  suit  tbe  Earl  made  that  he  might  die  privately  in  the 
Tower,  and  how  much  he  even  to  yourself  expressed  his  thankful- 
ness for  it,  wherein  also  you  may  not  forget  how  himself  was  pos- 
sessed with  an  opinion  that  he  should  have  had  of  the  people  a great 
acclamation.

133.  Abstracts  of  wills,  deeds,  &a,  relating  to  the  property  of 
the  Earls  of  Southampton,  viz.,  the  rectory  and  parsonage  of  Titch- 
field,  Jane  Countess  of  Southampton,  being  possessed  thereof  for 
several  terms  of  years,  by  her  will  dated  25  June  1574,  devised  the 
profits  unto  Earl  Henry,  her  son,  for  life,  and  then  to  the  present 
Earl  and  his  heirs,  with  remainder  over  to  his  sister  Lady  Mary, 
and  appointed  her  son  Henry  executor.  Earl  Heniy  granted  the 
premises  to  a stranger,  and  subsequently  had  the  same  regranted 
to  him,  and  by  his  will,  dated  24  June  1581,  devised  the  same 
to  the  now  Earl  of  Southampton  when  he  should  attain  21  yesrs, 
and  appointed  llalpli  Hare,  Edw.  Cage,  and  others,  his  executors ; 
he  died  greatly  iu  debt.  The  now  Earl  his  sou,  by  deed  of  gift  of 
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20  Feb.  1596-7,  granted  all  his  leases  to  the  said  Hare,  Gage,  and 
Wn.  Chamberlain. 

Certain  tithes,  parcel  of  the  rectory  and  parsonage  of  Michel- 
< lever,  Eastratton,  and  Westratton,  Jane  Countess  of  Southampton, 
by  her  last  will,  dated  25  June,  and  published  1 July  1574, 
devised  to  the  now  Earl,  with  remainder  to  lately  Mary,  his  sister. 
The  late  Earl  Henry  willed  that  the  whole  profits  and  commodities 
of  the  premises  should  after  his  death  be  received  and  kept  to 
the  use  of  the  now  Earl,  his  son  and  heir  male,  until  he  should 
attain  21  years.  The  present  Earl  having  granted  all  his  leases  to 
the  said  Hare,  Gage,  and  others,  and  there  being  some  18  years  yet 
in  being  of  the  said  terms,  Hare  and  the  others  bought  the  in- 
heritance, and  so  determined  the  terms. 

Thomas  the  late  Earl,  being  possessed  of  the  lease  of  Barton, 
whereof  there  is  now  some  17  months  to  come,  by  his  will  dated 
1 J uly,  4 Ed w.  VI.,  appointed  that  after  his  debts  and  legacies  were 
paid,  it  should  remain  to  Earl  Henry,  his  son,  father  of  the  now 
Earl,  and  made  Jane  his  wife  and  others  his  executors  ; Jane  sur-
